The vie m f the conspiracy 
Mrs. Tats Strong, who lived 
her husbad near Holly Pond, a small 
settlement f ew m ii ea distant from 
this place. On last Monday she came 
to Blount; ill e , an d l a t e in the after- 
noon start l home afoot, and while 
trudging f, ng one of the lonoliest 
places on B roa d she was overtaken 
by a wago driven by two men, who 
were stran rs to her, bin who iuvitod 
her to riderith them. When she got 
into the w, on she was blindfolded, 
gagged antorced to lie down, and 
was covere up w ; t h old quilts and 
taken into e mountains. 

Ohristmiday the following note 
was recivec.y Postmaster Bynuin, of 
this place: 

"Camnideout, December 25. 
Mr. Posl Qs ter, please b eu uld nil 
Strong a;- jet him know his wife 
i acsy our hands an she is safe 
uua bouub and if he will bring us ten 
dollars in ielver and a gallon of good 
whiskey hi , can git her. Tel him to 
go out to tl ie ketchum old place at 
miduite toi jito and turn up the river 
bank two b tile until he come to a nut 
hous and it will have a lite in it and to 
leve the mo mey and licker in the Shid 
house, and bis wife will be returned 
to him in gi sod shape, if he don't do 
!. a tel him wo will slit his wife's 
years and If i will h a f to lead her 
around thro ugh life looking like a 
marked hog, now Mister bynum, don't 
fail to atten, 2 to this matter and don't 
you let enni body see this letter." 

On recaipt c f the above the post- 
master madi, haste to see Mr. Strong 
and revealet to him the contents of 
the note, wfc ireupon Mr. Strong wrote 
a note and tl ed it around the neck of 
a jug filled » -1th water and found his 
way to the oi at house and left them 
thore. The uld man's note ren*l en 
follows : 

"My good I friends: 
"Yon thin fe you have brought groat 
trouble on ol e Jack Strong, but you 
haven't, thi rty-one years ago I stole 
patsy from h ar daddy in gorey and 
hit has give i«e more trouble than all 
the rest of c,y steelin. Patsy have 
been a grate . lode on my shoulders and 
I am much o| jlige to you feilers for 
steelin of her and you sertainly have 
my spmpathj . You say you will cut 
her years if I don't anty— cut and be 
drat, l leav« this noot and jug of 
sperits. a hi.ppy Christmas to you." 

The jug of "sperits" turned out to 
be water, and with a red-headed wom- 
an weighing ■ a less than 250 pounds 
on their hand; i the kidnappers were 
no doubt grea |ly disconcerted. 

1 he woman j n the case made her ap- 
pearance at th ■ Blountsville post office 
early on the ■ iorning of the 2C. She 
besought Post master Bynum to take 
up her case wi |h her husband, whom 
her captors hi J told her would not let 
her return home. Mr. Bynum went 
out to see Staing, but could not make 
him feel that i jt was any part of his 
duty to submit to the return of the 
stolen goods. The woman is now at 
Mr. Bynum's I lome. and the latter is 
all torn up anM. at a loss to know just 
how-to unload| his burden. 



Three Valuable Horses 
Burned. 

A stable belonging to H. H. May- 
berry, of Birmingham, was destroyed 
hy fire at ' d o'clock Saturday morning, 
together ivith three valuable horses, 
four vehi cles and several sets of line 
harness, the total loss being placed at 
a,bout i,000. 

'itlj itable was situated in Nine- 
teenth street South, on the rear end 
of Mr. Mayberry's i'oi ■■^ostte the 
residence of W. H. Kettig] and was 
almost entirely consumed before the 
fire department could arrive. The 
fire w£ s discovered by the hostler, 
who gi ve the alarm, but because of 
the coiibuatable material the flames, 
which v ere first seen coming out of 
the roo-, spread rapidly, and in less 
time than j t takes to tell the little 
frame tuilding was wrapped in flames, 
and in a f ew minutes was a mass of 
ruins. Th e hostler made a heroic 
effort tc eave the horses and vehicles, 
but just as he reached the stable door 1 
the rooi f e H j n an d his efforts 
thwarteq. 

One o? the horses was a fancy road- 
ster vnh. e d at SI, 000 and was one o< 
the fintgt horses in the city; Th' 
others w er e a team of carriage horses 
valued at $600. The vehicles de- 
stroyed yrere a handsome carriage, a 
drag and two buggies, which with the 
horses, fittings and building run 
the losi, U p to the amount above 
mentioned.

Mr. Cudahy, who was then at his 
p.ickrng house in South Omaha, was 
g nmmoued home at once. No oue was 
, jermitted to see the letter at first ex- 



aept Mr. and Mrs. Cudahy. Mr. Cud- 
ahy's intention at the time was to keep 
its contents to himself, as the bandits 
had requested, but later he thought 
better oi it, as he believed that, in the 
bauds of the police, it would prove a 
valuable clew. 

Mr. Cudahy says he has not with- 
drawn the reward, nor will he do so. 
It stands as originally offered. 

The address, as well as the letter, is 
printed in lead pencil. The letter is 
written on common note paper, ruled 
with blue ink, which is scarcely trace 
able. The postmark shows that the 
letter was mailed at the postofflce at 6 
a. m., Saturday, December 22d, show- 
ing clearly that one of the gang of ab- 
ductors was in the postofflce on that 
date, if the letter had the same origin 
as the letter demanding tho ransom. 
That the origin was the same is attest- 
ed by General John C. Cowin, who 
saw both missives. The letter reads: 

"Cudahy; If you value the boy's 
life at the price of a bullet, you will 
withdraw the reward at once, And let 
well anough alone. If you don't do 
this we will finish the job with a bulet. 
If any man, whether gilty or inno- 
cent is ever arrested, a bulet will close 
the boy's mouth. You will think of 
this warning when it is too late — " 

The only marked difference between 
this letter and the letter demanding a 
ransom is in the greater number of 
misnpelled words. This, however, mey 
be affectation, for it will be observed 
that the most difficult words are spell- 
ed correctly, whereas some of the sim- 
ple words are misspelled. 

"Withdraw" aud "reward" are cor- 
rectly spelled, while the comparatively 
easy word "guilty" is spelled "giltly."

The first named is a big firm with 
important connections. It is feared a 
number of smaller jobbers will be 
affected. 

While the difficulties of the firms 
closely connected with the London 
and Globe division were largely dis- 
counted, the repeated fall of the ham- 
mer Saturday morning caused a great 
sensation. It is feared the full list of 
failures is not yet known. 

The failures involve twenty-eight 
members of the stock exchange and 
are equally divided among jobbers 
and brokers. It is generally regarded 
in the mining market as being the 
blackest day since the Baring smash, 
which was disastrous to all depart- 
ments. This crisis, however, did not 
extend to other markets, though most 
of them closed depressed. 

The chairman of the London and 
Globe finance corporation, limited, is 
the marquis of Dufferin and Ava, the 
former governor general of Canada 
and British ambassador to Paris. The 
failure of the concern of which he is 
the head adds one more sorrow to the 
closing chapter of his life, for he is nt 
present preparing to start for South 
Africa, in company with Lady Duffer- 
in, in consequence of the eerious con- 
dition of his son, Lord Frederick 
Temple, the lieutenant in the Ninth 
Lancers who was wounded a few days 
ago at Glenfontein. It is scarcely a 
year ago since Lord Dufferin lost his 
eldest son, the earl of Ava, who died at 
Ladysmith. He is now encompassed 
by family grief and his honored name 
is dragged in the financial mire. 



CAUGHT IN PRAIRIE FIRE. 



An Unfortunate Family Is Nearly 
Wiped Out of Existence. 

Some days ago Gottlieb Stacker and 
family, consisting of a wife and half 
grown daughter, a married daughter 
and her husband and babe, left Still- 
water, Oklahoma, in wagons to settle 
on a claim near the Texas line. They 
arrived at their destination Christmas 
day and at once put up tents for tem- 
porary residence. 

When all were asleep a prarie fire 
enveloped them before they knew it, 
and in a few moments everything they 
had was destroyed, and all of them 
nearly perished. The little babe died 
and the mother is blinded and may 
die. The father and son were both 
badly burned, while the seventeen- 
year-old daughter wili lose both feet 
and will likely die.

OYER CARD GAME 
THREE ARE KILLED 

Professional Sport Starts 
Row With Big Pistol. 



TRAGEDY IN SOUTH CAROLINA 



Sheriff, Attempting Arrest, Was 
Killed, But Got His Han 
Before Dying. 



Three men were killed at Abbeville, 
S. C, Saturday night, including the 
sheriff of the county. About 10 oclock 
several men were having a social game 
of cards in the office of the Miller ho- 
tel. One of them was William Kyle, 
of Ludlow, Mass., who had been su- 
perintending the building of a cotton 
mill at Abbeville, and was to leave for 
his home Sunday. 

John Deusby, a notorious gambler, 
who had killed several men and was 
recently tried and acquitted for tho 
murder of a negro, came into the room 
and began cursing Kyle. Densby was 
drinking and is said to have quarreled 
with the Massachusetts man some 
days ago. He applied a vile epithet 
to Kyle. The latter got up aud re- 
monstrated, but made no show of vio- 
lence. Densby drew a 45-caliber army 
revolver. A bystander gathered his 
right arm. Densby shifted the pistol 
to the left and shot Kyle through the 
abdomen. 

The murderer then backed out of 
the room, declaring he would shoot 
any one attempting to follow him. He 
went to the home of his father-in-law, 
Tom Van Cresswell. Two policemen 
persued him, but were held off by 
Densby, who threatened to kill them 
if they advanced. The policemen 
dodged into a. nearby house and tele- 
phoned for assistance. Sheriff R. L. 
Kennedy, with several citizens, re- 
sponded. 

The house was surrounded, the po- 
licemen guarding the windows and 
Kennedy going to the front door. He 
summoned Deusby to surrender. The 
desperado opened the door, came out 
and closed it. Then saying: "Well, 
we will all go to hell together," he be- 
gan shooting, the sheriff's party re- 
sponding promptly. 

Both Kennedy and Densby emptied 
their pistols. The sheriff was struck 
near the heart and in return sent a 
bullet through Densby's chest. Anoth- 
er struck Densby in the leg. 

The sheriff fell on the spot, but 
Densby walked fifty yards and had 
reloaded his pistol when the police- 
men seized and handcuffed him. He 
did not speak after being shot and died 
in an hour. 

The sheriff lived but a few minutes 
and Kyle died at 2 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon. 

Densby leaves a wife and one child. 
He was for several years United States 
deputy marshal. He was a noted 
gambler and had been the terror of the 
town for years. The sheriff also leaves 
a wife aud one shild. He was thirty- 
five years old, and in the recent elec- 
tion was elected on the first ballot 
over several competitors. 

Kyle was r.n unmarried man forty 
years old. 

FUSIONISTS NOT IN IT. 



They Ignored Call Issued By fllddle- 
of-Road Populists. 

A conference of Middle-of-the-Road 
Populists met in St. Louis, Mo., Sat- 
urday in response to a call issued by 
J. A. Parker, of Kentucky, chairman 
of the national committee of that 
party. About ninety members of the 
national committee were present in 
person or represented by proxy. W. 
Carlton Barker and Ignatius Donnelly, 
candidates for president and vice-pres- 
deut in the recent election, were not 
present. 

Chairman Parker, who opened the 
meeting with a short address, in the 
course of which he said that the con- 
ference was called for the purpose of 
considering the future policy of the 
middle-of-the-roaders, who stand for 
no compromise. He believed in the 
divorcement from both the old parties 
and declared that the fight should bo 
carried forward without any compro- 
mise. Mr. Parker said he had issued 
the call to representatives of all 
branches of the populist party, but 
that the "fusionists" had ignored it 
entirely. 

FOR COALING STATION. 



Secretary Long Buys an Island of 
Guamites For Sum of $900. 

Secretary Long has purchased for 
the United States government another 
Pacific island, avers the Washington 
correspondent of the New York Her- 
ald. 

This island is under tho American 
flag and lies in the harbor of San Luis 
d'Aprn, Guam. It is proposed to use 
it as the site for u coaling station. The 
price paid for the island was $900 in 
American gold. It is 130 acres iu ex- 
tent, aud it is believed will make an 
admirable site for the projected station. 



CAPTURE OF BRITISH POST. 



Boers flake a Successful Raid on tha 
Garrision at Helvetia. 

The war offioe at London has receiv- 
ed the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener: 

"Pretoria, December 30, 7:50 a.m. 
General Littlejohn reports that our; 
post at Helvetia was captured yester- 
day morning by the Boers. Abouh 
fifty were killed and wounded aud 200* 
taken prisoners. Colonel Kitchener 
reports that he is following with a 
small force in the track of the enemy, 
Helvetia being reoccupied by Reeves, 
who has been reinforced from Belfast. 
Helvetia was a very strong position on 
the Machadodorp-Lydenburg railway, 
and was held by a detachment of the 
Liverpool regiment. Am asking for 
further information." 



DEMANDS HOLD OOOD. 

No Modification of the Note to China 
Will Be Entertained. 

The foreign communities in Pekin 
are greatly satisfied at the decided 
tone of the collective note and the as- 
sertion that the powers are determined 
to entertain no proposals for the mod- 
ification of their demands. It is un- 
derstood Li Hung Chang sent a me- 
morial to the throne, couched in very 
strong terms, urging complete com- 
pliance. 



RASH DEED OF JILTED LOVER. 



Attempted to Murder His Former 
i Sweetheart and Commit Suicide. 

Robert Morgan attempted to kill a 
Mrs. Tompkins, a young married wo- 
man, near Harrison, Ga., Saturday 
night, aud then put a bullet into his 
own head, inflicting a very dangerous 
wound. Neither of the two shots he 
fired at Mrs. Tompkins struck her. 

Morris had been paying attention to 
Mrs. Tompkins and her marriage to 
another man was the motive for the at- 
tempted murder and suicide. 



MRS. NATIONS IS OBDURATE. 



Refuses to Leave Jail On Bail Fur. 
nlshed By Her Friends.

SQUADRON OFF PENSACOLA. 



Ships of North Atlantic Fleet Maks 
First Stop On Winter Cruise. 

The flagship Kearsarge and battle- 
ship Massachusetts of the North At- 
lantic squadron, Rear Admiral Norman 
II. Paiqubar in command, crossed tho 
bar and entered the harbor at Pensa- 
cola, Florida, Saturday noon.

Cleaning E?gs For Market-Banking Up 
Around Buildings— Feeding; Mash to the 
Fowls-To Find Weight of Live Cattle- 
Feed Cutting-Etc, Etc. 

CLEANING EGGS FOE MARKET. 

I have been engaged for ten years In 
buying eggs and shipping tht>m to 
market,- uml in almost every lot there 
have been more or less dirty and 
stained eggs. The only way of clean- 
ing such eggs that I have found to 
give satisfaction was to wet a flue 
sponge, squeeze it as dry as possible, 
and usb it to trash or rub off the dirt. 
As for stained eggs, they are unfit for 
market, and no honest person will sell 
them for that purpose, no matter how 
much they may have been cleaned 
with acids— II. B. Howard, in Agri- 
■cultural Epitomist. 



BANKING UP AROUND BUILD- 
INGS. 

For banking up around buildings 
sawdust is without doubt the best. 
When it cannot be secured, use partly 
rotted manure, with a largo portion of 
straw In it. That left about old straw 
stacks, around which stock run all 
winter, will do very well if the bank- 
ing, up, is done early, so it can have 
time to settle down before frost. This 
will resist cold wind and keep out 
frost wonderfully, and it will not heave 
or crack by frost, as soil or the more 
heavy kinds of manure will do. Part- 
ly rotted horse manure is also very 
good for banking up around buildings. 



FEEDING MASH TO FOWLS. 

The pet theory of feeding mash to 
fowls early In the morning has been 
exploded by practical tests, which 
prove that fowls cannot be kept thrifty 
when given a full feed of soft mash 
for first meal. 

Fowls must be kept busy, and the 
only sure way to do this Is to give 
only a small portion of what they act- 
ually require for first feed and then 
put the,ra to work . on grain of some 
kind buried in straw or litter. A full 
meal should be given just before dusk 
so that the fowls may go to roost with 
wellrfllled crops. 

A very good system of feeding is one 
heaping tablespoonful of mash, made 
of boiled vegetables, scraps, etc., thick- 
ened with aqual parts of cornmeal and 
middlings, for each grown fowl, given 
as early as the fowls can see to eat, 
then follow this up with one quart to 
each twenty fowls of whole oats, 
wheat millet or cracked corn. 

If this amount apparently satisfies 
the fowls then decrease the supply, 
but be sure to cover entirely with 
straw or litter of some kind, so that 
not a grain can be had without work- 
Home and Farm. 



THE POULTRY AND EGG BUSI- 
NESS. 

It is probable that if an accurate 
census of poultry and eggs can be tak- 
en it will be found that the value there- 
of will exceed $300,000,000. This is ah 
enormous sum and throws the "fancy" 
part far into the t-haile. It is the great 
tratnloads of pouHry and eggs going 
to the large cities that show the mag- 
nitude of the poultry industry. With a 
population of 80,000,000 people, and es- 
timating that each person consumes ?3 
worth of poultry and eggs in one year, 
the sum is $400,000,000. Then there 
Is the large number of eggs used in the 
arts. We are still importing eggs, and 
our country does not supply itself. 

While the farmers largely assist in 
this production, yet the cities, towns 
and villages contain thousands who 
keep small flocks. The lien is but a 
small creature, but there are millions 
of hens, and thfty produce something 
every day in the year. In the face of 
a great array of ligures and facts let 
the poultry business have its proper 
place, for it Is the rival of any other. 
Cattle, horses, sheep, swine and even 
wheat are falling to the rear oehind 
poultry. 

And yet It is styled a "fancy" 
business, and breeders fail to com- 
prehend the figures.— Connecticut 
Fa rmer.

SHEEP AS FERTILITY CON- 
SERVERS. 
A large proportion of the Iambs 
which are raised in West Virginia for 
the production of mutton are mar- 
keted in the fall, and although this is 
undoubtedly the simplest way of dis- 
posing of the surplus lambs, yet this 
practice possesses some serious de- 
fects, for when animals of any kind are 
constantly being sold from a farm, 
with now and then some hay or grain, 
the fertility of the soil is continually 
carried away, and unless commercial 
fertilizers are employed to supply the 
deficiency of potash and phosphoric 
acid, the productiveness of the land 
must constantly diminish. On the 
other hand, If these lambs can be prof- 
itably fattened during the winter they 
may be made to consume the clover 
hay or other coarse fodder of the 
farm which has only a small commer- 
cial value. 

Also the farmer is enabled to feed 
his grain at home Instead of being 
obliged to draw it several miles to the 
railroad station. In addition to the 
grain which is raised upon the farm, 
some of the concentrated feeding 
stuffs, such as cottonseed meal, linseed 
meal or wheat bran, can generally be 
used to advantage in t lie fattening ra- 
tion, and as each of these materials 
contains a large quantity of nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash, which Is 
recovered in the manure, it is seen that 
when the policy of feeding lambs dur- 



ing the winter is iutelligentlir carried 
out the land will gradually become 
richer, instead of poorer, becat lfi( > more 
fertility will be added by tli* manure 
than is carried away by the lf»mb crop. 
—West Virginia Experiment Station 
Bulletin. 

TO FIND WEIGHT OF LIVE 
CATTLE. 
There are many rules for Estimating 
the weight of cattle by measurement, 
but one of the authorities oi| the sub- 
ject says that "there is no ru i e that 
Comes nearer than good guessing," am i 
that "no two animals will WvIrIi alike 
according to measurements." xhe same 
authority further remarks that a rule, 
as good as any, is to lind n le SU pe r - 
ticial feet by multiplying the girth, just 
behind the shoulder blade, by ' the 
length from the fore part of ' the shoul- 
der blade to the root of the tail. Thus 
an ox girthing seven feet u | Ile inches 
and measuring six feet iu length would 
contain seven and three-fo m -tii S times 
six, or forty-six and one- Uix if super- 
ficial feet. For cattle, gro ss f e ,i i the 
following is given as the weight per 
superficial foot: 

Girth less than 3 feet , ,n pounds 

Girth 3 to 5 feet " :u pounds 

Girth 5 to 7 feet pounds 

Girth 7 to 9 feet '/^ pounds 

Thus the steer, as per i 10 ove meas- 
urements, should weigh 4<t5o x 31, or 
1,441 pounds gross. Unu£ r this" rule. 
It is usual to deduct one. pound iii 
twenty on half-fatted cattle, from fif- 
teen to twenty pounds on a' cow hav- 
ing had calves and if not fllt an equal 
amount. The author of t n j s n ,] e SU g. 
gesta its use only when the scale is 
wanting, as the scale is the only true 
standard.— Omaha World- Herald. 

FEED CUTTING. 

I have been asked wl' lilt advantage 
there is in cutting feed; i would say 
the principal advantage i s the saving 
of waste. There is les s opportunity 
for the stock to pick o\-er and select 
out the best than when the roughness 
Is fed whole. Then, too, there is a bet- 
ter opportunity for making up com- 
plete rations, as bran, inlddlings, cot- 
tonseed, and oil meal c a n all be used 
to a good advantage, rather better than 
with the feed given wht,i e . Clover hay 
and bran or middlings, r, in fact, any 
kind of hay or straw run through a 
cutting box and a sm a n quantity of 
ground feed added inai$ es a g00 j ra ^ 
tion for nil kinds of growing cattle, 
sheep or horses. Unth! re shed oats can 
be fed to a good ad Vantage in the 
same way. 

In nearly every case -where ground 
feed is fed, it will pa, y to cut a suffi- 
cient quantity of roughness to mix 
with it in feeding. An -ryin be eaten 
up clean, be more thoroughly masti- 
cated and better dlges ted and the ani- 
mal will secure a la rirer amount of 
benefit, and at the 'same time save 
from thirty to fifty p er cent, of your 
feed. The more we la,k into the ques- 
tion the more I am convinced that if 
the intelligent, econoE a i ca i farmer will 
save everything that f, TO ws on his farm 
suitable for feed, In fi ve years he may 
be independent; able to keep a year's 
supply on hand to tide over an occa- 
sional off year wlieo. it comes.

Perhaps you kuov, an orchard in 
which every tree ha a dead limbs on it 
the entire season, '['hey were certainly 
not retained for oi. name nt or utility, 
and that being the case , their reten- 
tion cannot be acc DU nted for, excerit 
upon the supposition that the manage- 
ment has been neg ligent. These dis- 
figuring limbs shoijia have been re- 
moved last spring, DV earlier, but there 
have been times fl uring the summer 
when they could n ave been taken 
from the trees. ,f the season has 
been as wet in anj, other locality as it 
has been In this section, there has been 
a great deal of time that the farmer 
could hardly emp | oy to advantage in 
ordinary farm r na nagement. The 
ground was too we t to cultivate for 
many days, and the orchard could 
have been greatly improved by lopping 
off dead limbs, u,a burning such por- 
tion of them as c uld not be used for 
fuel. But if the WO rk has not been 
done, do it now, or j us t as soon as it 
can be done. 

Any tree that fl. oe <? not produce good 
apples is an incu mberer of the ground, 
a self-evident fa< -t that none will care 
to dispute. If t ne tree is starved, it 
should be fed. If lt noefls pruning, 
prune it. If it i iee ds cultivating, cul- 
tivate it. But these things need not 
be elaborated, ft jr the necessity of do- 
ing them is wel | known. It ought to 
be well known, too, that a seedling 
tree that is wor thless, ought not to be 
left standing «rithout being grafted. 
Yet I know an orchard that contains 
30 worthless seedling trees, good vig- 
orous trees. II eoes without saying 
that we have 1 Bn d in this country to 
waste and tha'j we wilste it in one 
way and anothi,,., , )u t what can be the 
operation of th „ mind of a man, who 
will incumber t j le ground with worth- 
less trees that he mlght nlllke vuln _ 
able by so sim p i ., p ro cess as graft- 
ing?

SHOOTING IN BIRMINGHAM. 

Wants the Birthday of Lee Hade 
a Legal Holiday—Other 
State News. 



A WUKCK ON THE Jj. & N. 

Fireman Killed and Other Trainmen 
Injured— Wfis Caused by -Dis- 
regard lor Orders. 

Two freight trains on the Louisville 
and Nashville road collided one mile 
south of Parkwood and about seven or 
eight miles south of Birmingham at 
8:40 o'clock Saturday morning. One 
man was killed and several others 
more or less seriously injured. 

Fireman Kobert Howard, colored, 
was internally injured and died short- 
ly after being brought to Birming- 
ham. 

Engineer G. Y. Horton was slightly 
injured. 

Engineer Chase slightly hurt. 

Flagman McDuffy, nose broken. 

Fireman J. Wilson, slightly injured. 

Brakemau Nix, colored, slightly 
hurt . 

The collision occurred on a steep 
grade about a mile south of Parkwood, 
and is said to have been caused by the 
fuilure of the conductor on the south- 
bound train to observe orders to meet 
the second section of No. 28, north- 
bound, at Parkwood. Both trains 
wtre making slow time when they 
met and to this cause is due the small 
loss of life and the light damage to 
the trains. Both engines were wrecked, 
but only a few cars were torn up. 

As soon as information of the collis- 
ion was received in the office of the 
superintendent in Birmingham a 
wrecking train and Superintendent 
Welch and Assistant Superintendent 
Galloway together with the surgeon 
of the road, went to the scene. The 
injured men were at once brought to 
Birmingham and taken to St. Vincent's 
Hospital. 

Alf Dorsey Shoots at Jasv> r Bryant. 

At 8 :30 Saturday night pedestrians 
on Twentieth street, between First 
and Second avonues, Birmingham, 
were startled by five pistol shots fired 
in rapid succession, then a flying 
figure darted across the street and 
disappeared up First alley, hotly pur- 
sued by another figure. 

The first figure was Alf Dorsey, 
colored, who works at the Pennsly- 
vania hat store, and the second one 
was that of Policeman John Tonilin. 

The trouble began in Jackson's 
tailor shop over an argument as to 
how the word "one" was spelt. 
Dorsey, whose ideas of orthography 
were somewhat muddled by drink, 
insisted that one was spelt w-o-n. 
Jisper Bryant, who was standing 
around quietly chewing tobacco, said 
that one was spelt o-n-e. Dorsey 
then drew a dollar from his pocket 
and offered to bet Bryant that his 
way of spelling one was tho one and 
the only one. Bryant took the bet, 
but while he was fumbling around in 
his pockets hunting for a dollar 
Dorsey dropped his dollar on the 
floor. "Pick that up," he said to 
Bryant. ''I didn't put it down and I 
ain't gwine ter pick it up," answered 
Bryant. Dorsey thereupon drew a 
revolver and began to shoot. He fired 
five shots into different parts of the 
room. Seven people were in the room 
but none were hurt. One of the 
bullets grized Bryant's arm, or as 
Bryant expressed it, "it burnt him." 
Having emptied his revolver Dorsey 
dushed downstairs and out into the 
street. People seeing a man running 
with a revolver in his hand gave him 
the right of way. Officer John Tom- 
lin, who had been attracted to the 
spot by the shooting, started in pur- 
suit, but Dorsey wub the best "sprint- 
er'' und disappeared in the darkness 
of First alley.

IS PLAIN SAILING. 

Chinese Promise to Submit Peace- 
ably to Demands of 
the Allies. 

Following at an interval of one day 
close upon his announcement that the 
Chinese emperor has decreed the ac- 
ceptance of the Pekin agreement, 
Minister Conger cabled the state de- 
partment under date of Pekin, January 
1, that the next step had been taken, 
and that the ministers had been noti- 
fied formally not only that the Chinese 
government had accepted, but felt able 
to guarantee a performance of the con- 
ditions imposed. 

It was apprehended that there would 
be much difficulty in settling the im- 
portant subject of indemnities, and 
the rearrangement of the commercial 
treaties between China and the pow- 
ers, which is provided for only in gen- 
eral terms in the agreement, was ex- 
pected to present equal difficulties in 
the arrangement of the details. It is 
absolutely essential to harmonious re- 
lations in the future that there shall 
be no discrimination in the making of 
these treaties. 

The Chinese government's guarantee 
of its ability to perform the acts called 
for by the agreement is now expected 
to be followed by the prompt arrest 
and punishment of the boxer leaders 
and sympathizers who were named in 
the decree of September 25th, as fol- 
lows: 

Prince Chwan, Prince Ylh, Seconda- 
ry Princes Tsai Lien and Tsai Ying, 
Prince Tuan, Duke Tsai Lan, and the 
president of the censorate, Ying Nien, 
assistant grand secretary of the civil 
board, and Cbao Shu Chiao. 

EIQHT IN THE RACE. 

Senatorial Nominations Are Made In 
the Quaker Legislature. 

Nominations of candidates for United 
States senator were made in both 
branches of the Pennsylvania legisla- 
ture Wednesday. The following names 
were presented in the senate: 

M. S. Quay, Bepublican; Congress- 
man John Dalzell, Independent Be- 
publican; ex-Governor Bobert L. Pat- 
tison, Democrat; ex-Congressman Si- 
mon P. Wolverton, Democrat; John 
Stewart, Bepublican; Congressman 
William Conell, Bepublican; George 
F. Huff, Bepublican, and National 
Committeeman Charles Mahaffey. 

The voting will begin January 15th, 
when the two houses will vote separ- 
ately. 

KRUQER IS INDISPOSED. 



Old flan Is Suffering From a Slight 
Attack or Bronchitis. 

Advices from The Hague state that 
Mr. Kruger is suffering from a slight 
attack of bronchitis. While there is 
no anxiety as to his condition, he is 
obliged to keep to his bed. 

Drs. Heimans, VanKhuysen and 
Coort during the day issued the follow- 
ing bulletin: 

"Mr. Kruger has for some days 
been suffering from a recurrence of 
bronchitis, which, in view of his age 
and the effects of this climate, makes 
it necessary for him to be more than 
ordinarily careful." 

YOUNQ HUTCHISON CORRALED. 



He Gets a Legal Notice to Return 
Property of His Aged Wife. 

After chasing Willard Hutchinson, 
the handsome young clubman and 
beau ideal of the matinee girls, round 
the world, attorneys for his 80-year- 
old wife succeeded in getting close 
enough to him in Brunswick, Ga., 
Wednesday to serve him with papers 
requiring him to appear in New York 
at the next term of court or show cause 
why he should not surrender about 
83,000,000 worth of New York prop- 
erty to his wife.

SENATORS OFFER 
NEW ARMY BILL 



Discussion of the Measure 
Brings Out Criticism. 

BOTH SIDES HAVE SHY AT IT 



The Philippines Question Brought 
Up and Threshed Over at 
Great Length. 



For five hours Friday the senate 
discussed the army reorganization bill. 
The debate took a wide range at times, 
but was confined principally to the 
question of the necessity for the in- 
crease in the regular army provided 
for in the pending measure. 

The Philippine question was thresh- 
ed over at great length, but few really 
new points we:re advanced. Speeches 
were made by Mr. Carter, of Mon- 
tana; Mr. Teller, of Colorado; Mr. 
Hoar, of Massachusetts; Mr. Stewart, 
of Nevada, and Mr. Caffery, of Louisi- 
ana. One of the sharpest colloquies 
of the session was between Mr. Carter 
and Mr. Wellington, of Maryland. 

Mr, Hoar advanced a proposition to 
create a commisision, to be composed 
of all shades of political opinion, to in- 
vestigate the entire Philippine ques- 
tion and report i ts findings to congress 
iu order that a basis might be formed 
for intelligent action. Some slight 
progress was made toward the comple- 
tion of the pending measure. 

The resolution offered Thursday by 
Mr. Pettigrew calling for information 
with reference to the Philippines was 
laid before the senate, and Mr. Lodge 
moved that it be referred to the com- 
mittee on Philippines, and it was 
finally so referred. Mr. Pettigrew 
said the president maintained there 
was no war in tho Philippines. The 
military committed declared that war 
existed there, and that at least 60,000 
men would be required to suppress 
the rebelion. He, therefore, demand- 
ed the facts. 

Another of Mr. Pettigr-ew's resolu- 
tions calling upon, the president for 
information as to the necessity for an 
increase in the strength of the army 
was referred to the committee on mil- 
itary affairs. On demand of Mr. Pet- 
tigrew the commit tee report on the 
army bill was read. Mr. Carter asked 
unanimous consent to pass upon the 
unobjected amendments. Mr. Petti- 
grew objected. 

Mr. Wellington, of Maryland, de- 
manded to know the intention of the 
administration with reference to the 
Philippine islands. If it was to force 
an annexation of the Philippines, then 
a large army would be necessary. Two 
campaigns had been fought out and 
the situation was wor 66 than ever. Mr. 
Wellington was oppo Bed to an increase 
of the army, if the government pur- 
poses to try to depri ve the Filipinos 
of self-government. 

Mr. Carter replied that "the presi- 
dent has no authority to decide what 
shall be done with tht) Philipines. " 

"The moment the treaty of peace 
was ratified," said he, "that moment 
it became the supreme law of the land. 
If the president had re fused to main- 
tain sovereignty of tho United States 
there, he would have laid himself lia- 
ble to impeachment." 

"Has he not already given up sover- 
eignty over a portion of Alaska?" in 
quired Mr. Wellington,. 

Mr. Carter replied that what the 
president had done as to the Alaskan 
boundary had been accomplished 
through a modus vive ndi, a purely 
temporary arrangement. "It is nev- 
ertheless a fact," declared Mr. Wel- 
lington, "that territory over which we 
had undisputed sovereignty has been 
abandoned. The Britisli flag has been 
raised over it, and it is controlled by 
British constabulary. That is the 
fact," 

Mr. Hoar suggested a goneral amend- 
ment to the bill looking; to the con- 
ciliation of the Filipinos and express- 
ing the opinion that in time of peace 
we should have one sol Tier to each 
1,000 of our population. He did not, 
therefore, he said, oppose 1 the bill on 
the score of increase, bu t he did op- 
pose it because of the avowed policy of 
military control of the Philippines. 
"It is idle," he said, "to tell us that 
these people are not fit 1'or self-gov- 
ernment. The way to prepare them 
for liberty is to set them firee."

WASHINGTON ITEMS.

General of Cuba. More thau 1000 per- 
sons attended. 



DOMESTIC. 

Edwin G. Bedford died near Paris, 
Ivy., aged eighty-six years. He was 
a noted breeder of short-horn cattle. 
He paid the highest price ever given 
for a short-horn, $30,000, for a bull at 
the New York Mills sale in 1870. 

The Railroad Commissioners issued 
an order compelling the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company to equip all 
street ears in Boston with vestibules. 

The consolidation of all the street 
railways of Detroit, Mich., under the 
name of the Detroit United Railway 
Company, with a. capital of $12,500,000, 
was effected. 

Two heavy freight trains on the 
Vazoo and Mississippi Valley Rail- 
road, both double-headers, met in col- 
lision near Hays Station, Miss. Seven 
men of the eight in the crews were 
killed. 

A burglar robbed the house occupied 
by James W T ilson, eighty-rive years 
old, near New Haven, Penn., after 
attacking Miss Marion Morgan and 
ber grandfather. 

James Gibbons, a nephew of Cardin- 
al Gibbons, a student at the Charity 
Hospital, was waylaid and killed at. 
New Orleans, La., by two highway- 
men. 

Mrs. Margaret Ertell, who shot 
George Degee in Brooklyn, declared 
iu court she was not sorry she had 
killed him. 

Forty-six tons of gold and silver 
were received at the Seattle Assay of- 
fice in 1900. 

In a crusade against saloons in Itli 
aca, N. Y., by the Anti-Saloon League, 
photographs were taken, showing vio- 
lation of the law in nearly every liquo-' 
store in town. 

All the Populist members of the 
Colorado State Senate, eight in num- 
ber, entered the caucus of the Demo- 
cratic members and announced their 
intention to join the Democratic party. 

Warren F. Putnam, former Tresi 
dent of the National Granite State 
Bank, of Exeter, N. H., who was sen- 
tenced to serve rive years in State 
prison at Concord, in 1890, was re- 
leased, 208 days of his sentence having 
been commuted for good behavior. 

Forty-five thousand dollars in Gov- 
ernment bonds were found in a chest 
in a hut, near Fletcher, Ohio, occupied 
by Ypsilanti Smith, a hermit, who died 
a few days ago. 

The original estate of $9,000,000 
which was left by Mr. Pullman when 
he died, October 19, 1897, was in- 
creased by the management of the 
executors to almost $15,000,000.

Coal Minors Will Probably Get Ad- 
vance in Wages. 



It is more than likely that there 
will be an advance of two and a half 
cents a ton in the price paid for min- 
ing coal in the Birmingham district, 
beginning January 1. The price for 
December was 62^ cents, but the ad- 
vance in the price of iron in Decem- 
ber brought the average up to $11, 
which, it is believed, will entitle the 
miners to the maximum limit, 55 
cents per ton. The miners' commit- 
tee inspect the iron sales books of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company on the first of each month, 
and if they find that the average sell- 
ing price of iron is $11 for all grades 
they will then receive the maximum 
for digging coal. 



Talladega Furnace. 



Eugene Zimmerman, owner of the 
Talladega pig iron furnace and the 
Birmingham and Atlantic Bailroad, 
was in the city Saturday. He said 
that he saw no reason why business 
should not be good throughout this 
year. The present conditions are 
favorable for heavy business and the 
iron market is firm and the demand 
good. He stated that the furnace at 
Talladega, now idle, would be put in 
blast by the first of February, This 
furnace was banked last fall for the 
purpose of repairing and overhauling 
it. It is now in better condition than 
ever before and when it starts up will 
make about 100 tons of iron a day. 



Iron Roofing Company. 



The plant of the Alabama Metal 
Booting Company, in Birmingham, is 
nearing completion and will be ready 
to go in operation within two or three 
weeks. When completed it will melt 
about twenty tons ofironaday, which 
it will convert into corrugated roofing, 
ceiling, siding and similar material. 
It is owned and operated by O. E. 
Smith, Haskins Williams and Mr. 
West, the latter taking the manage**^ 
ment of the works. 

It is the intention of the owners of 
the plant to add machinery for making 
iron and steel wheelbarrows, coal 
scuttles, shovels and similar articles 
at an early date.

A contract has been practically 
closed by which B. H. Wood & Sons 
of New Orleans, will take 150,000 
tons of coal from the Walker county 
mines, delivery to bo made between 
February 1st, 1901, and February 1st, 
1902. The parties to the contract are 
B. H. Wood <fe Sons, of New Orleans, 
and the Sloss- Sheffield Steel and Iron 
Company, the Virginia and Alabama 
Coal Company, the Deer Creek Ooul 
Company, Southern Coal and Coke 
Couipuny and the Southern Railway. 



A Washington special says: The 
first briefs to be filed in the cases in- 
volving the relations of the United 
States to their insular possessions 
which are to be argued in the Uneitd 
States supreme court were submitted 
Wednesday, There are eight of the 
cases and briefs were filed in two of 
them, viz: The cases of Carlos Arm- 
strong and of Samuel B. Downes. In 
both cases the briefs represent the 
parties opposing the contentions of 
the government. 

The Armstrong case comes to the 
supreme court from the court of claims. 
Armstrong is a British subject doing 
business in Ponce, Porto Bico, and he 
sues to recover tariff duties collected 
on goods imported into Porto Bico 
from New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. The court of claims de- 
cided against him and he appeals from 
that decision. The brief in this case 
was filed by Mr. John C. Chaney on 
behalf of Mr. Armstrong. 

The plea is made in the brief that 
the collection was, in the circum- 
stances, a violation of the constitution 
of the United States, as by tho terms 
of the Paris treaty the island of Porto 
Bico became a portion of the United 
States. The brief lays down the fol- 
lowing propositions as the basis of the 
appellant's contentions: 

'"Tho constitution of the United 
States reaches over every portion of 
the national domain, whether in the 
form of state, territories or districts, 
because this constitution provides for 
territories as well as states. The ces- 
sion made by Spain in the treaty of 
Paris produced an absolute change of 
title and sovereignty in Porto Bico. 

"The president of the United States 
is an executive officer only. He has 
no right to exercise legislative func- 
tions. The imposition, by executive 
orders, of customs duties on commerce 
between the island of Porto Bico and 
other parts of the United States after 
the treaty of peace and the exchange 
of ratifications is unauthorized and 
void, and the collection of such duties 
ia without warrant of law. 

"A government without limitations 
was never intended by the founders of 
the nation. They sought to establish, 
and did establish, a constitutional re- 
public which furnishes a written guar- 
antee of protection to all of its inhab- 
itants. The idea that, in one portion 
of the country, the executive and leg- 
islative authority is subject to restric- 
tions and limitations and that in other 
portions it is without any restriction." 

A large portion of the brief is de- 
voted to the refutation of the doctrine 
laid down by the attorney general in 
the Gootz case, recently argued by 
him in the supreme court to the effect 
that the government of the United 
States has an unlimited hand in the 
control of territory outside of the 
states. 

Replying to this declaration, Mr. 
Chaney says, in part: 

Mr. McKinley is the president of 
the United State, the president of its 
territories and of its people. He is 
not the president of any other terri- 
tory or people and he is the despot of 
no people and no territory. He was 
never elected or commissioned the 
despot of anybody or anything. 

''The congress is the congress of 
the United States — the congress of 
the territory and the people of the 
United States. It is not the congress 
of any other territory or people. It is 
omnipotent nowhere on the face of 
the earth. It is created by tho people 
of the United States under a constitu- 
tion specifically pointing out its power 
and duties. It exists by virtue of that 
constitution and also the presidential 
office. It is omnipotent nowhere. The 
only omnipotent thing this side of 
heaven is the constitution formulated 
by the fathers out of times which prov- 
ed the necessity of providing against 
despotism in the presidential office. 
One would think to hear the argu- 
ments advanced by the government 
that there are no restrictions or limita- 
tions of any sort upon congress or the 
president so far as the territories are 
concerned. 

"They may give to Alaska an abso- 
lute monarchy; they may give to the 
Hawaiian islands a republic; they 
may giv3 to Porto Bico any such gov- 
ernment as Weyler would provide; 
that they may give to the Philippines 
a form of government after the plan 
of Germany; that they may establish 
a republic iu one part and a monarchy 
in another; that they may deny to the 
inhabitants of theso islands all the 
recognized rights and provisions 
which characterize the civilized na- 
tions. In short, they may restore all 
the relics of barbarism and there is no 
way on earth to stop or control them."

000. T .e state's part of the profits 
for 1900 is $170,012. 18; the towns and 
counties $298,100.28, making a grand 
total of profits of $474,178.40. The 
dispensary is now tho largest whisky 
bottling concern in the world.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY, 

From the Kinacial Chronicle New Yurt 
City, Dec. I.. 11)00. 

In a decisiion rendered this week 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has thrown off all disguise and 
has revealed the animus which in 
controlling its course aud action. 

The f runners of the Interstate 
law intended that the Commission 
should act iu an impartial manner, 
deciding cases before it strictly in 
accordance with their merits. The 
Board nas from the first acted as if 
it were the champion of the ship 
pers, aud as if its chief function 
consisted in harassing and embar- 
rassing the railroads aud ruling 
against t'.'iem when occasion offered. 

But while the Comntission could 
not concpal the bias it fell, its ut 
terances at least have hitherto been 
couched injudicial and unobjection- 
able language, thus preserving a 
semblance of impartiality. This 
week, however, it has finally 
thrown precaution to the winds. 

The Eiouthorn Railway Company 
had asli od for a rehearing in a ease 



involving relative rates to Lynch- 
burg, Danville, etc., which had 
been decided against it in the 
spring. In its petition the com- 
pany claimed that to obey the de 
cision of the Commission would in- 
volve a loss to it $433,000 per an- 
il um, and that as no dividend had 
been paid on the "ompany's common 
stock of $120,000,000 during 1899, 
to insist upon cutting off that a- 
inount of revenue per year would 
be tantamount to depriving the 
owners of the stock of their pro- 
perty without due process of law. 

The Commission makes an at 
tempt to dispute the figures of loss 
given, and then goes on to say that 
the stock was issued as part of a 
reorganization scheme under which 
the company came into existence, 
that it does not, appear that any- 
thing was ever paid upon such stock, 
and finally (apparently to clinch a 
weak argument) "that it does not 
rest in the whim of a Reorganiza- 
tion Committee in Wall Street to 
impose a tax upon the whole coun- 
fy." 

The allusion here to the "whim 
of a Reorganization Committee" in 
• 'Wall Street" is not only irrelevant 
and in exceedingly bad taste, vio- 
lating every rule of official property, 
but in the inference which it seeks 
to convey is a gross misrepresenta 
tion of the facts of the case. There 
was no occasion for lugging in the 
Reorganization Committee at all, 
and we qau conceive of no reason 
for so doing, except a desire or the 
part of seme of the members to 
pose before the country as foes of 
the railroad and financial interests. 

'J" lie Reorganization Committee 
was noton trial, and if the Com- 
mission deemed the capitalization 
of the Southern Railway excessive 
and wanted to maintain its position 
with reference to the rate question, 
a decorous statement to that effect 
would have answered every purpose 
and have shown that the Board 
still had some regard for its official 
position. Instead, the Commission 
seeks to cast aspersions upon a 
body of men who in reorganizing 
the old Richmond & West Point 
Terminal Company and its consti- 
tuent properties rendered as im- 
portant a public service as was 
ever rendered under similar circum- 
stances by a like body anywhere iu 
the country. As a matter of fact 
the Reorganization Committee, in- 
stead of being pilloried, should be 
held up to public approval and 
praise. They accomplished a task 
which seemed wellnigh hopeless — a 
task which several previous com- 
mittees formed for the same pur* 
pose had been obliged to abandon 
beceauso of its onerous character. 

The imputation that this commit, 
tee, which carried to success an uu. 
dertaking which everyone else had 
abandoned, sought by the reorgan- 
ization "to impose a tax upon the 
whole Southern country" is abso- 
lutely without any foundation m 
truth, and has nothing whatever 
to sustain it. When these people 
took hold the properties constitu- 
ting the present Southern Kailway 
system were a physical as well as a 
financial wreck. The service was 
bad. and the costly way in which it 
was rendered forbade the possibility 
of cheapening the charge to the 
public. The reorganizes provided 
the means for rehabilitating the 
system, and poured millions upon 
millions into it for its improvement 
and development. Now at last the 
territory served by the lines has a 
railroad service worthy of the name 
So far from having imposed a tax 
upon any portion of the Southern 
country, we venture the assertion 
that the South to-day, a- the result 
of these efforts and expendit ores, is 
being served better and cheaper 
than at any previous period in its 
history.

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The statement that there is no 
evidence that anything was ever 
p id on the common stock of the 
Southern Railway is of the same 
baseless character. The stock re- 
ferred to was issued in exchange 
for the stocks of the old companies. 
Everybody in the financial aud rail- 
road world knows that the terms 
were not liberal. Indeed, the re 
organization was a peculiarly dras- 
tic one. Leaving out of account 
what may have been originally paid 
on the old shares, the reorganiza- 
tion managers levied heavy assess- 
ment on these old stocks, and also 
on some classes of bonds, aud the 
security-holders bad to pay these 
assessments iu order to get, any re- 
presentation in the reorganized 
company. The Richmond Terminal 
shareholders had to pay 810.00 per 
share, and the East Tennessee com • 
mon stockholders had to pay $7.20 
per share, and besides had their 
holding reduced 40 per cent, ^o 
hard were these terms considered 
that many of the security owners 
sacrificed their holdings rather 
than accept them, and the reorgan- 
ization syndicate had to step into 
the gap. If the Interstate Com- 
merce CommiHsion does not know 
all this it is inexcusably igmorunt 
on a most important subject, com - i 
ing directly within its province, 1 
And what benefits have the se- 
curity holders who came in under 
the reorganization scheme received 
thus far? They have had no divid- 
ends upon their holdings of com- 
mon stock, and to-day, t-.V years 
after the reorganization, they li: d 
these shares quoted in the mark, t 
at the munificent figure of 17 

When, therefore, the .manage s 
oftbeemnpanv sought toprotnt 
these shareholders against the ac- 
tion of the Interest, Commerce Com- 
mission in threatening a large re- 
duction of the company's revenues, 
they were evidently doing only 
duiy. The Commission in denying 
the request for a rehearing might 
at least have refrained from inject, 
ing abuse into the refusal.

CHAS. AUSTIN KILLED AT MORRIS 



Shot Down by P. T Suddeth,— Person- 
al Difficulty Between Them. 



Charles Austin, a brother of Chief 
of Police C. W. Austin, of Birming- 
ham, was shot and instantly killed at 
Morris, a small station on the L. & N. 
railroad, a few miles north of Bir- 
mingham, at 2:30 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, by P. T. Suddeth, a pros- 
perous farmer of that section, in a per- 
sonal difficulty. 

The trouble arose over certain re- 
marks Suddeth is said to have made 
about Austin. Austin approached 
Suddeth and asked him about the 
matter, and it is said used abusive 
language towards him. Suddeth told 
him he would see him later, and left 
town going in the direction of hie 
home, two miles away. Arming him- 
self with a revolver he returned to 
Morris, accompanied by his son, and 
renewed the quarrel. A few words 
passed and Suddeth drew his revolver 
and shot Austin through the heart. 
After being shot Austin grappled with 
Suddeth for the revolver, but young 
Suddeth interfered and took charge ol 
the weapon, the wounded man dying 
soon afterwards. Austin was un- 
armed. 

Sheriff Burgin was notified of the 
killing and sent deputies to Morris to 
place Suddeth under arrest, but when 
the deputies arrived he had fled the 
ecene, and has not yet been appre- 
hended. 



THUGS ABROAD IN SELMA. 

Negro Woman's Throat Cut and Hon 
B. H. Craig Attacked By 
a Burglar. 

Selma's street fair came to a close 
Friday night but not before two oc- 
" currences out of the ordinary had 
marked its last hours. 

Shortly after dark, a negro woman 
coming along the lower end of Broad 
street, was attacked by a negro man 
who leaped over the back fenoe o) 
Mrs, Evans' boarding house after her. 
Failing to get the woman's pocket- 
book the negro drew his knife and 
slashed her across the throat, inflict- 
ing an ugly but not fatal wound. He 
then made off up an adjoining alley. 

At about 10 o'clock at night Repre- 
sentative B. H. Craig, who lives in a 
somewhat seoluded spot on the bank 
of the river, heard someone trying to 
effect an entrance into his house. He 
crept out upon the would-be burglar 
and captured him, but while carrying 
his prisoner to the lockup down town, 
and when in front of Senator PettuB' 
residence, the negro whirled upon 
Mr. Craig, and felling him to the 
ground, made his escape.

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MACHINISTS OUT ON A STRlKIi 



Refused to "Work With Negro Who 



"Was Put on the Drill Press. 

The machinists at the machine shop 
at the city furnaces of the Sloss- 
Sheflield Steel and Iron Company in 
Birmingham went out on a strike Sat- 
urday morning and operations at that 
place were somewhat curtailed during 
the day as a result. The machinists 
quit work because Master Mechanic 
Laidley put a nogroon the drill press. 

As soon as the machinists discovered 
that a negro was running the drill 
press they held a consultation and ap- 
pointed a committee to wait on tho 
Master Mechanic and ascertain if he 
intended to keep the negro there. The 
committee was informed that such 
was his intention, as the company did 
not care to pay a man $2. GO a day to 
operate the machine. The committee 
reported the result of its conference 
to the machinists and all decided to 
quit work. 

Nino machinists are employed at 
the shop and all of these are out. One 
of tho striking men stated that the 
men had no grievances against the 
company or against Mr. Laidley ex- 
cept that the latter put a negro on 
one of the machines and they refused 
to work with him.

The Hon . Robert R. Poole, the state

Young Kelley struck the 
brush with the butt of his gun and 
the weapon was discharged, the load 
of shot striking him in the face and 
killing him instantly.

Jackson's wife 
identified the mutilated remains.

Held Post of Comptroller of Treasury 
Under Cleveland Regime. 

William L. Treuholm, who was 
comptroller of the treasury during the 
Cleveland first administration, died at 
his home in Now York Friday of pneu- 
monia. The body was taken to Charles- 
ton, S. C, for interment. 

Air. Treuholm was born in Charles- 
ton February 8, 1836, and graduated 
from the South Carolina college in 
1855. He filled many positions of 
trust and was prominently identified 
with numerous social and oolitical 
clubs.

CHARLESTON GETS 
NAVAL STATION 



Board Selects a Site For 
Its Location. 



PORT ROYAL IS TURNED DOWN 



Secretary Long Makes Decision 
Public—Advantages of New 
Location Set Forth. 



Secretary Long made public Friday 
the report of the naval board of officers 
submitted Thursday concerning the 
establishment of a naval station on 
tho South Atlantic coast, and more 
particularly with reference to the rela- 
tive merits of Port Royal or Charles- 
ton, S. C. , as the site for this station. 

The board recommends in favor of 
Charleston, reinforcing its views with 
an elaborate statement of the advan- 
tages of that plaoe over Port Royal. A 
dissenting view is presented by Rear 
Admiral Sumner, who favors a reten- 
tion of the naval station at Port Royal. 

The board discusses the general 
requisites of a naval station site on the 
South Atlantic coast, including acces- 
sibility from the sea, immunity from 
attack, railroad and steamship facili- 
ties, labor supply and many other spe- 
cial requirements of the navy. After 
an exhaustive review of the advanta- 
ges offered by both localities, the 
board recommends that it is expedi- 
tious to transfer the naval station now 
at Port Boyal, S. C, to a point near 
the city of Charleston, S. C, and finds 
the only available site to be that on 
the west bank of the Cooper river, 
about six miles above the Charleston 
custom house, comprising a part of 
Chicora park, and also, if deemed ad- 
visable, a part of the Marsh land be- 
longing to the state of South Caro- 
lina which lies south of Lawton 
island. 

The only other site examined by the 
board in the vicinity of Charleston 
which afforded the necessary water 
front, was on the south bank of the 
Wando river, but as this site has 
neither railroad connection nor water 
facilities, it was not deemed advisable 
for the purposes intended. 

The board states: 

"We are fully aware of the fact that 
in selecting Charleston as a site for a 
naval station in preference to Port 
Royal we are departing from the opin- 
ion of the boards of naval officers who 
have previously considered the ques- 
tion of the establishment of a naval 
station on the south Atlantic coast, 
one of which was presided over by 
A-dmiral Porter. 

"The service has been brought to 
the attention of the board by the Port 
Royal and Beaufort citizens' commit- 
tee as an argument for tho retention 
of the station at Port Royal. There 
is, however, no consistency in this 
connection. When the previous 
boards selected Port Royal as the best 
site for a naval station on tho coast 
the great schemes for the improvement 
of southern harbors had not been car- 
ried forward to any extent, and Port 
Royal possesses the only harbor on 
the coast whioh large ships could en- 
tor under any circumstances. 

"Moreover, the ships of that date 
were smaller and lighter and carried 
much less fixed weight in the shape of 
armor, turrets, etc." 

In conclusion the board states that 
its recommendation of the Charleston 
site is based simply upon its opinion 
that it is the better site of the two. 
The majority report is signed by Rear 
Admiral Frederick Rodgers, president 
of the board; Captain George A. Con- 
verse, Civil Engineer C. E. Asserson, 
Naval Constructor J. H. Linnard, 
Commander E. H. Leutze and Lieu- 
tenant Commander S. A. Stanton.

SAVED BY FISHERMEN. 



Passengers and Crew of Stranded 
Steamer Were All Rescued. 

A cable dispatch from Faramau, 
Bouches Du Rhone, France, says: 
"After a night of terrible suspense all 
the passengers and orew of the French 
ship Russie. from Oran, Algeria, whioh 
stranded near here during a violent 
storm Monday, have been safely landed 
through the heroic efforts of fisher- 
men.

Is Given Fatal Dose of "Knockout 
Drops" While In An Intoxi- 
cated Condition. 

Robert Bryan, alias "Sailor Bob," 
alias "Jack Harris," wanted in Phila- 
delphia for complicity in the murder 
there, on Friday night last, of Rev. 
Father Rigel, a prominent Catholio 
priest, was arrested in 'New York 
Thursday night. He made a confes- 
sion, implicating several others, whose 
uames were not divulged. On the 
uight of the murder there went to 
Bryan's Fn'.oon in Philadelphia a man, 
whose name Bryan gives, but which 
is withheld, accompanied by three 
companions, one a priest, the Rev. 
Fattier Rigel. The latter was very 
much intoxicated. 

The four men gave frequent orders 
for bee^ which the priest always in- 
sisted on paying for. Each time he 
paid he displayed a large roll of bills. 
He was so intoxicated that he drop- 
ped bills on the floor. The men struck 
his hands and made him drop more. 
Bryan admits getting $19 in that man- 
ner, and asserts that others got more. 
This continued for some time, when 
the men left the room. He returned 
with a small vial which Bryan says 
was filled with laudanum and chloral. 
Two glasses of beer were poured out, 
one of which was drugged. Bryan 
says that after the priest had taken 
the beer the man who had drugged 
him admitted he was going to rob tho 
priest. 

Bryan then said that he could not 
allow that in his place, and made the 
men take the priest out of the room. 
He says he knew nothing further 
about the affair until Saturday morn- 
ing, when he was told that tho body 
of the priest had been found in the 
hallway of the house next door. Bryan 
said that he became frightened and 
left town. 

It is said that Bryan was arrested 
for highway robbery in 1897, and his 
picture is in the rogue's gallery under 
the name of Jack Harris. 

Father Rigel was buried at Phila- 
delphia. Over fifty priests attended 
the funeral, the services being held 
at the church of which he was the pas- 
tor. 

SENSATIONAL INJUNCTION. 



Atlanta Street Car Company Claims 
Title to a City Avenue. 

Declaring that the franchise granted 
by the Atlanta ciiy council and alder- 
manic board to the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit company on Hunter street and 
Cberokee avenue was not legal, the 
Atlanta Railway and Power company 
applied to the superior court of Fulton 
county for an injunction to compel the 
Rapid Transit company to stop its 
work of laying track on the line of the 
Grant park route. 

Judge Lumpkin issued a temporary 
injunction and ordered that the At- 
lanta Rapid Trsnsit Company show 
cause before him on the morning of 
the 19th why this order should not ba 
made permanent. 

The most significant and interesting 
part of the paper presented to the 
judge was as follows: 

"Your petitioner is the owner of all 
the property composing the entire 
width of said Cherokee avenue from 
Georgia to Augusta avenue, and of 
half tho width of said avenue from 
Augusta avenue to Atlanta avenue, to 
which said city of Atlanta has never 
acquired title; that the title to same is 
in your petitioner, who is in possession 
of same, and to which, by virtue of 
said franohise, granted as aforesaid, 
the said Atlanta Rapid Transit Com- 
pany has acquired no right whatever."

SAVED FROM THE RUSSIE 



Passengers Landed After Four Days 
of Suffering: on the Wreck. 



AWFUL PANIC0N STRANDED SHIP 



All TTail Been Driven to the Forecastle 
and Reduced to tlie T.afit Food— Disaster 
Due to Mistaking the Farnman For 
tiie Plenier Light on the Coast Known 
as "The Mariners' Graveyard." 

AXarseilles, Franco.— The passengers 
of the mail steamship Russie, which 
went ashore Monday on the coast near 
the village of Faranam, have been 
landed. None of the passengers or 
crew was ill on account of the expe- 
rience of the four days. The first per- 
sons landed were a woman and her 
six-months-old baby. The "passengers 
said that during their four days' excit- 
ing experience they suffered chiefly 
from hunger. 

The women brought ashore from the 
wreck were exhausted from the lack 
of food nnd exposure. They were 
scarcely able to stand when they, 
landed. 

First Officer Gautherot, of the Rus- 
sie, says that all except the watch 
were asleep when the vessel struck at 
5 o'clock on Monday morning. The 
passengers rushed on the deck half 
clad and in a state of panic. The cap- 
tain ultimately reassured them and 
persuaded them to go below, but soon 
saw that it would be foolish to at- 
tempt to launch them in the sea that 
was running. 

Throughout Monday the vessel was 
continuously pounded by huge break- 
ers, and toward evening the after part 
of the steamer began to break up. 
Nevertheless, the after holds were dry 
until early Tuesday inorning.,By night, 
as wave after wave battered the 
wreck, the after holds and engine 
room were deluged with water. The 
ship quivered in every plate, rolled 
violently, and began to settle by the 
stern. The passengers took refuge in 
the saloon and smoking room. 

The women recovered first from the 
panic and showed considerable self- 
restraint, but when an enormous wave 
thundered aboard and smashed in the 
saloon door panic was renewed. The 
crew, however, with prompt energy, 
blocked the breach with mattresses. 

The night that followed was awful- 
The sea became more and more fu- 
rious, aud the passengers huddled 
where they could. Some lashed them- 
selves in the rigging, and some loudly 
bewailed their fate. In the morning 
the sea stove in the starboard quarter 
and the ship _ heeled to an angle of 
fifty degrees. ' All expected that their 
end had come. By evening only the 
forehold was dry, one bulkhead having 
kept it water-tight. 

Thursday night was a terrible one". 
At 3 o'clock Friday morning the re- 
port of a cannon brought all on board 
to their feet. It was a signal that help 
was at hand. As dawn glimmered the 
sea began to abate and a lifeboat 
reached the wreck. The women were 
transierred to it. Other boats fol- 
lowed and all were ashore by 8 o'clock. 
All had been drenched for days, but 
none were ill beyond the temporary 
Indisposition caused by hardship. 
Some of the passengers saved part of 
their belongings, but the crew lost 
everything they had. The captain was 
the last person to leave the ship. The 
lack of food was not absolute. There 
were some artichokes, oranges and 
canned meat, and there was plenty of 
wine aboard. 

The accident was duo to confusing 
the Faraman and Tlenier lights. The 
same mistake has caused the loss of 
more than twenty steamers. 

In the afternoon the bridge of the 
steamer was the only part of the vessel 
above water. Had it not been for the 
wind and sea subsiding and the brave 
persistence of the rescuers the scene 
would have closed with a tragedy.

DO WE WANT IT? 

Does Monte vallo want theBruns. 
wick & Birmingham railroad? If 
we do want it now is the time to do 
some hustling. A convention has 
been called to meet in Brunswick, 
Ga., on Jan. 24th, and Capt. H. C. 
Reynolds has received a letter from 
Col. Edwin Brobston, one of the 
projectors of the road, urging that 
Montevallo send a delegate to this 
convention, and that the delegate 
come prepared to give all pertinent 
statistics possible relative to the 
best route through this sectiou, 
and what inducements, such as 
probable freight and passenger bus- 
iness and the resources of the ter 
ritory that might be touched by the 
railroad should the route be chosen 
through Montevallo. The letter 
further says that the information 
furnished at this convention will 
assuredly determine the route of 
the road. 

That the Burnswick & Birming- 
ham road wants to get into the 
Montevallo coal fields is certain, 
and The Sentinel believes that Mon- 
tevallo should send a delegate to 
the Brunswick meeting — one who 
is thoroughly posted upon the re- 
sources of this section, and who 
can present the advantages the 
road would derive, should it come 
this way, in the most favorable 
liglit. 

The steel is now in transit to be- 
gin laying the rails at the Bruns- 
wick end of the road, and what we 
do in this matter should be done at 
once. This is an opportunity for 
Montevallo's good which should not 
be permitted to slip away from us. 
Montevallo has a glorious future 
we believe, but our people must 
huslle to bring that future about. 

The. old saying that "all things 
come to him who waits" will not 
hold good in this case. If we make 
no effort to get this road it will 
not come to us. T^et us act and in 
such a manner that the effort shall 
be worth something to us. 



If one doubts uhe necessity of 
good roads in this county a drive 
from here to Cajlera will readily 
disabuse the mi'nd of any such 
thought, and especially is this true 
of the east end qf the road. Mud 
holes in which a horse might easily 
lose himself dot the road all the 
way, while large? rocks obstruct the 
road almost entirely. There is 
a stronsr feeling, as a rule, against 
the voting of bonds for any pur- 
pose, but it wovjld be a saving to 
the farmers of Shelby county, not 
only in dollars but in horseflesh as 
well, if this county was bonded for 
a sufficient aracjunt to build good 
roads. The present roads of the 
county are a disgrace to any com 
munity, and the quicker they are 
remedied the better for all concern- 
ed. The Sentinel would suggest 
the piking of the main thorough- 
fares of the county, and that bonds 
running, say for twenty years, be 
issued to build, them. The bull should 
be taken bv tie horns at once.

POWER OF THE COUNTRY WEEKLIES. 

Discussing the political situation, 
and the duty of the country press 
towards the public, The News Or- 
leans $tates says: 

Whatever may be urged to the 
contrary, it is undeniable that the 
country newspaper stands closer to 
the people of its community and is, 
therefore, in position to more cor- 
rectly! reflect local sentiment than 
I he mfetropolitan journal can ever 
hope to attain. Of course, there 
are cyuntry journals, as there are 
city lournals, th.it. have no opinions 
of thl'ii- own, but are blown about 
by ejery'kind of doctrine and false 
sentiment that fur tbs moment may 
aypwars to have promise of popu 



larity; but in the main the country 
editor is observant and is not so 
likely to be influenced by the pres- 
sure of large private and selfish in- 
terests, as is so often the case with 
his more pretentious confrere upon 
the metropolitan press. 

The country press ought to have 
more influence with the strictly 
rural population than the city dai 
lies can. As a general thing the 
readers of the country weeklies are 
men who do not patronize the dai- 
lies. In most cases the mail facil- 
ities are not such as to authorize 
the peopie to go to the expense of 
a daily, and, besides, the farmers, 
as a general rule have neither the 
time nor inclination to read a new 
paper every day, even if they could 
obtain it, which is not often the 
case. 

For these two reasons especially 
our country brethren have the best 
chance to reach the rural voters, 
and should lose no opportunity to 
in terest and instruct them. It is 
unfortunately true, as The States 
suggests, that some of these papers 
have no opinions, or are afraid to 
express them, but it ought not to 
be so. That, it is so however, does 
not relieve others of the duty of 
creating public opinion and leading 
it in the right direction instead of 
waiting for others to do the work- 
both for them and their readers. 
The idea that a country weekly is 
without influence is unjust to them 
and ought not to be entertained, 
nor would it be if the editor would 
assert themselves and become 
guides and instuctors instead of 
blindly following the way marked 
cut by the metropolitan press. 

There is undoubtedly a wide 
field and much good work for the 
country papers if they will do what 
they should and cau do, — Mont- 
ery Advertiser.

It was decided to 
make a house Canvas of the Community 
about Randolph. Charlie Smith, a clerk 
at KroelPs who sold the goods to Rob- 
inson, with an officer piitin a week and 
the result, was the arrest on Tuesday of 
Joe Davenport who Mr. Smith affirms 
i3'the man to whom he sold the goods 
last April, arid' who, it is alleged, rep- 
resented hiiri'self as J. W. Robinson 
and signed that name to the note and 
indi'fgage'.

Tlie Balloon Burst. 

The roost dreadful aeronautic posi- 
tion, pea-haps, which it is possible to 
conceive is that described in "Memoirs 
of Sir Claude de Orespigny." Burnaby, 
a noted aeronaut, was making an as- 
cent from Creraorne with two French- 
men, one of whom was tie Inventor 
of the balloon in use. When they 
were about a mile and a half high, the 
appalling discovery was made that the 
neck of the aerostat, which should 
have been left open to allow the gas to 
escape, was still tied up with a silk 
handkerchief. The balloon was now 
quite full, and the atmoapherie pres- 
sure was rapidly decreasing as the 
aeronauts ascended, whilo the gas, 
having no exit, continued to "expand. 
It was impossible to get at the neck 
and loosen the fatal handkerchief, and 
to make disaster doubly sure, the 
valve-line was out of reach. The only 
thing the men could do was to git still 
and await the bursting of the balloon 
and the fatal dash to earth, WJthln a 
few minutes the balloon burnt, and 
instantly began to rush earthward 
with increasing velocity. But by a 
piece of wonderful good fortune, the 
balloon in Its downward coursa met 
the resistance of the air in such a 
way as to form a huge paraehute, and 
the happy aeronauts landed unhurt in 
a field just outside the city. 



Man Eats Dead CeDa. 

Prof. B. Tyler of Indianapolis says 
that human life would average three 
or four times longer than U dose if 
people would reject the B»mel«C8 prac- 
tice of cooking their food. Aninjils 
and fowl live much longer in propor- 
tion to the period of full development 
than man. Says Prof. Tyler: "Man, 
for some unknown reason, eats dead 
cells (cooked cells) to replace the dead 
cells that have been separated from 
the body. In cooking tood all ths 
acids and gases so necessary for the 
conservation and preservation of idaal 
health escape with tha steam, and the 
food retains a greater supply of ash, 
lime and othar such substances than 
nature requires for the amount of food 
taken into the system." 



j ENGLAND AT SEA. 

Maritime Comiuert-e of, (ireat Ilrllaln 
Shown In Blsf lluures. 

Gigantic though the ' maritime com- 
| merce of Great Britain is, it la still 
i rapidly increasing. At present that 
country's foreign tradoj la equal to oao- 
ilfth of that of the whole world in 
value. According to Lloyd's Register 
of shipping for 1900-1, no less than 
7,020 3teamers, agsre^ating 11,518,759 
tons, and 1,890 sailing vessels, repre- 
senting a tonnage of 1 • 727,687 tons, are 
owned by various companies through- 
out Great Britain. Ifhen the various 
colonies own 910 steamers of 635,331 
tons and 1,011 sailing vessels equal to 
384,477 tons between them. Therefore, 
it will be seen that the grand total for 
Great Britain and her colonics is as 
follows: 7,930 stearpers, aggregating 
12,149,090 tons; 2,90|8 sailing vessels, 
aggregating 2,112,164 .tons; grand total, 
10,838 vessels, aggregating 14,261,254 
tons. According to Lloyd's, the whole 
of the world's over-sea traffic, with the 
exception of the sm|aller insignificant 
states, is carried on with 28,422 vessels 
of all kinds, representing a gross ton- 
nage of 29,043,728 tons. Therefore, it 
will be seen that Gr^at Britain and her 
colonies own about one-third of the 
world's vessels, amounting to nearly 
half the world's gjross tonnage. The 
magnitude of potentiality of the mari- 
time prosperity of / Great Britain ha3 
been graphically illustrated the past 
few months, owing to the state of af- 
fairs in China. When Great Britain 
went to war with ttje South African re- 
publics the whole <}>f her 230,000 troops 
were dispatched from British soil in 
their transports without any appre- 
ciable interference with her mail ser- 
vices to the varioua parts of the world. 
True, some of the larger, more com- 
modious, the fleeter vessels tfere "com- 
mandeered" to accelerate the passage 
of the troopa to the seat of war, but 
their places upon the mail services 
were easily filled by other boats, and 
the international traffic has been car- 
ried on in its uspal manner. Indeed, 
it was difficult to ibelteve that the coun- 
try was at war, since every thing was 
accomplished so smoothly and without 
the slightest hitoh. But the game can- 
not be said in connection with the 
maritime commerce of other nations. 
The transportati|On of the troops from 
Germany to China wag such a tax upon 
the young coudtry that its ordinary 
maritime traffic • was in danger of be- 
ing absolutely (jlialocated, Tha solu- 
tion of the difficulty was the chartering 
of British vessala, which were readily 
obtained. Russia was plaoed in the 
same dilemma, | and when France was 
embroiled with Madagascar, the 
French of operations In British ves- 
sels.

Shipbuilding In Germany. 

Consul 1 Winter reports from Anna- 
berg, Oct, 2, 1900: "During the past 
ten yearsj, ship building in Germany 
has beepme a great Industry. Old 
wharves lhave been torn away and new 
and larger ones constructed in their 
places. ( The present capacity of all 
the wharves does not meet the de- 
mands of the German merchant ma- 
rine. Mainy orders must etlll be placed 
In foreigjn oountries. At present twen- 
ty-two ships are being built in Eng- 
land for Hamburg alone. During the 
first hallf of the present year the dock 
owners j and shipbuilders of Stettin, 
Kiel, Flensburg, and Bremen have in- 
creased; their capital stock on the 
whole, by $1,878,000. Many new en- 
terprises are being planned. In the 
neighborhood of Nordenham, on tho 
Lower jW'esel, large Wharves are being 
projectad, A wharf for Btraleund Is 
being jjilannod which will cost nearly 
$1,000,500. It is also reported that a 
German-Belgian Syndicate will build 
a wha^f In Antwerp under the auspic- 
es of the Bremen Vulcan wevrks. The 
Germain merchant marine now num- 
bers 1^809 steamers of 8,169.919 tons.

Fight Between Newspaper Men. 

A general fight participated in by 
Frank P. Glass and Maj. W. W. 
Screws, of the Advertiser, on the one 
eide and Messrs. W. W. Hill, Wiley 
Hill, Dr. L. L. Hill, Dr. R. 8. Hill on 
the other occurred on Perry street, 
Montgomery, near the office of the 
Advertiser, Friday night, Jan. 11, at 
11 o'clock. The prominence of the 
participants caused muoh excitement, 
many people being on the streets at 
the time leaving the theatre. More 
or less all the participants received 
bruises, but no serious injuries re- 
sulted. 

The relations between the Hills and 
the Advertiser editors have been 
strained for some while and the im- 
mediate cause of the affray was the 
publication by tl e Advertiser 
of an editorial in reference 
to the appearance for the defense in 
some criminal cases of W. W. Hill 
who is assistant county solicitor. 

Messrs. Glass and Screws left their 
office at 11 o'clock for their homes, ac- 
companied by the two young sons of 
Mr. Glass and Ben Screws, youngest 
son of Major Screws. They had not 
gone more than twenty-five steps 
when they met W. W. Hill and Wiley 
Hill. As the party passed one of the 
Hills called to Mr Glass and as the 
latter turned he was attached by W. 
W. Hill. 

A general fight ensued and in a mo- 
ment Dr. L. L. Hill, Dr. K. S. Hill 
and T. B. Hill, brothers, were upon 
the soene and engaged in the melee. 
The fight lasted for some moments 
and eye-witnesses testified that it was 
finally stopped by W. W. Hill and 
Wiley Hill drawing pistols. Neither 
Messrs. Screws nor Glass was armed, 
an open umbrella being their only 
available weapon. About the time 
the guns were drawn the police arrived 
and all of the Hills save Dr. T. B. 
Hill, were arrested. They were 
charged with assault to murder. 



Alabama Industrial Properties Sold. 

Eugene Zimmerman ha3sold his in- 
terest in the Northern Alabama Ooal, 
Iron and Eailway Company, Includ- 
ing the Talladega furnaoe, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic railway, and Coal 
City mines, to Ladenburg, Thalman 
& Co., of New York city. The deal 
has just been consummated, and no 
particulars are known, but an official 
in tho Talladega office informs the 
News representative that the furnace 
will doubtless go in blast at a date 
not far distant. 

It has been generally understood 
that the conflicting Interests of Mr 
Zimmerman and Landenburg, Thai- 
man & Co. have been the means of 
keeping the furnace idle, and now 
that the property goes into the hands 
of one company it is reasonable to 
suppose that operations at the fur- 
nace will be resumed. Seme months 
ago the furnace was shut down for re- 
pairs, but the repair work was discon- 
tinued in a short time on account of 
the conflicting interests, as above 
noted, but the work will now be com- 
pleted. Talladega is jubilant over 
the prospect. — Birmingham News. 



Cutting Affray Among Negroes. 
News comes from Green Grove of a 
serious cutting affray in which several 
negroes are involved. Tho affair oc- 
cured at church. Ollie Williams, one 
of the deacons, was passing around 
the contribution box when D. Holmes 
dropped in a coin and tried to recover 
chango. Williams refused to allow 
this and the congregation broke up in 
disorder. Outside of the door friends 
of both parties get out their knives 
and set about lighting iudiecriminate- 
ly. Williams was probably fatully 
wounded, 



A Plague of Rats. 

Many farmers near New Decatur 
are oomplaining of an overplus of rats, 
and in many instanoes the little rodent 
quadrupeds are said to have devoured 
hundreds of bushels of corn for the 
farmer. Such a large number of these 
noxious animals have not infested this 
locality since the fall of 1888, at which 
time they seemed to have been on a 
migratory journey. No one was able 
to explain from where or whenoe they 
came or when they went. It is said 
that a whole army of rats will visit a 
corn crib and cannot be driven off 
until the last ear of corn is eaten up 
by them. Nor do they confine them- 
selves wholly to the barn and crib, but 
in some cases they have invaded the 
dwelling houses in suoh great numbers 
as tobeoome almost intolerable. 

The Crovenendyke family, who re- 
side on a farm in the Tennessee river 
bottoms just opposite New Decatur, say 
that they have so many rats that they 
are exceedingly obnoxious, and that 
the rats are so bold that they run over 
the beds at night, and upon three dif- 
ferent occasions two of the boys have 
had their ears almost bitten off while 
they slept. 

ASiolen Hog and a Broken Neck. 

The following story is printed in 
last week's issue of the Guntersville 
Democrat: "A negro named Andy 
Horton was kilted on Dink Russell's 
place, near Brooksville, the other day. 
Mr. Russell had killed hogs and left 
the cleaned porkers hanging over 
night on a pole. In the night Horton 
went to the pole and shouldered a fine 
porker, gambol stick and all. As he 
climbed a fence near by the top plank 
broke, throwing the hog across Hor- 
ton's neck, the gambol stick going 
over his head and jerking him down, 
breaking his neck. His body was 
found at sunrise by Mr. Russell, J. F, 
Crumpton and others on the place. 

Girl Drowned at Prattville. 
The body of Nora, the little 11-year 
old daughter of J. F. Leary, who was 
drowned Thursday by falling in the 
Autauga creek about two hundred 
yards below the ice factory, was found 
lodged against a raft about three hun- 
dreds yards below the plaoe where 
she fell. It appears that ihe girl, 
with her two small brothers, started 
across the creek on a foot log, and it 
is supposed that Nora's head became 
dizzy and she fell in the water. At 
this place in the creek the current is 
very swift, going at the rate of at least 
fifteen miles an hour, and is about 
twelve feet deep, so that the ohild did 
not even come to the top of the water 
after falling in. 

The Keg Fact ry at Ensley Sold. 

The barrel and keg factory of J. R. 
Raibel & Co., at Ensley, has been 
sold to the Alabama Steel & Wire 
Company, which uses the larger part 
of the production. The nail mill de- 
partment of the mill has for soma 
time been making 3,000 kegs of nails 
per day and kegs in that number 
have been taken from the Raibel fao- 
tory. The factory is, in fact, an ad- 
junct of the rod and nail mill, and its 
acquisition will prove of great conven- 
ience to the new owners. 

Big Deal to Be Kecorded at Tusk a 
loosa. 

Judge J. C. Brown, judge of pro- 
bate, received last Friday from Col. 
J. M. Falkner, attorney for the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad at 
Montgomery, a deed of trust given 
by the railroad company to the New 
York Trust and Banking Company. 
This deed was executed to secure 
$75,000,000 and required stamps to 
tho amount of $18,000. The deed 
did not have the stamps on it, so was 
not recorded until the stamps could 
be supplied. 

Will Sell Church Building if Sexton is 
Not Paid 

The St. John A. M. E. Church 
(colored) situated at No. 809 Madison 
avenue, Montgomery, will bo sold in 
a few days for salary due tho sexton, 
unless tho affair Is settled with tho 
court authorities. 

The sexton, Aaron Graham, claims 
that the church owes him tho sum of 
$18. 98 for services rendered, and that 
it refuses to pay him. 

A few days ago the Circuit Court 
issued au order to the Sheriff request- 
ing him to proceed with the sale or 
disposal of the church at the proper 
time and according to the require- 
ments of the law. 



Heavy Shipment of Stcol. 

A shipment of three thousand tons 
of steel has been made from Ensley, 
to Glasgow, Scotland. 

The shipmont is not an experiment 
order, but is one of the regular trade 
established by the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company and the 
order came in the usual oourse of 
business. 

The steel was shipped in billet form 
and will sail from Now Orleans with- 
in the next few days. It is said to be 
consigned to agents of consumers and 
not to agents of the company. In 
other words it will go direct to the 
trade instead of to agents to be sold 
after arriving in Glasgow. 



From the Poor House lo a Comforta- 
ble Home. 
An old man by the name of Wright, 
who was sent to the oounty poor house 
last July because he was sick and had 
no money and no relatives to care for 
him, had a streak of good luck last 
week. He had been a soldier in the 
Union army, and had a claim for a 
pension that had been hanging fire for 
several years and had about abandoned 
all hope of ever getting anything, 
when he received notification that the 
pension had been allowed, with $4000 
back pay and $12 per month for the 
remainder of his life. He immediately 
walked out of the poor house to a good, 
oomfortable home. 



The total shipment, of pig iron 
from Alabama and Tennsesee points 
in 1909 were 1,327,741 tons, from 
the Birmingham Distriot alone 817,- 
972 tons, exported 288,615 tons. The 
total shipment of oast iron pipe from 
Alabama and Tennessee were 88,950 
tons, from the Birmingham Distriot 
29,114 tons, exported 9,700 tons.

It had been carrying 
off pigs, lambs, geese, etc., when Mr. 
Riley set a large steel trap for the 
bird and caught it. He will send it 
to the Oxley Zoo, at Chattanooga. 



MOUNT DIES SUDDENLY. 

Had Just Retired From Gubernatorial 
Chair of Indiana. 

James A. Mount, who retired Mon- 
day at noon from the office of governor 
of the state of Indiana, died suddenly 
at 6:45 o'clock Wednesday night in his 
apartments at the Denison hotel at In- 
dianapolis. He had attended a recep- 
tion tendered by Mrs. Mount to a num- 
ber of prominent ladies of the city du- 
ring the afternoon and shortly after 
the guests departed he started out for 
a walk. 

Upon his return he said nothing 
about being ill, and, after removing his 
hat and overcoat, sat down to read. 
In a few minutes he turned to his wife 
and niece, who were in the room, and 
said: 

"I am sick; it's my heart. Send for 
a doctor at once." 

Dr. O. S. Runnells was called and 
found those in attendance at Mr. 
Mount's bedside chafing his feet and 
bands in an effort to revive him. He 
knelt down and listened for a heart 
beat, and, rising on his feet, said: 
"You can do nothing more for him; 
he is dead." 

During the fore'noon Mr. Mount 
visited the office of his former private 
secretary and was in consultation with 
him for several hours. In the after- 
noon he made a speeoh before the In- 
diana State Wool Growers' Associa- 
tion, and was elected president of the 
association. Tart of the time he spent 
in assisting in the entertainment of 
his wife's guests. Three children be- 
side Mrs. Mount are the surviving 
members of the family.

Such Is the Declaration of 
Ex=President Cleveland 



AT HOLLAND SOCIETY MEETING 



"There Is Need of Dutch Con 
servatism to Steady Popular 
Impulse," He Says. 



The Holland Society in New York 
held its sixteenth annual dinner at 
the Waldorf Astoria Thursday night. 
The Rev. Dr. Henry Van Dyke, presi- 
dent of the society, presided. On his 
right sat ex-President Cleveland, 
There were 600 persons present. 

Mr. Cleveland prefaced his remarks 
with an acknowledgement that on such 
occasions as this he was a sermonizer 
and pleaded as an excuse the pressure 
bf great responsibilities in the past 
and the need of "Dutch conservatism" 
to steady popular impulse. He re- 
ferred to "this time of headlong na- 
tional heedlessness." 

Mr. Cleveland said in part: 

"The question is suggested 'wheth- 
er in present conditions this conserv- 
atism characterizes the conduct or 
guides the sentiment of our people.' 
There can be but one answer to this 
question. Conservatism has in a great 
degree been jauntily cast aside, or 
condemned as opposed to our coun- 
try's welfare and glory. A strange 
voyage has been entered upon without 
count of cost and without chart or com- 
pass. The tried and sure foundations 
of our liberty and national happiness 
have been discredited. Beverence for 
our national traditions has been re- 
laxed and satisfaction with our coun- 
try's mission has been undermined. 

"War, even with the world's ad- 
vanced civilization, may still be some- 
times neoessary and justifiable or not, 
the demoralization that follows in its 
taain can never be evaded. It teaches 
bloody instructions, which, iu a coun- 
try whose citizens do the fighting, can- 
hot fail to leave their impress for a 
time upon public and private life in 
time of peace: 

"Thirty years after the close of the 
war for the preservation of the union, 
a treaty of arbitration was formulated 
between the United States and Great 
Britain which, if completed, would 
have gone far toward removing every 
pretext of war between the two coun- 
tries. This treaty failed of confirma- 
tion in the senate of the United States. 
Less than five years passed and these 
English speaking champions of peace 
and arbitration are still operating on 
parallel lines — one in the Philippines 
and the other in South Africa — but no 
longer for peace and arbitration. 
Both are killing natives in an effort to 
possess their lands* 

"This indicates a sad relapse, and in 
our case it is a most serious one. If 
England suoceeds in her attempt in 
South Africa, she will but mid another 
to her list of similar acquisitions; a 
brave host will be subjugated and be- 
cause of our engagement in a similar 
venture in another quarter they will 
miss the expression of American sym- 
pathy which we are accustomed to ex- 
tend to those who struggle for national 
life and independence. 

"On the other hand, with success in 
our subjugating effort a new, untried 
and exceedingly perilous situation will 
be forced upon us. We can conquer 
the Philippines, and after conquering 
them can probably govern them. As 
a distinguished bishop has said: 'The 
question is not what we shall do with 
the Philippines, but what the Philip- 
pines will do to us.' 

"Our country will never be the same 
again. Por weal or woe, we have al- 
ready irrevocably passed beyond the 
old lines. 

"The problem is a momentous one. 
In the midst of reckless tumult and in 
the confused rage of national greed 
and bloodiness, let it be proclaimod 
that American freedom and popular 
rule cannot perish except through the 
madness of those who have them in 
their keeping, and by the blood and 
sacrifice of our fathers, by the lofty 
achievements of the free institutions 
they established, by our glorious vic- 
tories of peace and by our reliance on 
the promise of God, let Dutch con- 
servatism enjoin upon our people a 
faithful discharge of their sacred 
trust."

Of flilitary Academy Is Deeply 
Probed By Investigating 
Committee. 

The congressional crmmittee at 
West Point, N. Y., probed deep into 
cadet fighting traditions Friday. €la- 
det Lynch, of New York, was thor- 
oughly examined by the committee- 
men, as he is looked upon as the au- 
thority on fighting at the academy. 
When General Dick began to question 
he became argumentative and shook 
his finger at the chairman several times 
when parryiDg some of the general's 
mild reproofs. 

At tinfes he leaned across the table 
which separated him from the chair- 
man's table while he spoJce in an in- 
solent, manner to the general. He up- 
held the West Point fighting code, 
and declared that he would fight any 
man of his size and weight, and said 
that any man who would not do like- 
wise was not fit to join the army. 
General Dick exhibited a food deal of 
forbearance, but finally gave up his 
questioning in unconcealed disgust 
after he had given the "fistic expert" 
a sound piece of advice. 

For the first time during the invest' 
igation it was shown Friday that there 
are cadets in the first class. who, from 
the time they entered as plebes, 
have been opposed! to hazing; and fight- 
ing. Cadet Clarke, of Illinois, testi- 
fied to this, and said that these prac- 
tices should be abolished. He was 
complimented by Mr. Dr'jjgs, who 
said that Clarke was a credit to the 
academy. 

Cadet Douglass MacArthur, who 
on Thursday strenuously denied hav- 
ing 6ohvt2lsi(Jns of hysteria on the oc- 
casion of his being violently exercised 
during the summer encampment of 
1899 at the West Point military acad- 
emy, was called again by the con- 
gressional investigation committee and 
was examined at great length, 



RIOTERS SUBDUED 



Presence of Troops at Corbi n, Ken- 
tucky, Puts a Quietus 
On Feudists. 

The presence of the soldierr at Cor- 
bin, Ky., had a quieting effectt on the 
citizens or Corbin, and the troops be- 
ing no linger needed, withdrew Friday 
night. While members of the Whites 
and Shotwells are still In Corbin un- 
der arms, they are not being inter- 
fered with by the soldiers, as t hey say 
they have no intention of precipitating 
trouble. 

With the arrest and removal to the 
Williamsburg jail of five members of 
the Shotwells and Rollo White, who 
shot the father of the Shotwell boys 
on Wednesday last, no further trouble 
is anticipated. The funerals t?f the 
three persons killed Wednesday took 
place Friday. James Shotwell was 
buried at his old home, near Rock- 
hold. The sons attended the funeral 
guarded by soldiers. Sutton Farris 
was laid to rest near Corbin and fiusau 
G/ox, at Grays. 

Jit dge Wilder, acting coroner, began 
the investigation in the dynamiting of 
the White store, and the killing qf the 
Cox woman and Sutton Farris. He 
had before him several witnessed, in- 
cluding Roch White, proprietor o/f the 
store which was wrecked, and in ithich 
he and Bill White were guarding their 
brother, who had killed old man Shot- 
well. White did not know any of the 
participants in the rioting, and this in- 
vestigation was not completed. The 
men wounded by the explosion which 
wrecked the White store are doing 
well, their injuries not having beep as 
serious as at first reported. 

QET THIRTY YEARS. 



Three Murderers of Jennie Bosscheiiter 
Oet Off Lightly. 

Walter C. McAllister, Andrew; J. 
Campbell and William A. Death, three 
of the four persons indicted for ,'the 
death of Jennie Bosschieter, a mill 
girl of Peterson, N. J., who was mmr- 
dered on the night of October 13th 
last, were adjudged guilty of murder 
in the second degree. 

According to the New Jersey law, 
the maximum penalty for the prison- 
ers is thirty years imprisonment. The 
jury took fourteen ballots. 

When the verdict was announced 
the prisoners exhibited neither elation 
nor relief. Judge Dixon thanked hhe 
jury, and said he believed the verdict 
a just one.

SENATE PASSES 
NEW ARMY BILL 

The Anti-Canteen Amend- 
ments Knocked Out. 



VOTE WAS ON PARTY LINES 



President HcKiniey Is Authorized 
to Increase Fighting Forces 
At His Pleasure. 



A Washington special says: Tho 
senate passed the army reorganization! 
bill Friday afternoon after a hard 
contest, in which the weak places in 
the measure, and its real purposes, 
were shown up by its opponents. 

It was just before 6 o'clock p. m. 
when the senate finally disposed of 
the bill. The measure having origi- 
nated in the senate, the final question 
was not upon its passage, but on 
agreeing to the senate amendments. 
They were agreed to by a vote of 43 
to 23. 

While party lines were drawn on 
the measure, four Democrats voted 
for it — Senators Lindsay, of Kentucky; 
McLanrin, of South Carolina; Morgan, 
of Alabama, and Sullivan, of Missis- 
sippi. Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, 
who was detained at his home by ill- 
ness, was paired against the bill with 
Senator Spooner, of Wisconsin. 

The bill has occupied practically the 
entire attention of the senate since tho 
third day of January, when it was 
made the unfinished business. While 
the opposition to it at all stages was 
vigorous, it was never bitter. Numer- 
oUb aifiendments were made to it, but 
in general the committee was sustained 
and the measure, with the exception of 
the elimination of tho canteen clause, 
is not widely different from that re- 
ported to the senate. 

A determined effort to amend the 
bill to provide against the sale of liquor- 
in the Philippines and to prohibit tbe> 
importation of any kind of intoxicants 
into the islands was defeated. 

Every effort to prevent the increase 
in the strength of the army was de- 
feated by a decisive majority. 

A notable speech was delivered dur- 
ing the day by Mr. Hale, of Maine, 
who, while opposing the increase in 
the strength of the army, stated co- 
gently his reasons for supporting the 
bill. 

The measure was sent to confer- 
ence between the two houses, Sen- 
ators Hawley, Republican, of Connec- 
ticut; Proctor, Republican, of Ver- 
mont, and Cockrell, Democrat, of 
Mississippi, being appointed conferees 
on the part of the senate, 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, pre- 
sented the credentials of his col- 
league, Mr. Hoar, who was re-eleoted. 
This is his fifth election. With the 
expiration of his present term he will 
have served twenty-four years. 

SHIP WORKMEN STRIKE. 

Trouble May Interfere In Building 
Qovernment Vessels. 

A strike in the Nixon shipyards at 
Elizabeth, N. J., threatens to tie up 
the yard and greatly delay the govern- 
ment work now in progress on ships 
for the navy, besides a number of pri- 
vate contracts, including five subma- 
rine boats. 

The strike took place because nine 
alleged non-union carpenters were 
employed. A delegalion of four men, 
representing the carpenters, painters, 
joiners and calkers, waited on Mr. 
Nixon and asked if he would not dis- 
charge the men. He refused to treat 
with the men and instead of discharg- 
ing the non-union men, discharged 
the delegates. 



PROTOCOL FULLY S1QNED. I 

All Chinese Peace Commissioners At- 
tach Official Seal. 

A message was received in Washing- 
ton Friday from Minister Conger at 
Tekin stating that the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries had signed and delivered 
the protocol. This removes the last 
doubt that had arisen as to the sealing 
of the document, for it would not have 
been accepted by the Spanish minister, 
who is the dean of tho corps, unless it 
bore all the seals and signatures neo- 
essary to a full force.

"Stop the War" Committee Pcssjs a 
Red-flot Resolution. 
The "stop the war" committee at 
London, has passod the following res- 
olution : 

"Orders which a British officer re-

DOGWOOD CONVICTS. 

The Board of Revenue has creat- 
ed somewhat of a stir by annulling 
the County of Montgomery's con- 
tract with the Dogwood mines. 

This 'fact was not made public 
until tc»day, when the Board of Re- 
venue book decisive steps to thor- 
oughly' investigate the affairs. 

It is 'understood tnat when this 
contract was annulled that the 
Board made a contract with a Mr. 
Roi»erl who represents a mine in 
North A labanu', to transfer the

was given to the sheriff of this 
county for the delivery to him of 
the Montgomery convicts.

Albert Edward, who will he 
crowned King of the United King- 
dom in a short, while, has almost 
reached the three score mile-post, 
and consequently has the age and 
experience necessary to make a 
wise and successful ruler of the 
great nation over which he is called 
to rule. How he will fulfill the 
great duties which will devolve on 
him remains for the future to de- 
cide "

These tusks, which 
consisted of perfect Ivory, without a 
particle of disease, measured over ten 
and a half feet from top to base, and 
weighed 224 pound3, and 239 pounds 
respectively. They were sold for 
$5,000. Tlte nearest approach In bulk 
to this pair were found about ten years 
ogo, and weighed 180 pounds each. 
They were, however, diseased to some 
extent.

WOMEN FATALLY BURNED 



Husband Valued at $40,000— Ne. 
gro Accidently Killed at SeJ. 
ma—For Compulsory 
Education. 



Big Bunk Failure. 

The Josiah Morris Bank, of Mont- 
gomery, one of the oldest private 
banking institutions in Alabama, did 
not open its doors for business Satur- 
day morning. The capital stook of 
the bank is $100,000. Deposits are 
believed to be heavy. The assets 
and liabilities are not yet known. At 
the hour of opening the following an- 
nouncement was posted on the door: 
"To the Public: 

"Yesterday some of our checks in 
New York, for which we had made 
provision, were temporarily refused 
by our correspondents, though they 
were afterward paid. This informa- 
tion came to us late, after the close of 
banking hours. Since then a number 
of inquiries have been made and the 
apprehension created convinces ns 
that, in justice to creditors, we ought 
to suspend payment. This condition 
of affairs has arisen from inability to 
make quick realizations on cash and 
the shrinkage of assets. It is hoped 
that the assets prudently arranged 
will pay creditors in full. We have 
not arranged or taken any legal steps 
concerning the disposition of assets, 
but await the wishes of our creditors. " 

Large crowds assembled around the 
bank and much excitement prevailed. 

This (Montgomery) county has 
about $200,000 deposited in the bank 
and the city of Montgomery was also a 
large depositor. The county is prac- 
tically secured by a bond of the 
county treasurer, made with a Mary- 
land company for $120,000. The bank 
itself was surety on tho city treasurer's 
bond. The bank was a depository for 
nearly every railroad entering Mont- 
gomery. 



Awarded $40,000 Damages. 

The damage suit of Mrs. Bettie 
Wilds against the Alabama Great 
Southern railroad came to an end in 
the Tuscaloosa county court Friday 
night, the jury returning a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for $40,000. 

The case was given to the jury about 
7 o'clock and in about two hours' 
time a verdiot was reached. 

Mrs. Wilds brought the suit as an 
executor of the estate of William H. 
Wilds, her husband, who was killed 
by an Alabama Great Southern freight 
last September at the oil mill orossing 
in Tuscaloosa. 



Street Fairs. 

Selma will have a street fair and 
cotton carnival in October, probably 
the first week. This was decided at 
a mass meeting of citizens held Friday 
night. A committee of seven citizens 
are to bo appointed to take the initiul 
step, and Selma expects to have 
twoiity thousand visitors during the 
weok of the fair. 

Bessemer is to have a street fair to 
be held from the 4th to the 9th of 
February. This is the same aggrega- 
tion of attractions that Bhowed re- 
cently at Montgomery, Selma and other 
points and is now at Natchez. The 
necessary money has been raised and 
the fair is assured. 



Uardie-Tyncs Company Will Rebuild 
l'lant. 

The plant of the Hardie-Tynes ma- 
chine and Foundry, Company in 
Birmingham, which burned last 
week will be rebuilt as was 
generally anticipated. The net loss 
over and above the 852,000 of insur- 
ance, is placod at $70,000. The com- 
pany has many contracts on hand for 
machinery of various sorts and will 
linish contracts in temporary quar- 
ters while tho permanent buildings 
are being erected. 



Fatal Shooting at Burns' Celebration 
4.bout 2 o'clock Friday morning 
the celebration of the birthday of the 
poet, Bobble Burns, at Blossburg 
town hall, was rudely interrupted by 
the firing of several pistol shots by 
Frank Byrum, a miner. 

Early in the evening he had had a 
difficulty with Wofford Rich, a brake- 
man on the Southern road. The men 
were separated by J. D. McKibbons, 
a Southern railway conductor, but la- 
ter renewed the difficulty. 

When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away the dead body of Bich 
lay upon the ground and McGibbons 
had been shot through and through 
and cannot live. 

There were several hundred per- 
sons in the hall, including a number 
of women, and pandemonium reigned 
supreme. Many women fainted and 
several went into hysterics. The 
trouble is said to have been caused by 
jealousy. No arrests have yet been 
made. 



Young Woman Fatally Burned. 

A terrible tragedy ocourred at Tus- 
caloosa about 3 o'clook Saturday af- 
ternoon, when Miss Belle Minhinnett 
was burned to death. No one knew 
anything of the burning until they 
heard her making a noise in the bath 
room, where she had gone only a 
short time before. Miss Minhinett 
when found was almost dead, breath- 
ing only a few times afterwards. A 
doctor was hastily summoned, but life 
was extinct when he arrived. The 
deceased was fearfully burned, and 
her suffering must have been intense 
before death relieved her. Miss Min- 
hinnett was about 80 years of age, 
and had been afflioted all of her life. 



Another Woman Fatally Burned. 

Mrs. Ann Scroggins, of Edmond, 
Lawrence Count, was burned to death 
at her home Thursday afternoon. The 
old lady was alone and her clothing 
caught fire from the fire-plaoe. She 
jumped on a bed in a frantic effort to 
smother the flames but fainted too 
soon and was horribly burned. 



Favor Compulsory Education and 
Uniform Text Books. 

The Jefferson County Teachers' In- 
stitute, which was held at North Bir- 
mingham, adjourned Friday. The 
following resolutions favoring com- 
pulsory education were passed: 

"Resolved, That we favor a com- 
pulsory education law for Alabama, 
and therefore heartily endorse the bill 
prepared by a committee appointed by 
a mass meeting of citizens in Bir- 
mingham and the compulsory educa- 
tional committee of the State Educa- 
tional Association, and reoommend 
that the representatives from this 
county use their influence for the 
same." 

The following report favoring as 
uniform system of text books was 
made : 

The committee on resolutions rela 
tive to text book uniformity respect- 
fully recommend: That the countj 
superintendent and board of educa- 
tion of Jefferson county be authorized 
to confer with the principals and ed- 
ucational boards of the special dis- 
tricts of the county with a view of ef 
fecting county uniformity of text 
books, and in case of failure theron 
that the oounty superintendent shall 
call a meeting of the leading teachers 
of the connty to act thereon.

SENATE COMMITTEE 
CUTS WAR TAXES 



Hany Millions Will Be 
Saved By the Public. 



LIST OF ARTICLES AFFECTED 



Senate Measure Is Radically Dif- 
ferent From That Passed By 
the Mouse. 



Senator Aldrich, chairman of tho 
senate committee on finance, reported 
the war revenue reduotiou bill back to 
the senate Thursday. Tho committee 
reports a oomplete substitute for tho 
bill as it passed the house. Senator 
Aldrich made a statement explaining 
the changes, which in part are us fol- 
lows: 

Stamp Tax Repealed. — Promissory 
notes, mortgages, bills of lading for 
export, powers of attorney, protest, 
charter, party, certificates of all kinds, 
leases, warehouse receipts, telegraphic 
dispatches, telephone messages, pass- 
age tickets costing less than $30, ex- 
press receipts, bonds, except bonds of 
indemnity, legacies to religious, chari- 
table, literary or educational institu- 
tions. 

Special Tax Repealed. — Commer- 
cial brokes. 

Taxes Reduced. — Conveyances, in- 
surance, bankers' capital, proprietary 
medicines, cigars, tobacco, beer. 

The statement says that, having al- 
ways in view the revenue require- 
ments of the government, the purpose 
of the committee has been to repeal 
such of the taxes imposed by tho war 
revenue act of 1898 as are most annoy- 
ing and burdensome to tax payers, to 
to retain such as should be kept as a 
permanent part of our revenue system, 
or at least retained until all war taxes 
can be repealed, and to reduce all oth- 
ers as fairly and equitably as possible 
by some general plan of reduction. 
Pursuing this general plan, it has been 
possible to reduee the taxes affected 
approximately about one-half. 

Taking the estimates of the treas- 
ury department as a basis the reduc- 
tion of revenue affected by the bill will 
be nearly $40,000,000, a reduction 
somewhat less than was produced by 
the bill as it passed the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

Reductions. — The committee's sub- 
stitute provisions in regard to oigars, 
tobacco, beer, etc., are as follows: 

That on and after July 1, 1901, the 
internal revenue tax on cigars weigh- 
ing more than three pounds per thou- 
sand shall be $3.30 per thousand. 

That on and after July 1, 1900, 
there shall be allowed a discount of 25 
percentum on all sales of collectors 
to brewers and manufacturers of to- 
bacco and snuff upon the stamps pro- 
vided for the payment of internal rev- 
enue taxes upon beer and manufact- 
ured tobacco and snuff, provided, that 
the discount allowed to brewers upon 
beer stamps shall be in lieu of the 
discount of 7J percentum allowed by 
the aot of Juno 13, 1898. The effect 
is to reduce the tax to $1.50 per barrel 
and on snuff and tobacco to 9 cents a 
pound. 

There is a general reduction of the 
tax on insurance policies and renewals 
and in lieu of the present taxes, special 
taxes shall be imposed to be paid by 
the insurance companies, as follows: 

Life insurance companies, 4 cents 
on the amount insured for each $100 
or fraction of every policy. 

The rate of conveyances, including 
deeds to land, is materially reduced. 
In the existing law all deeds covering 
values exceeding $10 are taxed at the 
rate of 50 cents. The senate commit- 
tee removes the tax on all deeds where 
valuations are below $2,500 and makes 
the tax rate 25 instead of 50 cents. 
For each additional $500 above $3,000 
the tax is to be 25 cents. 

The tax on bankers is fixed at the 
rate of $1 on each $1,000 of capital 
and surplus used by them. 

Section 20 of the existing law per- 
taining to proprietary articles, in- 
cluding drugs, perfumeries, etc., is 
practically rewritten.

Accordiug to information that has 
reached your correspondent through a 
sure channel, Lord Salisbury remained 
away owing to the strained personal 
I relatious betweeu himself aud the pres- 
' ent king. 



Democrats Have a "Atisunder- 
standing" During Discussion 
Of the Army Bill. 

A Washington special says. The 
house Friday adopted the conference 
report upon tho army reorganization 
bill. Tho naval appropriation bill was 
finally passed and immediately after- 
wards seventy-seven private pension 
bills. 

Mr. Hull, of Iowa, chairman of the 
military affairs committee, in urging 
immediate action, said the bill should 
have been a law three week ago; that 
it has been outrageously delayed in 
the congress of the United States, 
though not in the house. Mr. Hull 
appealed for the provisions designed 
to retire General Shafter as major a 
geueral, aud Genorals Lee and Wilson 
as brigadier generals, provisions which 
the house had stricken out. 

Mr. Richardson protested against 
voting to increase the list of officers 
on the retired list. 

"If that provision were out of the 
bill," interposed Mr. Cannon, of Illi- 
nois, "would the gentleman vote for 
it?" 

"The report empowers the president 
to increase the standing army from 
58,000 to 100,000 men," replied Mr. 
Richardson. "If that provision were 
out also." 

"That is not a categorical response," 
observed Mr. Cannon. 

"No," replied Mr. Richardson. "I 
would never vote for the bill." (Dem- 
ocratic applause.") 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, resented in- 
dignantly Mr. Richardson's statement 
that the report wculd give the presi- 
dent the power to increase the army 
from 58,000 to 100,000 men, and took 
the minority leader severely to task 
for refusing to join in a fight for a 
temporary army when the bill was 
originally before the house. 

The conference report was adopted 
—133 to 100. Two Democrats, Clay- 
ton, of New York, and Livingston, of 
Georgia, voted for the report. 

Mr. Bixey, of Virginia, moved to 
recommit the naval bill with instruc- 
tions to strike out the provisions for 
the increase of tho navy (two battle- 
ships and two cruisers). It was de- 
feated— 42 to 132. The bill was then 
passed. 

The house then took up private pon- 
sion bills. 



TAKE THEIR LAST LOOK. 



Queen's Coffin Is Finally Sealed By 
Order of the King, 

A special from Cowes, Isle of Wight, 
says: The royal family took their last 
loving look at the features of the dead 
queen Friday. About 10 o'clock in the 
morning the shell was brought into 
the bedroom, where were waiting King 
Edward, Emperor William, the duke 
of Connnught, Sir James Raid and the 
royal ladies. The latter having retir- 
ed, Sir Sames Reid, with reverent 
hands, assisted by three trusted house- 
hold servants, and in the presence of 
the king, tho emperor and the duke, 
removod the body from the bed to the 
coffin. 

In death it was lovelier than in the 
closing days of life. Not a trace of 
the ravages of disease was visible. 
The servants having retired, Queen 
Alexandra, the prinoesses and the 
children were recalled, and with lin- 
gering steps and stifled sobs, they 
passed slowly before the white-robed 
and peaceful figure. At the foot, 
never moving, stood tho king, and 
when tho mourning crowd had passed 
there remained only the sou and grand- 
son of the dead. 

Emperor William wept even more 
bitterly than the royal ladies. Finally 
he also retired, and the king was left 
alone. Sir James Reid, beckoning to 
the servants, who were holding the 
coffin lid, asked the king's instruc- 
tions. 

For a few seconds the king stood 
speechless, stricken with emotion at 
the last farewell. Then he said quick- 

"Close it finally. It muBt not be 
opened again." 

Thus the remains of England's 
greatest ruler were forever hidden 
from human view.

Ex-Secretary of War Awarded Big 
Judgment In Tennessee Court. 

A decree has boon entered in the 
United States circuit conrt at Nash- 
ville in the case of General Russell A. 
Alger versus T. B. Anderson et al, up- 
on a mandate from tho United States 
circuit court of appeals of the sixth 
district, whereby Geueral Alger is giv- 
en a personal judgment for S201.014.75. 

The litigation arose out of the pur- 
chase of several tiacts of coal and min- 
eral lands iu Franklin county, Ten- 
nessee, by A. J. Freer acting as agent 
for General Alger. It was alleged that 
the lauds were "suited" and thatrocks 
painted black were palmed off as coal.

Congress Requested to En= 
act Suitable Laws. 



SUGGESTION OF COMMISSION 



President Transmits to the Sen. 
ate a Report In Regard to 
The flatter. 



President McKinley transmitted to 
the senate Friday a report of the sec- 
retary of war inclosing the report of 
the Taft Philippine commission. The 
president says: 

"I earnestly recommend legisla- 
tion under which the governmeut 
of the islands may have authority 
to assist in their peaoeful indus- 
trial development in the direc- 
tions indicated by the secretary 
of war." 

Secretary Root's letter of transmit- 
tal is dated January 24th, addressed 
to the president, and is in par tas fol- 
lows: 

"I beg leave to supplement my an- 
nual report of November 30, 1900, by 
transmitting a report made by the 
Philippine commission on that date, 
but only recently received at the war 
department. At the same time I wish 
to call attention to some conditions 
existing in the Philippine islands 
which indicate that the development 
of that country along the lines of 
peaceful industrial progress now re- 
quires the exercise of powers of civil 
government not vested in this depart- 
ment or in the United States military 
commander, but requiring a grant of 
authority from the congress. 

"The commission gives a gratify- 
ing account of the progress made in 
the pacification of the country and 
the gradual subsidence of guerrilla 
warfare. A personal letter received 
by me from Judge Taft, dated Decem- 
ber 14, 1900, says: 

" 'Since writing you about three 
thousand insurgents in Iloilo Norte 
have surrendered and 10,000 persons 
who were not well affected toward us 
in Panay have taken the oath of 
allegiance. I have already received 
two papers from natives tendering 
their allegiance to the United States 
and promising fidelity without mental 
reserve. The army is hitting small but 
hard knocks against the insurgents 
everywhere. Since the election there 
has been a great falling off in the ac- 
tivity of the insurgents in aggressive- 
ness.' 

" 'On the 2d of January the commis- 
sion as a body reinforced the views 
contained iu their report by the fol- 
lowing dispatch from Manila: 

" 'Root, Secretary of War, Wash- 
ington — If you approve, ask transmis- 
sion to proper senators and represent- 
atives of following: 

" 'Passage of Spooner bill at present 
session greatly needed to secure best 
result from improving conditions. Un- 
til its passage no purely central oivil 
government can be established; no 
publio franchises of any kind granted, 
and no substantial improvements pos- 
siblo. All are needed as a most im- 
portant step in complete pacification. 
Strong peace party organized with de- 
fined purpose of seouring civil gov- 
ernment under United States and rea- 
sonably expect civil government and 
relief from inevitable but annoying re- 
straints of military rule long before 
subject can be taken up by new con- 
gress. Time near at hand, in our opin- 
ion, when disturbances existing can 
hotter be suppressed by native police 
of a civil government with army as 
auxiliary force than by continuance of 
complete military control. 

" 'Sale of public lauds aud allow- 
ances for mining claims impossible un- 
til Spooner bill passed. Hundreds of 
American miners on ground awaiting 
law to perfect claims. More coming. 
Good element in paoification, Ur- 
gently recommend amendment to 
Spooner bill so that its operation be 
not postpoued until complete suppres- 
sion of all insurrection, but only un- 
til, in president's judgment, civil gov- 
ernment may be safely established. 
Conditions rapidly improving to point 
where civil governmeut, with aid of 
army, will be more effioient to secure 
peaoo than military control.

Nation, the Saloon Wrecker, 
Cowh:-ed By Another Female 
In Kansas. 

A street fight betweeu women, led 
one one side by Mrs. Carrie Nation, 
the saloon wrecker, with a following 
of W. C. T. U. women, aud the other 
by Mrs. John Schilling, wife of the 
manager of the saloon wrecked, back- 
ed by a dozen women who champion- 
ed the saloons, was enacted in the 
town of Enterprise, Kansas. 

As a result of the unique melee Mrs. 
Nation swore out warrants against 
Mrs. Schilling and her husband, and 
Mrs. William Bittner, charging them 
with assault, and Mrs. Boffman sworo 
out a warrant against Mrs. Nation, 
charging her with disturbing the peace. 
All were arrested, but later were re- 
leased on bond. 

During the morning, Mrs. Nation, 
in company with several W. T. C. U. 
leaders, entered a store near William 
Shook's saloon, which is still unmo- 
lested. Mrs. Nation, apparently to 
give him warning, sent for Shook. He 
complied, but before many words were 
exchanged between the two she was 
assaulted by a crowd of women, par- 
tisans of the saloons. 

A general fight between the womea 
ensued, during which a woman, heav- 
ily veiled, rained blow after blow upon 
Mrs. Nation with a horse whip. Men 
drawn to the soene aided neither 
side. Quiet was restored only when 
the police interferred. Mrs. Nation 
was badly bruised. 

All concerned, except Mrs. Nation, 
were bound over for trial. Mrs. Na- 
tion went to the house of one of her 
friends to doctor her wounds, and she 
declared, "Prepare for tomorrow." 

Much excitement prevails over the 
affair. 

The case was concluded promptly. 
Mrs. Nation was found not guilty of 
disturbing the peace and was released. 
The cases of the three women arrested 
on complaint of Mrs. Nation were 
continued. Mrs. Nation declares that 
she will swear out additional warrants 
against these women, charging them 
with attempt to kill. 

At a meeting held during the day 
between local temperance workers, the 
Mothers and Sisters Aid Society was 
organized, with Mrs. C. H. Huffman 
as president. Mrs. Nation says its 
purpose is to suppress saloons by law 
if possible, but by force if necessary. 



A PROCLAMATION 



Announcing Albert Edward as 
King of England Issued at 
London. 

A London special says: The proc- 
lamation announcing Edward VII. 
as king of Great Britain and Ireland 
and emperor of India was read in St. 
James palaoe at 9 o'clock Thursday 
morning. The king was not present. 

There was a great concourse of peo- 
ple from the commencement to the 
close. The proclamation, was read 
by William Henry Weldon, king at 
arms, since 1894, and formerly Wind- 
sor herald and was as follows: 

"Whereas, It has pleased Almighty 
God to call to his mercy our late sov- 
ereign lady, Queen Victoria, of blessed 
and glorious memory, by whose do- 
cease the imperial crown of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
is solely and rightfully come to the 
high mighty Prince Albert Edward; 
we, therefore, lords spiritual and tem- 
poral of this realm, being here assisted 
with those of her late majesty's privy 
council, with numbers of other princi- 
pal gentlemen of quality, the lord may- 
or.aldermen and citizens of London, do 
now hereby with one voice consent of 
tongue and heart to publish and pro- 
claim that the high and mighty Prince 
Albert Edward is now by the death of 
our late sovereign of happy memory 
become our only lawful and rightful 
liege lord, Edward VII., by grace of 
God, king of the kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, defender of the 
faith, Emperor of India, to whom we 
acknowledge all faith and constant 
obedience with all hearty and humble 
affection, beseeching God, by whom 
all kings and queens do reign, to bless 
the royal Prince Edward VII with 
long and happy years to reign over 
us." 

The proclamation was greeted by a 
fanfare of trumpets.

A Havas (Paris) agency dispatch 
from Shanghai says the diplomats 
have decided unanimously to notify 
tho Chinese plenipotentiaries that the 
military arrangements of tho powers 
depend on the promptitude with which 
China executes her engagements.

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MRS. NATIONS AND KANSAS SALOONS. 

The Montgomery Advertiser, io 
speaking of Mrs. Nations' out- 
break in Kansas, says: 

Mrs. Nations charges that liq- 
uors are sold iti violation of law in 
those towns, and if she is correct 
the fact only adds to the "non-un- 
derstandibility" of the situation. 

It is difficult to believe that a 
saloon furnished with rich and ex- 
pensive fixtures should be run in 
op.m defiance of law . At least it is 
difficult to understand why the law 
is not enforced and the saloons 
closed. If they were only blind 
tigers, kept in dark alleys and do. 
ing business on the sneak order, we 
might see that the authorities would 
find it a hard matter to suppress 
the traffic entirely, but the accounts 
we read from Wichita, Abilene and 
other towns do not convey that^im- 
pression. They rather lead to the 
belief that these saloons are just as 
open and public as the5 are in any 
city where the business is licensed. 

Kansas has a prohibitory law, 
but ever since its enactment in 
1883 it has been a dead letter. A 
great effort was made at first to 
prosecute all those who engaged in 
tke liquor trrffic; express companies 
were enjoined from shipping liquor 
of and kind when it was known to 
be such. But with a few except 
ional cases, nearly all prosecutions 
have been failures. 

Wichita, where Mrs. Nations first 
begun her smashing campaign 
against the saloons, never made J 
any effort to er force the law. but | 
on the other hand wholly ignored 
it by permitting two summer beer 
gardens to run open and unmolest- 
ed. The proprietors of these places 
were arrested on the first of every 
month and fined, which was noth- 
ing more than a license under au- 
other name. 

The same proceedure obtained at 
Leavenworth, the home of that bit- 
ter hater of southern people— Dan 
Anthony, editor of the Times. 
Atchison followed suit, and Kan- 
sas City, Kansas, (old Wyandotte) 
seemed to vie with its neighbor 
across the line as to which could 
have the greater number of saloons. 
One of there "joints" or saloons 
was operated for a long time in a 
basement in Topeka almost under 
the walls ot the capital building. 

The M urray low always has been 
and always will be a dead letter in 
Kausas, for the simple reason that 
a large majority of the people con- 
sider it obnoxious, and just so 
long as it remains upon the statute 
books of the State, jest so long will 
it offer opportunity to such women 
a. Mrs. Nations who have a fondness 
for sensation. 

The Sentinel does not approve of 
the methods adopted by Mrs. Na- 
tions, neither does it approve of the 



action of the people of that State 
in not either enforcing a law, or 
eliminating it from the statutes of 
the State. 

We have in mind one instance 
wherein some thirty odd counts 
were found against one man for 
selling liquor in the Sunflower Stale, 
and when convicted the presiding 
judge gave the culprit the maxi. 
mum ffne and sentence or. each 
count. His fines amounted to more 
than $40,000 and impris.onmeut for 
over 300 years. Thus proving con- 
clusively that the judiciary were 
and ate prejudiced against the law. 
The liquor dealer remained in jail 
about sixty days, when he was 
turned loose by the county commis- 
ioners, to save the county the ex- 
pense of feeding him. 

And while, as the Advertiser says 
"the performances of Mrs. Nations 
and the impugnity with which her 
lawlessness is carried on is beyond 
understanding," we might add that 
the brazenness of those men who 
carry on an unlawful business, and 
permitted to do so by people who 
have behind them a law upon which 
to rely if they wish, is also beyond 
understanding.

Dwarf Cattle of Celebes Arc No I.anjot 
Tban Ordinary Sheep. 
Celebes has the distinction of being 
the home of the smallest living repre- 
sentative of the wild cattle, or, in- 
deed, of the wild cattle of any period 
of the earth's history, for no group 
appears to bo known to science. An 
idea of three extremely diminutive pro- 
portions of the anoa, or sapi-utan, as 
the animal in question is respectively 
called by the inhabitants of Celebe3 
and the Malays, may be gained when 
it is stated that Its height at the shoul- 
der Is only about 3 feet 8 inches, 
whereas that of the great Indian wild 
ox, or guar, is at least 6 feet 4 inches, 
and may, according to some writers, 
roach as much as 7 foet. In fact, the 
anoa is really not much, if at all, 
larger than a well-grown South Down 
sheep and scarcely exceeds In this re- 
epect the little domesticated Bramini 
cattle shown a few years ago at the 
Indian exhibition held at Earl's Court. 
The anoa has many of the characters 
of the large Indian buffalo, but its 
horns are relatively shorter, less 
curved and moro upright. In this, as 
well t j in certain other respects, it 
is more like the young than the adult 
of the last-named species, and as 
young animals frequently are gradual- 
ly lost a3 maturity is approached it 
would be a natural supposition that 
the anoa is a primitive type of buffalo.

SCRAMBLE FOR DIAMONDS, 

Gems Thrown Away by an Absent- 
Minded Dealer. 

"Have you got any of those dia- 
monds?" is the question of the hour 
in Birmingham. Some 800 precious 
stones havs been shared out by lucky 
prospectors in Vlttoria street, and the 
search still continues, says the London 
Express. It happened in this wia«:

Pratt City AVants Cheaper Insurance. 

With the water works in successful 
operation and an efficient fire depart- 
ment property values have increaeed in 
Pratt City.and cheaper insurance rates 
have been looked for, the rates in 
some oases being as high as 8$ cents. 
Many of the citizens are dissatisfied 
and are agitating the question of can- 
celing their policies and devising a 
plan for mutual protection. The one 
most likely to be adopted will be the 
appointment of an insurance commis- 
sioner who, with the assistance of an 
advisory board, will district and rate 
the different risks of the city, each 
insured paying into the treasury his 
premiums, which shall be placed un- 
der bond in some bank or trust com- 
pany for the purpose of paying losses; 
any profits accruing therefrom to be 
applied to improving the fire depart- 
ment. It is thonght with the city's 
excellent water works and fire depart- 
ment this will afford ample protection 
and the needed relief. 



$15,000 School Building Will he

The Commercial Club of Birming- 
ham Friday afternoon authorized the 
president to appoint a committee to 
take up the question of prospecting for 
petroleum, and in accordance with a 
resolution to that effect President 
Kettig appointed a committee consist- 
ing of Maj. F. Y. Anderson, W. N. 
Malone and B. Steiner. It is also 
stated that a syndicate is now being 
formed to prospect for oils, Over half 
the money necessary to purchase the 
machinery and to pay all of the ex- 
penses connected with the tests to be 
made has been subscribed, and an ex- 
pert engaged to oonduct the investiga- 
tion.

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Company is now moving two thous- 
and carloads of rook phosphate from 
Mt. Pleasant, Tenn., to Pensacola, 
and all over its own lines direct for 
shipment to Cuba. This is perhaps 
the largest single shipment of any 
commodity in the long record of 
southern railroads, and the magnitude 
of the Louisville & Nashville Compa- 
ny's undertaking may be realized in 
part when it is known that the com- 
pany's contract calls for the delivery 
at Pensacola of about two hundred 
cars of phosphate a day. That means 
in fact twelve solid trains of seventeen 
cars eaoh going to Pensacola every 
day ladened with phosphate alone.

SEWALL CRITICIZES 
GEORGIA GOVERNOR 



Sensational Incident of the 
riaritime Congress. 



CAUSED BY ALLEGED INTERVIEW 



Governor Hakes Denial and Uses 
Some Forcible Adjectives In 
Regard to flatter. 

The National Maritime convention 
assembled in Brunswick Thursday 
morning for the second day of its de- 
liberations. Permanent organization 
of the convention was effected by the 
election of the following officers: 

President— A. K. Miller, New Or- 
leans. 

Vice President — C. D. Ogg, Bruns- 
wick, Ga. 

Treasurer — E. P. Wilson, Cincin- 
nati. 

Secretary — F. B. Thurber, New 
York.

After the election of officers the 
congress adjourned. 

The congress unanimously passed 
Edmund Brobston, s resolution favor- 
ing a ship subsidy. 

Just before adjournment a sensa- 
tional speech was made by Harold S. 
Sewall, son of Arthur Sewall, of Bath, 
Me., in which he denounced the al- 
leged utterances of Governor Candler 
to the effect that the convention was 
being held in the interest of the ship 
subsidy bill. 

He said they (the visitors) came to 
the state of Georgia on the invitation 
of Governor Candler, who was not on 
hand to give them a hand of welcome, 
but instead had denounced the aotion 
of a member of the ooiigress because 
of his support of a resolution which 
was passed unanimously by that body 
and had characterized his guests as 
puppets of Mark Hanna. 

His utterances in regard to the gov- 
ernor were very severe. 

He questioned his sincerity in ex- 
tending the invitation to them. 

He also paid a tribute to the south 
for its loyalty to the union. He said 
the old sectional feeling had disap- 
peared when young Bagley, of North 
Carolina, was the first to lose his life 
in defense of the flag, and when Hob- 
son sunk the Merrimac. He said the 
first measure looking to the protection 
of American shipping was advocated 
by that illustrious southern statesman 
and the father of Democraoy. Thomas 
Jefferson, and the subsidy bill in the 
United States was by Polk, of Tennes- 
see, and that southerners instead of 
departing from the teaching of their 
fathers by advocating protection for 
ships and ship building interests were 
but returning to traditions that had 
their origin with southern statesmen 
and southern patriots. 



A "FAKE," BATS OOVHRNOB O.VNDLEE. 

The interview referred to in Mr. Se- 
wall's speeoh was one which appeared 
in an Atlanta afternoon paper of Wed- 
nesday, and which Governor Candler 
chanced to see for the first time Thurs- 
day morning when he walked into At- 
torney General Terrell's office on some 
official business. He was shown the 
article and read it very carefully. He 
expressed surpiise at the interview, 
and what he said with reference to the 
alleged interview and the interviewer 
was not spoken for publication. The 
substance of his remarks, however, 
was that the interview was a fake pure 
aud simple, that he had positively re- 
fused to talk on the subject to any 
newspaper man, etc. His indignation 
was freely punctuated with expressive 
adjective s. 

When the governor was told by a 
reporter that Mr. Sewall had de- 
nounced him for the sentiments ex- 
pressed in the alleged interview, the 
governor's first reply was: 

"It makes but d — d little difference 
to me what Mr. Sewall thinks about 
me or about what I said." 

"But did you say it?" was asked. 

"No, I didn't anrt you know I didn't. 
I knew nothing about the interview. 
You yourself heard all that I had to 
say about that convention. That in- 
terview was a fake, pure and simple. 

"But understand me, I don't care a 
a d- - what they think about it." 

"Why didn't you attend the conven- 
tion?" 

"Because I had official business to 
attend to in Atlanta, and so wired 
them." 

The governor would havo nothing 
movo to nay about tho matter, adher- 
ing strictly to his resolution not to 
discuss tho object of the convention 
in any way. 



A BATTLE ROYAL 



Is Promised By Democrats In 
Congress Over the Ship 
Subsidy Measure. 

A Washington speoial says: — The 
Demooratio members of the senate 
have determined to continue the fight 
on the Hanna ship subsidy bill. 

This was decided in caucus held 
Thursday afternoon. Senator Jones 
of Arkansas, leader of the minority, 
will make a statement to the senate, 
putting the Republicans on notice 
that the shipping bill must be dis- 
cussed fully and that the minority 
considers it a crude measure and one 
of far less importance than the Nicar- 
agua canal bill, the revenue reduction 
bill, or the appropriation bills, and 
that the minority will not submit to 
an early vote on the shipping bill. 

Senator Jones will lay down an ulti- 
matum to the Republicans that the 
Democrats will insist on a considera- 
tion of the canal and appropriation 
bills ahead of a vote being taken on 
the shipping bill and that if the Re- 
publican attempt to keep the shipping 
bill before the senate and delay action 
on the appropriation bills they must as- 
sume the responsibility and if an extra 
session has to be called it wilt be the 
result of the Republicans attempting 
to force the subsidy bill to passage 
over other necessary legislation. • 

This decision of the Democrats 
amounts to an ultimatum to the Re- 
publicans, and if the policy decided 
upon is adhered to it means that the 
shipping bill cannot pass at this ses- 
sion and that an extra session of con- 
gress will be a certainty. 

The Democrats disolaim any inten- 
tion of a filibuster. They insist, how- 
ever, that the bill must be properly 
debated and they argue that as there 
have been only three or four speeches 
so far, it has not been properly de- 
bated by any means. The Democrats 
state that no less than ten or a dozen 
set speeches against the bill are sched- 
uled. Each of these speeches will 
practically consume a senate working 
day. 

If tho advocates of the measure 
insist upon night sessions, they must, 
the Demoerats say, furnish the neces- 
sary quorums, for at each session there 
will be on hand just enough Democrats 
to insist upon a quorum being present 
for the transaction of this business. 

Many of the best prophets belUve 
that the Republican supporter* of the 
measure will yield to the pressure and 
go to pieces long before the Democrats 
who oppose it show any sign of weak- 
ening. 

STRANDED SEAMEN RESCUED. 



Crew of Eighteen Saved From Watery 
Grave By Passing Steamer. 

The German steamer Barcelon, which 
arrived at New York Thursday from 
Hamburg, via Halifax, N. S. , brought 
into po,rt the captain and fourteen sea- 
men of the Russian bark Cuba, which 
was abandoned at sea January 18th in 
latitude 40.30, longitude 18.10, in a 
dismasted and water-logged condition. 

Captain Bohn, of the Barcelona, re- 
ports that at midnight of January 17th, 
a glare of light was sighted which at 
first was thought to be a ship on fire. 
The Barcelona headed for the light 
and on approaching nearer two huge 
flares were seen from a vessel in dis- 
tress. Passing close by the craft, 
Captain Bohn, with his night glass, 
made out that she was dismasted and 
waterlogged and the people on the 
wreck were waving and gesticulating 
violently. 

At times hoarse shouts oould be 
heard, and finally cries of "Help; we 
are sinkingl" were made out. There 
was a high sea running, but it was de- 
cided to make the attempt to resoue 
the shipwrecked craw. 

First officer A. Lavoni and a boat's 
crew of five men managed to lower a 
life-boat and get to the side of the 
steamer. After an exceedingly hard 
pull the boat was successfully brought 
under the lee of the wreck, and after 
a severe struggle all of the men, fif- 
teen in number, were taken into the 
boat and to the steamer.

PEN'S REMAINS 
AT PORTSMOUTH 



Body of Dead Ruler Re- 
moved From Cowes. 



A MONSTER NAVAL PAGEANT 



Amid Roll of Six-Pounders Came 
Strains of Chopin's and Bee- 
thoven's Funeral Marches. 



The body of Queen Victoria was 
borne Friday afternoon from its quiet 
resting place in Osborne house to 
Portsmouth, the heart of England's 
navy. The half hundred fighting 
ships fired their broadsides and min- 
ute guns and over the still waters, be- 
tween the roll of the six-pounders, 
came strains of Chopin and Beethoven's 
funeral marches. The crews stood 
silently along the decks, and the 
flags, drooped half way down the 
halyards. 

Half a million of the late Queen 
Victoria's devoted subjects lining the 
shores of the Solent witnessed a ma- 
jestic and an awe-inspiring pageant 
and bade a last farewell to their be- 
loved ruler. All who witnessed the 
function testify to the profound emo- 
tion it inspired and agree th^t the 
spectacle could not have been sur- 
passed for splendor and solemn effect. 

The dominant note in the whole 
scene was its grand simplicity, and, so 
far as human utterance was concerned, 
its silence. The sad procession glided 
along in beautiful order and precision 
as though moved by some hidden pow- 
er. No incident of any kind occurred 
to mar its stately beauty. The weath- 
er was traditional "queen's weather," 
The "queen of the seas," was carried 
across the waters to the accompani- 
ment of minute guns and military 
music — a picture which will live in 
history. 

The ceremony, consisting in remov- 
ing the remains from Osborne to the 
pier at Cowes was soarcely less in- 
teresting than the naval function. 

The body was reverently borne to 
the royal yacht Alberta by eight stal- 
wart seamen. 

There have been more magnifioent 
pageants than that escorting the body 
of Queen Victoria from the house 
where she died to the royal yacht, but 
never has there been witnessed in re- 
cent world history a procession more 
remarkable in its combiuation of pomp 
and splendor with grief and humility. 

Three special trains took down the 
members of the house of lords and the 
house of commons, the diplomats and 
other officials and the correspondents 
from the Victoria station to Ports- 
mouth in the early morning. 

The fleet stretched from Portsmouth 
to Cowes, the turrets of Osborne 
standing above the purple hills. 

The pathway between the warships 
was a quarter of a mile wide avenue of 
clear water. Queen's weather came at 
noon in a burst of sunshine. 

Shortly before 3 o'clock a puff of 
smoke broke from the Majestic's side 
and a second later a report cracked 
over the harbor announcing the start- 
ing of the Alberta from Trinity pier. 
From ship to ship the salute was 
passed down the line. Each vessel of 
the fleet was firing minute guns. They 
all employed their short side batteries, 
so on the channel sides were silhou- 
ettes of hulls, spars aud iron work, 
before the backgrounds of dense, gray 
smoke. The sound was that of a great 
battle. 

Tlie band of each ship took up the 
funeral march when the Alberta came 
abreast of her, and the spectators on 
all the other craft took off their hats. 
So, with all eyes focussed on the tiny- 
looking, purple bier, the remains of 
Queen Victoria we:e carried by. 

Following the Alberta trailed along 
five other yachts, the Victoria and Al- 
berta carrying the royal mourners. Em- 
peror William's yacth, Hohenzollern, 
large as a warship, and spotless white; 
the Osborne, the admiralty yacht En- 
chantress and a little Trinity house 
yacht. 

Gradually the din of the minute 
guns lessened as the batteries of ship 
after ship ceased firing, while the fun- 
eral parade swept around the end of 
the line and into the entrance of Ports- 
mouth harbor. 

When the Alberta entered with the 
minute guns in the forts sounding, 
the bells of all the churches in the 
city tolling, the ancient frigate Victory 
moored tbere, iired a salute of muzzle 
loaders. The Alberta was moored at 
4:40 p. m. for the night. 

The crowd in Portsmouth was esti- 
mated at 100,000. Every town along 
the channel contributed its quota and 
the railway companies were helpless 
before the rush of people going home 
after the parade. Thousands crawled 
into the stations aud literally fought 
their way into tl e trains. The special 
cars were at their mercy. 

Foreign officers, diplomats and mem- 
bers of parliament mixed in tho rush 
and took tbeir chances with the mob. 
The cars going toward London were 
packed to suffocation by all classes of 
people? 



"REBUKE," SAYS HARK 



Resolution of brunswick Maritime 
Congress Presented In 
The Senate. 

A Washington special says: Senator 
Hanna presented to the senate Friday 
the resolutions adopted by the Bruns- 
wick maritime congress in advocacy of 
government aid to the merchant ma- 
rine, and, in the few words he said in 
presenting the paper, showed that he 
construed it an endorsement of tha 
pending subsidy bill, and that he re- 
garded it in the nature of a rebuke to 
the senators from Georgia and other 
southern states, who are opposing his 
pet measure. 

Some of Senator Clay's friends in 
the senate were inclined to joke with 
him about this action at Brunswick, 
and he was asked if it would make any 
difference in the vote he intended to 
cast. 

"Not in the last," said the Georgia 
senator, whose speech against the 
measured was the opening gun of the 
opposition's fight. "I know," he con- 
tinued, "that this action, if it is meant 
as an indorsement to the subsidy bill, 
does not represent the sentiments of 
the people of Georgia. I doubt if 1 
per cent of the people favor this direct 
approprialion to the already wealthy 
ship owners. 

"I know that Senator Bacon and all 
of the members of the house delega- 
tion are opposed to the bill, and that 
in this opposition they and I represent 
the feeling of the people of the state. 
Certainly we represent the feeling of 
practically all of the democrats, net 
only in Georgia, but throughout the 
country. 

"Now, I have nothing at all to say 
in criticism of the very excellent gen- 
tlemen who took part in the proceed- 
ings of that congress at Brunswick, 
but of course, everybody recognizes 
the real influences which brought it 
about and, in a measure, controlled its 
motions. It might perhaps be unchar- 
itable to say that it was a Hanna con- 
vention, but the inspiration certainly 
came from the men who in this partic- 
ular fight Mr. Hanna represents. 

"Of course there can be no criticism 
of the citizens of Brunswick for hold- 
ing the conference and entertaining 
the delegates, for every city likes to 
have conventions and congresses of all 
kinds, and the business men of Bruns- 
wick contributed to give these visit- 
ing delegates as good a time as they do 
all visitors within their gates. As for 
the congress itself, however, it certain- 
ly represented an infinite small 
amount of southern sentiment, if it 
represented any at all."

Brobston Explains Authorship of His 
Ship Subsidy Resolution. 

During the session of the maritime 
congress at Brunswick, Ga. , Friday, 
Mr. Brobston, on a question of per- 
sonal privilege, stated that he had 
been informed that it was intended to

A TOUGH ALBATROSS. 

After Being Fourteen nays in an Icebox 
It HtlU I.lverf. 
A writer says 31r William Corry 
told him some time ajo that on one of 
hie steamships coming from New Zea- 
land an albatross, s\ippo»ed to have 
been choked dead, kept In an Ice box 
at a temperature which was always 
much below freezing point, was found 
to be alive at the end of fourteen days.

BUTTERFLIES SLEEP. 

They Are Scarcely Distinguishable from 
Their Surroundings. 

The butterfly invariably goes to sleep 
head downward, ite eyes looking 
straight dawn the stem of the grass. 
It folds and contracts ite wings to the 
utmost, partly, perhaps, to wrap it* 
body from the cold. But the effect is 
to reduce its size and shape to a nar- 
row ridge, making an acute angle with 
the grass-stem, hardly distinguishable 
In shape and color from the seed-heads 
on thousands of other sterna around. 
It also sleeps on the top of the stem, 
whloh increases Its Hkeness to the nat- 
j ural flnial of tho grass. In the morn- 
ing, when the sunbeams warm them, 
all these gray-pied sleepers on tho 
grass-tops open their wings and the 
colorless bennets are starred with a 
thousand living flowers of purest aaure. 
Side by side with the "blues" sleep 
the common "brown heaths." They 
use the grass stems for beds, but less 
carefully, and with no such obvious 
solicitude to compose their limbs in 
harmony with the lines of the plant. 
They also sleep with their heads down- 
ward, but the body is allowed to droop 
sideways from the stem like a lefif. 
This, with their light coloring, makes 
them far more conspicuous than the 
blues. Moreover, as grass has no 
leaves shaped in any way like the 
sleeping butterfly, tho contrast of 
shape attracts notice. Can It be that 
the blues, whose brilliant coloring by 
day makes them conspicuous to every 
enemy, have learnt caution, while the 
brown heaths, less exposed to risk, 
are less careful of concealment? Be 
it noticed that moths and butterflies 
go to sleep in different attitudes. 
Moths fold their wings back upon their 
bodies, covering the lower wing, 
which is usually bright in color, with 
the upper wing. They fold their an- 
tennae back on the line of their wings. 
Butterflies raise the wings above their 
bodies and lay them back to back, put- 
ting their antennae between them, If 
they move at all. — London Spectator.

TO CARRY POWER. 



What Hones Will Ea*. 
Many horsemen have found thut the 
addition of a pound of fair quality of 
moist brown sugar to a horse's feed of 
chaff and com doubles its -work-pro- 
ducing power. When no other feed is 
obtainable a few pounds of flour, mised 
with enough water to make them easi- 
ly drinkable, have great staying pow- 
ers, tout few horses would take this, 
however hungry, unless they had at 
some previous time been made ac- 
customed to it. Horses, when thero 
was little grass, have habitually robbed 
mining camps of fresh, salt or dried 
meat. It is even more certain that no 
horse would touch flesh unless at some 
time accustomed to it. During the 
early times of the Western gold dig- 
gings, when gold was being found in 
large quantities and horse feed, beyond 
the grass, was not procurable, many 
of the rich claim holders fed the horse3 
used in their wo;k on the mine with 
bread sooner than suff»r delay. Bread, 
even unleavened, is better food for 
horses than raw flour and water, but it 
takes time to prepare and is rarely 
available on an emergency, while flour 
is much more likely to be. In Singa- 
pore it is not uncommon for horses to 
be given a loaf of bread soaked with 
a bottle of beer, which they eat greed- 
ily. In Iceland horses and cattls ai»a 
frequently fed on dried fish. Sheep 
often eat meat, irult, bread, pastry and 
the like, and even tobacco in consider- 
able quantity without harm ensuing.

Experiment* with Aluminum 
dactor for Electricity. 

The already practically foreshadowed 
widening use of aluminum conductors 
for electric transmission purposes adds 
interest to Lord Kelvin's recently ex- 
pressed opinion of them. The weight 
of aluminum required, he said, is al- 
most exactly one-half of the copper 
which would produce the same effect. 
The diameter of cable is 28 per cent 
in excess of one made of copper, and 
the cost of insulation for an under- 
ground cable is increased in about the 
same proportion when we pass from 
the copper to aluminum. Aluminum 
is not a pleasant metal to deal with, 
but Its high conductivity will make it 
invaluable for overhead transmission, 
says Cassler's Magazine. It is true 
also that the weight to be supported 
on posts is half of copper, but the sur- 
face exposed to the wind is greater, 
and Its strength is not groat. The 
chief drawback to its use, especially 
overhead, is its liablity to become rot- 
ten. This defect does not exist if 
the metal be pure, and especially if 
free from sodium. But exposure to 
the atmosphere, especially near the 
sea, induces deterioration. The fact 
that aluminum i3 easily oxidized ought 
not to condemn It. The same is true 
of iron and steel, and yet. we do not 
hesitate to place structures of these 
metals in exposed positions. Only we 
paint them; so Lord Kelvin proposes 
that we- paint or varnish aluminum 
conductors wherever necessary. A few 
hundred yards of l^-inch aluminum 
wire were put up by Lord Kelvin on a 
Scotch estate somewhat over a year 
ago

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HAZING A MENACE 
TO VICTIM'S LIFE 



Congressional Committee 
flakes Report to House. 



IS A SENSATIONAL DOCUMENT 



Vicious Practices at West Point 
Would Be Classed as Felonies 
In Some States. 



A Washington special says: The 
report of the special congressional 
committee which investigated the haz- 
ing of Cadet Booz and the general sub- 
ject of hazing at West Point was sub- 
mitted Saturday to the house of repre- 
sentatives by the chairman of the com- 
mittee, Representative Eick, together 
with a bill making stringent regula- 
tions against hazing, fighting and all 
brutal practices. 

The report is an exhaustive review 
of the practice of hazing in all its 
forms, and, while moderate in tone, is 
nevertheless a stinging arraignment of 
the many alleged brutal prac- 
tices enumerated. It specifies more 
than 100 distinct methods of annoying 
and harrassing fourth-class men, and 
describes them in detail. 

One of the "funny formations" de- 
Fcribed is that praoticed on Philip 
Sheridan, Jr., who was compelled to 
ride a broomstick in "mockery of hie 
illustrious father's achievement at 
Winchester." 

The report states that a system of 
fighting has grown which is shocking 
in its character. The fights are de- 
scribed, and the committee states that 
the West Point code is more vicious 
than the Queensburry code. The com- 
mittee held that fighting is the worst 
form of hazing. The reports says that 
suoh fighting as that at West Point is 
a felony according to the statutes in 
many of the states, and the time has 
come when congress must decide 
whether fights, which are high crimes 
elsewhere, shall continue at West 
Point. 

The committee finds that Cadets 
MacArthur, Breth and Burton wero 
hazed into convulsions, others were 
hazed until they fainted, while others 
were hazed until they were sick. 

The hazing of Cadets Booz and 
Breth are elaborately treated, but the 
committee does not attribute their 
death directly to hazing. The report 
adds: 

"But while we cannot fix upon haz- 
ing the responsibility for the deaths, 
the probability that it hastened them, 
and the blot it throws on the 
otherwise fair and glorious fame of the 
academy, its conflict with proper train- 
ing, discipline and unfitness in this 
new contury, urges the adoption of 
reasonable, yet we believe effective 
measures for its eradication and the 
promotion of discipline in the aca- 
demy." 

The bill Mibrnitted contains eleven 
sections against hazing and provides 
means for its detection and yunish- 
ment. Dismissal is provided for tak- 
ing part in a fight or challenge, di- 
rectly or indirectly, or for any form 
of annoying, harassing or bracing of 
cadets. Cadets dismissed are made 
ineligible to appointment to the army, 
navy or marine corps. 



FARMER'S WIFE SLAYS NEQRO. 



Victim Was Cursing Her When He 
Was Stopped By Pistol Ball. 

In Lee county, Alabama, Friday 
afternoon in the Smith Station neigh- 
borhood, seven miles west of Colum- 
bus, Ga. , Mrs. John Hanners, wife 
of a well known farmer, shot and kill- 
ed John Pearson, alias John Cincin- 
nati, a negro. Cincinnati was a farm 
hand on Hanners' place. He and his 
employer were in Columbus Friday 
afternoon, and it seems that both were 
drinking when they returned home. 

Late in the afternoon the negro went 
into the house and began to curse. 
Mrs. Hanners who was in the house, 
told him to quit or leave the premises. 
He continued cursing and she again 
ordered him out. She told him that 
if he did not 6top she would kill him. 

In an insulting manner the negro 
walked up to her, stuck his face close 
to hers and tauntingly told her to kill 
him. The next moment the shot him 
dead with a pistol. 



COCHRAN CONVICTED. 



Campbell County Whitecapper Is 
Sentenced to the Peniten- 
tiary For Life. 

Pegram Cochran, the first of the 
seven men charged with the assassi- 
nation of Sterling Thompson, the 
negro planter, near Fairburn, Ga., a 
few months ago, goes to the peniten- 
tiary for life. 

The jury, after being out all night 
Friday night, returned a verdict of 
guilty Saturday morning, with a rec- 
ommendation to mercy. 

The defendant was present in the 
court room when the verdict was read. 
He was pale and nervous, but stood 
the strain remarkably well. His aged 
father and two of his brothers were 
present, as was his little boy. 

"Lord bless you, son," said the 
condemned father, as he told the little 
fellow goodby with tears in his eyes. 

Judge Candler sentenced him to life- 
time imprisonment in the penitentiary 
and ordered that he be confined in 
Fulton county jail until carried to the 
penitentiary. 

Counsel for the defendant gave 
notice of a motion for new trial, and 
the court fixed the first day of March 
for the hoaiing. There are six other 
defendants in Fulton county jail await- 
ing trial on the same charge, that of 
the murder of Sterling Thompson, col- 
ored. 

CONQRESSflAN SHAW DEAD. 

Former Head of the Q. A. R. Expires 
Suddenly In Washington. 

Representative Albert D. Shaw, of 
Watertown, N. Y., formerly com- 
mander in chief of the Grand Army of 
the Kepublic, was found dead Sunday 
morning in his room at the Riggs 
house in Washington. A physician 
summoned immediately after the dis- 
eovery of the body pronounced death 
due to apoplexy, probably about 2 
o'clock in the morning. 

Colonel Shaw had returned about 
1.30 o'clock from a banquet at the 
Ebbitt house in honor of his successor 
as commander In chief of the Grand 
A.rmy of the Bepublic, General Leo 
Rassieur, and before he left the ban- 
quet hall responded eloquently to a 
toast and appeared in excellent health 
and spirits. The body was discovered 
lying faoe downward on the floor, 
where he had fallen suddenly. 

Colonel Shaw was fifty-nine years of 
age and a veteran of the civil war. 

DINNER CALLED OFF. 



Sprague Made the Mistake of Inviting 
Colored Congressman. 

A Washington dispacth says: Bace 
prejudice has caused the recall of in- 
vitations sent out by Congressman 
Charles F. Sprague, of Massachusetts, 
to members of the house District of 
Columbia committee to dine with him. 

By an oversight Sprague sent an in- 
vitation to George H. White, the North 
Carolina negro member of congress, 
who is a member of the committee. 

Representative Otey of Virginia sus- 
pected White had been invited to the 
dinner and he refused to accept 
Sprague's hospitality. Other members 
sent declinations, and as it finally 
dawned upon Mr. Sprague that he 
would have to break bread with him- 
self and the negro, White alone, he 
decided to call off the dinner and will 
get up another one to which the mem- 
bers of the committee will be invited 
as individual members of congress. In 
this way White will not be invited. 

The incident has excited muoh 
comment in the house. 

Northern as well as southern mem- 
bers refused to eat with the negro 
member. 

White is probably the last of the 
negro members of congress. He goes 
out on March 4 and will be succeeded 
by a Democrat. 



A TRAIN DERAILED. 

Engine Was Badly Wrecked, But No 
One Was Seriously Hurt. 

Train No. 37 on the Southern, which 
left Atlanta, Ga. , Sunday afternoon at 
4:15 o'clock for Birmingham, was de- 
railed three and one-half miles beyond 
Waco at 6:12 o'clock. 

The engine was turned over and en- 
tirely demolished, but neither the en- 
gineer nor fireman was injured. 

The only person on the train who 
sustained any injuries of consequence 
was John Jones, a freight conductor 
on the Southern, who was riding iD 
tho baggage car.

MAKES USE OF DIRE OATHS 



Swears That Me Will Blook Pen- 
sin Bills Hereafter to the 
Best of Mis Ability. 



A Washington special says: Tho 
passage at the beginning of the sessioD 
of the senate Saturday of a bill grant- 
ing a pension of $50 a month to Stacy 
H. Cogswell, company F, Thirteenth 
Indiana volunteer regiment, induced 
Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, to 
make some forceful comments upon 
the house in not taking action upon a 
bill providing a pension for a Mexican 
war veteran who had resided in South 
Carolina during the civil war and 
naturally had been in sympathy with 
the confederacy. The bill had been 
passed by the senate, but the house 
invalid pension committee was delay- 
ing final action upon it. 

Mr. Tillman said that there was so 
much sectional animosity in the house 
committee that the members refused 
to permit action upon the bill for the 
benefit of his old Mexican veteran. 

"We, of the south, want to know if 
the struggle is ended," shouted the 
irate senator, as he uttered oaths to 
Senator Hale of Maine, who objected 
to further debate. 

Senator Tillman went to Hale's desk 
and swore he would "see them in hell" 
before any more pension bills should 
pass, if he could prevent it. 

Later he obtained the floor and reit- 
erated his complaint against the house 
committee and refused to be discip- 
lined by Senator Chandler. 

Senator Tillman was furious, and 
his speech quickly drew a crowd to the 
galleries and all senators to the floor. 

Senator Tillman demanded the re- 
peal of the law presenting the pension 
of veterans of the Mexican and other 
wars because they rendered aid to the 
Confederacy. 



fllNISTER BUCK RETURNS. 



He Is at Home For a Brief Rest From 
Duties at Japanese Capital. 

Colonel A. E. Buck, minister pleni- 
potentiary and envoy extraordinary to 
Japan, has returned to Atlanta for a 
brief vacation, after an absence of 
about three and one-half years. The 
minister and his wife reached Atlanta, 
Ga., and registered at the Aragon. Od 
the hotel register Colonel Buck gave 
his residence as "city." He will re 
main in Atlanta for two or three days 
attending to some private business be- 
fore proceeding to Waghington and 
reporting to the state department. He 
pects to sail from San Franoisco to re- 
sume his post in Japan about May 1st. 
This is Colonel Buck's first visit to his 
old home since his departute for his 
post in the orient in May, 1897. 

Colonel Buck was asked about his 
plans and particularly about his par- 
ticipation in the councils of the Repub- 
lican party in Georgia. He said: 

"I am not going to hold any con- 
ferences with the Republican leaders 
in Georgia. I am out of politics. I 
may see some of the leading Repub- 
licans who are my personal friends, 
but I am not going to talk politics 
with them. I do not intend again to 
take an active intere-it in politics in 
the state. I am not in politics any 
more."

One Kansas Town Is Entirely Rid of 
"Joints" By Raiders. 

Hollon, Kan., was purged of its 
joints Saturday. The purging pro- 
cess was accomplished by a band of at 
least 1,000 who took the town in their 
hands and attacked the joints. Three 
joints were put out of business and 
Hollon is a dry town for the first time 
in fifteen years. 

Death Sentence For Three. 
Saturday, at Greenville, S. C, Judge 
Bennett passed the death sentence up- 
on three negroes convicted of murder. 
John Turner, Lawrence Choice and 
Miles Cureton were, bribed by a white 
man to kill Ned Clark, for whose mur- 
der he was convicted. 



CHAMPION OF FILIPINOS. 



Ohio Congressman Alalcos Anti-Col- 
onial Policy Spsecli In House. 

The consideration of the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill in the 
house Saturday developed something 
of a sensation, when Representative 
Brown, of Ohio, standing in the center 
of the Republican Bide of the chamber, 
made a speech strongly condemning a 
colonial policy and urging that con- 
gress should ut once give assurance to 
the Filipinos that tho purpose of the 
United States was to give them inde- 
pendence. 



SMASHER BALKED. 



Mrs. Carrie Nation, For the First 
Time, Shows the White 
Feather. 

A Topeka dispatch says: Mrs. Na- 
tion for the first time displayed the 
white feather Thursday. It was at a 
meeting of thirty of her followers, who 
armed with hatchets, had gathered in 
secret to arrange a night raid on To- 
peka joints. The women had been 
promised the aid of several male stu- 
dents at Washburn college who were 
to come to town armed after midnight 
and personally take part in the raid 
and also see that the women were not 
molested. 

The . women planned minutely for 
the raid. It was decided to saunter 
out at 3 o'clock in the morning and 
demolish every joint in town. 

Suddenly, when everything seemed 
satisfactorily arranged for a terrific 
onslaught, Mrs. Nation balked, be- 
gun putting on her wraps and said 
she was going home.

CARNEGIE IS MASTER. 



Steel flagnate Holds Money Kings to 
His Own Terms. 

A New York dispatch says: Friday's 
new developments in connection with 
the negotiations touching the transfer 
of the Carnegie Steel company to J. 
Pierpont Morgan and his associates 
were first that Mr. Carnegie is to re- 
ceive $1,500 for each $1,000 share of 
his stock; second, that minority hold- 
ers who desire to sell will receive the 
same terms as those given to Mr. -Car- 
negie; third, that the present 
stage of the negotiations contem- 
plates the formation of a new cor- 
poration whose bonds will play a large 
part in the price to be paid to Mr. 
Carnegie, and, fourth, the first public 
announcement in connection with the 
pending negotiations of an official 
character consisting of a statement by 
H. E. Gary, president of the Federal 
Steel Company, confirming the news 
that J. P. Morgan is planning the 
acquisition of the properties of some 
of the largest iron and steel companies 
of this country. 

If, as now seems certain, Mr. Car- 
negie is to receive 81,500 for each 
$1,000 share of his stock, the transfers 
in his case alone will be the equivalent 
of nearly $130,000,000, inasmuch as 
the great steel magnate's holding at 
present amount to $80,000,000. If, 
as seems probable, the minority hold- 
ers are to be looked after by Mr. Mor- 
gan's syndicate, the financiering will 
involve the equivalent of $240,000,000.

At New York Friday Judge La- 
combe, in the United States circuit 
court, appointed George J. Gould and 
Helen M. Gould receivers of all in- 
come of the Countess de Castellane in 
excess of $200,000 per year.

This suit 
is for the benefit of all creditors.

SHOOTING FOLTjOWED BY MAR- 
RIAGE. 

Prominent Birmingham Attorney Se- 
cures a Bride Under Difficul- 
ties. 

The courtship of two of the most 
prominent young people in Alabama 
terminated in Montgomery Sunday in 
a tragedy succeeded by a happy mar- 
riage. The story appears to be as fol- 
lows: 

For several years Hon. John W. 
McQueen, of Birmingham, assistant 
solicitor of Jefferson county, and Miss 
Caroline Beale, one of the loveliest of 
Montgomery's young women, have 
been sweelhearts. The young Bir- 
mingham lawyer was not rich in the 
goods of this world, and the young la- 
dy's parents were not partial to his 
suit, but rather encouraged that of a 
suitor in the east, whose high position 
was already established. Becently 
Mr. McQueen went to Montgomery on 
some business connected with the 
legislature, in which he represented 
his county for several terms, and 
while there renewed his attentions to 
Miss Beale. Her father is said to 
have emphatically informed Mr. Mc- 
Queen that his attentions must cease. 
He continued them, however, and 
Saturday night tho couple met at an 
evening luncheon. They appear to 
have talked matters over at the lunch- 
son and determined to marry, as they 
afterwards went to tho residence of 
the probate judge and endeavored to 
secure a license. The judge being a 
friend of the family and being aware 
of the parental objection, denied this 
request and Sunday morning informed 
the father of 1 he young woman.

Alabama Unable to Snpply the Dot 
mand for Coal. 

The Birmingham distriot has recent- 
lost the sale of 100,000 tons of ooal 
for export beoause tho ooal oompaniea 
were not able to fill the orders within 
the time limit. The order went to 
the Jellico mines in Tennessee, and 
several tons of the coal are now on the 
docks at Pensacola awaiting the ar- 
rival of the steamers. This big sale 
was brought about by the Louisville 
& Nashville Bailroad company 
through its agents, who first came to 
Birmingham and interviewed the 
operators of this distriot. Finding 
that the Alabama mines could not 
supply the demand already made 
upon them, they went to Tennessee 
and closed the contraot with the Jel- 
lico company. Another instanoe ol 
the shortage in the supply of Ala- 
bama ooal is the fact that the South- 
ern railway is now using Tennessee 
coal in its engines that run through 
Birmingham. Tennessee coal is 
shipped to Greenville, Miss., for use 
in engines on that end of the South- 
ern's system. These conditions are 
made possible only by the enormous 
demand upon the Alabama mines, 
which have been taxed to their ut- 
most capacity for the past year and 
a half. During that time the out- 
put in the State has been increased 
from about 500,000 tons to about 
750,000 tons a month. 

For over a year the Louisville & 
Nashville Kailroad company has been 
forced to secure a good portion of its 
supply of coal for its engines on this 
division from Kentucky mines. It is 
safe to state that if the coal operators 
in Alabama were able to deliver all 
the coal they could sell the produc- 
tion of the mines in this state would 
exceed 10,000,000 tons a year instead 
of about 9,000,000 tons, the estimated 
production in 1900. The new mines 
that have been opened in the past few 
months and whioh will be worked be- 
fore spring, together with other 
mines that are to be opened within 
the next few months, will add over a 
million tons a year to the production 
of the state, thus bringing the total 
for the year 1901 above the 10,000,000 
ton mark, unless market conditions 
undergo a considerable change and 
cut down the demand. H. F. De- 
Bardelegen, who ia at the head of two 
coal companies organized within the 
last three weeks, states that several 
openings will soon be made on prop- 
erties controlled by him. 



Ensley's New Plant. 
A rumor which has been well 
circulated on the streets of Ensley 
and Wylam for the past few days that 
the Southern Car and Foundry Com- 
pany had placed the contract for the 
excavating and grading for their new 
plant, has caused a new impetus to 
real estate matters. A number of lots 
have changed hands at good prioes. 
A preliminary survey of the location 
for this plant has been made, but so 
far as is known here the contraot has 
not been let. It is a fact, however, 
that bids on this work have been 
turned in and it is probable that suoh 
a contract will be made very soon. 



F. C. Gordon For Commissioner. 

Eugene C. Gordon, of Athens, Ala., 
brother of Gen. John B. Gordon, tho

Legislators go to Florida. 

The Alabama legislators adjourned 
to Florida last Friday, and they were 
completely captured by the people 
of that State, more especially 
the western portion, which is so 
earnestly seekiDg to become a part of 
Alabama. The special train bearing 
the legislative party arrived in Pensa- 
cola Saturday morning at an early 
hour over the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad. The party consisted 
of some 225 persons, being largely 
composed of the members, their 
wives and daughters. When the Ala- 
bamians left their sleeping cars they 
were provided with meal tickets by 
the Pensacola committee and for the 
day the city was at their command. 
At 9 :30 o'clock the Alabamians were 
taken on board the tug Columbia for 
a trip down Pensacola Bay. 

First the great United States battle- 
ehips now lying in the bay were visited 
and the inspection of these vessels 
proved not the least interesting event 
•of the day's outing. The flagship 
Jiearsarge was first visited, and the 
visitors were cordially received and 
most courteously treated. 

The Alabama was next visited. The 
visitors were accorded a hearty greet- 
ing by Captain Bronson and his men, 
and the Alabamians were made to feel 
that they really had an interest in the 
vessel which has been named for their 
beloved State.

Phillips, millinery; J. R Evans, gen- 
eral merchandise; A. C. Smith, mer- 
chant. All tho buildings were frame 
structures. 



New Sawmills. 

The Bridgeport Woodenware Manu- 
facturing Company has added new 
maohinery and secured expert work- 
men for the manufacture of buckets, 
which from now on will be a part of 
the company's output. 

Capt. H. L. .Wood has purchased a 
tract of land near Demopolis, where 
he will orect a saw, planing and shin- 
gle mill. The style of the firm will 
be the H. L. Wood Lumber Company. 
The capacity of the sawmill will be 
25,000 feet daily; the planer, 10,000 
feet daily and the shingle mill, 50,- 
000. 

F. C. Turner & Co., of Mobile, have 
rebuilt their sash, door and blind fac- 
tory, recently destroyed by fire, and 
have resumed work. The machinery 
is of the latest design and most mod- 
ern make. 

George Johnson's dry kiln, at Gohen, 
was destroyed by fire recently. 

E. C. and W. V. Grace have re- 
moved their stave plant from More- 
head, Miss., to Birmingham, and are 
actively engaged in erecting factory 
buildings. 



New Boiling Mill. 
The Anniston Rolling Mill com- 
pany, capital $50,000, has been in- 
corporated at Anniston. The officers 
are: Thomas J. Rowley, president; 
William Davies, secretary and treas- 
urer ; Ernest F. Rowley, superintend- 
ent. All of the officers of the com- 
pany are practical rolling mill men 
and are from Birmingham, where 
they have been connected in promi- 
nent capacities with large corporations 
of a similar character. 



Two Hundred Cars Ordered. 
Orders for the building of 200 new 
cars havs been received by the Annis- 
ton plant of the Southern Car and 
Foundry Company. Work will begin 
at once on the new orders and the 
plant 'will b e kept busy filling them. 
Fifty stock cars for the Southern 
Railway company will be built and 
fifty flats will be made for the Choc- 
taw, Oklahoma & Gulf railroad. The 
largest order, that of 100 cars, comes 
from the New Orleans & Northeastern 
railroad.

FIREBUGS MENACE 
BIG CHICAGO HOTELS 



Suspicious Blazes Started 
In Four of Them. 



SEEMS TO BE ORGANIZED BAND 



A Blaze Discovered on Nearly 
Every Floor of Palmer House. 
Robbery the flotive. 



Fires were set simultaneously on 
four floors of the Palmer house at Chi- 
cago Thursday night, and thirty-five 
minutes later fires were discovered on 
floors of tho Great Northern hotel. 
Two men, supposed to be hotel 
thieves, were seen to run from the 
Palmer house. During the excitement 
$50 worth of jewelry was stolen from 
one of the rooms of tho Great North- 
ern. About the same time a blaze 
was discovered in the Sherman house. 

Another hotel fire of suspicious ori- 
gin had been discovered only twenty- 
four hours before. The four fires con- 
vince the police that an organized 
gang of incendiaries is operating in 
Chicago. Good descriptions have been 
Recured of the two men who were seen 
running from the Palmer house and a 
number of detectives are at work on 
the case. 

The four fires, with time of discov- 
ery and attending incidents, were: 

Palmer House— Four fires set simul- 
taneously in baskets of linen on dif- 
ferent floors. Towels saturated with 
kerosene found. Fire extinguished 
by guests and employees. Two sus- 
pects seen, but allowed to escape. 
Damage nominal. 

Great Northern Hotel — Simultane- 
ous fires discovered on the H and J 
floors. Odor of kerosene on II floor. 
J. S. Friest, of New York, reported 
that $500 worth of jewelry has been 
stolen from his room. Damage of 
SI, 000 by fire and small panio among 
guests. 

Sherman House — The blaze on an 
upper floor and was attended with lit- 
tle commotion. Damage $100. 

Hotel Grace- — Fire of suspicious or- 
igin discovered in linen closet. Dam- 
age nominal. 

The most dangerous fire in the 
Palmer house was on the fifth floor. 
It was extinguished at personal risk 
by John McWilliams, Jr., a senior at 
Princeton university, and the twenty- 
year-old son of John McWilliams, a 
banker at Odell, 111. By a coincidence 
young McWilliams was returning to 
college after having been called to 
Odell by the burning of the family 
residence two weeks ago. 



A TIMID MOB. 



Hall's Neck Saved Because No One 
Would Tie Rope. 

A dispatch from Huntsville, Ala., 
says: All immediate prospects of the 
lynching of Berry Hall, the school- 
master who assaulted his pupil at 
Guntersville, were dispelled at 8 
o'clock Thursday night by the arrival 
of military companies from Birming- 
ham and Gadsden. 

The jail was atrongly guarded and 
the mob is very clearly cowed. At the 
close of Hall's preliminary trial in the 
afternoon the mob burst in the door 
of the courtroom and secured posses- 
sion of Hall without trouble. They 
led him out into the courthouse yard 
for the purpose of hanging him. A 
rope was thrown over a limb, but at 
this juncture the proceeding stopped. 
No one would volunteer to tie the 
rope around the victim's neck. 

Some minutes were wasted in trying 
to compel various men to perform this 
task, but at the critical time a deputy 
sheriff walked up and, with no resist- 
ance whatever on the part of the mob, 
led the prisoner to jail. Shortly after 
this the militia arrived.

Lord Kitchener Reports Engagement 
With the Boer General. 

The Dondon war office has received 
the following dispatch from Lord 
Kitchener: 

"Pretokia, February 14th. — Oui 
troops are uow engaged with Christian 
Dewet's force north of Philipstown, 
which we hold, Dewet having crossed 
the Orange river at Zand Drift, appar- 
ently moving west." 



A "SHANGrllA" RUMOR. 



Roport That Seven Nations Have De- 
cided to Fight China. 

It is reported in Tien Tsin that 
seven nations have declared war 
against China. 

It is asserted that the real reason 
for the deadlock in Pekin is a difference 
of opinion between the foreign envoys 
and the military authorities, the 
former favoring a withdrawal of the 
troop3 to Tien Tsin and the latter urg- 
ing a forward movement. 

The Tien Tsin dispatch regarding 
the reported declaration of war against 
China is not confirmed from any 
source.

Amid Great Disorder Prince of 
Bourbon Weds Princes of 
the Asturias. 

A special from Madrid says: In 
the chapel of the royal palace, 
in the presenoe of the royal 
family and all the aristocracy and 
officials of Spain, Dona Marie de 
las Mercedes de Bourbon y Hapsburg, 
princess of the Asurias, was married 
Thursday to Prince Charles of Bour- 
bon. 

MARTIAL LAW PROCLAIMED. 

A proclamation was posted during 
the day announcing the enforcement 
of martial law in consequence of the 
inability of the civil authorities to 
cope with the disturbances. 

The authorities, disturbed by the 
serious conflict Wednesday night, de- 
cided no longer to permit the populace 
to have free rein. When Madrid 
awoke it found itself under military 
rule. 

Mounted troops patroled the city 
and occupied every strategic point, 
and a demonstration toward the pal- 
ace on account of the wedding was 
thus nipped in the bud. 

Immense crowds surrounded the 
palace during the ceremony, but not a 
word of disrespect was overheard. 
Tho public did not participate in the 
wedding in any way. There was no 
public fete of any character connected 
with it. After the ceremony the may- 
or issued an appeal to the populace 
asking for calmness and confiding in 
the "good sense and courtesy" of the 
inhabitants of Madrid to allow nothing 
further to occur that would compel the 
rigorous employment of martial law. 



ON BRINK or REVOLUTION. 

A Washington special says: Spain 
is on the brink of a great upheaval. 
Dispatches received through diploma- 
tic souixes given an insight into the 
exact conditions at Madrid, which is 
carefully concealed in the censored 
press dispatches sent out from there. 
Weyler, of Cuban fame, is at the head 
of the forces in his capacity as captain 
general of the province. His troops 
have occupied all of the important 
points in the city, and it is feared that 
serious clashes between the people and 
the soldiers may occur. 



TWO QO UP FOR LIFE. 



Shell Cochran and L. A. Hester Sen. 
tenced In Campbell Court. 

A special from Fairburn, Ga., says; 
The jury which had the case of Shell 
Cochran, charged with the murder of 
Sterling Thompson, an aged negro, on 
January 3, after considering the evi- 
dence all Wednesday night, brought 
in a verdict of guilty Thursday morn- 
ing. He was sentenced to life impris- 
ment. 

Pegram Cochran, a brother of Shell 
Cochran, was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment a week 
ago for the same crime. Steve Coch- 
ran, another brother, and L. A. Hes- 
ter, Jim Polk Demoney, Frank Reeves, 
John Pace and John McKinzie, all 
white men, were jointly indioted for 
the murder of the old negro Thomp- 
son. Hester's trial was taken up 
Thursday morning. He plead guilty 
and was also given a life sentence. 



IRISH SNUB EDWARD. 



Took No Part In Ceremonies Inaugu- 
rating New Reign. 

John Redmond, in the course of an 
interview in the lobby of the house of 
commons at London Thursday evening 
said: 

"While the peers and commoners 
were jostling each other in vul- 
gar haste, to pay obeisance to Edward 
VII, every Irish member deliberately 
abstained from any participation in 
the pageant, which was only a mock- 
ery to our people, poverty-stricken 
and oppressed as they are. At the 
meeting of the Irish national party it 
was unanimously agreed that the Irish 
members would take no part in the 
ceremonies inaugurating the new 
reign." 

Appeal For Carter Is Filed. 

The record in the case of Captain O. 
M. Carter was received and filed in the 
United States supreme court at Wash- 
ington Thursday. The case is an ap- 
peal from the decision of the circuit 
court of the United States for the dis 
trict of Kansas, denying Carter's mo 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus.

An Atlanta dispatch of Thursday 
says: Mrs. H. M. Wilson, a beautiful 
young widow v.'ho has been living at 
82 Auburn avenue, mysteriously dis- 
appeared on last Monday morning in 
company with Will Hamilton, a young 
student of pharmacy, and as a result 
her mother lies prostrate with grief 
and the whole family share the belief 
that sho ban been made the victim of 
some foul plot. The mystery shroud- 
ing tbe disappearance continues to 
grow as tirno passes and no word is 
received from the missing couple. 



MINERS ENTOMBED 
BY EXPLOSION 



Frightful Accident In a 
Canadian Colliery. 



SIXTY VICTIMS IS THE REPORT 



Prompt Rescue of Unforunates 
Cut Off Repeatedly By 
Volume of Flame. 

A special from Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia, says: What is feared will 
prove one of the most horrible mine 
accidents in the history of the Domin- 
ion took plaoe at the Union mines, 
owned by the Welling Colliery Com- 
pany, of which James Dunsmuir, the 
premier of the province, is the princi- 
pal shareholder. Newspaper corres- 
pondents hurried by steamers and tug 
boats to the scene, 

As near as can be gathered, the ex- 
plosion took place about 11 o'clock in 
the forenoon in No. 6 shaft, situated 
in the village of Cumberland. There 
were sixty men in it when the explo- 
sion took place, and not one of them 
escaped. The explosion ignited the 
mine, wrecking the shaft from midway 
down to the bottom and filling it with 
a solid mass of rocks, earth and tim- 
bers. 

The first explosion was followed by 
several more, while a dense volume of 
smoke pouring from the vent holes in- 
dicated that fire, as well as gaa, was 
doing destructive work below. 

Men of the morning shift in No. 5 
shaft organized a rescue party. No. 
5 and No. 6 are connected by a tunnel, 
and through this channel the attempt 
was made. They had not cut their 
way many yards through the debris 
when they encountered fire, which 
rendered the place untenable and 
obliged the party to desist. 

The message came back by telephone 
to the surface conveying the heart- 
breaking news to the relatives of the 
imprisoned men, whose urging was 
not necessary to induce the relief party 
to return to their apparently hopeless 
task. Overcome at last by smoke and 
gas, they reluctantly withdrew from 
No. 5 and commenced work on a long 
cut from No. 4, the only other means 
of reaching the men. Work on this 
was prosecuted with the greatest vigor 
until abatement of the fire in No. 5 
enabled them to once more return 
there. 

From the head office of the Duns- 
muir company at Victoria a special 
train proceeded at 1:15 o'clock to 
Nanaimo. 

The last report of the inspector of 
mines pronounced the shaft as com- 
plying with regulations governing coal 
mines. 

WELL KNOWN AUTHOR DEAD. 



INSURGENTS ROUTED. 



Maurice Thompson Passes Away Af- 
ter a Lingering Illness. 

Maurice Thompson died at his home 
in Crawfordsville, Ind., Friday morn- 
ing at 3 o'clock after a lingering ill- 
ness. Mr. Thompson was born in 
Fairfield, Ind., September 9, 1844, 
but syent his early life in the Georgia 
mountains, half way between Chatta- 
nooga and Atlanta, where his father 
was an extensive planter. He entered 
the confederate army in 1862 and did 
hard scout duty. 

After the war he became chief en- 
gineer of the L. C. and S.W. railroad, 
and while engaged in this work met 
Alice Lee, of Crawfordsville, whom he 
married. He then began the practice 
of law. 

In 1867 he explored Lake Okeecho- 
bee, Florida, listing its birds, animals 
and plants. From his Crawfordsville 
home Mr. Thompson sent forth the 
literary work which wai to win him 
distinction. 



TRAGEDY IN A ZOO. 



Animal Keeper Torn Almost to Pieces 
By Infuriated Tiger. 

A sickening tragedy occurred at the 
roo in Indianapolis Friday morning. 
Albert Neilson, a keeper, 15 years 
old, entered the cage of a Bengal tiger 
by mistake and was attacked by tho 
beast. 

A terrible struggle followed in which 
the keeper was torn in a hundred 
places. 

Redhod irons were applied to the 
bloodthirsty animal, but not until he 
was struck by seven pistol balls did 
he relase his hold on his victim. 

Neilson was finally dragged from 
the cage more dead than alive and was 
hurried to the city hospital, where he 
died as he was being carried in. 

The tiger was not fatally wounded. 

Neilson was in charge of the lion 
cubs, and it is supposed opened the 
tiger's cage by mistake.

Company of American Troops Get 
Best of Big Force of 
Filipinos. 

A Manila special says: Colonel Mar- 
cus D, Cronin and eighty men of the 
Thirty-third regiment have routed a 
band of insurgents at Candon, South 
Uocos. 

Captain Green, with fifty men, met 
a force of the enemy at Santa Maria. 
Tho insurgents, who were commanded 
by Tinio, had two cannon and were 
strongly entrenched behind stonewalls 
on a steep mountain side. There waa 
hard fighting for three hours. When 
their ammunition was exhausted the 
Americans retired for a short distance. 
Then Tinio abandoned his position 
retreated southward. 

News of another important surren- 
der in the Philippines is contained in- 
the following dispatch reoeived at the' 
war department from General Mac- 
Arthur: 

"ManiiiA. — Adjutant General, Wash- 
ington: One hundred and twelve rifles^ 
and 1,500 rounds of ammunition sur- 
rendered at Haganey February 13th,. 
mostly from supply secreted in con- 
tiguous swamps. The incident is im- 
portant as indicating a great reaction* 
favorable to the American interests in 
region of Bulacan heretofore one of 
the worst in Luzon. The result is 
accomplished exclusively by the long 
continued, intelligent and persistent 
efforts of officers of the Third United 
States infantry." 

According to mail advices from the 
Philippines, Captain Novico, the in- 
surgent officer who commands the 
band which captured Lieutenant Gil- 
more and his party of the Yorktown 
and held them captive for many 
months, has been sentenced to impris- 
onment for life, on the charge of hav- 
ing permitted one of Giimore's party 
to be buried alive. The victim was a 
sailor named McDonald, who was a 
burden to the Filipinos because of his 
wounds. 

CARTER TURNED DOWN. 



Once More Efforts to Free Convicted 
Captain fleet Failure. 

A special from Leavenworth, Kas., 
says: Captain Oberlin M. Carter, 
United States army, serving a sentence 
in the federal prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth for defrauding the government 
on harbor contracts, has suffered an- 
oiher defeat in his attempt to secure 
his release. Judge Hook, in the 
United States district court Friday, 
refused to release the prisoner on bail 
and ordered that he be remanded to 
the penitentiary to await the action of 
the United States supreme court on 
the appeal in his habeas corpus case. 

Judge Hook held in substance that 
the judgment of the courtmartial was 
final unless set aside by the supreme 
court of the United States. 

There were nearly 300 people in the 
court room and along the corridors, 
and they manifested a great desire to 
get a look at the prisoner. This an- 
noyed Carter and he tried to avoid 
facing the spectators. 

After a brief argument by his attor- 
ney, A. H. Atwood, who contended 
that the court had the power to admit 
the prisoner to bail and the reading of 
two affidavits of physicians regarding 
Carter's health, Judge Hook handed 
down his decision. The physicians 
offered affidavits to the effect that the 
prisoner is a sufferer from neuras- 
themia, and if confined for any length 
of time will suffer mental collapse and 
become insane. 

In his affidavit Carter said he wanted 
to be released and stand a civil trial at 
Atlanta, Ga.

Scandal In South Carolina Over Hiring 
Contracts In Vogue. 

A special from Spartanburg says: 
The state of South Carolina is con- 
fronted with a monumental scandal. 
The convict lease system has been 
used to cover up practical slavery, and 
Anderson county was the first to de- 
velop the fact. 

Judge Benet in a special charge to 
the grand jury at Anderson character- 
ized the saystem of labor practiced on 
some of the farms of the most promi- 
inent men of Anderson county as a 
shameful practice and instructed the 
grand jury to investigate. He has called 
a special term of court for March 7th 
to have full report.

Prati City Contractor Commits 
Suicide. 



TEN HINEBS ARE RESCUED 



Odd Fellows Wil! Build a Home- 
Naw Coal Company-Oilier 
State News. 



J. Frank Hogan Commits Suicide. 
J. Frank Hogan, a prominent con- 
tractor of Pratt City, committed sui- 
cide Saturday afternoon by shooting 
himself through the head -with a 
38-calibre revolver. Contrary to his 
usual habits, Mr. Hogau had been 
c 7 .rinking, and this is the only reason 
that can be assigned for his rash act. 
It is said that Mr. Hogan came home 
at noon Saturday and was a little 
quarrelsome and upbraided his family 
iu an unusual manner. A little later 
he became very angry and again 
abused his wife and children, threat- 
ening to commit suicide. Putting his 
pistol in his pocket, Hogau started 
to leave home, but his wife induced 
him to remain. He went into the 
bath room and presumably took an- 
other drink. Then walking into the 
dining room he arrested his wife's at 
tontion and placing the pistol to his 
head, pulled the trigger. Death was 
almost instantaneous. The coroner 
was called, but decided that the man 
hnd come to his death at his own 
hands, and deemed an investigation 
unnecessary. Prank Hogan, as he 
was known, was one of the best known 
contractors in the district, and his 
business affairs are in excellent con- 
dition. He leaves a wife and three 
children. 

Ten Miners Rescued. 
Aft6r G3 hours underground, for the 
greater part of tho time in water, ten 
of the thirteen negro miners caught in 
the Asylum mines by a tudden inrush 
of water last Wednesday, were reecued 
avt C o'clock Friday morning. When 
they reached the light they were near- 
Jy blind, and in on exhausted condi- 
tion. Seven of the ten were able to 
climb up the shaft unaided, the other 
three being brought up in the cage 
Tho threo that were not rescued are 
supposed to be dead, as their caps 
were found. The rescue of the men 
was received with shouts of joy by 
their friends and relatives, while the 
families of the other three are greatly 
depressed, having almost given up 
hope. 

The mine is about clear of water 
now, aud searching parties are hunt- 
ing for the bodies of the three miners 
supposed to be dead. The men are 
being taken care of by the hospital 
authorities, and will not suffer any 
very serious effects from their hazard- 
ous experience. 



Odd Fellows' Home. 
Tho Odd Fellows of Alabama con- 
template building a homo for the 
widows and orphans of members of 
that order iu this state. A meeting 
with that end iu view was held in 
Fox hall, Birmingham, Saturday 
morning which was attended by 
representatives of fifteen of the twenty- 
seven lodges of that order in Jefferson 
county, Secretary H. C. Weaver of 
the Grand Lodge, come from Hunts- 
ville to attend the meeting and made 
an interesting talk, in which he urged 
the importance of such an institution. 
It was the consensus of opinion that 
the home should be established in the 
community offering the largest con- 
tribution towards it. If the scheme 
goes through it is probable that a 
small per capita assessment will be 
levied on each member of the order in 
Alabama, of which there are about 
5000. A committee consisting of L,

The steel combination plan was 
consummated at a conference in J. P. 
Morgan's office late Saturday after- 
noon and an official announcement 
was made Monday from the office of 
Morgan & Co., to the effect that the 
Carnegie company, the Federal Steel 
company, the National Tube company, 
the American Steel and Wire compa- 
ny, the American Tin Plate company, 
the National Steel company, the 
American Steel Hoop company and the 
American Sheet Iron company are to 
be combined in one concern which is 
to issue its stock in return for theirs, 
the valuation having been determined 
upon the assets and the earning 
powers of tho respective corporations 
thus merged. 

The combination, it is understood, 
will be called the United States Con- 
solidated Steel company. It will 
have a total capitalization of $1,100,- 
000,000. Of this $300,000,000 will be 
rive per cent. general mortgage 
bonds, $400,000,000 will bo seven per 
cent stock and $400,000,000 will be 
common stock. The charter of tho 
company which has been prepared un- 
der the special guidance of William 
Nelson Cromwell, who promoted the 
National Tube company, will be filed 
at Trenton, N. J., Monday. 

The American Bridge company, 
which is known as a Morgan concern 
and has an authorized capital of $33,- 
000,000 preferred and $35,000,000 
common stock, is left out of the con 
solidation, although its absorption 
was contemplated in the original plan 
Tho reason given was that the Btock 
is listed in London and that it might 
not be easy to acquire it. 

The Lake Superior consolidated 
iron inine3, the Rockefeller iron ore 
properties, including the Mesaba 
range, which passed a few days ago, it 
is understood, to the Morgan combi- 
nation, will not go immediately into 
the new United States Consolidated 
Steel company. It is thought quite 
likely that the Lake Superior concern 
maybe turned over to the great com- 
bination at a later date.

The ceiling is adorned with stucco 
work and the walls are finely decorated 
In this room is an elaborately carved 
mantel made by Canova of Oar.ira mar- 
ble; on the mantel is an old clock and 
over the mantel a beautiful portrait of 
Nellie Custis. On the wall is a large 
portrait of Washington on his horse. 
This was presented to the Association 
by the heirs of the artist Reinlirandt 
Peal. In the patior is a portrait of 
Admiral Vernon. In this room is a 
while and gold chair of the Sixteenth 
App Opriately Observed in, Century. It, was presented to the As- 
sociation bv the grandson of the gallant 
Lafayette. In Mrs. Washington's room 
is a fine engraving of the "Washington i 
family, a picture of Miss Cunningham, 
a clock, writing desk- and spinning 
wheel. 

"In the library the books formerly 
owned by Washington are carefully 
kept under lock and key."

The unspeakable Turk once more 
exhibits to the world his demoniac 
fanaticism. From Salonica comes the 
report that hundreds of Christians in 
Macedonia have been massacred by 
Mohammedans in tho village of Bltuch, 
in northern Albania, a horde of Mo- 
hammedans crucified every Christian 
male in the place, pinning them to the 
treec with stakes driven through the 
hands and feet. Many of the women 
were outraged and all were carried off 
to Mohammedan harems. Children 
were chopped up before their parents' 
eyes. At Gruma, south of Bltuch, wom- 
en were violated in front of their hus- 
bands and fathers. The men were ter- 
ribly mutilated, having their ears, fin- 
gei-3, toes and limbs cut off. Many 
children were drowned. 

At Ribaritz the entire population was 
massacred after the victims' flesh had 
been sliced off. At Binashkia a bon- 
fire was made of twenty Christians. 

At Genevitza a priest of the Melum- 
kovics was tied in a sack and thrown 
into the river. The ringleader of tho 
Mohammedans is the fanatic Islam, 
who boasts* of having slaughtered 200 
"Giaours" (infidels) with his own 
hands. 

The Servian consul at Metrovitza es- 
timates the number of Christians killed 
at 407 men, 110 women and 430 child- 
ren. He places the number of Chris- 
tian women outraged at 385.

Alabama Banking House Will 
Expand--New Industries at 
Leeds—Other State News. 



State University Coal Land Deal. 

Progress haa been made toward the 
settlement of the controversy between 
the State University and the Sloss- 
Sheffield Steel and Iron Company with 
regard to the four thousand acres of 
Walker county coal land sold the 
Sloss-Shefiield Company,for which the 
company paid the state $50,000, the 
University subsequently repudiating 
the sale as illegal and void . The lower 
house of the general assembly has 
passed a bill empowering the Univer- 
sity to refund the money to the com- 
pany. This was done in accordance 
with a plan whereby the University 
is to pay back the money, the Sloss- 
ShefHeld Company is to return the 
lands and then each party is to ex- 
change neighboring tracts of lands so 
as to body up the holdings of each. 
-Dr. Eugene Smith and Colonel T. H. 
Aldrich are now Ht work upon the de- 
tails of the proposition, which the 
adoption of the bill to refund makes 
feasible. 

Cotton Mill Output. 

The following Alabama cotton mills 
have curtailed their output in accord- 
ance with the resolution adopted at 
the meeting of southern spinners held 
in Charlotte, X. C, last week: 

West Huntsville Cotton Mills, 6,000 
spindles; right work stopped since 
January 1; w ill continue closed until 
the market improves. 

Woodstock Cotton Mills, 0,250 spin- 
dles; stop night work and 25 percent, 
of day work; to continue indefinitely. 

Alabama Cordage Company, 1,000 
jpindles, have curtailed indefinitely. 

Cherry Cotton Mills, 11,000 spin- 
dles; curtailed CO per cent, since Jan- 
uary 1, to continue indefinitely. 

Coosa Manufacturing Company, 
15,408 spindles; stopped night work 
January 21, and will never run nights 
again. 

Total number of spindles tffected, 
40,258. 

Steiner Bros. Will Se k Larger Field 
The banking house of Steiner Bros., 
familiar by name to all Alabamians, 
will soon become a familiar institu- 
tion in New York. For some time 
past the Steiners have contemplated 
opening a New York office and mak- 
ing it their headquarters, and now 
their plans in that direction are about 
to be consummated. They are nego- 
tiating for suitable quarters on Ex- 
change Place, and as soon as these are 
secured Sigfried Steiner will remove 
with his family to New York, to be 
followed a little later by B. Steiner 
with his family. The Steiner bank in 
Birmingham will be continued. It 
will be conducted on the same broad 
and liberal lines as heretofore and in 
connection with the Now York house 
will be in a position to vastly increase 
its business. 

Two new industries, a lumber mill, 
an enterprise of Mr. G. W. Stegal, of 
Huntsville, and the Graber dimension 
mill to work timber into material for 
furniture factories, have been located 
at Decatur. 



Prospecting for Oil, 

Aotual prospecting for oil is being 
prosecuted in this State. Several 
syndicates have been formed and now 
have experts in different sections of 
North Alabama looking for deposits 
of oil. A number of places have every 
indication of containing vast oil fields 
underneath the surface, and those who 
have studied tho conditions in Ala- 
bama and othor states where oil has 
been found, assert that it will be but 
a matter of a ehort time until this 
product is added to Alabama's de- 
veloped resurces. 



SUITS AGAINST GOVERNMENT 

For Lands in Lauuerdale County. Re- 
garded as Tests. 

A suit has been filed in tht circuit 
court in Lauderdale county by W. L. 
Douglass, Will Jackson and the 
Douglass heirs against the United 
States government for possession of 
lands now used by the government as 
a canal and railroad. The suit waB 
for $5,000 in each case. The govern- 
ment has had possession of the land 
for twenty years, and it has never been 
condemned nor paid for. Several 
other land holders have asked for re- 
lief by bills in congress, which have 
been hanging fire for years without 
any ohance of passing. These cases 
are considered test cases, and if suc- 
cessful may lead up to other suits 
being brought. 

It's Now a Three-sided Affair. 

Col, E. L. Higdon, former comman- 
der of the Third Regiment, Alabama 
National Guard, and later colonel of 
the First Alabama Volunteers in the 
Spanish-American war, will be en- 
thusiastically urged for the former 
position made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Col. Tom O. Smith. Officers 
of tho Birmingham military com- 
panies state that Colonel Higdon will 
have their unanimous support. They 
state, in fact, that this has already 
been agreed upon by every officer in 
Birmingham entitled to vote. 

Maj, T. T. Huey, of Bessemer, is 
also a candidate, and has been pledged, 
without solicitation, the support of 
the Auniston, Oxford and Gadsden 
companies. 

Capt. J. B. Morson, of Troop D., 
Birmingham, is also a candidate for 
the position. 



Industries at L:;eds. 

It is now thought that tho proposed 
cotton mill, which it is believed will 
be located in Cahaba Valley, will be 
built at Leeds. Promoters are still at 
work on the proposition. 

It is not believed that the Castle- 
man branch of the Southern Railroad 
will be torn up, as was at one time 
contemplated. The prospects are that 
the Sloss Company's investigations of 
the brown ore fields, to which the road 
leads, will rosult in its retention pend- 
ing result of these investigations. 



The Huntsville Company for Higdon] 
The ofDcars of Company F, 
Third regiment Alabama National 
Guard, of Huntsville, will support the 
candidacy of ex-Col. E. L. Higdon 
for the colonelcy of the regiment, 
Vice Col. Tom O. Smith, resigned. 
Colonel Higdon was with the regi- 
ment during the Spanish-American 
war when the regiment was known as 
the First Alabama. At the close of 
the war when the regiment was con- 
fronted by the question of going to 
Cuba to act as police or be mustered 
out, Colonel Higdon agreed to leave 
the matter to the enlisted men. who 
were in favor of the latter course. 
This made the Colonel immensely 
popular with the men. 



Hnvc Gone to Washington. 
The Birmingham Rifles left over 
the Southern Railway at 4:10 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon for Washington to 
attend the inauguration of President 
McKinley Monday. Capt. C. I. Led- 
better was in command of the compa- 
ny, and had four lieutenants and 
thirty-seven non commissioned offi- 
cers and privates with him. 

Cottage iiurned at Florence. 
A cottage occupied by H. P. Hur- 
ley was burned Saturday morning and 
was a total loss. The loss of the house 
is $800, and was insured for $500. 
The household goods were insured for 
$400, and the loss is $800. 



Jnllge Chambers to Get a Place. 
Judge W. L. Chambers, of Alabama, 
will be a member of the Spanish War 
Claims Commission. President Mc- 
Kinley has announced his determina- 
tion to appoint him on this commin- 
sion in recognition of li is services as 
Chief Justice of Samoa and hie record 
on the policies of the administration. 
The delegation of Lousiann Congress- 
man oalled on the President in the 
interest of a candidate from that State 
for the commissin and Mr. McKinley 
told them he could not give the South 
but one member and he had deter- 
mined to name Judge Chambers. 



Only Two Companies Left. 
Carrying out tho policy inaugurated 
by the State Department when it 
changed its military force in China 
into a legation guard, the War De- 
partment has sent orders to General 
Chaffeo to still further reduce his 
force. The goneral now has under his 
command about 1,800 men, composed 
of Troops I, K, L andM, Sixth United 
States Cavalry: Battery F, Fifth 
United States Artillery, and the Ninth 
Infantry. Although nominally a 
legation guard, General Chaffee's 
force is of rather formidable offensive 
quantity, and not desirous of retnining 
an unnecessary menace to the Chinese 
court and in order to hold out in- 
ducements for its early return to 
Pekin, the United States government 
eorne time ago determined upon a 
further reduction of the American 
force, and the orders have gone for- 
ward. 



All Vagrants to Be Arrested, 
Chief of Police Manley, of Atlanta, 
Ga. , has issued a special order to ar- 
rest all vagi ante, white and black, and 
this work was undertaken at daylight 
Friday mornir.g. The recent numer- 
ous cases of highway robbery, in 
which the victims were white women 
and the robbers negro men, and which 
culminated Thursday in the brutal at- 
tack upon Mrs. Charles A. Buchanan, 
caused the police to take this action. 
Four negroes suspected of the Buch- 
anan outrage have been arrested. 
One of them, who told conflicting sto- 
ries and said lie had heard of the 
crime, was removed to the county 
jail for safe-keeping last night. The 
others are at the police-station. 



One Burglar Shot Dc-ail. Another Cap- 
tured. 

At Claysville, Pa., Town Constable 
John Neely shot and killed one burg- 
lar and captured another with the aid 
of a posse Friday, after a desperate 
fight. The burglars robbed half a 
dozen houses Thursday night, and 
were located Friday morning. One 
attacked the constable with an iron 
bar and the other shot at him. Neely 
drew his revolver and shot and killed 
one instantly. The other fled but was 
captured later. Neely was badly hurt 
in the fight. 



Mrs Nation Back at Topeka.. 
Mrs. Carrie Nation, the Kansas joint 
smasher, returned to Topeka Thurs- 
day night from Illinois, where she 
went to edit a newspaper for a day. 
She went at once to the county jail, 
where she gave herself over to custo- 
dy. The $2,000 bond which Mrs. Na- 
tion was required to give before she 
left the city waa cancelled. Her trial 
comes up at the April term of the Dis- 
trict Court. 



McKinley Can't Attend Reunion. 

A delegation of leading citizens of 
Memphis, Tenn., headed by Senator 
Bate and Senator-elect Carmack, 
called at the White House Friday and 
invited the president to attend the re- 
union of United Confederate Veterans 
to be held in Memphis on May 28, 29 
and 30. The prosident expressed his 
regret that arrangoments already had 
been made which would prevent him 
from visiting Memphis on this occa- 
sion, but he hoped to do so before the 
summer was over. 



Bank Clearings 1'or February 
The clearings of the banks of Bir- 
mingham for the mouth of February 
were $3,981,863.37 against $3,167,- 
705.87 in February, 1900, a gain for 
this year of $814,157.87. Tho gain in 
January was also a good one. It has 
been eighteeu months since any one 
month has failed to show an increase 
over the same month a year pre- 
vious. 



Noted Moonshiner Caught, 
Deputy Revenue Collector H. C. 
Hart, of Kuoxville, with a posse from 
Cleveland, Tenn., at 3 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning raided a moonshine still 
six miles from Benton in Polk county 
and captured Garrett Headen, one of 
the most noted moonshineis and d s 
peradoos in the south, together with 
1,000 gallons of mash, a large quantity 
of whiskey and twenty-five gallons of 
beer. The posse found Headen at 
work when they urrived and his sur- 
prise Wiis complete. Tho location of 
this still has been known to the author- 
ities for a long time. 



NONE OF THE CREW ESCAPED 

Four Trainmen Killed and Several 
Wounded in a Disastrous 
Railroad Wreck. 

A disastrous freight wreck ocourred 
one and a half miles west of Lenoir 
City, Tenn.. at an early hour Satur- 
day morning. Both trains were 
through freights and were running at 
a high rate of speed and had a head- 
end collision. Four trainmen were 
killed and several wounded. Not a 
member of the crew escaped. The 
doadare: OF. Madden, engineer; 
J. M. Stephenson, fireman; Joseph 
Copeland, conductor; W. L. Cash, 
foreman. The injured : L. M. Vance, 
engineer; J. M. Snyder, conductor; 
Thomas Colbert, colored, brakeman ; 
J. M. Dean, flagman; P. L. Williame, 
flagman; Peter Hurley, brakeman; 
John Stars, section foreman, all from 
Knoxville except Hurley, who lives at 
Cleveland, Tenn. Colbert will die. 
Orders to pass at Lenoir City and 
later received orders to pass at Lou- 
don. 

The cause of the wreck, it is said, 
was due to the east-bound failing to 
run under the second order and ex- 
pecting to meet the west-bouud train 
at Lenoir City. 



L1BFL SUiT SETTLED. 

Case Aginst the Confederate Vet- 
eran is Ended. 



In the Federal Court at Nashville, 
Tenn., Saturday afternoon, the jury 
in the Underwood-Cunningham libel 
suit was discharged, having failed to 
reach an agreement. The suit grew 
out of a publication in the Confeder- 
ate Veteran, of which defendant, Sum. 
ner A. Cunningham, is editor and pro- 
prietor. Because of certain state- 
ments in an article in that paper con- 
cerning the Battle Abbey fund, Gen. 
John C. Underwood sued Cunning- 
ham for $50,000 damages nnd made 
the Methodist Publishing House of 
Nashville party to the suit, that con- 
cern having done the press work for 
the Veteran. The jury was unani- 
mous in the opinion that damages 
should be awarded plaintiff, but dis- 
agreed on the question of holding the 
publishing house jointly liable, four 
members refusing to consent to its 
release. Tho measure of damages 
considered by the jury was $10,000. 



LAKE OF FIRE. 



Sparks from Locomotive Set Pond 
of Oil Ablaze. 

News from Beaumont, Tex., states 
that about 1 o'clock Saturday sparks 
from a locomotive set fire to the oil in 
a large pond near the great Lucas 
geyser, and in a short time the pond 
or lake was >l seething mass of flames. 
The fire spread to the oil banked up 
alongside the railroad track and the 
flames increased in fury. The big 
boarding house, which housed some 
eighty workmen, fell a victim to the 
flames and the occupants lost a great 
many of their effects. Beyond the 
loss of the boarding houses and the 
fences the financial loss is so far light, 
as the oil is not of any commercial 
value. 



Killed hy Live Wire. 
Charles Bellew, aged 12, living at 
Kokomo, Ind., was killed by a live 
wire Sunday. With four other boy? 
he was climbing on top of Main street 
bridge and was bantered to touch the 
trolley wire, whicn he did. Immedi- 
ately 2200 volts of electricity passed 
through him, and the body fell lifeless 
to the floor below. 



Two Men Fatally Injured By Falling 
From a Balloon. 
Professor Coleman and Clarence 
Boyne, both from near Brunswick, 
Mo., were fatally injured at El Reno, 
O. T., Suturday by falling from a 
balloon while attempting to make a 
double ascension. When about 
seventy-five feet from the ground the 
balloon tore away and both men were 
hurled to the ground with frightful 
force. Coleman's back is broken, as 
are Boyue's shoulder and legs. A 
traveling man waa badly injured by 
being struck by one of the men and a 
small boy was seriously hurt in the 
same way. 



OERflAN RELEASED, 



The Accused American Contrctor 
Made a $10,000 Cash Bond. 



By direction of General MacArthur, 
D. M. Carman, the American con- 
tractor who was takeu into custody 
February 0, charged with aiding the 
Filipino insurgents, has been released 
on $10,000 cash bail, Major Kulp, 
medical officer, certified that Carman 
was a very sick man and that further 
confinement was likely to cause his 
death.

The Senate Adopts the Philippine and 
Cuban Amendments. 



VOTE AFTER A SPIRITED DEBATE 



Army Appropriation Bill, Containing 
Provisions .For a Temporary Govern, 
mont. of tlie Philippines and Detlnln;; 
Future Relations Between tlie Unitrd 
States and Cuba, Passed l>y a Party Vote 

Washington, D. C— Not in years has 
there been a debate in the Senate 
which in intense interest, excitement 
and passionate oratory equalled that 
of Wednesday, which culminated in 
the adoption of the Spooner amend- 
ment to the Army Appropriation bill 
and the Cuban amendment to the 
same bill, offered by the Committee 
on Relations -with Cuba, and then 
passed the bill itself. 

The Spooner amendment confers on 
the President wide powers in connec- 
tion with the Government of the Phil- 
ippines, and prohibits the disposal of 
any public lands in the archipelago, 
and the granting of any franchises, 
during the pendency of the temporary 
government, unless such grant be 
indispensable. The amendment was 
adopted on a strict party vote, with 
the exception of Mr. Hoar, (Rep , 
Mass.,) who voted with the Demo- 
crats, and Mr. McLaurin. (Deni., S. C.,) 
who voted for the amendment. 

The Cuban amendment specifying 
the desires of the United States as to 
the terms of the future relations be- 
tween Cuba and this country was 
taken up after the Spooner amend- 
ment was disposed of and passed on 
a party vote after a short debate, led 
by Senators Jones, (Dem., Ark.,) Mor- 
gan, (Dem., Ala..) and Pettus, (Dem., 
Ala.,) in opposition. 

The Spooner amendment as agreed 
to is as follows: 

"All military, civil and judicial pow- 
be granted which is not approved by 
Islands, acquired from Spain by the 
treaties concluded at Paris on the 
tenth day of December, 1S9S, and at 
Washington on the seventh day of No- 
vember, 1900, shall, until otherwise 
provided by Congress, be vested in 
such person and persons and shall be 
exercised in such manner as the Presi- 
dent of the United States shall direct, 
for the establishment of civil govern- 
ment and for maintaining and pro- 
tecting the inhabitants of said islands 
in the free enjoyment of their liberty, 
property and religion; provided that 
all franchises granted under the au- 
thority hereof shall contain a reserva- 
tion of the rignt to alter, amend, or 
appeal the same. Until a permanent 
government shall have been establish- 
ed in said archipelago full reports 
shall be made to Congress on or before 
the first day of each regular session 
of all legislative acts and proceedings 
of the temporary government insti- 
tuted, under the provisions hereof, and 
full reports of the acts and doings of 
said government and as to the condi- 
tions of the archipelago and of its peo- 
ple shall be made to the President, in- 
cluding all information which may be 
useful to the Congress in providing for 
a more permanent government. 

"Provided that no sale or lease or 
other disposition of the public lands 
or the timber tnereon, or the mining 
rights therein, shall be made, and pro- 
vided, further, that no franchise shall 
be granted which is not approved by 
the President of the United States, 
and is not, in his judgment, clearly 
necessary for the immediate govern- 
ment of the islands nnd indispensa- 
ble for the interest of the people there- 
of, and which cannot without great 
mischief be postponed until the estab- 
lishment of permanent civil govern- 
ment, and all such franchises shall ter- 
minate one year after the establish- 
ment of such permanent civil govern- 
ment." 



CUBANS DEFINE RELATIONS. 

The Constitutional Convention Adopt* 
Five Declarations. 

Havana, Cuba. — The Constitutional 
Convention has adopted a declaration 
of relations between Cuba and the 
United States as follows: 

1. The government of Cuba will not 
make a treaty or agreement with any 
foreign Power which may compromise 
or limit the independence of Cuba, or 
which may permit or authorize any 
Power to obtain by means of coloniza- 
tion or for military or naval purposes, 
or in any other manner, any fooihold 
or authority or right over any portion 
of Cuba. 

2. The government will not pormit 
its territory to be used as a base of 
operations for war against the United 
States or against any foreign nation. 

3. The Government of Cuba accepts 
in entirety the treaty of Paris in what 
it affirms as to the rights of Cubans 
as well as regarding obligations which 
are tacitly included, and especially 
those obligations imposed by inter- 
national law referring to protection of 
life and property in Cuba, substituting 
itself in respect to obligation.-: assumed 
by the United States, according to ar- 
ticles one and sixteen of said treaty. 

4. Cuba recognizes as legally valid 
all acts of the military government 
during tlie period of occupation, also 
the rights arising out of lh?:::. in con- 
formity with the joint rcsolvnhm and 
tlie Foraker ainendinunt anil the ex- 
isting laws of the country, 

5. The governments of '.he United 
States and Cuba outfit to regulate 
their commercial relations by lae.'-.mi 
or' a treaty based on, recipro.-Uy and 
with tendencies vo-.varrt i'rec trade in 
natural and mailt: imvurtul products, 
mutualfy assariaa amule special ad- 
vantages in ti..- markets. 
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LOBBY WINS — PEOPLE LOSE. 

The State Senate, last Thurs 
day, killed the uniform text book- 
bill dead'i'H a dornick. 

It was a case of the trust lobby 
bat k d by the American Book Co. 
against the people, and the trust 
won out, at the expense of the 
people of Alabama. 

It is not so very many months 
ago that members of the State 
Senate were burning the wind 
with their torrid denunciations of 
trusts of whatsoever form or na- 
ture, and yet, last week, when the 
opportunity was given to practice 
what they had preached, they go 
over to the American Book Co. (a 
great trust) body and breeches and 
tell the people of Alabama to go 
to. It was within the power of 
this body to have saved the people 
of Alabama thousands of dollars 
in the purchasing of school books, 
but the American Book Co. with 
its powerful lobby said no, and a 
majority of the Senators bowed to 
the will ol' this great trust and the 
people of Alabama— who placed 
these men in the Senate to repre- 
sent them and not the trusts — are 
slapped in the face and told they 
do not know what is good fori 
them. They asked of the Senate I 
bread and that body gave thein a 
stoue. 

Many a poor man in Alabama is 
compelled to buy new text books 
times without number — just to 
satisfy the demands and whims of 
teachers who have almost absolute 
control over the matter, or keep 
his children out of school. Many 
are not in circumstances such as 
will enable them to buy a new set 
of school books every change of 
the moon, and as a result the chil- 
dren suffer. 

Had the»Senate passed the bill 
as did the House the obstacle (pur- 
chasing new book every year) which 
now stands in the way of a great 
many children securing an educa- 
tion, would have been removed. 
The Ameriacn Book Co., however, 
Hannaized the Senate and the book- 
trust will still continue to throttle 
the people of Alabama. But we 
apprehend the people will do a lit- 
tle throttling on their own account 
when those Senators who defeated 
the school hook bill ask for a re- 
election. 

Following the killing of the text 
book bill, the Senate passed a bill 
to educate UC girls (one from each 
county in the State) at the Girls' 
Industrial School at this place, and 
appropriates $10,000 to bear thi 
expense of their education. 

Now the question very naturally 
arises who is to decide what par- 



ticular girl in each county is to be 
the ward i.f the Statu at this school 
and how is she to be chosen? F.v 
cry county has a number of poor 
crirls, all of ttiem worthy — but 
which particular girl should be 
chosen ? 

But the passage of this bill by 
the Senate was merely buncombe. 
That body was inconsistent in il. 
It knew that even if the bill passed 
the House, which is doubtful, ii 
would be vetoed by the Governor. 
Such being the case it looks very 
much like horse play on the part 
of the Senate.

A bill has passed the Legisla- 
ture, and has been signed by the 
Governor, removiug Shelby's coun- 
ty seat from Columbiana to Ca- 
lera, and all the offices will remov.

The bill permits Calera 
to bond jtself for $30,000 to build 
a court house, and T. C. McKib- 
bon are appointed commissioners 
to issue the bonds. Should ihe of- 
ficers fail to comply with the pro 
visions of the bill they are subject 
to a line of $1000 and a year's im- 
prisoument.

CASH IN A UAC. 

Peculiar Way Kanir.i Have of Eanklnc 
TLelr Money. 

The natives of that part of South 
Africa which to a great extent is in- 
habited by bushmen and Hottentots 
have a peculiar system of banks and 
banking. These Kaffirs among whom 
this curious system of banking obtains 
live near Kaffraria, in the south of the 
Colony country. The natives come 
clown south from their country to trails 
in the several villages and towns in 
largo numbers and then return to Kaf- 
fraria. From those who trade of their 
own number they select one, who for 
the occasion is to bn their banker. He 
is converted into a bank of deposit by 
putting all the money of those whose 
banker he is into a bag, and then they 
sally forth to the stores to buy what- 
ever they want. When an article is 
purchased by any of those who are in 
this banking arrangement, the price 
of the article is taken by the banker 
from this deposit money bag, counted 
several times and then paid to the 
seller of the article, after which all the 
bank depositors cry out to the banlrer 
in the presence of the two witnesses 
selected: "You owe me so much!" 
This is then repeated by the vit- 
nesses. The general accounting tomes 
between the banker and his several de- 
positors when all desired purchnso3 
have been made, r.fLor which all tlu 
natives depart, for th.-'ir northern wilila.

Son Charged Willi Murder of His 
Mother— Father Accessory 

The preliminary trial of Charles A. 
Foote and Arthur Foote, the latter 
charged with the murder of his moth- 
er, Mrs. Amanda Foote, on Feb. 20, 
at Bessemer, and the former, who was 
the woman's husband, charged with 
being an accessory, came up Monday 
before Justice William Jackson at 
Bossemer. The case against tho de- 
fendants is largely circumstantial, 
there being no eye witnesses to the 
alleged murder. A largo number of 
witnesses have been subpoenaed and 
will testify at tho hearing. 

The murder of Mrs. Foote was one 
of the most shocking in the criminal 
annals of Jefferson county. She was 
found by her 12-year-old daughter ly- 
ing on the kitchen floor of her house 
with her throat cut. The windpipe was 
cut in two places and the instrument 
of death, a caseknife, was found lying 
by her. The room gave evidence of a 
struggle, and that the woman was at- 
tacked while sitting in a chair, a dress 
on which she was working and her 
S9wing materials having fallen to the 
floor where she was sitting. 

At first it was thought to be a case 
of suicide, but the coroner's jury, af- 
ter an investigation, brought in a ver- 
dict charging her son with the murder 
and her husbaud as being an access- 
ory.

Therefore, as this board has already 
received in donations, building ma- 
terial of all kinds nearly a sufficient 
quantity to build this home, and 
hoping for the continued generous aid 
of all charitably disposed citizens of 
Alabama towards these old veterans, 
have at last determined, with the aid 
of all these donations, to build this 
home somewhere in tho state, regard- 
less of the legislature and all other 
opponents to it. With this determi- 
nation in view, the board of directors 
of this proposed home did at their last 
meeting on March 2. 1901, appoint 
tho undersigned committee to adver- 
tise in all the papers of this state, 
calling on all persons who are favor- 
able to it for donations in cash, ma- 
terial and also in the way of a suitable 
site for the location of this home. 
This site being open to any section 
desirable in Alabama, parties having 
any desirable locations, cash or build- 
ing material they can donate, they will 
confer a favor on these old veterans 
by communicating without delay with 
the undersigned committee :

A New Railroad. 
Alabama is soon to have another 
railroad. It will be an independent 
line, seven miles in length. The ar- 
ticles of incorporation were issued 
from the office of the secretary of 
state this morning to William Blount, 
president; J. H. Ely, treasurer; Geo. 
B. Miles, secretary; B. I. Ely, Hugh 
Foster, Charles Jinks, E. L. Blue, W. 
M. Ellis and P. F. Miles of Union 
Springs, for the building of the Union 
Springs and Northern railroad. The 
line is to extend from Union Springs 
to Fort Davis on the Seaboard Air 
Line, 



CAPTAIN OF KEGULAHS. 

Mitchell of Alabama Promoted from 
Lieutenancy. 

In a long list of nominations for 
the regular army which the president 
sent to the senate Saturday was that 
of Americus Mitchell, first lieutenant 
of infantry, to be captain. 

Capt. Mitchell is an Alabamian and 
since December, 1899, has been in 
charge of tho recruiting stations in 
this slate, with headquarters in Bir- 
mingham. Ha has many friends here 
who will congratulate him on his ad- 
vancement. Of the 450 captains of 
the infantry only three or four are as 
young as Mitchell. This popular and 
courteous officer was born in Kussell 
county just thirty years ago and grad- 
uated from West Point in the class of 
1895. Commissioned second lieuten- 
ant on leaving the academy ho was 
promoted to the rank of first lieuten- 
ant. After serving with the Fifth in- 
fantry in Cuba for fifteen months he 
was detailed for reoruiting work. 

An Interesting Operation at St. Vin- 
cent's Hospital. 
An operation of more than ordinary 
interest was performed at St. Vincent's 
Hospital, Birmingham, Friday morn- 
ing under which the leg of a man 50 
years of age was amputated with little 
inconvenience or pain to the patient, 
and without the use of ohloriform or 
the usual anesthetics. The operation 
is known as spinal anesthesia, and has 
aroused deep interest among surgeons 
and in the medical profession gener- 
ally, and Friday's operation, which 
was eminently successful, was the 
first that has been performed in the 
state of Alabama. The operation was 
performed by Dr. John D. S. Davis. 
The patient was suffering from cancer 
of the leg and was prepared for the 
operation by injecting an eighth of a 
grain of cocaine in the lost lumbar- 
interzertebral space. After waiting 
seven minutes, there was complete 
loss of all sensation in the lower ex- 
tremities and a tourniquet was applied 
and the limb amputated without pain. 
During the entire proceedings the pa- 
ient conversed with the surgeons, and 
left the room in splendid oondition. 

A Shipbuilding Plant at Mobile, 
The Gulf Coast Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company will be organized 
in Mobile this week, says the New 
Orleans Picayune. It will have a 
capital stock of $3,500,000. The in- 
corporators are: William Butler Dun- 
can, chairman of the board of directors 
of the Mobile and Ohio Railroad, and 
New York financier. W. D. Munson, 
of New York, president of the Monson 
Steamship Company, whioh operates 
coast lines of steamers and one system 
from Mobile to Cuban ports. E. L. 
Russell, president of the Mobile and 
Ohio Railroad. Robert O. Morris, of 
New Orleans, a promotor of southern 
enterprieses. M. P. Levy, of New 
York, a substantial capitalist, is not 
one of the incorporators of the big 
shipbuilding concern, but ho is inter- 
ested in its success. He already has 
money in southern enterprises. There 
will be two plants. The shipbuilding 
yards, to cost about $2,500,000, will 
be located in Mobile. The dry docks, 
o oost in the range of 81,000,000, will 
be located in New Orleans, Iron and 
steel structures will be built at the 
shipyards. 

The Dallas Manufacturing Compa- 
ny is preparing plans for a modern 
school building of briok, three stories 
high, to be created at Dallas Mills 
and maintained at the expense of the 
company. 

The Crotwell Brothers have moved 
their large sawmill from its former lo- 
cation near Brookwood to Coalburg, 
near whioh there is muoh fine timber. 



Prominent Negro Dead. 
Major Reuben R. Mims, colored, 
died Friday afternoon at 4 o'clook, 
after an illness of a few weeks. He 
was a member of the state military for 
the past seventeen years, being suc- 
cessively lieutenant and captain of the 
local Gilmer Rifles and then major of 
the colored battalion of the state 
troops, which position he held at the 
time of his death. He was grand 
master of the colored Grand Lodge of 
Masons of Alabama for the past nine 
years. He was connected with the 
postoffice department as route rider, 
railway mail clerk and local carrier 
since 1876. 



DESTRUCTIVE 

CYCLONE. 

Several States Visited by Storms 
Saturday. 

MASY KILLOAHD WOFNDEB 

Hundreds of Thousands of Dollars 
Worth of Property Destroyed. 



Willspoint, Tex., March 9.— At 11 
o'clock this morning a terrible cyclone 
swept through the western part of this 
city, demolishing everything in its 
track. Eight persons are known to 
havo been killed and at least twenty 
more are soveroly injured. Fourteen 
dwelling houses, the public school 
building, cotton oil mills, a large gin 
plant and several business houses are 
in splinters. The path of the cyolonc 
was about three hundred feet wide, 
and it burst from a lowering cloud 
like a clap of thunder, leaving misery 
and desolation in its wake. Wires 
were blown off the poles, fences were 
leveled and the air was filled with 
flying debris. A freight car was blown 
from the track and is a total wreck. 
Household utensils are strewn as far 
as the eye can reach and mark the 
path of destruction left by the tor- 
nado. Property loss is $75,000, which 
is a conservative estimate. 



At New Boston. 
Houston, Tex,, March 9 — Reports 
from New Boston, Tex., indicate that 
no lives were lost in the storm there 
this afternoon, but five people wore 
seriously injured. During the storm 
at Texarkana the residence of Mrs.

Struck Texarkana. 
Texarkana, Ark., March 9, — A storm 
having the fury of a tornado swept 
over the eastern part of this county 
today. It is reported that many build- 
ings were destroyed and several lives 
lost. Wire connections with tho 
stricken district is interrupted. 



Havy Kain Stoi m. 

A heavy rain, wind and thunder 
storm, accompanied by lightning, vis- 
ited Arkansas Saturday, being an 
accompaniment of the Texas storm. 
Little Rock suffered very little and 
that only from the rain. 

At Van Buren lightning struok the 
residence of James Morrell, rendering 
his wife unconscious. A 12-year-old 
boy was knocked down in the street 

At Conway fifteen busiuess houses 
vere unroofed and three others blown 
down, many of the stores being flooc 1 
ed. 

Reports from Pine Prairie, five 
miles from Ashdown, say that a cy- 
clone struck there, wrecking every- 
thing in its path. A boy, tho son of 
Mr. Turner, was killed. 

Terrific Storm at Fulton. 
Fulton, Ky., March 10. — A terrific 
storm swept this section last night. 
The damage at Clinton and Hickman 
was heaviest. At Clinton twenty 
negro cabins were demolished and a 
score of negroes hurt. Two negroes 
were mortally hurt and many others 
badly bruised and mashed. Part of 
Marvin College was unroofed and the 
waterworks destroyed. Eight freight 
cars on the Illinois switch at the depot 
ac Clinton were blown from the track. 
The Baptist church at Hickman was 
destroyed by the wind. A large num 
ber of tenant houses and barns were" 
blown down in Fulton and Hickman 
counties, and the loss of property is 
large. 



Six masked men secured tools from 
a blacksmith shop early Sunday morn- 
ing and broke into the West Toledo, 
O. , post office, blew open the safe and 
secured $700. 

The carpenters' union of Toledo, 
Ohio., with a membership of 1000, 
have made a demand for 30 cents per 
hour and an eight hour day. They 
announce that the new schedule must 
go into effect May 1 or they will strike.

William E. Fuller, of Iowa, to be 
First Assistant Attorney General of 
the United Siates. 

William F. Straton, of Illinois, Di- 
rector of National Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 

Edwin V. Morgan, of New York, to 
be second secretary of the embassy at 
St. Petersburg. 

The appointment of Judge W. L. 
Chambers to be a member of the 
Spanish war claims commission is tho 
fulfillment of a promise made by the 
President some time since. It is a 
recognition of Judge Chambers' gold 
democracy attude and as an origina 
expansionist, as well as of his legal 
capacity. 

INSURGENTS SURRENDERED. 



Forty Officers and 200 Men Lay 
Down Their Ar ms. 

A dispateh from Manilla states that 
Captain Euliok of the Forty-seventh 
United States Volunteer Infantry has 
received the surrender of forty insur- 
gent officers and 200 men. The gun- 
boat Albany, acting in oo-operation 
with Lieutenant Van Voorhies of the 
Twentieth Infantry, surprised an in- 
surgent camp near Barnan, in the 
province of South Iloilo, counties 
Luzon, killing five of the enemy and 
destroying their supplies. The wes- 
tern part of Batangas province, Lu- 
zon, formerly an insurgent strong 
hold, is becoming pacified. The lead- 
ers of the insurrection there are tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance and many 
rifles are being surrendered. 

Nominations Confirmed. 

The U. S. senate in executive ses- 
sion Friday confirmed the nominations 
to office that have been made during 
the special session. When the names 
of the members of the Spanish claims 
commission were reached Senator 
Teller asked for some report upon 
the various nominations. Speaking 
for the oommittee on judiciary, 
Senator Hoard said that all the mem- 
bers of the commission were highly 
commended. The seoond agreement, 
extending the time for the ratification 
of the French treaty, was received and 
referred to the committee on foreign 
relations. The extension this time is 
for eighteen months, making the con- 
vention expire September 24, 1902, 
unless it shall be ratified in the mean- 
time. 

The Searles Failure. 

A petition was riled in the bank- 
ruptcy court in Brooklyn Friday to 
have the affairs of John E. Searlee 
wound up in bankruptoy. The peti- 
tion was filed by William W. Cook ai 
attorney for the petitioners, the West- 
ern Reserve National Bank, of War- 
ren, Ohio; the Duluth Furnace Com- 
pany, of Duluth, Minn., and Thomas 
J. Thomas, of Niles, Ohio., whose 
claims against Mr. Searles are some- 
thing over $90,000; The proceedings 
take the administration of the prop- 
erty out of the bands of Edwin 
Dwight, to whom Searles made an 
assignment a few days ago. 



American Shipped. 

A dispatch to the Daily Mail from 
Lourenzo Marquez says that a Mr. 
Martinison, who resigned a post in the 
United States army to join the Boei 
forces, was shipped for Lisbon on the 
Portuguese transport Seire, which 
carried 103 Boer families, after ho had 
made an ineffectual attempt to obtain 
consular protection. 

A. M. Wynne, a well known cotton 
broker, of Memphis, Tenu., committed 
suicide Sunday afternoon by shooting 
himself through the heart while in a 
delirious state, brought on by sick- 
ness. 



C. OF GA. MAKES DEAL. 

Purchased the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Southern Railroad. 

The Central of Georgia Railway 
company has acquired the Chatta- 
nooga, Rome and Southern Railroad 
oorr.pany. The purchase was ac- 
complished through J. P. Morgan & 
Co., and the price paid was $2,500,000. 

The Chattanooga, Rome and South- 
ern runs from Chattanooga, Tenu , 
through Rome, Ga., to Carrollton, 
Ga., where it connects with tho Cen- 
tral of Georgia system. Its main lino 
is 138 miles long. 'The road is capital- 
ized at $3,200,000, of which $1,600,- 
000 is preferred and $1,000,000 ia 
common stook. The funded debt con- 
sists of $500,000 5 per oent first 
mortgage bonds, of which $313,000 are 
outstanding. The preferred stook ia 
5 per cent non-cumulative. 

The laBt dividend paid by the com- 
pany on the preferred stock was in 
January, 1900. The Central of Georgia 
railroad is in turn controlled by the 
Southern Railway 



LI HUNG CHANG IS SERIOUSLY ILL. 

Life of the Venerable Chinese Diplo- 
mat Hangs by a Thread. 

A dispatch from Pekin, dated March 
10, says: Li Hung Chang is again 
seriously ill and his physician says his 
life hangs by a thread. 

Prince Chung and Earl Li seem to 
think that by spreading rumors of the 
court's unwillingness to return to 
Pokin unless this or that thing is done 
before they can iufiuenoe the delibera- 
tions of the ministers of the power?. 
According to reliable reports from Sian 
Fu, imperial personages are extremely 
uncomfortable at Sian Fu, where they 
live in the house of the governor, 
which is only a small structure. 
French missionaries who have just 
returned here from Sian Fu believo 
the Empress Dowager would bring tho 
court back to Pekin on the first offer 
of the allies having as a basis the re- 
moval of the troops except the lega- 
tion guards. 



Booker Washington in Chicago. 

Dr. Barringer, of Virginia and Boo- 
ker T. Washington, of Alabama, were 
guests of honor at the banquet of tho 
Merchant's Club, held Friday night at 
the club house of the Chicago Athletic 
Club. Both of them discussed the 
social problems in the South, and while 
they differed somewhat in opinion as 
to the methods employed, both declar- 
ed that their fondest hope was to 
bring about the highest prosperity 
and permanent good of both races in 
the South. 



Walter Offill Arrested. 

Walter Offill, cashier of Edmund 
Palmer's defunct Ashley bank, against 
whom two warrants were issued last 
week, charging him with being au 
accessory to Palmer in the embezzle- 
ment of tho bank funds, has been ar- 
rested. He waived examination and 
was placed under $20,000 bond. 

Boers Lost Heavily. 

A speoial from Capetown, dated 
March 8, says the Boers lost forty 
killed in an engagement with au 
armored train near Rooenoogte. They 
mistook the train for one loaded with 
horses and allowed it to come within 
range whereupon fire was opened and 
the Boers fled, abandoning their rifles. 

A dispatch from Lima, Peru, dated 
March 9th, says : At 2 :55 this morn- 
ing a very severe shock of earthquake 
was felt here. The shock was accom- 
panied by loud and prolonged subter- 
ranean noises. The walls of many 
bouses were cracked. 



Troops Depart. 

The equadron of the Fifth Cavalry, 
stationed at Fort Meyer, Va., left 
Sunday afternoon for S:in Francisco, 
en route for the Philippines. Tliey 
sail on the transport Meade about 
March 18. The second is mude up of 
troops L. K. and M, and is in com- 
mand of Colonel Raffdrty. 

A sealed verdict was returned Satur- 
day against Carrie Nation, Lucy 
Wilheit, Lucy Williams and Lida 
MuDtz, charged with wrecking a 
saloon in Wichita, Kas., on January 
21st. 



At Chicago. 
Chicago, March 10. — One of the 
worst wind storms of the season struck 
Chicago early today and during the 
hours that it was at its height damaged 
property throughout the city to the 
extent of $17o,000. Many heavy plate 
glass windows were blown in. Tele- 
graphic and telephone companies were 
the worst sufferers, and it will be some 
time before order can be restored. 
Thousands of poles were blown down 
and Chicago was practically isolated 
from the west and Northwest by tele- 
phone and telegraph. The long dis- 
tance telephone service was crippled 
so badly that it was of little value. 
The storm Is belived to have been 
most severe in southern Wisconsin. 
Along a short stretch of the Milwaukee 
road in southern Wisconsin 500 tele- 
graph poles are down. Reports from 
many points in Indiana and Kentucky 
also indicate heavy damage from the 
storm. 



In Northwest Texas. 
Houston, Tex., March 10. — News of 
the storm of Saturday is now coming 
from northeast Texas. The casual! 
ties wore small considering the scope 
of the territory oovered. There are 
four dead and five believed to be dy- 
ing at Wills Point, where the proper- 
ty loss will reach $100,000. Five were 
badly hurt at New Boston, but none 
fatally. The property loss there will 
reach $75,000. At Blossom no one 
was seriously injured, but the damage 
was great. At and near Emery, il 
Rains county, one man was killed and 
several persons were hurt, two seri- 
ously. The damage to property was 
heavy. 



Cloudburst D es Great Damag at 
Owensboro. 
Owensboro, Ky., March 10. — A 
cloudburst here last night did great 
damage. The sewer well at Main and 
Davies streets burst and a torrent of 
water poured into the opening and the 
streets were torn up for some distance 
about fifty feet in diameter and trenty- 
five feet deep. A large water main 
was undermined und broke in two and 
this added to the fury of the waters, 
poured into the large opening, created 
a roar like a big waterfall. Davies 
and Main streets were undermined for 
many yards, there being only a top 
crust of macadam and underaeath the 
appearance of a mammoth stream ol 
water. 



Three Persons Killed at Forest City. 

Forest City, Ark., March 10. — Three 
persons were killed in this vicinity 
last night by the tornado. Four miles 
west of the city Pinky Wilson and her 
infant child were killed, and in the 
same neighborhood sixteen houses 
and miles of fences and many trees 
were leveled to the ground. In John- 
son township the cyclone literally 
lifted the house of J. A. Wiley from 
its foundation and shattered it to frag- 
ments, killing Wiley and seriously in- 
juring his wife and stepson, Bob Al- 
len. 



Storm at Paducah. 

Paducah, Ky., March 10. — A storm 
struck the neighborhood of Max son's 
mill last night and upturned three 
houses filled with negroes. Twenty 
stables were blown down and many 
horses killed. Tobacco barns were 
razed and their contents blown away. 
The Catholic, Cumberland, Presby- 
terian and the Baptist churohes were 
destroyed. Loss, $50,000. 

Wrought Havoc in Arkansas. 

Paragould, Ark., March 10. — Last 
night's storm wrought havoc in Groen 
county, and three fatalities are re 
ported. At Rockhill, Mrs. Millie 
Davis and a 13-year-old boy named 
Osmar Roberts were killed by falling 
timbers. At Jackson commissary, 
twelve miles west of Paragould, 
Charles Billing, a young business 
man, was killed by the roof of his 
house falling on him. Several per- 
sons are reported injured. 



Whole Family Injured. 
Emery, Tox., Maroh 10. — The storm 
whioh passed over Willspoint yester- 
day killed one man near the Sabine 
River. In Raines, Mrs. Miller was 
seriously injured and W. T. Lewis 
and his entire family of six were in- 
jured, two fatally. Lewis' house was 
completely destroyed and the build- 
ings of Messrs. Miller and Foreman, 
Holder, Buohanan and Cochran were 
badly damaged.

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ABOUT THE COURT HOUSE. 

The following extracts are some 
of the comments on Shelby's court 
house bill, which recently oassed 
the Legislature: 

A bill was slipped through the 
Legislatur close upon the adjourn- 
ment of that body, and the Gover 
nor was in some way induced to 
sign the same, which authorizes the 
removal of the court house of Shel- 
by county from Columbiana to Ca- 
I era. The act also names Judge 
Campbell, T C. AlcKibboii and H. 
C. Moss' of Catera, as a board of 
commissioners to sell $30,000 
worth of bonds to build new public, 
buildings for the comity within 2. • 
000 feet of the crossing at Calera, 
all of which is -entered into in de- 
tail. 

Of course this is as surprising to 
the people of Columbiana and Shel 
by couuty generally as it is outra- 
geous and absured. Twice havti the 
people by ovor whelming- majorities 
said that Columbiana should be 
their capitol, and thtfagh the law 
exists defeating their wish, we do 
' not believe that its provisions will 
ever be accomplished nor the wish 
of those who seek to override by 
secrecy and chicanery the will of 
the people be gratified. 

We are not Familiar enough with 
the situation to discuss it inteli- 
gently this week, but will inform 
ourselves and next week hope to 
give cur readers the facts in the 
'matter as near as they can be ob- 
■tained. We would remind our 
tfriends at Calara that "the best 
laid plans o' mice and men of- 
times gang aglee." — Columbiana 
Chronicle. 

Two years ago, the legislature 
passed a bill providing that the 
people of Shelby couuty might vote 
■on the removal of their court house 
to Calcra. It also provided 
that the people themselves might 
bring on the election if they wished 
to have one. Two years passed .md 
no election was held, because the 
time did not arrive when Calera felt 
strong enough to risk it. 

Tu this legislature unbeknown to 
the people, a bill was put through 
in the most quiet and stealthy way, 
bodily moving the court house from 
Columbiana to Calera, The word 
"Turkey" was not even whispered 
to the people. 

Of course, this was very bad, 
very wrong. But nealy all court 
house removals are accomplished by 
a certain amount of fraud. General- 
ly. tne fraud is at the ballot box, 
To sneik a bill through the legisla- 
ture is rather mild than otherwise. 

However all this may be, the 
Shelbv court house ought to be at 
Calera. and a good deed is done 
in a dark way. —Montgomery Jour- 
nal.

JAMES AMBEIiSON A PARRICIDE. 

Seventeen- Year-Old Son Kills His 
Father to Escape a Beating. 

James Amberson, aged 17 years, 
shot and killed his father, M. L. Am- 
berson, at Piedmont, twenty miles 
north of Anniston, about 10 o'clock 
Friday night. According to reliable 
reports, the elder Amberson persisted 
in getting drunk and cursing his fam- 
ily. While on a spree Friday night 
he advanced on his son with a hickory 
stick, intending to beat him. The son 
drew a pistol and shot his father in the 
groin. The man died in twenty min- 
utes. At the time of the killing the 
younger Amberson was up stairs in 
the Amberson home at Piedmont. 
Coming up the stairs the father called 
out to his son that he was coming up 
to his room to beat him with a stick. 
The son warned him not to come, as 
he would shoot. The warning was 
not heeded, and when he opened the 
door of his sou's room the latter shot 
him. Young Amberson bears a good 
reputation, and all of the family ex- 
cept the elder man were highly re- 
spected and well known. The younger 
man said he did not intend to kill his 
father, but wanted to 6hoot him in the 
leg. After the tragedy the boy sur- 
rendered himself to a deputy sheriff. 

Birmingham's Musical Festival, 
The dates of Birmingham's third 
annual Music Festival having been 
definitely settled — Tuesday, April 30th 
and Wednesday, May 1st — the man- 
agement will loose no time in adver- 
tising it throughout Alabama and 
neighboring states. Benjamin Guck- 
enberger, the director, had intended 
having the festival ou May 2d and 3d 
and the Chicago Orchestra had been 
engaged originally for those dates ; but 
in order to arrange his southern cir- 
cuit with a view to making certain 
railroad connections the manager 
asked Mr. Guckenberger to allow his 
organization to come two days earlier, 
and the change was readily agreed to, 
especially when important concessions 
were made. The first contract was 
for five vocal artists in addition to the 
orchestra of seventy-five pieces, con- 
ducted by Theodore Thomas, but no 
artist was to sing but one night. The 
new contract provides that all artists 
shall sing both nights without extra 
charge and for still further good 
measure Mr. Thomas agrees to throw 
in a violin soloist and a violencello 
soloist, each of whom is to be a dis- 
tinguished virtuoso. 

A Young Woman Burns to Death. 

Mrs. Mary Morris, aged 23 years, 
was so badly burned at her home in 
Oxanna, ward five, of Anniston, Fri- 
day afternoon at 5 o'clock that death 
resulted Saturday morning at 4 o'clock 
Mrs. Morris lost her eyesight about 
two years ago. She leaves a husband 
and one child. At the time of this 
awful accident Mrs. Morris had been 
left alone for several moments, a thing 
quite unusual. Her clothing became 
ignited from an open grate. Parts of 
her body were burned to a crisp and 
she endured agonizing sufferings.

Rev. F. B. Meyer, the noted evan- 
gelist of London, England, is in this 
country, and will include Birming- 
ham in a tour of the principal cities.

Moody. 



Biirglais Make a Big Haul. 
Colonel Jfimes T. Pierce, president 
of the Black Diamond Coal and Iron 
Company, of Owensboro, Ky., who 
arrived in Birmingham Saturday after- 
noon to spend a few days with his 
brother-in-law, Dr. Robert Jones, 
was the victim of burglars Sunday 
morning, and every indication points 
to the fact that the work was done by 
experts. 

Colonel Pierce was given a room on 
the ground floor of Dr. Jones' resi- 
dence at No. 2204 Fourth avenue, and 
retired to bod about 12 o'clock Satur- 
day night, and being tired from travel- 
ing soon fell asleep. About 4 o'clock 
Sunday morning he awoke with a ter- 
rible headache and noticed that certain 
papers in the room were in disorder, 
but on acoount of the pain in his head 
paid no special attention to the fact 
and went back to bed. After a time 
he again fell asleep and did not wake 
again until the maid called him for 
breakfast, when he discovered that his 
handsome gold watch, containing a 
miniature of his wife and valued at 
$500, was missing, and with it a 
diamond ring set in a Masonic em- 
blem and $45 in money. He at once 
reported the fact to Dr. Jones, and an 
investigation developed the fact that 
the burglars had forced the window to 
the room, having previously attempted 
to enter the house by a rear window. 

Cashier Robbed. 
Cashier Stradford of the Western 
Railroad at Montgomery is short $500 
as a result of the quick work of a thief. 
The cashier counted out the $500 in 
bills, and placing them in an envelope, 
he carefully sealed it, preparatory to 
placing it in the express office for 
shipment to the general office in At- 
lanta. There was no one in the office 
with the cashier at the time and he 
left the package on his desk near a 
window and stepped out into the hall- 
way to call a porter by whom to send 
his valuable package to the express 
office. When the cashier returned 
the package and money were gone, 
and no trace of it has been found. 
Tho theory of the disappearance is 
that the window to the office was raised 
and the money package slipped out. 

Siias P. Rather Dies Suddenly. 

State Senator Silas P. Rather died 
suddenly at 3:10 Saturday afternoon 
at his home in Decatur. The Senator 
had been in ill health for manymonths, 
but took to his bed only Friday, and 
while it was generally known that his 
health was rapidly failing, yethismos* 
intimate friends did not anticipate 
that he was so near to death's door. 
At his death bed were two physicians 
and several friends. The attending 
physicians say that death was due tc 
heart failure. 

Senator Rather was born at Somer- 
ville February 18, 1846, and Morgan 
County has been his constant home, 
He came from a family of lawyers, and 
his ancestors were among the earliest 
settlers of north Alabama. 

J. W. Eubank Commits Suicide. 
James Walker Eubank, of Birming- 
ham, aged 25, ended his life Fridaj 
morning at 9:30 o'clock by sending a 
bullet from a 38 calibre pistol through 
his brain. He is said to have been 
despondent for some time over the 
condition of his health and the fact 
that he was temporarily out of employ- 
ment, and that is supposed to have 
been the cause of the rash act. 

Skilled Workmen Arrive, 
A number of workingmen from 
Niles, Ohio, who will be worked in the 
Bessemer and Ensley districts, ar- 
rived Friday over tho Alabama Great 
Southern railroad. There were twen- 
ty-four men in the party, and they 
will go to work in the puddling de" 
partment of the Bessemer miils, 



Ensley's Steel Mill. 
Five of the furnaces at the steel 
mill have been in steady operation 
for the past six days and a good 
record was made for the week. 
Wednesday one of the new mechani- 
cal gas producers was put into com- 
mission and on the day following the 
five furnaces turned out nearly 600 
tons of steel, which surpasses all for- 
mer records. Beginning next week 
the entire gas plant, including the 
two new producers, will be brought 
into service, and two additional fur- 
naces put into commission, with the 
blooming mill running night and day. 



SIXTY MEN BURNED 

Report that a Turpentine Camp 
is Destroyed. 

SEBIOUS FIRES AT GABSEIS 



New Industries at New Dectur and 
Birmingham, 



Sixty Men Burn to Death in Alabama 
Turpentine Camp. 
A dispatch from Mobile, Ala., dated 
March 15th, says: A crowd of citizens 
of this place are searching Baldwin 
county in an effort to find three ne- 
groes, who, in a spirit of revenge, are 
said to have burned a turpentine camp 
across the bay this morning, causing 
the death of sixty white men and ne- 
groes. Frank C . Prissier rowed to 
Mobile this morning, attired only in 
his underwear and suffering intensly 
from burns. He was the only person 
who escaped from the burning camp. 
He said; 

"I was asleep this morning when a 
choking sensation and intense heat 
aroused me. The log shack in which 
the sixty negroes slept was on fire, as 
was a shed near by, filled with two 
hundred barrels of raw turpentine. 
The trees surrounding us were also 
burning. 

"I yelled to the men as I ran, but 
none answered, and I am sure all per- 
ished. I made my way, barefooted, 
over live coals to the swamp, where I 
found a boat, and in this I rowed to 
the oity. The camp wa» doubtless 
fired by three negros who were dis- 
chared yesterday. They threatened 
to obtain revenge." 

GREAT INDUSTRY FOR DECATUR- 

Improvements Will be Made in the 
Machine Works at That Place. 

The Ivens Machine Works at New 
Decatur, which was built here in boom 
days by Ivens & Sons of New Orleans, 
and which was recently sold to Nash- 
ville parties for the sum of $10,000, is 
to become one of the most extensive 
machine works and foundries in the 
south and will add materially to the 
manufacturing interests of New De- 
catur. Extensive improvements have 
recently been made on the buildings 
and about the grounds, while consid- 
erable new machinery has been added 
to the machine shop, and more is to 
follow. The proprietors will also es- 
tablish a brick factory here with a 
capacity of 80,000 brick a day. The 
brick plant and the foundry and ma- 
chine shop will give employment to 
fully 300 men. The machine shop and 
foundry are now in operation, but at 
present are only employing a small 
force of men. The name of the plant 
has been changed to the North Ala- 
bama Engineering Company. 

FIRES AT GADSDEN. 

Home of Congressman Burnett Was 
Destroyed — Hotel Also Burned. 

Gadsden suffered from fires Friday. 
Congressman John L. Burnett's house 
was destroyed, with a total loss of 
$1500. Nearly all the furniture was 
saved. The fire started from a defect- 
ive flue. A stiff wind was blowing at 
the time, and neighboring houses had 
a narrow escape. A sixteen room two 
story hotel belonging to the Alabama 
Consolidated Cob 1 , and Iron Company 
was destroyed near the furnace. The 
house and contents were a total loss to 
the extent of $3000. 

A congregational meeting was held 
by the members of the First Presby- 
terian church, at Selma, and by a 
unanimous vote a call was extended 
Rev. W. R. Laird, of Danville, Va., to 
fill the vaoant pastorate of the church, 
which has not been filled since Rev. 
Russell Cecil went to Richmond, Va. 



Narrow Escape. 
Arthur Summers, a 16-year old lad, 
of Keener, found an empty flask, sup- 
posed to have Ditro-glycerine in the 
bottom. He washed the same, and 
while drying the bottle it exploded, 
cutting an artery in his right arm. He 
was two miles from home, and fell ex- 
hausted on the doorstep from loss of 
blood. Fortunately a doctor was near 
and saved his life. 

Alabama Town Burns. 
The village of Comer, Barbour 
county, was almost wiped out by fire 
early Friday morning. Nine stores 
were destroyed. There was very lit- 
tle insurance. 



PULLflAN SLEEPERS BURNED. 



Several Men and Women Lost Their 
Clothing; and Vauables. 

The Pullman sleeping oars, Tabita 
»nd Elmer, on a Plant system train 
from Tampa to Jacksonville, were 
completely burned early Sunday 
morning at Buffalo Bluff, seven mile-i 
from Palatka, Fla. The sleepers were 
filled with tourists and all of them 
were asleep at the time of the fire 
So quickly did the flames spread that 
there was practically no time for sav- 
ing clothes or valuables. The first 
section of the train left Tampa at 9 
o'clock Saturday night and was due to 
arrive in Jacksonville at 7 :30 Sunday 
morning. 

When the first seotion neared Buf- 
falo Bluff the two Pullmans were dis 
covered to be on fire. At the time of 
the discovery of the flames they had 
gained such headway that the train 
hurried to Buffalo Bluff for relief. 

The passengers in the burning cars 
were hurried into the other sleepers 
and made as comfortable as possible. 
There were seventeen passengers in 
the two sleepers. In the hurry of 
awakening several people lost their 
elothing. Blankets were loaned to 
those who were so unfortunate as to 
lose their clothing and they remained 
In these until Jacksonville was reached. 
The news had been telegraphed to 
Jacksonville and when the train 
reached the terminal station, Plant 
system and Pullman officials were on 
hand and provided for the wants of 
the passengers. 

The loss in money and jewelry is 
said to be between $10,000 and $15,000 
The total loss is estimated at $60,000. 

AMERICAN CONSUL ARRESTED 



Taken in Custody by Venezuelan 
Officers Without Cause. 



News has been reoeived that the 
United States consular agent at Bar 
celonia, Venezuela, Ignacio Baiz, has 
been arrested by Venezuelan officers 
and imprisoned without adequate 
cause. This is the second time he 
has been treated in this fashion within 
the last five months and he will re 
sign unless protected by the Wash- 
ington government. It appears that 
several sums of money have been 
forced from him by the Venezuelan 
officials under threat of imprisonment. 
The protests of Mr. Baiz to Washing- 
ton seem to have been met with nc 
response thus far. Three months age 
Mr. Loomis, the United States minis- 
ter at Caracas, made a demand upon 
the Venezuelan government for an 
apology for the outrage, but his com- 
munication was quite ignored. 



SHARP NAVAL FIGHT. 



Italian Cruiser and Chinese Pirate 
Junk Come Together. 



Chinese advices give details of a 
sharp fight last month between an 
Italian cruiser and a large junk loaded 
with forty pirates, which was caught 
overhauling a small tradirg junk, a 
portion of whose crew and passengers 
had been killed and injured before the 
cruiser passed the scene. The fight 
ocourred on the coast of Tai Ohou, 
near Che Kiang. The cruiser opened 
fire with machine guns as soon as she 
got within range of the pirate junk 
and bore down so swiftly that only 
eleven out of forty were alive. The 
governor of Ving Po gave the officers 
and crew of the cruiser a handsome 
present of cattle and fresh vegetables. 
Six of the pirates were executed and 
the others were to be beheaded later. 



Navy Department Has Received 
Report of Trial Board. 

The Navy Department has received 
from Admiral Evans the report of the 
naval board on trial trip of the battle- 
ship Alabama, which took place from 
March 11 to 13 off Pensacola, Fla. 
Summing up results, the board says 
that the trial developed no weakness 
or defect in hull or machinery and 
that the ship is built of good material, 
shows good workmanship und no 
breakdown or failure. Tho horse- 
power developed was 7570 and the 
speed made was 15.2 knots, 



VILL GIVE $25,000,000, 



Report That Carnegie Will Endow 
Technological School at Pittsburg: 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 15— The Dis- 
patch says: "Intimate friends of 
Andrew Carnegie say that it is the in- 
tention of the steel master to give at 
least 125,000,000 for the erection of 
buldings and for the endowment of the 
proposed technical school of Pitts, 
burg. It is also declared by those 
who have talked with Mr. Carnegie 
that he intends to make his school the 
finest of its kind in the world, and 
that it will lend as much fame to 
Pittsburg on the theoretical side of 
iron and steel making as his famous 
works have clone in actual practice." 



Russia and England May Fight. 

Tien Tsin, March 15. — Trouble is 
imminent between the English and 
Russian forces unless the Russians 
shall cease to dispute the right of 
British subjects and others under 
British protection to occupy certain 
lands claimed by the Russians under 
their exclusive jurisdiction. 

A dispatch received at London from 
Tien Tsin by Router's Telegraph Com- 
pany, dated from that city Friday at 
2:30 p. m., says : 

"J be Russians are now entrenching 
in the disputed territory, with a com- 
pany of the Hong Kong regiment with 
lixeil bayonets in front, while two 
companies of the Madras Pioneers un- 
der the cammand of Major Johnson 
are held in reserve. 

"Both the Russians and the British 
are awaiting instructions from their 
jovernments. " 



Buidin? Trades Will AH Strike: 
Pittsburg, Pa., March 15. — A gen- 
eral strike has been ordered for all 
trades allied with the Building Trades' 
Council in this vicinity. The order 
is the result of a meeting last night by 
the painters to take action in support 
of the paper hangers. The ordei 
names March 18 as the day for the 
strike. This is the first movement 
toward a general strike in this oity 
which will ultimately involve all 
trades. 



To Settle Trotting Championship. 

Toledo, O., March 15. — It is pro 
posed to pit Croesus, the Abbott, 
Charley Herr and Barolma against 
each other and settle the question ot 
which is the fastest trotter in the 
world. A. J. Walsh has offered to 
bring off the big sweepstakes race at 
Hartford, Conn., next summer. The 
conditions will be $150 a oorner, with 
$20,000 added. The first races will 
be on labor day with Croesus against 
the Abbot and Charley Herr against 
Borolma. 



$5,500,000 for Libraries. 

New York, March 15, — Andrew Car- 
negie, who since retiring from active 
business, has been able to devote his 
time to the founding of libraries, has 
made to New York City the largest 
offer of that kind on record. If New 
York will provide the sites and the 
maintainanco, he has promised to give 
$5,200,000 to establish sixty-five 
branch libraries in this city.

tional Bank of Niles, Mich., was ar- 
rested at Columbus, O., Sunday on a 
oharge of wrecking that institution. 
He was placed in the emergency hos- 
pital at the police station because of 
his physical condition.

A RED HOT CONVENTION 

The Democratic Oounty Conven 
tion . which met iu Columbiana last 
Thursday, was called to order by 
Chairman White, and the executive 
committee named as temperary offi ■ 
cers E. S. Lyman , Chairman, and 
lS T . C. White, secretary, and later 
on the temporary organization was 
made permanent. 

There were 49 delegates in the 
Convention — nine beats being rep- 
resented, 

J. R. Beavers, of Columbiana, 
was nominated by acclamation as 
the Democratic candidate to the 
Constitutional Convention from 
Shelby County. 

The delegates named to the State 
Convention were W. B. Browne, J. 
A. Moore, Dr. E. P, Chandler, Dr. 
J. H. Gunn, J, F. Pope, T. J. Mar- 
tin and J. R. White, and they were 
instructed to use all honorable 
means to secure the nomination of 
Hon.E.S Lyman us Senatorial dele 
gate to the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. They were also instructed to 
vote as a unit on all matters in the 
convention as a majority of the dele- 
gation shonld decide. 

A set of resolutions were intro- 
duced condemning the action of the 
Representative of this county and 
the Senator from this district for 
secretly passing a bill through the 
General Assembly removing the 
court house from Columbiana toCa- 
lera. 

S. H. Gist, of Calera, moved to 
table the resolution, but it was lost 
by a vote of 44 to 5 During the 
argument which followed the Calera 
delegation charged that the county 
commissioners were making prep 
arations for building a court house 
and jail iu Columbiana was why our 
representatives had passed thecourt 
house removal bill. This was denied, 
and Judge Longshore was sent for 
and asked to make a statement re- 
garding thecharge agaiDSt the com- 
missioners. As president of that 
body he said the board had never 
contemplated such a thing — that 
it had never been mentioned 
at any meetiug of the board and 
that he had been present at every 
meetiug since he bad been Probate 
Jud^e. The resolutions were then 
adopted by a vote of 44 to 5. 

W. B. Browne then introduced 
the following resolution: 

Beit resolved, By the Democrats of 
Shelby Counlv, Ala., in convention as- 
sembled, that the nominee o: tins con- 
vention as delegate to the Constitution- 
al Gouvenlion for the State ot Alabama, 
which meets in Montgomery, Ala.^ui 
May of tliis year, be and is l.erebv in- 
structed louse all legal ami honorable 
means lor the smu^lment Or rep, of 
the act of the General Assembly which 
provides for the removal of the county 
site ,.f Shelby county from Columbiana 
to Calera, Ala. And to u=e all legal 



ami honorable means to give the voters 
and tax-payers of Shelby county some 
voice in the location of their county 
site and mine voice in tlm adnimisi ra- 
tion of county finance, .-.« to whether or 
not bonds of the county shall be issued, 
and I he taxes of the tax payers of the 
comity he increased. 

Representative Deans and Sena 
tor Oliver now owe it to the people 
and to themselves to produce the 
evidence furnished them that the 
commissioners intended building a 
court house in Columbiana. The 
charge has been denied and if they 
can produce such evidence it will 
let them down easier. It they can- 
not they will stand condemned as 
Imping acted in bad faith in the 
matter. That the people of the 
county — any couuty--should have a 
voice in any movement looking to 
the removal of the county seat can- 
not be gainsaid. Ty must stand 
the expense of such a movement; 
and as a matter of justice and right 
they should be given a voice in the 
matter. Justice and equity to all 
should govern every act of any offi. 
cial , and we cannot see where, there 
is justice to the people, of Shelby 
county in the passage of the county 
seat bill when less than a half-dozen 
people knew of the action until after 
it was done. There was a law giv- 
ing the psople of the county an 
opportunity to vote upon this mat- 
ter at an election, but the election 
was never called. 

However, we do not commend all 
that the Chronicle said last week of 
Calera and its people. The writer 
has known the people of that little 
town for a number of years, and 
they are largely representative 
people of Shelby county. At the 
same time we think the passage of 
the counay seat bill, and especially 
the manner in which it was accom 
plished, was wrong, and we do not 
believe it will live. 

The county commissioners, at a 
recent meeting, adopted a resolution 
that they would not levy a tax to 
pay the bonds or interest on the 
$30,000 the bill provides for. 



The Democratic State Conven- 
tion met in Montgomery, Tuesday, 
and nominated Hon, Robt. J. Lowe 
and Hon. Frank S. White, of Jeff- 
erson, Hon. John B. Knox, of Cal- 
houn, and Hon. Wm. C. Oates, of 
Montgomery, as delagates at lar< 
to the Constitutional Convention 
to be held in May. There were 
three candidates from this Senator 
ial district — E S. Lyman, of Shel- 
by, Tipton Mullius. of Chilton, and 
John H. Parker, of Elmore. The 
first ballot resulted in 127-$- votes 
for Mulling, 205 for Parker and 
for Lyman. The name of the 
latter was withdrawn and the sec- 
ond ballot resulted iu the election 
of Parker over Mullius by a vote of 
2581 to 238£.

The stockade on trie convict farm 
was destroyed by fire about nine 
o'clock Thursday night, and the en- 
tire building and enclosure was 
burned to the ground. The stockade 
contained about fifteen prisoners, 
and all were marched out of the 
bu ning prison. Only one prisoner 
wsenped, the hounds run hita until 
day light, when they lost the trail 
in the swamps which were covered 
with water. The fire will eutail 
quite a loss, as we understand there 
was no insurance on the building. 
It is not known whether the build- 
ing was set on fire by the prisoners 
or whether it caught from a defec- 
tive flue. — Cetiterville Press.

CYCLONE, 



Twenty Persons' Killed and 
Forty Injured. 



Tornado Sweeps Southern Sec. 
tion of Birmingham. 



Hundreds of Houses Torn Into Frag- 
ments and Much Other Prop- 
erty Destroyed. 



A fearful tornado, in all the fury of 
its pent-up rage, swept down upon the 
southern section of Birmingham short- 
ly before 10 o'clock Monday morning 
and in its ruthless course up the 
valley left death and destruction in 
its wake. The frowning storm king 
summoned all the wrath at his com- 
mand and with an awlul grinding roar 
tore hundreds of houses into fragments 
and claimed twenty human lives, the. 
price of his unwelcome visit. 

Twenty persons were crushed and 
killed by the flying debris and scores 
of men, women and children were 
mangled beneath the wreckage, whioh 
was strewn from east to west for a 
distance of more than two miles. 

It is estimated that 500 houses wyre 
destroyed and damaged, entailing a 
property loss of between $300,000 and 
$500,000. 

Among the dead are Dr. G. C. 
Chapman, one of the moBt prominent 
physiciaos of the city, and the wife 
and child of Hon. E. J. Lowe, chair- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee. 

The fearful catastrophe has cast a 
gloom over the entire city, but will- 
ing hands have set to work to relieve 
the suffering and distress that sends 
up its pitiful cry from the pathway 
of the fitorm.

Grambs' mother-in-law ; Carrie Elin, 
colored, W. P. Dickinson, medical 
student, conousion of brain. 

A terrific rain storm followed the 
w;»)d and greatly retarded the work 
of relief, which was immediately be- 
gun by an army of volunteer rescuers. 
Path of tlie Storm. 

The storm struck the city in the ex- 
treme southwestern corner and plowed 
its way eastward, leaving a path 150 
feet wide through the entire southern 
section, extending from Green Springs 
on the left to Avondale on the east. 
It continued its course onward until 
its fury was spent in the mountain be- 
yond Irondale. 

The morning deiwnod cloudy and 
sultry and grew more ihreatening as 
the day advanoed. Clouds began to 
gather, and shortly after 9 o'clock 
sharp lightning flashed from the south- 
west. The air became heavy and 
stifling, and it was evident that a 
storm was brewing, but no one 
dreamed that it would burst with such 
fury upon the city a few minutes later. 
The volocity of the wind began to in- 
crease, and suddenly from out of the 
overcast sky the funnel-shaped cloud 
made its descent, and, huggingclose to 
the earth, passed through the city in 
leaps and bounds, leaviDg death and 
desolation in its pathway. 

The altitude of the cyclone was not 
more than seventy-Gve feet. The 
negro shanties and cottages in the 
lowlands in the path of the storm were 



the principal sufferers. The larger 
residences on the higher ground suf- 
fered but slightly. The large trees 
on the hillside of the St. Vincent's 
Hospital were torn up by the roots, 
and large masses of stone wore twisted 
ou'u of the ground, and broken and 
scattered all over the driveways of the 
entrance to the institution. 

Like a Rubber Ball. 

From Eighth to Tenth street the 
wind devil bounded like a rubber ball, 
and when it again descended it struck 
a two-story house occupied by Joseph 
Busenhelhner and almost razed it to 
the ground. 

Onward the wind sped in its fury, 
demolishing trees and fences, until it 
reached Eleventh street, where it 
swept through a small pine grove, tear- 
ing the trees up by the roots and hurl- 
ing them through the air like arrows. 
Beyond the grove the storm cloud 
swooped down upon a negro settle- 
ment and the frail cabins were crush- 
ed like egg shells, not one being left 
in the pathway of the tornado. East- 
ward the storm swept, cutting its 
way through another strip of woods, 
striking the Second Presbyterian 
Church at the corner of Avenue H 
and Fifteenth street, almost demol- 
ishing the struoture. The pews were 
piled on the top of the debris, a small 
oak table which was used in the ros- 
trum being deposited on the topmost 
point of the wreckage. 

The storm then struck the more 
thickly settled residence portion of 
the city, and its work of destruction 
increased. It left the two blocks 
bounded by Eighteenth and Twentieth 
streets and Humbolt and Avenue H a 
total wreck. With a few exceptions 
all of the houses in that territory were 
hurled to the ground and the scene 
now presented is one of complete 
desolation. 

A Sad Fatality. 

One of the saddest fatalities of the 
day was the death of the little 4-year- 
old child of H. B. Hudson, near Nine- 
teenth street and Humbolt avenue. 
Mrs. Hudson, aocompanied by another 
child, had gone to the city at the time 
of the storm, leaving the younger 
child at home with the negro cook. 
Both were killed among the falling 
timbers of the house. 

In crossing Twentieth street the 
terrific wind snapped the big poles of 
the Bell Telephone Campany as if they 
were pipe stems, and they fell to the 
street below taking heavy cables with 
them, and seriously impairing the te- 
lephone communication for a large 
section of the South Highlands. This 
faot prevented the anxious head of 
many a family living in that distriot 
from communicating with their home, 
and the consequence was that great 
numbers of distraoted husbands and 
fathers were soon hurrying to the 
Highlands to see what misfortune, if 
any, had happened to their ?*va<! enes. 

The wind here seemed to veer 
upward and for a space of a blook di«! 
but little damage. 

Destruction on Brown's Hill. 

Brown's Hill lay in the path of the 
storm, and within two or three blocks 
nearly a hundred houses were demol- 
ished and several lives lost and a 
number of persons more or less seri- 
ously injured. The houses in that 
part of town were mostly one-story 
cottages and went down with the first 
gust of wind, burying their occu- 
pants under the wreckage. In its ec- 
centrio course the tornado seemed to 
strike that section with renewed 
force. A great many of these cot- 
tages were owned by their occupants, 
who lost everything in the world they 
possessed when their houses and their 
furniture were destroyed. 

At Avondale. 

After leaving Birmingham the storm 
struck Avondale at the extreme south- 
ern end, and fortunately did not pas? 
through a very populous distriot. The 
residents of Faggot's Hill were the 
principal sufferers, though there were 
no deaths reported. Those injured 
were Miller Harbin, Mrs. Harbin and 
child, Mr. Flynn, Mrg, J. J. Hendon, 
Miss Jennie Sheldon, Mrs. Mann, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lowery, and others — less 
several injured. 

There were about twelve houses de- 
stroyed, aud the property damage is 
estimated at about $5,000. 

Storm Visits Pratt City. 
Trait City, March 25.— Pratt City 
was visited this morning by the moat 



serious and destructive cyolone in its 
history. About 7;15 o'clook dark and 
heavy clouds were seen scudding 
across the hoaven3 irom the south- 
west, and a few minutes later a rum- 
bling, roaring sound heralded the ap- 
proach of a most terrific storm. The 
first thing it struck in its path was 

the tipple and houses of mine No. 6. 
In a minute's time they were swept to 

destruation, so crippling the mine that 

it had to eu3pond operations. Thenoe 

in a northeasterly direction, it struck 

the West Highlands of Pratt City. 

and a three-room house was lifted off 

its pillars and set on the ground. It 

then demolished the colored church 

in that vicinity, leaving nut a "stone 

upon a stone." 

The cyclone seems here to have 

skipped about a half mile of a thickly 

populated locality, and descending in 

the heart of the city, blew the steeple 

off the Southern Methodist church, 

and otherwise so seriously injuring it 

that it is considered a total loss, and 
will have to be rebuilt anew; tore the 
roof from the new high school build- 
ing; unroofed one saloon, I. Bonfeld's 
dry goods store, the Birmingham 
Southern depot and T. C. I. com- 
missary; jumped the north side of 
First street, and alighting on the 
drift track, wrecked innumerable 
negro houses and left desolation in its 
wake. There is one negro reported 
dead and another negro injured. 
Nearly every church in town was 
damaged. Besides the Southern 
Methodist, which was so badly 
wrecked, the First Presbyterian was 
twisted nearly off its pillars; St. 
James A. M. E. church lost its steeple 
Rising Star Baptist church was badly 
injured ; and three other colored 
churohes on the drift track were more 
or less seriously damaged. The loss 
will run up into the thousands. 
At Irondale. 

After leaving Gate City, the storm 
itrnck Irondale, a mile or two further 
on, shortly uftar 10 o'clock, and very 

nearly demolished that prosperous 
little town. There were four killed, 
and the total property damage is esti- 
mated at about $18,000. 

The dead are George Gardner and 
three unknown negro children.

The steamship Styria, cotton laden, 
from New Orleans to Trieste and 
Vienna, went on the r,ocks Friday at 
French reef, forty miles south of 
Miami, Fla. It is reported that she 
is bilged. Word was sent to Key West 
for pumps and wreckers went immedi- 
ately to the scene.

Nine years ago 
James Tod, of Warren, a nephew of 
War Governor Tod, disappeared from 
Dayton, O. One clay the past week 
his skeleton was found near Spruce 
creek, in Florida, and was identified 
by gold fillings in his teeth, a watch 
and a ring of keys. 



A Miner Killled. 
R. M. McDonald, a white miner, 
was killed at Blossburg Wednesday 
evening at 7:30 o'clock, being run 
over by a train on the Southern rail- 
road. McDonald was walking along 
the track and the train which killed 
him baoked upon him. He was hor- 
ribly mutilated, both legs and both 
arms being cut off and his head 
mashed.

Reported Frauds in Cmmissary 
Department. 

Manila, March 31. — Interest in the 
oapture and fate of Aguinaldo is well 
nigh overshadowed in Manila by sen*- 
sational developments, present and 
prospective, of frauds in tho oommis- 
sary department. How widely these 
extend has not yet been ascertained, 
but enough is already known to justify 
the belief that they are far-reaohing, 

Captain Frederiok J. Barrows, of 
the Thirtieth Volunteer Infantry,, 
quartermaster of the department of 
Southern Luzon, together with seven 
oommissary sergeants, several civilian 
clerks, a prominent government oon* 
tractor, the assistant manager of the 
Hotel Oriente, the proprietors of 6hree 
of the largest bakeries in Manila, a 
number of store keepers and other 
persons have been arrested. The in- 
vestigation has scarcely begun, but 
thousands of sacks of flour, a quan- 
tity of bacon and wagon loads of other 
goods, all bearing government markss 
have been found in the possession of 
unauthorized persons. 

It is alleged that the flontraotor in 
question, who has been doing a busi- 
ness approximating $100,000 a month, 
has spent huge sums in|entertaining 
officers. 

A prominent Commissary officer is 
accused ef l.eading a scandalously im- 
moral life. 

It is asserted that large quantities 
of stores have been lost or stolen in 
transit, and also that there is a short- 
age in the commissary department. 

New scandals are developing daily. 
Illicit transactions have been traced 
back to June, 1900, and it is possible 
that there are others of earlier date. 

The exorbitant.tariff on provisions 
makes the surreptitious sale of com- 
missary supplies immensely profit- 
able. 

It is understood other United States 
officers may be arrested.

Fire on the Gunboat Petrel Causes 
Death of Commander. 



Cavite, March 21. — At 7o'clookthis 
morning a fire was discovered in the 
sailroom of the United States gunboat 
Petrel, Lieutenant Commander Jesse 
Mims Roper commanding. The aall- 
room is a small compartment adjoin- 
ing the magazine. The heat was in- 
tense, the smoke suffocating and the 
flames difficult to extinguish. 

Lieutenant Commander Roper was 
the first to descend into the hold, but 
he was forced te return to the deck, 
Others then went down. Seaman 
Patrick Toner was prostrated and 
about to perish, when Lieutenan 
Commander Roper endeavored to res- 
cue him and was suffocated in the at- 
tempt. 

Lieutenat Josiah Sutts McKean suc- 
ceeded in bringing the body of Lieu- 
tenant Cammander Roper to the deck, 
Twonty-two of the crew were pros- 
trated — Toner, Evans, Faherty, Lar- 
son, Kessler, Cahey, Burton, Smith, 
Sullivan and Forbson seriously, but 
all will recover. 

The contents of the sail room were 
destroyed, but the damage to the gun- 
boat was slight. The origin of the

JEFFERSON HOTEL BURNED. 



Cost a Million Dollars— No Lives 
Lost. 



ntehmond, Va., Maroh 30.— The 
Jefferson Hotel, one of the most im- 
poeing buildings in Richmond, was 
praotioally swept out of existanoe by 
fire early today. All that remains oi 
the magnificent struoture, which was 
built and furnished at a cost of over 
$1,000,000, are the two clock towers 
and part of the oourt fronting on 
Franklin street. 

The fire was discovered near mid- 
night, high up In the Main street por- 
tion of the building, and was not at 
first considered dangerous, The ho- 
tel apparatus was brought into play, 
but the hose burst. 

The flames spread rapidly and mes- 
sengers were sent through the build- 
ing to awaken the guests, many of 
whom had to be dragged out of bed, 
There was a general rush toward the 
Franklin street side. The depart- 
ment worked hurriedly but under the 
greatest difficulty owing to the height 
of the building. In the Franklin 
street section were a number of very 
valuable piotures and valentines and 
a marble statue of Jefferson. The 
statue was saved minus the head and 
the piotures were gotten out as was 
also much of the drapery and furni- 
ture. All the guests got out safely. 

Mr. Richards, a traveling man, of 
Danville, Va. , was the only guest 
hurt. He fell down a flight of stairs 
andjbroka his leg. A boy named Rob- 
ertson is missing. It is feared he 
was caught in the burning building. 
Several firemen were more or less in- 
jured but none seriously. The insur- 
ance on the building is about $650,- 
000. It is not known whether the 
hotel will be rebuilt. 

The Jefferson was opened six years 
ago and was one of the finest hotels 
in tne South. It occupied a full half 
block and was regarded as practically 
fire-proof. The fire originated in the 
linen room, supposedly from a defec- 
tive electric light wire. The majority 
of the guests lost their baggage. 



SINKING FUND. 



Court Says Central of Georgia Must 
Pay About $5o,000. 



Macon, Ga., Maroh 30. — Judge 
Speer, in the United States Oourt to- 
day, decided that the Central of 
Georgia Railroad Company should pay 
about $50,000 recei red from th« Port 
Royal and Augusta Railroad Company 
as a sinking fund to be used toward 
paying off the eighty-one second 
mortgage bonds indorsed by the old 
Central Railway and Banking Com- 
pany of Georgia. 

Judge Speer held that no matter if 
the old Central Railroad and Banking 
Company was at reorganization in- 
solvent, the new company could not 
escape the payment of the money that 
had been entrusted to the old com. 
pany as a sinking fund to protect the 
Port Royal and Augusta bonds; that 
as it received the money, no oourt of 
equity could overlook the fact that the 
money constituted a trust fund to be 
applied as direoted.

A Delicious Salad. 

A delicious salad may be made of the 
turkey meat. Cut the meat into dice 
and mix with it an equal Quantity of 
celery. Season with salt, paprika, on- 
ion juice and capers, and serve on let- 
tuce leaves with a mayonnaise dress- 
ing, to which some whipped cream has 
been added. Both white and dark meat 
may be used, and if the supply is small 
very tender veal will not detract from 
the flavor. 



A Compote of Quincei. 

For a compote of quinces peel, quar- 
ter and core six tha,t are ripe and 
sound and boil them in water enough 
to keep them from burping until they 
are tender. Remove the pieces of fruit 
and make a syrup of one-half cupful of 
water and one-half cupful of sugar. 
Then add the fruit and boil for five 
minutes. Remove the quinces to a glass 
dish and boil the syrup until It is 
thick. When it is cool pour it over the 
quinces. 

Fricassee of lamb. 

A delicious fricassee of lamb may be 
made by cutting the neck and shoul- 
der into small pieces, dredging it with 
flour which has boon seasoned with 
salt and pepper, and sauteing it in but- 
ter until it is brown. The next step is 
to a|Jd to it hot water to more than 
c»ver it, and cook slowly until the 
meat falls from the bones. Remove 
the bones, wjturn the meat to the stew- 
pan, add a el^ce of onion, a small to- 
mato and oook for half an hour. Re- 
move the onion, put the meat in the 
ceHtre of the platter and arrange 
dumplings around it. Serve the sauce, 
of which there should be plenty, in a 
gravy boat, separately. 



Spring Chicken with Oysters. 

Singe and draw a small, tender 
chicken of about two pounds; wipe it, 
inside and out, with a wet towel; cut 
the neck close to the breast, leave the 
skin over the breast long to envelop 
tbe breast; out the legs clpee to the 
body, and cut them In tw6; cut the 
body in elx pieces. Leave tl*e breast 
and wings in one piece. Put one and a 
half tablespoons of butter in an earth- 
en coootte, put it on the ohaflng dlehi 
stand directly over the flame. When 
the butter has melted put in first all 
the dark meat and the carcass-; six 
minutes after put in the breast. Sea- 
son with one level teaspoon of salt, one 
level saltspoon of pepper; cook 20 min- 
utes uncovered, not too fast, and tak- 
ing care to turn and baste each piece, 
so that every one shall become of a 
golden brown. Meanwhile prepare one 
quart of oysters, drain off the liquor, 
put them in boiling water one minute; 
dry them well with a towel, remove 
the tendons, trim, and after the chick- 
en has cooked 20 minutes add them to 
it. Make room in the cocotte, so that 
the oysters will go to the bottom; cook 
three minutes after putting in the oys- 
ters. With the fork arrange nicely all 
the pieces, putting the breast on the 
top with some of the nicest oysters 
over it. Serve from the cocotte. If 
not at hand, the chafiing aish oould be 
used instead, allowing four minutes 
less for the cooking. — Harper's Bazar. 



Household Hints. 

Tomato soup is improved by a few 
slices of oranges just before serving. 

A thick felt under the table cloth 
avoids noise and saves wear on the 
cloth. 

(Jnions are particularly healthful, 
and should be indulged in more fre- 
quently than they are. 

To make tough meats tender put a 
spoonful of vinegar into the water in 
which they are boiling. 

To remove grease spots from silk 
moisten the spots with chloroform and 
rub with a cloth till dry. 

Excellent dishcloths may be made 
from o\d white Holland curtains after 
' he" stiffening has been boiled out. 

Newspapers moistened and torn into 
bits and strewn over a matting cov- 
ered floor will aid greatly in the sweep- 
ing. 

Soiled white fur can be cleaned by 
rubbing it in successive changes of 
flour and then hanging it for a time in 
the open air. 

Black silk and black satin are great- 
ly improved by wiping them with spir- 
its of wine diluted with a little water, 
and wipe it on the right side. 

In a room flooded with sunshine it 
is wisest to use wall paper in which 
green predominates. With so much 
light repose and toning are needed. 

A small novelty in table furnishing 
is the cold meat platter, which is per- 
fectly flat like a bureau tray, but with 
a similar but slighter upright rim. 

Currant jelly and turnips are the 
natural accompaniments of mutton. A 
pretty way to serve the turnips is to 
cut them fh two after they are cooked, 
scoop them into cup shapes and fill 
with green peas. 

If the point or end of the breast bone 
next the vent of any fowl, game bird, 
etc., bends easily to pressure, you can 
safely say the bird is young. If the 
bird be broken or doctored, then nip 
the flesh across butt of wings or neck, 
between finger and Miumb, when the 
fingers will sink into the flesh of the 
bird if it is young.

THE BDIL MINERS GET U MlUl 

Commission Appointed for Purchase 
of Westorn Flor,da— S. 11. lluck to 
Become Postofflco Inspector- 
Sad Death of a Little Boy. 

Mining; Experts Have Discovered Four 
Seams of Fine Coal. 

Experienced coal mining experts 
who have been prospecting on the 
lands of T. H. Aldrich, located in the 
vicinity of Bessemer, report the dis- 
covery of four seams of fine coal 
twenty feet thick altogether. The re- 
port makes some wonderful disclos- 
ures. The Pratt vein, about four and 
u half feet thick, was followed for sev- 
eral miles. Below this was discovered 
the Americus seam, from three to 
three and a half feet thick, and still 
below this the wonderful Blue Creek 
seam, over ten feet thick, five and a 
half feet without a parting. And still 
below this is the Black Creek seam. 
It is said to be the intention of Mr. 
Aldrich and associates to open up this 
property at once. 

Hanged in Egffly. 
Some parties at Daphne, Baldwin 
county, last week hanged in effigy 
Representative George H. Hoyle, of 
that county. The hanging was an ex- 
pression of their disfavor at the action 
of Hoyle in having the county seat 
removed from Daphne to Bay Minette 
at the last session of the legislature. 
It is said that the hanging was done 
by irresponsible youths. A fight is 
being made in the courts to prevent 
the moving of the county seat, and 
work which has begun on a new court 
house at Bay Minette has been 
stopped pending the outcome of the 
legal battle. 



The University Bulletin. 
Volume one, No. 1, of the "Univer- 
sity Bulletin," the quarterly publica- 
tion which will hereafter be issued by 
the State University, has been issued 
imd is a splendid pamphlet of sixty- 
three pages.

Found a Skeleton.

Who he was or how he 
came to be buried there is not known. 
There are indications that the body 
has been under ground at that point 
many years, possibly thirty years, 
though some of the teeth in the skull 
show good preservation.

Miners' Strike Settled. 
The strike at the Patterson mines 
at Blossburg, which commenced last 
Monday, beoause tho men claimed 
that they were entitled to yardage in 
an entry which was being worked as 
n room by the company, has been de- 
clared off and all hands have returned 
to work. President Edward Flynn, 
of the Alabama District, United Mine 
Workers of America, was at Blossburg 
Friday, and it is stated that an amic- 
able agreement was arrived at and the 
men were ordered to return to work. 
There were between 400 and 560 men 
directed through the strike. 



GEN "TIGE" ANDERSON DEAD. 
Passes Away at His Home in Anniston 

Gen. Georgo T. Anderson, familiarly 
known as "Tige" Anderson, died at 
his home in Anniston Thursday and 
was buried at Edgemont Cemetery 
Friday. There was a large attendance 
at the funeral, the Confederate Vet- 
erans attending in a body. Before he 
died General Anderson requested that 
he be buried in the coat in which he 
surrendered at Appomattox, and this 
request was complied with. 

General Anderson was a brigade 
commander under General Longstreet 
in the civil war and was famed among 
the soldiers of the Virginia and West- 
ern armies for his oourage and for his 
strong devotion to friends. 

As a boy ho enlisted from Newton 
county, Georgia, his birthplace, in tfes 
Georgia troops, who fought through 
the Mexican war. 

At the beginning of the civil war 
General Anderson was one of the very 
first to enlist. He entered into the 
army of the Confederacy with the 
same dash and spirit that had charac- 
terized his conduct during the battles 
in Mexico, and was soon made a brig- 
adier as a reward for personal brav- 
ery. It was not long before his fierce 
lighting and his daring earned for him 
the title of "Tige," and this remained 
with him during the war until it so 
fastened itself upon him that even af- 
ter the hostilities had become a thing 
of the past, the title clung to the gal- 
lant hero. 

In 1869 he moved to Atlanta, and 
was appointed to the head of the po- 
lice department. The department at 
that time was small, but the pace was 
fast, and General Anderson kept up 
with it. Later he severed his connec- 
tion with the Atlanta police depart- 
ment and went to Alabama. 

After leaving Atlanta he went to 
Tuscaloosa where he engaged in the 
mercantile business. He moved to 
Anniston in 1888 and became chief of 
police, and was city clerk at the time 
of his death. 

In alighting from a moving train in 
the union depot in Anniston a few 
years ago he fell and fractured his 
thigh, from which accident he 
never recovered, being forced to use 
crutches. The direct cause of his 
death, however, was a bladder trouble 
from which he has suffered for several 
years and which had caused him 
great trouble at various times. 

Wages Went Up. 
The wages of coal miners in the em- 
ploy of the Tennessee Coal, Iron <& 
Railroad company, the Sloss-Sheffield 
Steel & Iron company and others of 
this district, have been advanced 2j 
cents per ton for this month. The 
committee of miners from the Sloss- 
Sheffield Steele & Iron company met 
in Birmingham when the above con- 
clusion was reached and promulgated 
as far as that company was concerned, 
the average price of pig iron being 
$10.59. 

Sensational Arrests at Ensley. 
Two highly sensational arrests 
were made at Ensley, the parties be- 
ing J. A. Shivers, a well known young 
man, and Mrs. Daisy Smith, a young 
married woman. The parties are 
charged with stealing $800 worth of 
commissary checks from the Ensley 
Liquor Company. To add to the 
tragedy in the situation, the young 
man is said to have attempted to cut 
his throat when arrested, declaring 
that he preferred death to disgraoe. 

The offices of tax-collector and city 
treasurer of Ensley have been com- 
bined owing to the failure of the col- 
lector who was recently elected to 
make the required bond. The duties 
of both offices will be performed by 
Mr. Lee White, who was elected treas- 
urer at the last election. 



Child Ate Pills Containing Strychnine. 

The little 3-year-old son of Mr. A. 
A. Feltus, of 2516 First avenue, Bir- 
mingham, ate sixty-seven pills con- 
taining belladonna and stryohnia. 
The dose threw the child into convul- 
sions and death resulted in a few 
hours despite the best efforts of sev- 
eral physicians.

The President Regards Russia's Act 
as Another Prool of Desire fur 
Harmony. Allen Will Con- 
tinue as Governor ol Por- 
to Rico. Other Items 
of Interest. 



Governor Allen, of Porto Ri :o, afte* 
an hour's conference wth the President, 
announced that he would return to 
Porto Rico about May 1st, and will 
eontinue as Governor of the island at 
the request of the President. 



Osborn Deignan, who the President 
last week appointed a boatswain, is 
•ne of the sailors who accompanied 
Naval Constructor Hobson on the fa- 
mous Merrimac expedition into Santi- 
ago bay while the harbor was being 
blockaded by the American fleet . It 
was the desire of the President to rew T ard 
Deignan for his bravery on that occa- 
sion by appointing him a naval cadet 
it Annapolis, but it was found that he 
was not eligible. 



In the cabinet the President made 
he first announcement that Mr. Knox 
aad accepted the post of attorney gen- 
eral. His commission was signed im- 
mediately after the President had in- 
formed his advisers of their new col- 
league's acceptance. 



The first of the new type of 5-inch 
naval guns, designed for cruisers of the 
Denver class, was tested at the Indian 
Bead proving ground with very satis- 
factory results. A projectile weighing 
60 pounds was fired with a powder 
charge of 26 pounds. The energy ob- 
tained is sufficient to pierce seven inch- 
as of Krupp armor at the muzzle and 
five inches of Krupp armor at 2,000 
yards. 

The determination of the Russian 
government not to press to a conclusion 
the negotiations begun some time ago 
with the Chinese government in regard 
to Manchuria has naturally given great 
gratification to the government of the 
United States. The President is un- 
derstood to recognize in this act of the 
Czar another proof of his sincere regard 
for harmony with the powers now en- 
gaged in negotiations in China and his 
determination to do nothing to deter 
the speedy and satisfactory conclusion 
af these negotiations. 



Important developments in the Ober- 
lin M. Carter case are likely to occur 
within a few days. Carter is now 
serving a sentence of five years' impris- 
onment in the government penitenti- 
ary at Leavenworth, Kas., charged 
with gigantic swindling operations 
against the government. Up to the 
time ha was convicted, Carter was un- 
der the jurisdiction and was prosecuted 
by the War Department. Since then 
the civil authorities of the govrnment, 
acting througlf the Department of Jus- 
tice have been quietly but vigorously 
and relentlessly tracing step by step the 
money Carter stole, and now have the 
great bulk of it located and are 
about ready to recover it and turn 
it back into the Treasury.

RUSSIA WITHDRAWS TRbATY 



To Avoid Conflict With Japan at the 
Present Juncture. 



According to information that reach- 
es Paris from a source regarded as of 
unquestionable authenticity, Russia 
has withdrawn the proposed Manchu- 
rian treaty with China. This step 
is attributed to the personal instiga- 
tion of Emperor Nicholas, and is ac- 
cepted as evidence of his determina- 
tion to avoid at the present juncture 
any conflict with Japan. 

Coupled with this news comes the 
•tatement that Russia does not deem 
it expedient to withdraw any of hti 
troops now in Manchuria and intends 
to maintain the statu quo thereuntil 
such a government can be established 
at Pekin strong and stable enough to 
inspire Russian confidence for tho fu- 
ture. 



The Sixth Gusher Oil Well Struck. 

The sixth gusher oil well has been 
added to the Beaumont field and it is 
reported the finest well yet struck. 
The well is located on a tract of land 
belonging to the Higgins Oil Com- 
pany. It is 1,000 feet deep and shows 
a pressure of eighty pounds to the 
square inch, which is said to exceed 
the pressure in the Luous well whict 
heretofore maintained the record ol 
being the greatest producer in the 
world. After the oil was struck the 
pipe was permitted to sink until it 
struck the bottom and it rested aftei 
forty feet had gone down. The dril- 
lers then bored four feer to what they 
jay is a bed of absolutely pure sul- 
phur. In two of the other gushers 
sulphur was struok before the oil was 
readied, drillers of the Beatty well re- 
porting that they went through seven- 
ty feet of that substance. The Hig- 
gins well, however, demonstrates that 
the oil lake theory is a fact and it is 
of interest to know that at one place 
it least the lake is forty feet deep. 
The new gusher is located about 800 
faot from tbe Luoas gusher.

Three-Cent Pieces Will Have a Mark ot 
Indicate Tbelr Value. 

The United States is about to begin 
the coinage of a 3-cent piece for use 
particularly in the west and southwest. 
It will be of nickel, about the size of 
a 6-cent piece, but in the center of it 
will be a hole about a Quarter of an 
inch in diameter. This will enable one 
to distinguish it by the feel even in 
the dark. As is "well known, only the 
gold coins are made on a <basis of 
value equal to their denominations. 
The cent, for instance, is not worth, 
as metal, a fraction of that amount. 
The nickel is not cither. All are 
stamped from blanks which the gov- 
ernment buys by contract. SilveT 
coins were originally of the same value 
as the metals, but silver has dropped 
so that a "cart wheel" dollar is only 
worth about 50 cents. Gold is worth 
cent for cent. With the beginning of 
the new year a new series of coinaga 
began. All the old dies with 1900 on 
them were destroyed— that is, the face 
was. On New Year's day more than 
1,200 of the dies were made useless; 
the faces were ground off them with 
an emery wheel. Ever sinca then 
brand-new diee have been used. These 
old dies were from all the various 
mints and the work of destroying their 
faces and reworking new ones was 
done at the Philadelphia mint.

State Board Increases Assessed 
Values of Railroad Property. 

DECREASE IN THE IHOI INDUSTHY. 

Fifty of North's Most Distinguished 
Citizens Will Ccme South This 
Month— Huntsville Expects 
Rural Free Delivery. 

Shipments of Iron and Steel. 

The shipments of pig iron from the 
Birmingham district in March of the 
present year show a decrase of nearly 
7,000 tons as compared with the ship- 
ments in March 1900, but the the ship- 
ments from Alabama and Tennessee, 
the Sheffield district, coming under 
the latter classification were about 15,- 
000 tons greater than in the correspond- 
ing month last year. The shipments 
of cast iron pipe have increased greatly. 



Rural Mail Delivery. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce in Huntsville, 
was held and in his opening speech 
President Pratt said that several indus- 
trial enterprises have representatives 
there looking for locations. Con- 
gressman William Richardson ad- 
dressed the meeting and said he ex- 
pected that within the next two weeks 
the Postal Department will order the 
rural free delivery service extended in 
Madieon county. 

Prominent Party to Visit Tuskegee 

Robhert C. Ogden, partner of John 
Wanamaker, is to bring at his own ex- 
pense a large and distinguished party 
of northern people to visit the Tuskegee 
Normal and Industrial Institute on 
April 22 and 23. On April 22 the ex- 
ercises in connection with the dedica- 
tion of Dorothy Hall will take place, 
and Rev. E. Winchester Donald, rector 
of Trinity churcu? Boston, will deliver 
the principal adress. On April 23 there 
will D6 an industrial exhibition, and 
one of the speakers on this occasion 
will be Rev. Charles H. Parkhurst of 
New York. 



Railroads Get Heavy Tax Raise. 

The State Board of Assessment has 
completed its work, and the result 
shows a very material increase in the 
assessed value of railroad property in 
Alabama as compared with last year. 
The total assessed value of railroads is 
shown to be $50,742,457.23, an in- 
crease over the assessment for 1900 of 
$2,564,118.40. There seems to have 
been a general tendency in the board 
to increase assessments all along the 
line, the Southern and Alabama Great 
Southern railways coming in for the 
greatest increase. These lines are in- 
creased by more than $1,000,000. The 
Louisville and Nashville and tne Central 
of Georgia are largely increased, but 
this is because of new lines built by 
those roads during the year. 

Drank Wood Alcohol in Coffee. 
A city prisoner died in Anniston 
nnder very strange circumstan:es. 
George A. Dane, white, was working 
out a sentence on the streets of the 
city. His wife brought his breakfast 
to him including a bottle of liquid sup- 
posed to have been coffee, but which 
it afterwards transpired, was coffee 
mixed with wood alcohol. The man 
drank it and went to work. Later he 
became very ill and was taken to his 
home, corner of Brown and Fourteenth 
streets, where he died. His wife 
claims she made the coffee in a skillet 
over a fire made with green wood, and 
thought possibly something may have 
been in the skillet that made her hus- 
band sick. A great deal of msytery 
surrounds the strange case and an in- 
vestigation of the matter is now being 
made by the police. 



Women Remove Hats. 

Rev. Sam P. Jones is in Anniston 
and in the Auditorium has begun a big 
revival meeting that is to continue for 
ten days. Fully 2,300 people gathered 
in the large building to hear the noted 
evangelist, and hundreds stood in the 
aisles, while many were turned away 
at his first service. The first thing 
Sam P. Jones did was to make the wo 
men present take off their hats, and at 
the same time saying: "You can't 
come here and keep on those great big 
things and bother those sitting back 
of yon.

Also inviting those who desire 
to make propositions to the company in 
regard to furnishing a working capitol 
to operate the furnace of the concern 
situated in Anniston. It is thought 
that the Woodstock people will soon 
make arrangements to put in blast the 
two iron making plants, which for sev- 
eral years have remained idle.

It is learned through apparently re- 
liable sources that the Tidewater 
branch of the Mobile and Ohio Rail- 
road, extending from Tuscaloosa to 
Tidewater, will be continued on to 
Brookwood, passing through Searless, 
the opening of the Central Iron and 
Coal Company's mines.

M. D. Mayer Dead. 
Mr. M. Benjamin Mayer, managing 
editor of the Age-Herald, died Sunday 
morning after a severe attack of pneu- 
monia. Mr. Mayer was afflicted with 
a cold on Friday April 5, and ar 8 
o'clock that evening went to his room 
where he has suffered intensely for 
eight days. The fearful malady spread 
throughout his system and though every 
device known to medical science was 
resorted to he could not be saved, 
and passed away at 2 :40 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. Mr. Mayer was 28 
years of age and has for several years 
been quite prominent in journalistic 
circles. 



POPULAR SCIENCE. 

The fastest of the thousands of 
clouds whose speeds were measured 
by Professor Bigclow was darting 
through the upper air at the enormous 
velocity of 198 miles an hour. This 
was a cirrolumulus cloud— one of the 
mackerel sky class— observed in De- 
cember. 

The supply of clams on the New 
England coast is diminishing. Exten- 
sive areas which four or five years ago 
produced great numbers of clams are 
now practically barren. The demand 
has increased at such a rate that too 
large a number of seed clams have 
been removed, and extinction quickly 
follows and the beds do not recover 
themselves. 

Experiments at the Yerkes Observa- 
tory have led to certain results on the 
heat of the stars that may be summar- 
ized as follows: The apparatus em- 
ployed was sensitive enough to regis- 
ter the heat received from a caudle 
fifteen miles distant. The heat re- 
ceived from Arcturus was equivalent 
to the heat received from a candle at a 
distance of about six miles. 

Experiments in forestry are being 
carried on in California, the Idea being 
to determine as near as possible the 
value of timber to a watershed. The 
rainfall in the lands which have been 
set apart for the experiments is accur- 
ately measured, and the relative 
amount of run-off is carefully esti- 
mated. The experiments are being 
conducted on a very extensive scale, so 
they will undoubtedly prove of great 
value. 

In all probability the peculiarities of 
the earth's climate and weather are 
due almost wholly to the inclination of 
the earth's axis to the ecliptic, the 
character of the distribution of land 
and water masses, and the rotation of 
the earth upon its axis. The inclina- 
tion of the earth's axis to the sun's 
path causes the variation in the height 
of the sun in the heavens and the 
length of the day, and, as a conse- 
quence, the amount of heat received 
and the quantity of water evaporated. 
This is the determining factor. 

The London Lancet complains that 
the ordinary closed cab is a distinct 
menace to health. It says they are the 
undoubted source of infection: mi- 
crobes infesting the cushions and the 
mats on the floor, and the air might 
easily contain pathogenic organisms 
left by a previous user. Hansom cabs 
are considered to be decidedly more 
sanitary, but they are considered as a 
kind of death trap in wet weather, 
when those riding in them are com- 
pletely inclosed by windows and 
aprons, making it impossible to release 
themselves in an emergency. 

A German electrician has devised an 
ingenious method of finding the fre- 
quency of an alternating current; that 
is, the rate at which the reversals of 
the direction of the current are made. 
A disk formed of alternating black and 
white sectors is made to rotate witli an 
increasing velocity, and is illuminated 
by an electric lamp fed by the alter- 
nating current. At length a velocity 
will be reached at which the disk will 
appear to stand still. At this point the 
black and white sectors on the disk are 
exactly keeping time with the alterna- 
tions of the electric current, and the 
velocity of the disk being known, it is 
easy to find that of the current rever- 
sals. 

A Woman BootMack in Munich. 

The only professional bootblack m 
all Munich, Bavaria, with half a mil- 
lion people, is a woman. She makes a 
precarious living even then, for Mu- 
nich's boots are blacked by the serv- 
ing maids. The hod-carriers are also 
women, and the street sweepers most- 
ly so. There are no newsboys at all; 
news-vending in the streets is un- 
known, and the newspaper carriers are 
also mostly women and girls. If you 
want to read a newspaper in Munich 
you subscribe for one, go to a cafe and 
borrow one, or walk a mile or so to the 
nearest shop or kiosque and buy one. 



San Francisco's claim to be a cosmo- 
politan city rests on the showing made 
in a table of the nativity of its reg- 
istered voters. There are 73,633 of 
these, 45,189 of whom are natives of 
this country, and 28,444 were born in 
foreign countries. Next to native Cali- 
fornians, who number 23,248, the most 
numerous class of native-born citizens 
are those from New YorK, who num- 
ber 5087. There are 2325 from Massa- 
chusetts, 1613 from Pennsylvania, 
1480 from Ohio, 1429 from Illinois, 
and 839 from Missouri. Natives of 
Ireland number 8201, and Germans 
are almost as numerous, 8082 of them 
having the right to vote. England has 
the next largest representation, with 
2513. There are 14S2 Canadian-born 
and 1209 from Sweden, while Iceland. 
Gibraltar, Cyprus, Dalmatia and Mor- 
occo arc each represented by one 
naturalized citizen. 



Big Land Company. 

Application was made this week to 
incorporate the Hand Land Company, 
in Escambia county. The capitol stock 
of the corporation is to be $100,000, 
the principal place of business at Bay- 
minette and the company will do a gen- 
eral business in constructing, operat- 
ing, devloping agricultural and manu- 
facturing enterprises, the settlement of 
colonies and a general real estate bus- 



Deep Snow Falls. 
The Pike's Peak region is buried un- 
der from two to ten feet of snow, which 
fell in twelve hours, beginning at 9 
o'clock Thursday night. The snow is 
deepest on the north side of Pike's Peak 
and over the trans-continental divide 
between that city and Denver. A ghle 
blowing fifty miles an hour is drifting 
the snow and the Cripple Creek Mining 
district is blockaded. 



Bought 85.000 Acres. 
W. C. Green, the millionaire mine 
owner, has purchased of the Perin 
Land and Cattle Company the San Ig- 
nacio de Babocomari land grant of 35,- 
000 acres situated in the southwestern 
part of Cochiz county and eastern part 
of Santa Cruz comity, Arizona. He is 
negotiating for more land in the same 
locality with a view to establishing onw 
of the largest .stock farms in the 
couutrv. 



Trade Mark Decision. 

The United States Court of Appeals, 
in handing out a decision in the case 
of Hubert Brennen and Edward J. 
Hite against the Emery, Bird and 
Thayer Dry Goods Company, of Kan- 
sas City, appealed from the United 
States Circuit Court of the Western 
Distict of Missouri, decided that to be 
valid a trade mark must not be descrip- 
tive of the article to which the word* 
or symbols are applied. 



Africa for Africa. 

A serious seditious movement is 
spreading among the natives of Africa. 
It is headed by native ministers who 
preach the doctrine of "Africa for 
Africans" and incite the relatives to 
throw off all European control. The 
authorities are carefully watching the 
propaganda but are reluctant to inter- 
fere through fear of making martyrs 
of the ringleaders. 



Compulsory military education is 
likely to be engrafted on the curricu- 
lum of the University of Melbourne, bo 
that every student who is a British 
subject, and not physically unfit, may 
be taught to carry arms. 

It has been decided that horses and 
mules are not contraband of war. 
Anyone who is at all familiar with 
the animal would not hesitate, how- 
ever, to declare the mule a belliger- 
ent. 



LABOR WORLD. 



Velvet mill workers at Mystic, Conn., 
have won their strike. 

The Brazil soft coal district, In In- 
diana, will be indefinitely tied up by 
a strike. 

In Italy children of either sex under 
nine years of age are not permitted 
to work in factories. 

Wages of puddlers at the rolling 
mill at York, Penn., have been ad- 
vanced twenty-five cents a ton. 

Fifty thousand citizens of Indiana 
are employed in wood industries, and 
receive annually $15,000,000 in wages. 

The coal workers at Marseilles, 
France, decided to resume work, and 
the prolonged strike is finally at an 
end. 

Five hundred carpenters and paint- 
ers at Sharon, Penn., struck, causing a 
general suspension of building opera- 
tions. 

Two hundred and thirty-two thou- 
sand eight hundred and twenty-one 
women are employed in English cot- 
ton factories; only 147,245 men. 

Four hundred coal miners who have 
been on strike at Blossburg, Ala., on 
account of a difference regarding the 
charges for yardage work, have re- 
turned to work 

Over 550 union painters and deco- 
rators at Cincinnati, Ohio, struck 
because of the refusal of the Mas- 
ters' Association to sign the scale de- 
manding $2.80 for an eight-hour day. 

The refusal of bosses to grant an 
increase of two and one-half cents 
per hour and that eight hours should 
constitute a day's work has caused 
a strike of 100 painters and decora- 
tors at Auburn, N. Y. 

The Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern companies have placed or- 
ders in the East for 2000 Italian labor- 
ers to do construction work in Wash- 
ington and adjoining States this sum- 
mer. They will take the place of 
Oriental laborers. It is the largest 
order ever sent from the West for 
white labor. 



An English company lias just bought 
10,000 acres of Louisiana sugar lands, 
and will not only make sugar, but turn 
the bagasse into paper. The immense 
reclaimed sugar land areas in Florida 
below the frost line are now attracting 
foreign promoters, and with more rea- 
son, even, than those in Louisiana. 



Marconi sends wireless messages 
two hundred miles or more. Tcsla 
says two thousand miles over sea is 
not too long for him, while thr dwell- 
ers on the planet Mars are flashing 
signals. But it is not likely that ocean 
cables will be abandoned for many a 
year to come, 



New Machinery at. Avondale Mills. 

B. .B Comer, president of the Avon- 
dale mills, has gone east to purchase 
machinery for the additions recently 
decided upon by the directors. It is 
stated that the new machinery to be in- 
stalled will cost about $6000. The 
Avondale mill has been remarkably suc- 
cessful since it started two or three 
years ago, the net profits last year 
amounting to over $67, 000. 



Dig Rail Contract. 
Private cable advices bring the news 
that the Glasgow, Scotland, municipal 
committee had recommended the 
awarding of a big contract to an Ameri- 
can Steel Company for supplying 3,450 
tons of rails and fish plates for the 
municipal street railway of Glasgow. 
The price for the rails will be $32 a ton 
and the fish plates $34 a ton. 



Meyerson is Bankrupt. 

Mr. N. L. Meyerson, who conducted 
a clothing and dry goods store in Annis- 
ton, has filed a voluntary petition in 
bankuptcy and the doors of his store 
were closed. Mr. Ross Blackmon has 
been appointed receiver by Referee R. 
Lapsley. The assets and liabilities are 
each betwen $3000 and $4000. A trus- 
tee will be selected on the 25th. 

Nearly two thousand families 
which have been deserted by the hus- 
bands and fathers are being aided at 
present by the Chicago Bureau of 
Charities. Is there auy wonder that 
an agitation in favor of the introduc- 
tion of the whipping post for the pun- 
ishment of those who abandon their 
families to be a charge on the chari- 
table should have been started in that 
city?

License Case Tested. 
The cases against the seven Tusca 
loosa merchants for selling millinery in 
connection with their dry goods stores 
without first taking out the $7.50 li 
cense which is charged by the city for 
selling millinery in addition to any 
other regular stock, has been decided 
by Mayor Cochrane against the mer- 
chants. A test case will be made of it 
by A. P. Miller, agent for Charles 
Broadway Rouss, of New York. 



Mill Will Work. 
The Athens cotton mill hopes to be- 
gin operating next week on full time, 
running night and day to keep up with 
their orders. The machinery has been 
tested and found thoroughly satisfac- 
tory and the plant is said to be one of 
the most complete in the country, ev- 
erything being of the most improved 
and latest design. The management 
is highly pleased with the plant. 



Cott 11 Mill for S:evenson. 
Through the exertion of S. S. Broad- 
ns and a number of the wealthy and 
influential citizens of Jackson county, 
the requisite amount of money has 
been raised to erect a cotton mill at 
Stevenson at an early date. The Stev- 
enson Land Company has donated three 
acres of land for the site. The mill 
will prove a great thing for Stevenson 
and Jackson couny. 



Iteceiver Appa ntcd. 
The Continental Security Redemption 
Co., of which George W. Morgan is 
president, and whose principal office 
is in Birmingham, has been placed in 
the hands of a receiver by Judge John 
Bruce of the United States Court at 
the instance of officers of the company 
who filed a suit for that purpose. J. 
B. Cobb3 of the Alabama National 
Bank w T as appointed receiver and gave 
a £25,000 bond with the United States 
Fidelity and Guarante Company as 
surety. 



Sensation Created at Merrimack By 
Corpse Breathing". 

The funeral of Mrr. Frank Marlow 
at Merrimack near Hnntsville, was in- 
terrupted in a strange manner Friday- 
The corpse was in plain view of the 
mourners, and the service was in pro- 
gress, when the supposed corpse gasped 
and drew a long breath. Relatives 
rushed to her side and it was found 
that the body was warm, and that a 
very feeble pulse was beating. A physi- 
cian was sent for, and for more than 
an hour Mrs. Marlow's rellatives and 
friends believed that she would be 
brought back to life. However, she 
never regained consciousness and died 
in a short while. The funeral was con- 
tinued and the body was interred in 
Maple Hill cemetary. Mrs. Marlow 
died from colic. 



Crushed By Car. 
Julius Wetzel, en ployed at the plan- 
ing mill of the Kyle Lumber Company 
in Gadsden narrowly escaped death 
last week. He was placing several 
loaded tram cars in the dry house, and 
had stopped one car so it could not 
move. Just as he raised up his helpers 
pushed in another loaded car, catching 
him between them and terribly crush- 
ing him. He remained in this position 
until sufficient help could be secured to 
prish the car away. When he was car- 
vied home, his chest was crushed, and 
he is injured internally and may die, 
though there aie chances of his recov- 
ery. 



Revenue Case Argued Belore the Su- 
preme Court. 

The case of ,the court house of Shel- 
by county was argued before the Su- 
preme Court last week. The people of 
Columbiana thought that the act for 
removal was gotten through the legis- 
lature without proper publicity. The 
county commissioners at a meeting de- 
clared they could not levy a tax to 
meet interest on the bonds. 



Storm at Carrolton. 

The storm at Carrollton unroofed 
the courthouse, jail and a number of 
residences. The drug store of H. B. 
Upchurch and a mill are reported as 
having been wrecked. No one has 
been reported injured. Six negro pris- 
oners were carried elsewhere from Car- 
rollton for safe keeping by Sheriff Sal- 
mon, as the jail was rendered insecure 
by the heavy wind that unroofed it. 



Four Negroes Drowned in a Creek 
Near Talladega. 

News has been received * of the 
drowning of three negro men and a 
negro woman in Wewaka Creek, near 
Talladega. A party of six had attend- 
ed Sells and Gray's circus and while 
going home were attempting to ford the 
creek when the wagon bed floated off 
carrying the occupants down the swift 
running stream, two of whom saved 
themselves. 



Will Build Tinware Plant. 

O. W. Baker of Norfolk, Va. , is in 
Huntsville for the purpose of locating 
a large plant for the manufacture of 
tinware. Mr. Baker operates a large 
manufactory of that kind in Virignia 
and has received liberal inducements to 
remove to this city. The Battle Ax 
Hay Press Company has secured a site 
on White street and will baild a plant 
for the manufacture of hay presses and 
pea hullers. The plant will be removed 
from Decatur where it was known as 
the Alabama Foundry and Machine 
Works. 



Mr. Willett for Vice President. 

The Key West, Florida, Advertiser 
formally nominates Hon. Joseph J. 
Willett of Alabama for Vice-President 
on the democratic ticket in 1904, nam- 
ing David Bennett Hill for the first 
place. "This ticket is being discussed 
in various sectitons of the country," 
says the Key West Advertiser. ''Hill 
is general favorite and Willett is one of 
the ablest lawyers of the south; aand 
while he voted the Democratic ticket 
straight, he was a leading advocate of 
a conservative platform." 



Storm Struck With Force at buntera- 
ville. 

Guntersville and county was visited 
by the hardest windstorm in its history 
Wednesday night. There were no 
clouds and a heavy wind arose from 
the south and southeast, increasing in 
velocity until trees, fences, parts of 
houses and all kinds of debris filled the 
air. A number of residences were se- 
riously damaged and that of E. O. 
Neely, editor of the dDemocrat, was 
so badly that as soon as the wind ceased 
it was necessary for carpenters to prop 
the building up to keep the same from 
falling down. Nearly every business 
house in the town was damaged, the 
telephone wires were tangled and twist- 
ed, broken down and injured so that 
several days will be necessary to rear- 
range them satisfactorily. The new 
Guntersville Methodist church which 
was ready for use next Sunday was 
blown from its foundation, warped 
and twisted so that it will have to be 
rebuilt from the foundation up. This 
was the most serious damage, as it was 
a new building which the people had 
erected at considerable cost, and had 
not been used. The negro Methodist 
church was demolished and taken en- 
tirely away, several outhouses and 
negro dwellings were destroyed.

The working forces of the Clark and 
Harriman syndicates, which are strag- 
gling for the same right of way through 
Utah, may come to blows.

Native reports say that General Feng 
Tso Tsai, commanding in the province 
of Yun Non with 6,000 infantry and 
2,000 cavalry well armed and disci- 
plined, passed through Cheng Lu bound 
for Pisan. 

Charles Brown and E. L. Canby, 
president and cashier, respectively, of 
the First National Bank of Vancouver, 
Wash., which was forced to suspend, 
committed suicide by shooting them- 
selves two miles from there, and their 
bodies were found Monday.

University Won. 
The University of Alabama baseball 
team defeated the Auburn club in a 
splendidly fought game, the score stand- 
ing 5 to 1. Donahoo and Ash were tho 
University's battery and Parker and 
Nesbit Anburna 1 battery. 



Alabama Third. 
The census Bureau has issued a fenl- 
letin on the coke industry, based upon 
the condition of the business in 1900. 
Alabama, sixth in 1880 and seccond in 
1889, now stands third. Tennessee, 
which stood fourth in 1880 and 1889, 
was sijctii in 1899. 

The Loss About $50,000. 
A disastrous fire visited the Railroad 
Compress, on avenue A and Thirty- 
fifth street in Birmingham, commencing 
:about 9:15 o'clock Saturday morning 
iand continued several hours. About 
1,200 bales of cotton were either totally 
destroyed or badly damaged, to a total 
loss of about $50, 000. 



Cotton Nearly All Iluined.

Bob Abercrombie and Captain Nealy, 
two young men in the employ of the 
Bessemer People's Home Telephone 
Company, were severely injured by the 
explosion of a gasoline lamp while they 
were at work on a 'phone in the Besse- 
mer Cornice Works. Their hands and 
arms were badly burned and Mr. Aber- 
crombie was also burned about the 
head. 

Soma Official Returns, 

The result of last Tuesdays' election 
in Jeffferson county was officially an- 
nounced as follows : 

For convention, 1,913. 

Against convention, 1,893. 

Majority for convention, 20. 

The official vote in Madison county 
was as follows: 

For the convention, 2,551 ; against, 
1,520. 

In Mobile the total vote cast was 
1,074 as follows: 

For the convention, 696 ; against, 
878, a majority of 318. 

The vote of Tuscaloosa shows the ma- 
jority for the constitutional convention 
to be 278. 

The vote was 848 for and 569 against 
the convention. 

In Dallas, for the convention re- 
ceived 5,668 votes. 

No convention received 200 votes. 

In Etowah the officail count resulted 
189 majority for no convention. 

Jackson county went against con- 
vention by 281 majority. 

For convention carired in Limestone 
by majority of 168 votes, and in Lown- 
des the official count shows a majority of 
2,800 for convention. 



Patriot lo Love. 
Birmingham has not forgotten the 
bravery of her intrepid forefathers and 
Friday hundreds of children strewed the 
graves of her silent soldiers with beau- 
tiful tokens of patriotic love. Memo- 
rial Day was observed by the Confed- 
rate Veterans of Birmingham and their 
sons and daughters. Appropriate ser- 
vices, consisting of songs, recitations, 
addresses and music, were held at the 
Auditorium. The services were con- 
ducted by Camp Hardee, Commander 
S. L. Robertson presiding, assisted by 
Pellham Chapter United Daughters of 
th Oonfedracy. 



At one o'clock Monday morning fire 
broko out in the business section of 
Bessemer and nearly a block of build- 
ings were destroyed, entailing a loss of 
probably $75,000. The fire originated 
in the Bell Top saloon and spread to the 
clothing stores on either side. The fire 
department quickly responded to the 
alarm, and though they fought hard 
the spread of the flames could not be 
prevented until several two-*»wy build- 
ings had been burned.

All branches in the State Board's Exam- 
ination lists will be presented for re- 
view by an able faculty and the ex- 
penses, all told for said term, need not 
be above $25.

Dog Causes Shooting: Where Three Are 
Shot. 

A dog was the cause of a bloody due 
three miles below Oxford Sunday even- 
ing, in which four persons partcip&ted, 
J. W. Hou3e and his son, Gus House, 
W. M. Johnson and his fourteen year 
old son. Both the Houses and the eldei 
Johnson were shot with a Winchester 
riflej, and are dangerously wounded. 
The trouble arose over a dog of John- 
son's which the elder House had killed. 
Johnson started in pursuit of House, 
and shot him twice through the 
stomach. Gus House, seeing the trouble, 
seized a gun and shot the elder John- 
ron, and was immediately shot by the 
fourteen year old son of Johnson, who 
esfcaped injury. It is thought that all 
will recover. 



Curiosity Excited. 

The appearance of a surveying party 
consisting of twelve white men and 
three negroes, which have started out 
surveying from Thomaston, the preseht 
terminus of the B. S. and N. O., has 
given rise to reports of what is likely 
to be the ultimate destination of the 
"Great Short Line." An engineer has 
just recently returned from making a 
trip on horseback from Martins to New 
Orleans and has made his report to the 
proper authorities. This has come on 
good authority, and appears to be true. 
It is stated that three surveys are to be 
made, one to New Orleans, another to 
Meridian, Miss., and another to Jack- 
son, Miss. How true this latter is could 
not be ascertained. 



A Sad Ending. 

The memorial exercises at Tusca- 
loosa had a very sad ending. Just as 
the salutes over the graves of the de- 
parted Confederate dead were being 
fired by the Warrior Guards and the 
Alabama corps of cadet, the life of H. 
Foster Hill, one of the bravest veterans 
passed away in the cemetery. Mr. 
Hill was walking with friend, when 
he was taken suddenly ill and sunk to 
the ground. Medical aid was callei, 
but life was extinct in ten minutes. 
His remains were carried to his home 
at once.

flinister Conger Refutes 
Stories of Looting. 



THE MATTER FULLY EXPLAINED 



Rev. Ament Also Takes Vigorous 
Exceptions to Derogatory 
Statements Published. 



In reference to the accusations of 
looting made against missionaries, 
United States Minister Conger, who 
arrived at San Francisco Wednesday 
night, makes the following statement: 

"The Americans have a larger num- 
ber of missionaries out there than any 
other nation, and I am frank to say 
that, under the circumstances, there 
are very few things which the mission- 
aries have done, if any, for which 
there need to be any apology whatever. 
The stories of their looting are false, 
to my knowledge. 

"Believing that our government 
would not demand a monetary indem- 
nity for the murder and pillaging of 
native Christians, I advised them that 
wherever they eould make settlements 
with the villages where those murders 
or destruction of property had taken 
place to make them on their own re- 
sponsibility. Li Hung Chang and 
'Sen Mao suggested that settlement 
could be made in this way with the 
least possible friction. There was no 
going out and compelling the people 
to pay anything. It was altogether 
voluntary on their part. 

" The missionaries have been criti- 
sized severely for going, immediately 
after the siege was raised, into aban- 
doned houses for shelter for themselves 
and the native coolies who were ex- 
pelled from their homes. As to this I 
told them 'if there is a boxer's habita- 
tion abandoned, take possession of it, 
so you can. have a place in which to 
shelter and take care of the native 
Christians.' " 

Speaking of the siege Mr. Conger 
said: 

"It took every man we had to stand 
by the women and children. If not, 
the legation could not have lived, and 
without the native Christians, none of 
us would have been saved. The mis- 
sionaries were not the prime causes of 
the trouble; they were only one of the 
cauBes. The missionaries were not 
responsible for the building of the 
railroads or for any of tho other for- 
eign innovations against which the 
hatred of the boxers seemed to be di- 
rected." 

MI38IONAEY AMENT TALKS. 

Rev. A. S. Ament, of the American 
board of foreign missions of the Con- 
gregational church, whose collection 
of indemnity for damages done by 
boxers in China has caused consider- 
able discussion, takes vigorous excep- 
tions to the criticisms made by Mark 
Twain and others as to tho alleged 
misconduct of the missionaries. He 
says: 

"We found ourselves at the close ol 
the siege with 500 native Christians 
upon our hands, no food, do clothing, 
no money and every Christian houe« 
burned. 

"On the very day of the arrival ol 
the allied forces we were informed that 
we must leave the British legation, aa 
it was to be used as headquarters foi 
the officers of the British army. I im 
mediately thought of a Mongol prince, 
Hsi Ling, who was an ally of the box- 
ers and whose place was the headquart- 
ers of boxers and blacklegs. We found 
the prince's place entirely empty and 
the next day we brought up our na- 
tive Christians and occupied the de- 
serted place. In that house and in 
neighboring houses that we occupied 
we put more than 400 people. We 
took only abandoned property. 

"The only food in the prince's plac« 
was a bit of rice. We dicided to sell 
the clothing and curios found upon 
the premises and realized $2,500 in 
gold. They were bought by British 
and American officers at a private sale 
of two weeks' duration. 

"Native Christians brought up furs 
and sable which they had purchased at 
a low price from wealthy Chinese who 
feared they might be looted by the 
military people, and who were willing 
to dispose of them for a little money. 
These articles were sold at our placo 
to British and other officers. I con- 
sidered that that was a fair, honest 
speculation, which injured nobody and 
which benefited many people. There 
may have been some looted goods 
taken, but it was without my knowl- 
edge. The Russian and Sikh soldiers 
were selling truck very cheap, but my 
people did aot do the looting.''

The Selma Baptists Have Let Con 
tract for An $80,000 Church Kdi- 
.S<je— Tuskegee Institute and Mal- 
lalicu Seminary Get $10,000. 



New Sewer System. 
The survey of the proposed Decatur 
sewerage has just been completed and 
the plans and specifications will be ready 
in about a week. The system will cost 
about $10,000. 



Tuskegee and Mallalien Get $5,OO0 
Each. 

The will of Mary Shannon, of New- 
ton, Mass., filed in the Middlesex pro- 
bate court Friday, contributes more 
than $125,000 to the charitable and 
public institutions. Tuskegee Institute 
and Mallalieu Seminary for poor whites, 
Kinsey, Henry county, Ala., get 
4«>O0O each. 



Buffalo's Exposition. 
The committee on the representation 
<oZ Alabama at the Buffalo Fair has re- 
ported good progress. Six companies 
had been formed, and they would spend 
$ 1 0, 000 to represent the state in Buffalo. 
The special committee in this particular 
were Frank Y. Anderson, W. N. Ma- 
lone and B. Steiner, of Birmingham. 



More Smallpox Cases. 
Two more cases of smallpox have de- 
veloped at Florence, and six cases are 
now in the pest house. While the situ- 
ation is rather critical, yet the city 
health officer has the matter well in 
hand, the wholesale vaccinations last 
winter among all classes preventing 
much danger from a spread of the 
disease. Several more suspects are 
being carefully guarded. 



Haudsome Church to Be Built. 
The contract was let to J. L. Hug- 
gins,, of Hawkinsville. Ga., for the 
.erection of the new Baptist church in 
Selma. The exact amount of the contract 
was not given out by the committee hav- 
ing the new building in charge, but it is 
in the neighborhood of $80,000. The 
new church is to be built entirely of 
stone, and will be one of the hand- 
somest edifices in the south. 



Will Not Reorganize. 
The Virginia and Alabama and the 
Corona Companies will not be reorg- 
anized by the Monongahela Coal and 
Coke Association, known as the Pitts- 
burg combine. At that time, however, 
there will be a complete reorgnization 
of these valuable properties and from 
that date on they will be operated along 
the most approved Pittsburg line 
L. B. Musgrove will, it is surmised, 
practically control the business in Ala- 
bama. 



Alabama Press Assoc ation, 
Details of a delightful trip for the 
Alabama Press Association this summer 
are being arranged by President Rufus 
N. Rhodes and Secretary J. Asa Roun- 
tree, of the association. The associa- 
tion will meet in Montgomery on June 
20th and 2rst. It is proposed to take 
a trip of fifteen days, the destination 
being San Francisco, the party also stop- 
ping at the principal points along the 
way. Several railway officials have 
already volunteered the courtesies of 
their road for the editors. The trip 
bids fair to bo one of the most enjoy- 
able if not the most pleasant the asso- 
ciation has ever had. 



Pattern Makers. 
The strike of the pattern makers in 
the machine shop and foundry of the 
steel mill at Ensley is now o». Effec- 
tive May 1st, the pattern makers de- 
manded a minimum wage of $3.25 per 
day instead of the former minimum of 
$3 per day. The demand was declined. 



Hotel Improvement. 
1 It is understood that the stockholders 
of the Exchange Hotel at Montgomery 
have practically decided to greatly im- 
prove the building and make it a mod- 
ern hostelry. 



Paper Suspended. 

The Florence Daily Bulletin isuspen- 
ded after four months' existence. Maj. 
W. F. Palmer, the editor, will m»ve 
his plant to Arizona and establish a 
paper. In his farewell address he scores 
the city for its lack of enterprise and 
the merchants for failing to support 
the daily. 



Peculiar Accident. 
Rev. John R. Morris of Weather- 
ford, Tex., met with a singular acci- 
dent on the train north bound out of 
Mobile. Seatod at a window with 
his elbow on the sill, his arm was 
struck and broken by the open door of 
a refrigerator car on the side track. 
The train was backed to the depot and 
physician's attention rendered. 



Black Creek Mines. 
The sale of the Brakes and Black 
Creek coal mines, located on the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad between 
Birmingham and Warrior, which was 
to have occurred Friday, did not take 
place. The sale will take place some 
time in the near future. The delay 
was caused by intended purchasers re- 
questing a postponement in oriier to 
allow f nrther investigation of the prop- 
erties to be sold. 



Advance Announced. 

The coal miners employed by the 
Sloss-Shoffiekl and Iron Company are 
now; receiving the maximum price 
stipulated in the contract between the 
company and the miners for digging 
coal. This is an increase of two and 
one half cents a ton over the price they 
received in April and five cents a ton 
more than they were getting three 
months ago. 



Three Killed. 
Three negroes were found dead Fri- 
day near the cabin in which Deputy 
Sheriff Edwards was killed Sunday 
night, ten miles south of Selma. Ed 
Dawson, nephew of Henry Dawson, in 
whose house Edwards was killed, was 
found dead in the public road, vehicles 
having to drive out of the road to pass. 
The other two were shot in a cabin 
where their bodies were discovered. 
The negroes are terrorized and fleeing 
to the city. There is no clew as to 
who did the shooting. 

Smallpox at Florence, 
Four cases of smallpox have been 
discovered at Florence by the city 
health officer. Last week a negro boy 
named Robert Boyd died of what was 
thought to be pneumonia and the ne- 
groes held funeral services in the 
church which was largely attended. 
It was developed that many friends 
had nursed the deceased during the ten 
days of his illness and many have come 
in contact with the disease. Later 
Dr. Kernachan was called to attend 
four members of Boyd's family and 
found the parents and two children 
down with the dsease. 

Jewels Recovered. 

Jewels valued at more than two 
thousand dollars, which were stolen by 
burglars from the home of Henry J. 
Loweothal, of Huntsville, have been 
recovered after having been lost since 
last January. The jwels were found 
at Dallas by a little boy whose parents, 
totally ignorant of their value, sold 
them for $25. The boy found them 
wrapped in an old glove two or three 
days after the burglary. Never sus- 
pecting that the articls could be genuine 
gold and diamonds, Mrs. Wilson put 
them away and forgot them. Recently 
she took them out and carried them to 
goldsmith's store and asked him what 
they were worth. He regconized the 
initials and said he would give $25 for 
the jewelry. The offer was immediately 
accepted^and the valuables were re- 
turned to the oriignal owner. 



The Banana Business On. 
Something of the magnitude of the 
banana business of Mobile may be 
gathered when it is asserted that dur- 
ing the month of April over 980 car 
loads of bananas have been shipped 
from Mobile to the central and north- 
western states. If these cars were all 
coupled together on one track it would 
make a solid train of bananas seveii 
miles long. All the fruit companies 
speak highly of the splendid facilities 
for handling fruit in Mobile harbor, 
and predict great possibilities for the 
future. 



Bridge Plans Accepted. 
The Madison county commissioners 
have accepted plans for a fine steel 
drawbridge which will span the Paint 
Rock river at New Hope. The river 
is now navigable to a point fourteen 
miles above New Hope, and immense 
amounts of timber are being brought 
down in barges drawn by steam tugs. 



Martinelli as Cardinal. 
Cardinal Martinelli took the oath of 
his new office in Washington and sub- 
scribed to the profession of faith at the 
Papal Legislation. The oath was ad- 
ministered by Monsignor Conaty, of the 
Catholic University and witnesed by 
Monsignor Marchett, the Papal Able- 
gate. The ceremony was private and 
extremely simple.

Strike disturbances have occurred 
at Aznalcollar, in the province of Se- 
ville, Spain. 

There are 310 vessels and over 2000 
men engaged in the sponge fisheries 
in Florida. 

The machinists' demand for a nine- 
hour day, at .Watertown, N. Y., has 
been refused. 

AH the employes of th£ omnibus and 
street car lines in Barcelona, Spain, 
went on strike. 

Tug firemen and linemen at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who have been on strike, 
have returned to work. 

Substitute mail carriers are to dis- 
place- boys in the handling of special- 
delivery letters in Boston. 

Girls who struck for more wages at 
West's knitting mill, at Ashley, Perm., 
have bgen granted their demands. 

So many negroes have left for ttie 
West Virginia coal mines that tarm 
labor is scarce about Greensboro, N. 
C. 

The Ohio Rolling Mill Company, at 
Findlay, Ohio, has granted an increase 
of ten per cent, in wages to 400 em- 
ployes. 

Ten thousand additional hands 
wiil be needed in June to harvest the 
crops in Southwestern Kansas and 
Oklahoma. 

Reports from Upper Silesia show 
that fifty per cent, of the persons who 
have heen out of work are now em- 
ployed and prices are improving all 
around. 

The letter carriers of Philadelphia 
are not to be permitted to wear shirt 
waists this summer, but their uniform 
suits wiil be made of much lighter 
material than has been customary in 
hot weather heretofore. 

Manchester, N. H., is to have what 
it is claimed will be the largest , sin- 
gle mill building ever erected. It is 
nearly completed, and is 770 feet long, 
with two wings of 330 feet, all of an 
average width of 100 feet, and five 
stories in height, including basement. 



Instructions have been sent by the 
state department to Ambassador Choate 
directing him to call the attention of 
the British government to claims for 
damages made by American citizens.

The weather could not have been 
fairer than it has been this week, 
and it is whispered that the Mon- 
tevallo Studiosis bribed the weath- 
er cierk, but be that as it may out- 
little town Lias beon blessed not 
only with golden sunlight, but its 
brightness has been augmented by 
the° presence within our gates of a 
half a hundred or more of noble, 
handsome Alabama women, del- 
egates to the convention of the Al- 
abama Federation of Women's 
Clubs. 

The seventh annual convention 
of this body of women convened in 
the Study Hall of the Girls' Indus- 
trial School May 7th, at :-} : 30 p. in. 
Mrs. John D. Wyker, of Uecatnr, 



president, in the chair. Fifty del- 
egates were present at the opening 
session. The committee on cre- 
centials at once convened and re- 
ceived ecrtUicates from delegates 
Mrs. Cully, of Tuscaloosa, form- 
er Treasurer, having resigned, Mrs 
C. P. Orr, Birmingham, was an 
nounced as treasurer pro tern. It 
is noticed that the Federation has 
two sets of members. The one is 
recognized as a delegate and the 
other as a director. By decision 
of the president delegates -elect 
became directors when the latter 
fails to appear and answer to her 
name. This uninitiated Gentile is 
not informed as to the precise du- 
ties and prerogatives of each.

Dispensary in Florence. 

The Florence disspensary will open 
July 1st. The dispensary committee 
have selected Dr. James Burtwell dis- 
penser with Lee Waits assistant for 
Florence and W. R. Hindman assis- 
tants for East Florence. The bill pro- 
vided for two dispensaries, one for the 
city and the other for East Florence. 
A committee of two were appointed to 
select the location of the dispensaries 
and to purchase stock to open with. 
A good deal of interest is centered in 
the success of the dispensary system ia 
frhat city. 

License Revoked. 
State Insurance Commissiooner Mc- 
David has received information by wire 
from the New York commissioner of in- 
surance advising him that the Man- 
hattan Fire Insurance Company of 
New York had failed to make good the 
recent impairment to its capital, and 
that a receivership was imminent. 
'Commissioner McDavid thereupon can- 
celed the company's license in Ala- 
bama. The policy-holders will likely 
lose nothing, as the company's busi- 
ness will probably be reinsured. 

Exhumed for Autopsy. 

The body of W. R. Styers, the de- 
tective who was found dead in the 
hallway over a saloon in Ensley, has 
been exhumed and a post-mortem ex- 
amination will be made. Since the 
death suspicion of foul play has arisen, 
and Coroner Paris has disinterred the 
remains and the stomach has been sent 
to the state chemist at Auburn to be 
examined. Great secrecy has been 
maintained about the affair, for while 
the body was exhumed Tuesday, the 
fact did not become known until late 
in the week. 



Miller Will Hang. 

The Supreme Court has affirmed the 
case of Frank Miller and Frank Duncan 
who were convicted of the murder of 
Policeman Adams in March, 1900, in 
Birmingham, and set June 28th as the 
day on which Miller 'will be hanged. 
Miller, on the trial in the lower court, 
was sentenced to be hanged and Dun- 
can was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment. The trial took place in May, 
1900, and an appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court. It was argued there 
in January, 1901, since which time a 
decision has been anxiously expected 
by the defendants. 



New County Court House. 
Plans for the new county courthouse 
for Tallapoosa have been drawn and are 
now in the possession of Probate Judge 
Harlan. When completed the building 
will be one of the handsomest structures 
in east Alabamaa, and will represent a 
total expenditure of something over 
$35,000. 

Nothing for Court to Do. 
A singular thing happened in Clay- 
ton court. The juries were not called 
upon to try a single case. Every case 
tried either and no dispute of facts and 
hence went off on a legal point or they 
were settled by the parties without the 
intervention of the court or jury. 



More Money.' for Battleship Silver 
Service. 

M. W. Camper, chairman of the Bat- 
tleship Alabama Silver Service Com- 
mission of the eighth district, has made 
his appointments in the counties of the 
district and a number of the committee 
have accepted. The commission needs 
$5,000 yet, and active work will bo be- 
gun at once to raise the money. It 
would be a reflection on the stato of 
Alabama not to be able to raise this 
fund, and Mr. Camper is especially 
anxious that the eighth district do its 
whole duty in this matter. 



Hall lor Convention. 
The question of securing the Awdi 
torium for the constitutional conven- 
tion in the event its sessions are to be 
held in Birmingham, will be taken up 
by the Board cf Trade at the next 
meeting, which takes place on Wednes- 
day night. Bresident O'Neill of the 
Board of Trade ts out of the city, but 
Secretary McCullough addressed a let- 
ter to President VanHoose of the Audi- 
torium Company, asking on what terms 
the Auditorium could be secured for 
that purpose. The Commercial Club 
will likely take the matter up, but as 
President Kettig is out of the city, no 
official action has been taken. 



Survey for New Road. 
A railroad surveying corps under 
Engineer Wilson came running a line 
from the west into and through Besse- 
mer and on and up towards Birming- 
ham, but they would vouchsafe no in- 
formation as to the interest thty repre- 
sented, nor to the object of their work. 
It is blieved that the Illinois Central 
intends to enter this district by a line 
connecting with their line at West 
Point, Miss. It will cut through a vast 
virgin coal field extending through the 
Northern part of Tuscaloosa county 
direct to the west border of Bessemer. 



Dug Up Cannon Ball. 
The force of hands that is grading 
the track for the electric street railway 
in the western portion of Selma, struck 
a pile of ordnance stores about two 
feet under the ground. There were 
seventeen cannon balls and cartridges 
struck by the picks of the men and then 
removed and laid aside. From all ap- 
pearances the balls and shells had evi- 
dently been buried to keep from being 
taken when the ''Yankees" paid theii 
"visit" to Selma on that April day some 
thirty-six years ago. 



New Officers. 
JjThe Diocesan Council of the Episco- 
pal church of Alabama, at its meeting 
elected the followiag officers : Mr. R. 
H. Cochrane, of.Tuscaloosa, Treasurer 
of the Diocese ; Dr. B. J. Baldwin, of 
Montgomery, Registrar; Mr. R. P.

Fitts, Tuskaloosa, Treasurer; Thoams 
GoJnes, Montgomery; R. H. Stickney, 
Greensboro. 

To Avoid Trouble. 
Presidnet Edward Flynn, of the 
United Mine Workers of Amerca, has 
gone to Coalburg to investigate a minor 
local troulbe. It is given out that 
there are two miners at that place 
who are working in a mine with a 
large number of members of the order 
while they do not themselves belong to 
the union. An effort will be made by 
President Flynn to get these two men to 
become members of the United Mine 
Workers and avoid trouble. 



Crushed *o Death. 
James Pruet met a tragic death al 
Avondale by being crushed to death bj 
a falling building. The Reynolds 
Lumber Company had under course of 
erection a building that, when com- 
pleted, would have been used as a dry 
kiln, and Mr. Prnet was employed to 
assist in its construction. While busily 
engaged about his labors one of the side 
walls of the building collapsed, and in 
its fall crushed out the life of Mr. 
Pruet, who was caught by it. Deceased 
was 65 years of age. 



Tree Fell on Him. 
Frank Lucas, a white man, was 
killed about ten miles below Centcrvill* 
by a tree falling on him. He was cut- 
ting stock for the Jackson Lumber Com- 
pany, a large saw mill company when 
a tree fell upon him killing him in- 
stantly. 



An Awful Death. 

William Edwards, aged 21 years, while 
going from his house to the field to 
work near Beaver Run, Etowah county, 
was bitten by a snake and died in aw- 
ful agony. The snake, a cotton mouth, 
fastened its fangs in the thigh biting 
trough his trousers and into the flesh 
to a depth of over an inch. Edwards 
ran back to his home, a distance of a 
half mile and reaching the gate fell ex- 
hausted, his tongue swollen and hanging 
out of his month, eyes bulging out and 
flesh turning black. He suffered hor- 
ribly until death came. Edwards leaves 
a wife and one child.

New Statements are Made Public— 
The Congressional Appropriations 
Amounted to $730,338,370— 
Condii ion of Winter Wheat. 



The volume containing statements of 
appropriations, new officers, etc., re- 
quired by law to be prepared and pub- 
lished at the end of each session of 
Congress under the direction of the 
committee on appropriations of the 
Senate and House, has been completed 
for the second session of the Fifty-sixth 
Congress. A summary of the appro- 
priations show the grand total of $730,- 
338,370. 

Following the recent action in tho 
case of Russia, in which an additional 
tariff duty was placed on sugar receiv- 
ing a bounty, the treasury department 
has imposed an additional duty of 10 
centavos per kilogram upon Argentine 
BUgar. 

Minister Wu and Minister Conger 
have paid an agreeable exchange of 
visits since the arrival in Washington 
of the American representative to 
China. The meeting was purely social, 
the American minister paying a call 
at the Chinese legation and Mr. Wu 
returning the compliment. There 
was no discussion of the political as< 
pect of the present situation in China 
except in general comment on the diffi-

Returns to the statistician of the de.

This is 2,015,- 
000 acres, or 6.7 per cent less than 
area sown last fall, but 2,032,000 acres, 
o r 7.7 per cent in excess of the winter 
wheat acreage harvestedl last year.

The Americans have evacuated the 
districts in China under their control, 
with the exception of the forbidden 
city, which they will continue to oc- 
cupy unless orders to the contrary are 
gent from Washington. As it would 
be impossible to turn over the Ameri- 
can district to the Chinese, who cer- 
tainly would not be allowed to keep 
them independently, General Chaffee, 
in order to prevent chaos, notified 
Count Von Waldersee a week ago that 
he would evacuate those portions ad- 
joining the British'district which were 
assigned to them and the remainder as- 
«inged to the Germans. 

The departure of the troops in China 
for Manila has been delayed Sen day» 
owing to the transport Indiana being 
quarantined at NhgMki because of a 
case of smallpox on board. Tho Ameri- 
can soldiers here have been vaccinated. 

A sensation has been earned id 
Buenos Ayers by the announcement that 
the ChilJians are fortifying the Strait? 
of Magellan, although there is an agree- 
ment prohibiting the fortificatons along 
the strait. The government will prob- 
ably ask Chili to make an explanation. 



Report r» current that Cailles, the 
Insurgent leader inLaguna province, i« 
bei a g closely chased. He is supposed 
to ha-se gone southward of Laguna pro- 
duce and is not likely to surrender, 
fearing paying personal penalty for his 
numerous assassinations. 



International Affair. 
Jerome Fedoll, Italian consul in Kan- 
sas Cty, is quoted as saying that the 
labor trouble in Iola, Kan., which re- 
sulted in several Italians being driven 
from that town after being assaulted by 
American workmen, will be made an 
international affair. "The expulsion 
of the Italians from the Iola Cement 
Works is a very serious matter," said 
Consul Fedoli, "and will assuredly be- 
come an international incident." 

Commencement Sermons. 
Dr. George W. Reed, of Birmingham, 
has been chosen by President Davis to 
preach the commencement sermon for 
the Athens Female College, which will 
begin on Sunday, May 19th. Dr. An- 
drews, of Gadsden, will preach the 
baccalaureate sermon, and Colonel 
Mosley, of Opelika, will deliver the 
graduating address to the senior class. 
The commencement exercises promise 
to be among the most interesting that 
have been held in the seventy years' 
history of the college. 



Condition of Salisbury. 

Alarming reports about Lord Salis- 
bury's condition are prevalent. A. J. 
Balfour, the government leader of the 
House of Commons and a nephew of 
Salisbury, had a private audience with 
the king which is understood to have 
been caused by the Prime Minister's 
failing health. There has been complete 
ilence on the subject for three weeks. 



Another Large Sale. 
The state of Alabama has sold to the 
Pratt Iron, Coal and Railway Com- 
pany 4,840 acres of school indemnity 
lands, certified to the state of Alabama 
by the government the consideration 
being $48,400. This money has been 
paid in cash to the superintendent of 
educaton of the state. The lauds are 
located in Jefferson and Walker coun- 
ties. 



Children are Burned. 

The house of Mrs. Whitsel, a widow, 
living two miles southeast of Climax, 
Texas, was burned, and her two chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl, aged 8 and 10 
years respectively, wero fatally burned 
from the effects of which both oi 
them died within twelve; hours time. 
The mother was burned and is not ex- 
pected to live. 



Blot at Barcelona. 
An enormous orowd of people parti- 
cipated in rioting at Barcelona, Spain. 
The rioters endeavored to stop work in 
the factories, which resulted in collis- 
sions with the troops. A number of 
soldiers are among the wounded. Over 
a hundred arrests of anarchists, social- 
ists and extreme Catalinists have been 
made. Twenty-one notorious anarchist 
have been held on board the warship 
Pelayo. 



Big Land Deal. 
The Alabama State Land Company 
has sold to Edgar L. Alder 4, 840 acros 
of mineral land and the mineral rights 
to 800 acres of land lying in range 17, 
township 4 md 5, the consideration 
being $121,000. The land lies west of 
Bessemer, in Jefferson couty, and 
forms a very valuable tract. It is un- 
desrtood that important developments 
are to be made upon it by the pur- 
chaser. 



Striker* "Win Figrht. 

Six hundred or more members of th« 
Brick and Terra Cotta Makers who 
have been out on a strike for an ad- 
vance in wages will return to work 
in St. Louis, their demands having 
been acceded to. The common laborers 
will be paid $1.50 a day Instead oi 
$1.95, as formerly, and all skilled la- 
borers have been advanced 10 pel cent 
above their former pay. 

New Constitution. 
The twenty-ninth annual convention 
of the Grand Lodge of Knights of 
Pythias of Alabama came to a close in 
Montgomery after one of the most suc- 
cessful and harmonious sessions in its 
history. The most important business 
transacted by the convention was the 
adoption of a new grand constitution 
and statutes. This had been prepared 
by a special committee. 

Yellow Fever Case Discharged, 
The surgeon general of the Marine 
Hospital Service has been notified that 
the case of yellow fever which was re- 
ported from Havana, Cuba, on April 
27th has been dischrarged as cured and 
no futher cases have been reported. 
The hospital servico representative at 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, reports one fatal 
caso of yellow fever in that city. 



Peremptory Note. 
A third note, evidently emanating 
direct from the Sultan was delivered in 
Constantinople to the Ambassadors de- 
manding in peremptory language the 
immediate suppression of the foreign 
postoffices and reiterating the charges 
of smuggling agaiust foreign officials. 
The Ambassadors immediately returned 
the note to the Porte thus creating a 
j partial cessation of relations between 
j the Embassies and the Turkish govern- 
! ment.

SCHOOL IS OUT. 

Another year of the Alabama 
'Girls' Industrial school is closed, 
and most of the teachers and pupils 
have left us — gone to homes all over 
the State. 

Many have finished here, but 
they should not think that their 
work is done — in fact, it has only 
begun. Problems will come up in 
their future lives that will be more 
difficult of solution than an} that 
have ever confronted them in their 
school life. But they have equp 
ped themselves to meet these 
problems more bravely than in the 
past. A large majority of them 
will be bread winners, while a few 
will shine in social circles — but each 
has received an education here that 
iits them for any laudable purpose. 
Those who have graduated have set 
a fine example for those who are to 
follow. It may be up hill work for 
a time but persistent effort and close 
application will oring the much 
desired diploma to you, and cause 
you to grasp it more fondly for 
through individual effort will you 
have won it. 

When a girl enters this school it 
is supposed she has come for a def- 
inate purpose — come to fit herself 
for the future years of life. She 
owes it to her teacher and to herself 
to improve and grasp ever oppor- 
tunity presented; if she does this 
she will find rough places that 
she will overcome with ease — there 
is no place in the school room for 
the idler. Anv such always retard 
to a certain extent the progress of 
her classmates, and they certainly 
,are an aggravation to the teacher. 

The past year, so far as we have 
been able to learn, has been a suc- 
ceslul one in every way, and with 
the finishing of the new wing of the 
domitory, no doubt next year will 
find more pupils iu the school than 
ever before. 

The faculty aud pupils have 
earned their vacation, and the Sen. 
tiael joins all of our townspeople 
in the earnest wish lliat you may 
enjoy the few mouths of rest to the 
full, aud come back to us again in 
the fall with renewed purpose to 
get all out of the school year possi- 
ble. Your bright countenances and 
happy faces will be missed from our 
streets and churches, and all of 
Montcvallo's people will be glad 
when you come back. 

On Monday forenoon large 
crowds of visitors iuspected the dif- 
ferent departments of the school, 
the ladies being most attracted by 
the art, milliuary aud dressmaking 
rooms, while the men seemed lo 
think the cooking department was 
w.is the only place about the insti- 



tution. However, each department 
came in for a goodly share of praise. 
Glowing tributes were paid to all 
the teachers for the efficient work 
that they had done in their depart- 
ments, each claiming a great im- 
provement in the pupils this year 
over last. As one has pat it: 'In 
the dressmaking department the 
girls begin their apprenticeships on 
scraps, until she becomes thor- 
oughly acquainted with the needle 
and thimble; then they are taught 
to properly place the patterns and 
cut material — in fact they are 
taught every thing about the mak- 
ing of a neat garment. 

In the cooking department care 
and use of the stove is taught, to 
cook a palateabie meal, to dress the 
table properly, to serve luucheon, 
to wash and take proper care of 
dishes, to be economical ana cleanly 
in all they do. They are are also 
taught how to prepare food for the 
sick — to "fix up"' those dainty 
dishes that make even the siuk 
hungry. 

We mi<rht co on and describe 
each department, but time is too 
short and spare limited, Tne best 
way to do is to send your daughter 
here for one, two or three j s 
and she will demonstrate to you, if j 
she is dilligent and cares to learn, 
what great. good there is here for 
the girls. 

Annie Kendrick Walker has the 
following to say of the school: 

Dr. Francis M. Peterson. the presi- 
dent of the school, in answer to my 
inquiry in regard to this need of in' 
creased appropriation, stated that 
an annual appropriation of $25,000 
was necessary to properly maintain 
the school. 

"There is a teaching force of 
twenty-live, a patronage of four 
hundred, while our present accom- 
modation is limited to three hun- 
dred and twenty-five pupils. 
Every thing poiuts to a patronage 
of five hundred, and if we had suffi- 
cient accommodation, there would 
be fully five hundred young women 
in attendance upon the school next 
sessien. " 

The establishing of free scholar- 
ships is also the especial work of the 
Alabama Federation, and its efforts 
in this direction, Dr. Peterson de- 
clared, were doing more for cduca 
tiou in Alabama than could possi- 
bly be estimated. 

Dr. Peterson spoke of another 
work that Alabama women can fur 
Ihcr, that of placing pictures in the 
school, its influence being so neces. 
sary for artistic development. In the 
reception hall of the new dormitory 
there is a wide opportunity for the 
women of the Slate to take advan- 
tage of, and by the judicious selec- 
lion of pictures, the great stretch- 
es of wall could be made most at. 
tractive by the addition of pictures. 

The appropriation of $05,000 by 
the last Legislature is being expen. 
ded in completing, which will be 
finished in July. 

The western wing, already com 
plcted, is occupied by one huu. 
dred girls and with the added ac 
oomtD.odat.ion there will be over two 
hundred girls domiciled iu the domi. 
lory next tession. 



With the past inadequate accom- 
modation a majority of the students 
have been compelled to board with 
private families in Montevallo. 

The new dormitory is a magnifi 
cent structure of brick and stone. 
It directly faces the campus and is 
four stories high, with attractive 
promenade with stone arches. The 
reception hall, president's office and 
dining hall are on the first floor and 
in the rear a handsome stairway 
leads to the apartments above. The 
building is most admirably arrang- 
ed and is well lighted and splended- 
ly ventilated. The sleep ng Depart- 
ments are delightfully located and 
are attractive, sunlightcd rnoms 
overlooking beautiful views, The 
building will be equipped with a 
private system of water works and 
steam heated. There will be a 
laundry and other splendid 'acili- 
ties. 

The school is meeting the end of 
its endowment in that it is afford- 
ing a number of young women edu 
cational opportunities by employ- 
ing them in various positions in the 
school. 

Each Congressional district in the 
State sendsone young woman whose 
expenses are gratuitous, and be- 
sides these there are many other 
girls employed in various duties 
connected with the school, thereby 
working their own way through the 
school. 

Dr. Peterson's administration is 
characterized with notable success. 
The splendid foundation laid by the 
school s former president, Capt. H. 
C. Reynolds, is recognised today by 
all those familial - with the history 
of the school and the policy of Dr. 
Peterson, who succeeds Mr. Rey- 
nolds, is admitted by the trustees, 
the faculty and the pupils to be 
able and judicious, and under his 
wise administration the future pos- 
sibilities of the school are recog- 
nized as limitless. 

In the expenditure of the school's 
flnanees, Dr. Peterson's practical 
ideas of business have been demon- 
strated in many ways of which the 
public is ignorant. Tn die recent 
order for furniture, Dr. Peterson, 
it is said, by his wise management 
saved the State three thousand dol- 
lars, which had been set aside to be 
exbended in new furniture. 

The corps of able teachers at the 
Girls' Industrial School also adds 
the prestige necessary in every 
school to maintain the high stand- 
ards set for it by the State. 

In the departments of dressmak- 
ing, millinery, cooKing, telegraphy, 
stenography, typewriting, print, 
ing, bookkeeping and other depart- 
ments, the best teachers are at 
their head and the best facilities 
that can possibly be provided by 
the present appropriation are for 
use iu the different departments. 

It has been rumored that the 
Federation of Women's Ciubs had 
asked for or in other words rec- 
jomraended the removal of some oT 
teachers in the Alabama Girls' 
Industrial School, and the rumor 
was pretty generally believed 
and freely commented upon. Mrs, 
Priscilla Tyler Goodwyn. in an 
audience with the trustees Tuesday 
morning, denied the rumor in toto. 
We are informed by a member of 
the board that she read that por- 
tion of the Federation minutes that 
touched upon the school. What 
she read endorsed the administra- 
tion of the school and commended 
a portion of the teachers. The 
Sentinel believes that the Federa- 
tion would have shown a more gen- 
erous spirit had that body endorsed

Gold Land Deal. 
The Anniston Gold Mining Company 
filed in the probate office at Edwadsville 
last Thursday a deed to 320 acres of 
land, consideration, $160,000. A won- 
derful development of hidden wealth 
and the conversion of yellow dust into 
shining ingots will soon begin. 



Recognized Their Union. 
The strike of the employes of the 
"Warrior Coal Co., at Tidewater, came 
to an end Thursday afternoon, the min- 
ers winning out. Their was no trouble 
■over the prices paid the miners, but the 
lessees of the mines would not recog- 
nize their union recently formed. 



Cotton Burned at S.'Iraa. 
Fire raged for two hours about mid- 
day Friday in the warehouse of J. J. 
Babcock, in Selma, where were stored 
about 1,800 bales of cotton, and it is 
estimated that about 1,000 bales were 
burned and that the 800 saved were 
partially damaged by fire and water. 
The ignition of a match head by a truck 
is supposed to have been the origin of 
the fire. The loss of the cotton, office 
fixtures and warehouse will be about 
$75,000, but it is fully covered by in- 
surance. 



The President of University. 
Col. M. L. Stansel has written Col. 
H. B. Foster that the meeting of the 
sub-committee of the board of trustees 
of the University of Alabama, which 
was appointed at the January meeting 
of that body, will meet in Tuscaloosa 
on May 29th, at which time it is 
thought that some one will be recom- 
mended to the board of trustees for the 
presidency of the university.

This con- 
tract was secured after competition 
with coal concerns of Philadelphia, and 
the Alabamians secured it on better 
showing made as to price, etc. The 
coal will be shipped from Birmingham 
to Pensacola and from there to Tampico 
by boat. Shipments will ensue at 
once. This is the largest lump contract 
ever made by Aabama in that market, 
and the prospects now are that a steady 
trade in that section will develop. 



A Five Tear Lense. 

Brown ore mining on Oak and Pine 
ridges in the mineral district of Leeds 
has been revived. It is understood 
that Col. J. W. Castleman, former as- 
sistant General Manager of the Sloss 
Iron & Steel Co. , has secured |a five year 
lease on all the property of the company 
in this locality, and is now engaged in 
building a tram track from the end of 
the present spur track of the Southern 
Railway Co. down Pine Ridge, and will 
eventually extend the same across Ca- 
liaba valley to the Oak Ridge and to 
the big deposits, discovered some years 
since by J. B. Elliott, of Leeds. 



Avondale Bonds Bought. 
The issue of $15,000 six per cent 
thirty-year school bonds of Avondale, 
Ala , were pucrhased by John Ntfveen 
& Company, bankers, of Chicage, at 
par. 



Moonshine Whisky Seinod. 
The distillery plant of Barnes 
Upton, at Mountainboro, Ala., has 
been seized by the government and the 
plant is now in the hands of Collector 
Bingham. It is alleged that the plant 
has been operated at night in the absence 
of the Government gauger. Twelve 
barrels of whisky were seized with the 
still and brought to Birmingham. The 
Barnes & Upton still is one of the oldest 
in the state and is one of the largest 
and best known, and the operators are 
prominent citizens. 



Anniston's Knitting Mill. 

The new plant of the Anniston Knit- 
ting Mill Company is almost ready to 
begin operation, and the mill will be 
in full operation by the first of next 
week. This company was recently 
formed in Anniston. Mr. A. L. Tyler 
will manage the plant, having resigned 
his position as manager of the local 
plant of the Central Foundry Com- 
pany, and being succeeded by E. P.

Hotel Burned. 
The Ocean View hotel, at Wrights- 
ville Beach, was burned on the 18th 
inst, with bath houses, pavilion and 
several cottages. 



Louisville Has a Fire. 

Fire, cause unknown, early Saturday 
morning burned out the wholesale tin- 
ware and hardware store of Stratton 
& Terstegge, causing a loss of $65,000 
on building and stock. The Kentucky 
Jeans Co. and Kahn, Martin & Co., 
wholesale boots and shoes, adjoining, 
sustained damages. The insurance is 
ninety per cent of the losses. 

D-aih in the Elements. 
The town of Box, O. T. , was devas- 
tated by a windstorm Saturday and a 
half dozen houses demolished. Several 
farm houses near by were wrecked, 
and a Mrs. Andrews was killed. At 
Berry the home of Sandy Boucher was 
struck by lightning and his 12-year-old 
daughter killed. At Geary damage 
was done by hail, and at Weatherford 
Mrs. Milward was struck by lightning, 
and is feared will die. 



Uncle Sam's New Battleship, 
The Ohio, took her first dip into the 
sea at San Francisco, at 12 :26 Saturday 
afi'ernoon, and fifty thousand people 
cheered themselves hoarse. President 
McKinley arrived at the Onion Iron 
Works where the Oregon and the Ohio 
were both built, shortly after 11 
o'clock, was greeted and presented a 
gold plate in memory of the occasion. 
He spoke briefly to the men, and after 
an inspection of the works went to a 
stand, where he saw the launching. 
The ceremony was very simple but sig- 
nificant. Mrs. McKinley was to have 
pressed the button that started the Ohio 
down the ways, but on account of her 
illne3s, her niece, Miss Barber, acted in 
her place. Miss Deshler smashed a 
bottle of California champagne over the 
vessel's prow and gave her the name 
"Ohio." One of the notable banners 
displayed bore the inscription, "The 
Oregon has made her record ; watch the 
Ohio." 



Peace In Albany. 
The street railway strike, lasting 
twelve days, requiring the presence of 
3,000 members of the National Guard 
in Albany, N. Y., costing the lives of 
two citizens and entailing an expense 
to the county ot Albany of over $39,000 
is amicably settled. The agreement was 
reached early on Saturday and when it 
became known, the city became almost 
hysterical with joy. Both sides granted 
concessions, and under the agreement 
it is possible that strikes will be avoided 
in the future. The company on its 
part agrees to receive representations 
regarding grievances from any commit- 
tee of its employes, representing or- 
ganized or unorganized labor, but re- 
ser/esthe right to employ union or 
non-union men and to discharge em- 
ployes for cause. The wages of all the 
mctormen, conductors, linemen and 
pitmen is to be 20 cents per hour, and 
of pitmen helpers 17 1-2 cents per 
hour. The troops were immediately 
withdrawn. 

A Kick on Col. Mills. 

There seems to be a growing unpopu- 
larity of Colonel Mills, the Superin- 
tendent of the West Point Military 
Academy, who, army officers allege, 
has issued orders and prescribed regu- 
lations which the cadets say are en- 
tirely opposed to the traditions and 
best interests of the school. The 
trouble has been known to exist since 
the investigation of the Booz hazing, 
and matters have grown so bad of late 
i that it is reported that no fewer than 
eighty cadets were confined to quar- 
ters and that several may be court-mar- 
tialed. 



Millions of Perch. 

Three million yellow pike perch, 
brought from the government fish 
hatchery at Sandusky, Ohio, were put 
in Little River, Tennessee, Friday. 
Thk consignment is the largest ever 
secured for a southern stream. 



Murder, Arson, Then Suicide. 

Evret Conway, shot and killed C. W. 
Garrison and wife in Evansville, Ind., 
Sunday, set fire to the Garrison property 
and badly wounded Patrolman Ben 
Wallis. After being driven to despera- 
tion by the police Conway killed him- 
self. 



Grant and Bates Return. 
..rig. -Gens. Fred D. Grant and J. C. 
Bates arrived from Manila Saturday 
General Grant is on his way east to 
join his son, a student at West Point. 
General Bates intends to visit friends 
in Chicago and St. Louis. It is ex- 
pected he will be placed in command of 
the Department of Missouri. 



Fell to His Death. 
Late Saturday afternoon, Edward 
Green, a fireman, slipped from a line 
of hose upon which he was descending 
from the roof of a burning building in 
St. Louis, and was dashed to death 
on the payment sixty feet below. A 
moment after his death, four other 
firemen, caught in the sau e trap, made 
perilous descents on the hose in safety. 

At Milwaukee 13 xf. 

Milwaukee has been selected as the 
place for holding the biennial conven- 
tion of the sovereign camp of the Wood- 
men of the World in 1903. The con- 
vention now in session at Columbus, O., 
will probably continue all week, as a 
great portion of work remains unfin- 
ished. A proposition to admit coal min- 
ers as an extra hazardous risk was re- 
ferred to the committee of the wholu. 



On His Track, Perhaps. 
It is reported that Father Amado, 
the runaway priest from Guadalajara, 
Mex., who took with him $100,000 
belonging to religious societies of that 
city and a young woman of one of the 
best families, has ciossed the frontier 
into the Unit 3d States. By growing a 
beard and wearing citizens' dress he 
eluded pursuit. Another Guadalajara 
priest has created a sensation by telling 
his hearers not to discuss the matter 
under pain of excommunication. 



The Gas Exploded. 
An explosion of gas occurred in the 
Federal building at Topeka, Kas., last 
Saturday, injuirng Josephine HerroD 
and Carrie Sheffield, clerks. Miss Her- 
ron is not expected to survive. During 
the night gas accumulated from a faulty 
jet in the stamp vault. The two 
women entered in the morning after 
their packages. One of them struck a 
match and the explosion followed, 
blowing them against the walls and 
burning them severely. Several pack- 
ages of stamps were destroyed. 

Wanamaker's Home Burned. 
The country home of Thomas B. 
Wanamaker was struck by lightning 
Saturday morning and entirely de- 
stroyed. Loss estimated at $500,000. 
The house contained valuable painting!? 
and bric-a-brac, all of which was de- 
stroyed. Mr. Wanamaker and family 
were in Philadelphia at the time. Ser- 
vants sleeping in the house narrowly 
escaped burning to death. The hoase 
was built in 1826, size rivaling a hotel. 
Its abutting wings contained a ball 
room, banqueting hall, library and 
picture gallery. The pictures in the art 
gallery are an irreparable loss. Their 
approximate value was $250,000, and 
several were specimens ot the old mas- 
ters. One alone, a Vandyke of Cabrlus 
I., cost Mr. Wanamaker $43,000. 



College President Resigned. 
S. W. Boardman, A. B., D. D., presi- 
dent of Maryville College, Tenn., has 
resigned and gone to Newark, N. J., 
where he will make his future home. 
The reason for his resignation is his 
age, he being 70 years old.

The Treasury Department on Friday 
bought $59,000 short term 4 per cent 
bonds at $113,693. 

Senator John T. Morgan gave out 
last Friday an interview touching upon 
the work of the forthcoming Alabama 
constitutional convention. His state- 
ment is frank and direct, and will at- 
tract attention in the north as well as 
the south. He says : 

"The convention will be a representa- 
tive assemblage of the best citizenship 
of the state. It will be composed of 
155 delegates, all from unofficial life. 
Men of standing in professional and 
business life, lawyers, merchants, bank- 
ers and farmers. It will be capable of 
determining what is best for the family 
of citizens composing the state. The 
question is not one of party, but in- 
volves administrative integrity and the 
character of the state. The convention 
meets to retieve the state of an incubus 
of ignorance and vice. The action of 
the convention must accord with the 
requirements of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments to the federal con- 
stitution, and I believe it will be done 
with wisdom and justice to the state. 
I believe that a majority of the people 
of the United States will sympathize 
with and approve of what the state i 
has done when it is accomplished, i 
The idea that the elimination of the 
negro will give birth to a new Repub- 
lican party in the South is not based 
on an understanding of the real senti 
ments of our people. There are Re- 
publicans who vote with us on State 
matters, for respectability's sake, and 
for the protection of their familis and 
ther business, but they vote the Repub- 
lican national ticket and maintain 
their party loyalty. The elimination 
of the negro will enable these men to 
vote for Republican State officers with- 
out sacrificing their self-respect. Demo- 
crats will still be Democrats and Re- 
publicans still Republicans. 

Mrs. Lyman J. Gage, wife of the 
secretary of the treasury, died at hei 
residence in Washintgon, D. O, at 
9:30 o'clock Friday night. Heart 
trouble, the result of grippe complica- 
tions, was the immediate cause ol ; 
death. Mrs. Gage was a native of Al- 
bany, N. Y., and 58 years of age. 
She was married to Secretary Gage in 
Denver, Colo., in 1887. There were 
no children from their union. The re- 
mains will be interred in Rose Hill 
Cemetery, near Chicago. During theii 
residence in Washington, Secretary 
and Mrs. Gage have taken quite active 
parts in social life at the capital. Mrs. 
Gage was a woman of charming per- 
sonality, and delighted in extending th« 
hospitality of their elegant home on 
Massachusetts avenue. Mrs. Gage was 
probably closer to Mrs. McKinley than 
any other of the ladies of the cabinet.

A story is current that Queen Draga 
of Servia took poison when the king 
discovered the situation caused by the 
conflicting statements regarding ler 
health, and that she is dangerously ill 
from its effects. 



His Initial Performance. 
King Alfonso, last Thursday for :he 
first time, took a prominent part in the 
grand maneuvers of the Madrid garri- 
son. He appeared on horseback ac- 
companied by General Weyler, minis- 
ter of war, General Molto, captain 
general of Madrid, all the marshals 
resident at the capital and a numerous 
and brilliant suite. The young ruler 
remained in the saddle for five hours 
and took the keenest interest in the 
operations. Both the troops and spec- 
tators gave the King an enthusiastic 
reception. 



Unreasonable Turkey. 

The Turkish customs authorities 
have prohibited the entry of typewrit- 
ers into the country, and 200 machines 
now in the custom house have been or- 
dered returned to the consignors. 
The authorities take the peculiarly 
characteristic attitude that there is no 
distinct feature about typewriting by 
which authorship may be recognized or 
a person using a machine be traced, 
and that consequently any one would 
be able to put in type seditious writ- 
ings without fear of compromising 
himself. Hectographic paste and fluid 
are also prohibited for similar reasons. 
The embassies are making efforts tc 
induce the government to take a more 
reasonable attitude. 



Secretary Hay's proposal for a new 
Nicaraugua treaty was received from 
Lord Pauncefote late last week in Lon- 
don. It is a voluminous document and 
is being printed. It is described as a 
redraft of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, 
with what appears to be extensive 
annotations. Several weeks are likely 
to elapse before the cabinet can com- 
mence its discussion. The dispatches 
relative to the possibility of the sub- 
stitution of the Panama Isthmian route 
are read with interest. The Associated 
Press learns that agents of the Panama 
Co. have not approached the British 
government, but if the United Statee 
should think it advisable to complete 
the Panama canal the decision would 
be hailed with no little satisfaction al 
the foreign office as an ea?y way out 
of the controversy. The British officials 
are without accurate knowledge of the 
terms offerd by the Panama people and 
incline to the belief that the United 
Stated will not choose this route. "If 
it is advisable to abrogate the Clayton- 
Balwar treaty on account of its age," 
says a high official, "how much more 
so is it necessary to annul the French 
shore agreement, which was made long 
before the Clayton-Bulwar treaty." 
Inquiries reveal the fact that negotia- 
tions to this end are progressing, though 
slowly. France is said to be exhibit- 
ing a genuine desire to have the matter 
settled, and at the expense of conces- 
sions in other parts of the globe, Great 
Britain may endeavor to meet her 
wishes.

UNJUST TO OTHER TEACHERS. 

It was rnmored, last week, that 
the Board of Trustees of the Girls' 
Industrial School had raised the 
salary of Mr, Jas. A. Moore to $115 
for the school months aud $40 for 
the vacation months. This very 
naturally caused dissatisfaction 
among some of the teachers who 
are older in point of service in the 
school, and criticism from the peo- 
ple. 

To get the facts in the case the 
editor interviewed Dr, Peterson up. 
on the subject, last Saturday, and 
he says Mr. Mojre's salary was not 
raised, but that he does get a salary 
of $40 additional for book-keeper 
and assistant secretary, and that it 
was by his recomendation that Mr, 
Moore was elected book-keeper by 
the trustees. He further said that 
Mr. Moore would have charge of the 
office during his absence, and that 
it was necessary that something of 
this kind he done or Mr. Moore 
would not stay longer at the salary 
he was paid last year. Dr. Peterson 
said his office duties heretofore had 
prevented his visiting the different 
departments as he should do, and 
that the appointment of Mr. Moore 
would enable him to do this. 

The Sentinel is loth to say any 
thin"- of the matter for the reason 
that we have been charged with 
being unfriendly to the school, but 
it is a matter of public interest, and 
one in which the people are inter- 
ested as every taxpayer helps to 
keep it up. 

We cannot think it was altogeth 
er the right thing to give Mr. Moore 
an additional $40 per month. In 
the first place, during ths past ses- 
sion but little more than half his 
time has been taken up with the 
duties of his departnent. True, Dr. 
Peterson says Mr. Moore assisted in 
other departments,— Mr. Moore al- 
so tells us the same, but even then 
his time was not wholly occupied. 
Not so with the other teacers — they 
had all they could attend to. Such 
being the case should Mr. Moore 
have received the same salary as 
the others? We are told by teach- 
ers that he put in a considerable 
part of his time on the campus. 

Again, Dr. Peterson says Mr. 
Moore would not stay at the 
salary lie had last year been 
paid. Is it a foregone conclusion 
that no other could be found who 
would teach for that amount? We 
are inclined to think that Mr. Moore 
would not have resigned. Person 
ally we admire Mr. Moore, but in 
this case think, as do many others, 
that a point has been strained for 
his preferment. There arc teachers 
in the faculty who haw spent years 



fitting themselves to teach, and we 
do not wonder that they think they 
have been unjustly dealt with, They 
are required to put in their full 
time aud receive no extra pay for 
doing it. Why, then, should Mr. 
Moore receive any more for putting 
in full time? He should not be 
censured, however, for accepting 
just as large a salary as he can get. 

In writing the above we know 
there are those who will say we are 
unfriendly to the school. The same 
charge has been made against us 
heretofore, out no matter from 
whom it comes it is false. No bet- 
ter friend in Alabama to that insti- 
tution than the editor of The Senti- 
nel, but we believe in justice to all 
and no favoritism.

The chair appointed Messrs. Oates, 
O'Neal and Lomax a committee to no- 
tify Mr. Knox of his nomination for 
the presidency. 

Second Day. 

Caucus Nominees Elected — Speed) 
by President Knox— Convention 
Settles Down to Business. 



Promptly at 11 o'clock on Wednesday 
Chief Justice McClellan called the con- 
stitutional convention to older, and 
Rev. Dr. Patterson, of the First Pres- 
byterian church, of Montgomery, open- 
ed with prayer. 

On motion of Judge Uoieman, tne 
convention proceeded to elect a presi- 
dent. John B. Knox, of Calhoun, was. 
nominated, and as no other name was 
presented, he was declared elected. 

Messrs. Coleman, Oates and Lomas 
were appointed a committee to con- 
duct the new ^resident to the chair. 

Mr. unox ascended the stand amid 
enthusiastic cheers from all parts of 

the hall and the galleries, ana was pre- 
sented by the Chief Justice. Mr. Knox 
returned thanks for the distinguished 
honor conferred and discussed at some 
length the issues to be considered by 
the convention. 

''These are onr problems," he said, 
''and we should be left to deal with 
them with our own sense of responsi- 
bility and recognized relations in the 
conduct of government. 

"The southern man understands the 
negro and the negro understands us, 
and the only conflict that has arisen or 
that is likely to arise has been biought 
about by unknown and unwarranted 

interference from the pretended friendf 
of the north. 

"We must do what we propose to do, 
not by force or fraud, but with firm- 
ness and fairness to all, so frame the 
laws that the purity and sanctity of 
the ballot shall be preserved in every 
section of the state." 

He recogniezd the gravity of the sub- 
ject and trusted that it would be solved 
with wisdom and sound judgment. 

Mr. Knox touched upon the matter 
of the state's bonded indebtedness. 
Under the present constitution he 

donbted the right of the state to refund 
its bo ded indebtedness. 

The power of municipal and county 
governments to create debts was dis- 
cussed by the speaker. The issuing of 
bonds should be restricted. 

He spoke upon the suoject of educa- 
tion, expressing friendliness to the pub- 
lic schools but opposition to local tax- 
ation for school purposes. 

The nominees of the caucus on the 
previous evening were all elected, and 
were sworn in by the president. 

A resolution was adopted to appoint 
a committee to consider the matter of 
stenog-raphic reports. 

Resolutions were adopted providing 
hat the clergy be invited to open the 
essions with prayer, and to apportion 
eats among the members. Dr. Cun- 
ningham moved that the selection of 
seats be made the special order after 
the reading of the journal on Thursday. 

The convention then adjourned un- 
til 11 o'clock Thursday morning. 

Hon. John B. Knox, of Anniston, 
president of the constitutional conven- 
tion, is a native of Talladega county. 
His father was a physician and his 
mother was a daughter of Chancellor 
Alexander Bowie. He is 43 years of 
age, one of the foremost lawyers of the 
state and prominent in democratic pol- 
itics. 

Mr. Julian, the secretary, is a young 
man, popular with legislators by reason 
of his connection with the House of 
Representatives as assistant clerk. He 
is a native of Colbert county and was 
for several years connected with the 
North Alabamian, a paper published at 
Tuscumbia. Mr. Herbert, assistanv 
secretary, is a well known young Mont- 
gomerian. 

Messrs Hasson and Fain have served 
tho House of Representatives in the 
capacities which they will the conven- 
tion. 



Third Day. 

A Sliiirt Session — Delegates are Alloc 
ted Seats— Committees are Ap. 
pointed— Second Caucus. 

Thursday's session was a short one 
Rev. A. L. Andrews led in prayer 
The Secretary called the roll and read 
the journal. 

Mr. Weatherly presented a resolu- 
tion to give preference of seats to ex- 
Governors Oates and Jones : <• upremt 
Court Judges Walker ana <lemun; 
members of the convention of 1 87o, 
and Dabney Palmer. They chose seals 
well in front. All were seated in a half 
hour. 

The chair announced committees 
On Clergy— Howell, Watts and Black- 
well: Stenographic Reports — Oates, 
Pillans, Merrill, Browne. Foster, Hood, 
Ashcraf t, Weatherly : Rules— Knox. 
Smith of Mobile, Cunningham, Lomax, 
Harrison, O'Neal, DeGraffenreid, 
Browne and J. Thomas Heflin. 

Mr. O'Neal moved to invito General 
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Joseph Wheeler to a seat on the floor of 
the convention. Mr. Lowe objected, 
and moved to include all members and 
ex -members of Congress. The whole 
proposition went to the table. Mr. De- 
Graffenreid moved that the privileges 
of the floor be accorded General Wheel- 
er. The motion was adopted. Several 
resolutions were presented : to fix the 
regular hour of adjournment at 1 p.m. ; 
to print 5,000 copies of President 
Knox's address; to fix (he number of 
standing committees. The resolutions 
were referred. 

The convention recessed to permit the 
rules committee to report, and its report 
provides for ten pages, two messengers, 
a gallery doorkeeper, and an enrolling 
and engrossing clerk; the secretary may 
employ additional assistance with the 
approval of the president. 

Twenty-one committees arc provided : 
Rules, composed of the president and 
nine members; judiciary, twenty-five 
members ; order, consistency and har- 
mony of the whole constitution, 
twenty - five'; suffrage and elections, 
twenty-five; legislative department, 
nineteen; local legislation, nineteen; 
education, nineteen ; taxation, nine- 
teen ; executive department, fifteen; 
preamble and declaration of rights, 
fifteen ; corporations, fifteen ; judicial 
department, fifteen; exemptions, fif 
teen; militia, fifteen; banks and bank- 
ing, iifteen ; municipal corporations, 
fifteen; state and county boundaries, 
fifteen ; impeachments, fifteen ; amend- 
ing the constitution and miscellaneous, 
fifteen; on the journal, five; schedules, 
printing and incidental expenses, nine. 

A majority of each committee is to 
constitute a quorum; committeees will 
be appointed by the president. 

The committees on rules, judiciary, 
order and consistency, suffrage and 
elections and corporations will be en- 
titled to a clerk. 

The president announced the fol- 
lowing appointments: 

To be enrolling and engrossing clerk 
— Mrs. Loula B Francis, of Birming- 
ham ; to be doorkeeper of the gallery 
W. H. Manghaus, of Calhoun ; also the 
pages and messengers. Adjourned. 

Another democratic caucus was 
held at 4 p. m. to reconsider the El- 
more county question. The session 
lasted until 8 o'clock and adjourned 
until Friday without reaching a de- 
cision. 



Fourth Day. 



A Short Session— Constitution 'Will be 
Submitted to the People — A 
Stenographer Employed. 



The convention was called to order 
at 11 a. m. by the president: 139 dele- 
gates were present. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. Dr. Andrews. 

The feature of the day's session was 
the resolution of Mr. Reese to submit 
the constitution framed by the conven- 
tion to the people There was no oppo- 
sition to the resolution. 

Mr. Pettns presented a resolution to 
abide by the act of the General Assem- 
bly in framing the const tution. It 
went to the committee on rules. 

Senators Pettus and Morgan were 
extended the privileges of the floor and 
invited to attend the convention's de- 
liberations. 

Governor Oates presented the report 
of the committee on stenographic re- 
ports, favoring reporting the proceed- 
ings and recommending the plan of Mr. 
Put McGauly at $70 a day, to furnish 
1,000 copies a day for the use of the 
members. There was considerable dis- 
sension about the matter but the re- 
port was adopted. 

An adjournment was taken until 
Monday noon, to give the president 
time to select committees. 



ATHENS HAS THE FEVER. 
A company composed of local capi 
talists and men from Indiana has brfet 
formed at Athens to bore for natural gas 
and oil and will begin as soon as leases 
are obtained on certain properties. The 
city has granted a franchise to the com- 
pany for the laying of pipe lines and 
soon the company will begin active 
operations. 

President Roca, of Argentina in- 
tends to visit the Buffalo Exposition. 
He will also consult President McKin- 
ley upon various South American ques- 
tions.

President Diaz of Mexico may be 
appealed to if President McKinley and 
Secretary Hay are unable to bring the 
disputants over the second Pan-Ameri- 
can Congress together. President Diaz 
is as eager as President McKinley to 
bring about a harmonious understand- 
ing between the nations of the new 
world, and views with suspicion the 
part that Europe is playing in the 
game. It is understood that Peru and 
Bolivia have received assurance from 
Europe of financial aid in recovering 
their lost provinces, and a way to the sea 
if these nations succeed in so manipu- 
lating the forthcoming Pan-Americaa 
Congress as to force arbitration on 
Chili. 



In that historic old building, the 
■Capitol nt Montgomery, which has 
■witnessed so many important occasions, 
whose halls have rung with the tread 
iiud whose walls have heard the voices 
of so many illustrious men, is now 
assembled a convention having before 
it the consideration of solemn and mo- 
mentous questions and duties. It is 
perhaps the most important meeting in 
the history of Alabama, for its work 
will make or mar the fortunes of a 
great people. Alabama is to have a new 
organic law, and this meeting has be- 
fore it the task of framing a new con- 
stitution under which the citizens of 
the state may live in peace, safety and 
prosperity. Able thought, wise counsel 
and clear judgment are necessary to 
this end, and these qualifications are 
possessed in high degree by the 155 
representative men in convention as- 
sembled and in whom the state reposes 
an implicit faith.

First Day. 

The Delegates Assemble and Take 
the Oath— Fourteen Unseated — 
Caucus Nominations. 

On Monday precisely at noon in the 
Representatives' hail in the capitol, 
Chief Justice McClellan cal ed the con- 
vention to order. He stated the pur- 
pose of the law and that he was ready 
to complete the temporary organization. 
Secretary of State McDavid was asked 
to act as secretary, and the delegates 
elect were enrolled, after which Judge 
McClellan administered to the members 
the following oath: "I do solemnly 
swear that I will support the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and I will 
honestly and faithfully perform the 
duties which are now to devolve on me 
as a delegate of this convention, so help 
me God." General Geo. P. Harrison 
moved to adjourn till Tuesday in view 
of the fact that a democratic caucus was 
desired to be held. The Chief Justice 
announced that the caucus would be 
held in the hall at 4 p. m., and de- 
clared the convention adjourned until 
1 1 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

The Caucus. 

The Democratic caucus was called to 
order by Hon. Robert J. Lowe, of 
Jefferson, and Hon. E. R. Morrisette, 
of Monroe, was made its temporary 
chairman. Hon. John T. Ashcraft, 
of Lauderdale, and John F. Proctor, of 
Jackson, were elected secretaries. A 
committee of nine, one member from 
each congressional district, was ap- 
pointsd to pass upon the rights of dele- 
gates as members of the caucus. 

It was 6 o'clock when the commit- 
tee reported. The report included 141 
of the delegates elected as eligible to 
seats in the caucus, excluding fourteen. 

The report of the committee was the 
signal for a rather stormy debate, but 
the report was finally adopted. 

Mr. DeGraffenreid, of Hale, offered 
an order of business which was adopted 
and the chair called for nominations foi 
president of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion. Mr. J. Thomas Heflin placed in 
nomination Hon. John B. Knox, and 
the rules were suspended and Mr. 
Knox was unanimously declared the 
nominee. 

The names of Frank N. Julian, of 
Colbert, and R, E. L. Neil, of Dallas, 
were presented for secretary and Julian 
won the race by a vote of 72 1-2 to 
! 59 1-2. 

Three names were presented for as- 
sistant secretary, W. F. Herbert, of 
Montgomery, John F. Gillies, of Clarke, 
and J. A. Kyle, of Jackson. Herbert 
won on the secoud ballot.

FRANK MILLER AGAIN. 

Inquiry Concerning Him Made by the 
German Ambassador. 

On Friday Steiner Brother! receiyed 
a telegram from the German consul at 
Mobile, saying: 

"Steiner Brothers, Birmingham, Ala. 

"German Ambassador, Washington, 
desires me to ascertain whether Frank 
Miller, to be executed on June 28th, 
still retains German citizenship. 
Please investigate. 

"E. Holzborn, German Consul." 

Immediately upon receipt of the tele- 
gram Mr. Leo K. Steiner went to the 
county jail, gained admission and saw 
Miller. Miller stated that ha is a Ger- 
man citizen. He refused to name his 
native city. He said: "You cannot 
blame me for not wishing to involve 
my family in trouble. They are good 
people and if my aged father knew ai 
my disgrace it would kill him." 

Miller stated that the German consul 
at Mobile was personally acquainted 
with his father and knew where he was 
from, and asked Mr. Steiner to wir« 
that he still retained his German citi- 
zenship and such other information as 
he desired. 

An effort will be made this week by 
Miller's attorneys to bring from Atlan- 
ta a man who it is expected will prove 
that the coat found on the street after 
the tragedy is not Miller's. The de- 
fense claim they hold a trump card in 
this. Miller states that the prosecution 
never asked him to try the coat on, and 
he knows that it will not fit him.

The Federul Const! tui ion Interpret- 
ed— What English Papers Think 
of the United States— Statement 
of Cuba'* Foreign Trade. 



The Supreme Court of the United 
States decides that the constitution 
does not follow the flag. This decision 
is the most important that this gieat 
tribunal has ever made, and is in favor 
of the government. The court goes 
back to the period in which the Repub- 
lic was formed and the constitution 
framed and endeavors to ascertain 
what was the intent of the founders of 
the nation. The opinion of the ma- 
jority of the court disposes of the uni- 
form taxation clause of the constitution 
In this manner : 

"The framers of the constitution in 
writing that clause had no thought of 
its application to territorial possessions 
No such question as is now presented 
had arisen in their minds. The 
clause 'all duties, imposts and exercises 
shall be uniform throughout the United 
States,' was placed in the constitution 
to prevent any state or combination of 
states securing advantage over another 
or others ; to prevent the ports of one 
state gaining preference over those of 
another in importation. This rule was 
made primarily for the states united, 
not for territories then possessed or 
afterwards acquired, and the constitu- 
tional requirement is satisfied that on 
ill, duties are uniformly imposed at 
all the ports throughout the United 
States. The advantage of this uni- 
formity may be extended to territories 
and possessions not states and not mem- 
bers of the American union, but that 
is for Congress to determine under au- 
thority of the constitution." 



The Satnrday Review published in 
London says: 

"The Monroe doctrine, triply exag- 
gerated, and the rejection of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty are the means by 
which South America is to fight off the 
power of European designs. The North 
Americans will try to bully and cajole 
her into denying Germany the lease of 
a small coaling station. Soon Europe 
will not be able to speak in South 
America without asking the permission 
of the United States. But we fancy 
South America would prefer even the 
attentions of Europe to those of their 
friends in the north. It is pleasant for 
Europe to be menanced with the com- 
mercial fist and the mailed fist of 
America at the same time." 



A statement by the Division of In- 
sular Affairs, War Department, shows 
that the total value of merchandise im- 
ported into Cuba during the first ten 
months of 1900 was $55, 149. 109, and 
for the same period of 1899, $54,325,- 
732, an increase of $823,377. The ex- 
ports of merchandise also show an in- 
crease. The figures for the period stated 
of 1899 were $40,893,638; for 1900, 
$41,488, 955; increase, $56,317. Cuba's 
trade with the United States show a 
decrease of $487,456 in imports and $6,- 
438,607 in exports. The marked de- 
crease in the value of exports to the 
United States and an apparently large 
increase in the exportation to European 
countries is explained by the War De- 
partment by the fact that in 1899 ship- 
ments for Europe were consigned to 
New York for re-exportation.

How true this may be 
we have been uuable to learn, but 
the depositors have the utmost con- 
fidence in the committee appointed 
to look after their interests, and be- 
lieve that the committee will recom_ 
mend some plan that will be to the 
best interest of all concerned. 

Montevallo people are generous 
and charitable and they vvill stand 
together, helping each other to tide 
over the calamity that has touched 
nealy all. 

Negotiations are now on pending 
settlement of so me kind, and our 
people will be patient believing 
that their interests will be as well 
taken care of by the committee as 
is possible. 

Inability to make collections of 
loans is, we understand, the prime 
cause for suspension. 

Mr. Little, the cashier and man- 
ager of the bank, has had the confi- 
dence of our people, and at this 
time when the affairs of the bank- 
are in a cloud, no one questions his 
honesty of purpose, and they sym- 
pathize with him in misfortune. 

Since writing the above the, fol- 
lowing suggestion has been made 
by a creditor of the bank: 

Why would it not be the best for 
all interested to organize a bank, 
the creditors of the defunct bank to 
become shareholders to the amount 
due them by the bank; take the as 
sets elect a president, a board of di- 
rectors, a cashier, place the last 
named under a good bond, paying 
no officer a salary except the cash- 
ier, and incorporate the institution. 
If this plan is adopted I believe 
every creditor would receive in time 
the full amount of his claim. It ap- 
pears to me this would be tne most 
sensible course to follow, and by so 
doing a business would beestablish 
ed in which the people would have 
confidence, and at the same time 
make it a good paying investment. 
Why not call a meeting and discuss 
this matter? 

What do the creditors think of 
this idea?

ation. Here, in this great workshop, 
they can choose of the professions anil 
trades and receive practical instruction 
tion in ilie same, 'they telegraph, >hey 
short-hand, they type-write, they dress 
make, they cook, Ihey hat and bonnet 
make and, bless you. they do every- 
thing which is likely to educate and 
culture a woman The poise between 
an evenly developed mind and body is 
beautifully preserved. 

Dr. Peterson, the president, at the 
helm of all this fleet ol fair woman- 
hood, is the close relative of our vener- 
able townsman, i>r S. H. (Jox. The 
c ir;is of twenty-six assistant teachers 
all bright, clever young women, with 
enthusiasm for their work, are charm- 
ing to remember. An almost in estst- 
able impulse came over us to wish 
backward the dial finger of the years 
and to enter ourselves io r instruction in 
every department. It was a happiness 
to linger in I heir chapel, in the class 
room and our cherished memories trans- 
figured the place. As a cumbersome 
mantle, the years and their weight, of 
experiences did slip from us ami life 
was young and tiope ran high. We 
w ere b;tck in the old chapid of a North- 
ern Univ rsitv and the, scaltered class- 
mate,-, of long years ago were round us 
— dear picture of the past. 

As these girls, more than three hun- 
dred strong, marched into the chapel, 
there filed before us a vision of woman- 
hood intoxicating in its promise. We 
were impressed "with the teachers — 
their ability and their interest in their 
work, In one of the English classes 
wo listened while a teacher of charming 
dignity tested her pupils upon the per- 
plexities of moods and tenses.

Tourist postal cards are extremely 
popular on the continent of Europe. 
Cn this side the water the people seem 
to be too busy to think about them, 
but in Germany no city or hamlet, no 
place of historical interest is without 
these cards embellished with some de- 
sign appropriate to the locality, which 
offer convenient means of communi- 
cation with friends at home.

Com 
mission men are recalling the trans- 
action last season by which Cudahj 
of Omaha and Chicago parties col- 
lected and stored several millions o 
dozens of eggs which were afterward 
sold at the winter price and at a hand 
some profit. Whon talking about i 
recent offer made to the convention 
of Kansas and Oklahoma commission 
men to buy 2,400,000 dozen eggs sev- 
eral South Water street dealers said 
that such an order could be easily 
handled by commission firms In the 
ordinary business way. One was of the 
opinion that there are firms doing 
business with headquarters in Chicago 
that would not be stumped if called 
upon to furnish twice that quantity 
in the course of a couple of months. 
They would simply set to work among 
country and call for all that could t>« 
supplied at stated times. 



Mother Hint*. 

Mothers often complain that their 
babies do not appear really 111, and yet 
do not grow and look as healthy as 
they should.

FLAVOR AND FOOD. 



While Flavor Has No Food Value, It Is 
Yet Essential to Good Food. 

Chemists tell us that cheese is one 
of the most nutritious and. at the 
same time, one of the cheapest of 
foods. Its nutritive value is greater 
than meat while its cost is much 
less. But this chemical aspect of the 
matter does not express the real value" 
of the cheese as a food. Cheese ia 
eaten, remarks Professor H. W. Conn 
in a paper on "Flavor," not because 
of its nutritive value as expressed by 
the amount of proteids. fats and car- 
bohydrates that it contains but always 
because of its flavor. Now. physiolo- 
gists do not find that flavor has any 
food value. They teach over and 
over again that our foodstuffs are 
proteids, fats and carbohydrates, and 
that as food flavor plays absolutely 
no part. But. at the same time, they 
tell us that the body would be unable 
to live upon these foodstuffs were it 
not for the flavors. If one were com- 
pelled to eat pure food without flavors, 
like the pure white of an egg, it is 
doubtful whether one could, for a week 
at a time, consume a sufficiency of 
food to supply his bodily needs. Flavor 
is as necessary as nutriment. It 
gives a zest to the food, and thus 
enables us to consume it properly, 
and, secondly, it stimulates the 
glands to secrete, so that the foods 
may be satisfactorily digested and as- 
similated. The whole art of cooking, 
the great development of flavoring 
products, the high prices paid for spe- 
cial foods like lobsters and osyters — 
these and numerous other factors con- 
nected with food supply and produc- 
tion are based solely upon this de- 
mand for flavor. Flavor is a neces- 
sity, but it is not particularly impor- 
tant what the flavor may be. This is 
shown by the fact that different peo- 
ples have such different tastes in 
this respect. The garlic of the Italian 
and the red pepper of the Mexican 
serve the same purpose as the van- 
illa which we put in our ice cream; 
and all play the part of giving a rel- 
ish to the food and stimulating the 
digestive organs to proper activity. — 
London Globe. 



Solving; the Problem of Human Flight. 

There are scientific men who stick 
to science for her sake, even in these 
days. For instance. Dr. Alexander 
Graham Bell, the famous inventor of 
the telephone, is known to be at work 
at the problem of human flight. He 
has taken up this mighty task, not 
with the slightest notion of making 
money out of it, but purely for the 
love of it. Beginning at tha begin- 
ning, he has worked his way the- 
oretically through all the elementary 
factors. It may be years before he 
constructs anything; he may never 
put tool into operation. He certainly 
will not unless he sees his way to 
an achievement. Maxim. Chanuta, 
Langley, and others have done much 
in this, the most promising of all 
fields of scientific experimentation, 
but none of them has solved the prob- 
lem in the broad practical sense. It 
seems that man has done almost 
everything else within the limits of 
natural laws — everything except to 
fly. He outpaces all other animals 
upon land or water; he rises in the 
air at will; he even traverses the 
submarine depths like fishes. But 
navigation of the air, journeys at 
pleasure through the ethereal instead 
of the aqueous envelope of the earth, 
he has so far been compelled to leave 
the birds a monopoly of. The world 
of science will await with deepest in- 
terest the outcome of Professor Bell's 
explorations. He is both a profound 
scientist and a member of the mod- 
ern guild of wealth-possessors. — Col- 
lier's Weekly.

According to Western experts the so- 
called "carrier's shirt waists," now 
being manufactured in Michigan, will 
not be shirt waists, but "painter's 
jumpers," with a belt, and they will 
be made to fit better than the ordinary 
painter's juniper. A shirt waist Is s 
shirt waist, but a jumper with a belt 
is a coat. 



The salary of the Governor of Kan- 
sas is $3000 a year only, and therefore 
Governors of the Sunflower State 
have generally lived in boarding 
houses. The recent Legislature appro- 
priated $00,000 for the purchase of an 
executive residence in Topeka, and 
hereafter Kansas Governors are to re- 
side in it. The population of Topeka 
by the last census was 33,000. 



The New England pine, which Em- 
erson so loved, appears, according to 
the recent investigation of Professor 
G. E. Stone, to be holding its own In 
the forests of Central Massachusetts, 
while some of its old compeers, like the 
hemlock, the beech and the canoe 
birch, have decreased, other species 
taking their place. "The pine," says 
Professor Stone, "can adapt Itself to a 
great variety of conditions." 



It is estimated that a tenth of the 
agricultural output of the United 
States is ruined annually by insects, 
hence the necessity of keen, careful 
observation on the part of the farmer. 
As a rule it is not the creature respon- 
sible for serious loss of crops that is 
first seen, but the damaged crop itself. 
The reverse should be true. By using 
his eyes more freely the average farm- 
er could foresee in most cases damage 
to his crops by injurious pests, and 
arm himself with the weapons of de- 
fense. In some instances disastrous 
insect invasious could be largely avert- 
ed if facts were generally reported to 
±he various experiment stations. 



In discussing the development of the 
automobile attention has been largely 
directed to its possible displacement of 
the horse in vehicles used for urban 
purposes. The possible competition of 
such vehicles with the present street 
cars, however, appears to have re- 
ceived little attention. It Is plainly ob- 
vious that the perfection of a small 
but powerful storage battery for auto- 
mobiles, such as Mr. Edison is now en- 
gaged upon, and the consequent intro- 
duction of smooth pavements in city 
streets, must necessarily affect the 
traction question in all the larger 
cities. Will the perfected automobile, 
with smoothly paved streets, drive the 
tram car with its fixed tracks from 
city thoroughfares? 



The publication in England of such 
little incidents as the following will 
do more to turn the English against 
any possible scheme of conscription 
for her army than columns of scien- 
tific and economic arguments. In 
Paris there lives a widow who had two 
sons. One of them was a cripple, and 
the other, a capable workman, sup- 
ported the family. Last fall the latter 
was taken away to serve his 
term in the army, and the moth- 
er, who was nearly blind, was 
compelled to make out as well as she 
could. During the recent cold spell 
she broke down completely, and she 
and her cripple son nearly starved. 
One day she complained more bitterly 
than usual against the conscription 
laws which compelled the younger son 
to serve, although so far as supporting 
the family was concerned he was 
really the elder, who, in the case of 
having a widowed mother, is exempt. 
She went out to get some work, and 
when she returned she discovered that 
the cripple had killed himself in order 
that his brother might take his place 
as the head of the family aud support 
his mother-

Spain's Little Ring in Danger— Mur- 
der at Memphis — South Carolina 
Politics — Lynched lor Steal- 
ing—A Mother's Mad Act. 



TERRIFIC STORMS 



Passed Over the Southern States on 
the Last Day of May 

And at a number of points con- 
siderable damage was done. The 
storm struck the northern portion of 
Dawson, Ga., completely destroying a 
large amount of valuable property. 
Roofs were blown off and smoke stacks 
torn down, but no one is known to 
have received any serious injury. The 
large Odd Fellows' hall was left u. 
mass of ruins. Several fine mules 
were killed by lightning. Crops are 
greatly damaged and the fruit crop is 
badly injured. At Herod, one store 
was demolished and two mules killed. 
Three houses were destroyed at Bel- 
mont, and several houses were un- 
roofed at Parrott. About thirty houses 
were destroyed in and near Dawson, 
telephonic and telegraphic communi- 
cation being cut off. 

At Vicksburg, Miss., a windstorm, 
almost cyclonic in proportions, struck, 
prostrating trees, houses and every- 
thing else in its path. So far only 
one fatality is reported, a 5-year- 
old child. The wind was accompanied 
by hiavy hail and the damage to crops 
will be heavy. The rain fall was 
nearly four inches. 

A heavy rain and hail storm covered 
a wide area in Texas, and great dam- 
age has been done to all crops, es- 
pecially to fruit, eastern Texas hav- 
ing been affected to a greater extent 
than any other portion. A epeoial 
from Longview says hail was twenty 
inches deep in places and much dam- 
age was done, and one from Palestine 
says the damage to portions inside 
the city and to crops in the surround- 
ing country will reach $150,000. 

A rain and electric storm passed 
over Selma. Information received 
from the vicinity of Summerfield and 
north of that place is to the effect that 
no little damage was done to oats and 
corn. 



LITTLE ALFONSO 



Said to Be in Danger of Assassination 
by Anarchists. 
A dispatch from Barcelona, Spain, 
saya : "The police are keeping a 
vigilant watoh to effect the capture of 
two anarohists, a Spaniard and ah 
Italian, believed to be making their 
way to Madrid with the intention of 
attempting to assassinate the King. 
The conspiracy was hatched in an 
anarchist center in North America." 



KILLED BY HIS BROTHER. 
William Wooten was shot to death 
by his brother, Jesse, Thursday after- 
noon in Memphis, Tenn. The death 
of William Wooten closed a duel with 
pistols at close range. Jesse Wooten 
received two wounds. He is not se- 
riously injured. He fired five shots 
at his brother and every one of them 
took effect about the head and body. 
Jesse made no effort to escape. The 
tragedy grew out of family troubles.

Capt. Richmond P. Hobson, "the 
hero of the Merrimac," delivered the 
principal Memorial Day address at 
the opening of Lake Orion Assembly 
at Orchard Lake, Mich. 



COSTLY VICTORY. 
The British war office reports a 
battle with the Boers in which the 
English soldiers, although victorious, 
lost 174 men including a captain and 
three lieutenants, and tho Boers lost 
thirty-five. 

FOUNDRY BURNED. 
The Southern Foundry and Supply 
Comnany at Avondalo was burned 
out early Friday morning. The loss 
will probably aggregate $6,000 or 
$7,000, partially insured. The origin 
is not known. The plant made foun- 
dry facings, 



DOWN STEEP GRADE. 



One Killed Outright, One Will Die, 
Twenty-five Injured, 
Three heavily loaded cars on the 
People's Street Railway ran away 
while going down a steep hill in Wil- 
mington, Del., Friday, killing one 
man, fatally injuring another and 
hurting twenty-five more or less 
seriously. One man jumped from a 
wiadow and was cut In two. One 
conduotor Btuck to his post and his 
legs and one arm were broken and in- 
ternal injuries inflicted. His death is 
expected. Ench car carried nearly 
100 passengers. The line is a new 
one and the motormen were not fa- 
miliar with the heavy grade.

The ceremonies attending the open- 
ing of the Hall of Fame in New York 
City, were held on Decoration Day. 
Hon. Chauncey M. Depew was tho 
orator of the day, and Rev. Newall 
Dwight Millis, of Brooklyn, officiated 
as chaplain. After Senator Dopew's 
oration several tablets were unveiled. 
At Grant's tomb the interest in the 
feature of the ceremonies was an ad- 
dress by Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese 
Minister.

FIVE MEN LYNCHED. 
Details have been received of the 
lynching of five men at Lookout, 
Cal. One of the lynched was 72 years 
of age. As reported the men lynched 
had been suspected of petty stealing 
for some time. Last Sunday they 
were arrested for stealing barbed wire, 
pieces of harness and some hay forks. 
A search warrant was issued and the 
harness and forks found in the house 
of two of them, and the matter 
culminated as reported. 



MOTHER KILLS THE FAMILY. 
At Covington, Ky., Friday night, 
after a quarrel with her husband, 
Mrs. Kate Hester shot and killed her 
husband and 3-year-old daughter and 
then suicided. 



BUTTE SLIDING. 
The strange sliding movement of 
the city of Butte, Montana, which 
has been noticeable at intervals for 
several years, has agiin manifested 
itself by five large cracks in the earth 
in different sections of the city. The 
largest crevice is a crack twelve inches 
wide and of considerable length and 
depth. There is no caving, but a dis- 
tinct paving of the earth and the 
granite walls can easily be seen in 
them. The gas and water companies 
have much trouble on account of the 
strange movement which frequently 
breaks their underground pipes. The 
continuance of the strange phenom- 
ena is beginning to cause some alarm 
among the citizens of Butte. 



TEXAS TOWN BURNED. 
Jasper, Texas, county seat of Jasper 
county, was entirely destroyed by fire 
Sunday morning. Previous to the 
fire the postoffice and county treas- 
urer's safes had been blown open and 
robbed. The conclusion is that rob- 
bers blew open these safes and set fire 
to the town to cover up their crime. 
The loss is estimated at iflOO.OOO by 
the fire and it is not yet known what 
the thieves secured. As far as can be 
learned there were no lives lost and 
no one hurt, The robbers escaped. 



HONORED OUR FLAG. 
As the Duke of Cornwall and York, 
in the royal barge, crossed the Syd- 
ney, Australia, harbor last Thursday 
all the British warships were flying 
the United States flag out of compli- 
ment to the United States transport 
Glaoier, which was moored in the 
stream. 



REBELLION ENDED 
It is reported that the revolution in 
San Domingo has been completely 
crushed. A number of the prominent 
rebels have been shot or imprisoned.

Fifth Day. 



The Committees Named— List of the 
Chairmen— Williams of lilmore 
Gets His Coveted Seat. 

One hundred and twenty-one dele- 
gates were present at Monday's session. 
After approving the journal, the rules 
were reported by the president as adop- 
ted by the rules committee. They 
were discussed and adopted, amend- 
ments being made in unimportant par- 
ticulars. 

The president announced the stand- 
ing committees with chairmen as fol- 
lows : Judiciary, Smith, of Mobile ; order 
and harmony, White, of Jefferson : suf- 
frage and elections, Coleman, of Green ; 
legislative department, Oates, of Mont- 
gomery ; local legislation, O'Neal, of 
Lauderdale; education, Graham, of 
Talladega; taxation, Browne, of Talla- 
dega ; executive department, Jones, of 
Montgomery ; declaration of rights, Lo- 
max, of Montgomery; corporations, 
Harrison, of Lee; representation, Pitts, 
of Dallas; exemptions, Howze, of Jef- 
ferson ; militia, Wilson, of Clark ; banks, 
Fletcher, of Madison ; coijwations, 
Weakley, of Lauderdale; state and 
county boundaries, Parker, of Cullman ; 
impeachments, Hood, of Etowah; 
amendments and miscellaneous pro- 
visions, Foster, of Tuskaloosa; journal, 
Proctor, of Jackson ; schedules, Heflin, 
of Randolph. 

Several resolutions were offered and 
referred to the committees. The rules 
are adopted and committees appointed 
and work will now begin in earnest. 

The democratic caucus convened at 
four in the afternoon, and after due 
consideration voted unanimously to 
admit A. E. Williams, of Elmore. 

It is the general opinion that it will 
take the full time for which delegates 
are to be paid, fifty days, and perhaps 
longer to complete the work before the 
convention. It is going to take long 
ft nd patient work to frame an instru- 
ment that can with confidence be sub- 
mitted to the people for ratification. 



Sixth Day. 

Settled Down to Hard Work— A Dry 
Session — Ordinances Submit- 
ted—Jones on Suffrage. 



The convention got down to work 
this morning with rapidity, a large 
number of ordinances being introduced 
and referred to appropriate commit- 
tees. 

The feature of the session was an or- 
dinance offered by ex-Governor Jones, 
of Montgomery, to amend the suffrage 
clause of tue present constitution, ca- 
nying the light to vote to "any person 
who shall hei eaf ter b ■ convicttd of s 11- 
ing his own vote or buying or barter- 
ing the vote of another in any legal 
election, primary, caucus or conven- 
tion held to nominate persons for pub- 
lic office, or who shall make or aid in 
making any false count, certificates or 
returns as to the result v f such election, 
or who shall thereafter carry concealed 
weapons and be convict. d thereof." 
It also disqualifies from voting any per- 
son guilty of treason, idiots and insane, 
also to change habitual drunkenness to 
use of liquor t , such extent as to be- 
come notoiious. 

Prominent among other ordinances 
were : 

By Mr. Kirk — -To make th9 terms 
of state officers four years. 

Pv Mr. Kirkl ,nd — That all elections 
b held at the same time and no officer 
eligible to succeed himself. 

By Mr Hodges — That no power to 
levy taxes shall be auth rized to a cor- 
poration or individual except special 
tax of not more ihan one fourth per 
cent for school purposes. 

By Mr Howell — To give the General 
Assembly power to fix the area of coun- 
ties at 400 square miles. 

By Mr. Huwze — To create office of 
Lieutenant-Govtrnor. 

B.v Mr. McDonald — That elector? 

must read and write and understand 
..he English lmgu ge 

By ..jr. Williams, of Maiengo— To 
ab. lish the offices of Justices of th:: 
Peace. 

By Mr. Wilson, of Clarke— To define 
the qualifications ol voters in primary 
election-. 

By Mr. O'Neal— Military duty of 
all persons between 18 and 45 years ot 
age; also offic -holders must be from 
the white race. 

Mr. Oate< presented the Morgan plan 
of suffrage, which was ordered printed 
and referred to the Suffrage Committee. 



Seventh Day. 



Hatch of Ordinances lntrodnced — 
Appe&l Head from d.loroii Cit- 
izens of ti.e State. 



Roll call on the seventh day showed 
130 members of the constitutional con- 
vention present. During today's ses- 
sion Mr. Bulger introduced an ordi- 
nance on the public school system fixing 
the poll tax at $1.50 and dividing the 
schiol fund between the races in pro< 



portion as it is paid by the racss. Aa- 
other ordinance to the same end was in- 
troduced by Mr. Cardon providing that 
the school fund be divided between the 
raoes in such proportions as the trustees 
think best. 

An ordinance was introduced by Mr. 
Eyster reducing the minimum area of 
counties from 600 to 400 square miles. 

A flood of ordinances was intro- 
duced relating to taxation by counties 
being limited to half of 1 per cent. 

Mr. Beddow introduced an ordinance 
to preserve the right of trial by jury, 
but three-fourths of jury shall make a 
verdict. 

Mr. Ferguson offered an ordinance 
to give tho legislature the right to 
grant license for carrying small arms. 

Mr. Howze presented an ordinance 
that judges having criminal jurisdiction 
in the state be paid by the state. 

Mr. Beavers presented an ordinance to 
adhere to the suffrage clause of the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

Other ordinances related to filling 
vacancies in county offices by election ; 
no passing of ex post facto laws ; the 
General Assembly to amend charters 
of corporations ; cities or towns not to 
issue bonds for more than 10 per cent 
of the value of property; to fix the age 
of poll tax from 21 to 60 years; to ex- 
empt ex-Confederate soldiers from 
license tax ; to legalize primary elec- 
tions and to fix representation on popu- 
lation; to make teachers' salaries pre- 
ferred claims. 

The convention created the office of 
reading clerk at $6 per day. 

An open letter from Booker Washing- 
ton and other colored citizens to tho 
convention was read. This letter is an 
appeal for fair treatment for the race. 

Eighth Day. 



Nothing hut ordinances — Railroad 
Ccmmission — Convict Inspect- 
ors — Against Lobbying. 



Because of a resolution reported by 
the committee on rules and adopted 
by the convention, the b dy will here- 
after meet daily at 10 a. m. and will 
stand adjourned at 1 p. m. By this 
action the convention will be in session 
but three hours of each day, but it is 
essential for the committees to mett 
daily and some of them have lengthy 
sessions, so that for several days the 
great bulk of the work of the conven- 
tion will be performed in committee 
rooms. 

Six committees have selected clerks, 
and the committee on revision of the 
journal has asked for one. All the 
committees may want a clerk in an- 
other week. The committees have just 
gotten to work, but no ordinances have 
yet been reported. 

One hundred and thirty-one delegates 
were present at this day's session. Ex- 
Governor Jones presented ordinances 
to provide for sessions of the General 
Assembly every four years; to provide 
against lobbying by making it a penal 
offence ; to make railroad commissioners 
and convict inspectors elective, paying 
them out of the state treasury, and 
rendering them ineligible for re-elec- 
tion, fixing the term at four years and 
giving them plenary power to fix rates; 
to make register in chancery elective; 
to abolish chancery courts and to give 
the Governor power to appoint an at- 
torney. 

An ordinance by Mr. Robinson pro- 
hibits any special appropriation over 
$500, except by two-thirds vote of 
each house. 

An ordinance was introduced reduc- 
ing the mileage of members of the leg- 
islature and members of electoral col- 
lege from 10 to 3 cents per mile. 

Mr. Ashcraaft introduced the follow- 
ing: "To organize the whites and ne- 
groes into separate school districts 
without regard to each other, with sep- 
arate territory and officers; also fox 
special local taxation divided between 
the races in proportion to what each 
pays; the taxation on coporrate prop- 
erty to be divided between races propor- 
tionate to the color of the stock-hold- 
ers. " 

Adjourned at 1 p. m. 

Ninth Day. 

Oates' Resolution Caused Discussion « 
No Report f om Committees 
Adjourned till June 3rd. 



One hundred and eighty-five ordi- 
nances have been introduced upon al- 
most every subject in the present 
constitution, some of them are in its 
exact language. To meet this flood the 
committee on rules reported favor 
ably on th? resolution of Gen. Oates' 
to adopt the present constitution as a 
basis for the framing of a new one, 
and that ordinances or resolutions 
shall be to amend or change the pres- 
ent constitution. This provoked 
much discussion and was finally re- 
committed to be amended to meet ob- 
jections. 

The principal new measures sug 
gested at the ninth day's session, on 
which 123 delegates were in attend- 
ance, are as follows: 

By Mr. Selheimer — To prevent ad- 
ditional compensation being voted to 
any publio officer; that the governor's 
veto may be overruled by a majority 
of each house. 

By Mr. Samford, of Pike — To allow 
tho state to own works of internal im- 
provements, as steamboats and rail- 
roads, but not loan money to same ; 
to prevent abolishment of military 



fea'tures in the University and Poly- 
technic Institute. 

By Mr. Walker, of Madison— To fix 
the terms of Supreme Court Judges 
at ten years, one to retire every two 
years. 

By Mr. Cornwell — To limit taxa- 
tion of cities and towns. 

By Mr. Oates— To make the term 
of governor four years, ineligible to 
re-election and Halary $5,000. 

Mr. Long, of Walker, offered a res- 
olution to cancel oontraot for steno- 
graphic report on account of many 
errors. 

Mr. Sanders, of Limestone, int»o- 
duced a scheme of suffrage reform. It 
provides an educational qualification, 
with tho Louisiana grandfather clause, 
and oonfines office-holding to whites. 

The standing committees made no 
reports, 

The convention adjourned until 
Monday, June 3rd,

That the failure of the Shelby 
County Bank has worked an in- 
jury to Montevallo there is no 
doubt. Not only has our town 
suffered, as every town must when 
its banking institution fails, but a 
wrong has been done tha deposit- 
ors and that wrong should be rec 
tifled. Those who are responsible 
for it should be reached in some 
manner. The investigation of the 
affairs of the bank show that the 
management was very careless in 
its methods. A number of people 
had their all in the bank, among 
them widows who have children i 
dependent upon them for susten- 
ance. To these people especially 
has a great wrong been done. 
Most of our business men have had 
cheek after check returned unpaid 
which they had sent away in pay- 
ment of bills, and they keep com- 
ing. It is said by some that there 
is no recourse except to "taKe 
what is left'' and divide it among 
the creditors, If this be true then 
there is something wrong with the 
banking laws of Alabama, and the 
constitutional convention should 
frame some law for the protection 
of depositors in private banking 
institutions. It is said by some 
that the present case is simply a 
breach of trust, while others speak 
of it in terms more harsh. Pending 
settlement of some kind the people 
can only possess themselves with 
patience.

making preparations to build new 
county buildings at Columbiana, 
and adding that the question is one 
which cannot properly come before 
the constitutional convention. If 
Columbiana fraudulently defeated 
Calera in an election it was wrong, 

■ and it seems to us that relief from 

■ the fraud could have been had 
through the courts could thecliargo 
have been substantiated. The man- 
ner in which the court house re- 
moval act was passed last winter 
we also believe to have been wrong- 
fully done, and sure 1 . - two wrongful 
acts do not make a rightful one. 
As to the constitutional convention 
not having the power to act in the 
matter is for it to decide, but it 
appears reasonable that if that 
body is empowered to annul, amend 
and make new laws for the State 
it can very properly pass upon the 
Shelby court house question, and 
when the time comes as to whether 
or not the people will endorse the 
new constitution, should the con- 
vention repeal the law, the vote in 
Shelby county at that time will de- 
termine whether or not the people 
want their county seat removed 
from its present location. The 
rights of all should be considered 
in this matter. 



The meeting of the Shelby Coun- 
ty Bank creditors, yesterday, was 
called to order by chairman J. A.

Cotton Statistics — Our Ileal Popula- 
tion— Nicaragua's President Coin- 
iujC— Siam's New Minister— Fil- 
ipinos Can Have Passports. 



The statistician of the department 
of agriculture estimates the total area 
planted in cotton at 27,532,000 acres, 
an inorease of 2,111,000 acres, or 8.3 
per cent over the acreage planted last 
year, and of 2,408,000 acres, or 10 
per cent over the acreage actually 
picked. The increase in states where 
the area planted and that picked 
laso year were practically the same, 
is 10 per cent Florida, 9 per cent in 
Georgia and Louisiana, and 14 per 
cent in Tennessee. In Alabama the 
increase is estimated at 9 per cent 
over the acreage planted last year, 
and 12 per cent over that picked ; in 
Mississippi, at 2 per cent over that 
planted and 7.9 per cent over that 
picked. The average condition of the 
growing orop is 1 per cent higher than 
last year. 

President Zelaya, of Nicaragua, 
probably will visit the Pan-American 
Congress at Buffalo. He ia to leave 
home next month and should reach 
San Francisco about June 18. 

The oensus bureau on Friday made 
its final announcement of the popu- 
lation of the United States, including 
Hawaii, Alaska, Indian Territory and 
Indian reservations. It is 76,303,387. 
The previous announcement, made 
November 27 last, was subject to 
changes and placed the population at 
76,304,799. 

Circular instructions are now in for- 
mulation which will be sent out to all 
United States diplomatic and consu- 
lar representatives and will direct them 
to issue not certificates but genuine 
American passports to such Filipinos 
as request them. 

Pbya Phetchada has been appointed 
envoy extraordinary and minister 
plenipotentiary of Siaas to the United 
States. 

Associate Justice David J. Brewer, 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
and Miss Emma Minor Mott, a prom- 
inent school teacher of Washington, 
are to be married at no very distant 
date. 

The physicians in attendance upon 
Mrs. McKinley state that the illness 
tiom which she was suffering in San 
Francisco still continues; she cannot 
yet be considered out of danger. 

The administration has decided 
that the action ot the Cuban consti- 
tutional convention in accepting the 
terms of the Piatt amendment with 
modifications and interpretations of 
their own, is not "substantial" com- 
pliance with our terms within the 
meaning of the amendment, and Sec- 
retary Root will convey this intelli- 
gence to the convention. The decis- 
ion was reached at the oabinet 
ing of Friday. 

At its last meeting the oabinet dis- 
cussed the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the insular cases, especially 
their bearing upon the forthcoming 
decision of the court in the Philip- 
pine cases. It was the general opin- 
i in that in some phases the De Lima 
decision might be applicable to the 
Philippines, but that in other ways it 
might be held inapplicable.

STORM IN PITTSBURG. 
One of the heaviest spring storms 
known to the government weather 
bureau passed over Pittsburg Sunday.

The storm 
lasted only fifteen minutes, but in 
that time three-tenths of an inch of 
rain fell, heavy hail ruined many 
trees and the wind blew down several 
small houses. At Whittaker, near 
Homestead, a partly finished store and 
dwelling were wrecked, burying in 
the ruins three boys and a man, all 
of whom were badly hurt. The man 
may die.

Ordinances Continue to Pour In— One 
Against Secession— Fewer Elec- 
tion Days— Child Labor. 



Three hundred ordinances have 
been introduced to date, and no oom- 
mittee is yet ready to submit a report. 
The committee on the journal has 
been allowed a olerk. One hundred 
and sixteen delegates were present at 
this session. Several leaves of ab- 
sence have been granted. 

The principal measures propossd at 
this session were : 

By Mr. Ferguson — To dispense with 
the neoessity of indictment for grand 
larceny. 

By Mr. Bulger— That all offloers be 
eleoted by the people for four years 
except judges and clerks, and not 
eligible to succeed themselves. 

By Mr. Burnett — That there shall 
be no secession from the Union. 

By Mr. Burns — Licenses shall not 
issue to any persons under 16 years 
of age; also, giving the General As- 
sembly the right to fix laws regulat- 
ing child lobor, but not hours for pay. 

By Mr. Lowe — State and federal 
elections to be held on same day. 

By Mr. McMillan — To exempt mem- 
bers of the national guard from poll 
tax. 

By Mr. Whiteside— That the ques- 
tion to ex'end time and pay of con- 
vention be referred to judiciary oom- 
ii 1 tee. 

By Mr. Sanford— To establish a 
commissioner of the industrial re- 
sources; also |:o appoint a committee 
of nine to suggest a seal for the state 
of Alabama. 



Twelfth Day. 

Those Ordinances Keep On Coming- 
Stenographic Kcport Stands- 
New Suffrage Scheme. 

President Kncx called the conven- 
tion to order at 10 a. m. and Rev. Dr. 
Provence led in prayer. Roll call 
showed 126 delegates present. 

Mr. Long's resolution to rescind the 
contract of the stenographic reports 
of the convention's proceedings, on 
the ground that they might ihe 
moans of the federal supreme court 
deolariug the suffrage clause nno»nsti- 
tutional, was defeated by a vote of 91 
to 40 after a heated debate, in which 
ex-Governor Oates took a prominent 
part in opposition. 

A new suffrage scheme was intro- 
duced by Mr. Banks. It disqualifies 

criminals,"* all wl»o commit fraud m 
election or who have abandoned wives 
or children. Two ballots are to be 
provided, one white and one colored. 
Those qualified to mark tickets shall 
be supplied white ballots, but if not 
a colored ballot and a marker and it 
shall count for only one-fourth of a 
vote. This, however, excepts old 
soldiers and thsir descendants. 

Among the ordinances introduced 
were these : 

By Mr. Pillans — To allow no per- 
son to vote who cannot speak English. 



By Mr Suiiford—To make tho gov- 
ernor, secretary of state, auditor and 
treasurer, commissioners of railroads, 
to disoharge all tho duties now con- 
ferred on railroad commissioners. 

Mr. Weakley made tho first report 
from a standiua lommittee. He re- 
ported favorab'* -Aa substitute, 
a resolution jaaerfying cities and 
towns of the state Into four classes; 
also, favorably, with a substitute, the 
resolution relating to issuance of 
bonds by munioipal corporations only 
by vote of the people, aud adversely 
the ordinance regulating the granting 
of franc hises by cities a nd towno. 

Thirteenth Day. 



The Shortest Session Yet— No Com- 
mittee Kcports - A Week's Ad- 
journment Proposed. 

One hundred and twenty-six dele- 
gates attended this session which was 
a short ona. A n hour and a little over 
was the time the convention sat, the 
roll being called for introduction of 
ordinances and resolutions; no com- 
mittee was ready to report. 

Twelve ordinances and eight reso* 
lutions was the day's grist. Promi/ 
nent among them were : 

By Mr. Sanford — To strike out part 
of the preamble which declares that 
no state has a right to secede. 

By Mr. Pearce — That no man 
learned in law shall hold office except 
of a judicial nature. This caused 
much laughter. 

By Mr. Samford — No imprisonment 
for debt except where persons receive 
money or goods for a service and re- 
fuse to perform it. 

By Mr. Foster-— No new ordinance 
shall be introduced after June 10th; 
that the convention recess one week 
on that date, the committees to sit in 
the meantime and prepare reports. 

By Mr. Foshee — To base representa- 
tion in the general assembly on the 
white population. 

By Mr. Watts — The state to pur- 
chase the remainder of the block on 
which the capitol is located. 

Fourteenth Day. 



The Governor's Salnry— Pardon Board 
Created— One More Suffrage 
Scheme— No Back Taxes. 

One hundred and thirty-one dele- 
gates were in session for two hours to- 
day and refused to adjourn until Mon- 
day by a vote of 64 to 50. 

The report of the committee on 
exeoutive was submitted. It creates 
office of lieutenant governor; terms oi 
state officers are lengthened to four 
years; salary of governor is increased 
to five thousand dollars; the governor 
ineligible to office within one year 
after the expiration of his term, and 
his acceptance of the office of gov 
ernor is a pledge to the pe pie that 
he will not accept appointment or 
election to the United States senate 
during his term; provides a board o: 
arbitration and conciliation of labor, 
and a board of pardons. 

A resolution extending sympathy 
to Governor Samford in his illness was 
adopted by a rising vote. 

Other matters presented were: 

By Mr. Blackwell — A suffrage 
soheme calling for six months resi- 
dence in precinct; educational and 
poll tax qualification not applying to 
vottrs in 1867 or their descendants; 
disqualifies persons guilty of election 
frauds . 

By Mr. Knight — An ordinance to 
abolish office of baok tax commis- 
sioner. 

By Mr. Reynolds — To prohibit em- 
ployment by corporations of boyB un- 
der 12 and girls under 14. 

By Mr. Smith — To dovote money 
from sale of fertilizer tags to educa- 
tion. 



Fifteenth Day. 



Real Constitution Building Begins 
June lOth— The State Seal- 
Printing the Laws. 



Roll call showed 104 members pres- 
ent. The convention adopted a motion 
that when adjourned today it meet at 
noon Monday. Only about a dozen 
measures were proposed at this ses- 
sion. Prominent, among them were : 

By Mr. Sanford— To change the 
state seal ; he presented a resolution 
with a design symbolizing the story of 
Emma Sansom and General Forrest 
fording Black Creek, one of the most 
romantic incidents of the war on 
Alabama soil. It was received with 
great enthusiasm. 

By Mr. Burns — To make fees of 
constables uniform throughout the 
state. 

By Mr. Case — To compel children 
to support indigent parents. 

By Mr. Glover — To authorize the 
legislature to reconstruct the judicial 
system of the state; also to abolish 
common right of law and courtesy of 
husband and wife, and substitute an 
inheritable interest in each other's 
estate. 

By Mr. Greer — To require general 
laws to be printed in three daily 
papers and local laws in the county 
papers. 

The ordinance on executive depart- 
ment was made the special order for 
June 11th, after the regular order is 
completed.

THE LOOK AND KEY 

Of Pekin's Forbidden City to be 
Exhibited. 

The National Museum at Washing- 
ton will soon plaoe on exhibition the 
lock and key to the front gate of the 
Forbidden City in Pekin, China. The 
Chinese inscription on the lock will 
be translated. The lock is a cumbrous 
affair three feet ten inches long, and 
has four tumblers. The key is of 
iron and about four feet long. The 
lock and key were sent through Min- 
ister Conger as a gift to the National 
Museum by the Rev. W. T. Hobart, a 
Methodist missionary in China. 



TENNESSEE TRAGEDY. 

J. H. Wright late on Friday after- 
noon shot and perhaps mortally 
wounded A. J. Hunt near Randolph, 
Tenn., and killed A. L. Brumley 
shortly after shooting Hunt. It is 
claimed that Wright Bent word to 
Hunt and a man named Booth that he 
was going to kill them. Hunt had 
gone to his stable to saddle his horse 
to go to Randolph and communicate 
with Sheriff Laderdale, when he was 
shot in the back and right hip by 
Wright. Wright immediately went to 
Booth's house, and after killing Brum- 
ley, disappeared in Sugar Creek bot- 
toms. It is supposed that Wright 
mistook Brumley for Booth. Hunt is 
still alive, but his condition is critical. 



RAGED FOR TWO HOURS. 



Lexington, Ky., Has a Big Fire, Loss 
$80,000. 

It was feared for some time on Fri- 
day that Lexington, Ky., would be 
laid in ashes. A fire originated in a 
negro cabin and as a furious wind was 
blowing the fire spread with such rap- 
idity that few household furnishings 
were saved. Se feral children were 
seriously but not fatally burned. 
Twenty-three houses, mostly tene- 
ment*, were totally destroyed 
with their contents. The loss 
approximates $80,000. Only abou 1 
one- third of the property was insured. 



STUDENTS AND POLICE CLASH. 

Students of the University of Ten- 
nessee and five city policemen en- 
I gaged in a fight Friday at Knoxville, 
in which numerous ehots were ex- 
changed but no one was hurt. The 
riot grew out of an attempt of the po- 
lice to quell recent student distur- 
bances with cannon. The polioe were 
called on by the commandant to stop 
the disturbances. This enraged the 
students who attacked the policemen, 
firing on them from behind trees on 
the campus and showering them with 
stones. Thv riot was not broken up 
until after midnight. 



FITZHUGH LEE, JR., WOUNDED. 

In a battle with the insurgents at 
Lipa, province of Batangas, Lieuten- 
ant Fitzhugh Lee, Jr., and five enlisted 
men of the Twenty-first Infantry were 
wounded. A captain and lieutenant 
of the same regiment were killed. 



GOING TO SEE ABOUT IT. 
Congressman William Richardson 
will depart next week for Washington 
with a party of Sheffield business 
men. Their mission to the capital is 
to look after matters pertaining to the 
improvement of the Tennessee River 
at Colbert Shoals. 



ROCKEFELLER INTERESTED. 

The Tuskegee Normal and Indus- 
trial Institute has been notified by 
Johu D. Rookefeller that he will be 
glad to provide the money for the 
erection of one of tho much-needed 
dormitories for boys at the institution. 



EASTERN OKLAHOMA 

Laid Waste by a Dtvaatating Tor- 
nado. 

The most severe storm since the 
opening of Oklahoma visited the ter- 
ritory Friday night. Its fury cen- 
tured in a cyclone at about 6 :80 p. m. t 
which formed near the Kansas state 
line, and taking a southeasterly 
course, was most disastrous in Kay 
oounty. The town of Eddy was struck 
and every building in the plaoe levelled 
to the ground except the railroad sta- 
tion and elevator. Flying lumber 
was scattered for miles. Three per- 
sons were killed and seven badly in- 
jured. Fine fields of wheat in the midst 
of harvest were laid waste. The tail 
end of the tornado fell with terrible 
foroe upon Tonkawa. Thirty dwell- 
ings and business houses were scat- 
tered like so muoh loose lumber. The 
country below did not suffer much 
from the storm except by washouts, a 
stiff wind and hall, which damaged 
wheat and fruit. The financial loss 
is about $100,000. 



LOVE AFFAIRS. 

Two Stories of Men and Their Sweet- 
hearts. 

Nels Nelson, a farm hand, near 
Kingston, stuD£ by the refusal of 
Mrs. John Ledig, a widow, to become 
his wife, shot and instantly killed her, 
seriously injuring her sister, Mrs. 
Peter Wing, and with an armed posse 
in pursuit blew out his brains. 

Frank Taylor, of Oxford, despond- 
ent because his sweetheart married an- 
other man, attempted to drown him- 
self in a tank of blood in a slaughter 
house at Pontiao, Mioh., on Friday. 
He was assisting in killing cattle and 
when the tank in which the blood was 
retained became full, he jumped in. 
He was resoued. 



BANK BOBBER SUICIDES. 

Rather than go to the penitentiary 
and serve a twenty-one years' sen- 
tence for the robbery of a bank in 
Aurora, Ont., Frank Rutledge com- 
mitted su ioide by jumping over ths 
balustrade encircling a gallery in the 
jail at Toronto. He fell thirty feet, 
striking his head on the stone floor 
and fracturing his skull. He died 
without regaining consciousness. 
The suieicle is the last of a series oi 
sensational incidents connected with 
tho arreBt of three noted robbers. 



CONGER NOMINATED. 
Reports from the primaries in Iowa 
are favorable to ex-Minister Conger 
as the nominee for governor over A. 
B. Cummings, the only other candi- 
date. Madison, the home of both 
candidates gave Conger the preference. 



TRUE TO HIS TRUST. 



Georgia Sheriff Shoots Four Men in 
Defending a Prisoner. 
A mob of 300 white men broke into 
the jail at Carrollton, Ga., Friday in 
attempting to lynch a negro murderer. 
In front of tho negro's cell the mob 
was confronted by Sheriff Merrill, re- 
volver in hand. A fight ensued in 
which the sheriff shot and wounded 
four men, one of them, it believed, 
fatally, and another serionsly. Tht 
mob fired on the sheriff, but he es 
caped injury. The governor ordered 
out the troops and had the negro car- 
ried to Atlanta for safe keeping.

Corona Coal aud Coke Company. 

The Corona Coal and Iron Compa- 
ny, with $1,200,000 oapital stock, has 
been organized and is in possession 
of its properties, which lie in Walker 
county. All deeds have changed 
hands, and Mr. J. B. Finley is presi- 
dent. The properties are in operation 
by the company, which proposes to 
operate the mines steadily and it is 
probable that other business than 
that of mining ooal and manufactur- 
ing coke will be done eventually by 
the concern. The first pay day will 
occur this month. 



SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL. 

A Swiss army officer has invented a 
•amera by means of which views at 
a distance of sixty or eighty miles 
may be taken. The Alps are to be 
photographed en masse .with the ma- 
chine. - - ^ 

The London Lancet is authority for 
the statement that bacteria are able 
to break down a stone wall. Recent 
Investigations have shown that nitri- 
fying bacteria swarm in the mud 
formed by the disintegration of cement 
lu reservoirs, and it is beiieved that 
the decay of the cement is caused by 
the nitrous acid produced by the bac- 
teria. At the same time, these micro- 
scopic undermincrs are of incalculable 
use, for they are the chief agents in 
the purification of water. 

Public telephone* will soon be in- 
stalled ou street coiners iu New Hav- 
en, Conn. They will somewhat resem- 
ble fire boxes. On each side of the 
four sides is the well-known blue bell. 
The box is ordinarily locked, but i: 
opened by dropping a' coin into a slot. 
When the door is open the process of 
obtaining telephonic connection is the 
same as at any public pay station, the 
telephone list being hung against the 
door. When the receiver is hung up, 
the door shuts automatically. 

The most recent addition to the pay- 
roll of street railways is the official 
known as a "traveling conductor," the 
original being at present employed on 
the lines in St. Louis, Mo. His duties 
are the instruction of about 1500 con- 
ductors employed by his company in 
the proper method of doing their work, 
looking after the safety and comfort 
of passengers, giving information as 
to the best and shortest routes to any 
part of the city, in fact, being a trav- 
eling reference for the benefit of the 
conductors. 

Professor See has measured the di- 
mensions of the planet Saturn at the 
United States Naval Observatory of 
Washington, with the following re- 
sults: The diameters of the ball of 
the planet are 74,944 miles (equatorial) 
and (57,352 miles (polar). The mean 
density resulting is 68-100 of that of 
water. The external diameter of the 
outer ring is 173,115 miles and its 
width is 11,846 miles. The external 
diameter of the inner ring is 145,828 
miles, and ite width is 17,181 miles. 
The width of the dussy or crepe 
Fing is 11,533 miles. The space between 
the interior edge of the crepe ring and 
the ball is thus 6730 miles. The di- 
ameter of the largest satellite is 2002 
miles— somewhat less than that of our 
moon. 

When cheese has been made it is 
put away to ripen, and this ripening 
sometimes takes two or three months. 
This, in a fast age like ours, seems to 
be so much lost time, especially to the 
larger cheese-makers, and they have 
been looking about for a quicker and 
a cheaper process. Two chemists con- 
nected with the University of Wiscon- 
sin have, in the interest of the makers, 
been studying the subject, and their 
experiments have led to the discov- 
ery that all good milk has a certain 
percentage .of a ferment that tends to 
digest it. This ferment they call 
galactase, and they recommend that 
cheese be cured with it, instead of be- 
ing put In the ripening room. Tho ex- 
periment has been made at a large 
cheese factory in Wisconsin with satis- 
factory results, for it saves much time 
and enables the makers to ship their 
product at once to the cold storage 
warehouses in large cities, from which 
it may bo distributed as needed. Of 
course, the cheese is somewhat differ- 
ent from that cured in the old way, 
and it remains to be seen whether the 
consumers will like it as well. 



"Slooinnilk." 

E. S. Balch has recently described a 
curious substr.nce variously known as 
mineral tallowr, mineral putty, and 
mouldmilch or moonmilk, which oc- 
curs in a few rare instances on the 
walls of limestone caves. The cave 
described by Mr. Balch is that known 
as "Tallow Cave," situated on Dorset 
Mountain, southwest u-om North Dor- 
set, Vt. The rock which at the en- 
trance is a coarse, white, hard marble, 
becomes, at a distance of fourteen oi 
fifteen feet inside, a soft, sticky, com- 
pact, whitish substance, not unlike 
putty in consistency, which can be cut 
out in lumps with a penknife. There 
were no stalactites or stalagmites in 
the cave. Subsequent analysis of the 
"tallow" showed it to be carbonate of 
lime. There are three caves in Europa 
where a similar substance is found. It 
received its name of moudmilch from 
the Swiss peasants near Mount Pila- 
tus, where it was first discovered. 



Coaling: "Warships a Study: 

The system of training the men of 
the British navy is being constantly 
j watched and revised with a view to 
Increased efficiency. Great stress is 
being laid on efficiency in coaling, and 
special arrangements have been made 
for training the stokers. Steps are in 
progress to organize and improve coal- 
ing facilities at the several naval sta- 
tions to insure that tne requirements 
of the ilects can at all times be amplv 
met.— London Express.

Mrs. McKinley's Condition — A B( n. 
Mot for tne Gossips — Census Sta- 
tistics — Cul>an Constitutional 
Matters— Ofllc r Suicides. 



The census office has issued a bul- 
letin giving the population of incor- 
porated places in the oountry. The 
bulletin shows that there are 10,602 
such places as compared with 7,578 
in 1890. It shows 38 cities contain- 
ing more than 100,000 people each. 
Of the large cities in 1900, three, 
New York, Chicago and Philadelphia, 
contain upward of a million inhabi- 
tants, the same as in 1890, while for 
cities having between 500,000 and 
1,000,000 inhabitants those in 1900 
number three, as against one in 1890. 
Of the total number of places in the 
list almost oae-half, or 4 318, contain 
fewer than 500 people, while there are 
2,501 places of between 500 and 1,000. 

Illinois leads with 930 incorporated 
towns, and Pennsylvania next with 
833. There are no incorporated mu- 
nicipalities in Alaska. The incorpo- 
rated places contain in the aggregato 
35,849,516 mhab tauts. The com- 
bined population in the incorporated 
towns and cities constitutes 47 pel 
cent of the population of the entire 
country. Mississippi has the smallest 
percentage of its people living in the 
towns, the percentage being 15. 



Trouble has occurred at the inter- 
national boundary line in the Mount 
Baker mining district, and as a result 
American owners of mines who are 
suffering are protesting to the Ca- 
nadian government. When the 
American boundary line surveyor fin- 
ished determining the line in this dis- 
trict he found that it was 3,840 feet 
farther south than supposed. Two 
thousand feet of tho most valuable 
mines in the district were shoved over 
into Canada. Canadians "jumped" 
all these grounds, which had not been 
staked according to Canadian regula- 
tions, and were not recorded on that 
side of the line. Ah appeal was wired 
to the authorities at Ottawa by the 
owners. The claim jumpers are still 
busy, some of the claims running 
very rich. 



A scandal of unusual proportions 
in departmental circles has been 
created by the alleged elopement lust 
Monday of Mrs. Clara Beidell, 
daughter of the late Congressman 
Gibson Atherton, of Newark, O., and 
William Moore, of Kensington, a 
suburb of this city. Both are em- 
ployed in a clerical oapaoity in the 
war depaitment. Mrs. Beidell is the 
widow of a wealthy German, and has 
two children who have bee^ftiving on 
a farm in Virginia. Moorefias a wife 
and five children. Last Sat^-dny Mrs. 
Reidell is reported to havu sold her 
property in Virginia, evidently with 
the purpose of raising funds for the 
escape. There is no clua to the 
whereabouts of th9 couple. Mrs. 
Moore received a letter from her hus- 
band the day he left, saying that he 
was going away from her never to re- 
turn, adding thai he would send her 
$100 per month as long as he lived. 
Mrs. Beidell is a woman of consider- 
able attainments. She speaks five 
languages, each of which she learned 
in the country where it is spoken. 
She took a place in the war depart- 
ment after the death of her husband. 



Physicians have held almost daily 
consultations regarding the state of 
Mrs. McKinley's health, and now re- 
port that she is slowly but steadily 
improving. There is no blood poison- 
ing in her case as at first reported. 
She is by no means out of danger yet 
however. It is expected that she will 
be moved to Canton, O., in a few 
days.

The Governor Dead. 

Governor Wm. J. Samford died 
'at the home of Prof. A. A. Persons 
in Tuscaloosa, at 10:55 Tuesday 
night, of heart disease. 

The whole State is in mourning 
over the death of a great and good 
man, a man who was beloved by 
every person in the State irrespec- 
tive of party. 

Although his death had been 
anticipated for some time, yet when 
the summons came it carried vith 
it a shock that was felt throughout 
the entire State. 

The following is a brief sketch 
of his life: 

Governor Samford was a native 
of Georgia, and was 57 years old. 
He removed to Alabama with his 
father in early life, and the family 
settled in Lee county, At 17 he 
enlisted in the Confederate army 
and served through the war be 
tween the states. 

In 1878 80 he represented the 
Third Alabama district in Con- 
gress, after which he devoted him- 
self entirely to his law practice for 
several years. He was then elect- 
ed State Senator, and was twice 
president of the Senate. 

In April. 1900, he was nomina- 
ted by the State Democratic con> 
veution for Governor, and was 
elected in August following. His 
health broke down early in last 
October, and afterwards for two 
or three weeks his death was daily 
expected. Being physically unable 
to discharge the duties of Governor 
at the expiration of Gov. John- 
ston's term, December 1, President 
of the Senate Jelks became acting 
Governor and remained so until 
January 1, when Governor Sam- 
ford entered upon his duties. 

About five weeks ago Governor 
Samford became so ill that he went 
to Stafford Springs, Miss., where 
he remained for two weeks, going 
from there to Tuscaloosa, where he 
romainod until death came. 

Under the constitution President 
of the Senate Jelks becomes Gov. 
ernor of the State, to liold office 
until December 1, 1902.

There were 
deputy sheriffs on the train , but 
they could do nothing. 

"At Fayetteville the Sylacauga 
outrage was repeated in a greater 
degree, a great many bullets be- 
ing fired and rocks thrown into 
the cars. There was the wildest 
excitement. Women screamed and 
men turned pale. 

"Before reaching Shelby the 
conductor passed through the train 
and informed the passengers that 
he was powerless to protect them. 
He suggested to the men that if 
any of them were armed they might 
raise the shattered windows and 
fire upon the ruffians who wen\ 
sure to give the traiu as hot a re- 
ception at Shelby as had been giv- 
en at the other two s'.ations There- 
upon men, women and children 
threw themselves flat upon their 
faces on the floors of the cars to 
to escape death. The firing of pis- 
tols and throwing of rocks at Shel- 
by was terrible. One woman pas- 
senger was badly cut in the face by 
broken glass, particles of which 
entered her eyes. 

"The conductor said there was 
no cause or reascn for the outrages; 
that they were perpetrated by 
lawless characters at the respect- 
ive stations. The high Louisville 
and Nashville officials are fully in- 
formed as to the outrages and ev- 
erything possible is being done to 
arrest and punish the ruffians."

HENRY GEORGE ON RACE PROBLEM. 

The following extracts are from 
a speech on the race question made 
by Henry George iu Boston a short 
time before his death: 

''What invites the negro to 
the ballot box? He knows 
that of all men it has promised 
him most and yielded him least. 
His first appeal to suffrage was 
the promise of 'forty acres and a 
mule.' His second, the threat that 
democratic success meant his re- 
enslavement. Both have proved 
false in his experience. He looked 
for a home and found the freed- 
man's bank. He fought for the 
promise of a loaf and in victory 
was denied the crumbs. 

"Discouraged and deceived he 
has realized that his best friends 
are his neighbors with whom his 
lot is cast, and whose prosperity is 
bound up in his, and that he has 
gained nothing in politics to com- 
pensate the loss of their confidence 
and sympathy that is at least his 
best and his enduring hope. 

"We wrested our State Govern- 
ment from negro supremacy when 
the federal drum beat rolled closer 
to the ballot box and federal bayo- 
nets hedged it deeper than will 
ever again be permitted in this free 
government. 

"Meantime we treat the negro 
fairly, measuring to him justiee in 
the fullness the strong should give 
the weak and leading him in i. e 
steadfast ways of citizenship that 
he may no longer be the prey of 
the unscrupulous and the sport of 
the thoughtless. We open to him 
every pursuit in which he can pros- 
per and seek to broaden his train- 
ing and capacity. 

"This old State which holds in 
its charter the boast that 'it is a 
free and independent common- 
wealth,' may deliver its election 
machinery into the hands of the 
government it helped to create — 
but never, sir, will a single State 
oi the- Union, North or South, be 
delivered again to the control of 
an ignorant and inferior race.''

The Shelby court house matter came 
up before the committee on State and 
Countv Boundaries of the Constitutional 
Convention on Tuesday, and the com- 
mittee decided by unanimous vote that 
Oolumbiania was entitled to relief from 
the bill passed by the last General As- 
sembly authorizing the removal of the 
county court house from thatpiaceto 
Oalera.

A Big Contraot Secured by an Annls- 
ton Plant. 
The Southern Car and Foundry

Railroad, and for fifty flats from the 
0. K. & Q. R. R. All of these orders 
■will be filled at the Anniston plant of 
the company. In addition the plant 
here has orders ahead for 700 coal cars 
from the Southern Railroad, making 
orders enough ahead to run the plant 
to its fullest capacity to the first of 
next year. Coal oars are to be very 
heavy and the most expensive manu- 
factured in this city. Steel trucks 
will be used and the machinery for 
making this class of trucks in Annis- 
ton is expected to arrive at an early 
date. They will be the first steel 
trucks to be made in the south. 



MARENGO'S PLUM. 

Valuable Railroad Improvements 
Coming. 

Marengo county has an exceedingly 
bright future ahead and within the 
year will see much development of its 
natural resources. The extension of 
the Birmingham, Selma and New 
Orleans railroad to Thomaston and 
Linden would of itself prove a vast 
benefit to the county, which has had 
railroads only on its extreme north- 
ern and eastern boundaries, but a 
meeting has been held which means 
the projection of another line of rail- 
road to ruo from Thomaston to 
Uniontown, and then to either the 
Cahaba or Warrior coal fields. Ex- 
perienced railroad men are at the 
head of the movement and work on 
the new road will be begun in a few 
days. 



KILLED ABOUT A DOG. 
West Bennett, a white miner, was 
probably fatally shot at Ishkooda Sat- 
urday night by Jake Pinkston, a ne- 
gro recently released from Coalburg 
prison. The shot was fired from a 
44-caliber revolver, the bullet enter- 
the neck of the white man almost 
penetrating the jugular vein; it passed 
through the neck, cutting several 
blood vessels. The affray was the re- 
sult of a quarrel about some one step- 
ping on a dog the nogro claimed. The 
assassin escaped. 



GOVERNOR SAMFORD ILL. 
Governor Wm. J. Samford is very 
seriously Bick at Tuscaloosa, where he 
and Mrs. Samford are visiting friends. 
The governor's ailment is enlarge- 
ment of the heart. The latest re- 
ports from his physicians are that the 
executive is improving, but he is by no 
means out of danger. 



DECATUR'S NEW SEWERS. 
The city of Decatur has closed a 
contract with a Chattanooga concern 
to construct a complete sewerage sys- 
tem, costing $28,500, work to com- 
mence about July 1. 



WANTS TARIFF REVISED. 

The National Association of Manu- 
facturers, at its annual session just 
closed in Detroit, adopted a resolu- 
tion reading in part as follows: 

"The object of tariff legislation 
should be to furnish adequate protec- 
tion to such products only as require 
it, without providing for monopoly 
abuses. The tariff on goods, of which 
the cost of production is higher in 
the United States than in foreign 
countries, should be at least what is 
necessary to compensato domestic in- 
dustry for the higher cost for produc- 
tion. 



A CIGARETTE FIEND 



Puts a Bullet in His Side, and Will 
Probably Die. 

About 7 o'olock Friday morning 
Frank Meacher, a young jeweler from 
Aiken, S. C. , attempted suicide in 
Birmingham by shooting. The bullet 
passed through his left side just below 
the heart, inflicting a wound, which, 
while not necesarily fatal, the chances 
of recovery are very slender. 

Cigarettes are believed to have been 
the cause of the attempt at self-de- 
struction. The young man was an 
inveterate smoker of cigarettes and it 
was apparent to anyone that his con- 
stitution had been very much affected 
by their use, much nervousness be- 
ing betrayed at times. 

When the physician attended the 
wounded man he asked him why he 
shot himself, and he replied: "Oh, 
that's all right." He would not make 
any statement. Meacher is about 25 
years old and has a wife and little 
daughter in Aiken and his wife has 
been notified of his condition. No 
note or message of any kind was left 
by the would-be suicide that might 
have thrown any different light upon 
the act. 



SHOCKING FATALITY. 



A Young Girl Accidentally Killed By 
a Boy. 

Agnes Forsythe, a 14-year-old girl, 
was shot and instantly killed in the 
public road near Wylam Friday after- 
noon by Mat Marshall, a lad of 16 
years. The little girl's head was 
nearly blown from her shoulders by a 
load of birdshot from a double-bar- 
reled shotgun. Marshall, who was 
the only witness to the sad occurrence, 
claims that the shooting was purely 
accidental. The boy says he was 
walking along the road with the load- 
ed gun across his shoulder when Ag- 
nes Forsythe playfully ran up behind 
him and jerked the gun barrel. The 
weapon was discharged, the entire 
load entering the girl's head shattering 
the skull and causing instant death. 
From all the evidence obtainable the 
coroner was of the opinion that the 
shooting was purely accidental. 



T. C. I. CO. IMPROVEMENTS. 



Capacity of Red Mt. Ore Mines Will 
be Increased Fully Fifty Per Cent. 

The Tenessee Coal, Iron & R. R, 
Company has announced that an en- 
largement of the mining equipment of 
the Red Mountain ore mines will be 
made. This enlargement will increaso 
the present capacity of the Red 
Mountain mines about 50 per cent. 
The company also announces that new 
Dolomite mines will be opened for 
work near Bessemer. 

The work of placing the machinery 
and arranging for the increase of the 
capacity of the mines will be begun 
without delay, and will be pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible; every 
effort will be made to finish the en- 
largement during the summer months. 
The new Dolomite mines to be 
opened for work are situated near 
Bessemer. Superintendent Ball says 
this work will also begin at an early 
date, and will be rapidly pushed to 
completion. 



CROPS DESTROYED.

A CAR OF DYNAMITE. 



FIRE AT DALLAS, TEXAS. 
A blaze supposed to have been due 
to the accidental dropping of a match 
near a lot of barrels containing turpen- 
tine and other combustibles, started 
in the store of the Hamilton Puint and 
Glass Company at Dallas, Texas, Sat- 
urday morning, and caused a loss of 
$35,000 worth of paints, oils and wall 
paper. Insurance, about $15,000. 
The damage to adj )ining property will 
aggregate $50,000 more. 



Was In This Terrible Railroad Wreck. 

While a freight train was taking 
water at Vestal, ten miles west of 
Binghamton, N. Y., Saturday night 
it was run into by a freight. In a car 
of the stationary train was a quantity 
of dynamite which exploded. Six 
men were killed, three others are 
thought to be in the wreck, and a 
number of others are badly injured. 
The remainder of the crews escaped 
with slight injuries. The explosion 
completely demolished four freight 
cars. The shock was felt three miles.

NEW RECEIVER. 
Julius Davidson was named by 
Judge Bruce, of the United States 
icourt, as receiver for the Montevallo 
Coal and Railway Company, to suc- 
ceed Burgess Little, resigned. Mr. 
Davidson is assistant United States 
district attorney at Birmingham. It 
will be recalled that former Receiver 
Little was cashier of the Bank of 
Montevallo, recently failed, and when 
that institution wont under he sent 
in his resignation as rece iver for the 
coal company. Reoeiver Davidson 
announces that he will reopen Dog- 
wood mines, in Shelby county. The 
capacity of the mines is about seventy- 
five tons per day, and the company 
has a capital stook of $75,000. 



BOILER EXPLODED. 
The boiler of a saw mill belonging 
to Crow, Harden and Brompton ex- 
ploded Friday morning killing the 18- 
year-old son of Mr. Harden instantly 
and scalding the sawyer, Mr. Cope- 
iand, so that it is thought he will die. 
Shortly before the explosion occurred 
the young man was attempting to fix 
a patoh on the boiler and his father 
made him stop, The boiler exploded 
almost immediately afterwards . The 
mill was a small affair, using a trac- 
tion engine. 



A NEW PROFESSOR. 
Dr. S. A. Steele, former pastor of 
McKendree church, Nashville, has 
accepted the chair of philosophy in 
the Athens Female College and will 
move his family at once and begin an 
aotive oampaign in the interest of the 
college. 

THE LAW IS VALID. 
Decision has been rendered by 
Chief Justice McClellan of the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court, affirming the 
validity of the revenue bills passed by 
the last legislature. Two years ago 
the court declared the bill void be- 
cause of irregularity in its passage, and 
for the reason that both bills have 
materially increased the whisky li- 
cense, the Whisky Dealers' Associa- 
tion has fought a test case this year 
brought by W. T. Robertson, repre- 
senting the whisky dealers of Mont- 
gomery, and Judge Sayre, of the City 
Court, deoided against the whisky 
dealers. The Supreme Court upholds 
this decision. 



THE NEW RAILROAD. 
At a meeting of the promoters of 
the Decatur, Danville and West Ala- 
bama railroad held in Jasper, requests 
were made of the city for certain fran- 
chises and rights of way, and arrange- 
ments were made by which it appears 
these will be secured. Permanent or- 
ganization will be perfected in the 
next four weeks and at once the work 
of construction will commence. Work 
will be started at the Jasper end to 
reach the ooal fields and derive imme- 
diate revenue, but eventually work 
will also be pushed from the Decatur 
end. The desire is to connect the 
Tennessee and Warrior rivers with a 
short railroad, and this the new road 
will accomplish. The enterprise ap- 
pears to be on a solid footing and will 
be pushed to completion. 



BALDWIN BOOMING. 
The work of building Baldwin 
county's new court house at Bay Min 
ette has begun.

PROBABLE MURDER. 

O. G. Mann Shoots and Mortally 
Wounds Dave Dickson. 
Dave Dickson, of Montgomery, a 
railroad man, was shot and dange- 
rously wounded at Monroe Park Sun- 
day night by his brother-in-law, 
Charles G. Mann, chief clerk in the 
local office of the United States In- 
spector of Boilers and Hulls. Four 
shots were fired, two taking effect, ono 
in the abdomen, probably a mortal 
injury. 

On several occasions Dickson has 
upbraided Mann for his ill treatment 
of Mrs. Mann, and they had several 
quarrels, Dickson some days ago 
told some friends that Mann had 
threatened to shoot him. This eve- 
ning as Mann saw Dickson, he put 
his hand to his hip pocket but Dick- 
son pulled his gun first and Mann 
dropped his. Mann suggested both 
throw aside their guns and fight with 
fists. Dickson accepted and gave his 
gun to a friend. Mann then quickly 
picked up his pistol and fired lour 
times : he was arrested. 



PINKSTON IN JAIL. 
Jake Pinkston, the negro who shot 
and killed West Bennett at Ishkooda 
a week ago Friday night, was brought 
from Mobile and plaoed in the county 
jail. Pinkston has several bad cuts 
about his person and he claims that 
he killed Bennett in self-defense. The 
revolver with which he shot Bennett 
was found on him, an ugly looking 
Colt's 45 caliber, with a barrel about 
ten inches long. 



PLANTER KILLS PLANTER. 

A telephone message says that Jack 
Warren, a well-known planter of 
Madison Crossroads, was shot and in- 
stantly killed Saturday afternoon by 
Curry Turner, another planter. Madi- 
son Crossroads is in a section remote 
from telephone and telegraph com- 
munication and no particulars are 
obtainable. Turner is the sou of 
Capt. Dan Turner, a Confederate vet- 
eran, and is well known. He has not 
been arrested. 



SHE USED A WHIP. 
At a trial before Squire J. A. Hara- 
way in East Lauderdale, the woman 
in the case surprised the court and 
the lawyer for the prosecution by 
horse-whipping the man who swore 
that she had sworn falsely. Quite a 
sensation ensued and the man fled, 
while the lawyer also made himself 
scarce. 

SUSPICIOUS. 
A negro shot and killed a white man 
in Oakman, Walker county, a few days 
since. As he ran away he was fired 
upon with a shot gun. A negro with 
a charge of buckshot in his shoulder 
was arrested in Jefferson county on 
Friday, and tells an unconfirmed story 
about being chased and shot by a 
mob. The officials think he may be 
the murderer wanted. 



OIL GUSHED OUT. 
Reliable information is received that 
oil has been struck in Lawrence coun- 
ty. The well is flowing 500 barrels a 
day. It was an accident, as the bor- 
ing was for an artesian well. In the 
same county prospectors discovered 
a vein of fine coal more than eleven 
feet thick. 



ACKNOWLEDGED HIS GUILT. 

The man who robbed the post office 
at Marion Wednesday night was cap- 
tured in Meridian. He admits his 
guilt, and the money, about $127, was 
found on hie person. He was placed 
in jail and the preliminary trial will 
be held soon. His accomplices are 
still at large. 



ALABAMA RE-APPOINTMENTS. 

Morris D. Wiokersham has been re- 
appointed United States attorney for 
Southern Alabama. Mr. Wickersham 
was originally appointed July 24, 
1897. There was no opposition what- 
soever to his re-appointment. The 
President has thus re-appointed every 
ono of the United States attorneys in 
Alabama, that being in line with the 
policy he prefers to pursue in every 
ease. 

Julian H. Bingham has also been 
re-appointed collector of internal rev- 
enue at Birmingham.

Sixteenth Day. 



Somn Blore Ordinances and One Par- 
tial Comnilt.ee Report— Wom- 
an Suffragist Address, 



One hundred and three delegates 
were in attendance on this session 
and several more leaves of absence 
were granted. The principal ordi- 
nances introduced were : 

By Mr. Eyster— For protection of 
local building and loan associations; 
to be exempt from license tax. 

^By Mr. Haley— To limit debts of 
cities and towns to three per cent of 
value. 

By Mr. Long — To prohibit judges 
from remitting fines or bonds. 

By Mr. Sanford — No person of 
foreign birth not naturalized shall 
own real estate. 

By Mr. Watts— Three fourths of 
capital stock must be paid in before 
corporations are organized. 

By Mr. Williams— To exempt all 
property of Confederate soldiers' 
widows over $1,000 in value. 

A report was made for the commit- 
tee on printing reporting favorably 
the ordinance requiring an aye and 
nay vote on all ordinances making ap- 
propriations. 

When the convention concluded its 
labors Miss Fannie Griffin was in- 
vited to address it. She read an ad- 
dress on the female suffrage question 
that was well received. 



Seventeenth Day. 



The First Debate— Two Ordinance* 
Adopted— A Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor — Governor's Salary. 



Roll call today showed 134 dele- 
gates present and after routine work 
the first aotual business of the con- 
vention was done in the first debate. 
The ordinance on the executive de- 
partment came np for discussion. 
The changes proposed by the commit- 
tee are mainly to create a lieutenant- 
governor; to elect all slate officers for 
four years, ineligible to suoceed them- 
selves, the governor to be ineligible 
to any other office for one year 
after expiration of the term for 
which he is elected; his salary 
to be $5,000; to give the governor 
power to remove sheriffs pending 
impeachment. 

The first section was adopted as re- 
ported. Section 2 fixing the title of 
governor, as the Governor of the State 
of Alabama was adopted. Section 8 
names the officers to be elected. 

The most sweeping suffrage scheme 
yet brought forward was introduced 
by Mr. Burns. 

Mr. Brooks, of Mobile, introduced 
an ordinance to define trusts and to 
prohibit the same in the state. 

Eighteenth Day. 



Because of Governor Samford's Death 
the Convention Adjourned Un- 
til Friday, June 14th. 



The constitutional convention met 
at 10 o'clock and adjourned until noon 
June 14th, out of respeot to the mem- 
ory of Governor Samford. Immedi- 
ately after roll call, whioh showed 134 
members present, General Harrison 
offered a resolution which was unani- 
mously adopted. 

The president appointed the follow- 
ing committee to proceed to Tusca- 
loosa and escort the remains to the 
capitol : Harrison, of Lee ; Robinson, 
of Chambers ; Searcy, of Tuscaloosa ; 
Jones, of Montgomery; Williams, of 
Marengo; Ashcraft, of Lauderdale; 
Cunningham, of Jefferson; Graham, 
of Talladega, and Davis, of Etowah. 

Nineteenth Day. 



A Short and Adjourned Session— One 
More Section Adopted After 
Very Lively Discussion. 

The nineteenth day's session was 
called to order at 12 o'clook. Prayer 
was offered by Rev. Mr. Gay, who paid 
a feeling tribute to the virtues of the 
late governor. He prayed for the 
new governor, asking that the mantle 
of Governor Samford might fall upon 
him. 

Roll call showed 139 members pres- 
ent. At the conclusion of the roll 
call, General Harrison offered a reso- 
lution that the convention recess until 
2:30 o'clock, and that when it adjourn 
in the afternoon, it adjourn to meet at 
2:30 o'clock Friday afternoon. The 
resolution carried. 

At 2:30 o'clock it was again called 
to order and only 80 members were 
present, two more than a quorum. 
The only business done was the adop- 
tion of section throe of the new arti- 
cle on the executive. This reads ae 
follows: 

The governor, lieutenant governor, 
secretary of state, treasurer, auditor. 



attorney general, superintendent of 
education and commissioner of agri- 
culture and industries, shall be elect- 
ed in August, 1902, and thereafter 
every four years by the qualified elec- 
tars of this state, at the same time and 
places appointed for the eleotion of 
members of the General Assembly. 



Twentieth Day. 



The Governor's Salary Not Fixed- 
Limitations ot Officers— The 
New Sections Adopted. 



At 2 :30 p. m. the convention met, 
but ouly eighty delegates were pres- 
ent. Almost the entire session was 
taken up with the discussion of the 
salary to be paid the governor, and 
finally the convention decided to leave 
the compensation to be determined by 
the legislature. The salaries of the 
other state officers are to be fixed in 
the same manner. 

Several sections of the article on ex- 
ecutive were adopted. Section 5 
plaoes the beginning of the official 
year at November 15th and the terms 
of state officers at four years, making 
them ineligible to succeed themselves 
and the governor ineligible to hold 
any office for a year after the expira- 
tion of his term. Section 6 requires 
the governor and lientenant-governor 
to be thirty years of age and gives the 
latter the right to vote only in case of 
a tie. Section 7 leaves the salaries of 
the state officers to the legislature. 
The vote on this was 88 to 41. Seo- 
tion 8 is: The governor shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully execu- 
ted. 

Twenty-First Day. 



The Governor's Salary Again — Re- 
mitted Fines To Do Reported— 
Anent Woman's Suffrage. 



Roll call showed 108 delegates pres- 
ent at the twenty-first day's session 
of the convention. The principal or- 
dinances introduced were: 

By Mr. O'Neal— To require the 
general assembly to increase the 
salary of the governor to $5,000. 

By Mr. Greer — To allow commis- 
sioners' courts to fill all vacancies in 
county offices. 

By Mr. Craig — To regulate woman 
suffrage. The resolution provides 
that all women who are permitted to 
vote must be over 20 years of age, 
must be able to read and write; hus- 
band must pay $5 in taxes or must 
have earned $300 the year preceding. 
Divoroed women, with exceptions, 
oannot vote. 

Four sections of the article on 
executive were adopted. Seotion 9 
gives the governor the right to inquire 
iminently into the affairs of any 
state office. Section 10 grants the 
right to convene the general assembly 
in extra session. Section 11 requires 
the governor to inform the general 
assembly of the state of the govern- 
ment, accounts for moneys received 
or disbursed by his order, and pre- 
sent estimates of the amount of tax- 
ation. Section 12 gives the governor 
the right to pardon, parole, commute 
sentences or remit fines, under certain 
laws ; names the board of pardons — 
seoretary of state, attorney general 
and anditor — and prescribes its regula- 
tions; requires the governor to report 
to the general assembly the fines re- 
mitted and all other actions taken in 
such cases. The last provision reads: 
Pardons in cases of felony and other 
offenses Involviug moral turpitude 
shall not relieve from civil and political 
disabilities, unless specifically ex- 
pressed in the pardon, and approved 
by the biard of pardons. 

Section 18, relating to governor's 
approval and veto power was under 
discussion when the hour of adjourn- 
ment arrived. Adjourned to meet on 
Monday, June 17, atone p. m. 



A sensational story is published 
that a Chinese contractor has been 
feeding his employes on glandered 
horses, which is said to account for 
the spread of considerable sickness in 
the vicinity of Manila. 

It is reported that Senator Piatt will 
retire from the United Statos senate 
at the end of his term iu March, 1903. 
His determination has not been has- 
tened, it is understood, on account of 
poor health. 

R. M. Glover, sheriff of Gonzalei 
oounty, Texas, was killed and Henr y 
Schnabel was badly wounded by two 
Mexicans. Details of the tragedy are 
not obtainable. The Mexicans es- 
caped. 

The State Epworth League Confer- 
ence, which has been in session in 
Columbus since Wednesday, com- 
pleted its deliberations Friday night. 
They meet at Jackson in 1902.

A tornado passed aoross the north- 
western part of Hall county late Fri- 
day and completely demolished the 
home of W. R. Moore and a man 
named Wickson. Wickson's family 
escaped to a dug-out and was unhurt, 
while two children of Moore were 
killed outright. Moore was seriously 
injured and Tom Martin, a neighbor, 
who was at Moore's house, was prob- 
ably fatally injured. Mrs. Moore 
escaped to a dug-out with her infant 
and was unhurt. 



SUPPOSED KIDNAPj 

E. D. Strong, a prominent maD 
from Texarkana, Tex., has given his 
7-year-old son as a victim to kidnap 
pers. The boy was put on a railroad 
train at Waco on June 1st to be sent 
home, a distance of 250 miles. Par- 
ents and friends have not heard from 
him since. The state has been quiet- 
ly searched, but no trace of him dis- 
covered. The father of the boy is in 
Dallas consulting the police and de- 
tectives. 



HE STILL RIDES FREE 
One of the boldest forgers that evei 
operated in this country was recently 
given a sentence of seven months its 
the chaingang at Knoxville, Tenn., o 
the charge of forging requests for 
passes. This man was R. H.Thomas, 
and he has worked almost every rail- 
road in the United States and Mexico 
for free transportation. While going 
from city to city on transportation 
secured by means of forgeries he was 
accompanied by his wife, and when 
sentenced at Knoxville she was in at- 
tendance upon the court. 



POLITICAL THEFT. 
The roll call in the Colorada senate 
on the third reading and final passage 
of senate bill No. 87, better known as 
the employers' liability bill, was 
stolen from the legislative records in 
the vault of the secretary of state's of- 
fice. The stealing of the roll oall was 
expected to invalidate the bill. The 
claim is made that the corporations oi 
the state paid $3,000 to abstract the 
roll call from the records. The Colo- 
rada Federation of Labor intends to 
sift the matter to the bottom and pun- 
ish all concerned to the fullest extent 
of the law. 



TENNESSEE FIRE. 

A special says that fire at Winches 
ter, Tend., destroyed the east side of' 
the square, except three houses, with 
the entire loss estimated at $170,000 
and iusurance of $120,000. The causa 
of the fire is not stated. One citizen 
was slightly injured.

THE PHILIPPINES. 

From the wilds of Mtndano, 
Philippine Islands, a Cincinnati 
boy, William G. Simon, Company 
B, Thirty first Infantry, U. S. V., 
has written a soldier's composition 
of Mindano Island as follows: 

"The Philippine Islands are a 
bunch of trouble, gathered upon 
the furthest horizon of civilization. 
They are bounded on the west by 
hoodooism and smugglers, on the 
north by rocks and destruction, on 
the east by typhoons and mon- 
soons, and on the south by earth' 
quakes and cannibals. The soil is 
very fertile and a large crop of in- 
surrection and treachery aud fleas 
are the products. 

"The Filipino marriage is very 
impressive, particularly that clause 
where the wife is given the privil- 
ege of doing all the work. The 
principal amusement is stealing, 
cock lighting and murder. The 
ordinary i iet of the natives is rice 
and human tiesh . 

"The Imports are Arnericau sol- 
diers, arms and ammunition. Ma- 
larial fever is so prevalent that the 
very ground frequently has the 
shakes. Communication has beeu 



established among the various isl- 
ands by substituting mosquitoes 
for carrier pigeons, which, being 
larger than the pigeon, are more 
able to stand the loug jouruey." 

THE INDUSTRIAL SOUTH 

There is being held in Philadel- 
phia a southern industrial conven 
tion It is called thus far north in 
order to con viuce this section, which 
holds the capital, just what the 
south can do. 

The south having, in the 'language 
of Hoke Smith, "passed through 
the ordeal of slavery, war and re- 
construction." is now ambitious to 
lead the country. She has 33 per- 
cent of the population, raises all of 
its cotton and cottonseed, and 
American rice and 80 percent of its 
tobacco, contains 35 per cent of its 
timber resources, 30 percent of its 
coal area, 20 [>ercent of its t-oal pro 
auction, produces 17^- percent of its 
iron and furnishes 80 percent of 
American pig iron exported, pro- 
dues the cheapest pig iron aud coal 
in the world, is the third largest 
cane sugar producing section of the 
world. 

This and much more the south 
has, but she has not the capital and 
the men, which are the chief re- 
quisites for production. Within 
five years there will be needed 5,000, 
000 additional population and S506, 
000,000 additional capital for 
manufacturing, mineral, agricul 
tural and forest development and 
railroad building. 

How much the acquisition of fresh 
capital and' new population will be 
facilitated by the wholesale disfran- 
chisement of the negro and the 
ghastly methods of lynching that 
are still persisted in the south will 
have to wait and see. 

That tne south is all that the dele- 
gates now assembled in Philadel- 
phia are proclaiming no one doubts. 
But she has big problems on her 
hands and she needs to settle them 
in accordance with the dictates of 
the world's best enlightenment be 
fore the much-needed capital and 
population rolls in rapidly. — Bos- 
ton Globe. 

The Globe will discover, if it will 
only lay aside the glasses of prej- 
udice through which it is gazing 
from a f ar, that Southern men will 
settle the problems it refers to in a 
manner satisfactory to the Sou 
them people, as to the lynchings— 
we would remind the Globe that 
those who live in crystal domiciles 
should not heave boulders with 
such reckless abandon.

BIrs. McKinley Improving — Ijoomis is 
Upheld— China and ths Chinese— 
Philippine Census — Chandler 
to Lodge — Plait to Quit 

The hope that Mrs. McKinley will 
recover is now stronger than at any 
time since the inception of her illness, 
iler improvement so far has been 
steady find constant, but she is not 
Entirely out of danger, 

A dispatch from Caracas, Venezuela, 
«ays: •* Local newspapers have pub- 
lished articles to the effect that Charge 
D'Affairee W. W. Russell, of the 
American Legation, has been intrusted 
to notify the Venzuelan government 
that the United States had severely 
reproved Minister Loomis for his con- 
duct regarding the various questions 
pending between the two countries," 
Washington advises say: "Instead of 
reproving Mr. Loomis, the state de- 
partment has approved all his acts. 
He acted under instructions while in 
Venezuela and carried out those in- 
structions, and no evidence had been 
discovered that he deviated from them 
in a single instance." 

The Chinese in the United States 
are preparing for an organized fight 
to obtain the absolute repeal of the 
iGeary exolusion aot at the coming ses- 
sion of Congress. The movement was 
started early in the week and it is ex 
pected to spread Tapidly to other cities 
having large Chinese populations. 
A powerful organization has been ef- 
fected among the Chinese merchants. 
Within two weeks the Chinese will 
be asked to sign a carefully prepared 
memorial to the United States gov- 
ernment asking that the exclusion aot 
be repealed. The memorial will pro- 
test in the strongest possible terms 
against having the act extended for 
twenty years from the date of its ex- 
piration in 1902. It will be for- 
warded to the government, along with 
similar memorials prepared in other 
cities, through Wu Ting Fang. An 
effort will also be made to obtain the 
support of thousands of Americans 
whom the Chinese believe are op- 
posed to the exclusion act. 

Former Senator Chandler, of New 
Hampshire, has sent a oheck for $100 
to Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
thereby making good the reward he 
offered some years ago to the person 
who placed in the financial plank of 
the republican platform in 1896, after 
the reference to international bimetal- 
ism the words, "Which w«j pledge our- 
selves to promote." 

There have been many claimants 
for the reward, but in searching the 
original draft of the platform, Mr. 
Chandler found the words interlined 
in Mr. Lodge's handwriting. 

Chandler's letter says: "All wise 
men know that McKinley and Hobart 
would not have been elected if the 
platform had not, while deolaring op- 
position to the free coinage of silver, 
except as the result of an international 
agreement, also declared that the re- 
publioan party favored suoh an inter- 
national agreement if it could be 
secured. If McKinley and Hobart 
had not been elected in 1896, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley would nothave been re-elected 
in 1900. Therefore, those six words, 
'which we pledge ourselves to pro- 
mote,' were of priceless value, and I 
trust that when all the facts are known 
my humble offering of $100 will be 
supplemented by many generous do- 
nations." 



Special Commissioner Rockhill has 
cabled the state department that four 
of the powers have not accepted the 
450,000,000 taels as the lump to be 
demanded of China — Russia, Ger- 
many, France and Japan. Diplomats 
insist there is no necessity for formal 
acceptance by the powers by the limit 
of 450,000,000 taels $337,000,000. 
They point out that each power pre- 
sented its claim for damages; that 
these were lumped together and that 
the aggregate was the limit of the de- 
mand accepted by the Chinese envoys. 
These gentlemen express doubt that 
the American proposal for the reference 
of the indemnity question to the 
Hague would be adopted.

GRAND STAND COLLAPSED. 

A temporary grand stand built for 
the purpose of witnessing the annua 
field sports of the Chicago normal 
schools, collapsed Saturday, injuring 
twenty-five persons, mostly children. 
Several were hurt seriously, but it is 
thought none will die. The stand, 
which was 100 feet long and seven 
tiers high, was crowded. On account 
of stamping of feet in recognition of 
some meritorious athletic feature, the 
supports gave way, precipitating the 
spectators to the ground. Several 
hundred persons were buried under 
the timbers. The field day exercises 
came to an abrupt stop, and the par- 
ticipants joined in the work of rescue.

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Further Report of Alabama's Con- 
stitutional Convention. 



Twenty-Second Day. 



Mr. Beddow's Sensation— An Odd Pe. 
titlon— Grand Jury Reforms— 
Two Daily Sessions. 

The twenty-second day's session ol 
the convention was called to order at 
12 o'olpck. Prayer wag offered by 
Rev. Dr. Murphy. Roll call showea 
Hi members present. A number ol 
leaves of absence were granted. The 
new business was as follows: 

By Mr. Beddow— A resolution that 
at the expiration of fifty days for 
which the convention was called no 
per diem be paid to members. A 
suspension of the rules that his reso- 
lution might be put on passage was 
voted down by an almost unanimous 
vote. 

By Governor Oates — To fix the 
number of grand jurors at not less 
than eighteen, ten of whom may find 
an indictment. 

By Mr. DeGraffenried— To provide 
that accused may demand copy of in- 
dictment and have compulsory pro- 
cess for his witnesses and not be com- 
pelled to testify against himself. 

By Mr. Kyle— To require all banks 
to furnish semi annual statements of 
condition; to be printed in a news- 
paper published in the county where 
the bank is located. 

The commissioners of Morgan 
county ask the convention not to re- 
duce the special tax of ^ of 1 per cent 
for county purposes. 

A substitute was reported for a 
resolution by Mr. DeGraffenried to 
regulate the sittings of the convention. 
The substitute provides two daily 
sessions; from 10 a. m. to 1 p. m. and 
from 8 p. m. to 5 p. m.

The convention refused to suspend 
the rules to allow Mr. Brooks to in- 
troduce an ordinance expressing the 
sense of the convention to be against 
woman suffrage. 

By Mr. Cofer — A resolution to reg- 
ulate the fees of circuit solicitorsjlhat 
they be elected by the people for four 
years; their salary not to exceed $2,- 
000 per annum. 

Mr. Blackwell Introduced a petition 
from a negro asking that the conven- 
tion shall not discriminate against the 
negro. It said "slavery had been a 
blessing to his race." Mr. Greer 
moved that the petition be not record- 
ed. Mr. Greer's motion was tabled 
by a vote of 81 to 18, and the petition 
was referred to the oommittee on suf- 
frage. 

A resolution extending the sympa- 
thy of the convention to Secretary Ju- 
lian on the death of his brother Wil- 
liam, was unanimously adopted. 

By Mr. Greer — To fix the election 
of city officials on same day as election 
of state officials. 

The convention then took up section 
thirteen of the artiole on executive, 
which relates to the passage of bills 
through the house and their veto by 
the governor, and it was adopted with 
umendments by a vote of 73 to 41.

One hundred and three delegates 
responded to roll oall at the session 
of June 22. Hereafter the convention 
will hold two sessions dally — from 10 
a. m. to 1 p. m. and from 8 to 5 p. m. 
Only two new measures were pro- 
posed: 

By Mr. Graham — That a special 
oounty tax be authorized to build 
school houses. 

By Mr. Packer — To appoint a oom- 
mittee to prepare a memorial to the 
congress of the United States to have 
the fifteenth amendment repealed. 

The committee on local legislation 
submitted its report. It favors a 
new article in the constitution, and its 
main feature is to prohibit local legis- 
lation by the general assembly, and 
authorize it to oonfer such powers 
upon local courts. It requires notice 
to be given of the intention to intro- 
duce local or special laws in the legis- 
lature, and provides that such laws 
be repealed on similar notice. The 
article contains six sections. 

Consideration of the article on 
executive was then resumed and seo- 
tion 4 relating to state election re- 
turns was adopted. 

Sections 23, 24 and 25 were adopted 
before dinne*. Seotion 23 defines the 
duties of the secretary of state. Seo- 
tfen 24 requires the state seal on 
grants and commissions. Section 25 
provides succession in state offices be- 
low that of lieutenant governor. 

The first afternoon session began at 
three o'olock, 97 present, and sections 
28, 29 and 30 were adopted. They 
refer to the duties of tho state officers 
and sheriffs and provides for impeach- 
ment and removal of the latter.

FIREWORKS EXPLODED 



And Sixteen Persons are Dead. 
Sixteen people are supposed to 
have been killed and a number injured 
to-day in a fire following a series of 
explosions among a quantity of fire- 
works in a store in Patterson, N . J, 
The store was on the ground floor of 
a four-story frame tenement building. 
The cause of the explosion is not 
known. The property loss will not 
exceed $35,000. 

Ten families occupied flats in the 
buildings. So great was the force of 
the exploiion that a boy playing in 
the street half a blook away was lifted 
from his feet and hurled against an 
iron fenoe. A trolley car was direotly 
in front of the building when the ex- 
plosion occurred. The burst of flame 
scorohed the sides of the car and 
singed the hair of the passengers. 

A nnmber of those who were on the 
upper floors of the building when the 
explosion took place were either 
stunned and then burned to death or 
found esoape out off and were suffo- 
cated. 

The fire department had hardly be- 
gun work when the whole upper part 
of the building fell. The captain and 
two of his men were buried under the 
debris. One of the men is badly 
hurt.

TOMES STRIKE AT DIFFERENT POINTS 



Pittsburg and Vicinity Suffers Heav- 
ly— Murder Suspected — Stole Cat- 
tle Irom the Indians — Terrible 
Explosion at Patterson, N. J. 



JOHNSTOWN PARALLEL. 



An Awful Flood Horror in West Vir- 
ginia. 



Shortly after midnight Saturday a 
terrible storm struck the Pooahontas 
coal field in West Virginia and as a 
result 300 lives are lost and $2,000,000 
damage done to mining and lumber- 
ing interests alone. 

The little town of Keystone, with 
a population of about 2,000, seems 
the greatest sufferer, practically the 
entire town being washed away. This 
is the principal town in the Pocahon- 
tas coal fields from which the mining 
population purchased supplies. A 
great number of the coal and coke 
plants through the Pocahontas coal 
region are reported practically de- 
stroyed and in some instances entire- 
ly washed away. Owing to the very 
high water which has flooded the re- 
gion and prevented communication 
anything like a oorreot estimate of 
the loss of property is impossible, but 
from the best information obtainable 
■o far today, the loss of property will 
easily reach two million dollars. 

A rough estimate places the num- 
ber of bridges washed away between 
Bluefield and Vivian yard, a distance 
of twenty-eight miles, at from fifteen 
to twenty and it will be impossible to 
get trains to Vivian and points west 
under a week or ten days. This will 
render it impossible to get relief into 
the stricken district and with those 
who escaped with their lives, home- 
less and without food, indescribable 
Buffering is inevitable. 

Nothing whatever has been heard 
from the section of country between 
Vivian and Williamson other than 
that the Tug river is reported as be 
ing entirely out of its banks and high- 
er than ever known by the oldest in- 
habitants. Out of twelve miles of 
main line double track, only one mile 
remains. Bodies are being reoovered 
many miles down the stream where 
they were washed ashore. From the 
meager reports describing the force 
of the storm at Keystone it would ap- 
pear that the damage rivals that of 
Johnstown and is equal to the Galves- 
ton horror. There is no telegraphic 
communication west of Bluefield, as 
the telegraph wires were swept away 
along with the railroad tracks. It is 
said by the telegraph officials that the 
lines are useless between Kenova, W 
Va., and Bluefield, a distance of 200 
miles. 

It is not known how far into the 
mountains the storm extended, but it 
is stated that every one of the thirty- 
three flat-top coal plants have suffered 
to some extent. Great damage is also 
reported in the Clinch valley section, 
but no lives are reported lost along 
this valley. 

There was a high wind and a rain- 
fall of 8.25 inches. The Kanawha 
river at Charleston is rising. The 
people are preparing for a flood. The 
Kanawha and Michigan railroad lost 
three bridges and is tied up. A land- 
slide on the Chesapeake and Ohio 
tied up that road. The troops have 
been ordered out to guard the prop 
erty.

TORNADO AT PITTSBURG. 

Kills Feur Persons and Damages 
Maoh Property. 
rittsb«rg and vicinity suffered Sat- 
urday from the fiercest wind storm 
known in the district for years. Foui 
lives are known to have been lost, one 
of them was that of a ten-year-old 
hero who saved his younger brother 
from drowning. 

Conservative estimates place the 
loss at $200,000. It is a miracle that 
no lives were lost in Allegheny. In 
the Butchersrund district the famous 
flood of 1874 was outdone except in 
the loss of life. The entire business 
portion of the town of Turtle Creek 
was flooded. The works of the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company at EaBt Pittsburg were 
flooded. Little damage was done to 
the buildings, but the machinery, 
tools and work in progress on the 
lower floor was covered by water and 
will be injured. 

The Turtle Creek district was again 
visited by a heavy rain storm Sunday 
and the former conditions were dupli- 
cated, with even more destruction. 
Damage to the town and valley 
amounting to thousands of dollars 
was done. At East Pittsburg the 
Westinghouse plant, which extends 
for nearly a mile parallel with the hill, 
was submerged again with six feet of 
water on the lower floor, which left 
three feet of mud when it receded. 
More than 400 street car motors are 
apparently destroyed, and the loss to 
the Westinghouse Company, it is be- 
lieved, will reach $500,000. 



Damage estimated at fully $100,000 
was done Sunday night by a tornado 
that swept across Logan county, un- 
roofing publio buildings, wrecking 
residences and business houses, level- 
ing great tracts of grain and demol- 
ishing outbuildings of all sorts. One 
end of a large brick chapel building 
at the Illinois assylnm for feeble- 
minded children was torn out and the 
forest surrounding the state property 
was ruined. In Lincoln the worst 
damage was done to the faotory dis 
triot. 



TERRIBLE HAVOC. 



Naper, Neb., Suffers Bitterly By a 
Tornado. 

A fearful tornado visited Naper, 
Neb., and vicinity Thursday night. 
Of the family of Jacob Greening, Mr. 
Greening and his wife, who are fatally 
hurt, and their fourteen- year-old 
daughter, Grace, who is seriously in- 
jured, are all that survive. Thefamily 
of Jacob Berg and a man named Metz 
were injured when their homes were 
demolished, but not seriously. 

Mrs. Anderson said: "When I 
saw the storm coming, I grabbed the 
youngest child and took two with me. 
The storm took the child right into 
the air and that was the last of it." 

All communication with the outside 
world is cut off and it is impossible 
to learn what other damage the storm 
did. 

Mrs. Greening, mother of the 
Greening family, is expected to live 
but a Bhort time. The father of the 
Greening family was found a quarter 
of a mile from the house badly 
mangled. 

Little Maggie and Jacob Greening 
were found GOO yards from where the 
house stood. 

The storm cloud appeared about 5 
o'clock and traveled down the 
Keyapaha river. It seemed to rise 
and skip some houses and then swoop 
down and demolish. The tornado 
was preceded by a severe hailstorm. 
Stones fell that are said to have meas- 
ured ten inches in ciroumferenoe.

N. Shodes of the Birmingham News. I 
Divine blessing was invoked upon 
the meeting by Rev. Chas. A. 
Stakely, Pastor of the First Baptist 
church. 

Mayor Josaph, who was to have 
made the address of welcome was 
unable to be present, and deputized 
Col. A. A. Wiley to represent him. 
Col. A. A. Wiley's remarks were 
made in a most happy strain, and 
it was a gratification to the mem- 
bers of the Association to be wel- 
comed in so cordial a manner to 
be.iu/.iful, historic Montgomery.

LET THEM FIGHT IT OUT.

Considerable interest is bjing 
felt as to the outcome of an effort 
to have the Constitutional Con- 
vention take sides in the Shelby 
eourt house dispute, and which is 
nothing but an old "family fuss." 

Some two or three years back an 
election was held on this question 
between Calera aud Columbiana. 
The court house being at Colum- 
biana they held the election ma- 
chinery, and it is claimed they made 
brilliant use of it. Fraud was 
charged by both sides, and Calera 
claimed a majority on a fair count 
by considerable. 

What frauds were committed I 
have never known except in this 
beat (which is one of the largest in 
the county). Prominent citizens 
say that Calera's large vote was 
excluded entirely, while the few 
votes for Columbiana were piously 
counted. This brought about a 
i retaliation by Calera's friends who 
j privately passed an act through 
the legislature ordering the court 
house removed to Calera. The 
! matter was then carried to the 
courts for settlement, where 1 
understand it is still pending. 

The Constitutional Convention 
has nothing to gain in attempting 
to settle this question, and it risks 
much to open it for settlement by 



that body, as it will result in a 
partisan decision, which will cau?e 
more wounds than it can heal. Why 
endanger the work the delegates 
were called to do by such legislation 
as this? The Convention should 
keep its hands off, and permit 
Calera and Columbiana to iigh.l it 
out. 

If party pledges are found to be 
wrong and hurtful, in the interest 
of the people they should not be 
kept. Delegates to the Constitu 
tional Convention have taken an 
oath to give to the people of Ala. 
bama the best constitution possible 
for them to devise. Now they 
claim that much work they would 
like to do is hampered by pledges 
made in the democratic platform, 
and that if the pledges are to be 
kept that much that would prove of 
great good to the people of Ala- 
bama must'of necessity be kept out 
of the Constitution. In a case of 
this kind where, the welfare of all 
the people of the State are at stake 
that the delegates of the con vention 
should rise above partisanship, and 
we do not believe it undemocratic 
to do so. Surely the principle of 
the Democratic party is "the great- 
est good to the greatest number," 
and The Sentinel believes the del 
egates should ignore pledges when 
those pledges are likely to prove 
hurtful to the people. Pledges 
hastily made, as these were, are 
apt to work harm. Let the del- 
egates be free to give us the best 
possible Constitution

The census bureau has issued the 
first bulletin giving the population by 
sex, general nativity and color. The 
group announced comprises Alabama, 
Alaska, Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
Colorado and Connecticut. In these 
the males constitute the larger per- 
centage of the total population. In 
Colorado and Connecticut 98 per cent 
of the popuJatlon is white; in Cali- 
fornia almost 95 per cent, the rest 
being mostly Chinese; in Arizona, the 
colored, principally Indians, consti 
tute not quite one-fourth of the total 
population; while the colored element 
in Arkansas, being mostly wholly per- 
sons of negro descent, constitutes '28 
per cent of the population. In Ala- 
bama the colored population is 45 per 
cent, and is practically made up of 
persons of negro descent. The white 
population of Alabama is composed 
principally of native white persons of 
native parentage, and this element in 
in 1900 constitutes 52. 8 per cent of the 
total population of Alabama. 

Replying to a report that he was to 
resign in December, United States 
Ambassador to Germany White writes 
personally as follows: "I am leaving 
my present house simply because it 
has been sold to the governor of Ba- 
den, and I am looking for another 
house. I have no intention of resign- 
ing as has been announced." 

William Campfleld, aged 33, a war 
department olerk arrested for shoot- 
ing his wife makes this unique de- 
fense: "I was a cowboy for ten 
years, and was never known to misa. 
If I had fired at my wife, I certainly 
would have hit her. It is alleged 
that Campneld, on going to his home, 
found a gentleman calling on his wife; 
that he left, and returning later in 
toxioated, quarreled with her and 
shot her. • He was appointed to a po- 
sition in the commissary general's of- 
fice of the war department in 1899. 

Hoshi Tom, of Yokohoma, who 
was Minister of Communications in 
the last Ito, Japanese, cabinet, was 
stabbed Friday at a meeting of the 
city assembly and died shortly after- 
wards. Hoshi Toru was Japanese 
minister at Washington and was for- 
merly president of the house. The 
assassination is supposed to have been 
dne to politics. 

Adelbert S. Hay, son of Secretary 
Hay, and former consul to Pretoria, 
was found dead on the sidewalk near 
his hotel in Jfow Haven, Conn., about 
3 o'clock Sunday morning. It is be- 
lieved that he became ill and went 
te the window for air, was overcome 
by a fit of d'zziness and fell to the 
ground. 

Mrs. McKinly's condition continues 
favorable. The marine band concerts 
in the White House grounds, which 
are usually a weekly oocurence in the 
summer season, but which were sus- 
pended on account of her illness, hive 
been resumad. The order was in obe- 
dience to Mrs. McKinley's special re- 
quest. 

The claim is made that in the city 
of Mexico there has been discovered 
the house where so many American 
counterfeit dollars have been execut- 
ed lately, and that the officers are on 
the track of the men. The criminals 
have hidden their dies and tools but 
they will doubtless be unearthed. 



Judge John A. Steele, the republi- 
can nominee for governor of Alabama, 
who was defeated by the late Govern- 
or W. J. Samford, in an interview 
stated that he knew nothing of the re- 
ports sent out from Birmingham to 
the effect that he is opposing Julian 
H. Bingham for collector of internal 
revenue. Judge Steele not only de- 
nies the report, but states that he has 
strongly endorsed Judge Thomas H. 
Morton, of Fayette county for the of- 
fice. Judge Steele is registrar in the 
United States Land Office of Hunte- 
ville, and states that he has not and 
will not be a candidate against Mr. 
Bingham.

Sheriffs Again Discussed— Resolution 
to Move Capital From Mont- 
gomery to Birmingham. 

One hundred and thirty-one dele- 
gates attended the morning session 
today. 

Mr. Hodges offered an ordinance to 
authorize the legislature to charter 
savings banks. 

Mr. Jones offered a resolution to 
prevent amendments being proposed 
to the articles of the constitution 
when such amendments could be en- 
acted into laws by the legislature. 

Hon. Tom Long caused great 
laughter by introducing a resolution 
to remove the capital from Montgom- 
ery to Birmingham. The Montgom- 
ery papers have been "roasting" him 
about his fealty to party platform and 
he wants to get even. 

mr. xnompson offered an ordinanoe 
to provide for a tax on collateral in- 
heritance of per cent on each $100, 
to be applied to public schools. 

Governor Jones then moved to re- 
consider section 31 of the article on 
executive, which provides that the 
legislature shall provide for the family 
of any sheriff, deputy or member of a 
posse killed or disabled while defend- 
ing a prisoner. The discussion occu- 
pied all the morning and went over 
until afternoon when only 105 dele- 
gates attended. The measure was 
finally defeated.

The morning session today was at- 
tended by 141 delegates. 

Another effort was made to provide 
for families of officers killed while de- 
fending pr soners, by giving the right 
of aotion for damages against the 
county. Three counties presented 
petitions to have the railroad com- 
mission elected by the people. 

An important feature was the re- 
port of the committee on counties and 
county boundaries. Material changes 
were reported, one permitting the 
state to acquire additional terri- 
tory as in the case of the proposed 
purchase of Went Florida. New 
counties can only b? created by a two- 
thirds vote of electors in territory to 
be altered. 

The fertilizer tng matter was under 
discussion when the hour for adjourn- 
ment arrived. The discussion was re- 
sumed at the afternoon session but 
nothing was accomplished. 

The convention has been invited to 
adjourn in Montgomery and conclude 
its labors at the Hotel Monte Sano, 
near Huntsville. If the proposition 
is accepted, the delegates will be 
moved free of charge, furnished with 
a hall and given a minimum rate at 
the hotel. 



Thirty-First Day. 



A State Iieirlslatitre oi 10S Represent- 
atives— One Seaalon Bvery Four 
Tears— Two Tax Sections Adopted. 



One hundred and forty-fire dele- 
gates were present this morning 
and heard the report of the com- 
mittee on legislative department. 
The principal changes proposed are : 

Changing the name of the general 
assembly to the legislature; senators 
and representatives elected each four 
years; sessions of legislature held 
once in four years; the governor, 
auditor, treasurer and attorney-gen- 
eral shall prepare a revenue bill, and 
present it to the legislature every four 
years. 

The committee on representation 
made a report that the house shall 
have 105 members and the senate 
thirty-five. It gives Jefferson ten 
members. 

Mr. Ferguson presented a resolu- 
tion congratulating Cuba upon the 
hopes of independence. 

The committee on miscellaneous 
provisions made a report differing 
only from the present article in adding 
a section that the pay of state officers 
shall not be increased or diminished 
during the term for which they were 
elacted, and that a majority of each 
bouse be required to submit amend- 
ments to the constitution. 

A petition was read from the sher- 
iffs protesting against being made in- 
eligible to succeed themselves. 

Consideration of the tax ordinance 
was resumed, and Mr. White addressed 
the convention on his motion to pro- 
hibit any privilege tax in Alabama on 
any articleof merchandise. Adjourned. 

At three o'clock 137 delegates as- 
sembled for the afternoon session. 
Capt. White continued his address, 
but the matter was tabled. Sections 
one and two of the article on taxation 
were adopted. The first provides that 
taxes shall be levied in exact propor- 
tion to the value of property ; the 
second that they shall not be levied 
by individuals or corporations. 



Thirty-Second Day. 

Mostly Discussion— State Deht not to 
Be Increased — No Passes for 
The Newspaper Men. 



Roll call showed 140 delegates of 
the convention in their seats this 
morning. The feature of the session 
was a resolution by Mr. Reynolds 
that no newspaper or representative 
should receive a pass from a railroad, 
and providing a penalty of $500 fo 
violating the ordinance. 

The Convention then proceeded with 
the consideration of section three of 
the article on taxation and Governor 
Oates' amendment, which authorized 
the issue of $96,400 of bonds to im- 
prove the capitol and buy the remain- 
in? part of the capitol Fqnare, and to 
authorize the issuing of fifty year 4 
per cent bonds to refund the debt of 
the state of $8,500,000 which falls due 
in 1906 This amendment limited 
the total amount of the state debt to 
$9,500,000. 

The amendment was tabled while 
the section was adopted. The fourth 
section was under discussion when 
time for adjournment arrived. Itwas 
resumed at the afternoon Bession in 
which 119 delegates participated. 
The cection limits the state tax rate to 
6"> cents on each $100. Its discussion 
ooenpied the entire afternoon, and no 
decision was reached prior to adjourn 
ment 



Thiriy-Third Day. 



Suffrage Committee Reports — l*rop- 
erty, Poll Tax, Kdiicational and 
Gra ndiather Provisions. 



The committee on suffrage made its 
long expected report {Saturday, which, 
as the clerk finished reading it, was 
greeted with applause. Its . main 
features embody a temporary plan, 
allowing ex-soldiers and descendants 
to voto, and a permanent plan which 
goes into effec January, 1903. This 
embodies au educational test; with an 
alternate property qualification of 
!f'300. A poll-tax of §1.50 must be 
paid aud persons guihy of certain 
crimes are prohibited from voting. 
There are nineteen sections in the ar- 
ticle. A minority report, signed by 
Committeemen White, Dent, Harrison 
and Oates, was submitted which ob- 
jects to the section on qualifications. 

Consideration of section 4 of the 
ordinance on taxation was resumed, 
the question being to fix the limit at 
seven mills. Judge Coleman addre-sed 
the convention against the proposition 
to reduce the tax limit, and Mr. Lowe 
had read letters from Governor, Jelks, 
Auditor Sowell and Treasurer White 
opposing a reduction.

Train Caught by Caving Tunnel— He 
Took the Funds With Him — The 
Li. & N. I aniinjts — AVecked to 
Rob — A New Railroad. 



THREAT CARRIED OUT. 
Horribly burned and dying in in. 
tense agony was the fate of Mrs. W.e 
C. Carson, because her husband re- 
fused to deposit $5,000 in a place 
named by unknown blackmailers. 
The tragedy happened June 22 in an 
obscure settlement, away from post- 
oflices and telegraph stations. Three 
weeks ago Carson, who is wealthy, 
received an anonymous note demand- 
ing that he bury $5,000 under penalty 
of having his house burned. The 
suggestion was ignored. One 
week later another anonymous 
letter was received stating that 
if $5,000 was not deposited with- 
in a week his house would be burned 
and he killed. No attention was paid 
to the second communication and 
while Carson was absent the house 
was fired. 



CLAIMED QUILT. 
Mri. Bdwiu Rathv«n, wife of th 
Cleveland murderer, electrocuted 
June 28, mads a lust effort to save the 
life of her husband. She declared 
that she herself was guilty. Accord- 
ing to her story she dressed herself in 
her husband's clothing and assisted in 
committing a burglary. A policeman 
appeared on the scene and her ac- 
complice fled. She used her revolver 
and killed the officer. Ruthven, when 
told of the confession, declared it un- 
true and that his wife was innocent of 
any crime. 



TUNNEL CAVED IN. 
The tunnel beneath Hoffman street, 
Baltimore, caved in Saturday morning 
and a train was caught. The engineer 
stopped just in time. Immediately 
after the cave-in the water mains above 
the tunnel burst, and torrents of water 
increased the diameter of the hole. 
The main line of the Pennsylvania 
road is completely tied up. The tunnel 
was built thirty years ago. It is under 
ten city blocks and nearly a mile long, 
built through treachous soil. It is 
impossible to discover where the 
blame lies. 



GOMEZ IS HERE. 

Gen. Maximo Gomez is in New 
York. He is very reticent concern- 
ing Cuban matters, with which he is 
supposed to have much to do. He 
said his people were busy in rebuild- 
ing their wasted and devastated 
island, and only desired peace, for 
then prosperity and happiness would 
follow. He positively declared that 
there is nothing of political signifi- 
cance in his trip to the United States 
at this time. 



CASHIER AND MONEY GONE. 

It is announced that Arthur 
J. Moss, cashier and paymaster 
of the Gould Coupling Works, at De- 
pew, N. Y., has defaulted to the 
amount of $3,000. Moss had always 
borne a good reputation, and had been 
a trusted employe of the company 
for six years. He is now missing. 



A FEW FIGURES. 
The fiscal year of the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company, 
shows a tremendous increase in th e 
earnings of the company as compared 
with the previous year. The increase 
will be no less than $1,500,000. The 
gross earnings for the fiscal year are 
bout $29,000,000. 



FROM THE ATLANTIC. 
The Georgia secretary of state on 
June 28th granted a charter to the 
Atlanta & Birmingham Air Line Rail- 
road Company. The company pro- 
poses to build a direot line to Bir- 
mingham, and is capitalized at $500,- 
000. The incorporators are Georgia 
men. 



A WISCONSIN TORNADO. 
On June 28th a tornado which 
caused thousands of dollars damage 
passed over LaCross, Wis. The storm 
was accompanied by wind, rain and 
lightning. The roof of the Hotel 
Boyce was carried half a block, land- 
ing on another large building and 
wreoking its roof. Several buildings 
were struck by lightning. 



STRUCK DEAD. 
Arline Kightlinger, aged 7, was 
killed and Willie Barnes and Annie 
Costenl perhaps fatally injured by 
lightning near Farmington, O., Friday 
night. 



WRECKED FOR ROBBERY. 
An express train on the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad was ditched two miles 
east of Greenburg, Pa., early Satur 
day morning. Three passengers were 
hurt. Investigation disclosed the fact 
that the switch lock had been smashed 
and the rails thrown for the siding. 
The perpetrators are not known, but 
train robbery is suspected as the in- 
centive. A terrible aocident was 
averted by the vigilance of the engi- 
neer who saw the trouble barely in 
time to slow his train. 



BIG BANK FAILURE. 
Thurday morning the Seventh Na 
tional Bank of New York city closed 
its doors. A statement of the bank's 
condition is in preparation and little 
trouble is anticipated. Because of the 
bank's suspension, the brokerage firm 
of Henry Marguand & Co. have as- 
signed. This latter failure is a disas- 
trous one owing to the fact that the 
firm had agreed to finance the Pitts- 
burg, Shawmut & Northern R. R. 



CLUB HOUSE BURNED. 
The Chi Beta Theta Pi Club house 
on Chautauqua lake was destroyed by 
fire Friday night. During a storm 
the house was struck by lightning, 
and within one hour was totally con- 
sumed. The loss ia estimated at 
about $80,000. 



NEWSY NICKNACKS. 



King Edward VII will be crowned 
in June 1902. The parliamentary 
committee favors an amendment to a 
clause in the king's coronation oath, 
to make the oath less offensive to 
Irishmen and Catholics, by eliminat- 
ing the words characterising Catholic 
worship as "superstitious and idola- 
trous." 

The pope of Rome is ailing but his 
physician says there is no cause for 
alarm ; he needs rest during the hot 
weather.

AGREED UPON SCALE. 

There is now no fear of a strike 
among the iron miners. At the 
eleventh hour the old scale was agreed 
upon. The agreement will be sub- 
mitted to the local miners for ratifica- 
tion and it is expected it will be 
Bigned on Tuesday, July 2nd. The 
scale is as follows: Miners to receive 
45 cents a ton when the average price 
of all grades of iron is $9 or less per 
ton, with an increase of 2\ cents a ton 
for eaoh 50 oents advance in the price 
of iron up to $11 a ton, when they 
shall receive 55 cents the maximum. 



A NEW FACTORY. 

A knitting mill will be erected in 
Birmingham shortly, for which 
a charter has already been ap- 
plied. It will have a capacity of four 
hundred dozen pairs of hose a day, 
with provision to increase if the busi- 
ness advances. This will require a 
building 40x150 feet, and will furnish 
employment for a large number of 
people. 



NARROW ESCAPE. 

Friday afternoon Bert Tillery and 
Miss Bertha Huten were at a swing in 
Tuscaloosa when the tree to which the 
swing was attached was struck by 
lightning. By what seems a miracle 
they were not killed, but so shocked 
as to be rendered unconscious. The 
tree was shattered and a dog at its 
foot was instantly killed. 



CORNERSTONE LAID. 

The laying of the corner stone o 
Birmingham's new eity hall took 
place Saturday, June 29th, with Ma- 
sonio ceremonies. On account of the 
inability of Governor Jelks to attend, 
the oration was delivered by Colonel 
Sumter Lea. In 1871 a cotton field 
was in cultivation where the city hall 
is now building. 



A NEW PROFESSOR. 

Malcolm C. Burke, of Montgomery, 
a graduate with highest honors in 
1899, has been tendered the position 
by Dr. W. S. Wyman as assistant in 
the chair of Latin. Mr. Burke went 
to Harvard and made a special study 
of Greek and Latin for two years and 
ecently graduated in these courses at 
that institution. 



RATES REDUCED. 
A reduction of 50 cents per ton on 
export iron will go into effect on July 
15, and will be the cause for large in- 
crease in the export shipments of blast 
furnace products. At present there is 
but little iron shipped for export from 
this district. 



BIRMINGHAM MAN IN LUCK. 
Mr. John D. Tyson will come in for 
a fortune of $8,000,000, according to 
a story from Australia of relatives 
dead there. Mr. Tyson is a car re- 
pairer on the Southern, and the father 
of Mrs. J. M. Turnham who shot 
Attorney Harsh a few days since. 



TWO MURDERERS EXECUTED. 

Frank Miller, white, and Alonzo 
Williams, oolored, w«re hanged in the 
Jefferson oounty jail Friday morning, 
June 28. The former wss oonvicted 
of the murder of a Birmingham polioe- 
man on March 27, 1900; the latter of 
killing a fellow convict in Pratt 
Mines. Both died easily. Miller 
protested his innocence to the last and 
Williams admitted his guilt and died 
in a religious frenzy. Miller was one 
of the shrewdest of criminals, a noted 
safe-blower, and had nearly effected 
his escape from the walls whioh wit- 
nessed his death. 



LAWYERS ADJOURN. 
The State Bar Association adjourned 
Saturday after a two days' meeting at 
Montgomery. The election of officers 
resulted as follows: Edward L. 
Russell, president; James Weatherly,

The lands, thoug'i worthless 
for farming purposes, are rich in iron 
ore and oil indications. It is the pur- 
pose of the capitalists to bore for oil 
within the next year. Interest is 
growing in the probability that oil 
can be found in paying quantity. A 
well was bored several years ago and 
a small quantity of oil was struck a 
short distance from the surface. 



DEATH IN A WRECK. 
A wheel under a freight car in a 
train on the Alabama Great Southern 
railroad, broke near Powderly, and 
caused a wreck Friday. Eight cars 
were piled up and wrecked. Brake- 
man C. M. Fuller, a white man aged 
26, was on top of a car, and when the 
wreck occurred he was thrown under 
the train and crushed to death. There 
was not much merchandise in the 
train, and the loss will not be very 
great. Fuller leaves a wife and two 
children. 



OFFICER RESIGNS. 
Col. Henry B. Fos er, command- 
ing a regiment of the Alabama National 
Guard, has resigned his commission. 
Colonel Foster states his reason for 
resigning presure of personal busi- 
ness. Lieut. Col. A. A. Wiley will 
carry the regiment into camp at 
Eufaula, July 6, and the suocessor to 
Colonel Foster will be chosen. It 
then is probable that Wiley will re- 
ceive the unanimous support of the 
regiment for promotion. 



ANOTHER ALONZO WILLIAMS. 

Tom Downey killed Lindsay Sprad- 
ling with a pick in Coalburg mines 
Saturday. Both are negroes, serving 
fifteen months and twenty-five years re- 
spectively. Downey claims self-de- 
fense. The case is almost an exaot 
parallel of the Alonzo Williams affair 
which culminated in his execution 
last week. 



PRESIDENCY SETTLED. 
Dr. Win, Stokes Wyman was 
elected president of the Tuscaloosa 
University last Wednesday. The se- 
lection was not 1 a surprise.

WHAT DOES HE PAY? 

L. H. Reynolbs, delegate to the 
Constitutional Convention from 
Chilton county, introduced a res- 
olution last Friday morning that 
no newspaper in this State or rep- 
resentative thereof shall receive or 
accept a pass or other free trans - 
portation from any railroad com- 
pany doing business within the 
State, and wants a fine of $500 
imposed for violation of his pet 
section. Mr. Reynolds must have 
a grievance against the newspa- 
pers of A la bam a. 

Let's see. When the newspaper 
man gets a pass from the railroads 
he generally has to sign a contract 
to pay for it in advertising. That 
is the newspaper man's "Free" 
pass. Now will Mr. Reynolds 
state how much and in what vvay 
he pays for his pass, and bow much 
of a fine should • be imposed upon 
him for accepting it? 



The following is what the Ensley 
Herald has to say of the resolutions 
passed by the Alabama Press Asso- 
ciation : 

The reading of the resolutions 
provoked considerable discussion 
but. it was dually adopted the vole 
standing two to one in favor of it. 
Tt is a very significant fact that 
every editor who voted for its 
adoption was a Democrat of the 
stauuehest and most loyal type, 
while fully one-half of those who 
voted against it were either avowed 
populists or party malcontents 
whose political stripe is of very un . 
certain color. Had the attendance 
pi editors been larger at the time 
the resolution was presented it is 
believed that the vote would have 
been nearly unanimous. 



MUST BE RECTIFIED. 

There is a growing sentiment — 
and a rightful one, too. — that the 
annual pleasure jaunts of the Ala 
bama Press Association should be 
confined strictly to bona fide news- 
paper men. 

For several years past these par- 
ties have been made up principal 
ly of lawyers and bankers — those 
who have no connection whatever 
with any newspaper. For several 
reasons this is wrong. 

It is an imposition upon the rail- 
roads who extend the courtesies of 
their lines to the Association, and 
they are entering just protests 
against such manipulation. The 
railroad people naturally suppose 
when courtesies are asked that 
only newspaper men are to receive 
the benefit, but heretofore only a 
very small minority of editors have 
been able to enjoy these excur- 
sions. 

Every newspaper that has a 
representative in these excursions 
is required to do a certain amount 
of advertising for transportation. 
If the publisher is unable to go he 
is out the excursion, yet must do 
the advertising to beuefit some 
other party and gets nothing for 
it, cutting him both ways. 

The average publisher of a coun- 
try newspaper is not always finan- 
cially able to take such a jaunt as 
the one this year, for instance, 
where it calls for an outlay of 
about a hundred dollars in cold 
cash. A large membership of the 
Association did not go this year, 
the reason given, '-not able." 

The newspaper man seldom gets 
a vacation, and more is the reason 
why these annual outings should 
be arranged so that all may go, 
instead of filling u[> «0ts>ra<' Itlfi

■ RESOLUTIONS ENDORSED. 

The following correspondence to 

the Montgomery Advertiser regard 
ing resolutions adopted by the Ala- 
bama Press Association, will be 
read with interest: 
Editor The Advertiser: 

The resolutions adopted at the recent 
meeting of the Alabama Press Asso- 
ciation, pledging the support of the press 
of the Stale to the Constitutional Con- 
vention if, In its wisdom it should see 
fit to iguoie the piatiorm of pledges 
made by the State Convention, is meet- 
ing with the end element of the wise 
conservative newspapers and people of 
the Slate. 

Prof. D. P. Ohristenberry of the South- 
ern University, and Vice-President ot 
tlie Alabama Educational Association, 
in a communication to The Greensboro 
Watchman, says': 

'"Much has been said by newspaper 
men and politicians concerning the 
Convention now assembled, but very 
little has been said by any other class 
All honest and thoughtful citizens 
should feel an interest in the problems 
now to be solved, giving support to wh it 
is nglit and condemning what is wrong. 

"The wishes of our wise and intelli- 
gent citizenship should be the funda- 
mental law of the land. Whatever is 
enacted beyond this cannot be enforced 

"Delegates should not be trammeled 
by their former views or by platforms 
.jf ioimc-i' UouY4<;tiot.s. 



"It the Convention is anything, it is 
supri'iiH'. It has the power to reverse 
the action of everv former Convention, 
1 -.it-'ature or Constitution. It is the 
people in their ultimate anil sovereign 
tajmcily whose duty it is t < enact what- 
ever is hest, regardless of what may 
have been their form r views or 
aclioii-i

'The annual address of President 
Rhodes was of unusual strength- lie 
took some advanced yiews on live and 
important matters and his position was 
endorsed by resolution." 

Mr. Is"H<: Grant, editor of the Grove 
Mill Democrat, who, for forty years has 
worked unselfishly for the interest of 
the people of his section, says: 

''The sessions of the Association were 
quite interesting and agreeable, except- 
ing a little friction as to a resolution in 
the closing work of the session. 

"The resolution was to the effect that 
the first duty of the Constitutional Con- 
vention was to the people of Alabama 
and of the United States, as embodied 
in the oath which each member had 
taken in the organization of the Con- 
vention. There was hitter and noisy 
opposition to the resolution, coming in 
the main from members of Populistic 
sympathy. But the resolutions were 
passed, and the Association pledged to 
favor any Constitution that Iho wisdom 
and conscience of the body may see 
pioper to adopt." 

The Montevallo Sentinel takes a high, 
broad, patriotic and Democratic view of 
the matter, in the following: 

"If party pledges are found to be 
wrong and hurtful, in the interest of 
the people they should not be kept. 
Delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention have taken an oath to give to 
the people of Alabama, the best Consti- 
tution possible for them to devise. Now 
they claim that much work they would 
like to do is hampered by pledges made 
in the Democratic platform, and that if 
the pledges are to bo kept that much 
that would prove ol great good to ths 
people of Alabama must of necessity 
be kept out of the Constitution. In a 
case of this kind where the welfare of 
all the people of the State are at stake 
the delegates of the Convention should 
rise above partisanship, and we do not 
believe it undemocratic to do so. Sure- 
ly Ihe principle of the Democratic party 
is "the greatest good to the greatest 
number." and The Sentinel believes 
the delegates should ignore pledges 
when those pledges are likelv to prove 
hurtful to the people, Pledges hastily 
made, as these were, are apt to work 
harm. Let the delegates be free to give 
e.s the best possible Constitul ion." 

The following from The Birmingham 
Times shows the view taken of the 
matter by those outside the Democratic 
party and is significant, as it emphasizes 
the fact tli at the Constitution is being 
made for all the people of Alabama, and 
they'll all have a vole when it comes to 
ratification : 

"It seems that some members of the 
Constitutional Convention think that 
all they have to do, in order to get their 
work ratified by the people of the State 
is to keep cortain pledges made by a 
Democratic Convention. If they will 
only remember that the great majority 
of voters of the State refused to vote for 
holding a Constitutional Convention, 
they will readily see that something else 
is necessary to get the new Constitution 
ratified, than merely to keep faith with 
the minority. I the new Constitution, 
when proposed, is not a better one than 
that we are now living under, those who 
voted against the Convention and those 
did not vote, and who constitute the 
large majority of voters of the State, 
will vote against its ratification. The 
majority do not care a cent about the 
pledges, for they reuised to acton them, 
either by voting against the holding of a 
Convention, or by not voting at all. The 
members of the Convention now in ses- 
sion must certainly take these voters 
into consideration in determining 
whether or not their work will be rat- 
ified." 

The Sheffield Reaper, one of the ablest 
ediled papers in the State gi.es its 
uncualified endorsement to the editorial 
utterances of The Advertiser on this 
subject, while The Tuskegee News, re- 
cognizing the embarassing lea'ures of 
present conditions offers a different so- 
lution of the difficulty in the following: 

"One of our best men and most loyal 
Democrats, suggests thai in view of the 
fact that it is impossible for the 
Constitutional Convention to carry out 
the instructions of the Democratic plat- 
form and at the same time comply with 
their oaths I o support the Constitution, 
that recess be taken for one month and 
and that an address be issued to the 
voters setting forth the present embar- 
rassing position and asking that a Con- 
vention of the party be held and that 
some mollification be made in tlie 
present orders. " 

The Mobile Item also strongly en- 
dorses the position of The Advertiser 
and Birmingham News. 

T'n9 statement marie by one paper 
that those voting for the Press Associa- 
tion resolutions were n->t bona fide 
members of the Alabn.na Press, is not 
true. The vote was taken by roll call 
and none but properly accredited rep- 
icsentatives and bona fide members of 
the Association were allowed a vote.

Win Sold Ills Children's School Rooks For 
/ Cost or Kxperlments— Webster's Trl- 
) bnto to Illin—Found Secret tho Great 
Chemists Had Missed. 

Rubber hns done a great deal for 
■civilization, and civilization has done a 
great deal for rubber, but both are 
indebted to Charles Goodyear, hero 
fend martyr, to whom the manufactur- 
ers of the United States should erect 
an ebonite monument as high as the 
Bhaft on Bunker Hill. "I believe," 
said Daniel "Webster, In the famous 
patent suit lu which he fought the 
good fight for Goodyear, "that Charles 
Goodyear is to go down to posterity in 
tho history of tho arts in this country 
In that great class of inventors at the 
head of which stands Robert Fulton, 
Jn which class stand the names »f 
(Whitney and Morse, and In which 
class will stand, not far removed, the 
humble name of Charles Goodyear." 

Goodyear was a Connecticut Yankee, 
born at Naugatuck, December 29, 
1800; those now living who remember 
him In the flesh knew him as a frail 
little man with soulful eyes and a sym- 
pathetic nature. Goodyear after de- 
voting the energies of his life to ex- 
periments discovered vulcanization, a 
process which neutralizes the adhe- 
siveness of rubber, while hardening it, 
bo that heat does not dissolve it or cold 
Impair Its elasticity. The chemists 
had sought the great secret in vain. 
Triumph was reserved for a man who 
was always in debt and sometimes In 
prison, and occasionally reduced to the 
most pitiful shifts to keep the wolf 
from the door. Goodyear was origin- 
ally a hardware dealer in a small way, 
but he got Interested In rubber when 
'It began to make a stir in the world 
.with the first importation of shoes 
from Brazil. They were soon being 
made in New England, but the busi- 
ness tumbled to ruin when the rubber 
decomposed In hot weather and gave 
out an offensive odor. No one had a 
good word to say for the stuff— It sold 
for five cents a pound in the general 
disgust— but Goodyear, although with- 
out money or credit, set to work to re- 
habilitate the reputation of gum elas- 
tic, as he always called it. He thought 
of rubber all day and dreamed of It all 
night, and It adhered to his hands and 
clothing so that they were one and in- 
visible. "If you meet a man," said 
some one who wanted to describe 
Goodyear, "who has on an India rub- 
ber cap, stock, coat, vest and shoes, 
with an India rubber purse without a 
cent of money in it, that is he." In 
chasing what seemed to his friends a 
will-o'-the-wisp Goodyear was often in 
the panwships. He once left his um- 
brella with Cornelius Vanderbilt for 
some ferry tickets, and at another time 
sold his children's school books for $5, 
which he needed for his experiments. 
But he had a devoted family, like most 
geniuses, and his wife and children 
were just as much wrapped up in rub- 
ber as he was. To harden his gum elas- 
tic Goodyear mixed magnesia with it 
and turned out some shoe* beautiful to 
look at, for the man had the artistic 
sense, but as usual, they decomposed. 
He thought he had hit upon the secret 
with nitric acid, took out a patent and 
embarked In the business of making 
shoes and toys. Bad times swept 
away his profits before he learned that 
he had made another failure, and there 
were more visits to the pawnbroker. 

About this time Goodyear met Na- 
thaniel Hayward, who was fussing 
with rubber in a factory at Woburn, 
where he was regarded as a harmless 
crank. To Hayward it was revealed 
in a dream that rubber could be hard- 
ened by mixing sulphur with it and 
exposing the compound to the sun. 
The process gave out a rank odor, 
which made Hayward a nuisance in 
the factory, but he took out a patent 
on it. Goodyear, being struclf with 
the idea, bought the patent. The two 
men leased a building and went in for 
making life-preservers. But the secret 
had not Ijpen discovered, although 
Hayward was on the right scent— in 
hot weather it seemed a wrong one to 
purchasers of the life-preservers. Good- 
year was not dismayed. He was al- 
ways baking in the compound of sul- 
phur and rubber, but with no satisfac- 
tory results. Yet he was "warm," as 
they say In the children's game. One 
night while gesticulating on his favor- 
ite theme with a piece of sulphurated 
gum It came in contact with the red- 
hot stove. Instead of melting as usual 
the stuff charred like leather. Was a 
very high heat needed to harden rub- 
ber? The enthusiast trembled with 
anticipation. But there was the cold- 
it was a winter's night. Would the 
mass lose its flexibility in the freezing 
air? Goodyear nailed it against the 
house. The next morning the com- 
pound was as elastic as ever. He had 
discovered vulcanization. The secret 
was that rubber, with a slight admix- 
ture of sulphur, hardened and lost its 
adhesiveness but not its flexibility 
when subjected to a temperature of 
from 230 to 270 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Neither heat nor cold afterward af- 
fects it, but it can be over-vulcanlzed 
into what is known as ebonite. Good- 
year perfected his process, took out a 
patent, and for fourteen years fought 
infringements in the courts until Judge 
Grier decided In his favor in 1852. The 
litigation kept him as poor as a church 
mouse — he was in prison for debt in 
France when the cross of the Legion 
of Honor was bestowed on him— but 
to the end of his life he experimented 
with his beloved product. "His busi- 
ness was his religion," wrote his secre- 
tary. Charles Goodyear would share 
his last dollar with an unfortunate, 
and while his patentees were making 
great fortunes he was content with 
meager royalties if he could be left un- 
disturbed to convert rubber to new 



uses. In his last years— he died .Tuly 
1, 1860— he perfected the life-preserver, 
testing It In a bathtub In his house at 
Washington. The New England Rub- 
ber Club celebrated the other day the 
one-hundredth anniversary of Good- 
year's birth with a dinner in Boston, 
at which the groat men of the trade 
tried to put Into words their debt to 
the unselfish and lovable inventor,— H. 
E. Armstrong, In Alnslee's. 

A BATT LE OF TH E BEES. 

The Queen Bled Fighting and Uer Sub- 
jects Were Forced Into Bondage. 

"One colony of wild honey bees, less 
than a mile away, had survived the 
famine of the previous summer, and 
in July, made desperate by lack of 
forage, certain of their wanderers dis- 
covered my hive, and succeeded in 
sneaking by the sentries and getting 
away again with honey-bags filled 
with plunder undetected," writes 
William Everett Cram, of "My First 
Colony of Bees," in the Ladles' Home 
Journal. "Returning later with others 
of their tribe they were discovered 
and driven off. But the whole colony 
of forest dwellers was now eager for 
booty and came lu overpowering force. 
I narrowed the entrance to the hive, 
and my bees defended It valiantly; the 
fighting was fierce until long after 
dark, and in the morning It was again 
renewed and finally the defendants 
wero defeated with heavy losses. The 
survivors were compelled to go into 
bondage and assist their rlctors to 
carry away the captured honey to the 
woods, and before the midsummer 
sun was half way up the sky the hive 
stood silent and deserted, save for a 
few loitering pilferers crawling about 
the torn and empty combs, searching 
among the dead for a last drop of 
honey. The queen, I presume, must 
have been killed, for ehe certainly 
would never have consented to ac 
company the enemy with the other 
prisoners. Yet I was unable to find 
her among the dead, and I believe that 
she died fighting in the open and 
dropped into the grass." 

How a Woman Qnellcd a Faulc. 

The street car caught fire in the tun- 
nel above Thirty-fourth street. It 
was in the morning at an hour when 
the car was crowded. A puff of smoko 
came up from somewhere about the 
wheels at the forward end, and three 
women in the second seat leaped in 
horror to their feet. 

A man arose and called to the con- 
ductor In a sharp tone: 

"Can't you see your car is on fire!" 

A girl with a big bundle in the sec- 
ond 6eat tried to fling herself off the 
car against the stone wall. The con- 
ductor began calling to all the rising, 
murmuring passengers: 

"Keep your seats! Don't be alarmed. 
You can*t get out until you get to 
Thirty-fourtht street!" 

Then a lady in the front seat turned 
and put her hand on that of the girl 
with tho bundle, who was quivering 
and trembling in every nerve and mus- 
cle. 

"We are safe. The conductor would 
not take us on If there was anything 
else to do!" she said in a clear, gentl6 
voice of authority, smiling into tho 
girl's dazed eyes. "We are safe!" 

The girl calmed down like a baby 
at its mother's touch; the other pas- 
sengers hearkened to the conductor's 
command to sit down, and obeyed like 
children. 

When the street car got out of the 
tunnel and was vacated the lady dis- 
appeared in the direction of Fifth ave- 
nue. She had undoubtedly quelled a 
panic at its inception.— New York Mai] 
and Express. 



Childhood of Great Men. 

In a statistical investigation of the 
early life of fifty great men of the 
present century, It was found that 
while they are absent-minded, gener- 
ally speaking, their memories are very 
strong in the things they are interest- 
ed in. In childhood they seem to be 
more Imaginative than average chil- 
dren. It is generally said that a great 
man owes his success to his mother's 
influence, but there are many excep- 
tions. They were influenced much by 
some one person, and the mother's 
place was often supplied by that of an 
aunt or relative. The child born of 
parents in the prime of physical life 
probably has Uie better chance of 
greatness, for the average age of the 
fathers when the great man-child was 
born was about thirty-eight, and that 
of the mothers thirty. The average 
number of children in the families was 
six. Eleven of the great men were 
only son's, and sixteen youngest sons; 
that is, in all over fifty per cent. If 
it Is important to study the criminal 
to find the causes of crime and there- 
by know best how to prevent or less- 
en it, it is perhaps more needful to 
study great men in order to learn 
those conditions and characteristics 
which make them great.— Everybody's 
Magazine.

WASHINGTON NEWS NOTES 

AMONG OUR LAWMAKERS AT THE 
NATIONAL CAPITAL. 



OUR CORRESPONDENT^ WEEKLY LETTER. 

Springer on Herbert's Speech — Agri- 
cultural Department — Knssia Ko- 
tuliates— Census Statistics— Hie 
Federal Prison Warden. 



The speech of ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Herbert before the Alabama 
Bar Association was read with much 
interest in Washington. Ex-Repre- 
sentative W. M. Springer of Illinois 
said: "The speech should oause no 
uneasiness nor create surprise among 
the demoorats. Herbert has been 
outside the pale of democracy sinoe 
1896. He supported McKinley and, 
like many others, is awaiting an op- 
portunity to go into the republican 
party. Now a free lance, he can af- 
ford to speak what he thinks. I con- 
sider his speech the keynote for tha 
organization of a new party in the 
South. The movement to amend the 
state constitutions so that the ne- 
gro will be eliminated from politics, 
is reponsible for such speeches. The 
republicans will gain more by the 
elimination of the negro than the 
democrats. Intelligence will pre- 
dominate and govern. Massachusetts 
has a law to regulate suffrage just as 
southern states are now proposing 
and nothing is thought of it. I be- 
lieve McKinley understands the situa- 
tion and is therefore silent touching 
the work of these state constitutional 
conventions." 

Secretary Wilson says: "This 
country sells $30,000,000 worth of 
tobacco and buys $13,000,000 of high- 
priced varieties. We have been pay- 
ing $8,000,000 for filler tobacco, 
mostly Cuban. We hope to see most 
of the filler tobacco produced in the 
United States. For some of the finest 
varieties we may have to go to the 
tropics, but it is only a question of 
time when the United States will 
produce all the tobacco it wants. 

The census bureau has issued a 
bulletin showing that there are 733,- 
222 persons of school age in Alabama. 
Of these 392,619 are white and338,960 
are colored, with a few Indians, Chi- 
namen, etc. There are 367,755 males 
and 365,465 females of school age. 
There are 328,919 males of military 
age in Alabama. Males of voting age, 
418,862. 

The apparent cessation of active 
hcstilities in fhe Philippines has de. 
termined the government to cease the 
purchase of horses for use by the ar- 
my in those islands. The transports 
Eintnck and Fackling, the last of the 
animal ships under charter to the gov- 
ernment, will be released on their ar- 
rival, which is expeoted in a few 
weeks. 

It is reported that the Eussian gov- 
ernment has attempted to secure con- 
trol of the Finnish custom houses 
with the evident purpose of making 
the tariff uniform with Russia's. A- 
merican trade with Finland is consid- 
erable. The Finns get practically all 
their agricultural machinery from the 
United States. 

L. A. Hawkes, warden of the 
Moundsville, W. Va, prison, will be 
the first warden of the new federal 
prison at Atlanta. The attorney-gen- 
eral recommended Hawkes, and the 
papers were sent immediately to the 
president. Senators Scott and El- 
kins, of West Virginia, secured the ap- 
pointment. 

It has been decided to hold the St. 
Louis World's Fair of 1903 in Forest 
Park. 

Major Gen. Wm. R. Shatter was 
placed on the retired list at noon Sun- 
day and was succeeded in the com- 
mand of the department of California 
by Gen. S. M. B. Young. 

David Hirsch, president of the De- 
fiance Cigar Co., is dead. He was a 
Confederate captain and among an 
interesting collection of war souvenirs 
had a number of letters written tc 
him from Beauvoir, Miss., by Jeffer- 
son Duvis. 

A report to the state department 
from Mr. Russell, United States 
charge at Caruoas, oonfirms the re- 
port of the arbltary imprisonment by 
Castro, the acting president, of the 
judge of the court in the province of 
Curupano, which acted originally in 
the asphalt controversy. This Is not, 
however, the chiof justice of the su- 
premo court, which is finally to adju- 
dicate these cases. 

Secretary Hitchcock says that he ie 
preparing to organize a Forestry 
Bureau in the Interior Department, to 
carry out an extensive Bystem of re- 
forestation, somewhat on the Gor- 
man plan.

Thirty-Fourth Day. 

Hie Tax Limit Keduced to 05c. on the 
$100— Vole was Two to One— 
"Pioperty Vote" Next. 



Eighty-four delegates were present 
at the morning session of July 1, and 
81 in the afternoon. Mr. Fletcher 
offered a resolution to Consider the 
suffrage article after the article on 
taxation <s disposed o!. 
,„ x'he tare limit matter was then dis- 
posed of, After discussion, which 
continued into the afternoon, by a 
vote of 66 to 32 the tax limit was re- 
duced to 65o. on $100. 

Section five, relating to the "prop- 
erty vote" was under discussion when 
the convention adjourned. 



Thirty-Fifth Day. 



Ten Minute Kule Adopted— Cliarlt- 
ablo ( Educational and Relig- 
ious Institutions Fiee. 



There were 121 delegates present 
this morning. A ten minute rule on 
Bpeaking was adopted, and the meet- 
ings will hen after last from 9:30 a. m. 
to 1 p. m., and from 8:30 to 6 p. m. 
Section 30 of the artie'e on executive 
was finally adopted giving the gover 
nor the right to remove a sheriff dur- 
ing impeachment proceedings. 

The di?cussion on section 5 of the 
article on taxation was taken up but 
wns continued until the aftirnoon 
session in which 117 delegates par- 
ticipated. It was tabled. Sections 6 
and 8 on the same were adopted. Sec- 
tion 6 exempts from taxation institu- 
tions of religious, charitable and edu- 
cational nature : section 8 prohibits 
the state from collecting charges pay- 
able by the state from countios or 
corporations. Section 7 relating to 
city tax rate was tabled for the pres- 
ent and the discussion of section 9 re- 
lating to county indebtedness, was 
interrupted by adjournment. 



Thirty-Sixth Day. 



Comity Del) s Limited to 3 1-2 PeT 
Cent With Additional 1 1-2 Per 
Cent for Improvements. 



One hundred and thirteen delegates 
began workjtjiis morning at 9:80. The 
committee on harmony got its first 
job when the article on executive was 
referred to it. Section 9 of the article 
on taxation was discussed fraely and 
after much parliamentary practice, 
was adopted so that "no county shall 
become indebted in an amount greater 
than 3$ per cent of the taxable value 
of the property thereof," with a pro- 
vision of 1$ per cent additional for 
buildings and bridges. 

Section 10 was read before dinner 
and discussed after, 117 delegates 
participating. It refers to limiting 
cities and towns to 5 per cent taxation, 
providing that 3 per cent additional 
may be added for improvements. 
Final action was deferred. Adjournod 
until July 5. 



Thirty-Seventh Day. 



City Tax Limit Settled— Preamble 
Adopted and Section 1 of iho 
Declaration ot Rights. 



The attendance this morning was 
116 and the discussion on the city 
debt limit was resumed and continued 
into the afternoon session which was 
colled to order by Dr. R. M. Cunning- 
ham and in which 111 delegates took 
part. Section 10 of the artiole on 
tnxation was then adopted. It limits 
the taxation of towns under 6.000 
population to 5 per cent including 
present icdebtedne? s, and towns of 
more than 6,000 to 7 per cent. 

The preamble and declaration of 
rights was then taken up. The former 
reads as in the old Constitution and 
was adopted. 

Section 1 of the declaration of 
rights was tl oi adopted, which 
reads: That all men are equally free 
and independent; that they are nn~ 
dowed by their Creator with oertain 
inalienable rights; that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness. 



Thirty-Eighth Day. 

A Good Day's Work— Nine Sections 
Adopted— Exemption Commit- 
tee Reports — Juries. 



The convention took up the pend- 
ing question, the declaration of rights, 
and adopted sections 3 to 11 inclusive, 

Section 8" defines the state's politi- 
cal po&er. Sectjop 4 prohibits join- 
ing church and state. Seotion 5 de- 
fines the liberty of the press. Section 
6 defines ownership of property. 
Section 7 regulates rights of defend- 
ant in criminal oases. A minority re- 
port requiring statement in indict- 
ment ot time and place of crime was 
tabled. Seotion 8 requires legal ap- 
plication of laws. Seotion 9 pre- 
scribes certain procedure in oriminal 
oases. Gen. Oates offered an amend- 
ment giving a judge indictable powers 
in oases in which the grand jury find 
no true bills, but it Was lost. Section 
10 prof ides that no person shall bo 
tried .twice for the same offense. Sec- 
tion 11 bars no one from prosecuting 
civil cases. 

Section 12 reads: That the rights 
of trial by jury shall remain inviolate. 
There was a minority report on this 
section signed by Samuel Blackwell, 
E. P. Wilson and T. J. Cornwell, rec- 
ommending that in civil cases three- 
fourths of a jury should render a ver- 
4ij?t. Discussion was in progress 
when adjournment was ordered. 



Thirty-Ninth Day. 



Jury System Not Changed— Twenty- 
Six Sections Adopted— Bad Day 
lor Amendments. 

Only 95 delegates were present this 
morning and but 87 in the afternoon, 
and more leaves of absence were 
granted. The first thing done was to 
rescind the resolution denying pay to 
absent delegates only when sick. Af- 
ter much debate the present jury sys- 
tem was left as it is by an almoet 
unanimous vote, thus adoptiug seotit n 
12 of ttie article on declaration of 
rights. 

In the afternoon sections 13 to 39 of 
the article on declaration of rights 
were adopted. This disposes of the 
entire article. An amendment was 
suggested to prohibit the whipping of 
convicts but it was lost. Gov. Oates 
suggested imprisonment for debt on 
wilful and flagrant fraud but this was 
tabled. The sections adopted are 
practically the same as in the old con- 
stitution.

HUNTSVILLE ENTEEPRISES. 
Incorporation papers will be filed 
Monday in Madison county, Lincoln 
oounty, Tennessee, and two Tennes- 
see counties bordering on the Alaba- 
ma line for an oil company with a cap- 
ital of $100,000. The company is 
composed of several prominent busi- 
ness men, who are backed by New 
York capitalists. For several weeks 
past they have had agents in the field 
taking options on all property they 
could secure having indications of oil, 
and they have secured the rights on 
between 10,000 and 20,000 acres. The 
company intends to sink several 
wells. 

The American Cotton Company is 
making arrangements to put in a doz- 
en round bale cotton compresses in 
North Alabama this season. 

The Gurney Handle Company will 
commence operations again Monday, 
after an idleness of two months. The 
capacity of the plant has been 
doubled. 



NEW EVIDENCE. 
The body of H. C. Newell, of Mil- 
dale, was found on the railroad track 
at Reeders last week. He was sup- 
posed to have been killed by the cars. 
Monday, A. J. Simmons and Geo. Bul- 
lard were arrested charged with know- 
ing somef ing regarding his death. 
It is said that Mr. Newell had $100 
when he left home. When his body 
was found there was no money on it, 
and the men arrested were the last 
seen with the deceased. 



One hundred and eleven delegates 
answered to their names at roll call 
Saturday morning, July 6th. It was 
docided to remain in sessiou until 2 p. 
m. and then adjourn until 10 a. tn. 
Monday. 

The committee on exemptions made 
its report that the present article be, 
re-enacted as it stands. _

A woman who has olaimed for years 
that she was the eldest daughter of 
Queen Victoria and the Prince Con- 
sort, is dead. She was known as 
Sophia Adelaide, and always insisted 
that when an infant she was taken 
from her royal mother and in her 
place was substituted the daughter of 
Prince Albert by his morganatic wife, 
the Countess DeReuss. She is said to 
have received remittances frequently 
through a clergyman in England and 
when she died she tried to effect a 
settlement with the crown but failed. 
She came to this country and brought 
out a book, which, it is said, has been 
suppressed in England and Germany. 
It contained her contentions. 



HIS ART SAVED HIM. 

"Damascus" (S. R.) Dawson, who has 
served five years of a ten-year sentence 
for shooting Walter Scott, his son-in- 
law, has been pardoned by Governor 
Shaw, of Iowa. He claims to have 
recovered the art of making Damas- 
cus steel and of hardening copper. 
Capitalists who are interested in a 
company to develop Dawson's process 
secured the evidence upon which he 
was pardoned, as he had asserted that 
he would die with his secrets rather 
than reveal them while in prison. 



THE FOURTH IN OHIO. 
One of the bloodiest affrays in the 
history of the Pan Handle occurred at 
Wheeling Junction, O., on the night 
of the Fourth, and three Italians left 
a trail of blood behind their knives. 
The men, part of a railroad gang, met 
a party on the road at night and after 
a few words flashed stilettos, killed 
two men almost instantly, cut three 
other persons badly and fled. The 
two dead men were stabbed through 
the heart. One of tire Italians was 
captured Friday and lynching is 
feared.

CRAZED BY THE HEAT. 
F. A. Brackett killed his wife and 
then shot himself at the home of their 
daughter in Des Moines, Iowa, on Ju- 
ly 5th. The deceased was a man of 
68 years. During the day he fre- 
quently complained that the heat was 
making him ill. It is believed his 
mind became affected. 



TWO POSTAL CLERKS KILLED. 

The tender of an Iowa Central pas- 
senger train jumped the track near 
Hampton, la., late Thursday after- 
noon, derailing three cars. Postal 
Clerks Kendall and McKinzie of St. 
Paul were killed. Two others were 
injured. 



TOO MUCH OF WATER. 
Wostern Michigan was visited by a 
disastrous cloudburst Friday and the 
resultant damages will amount to 
thousands of dollars. Both the Pierre 
Marquette and the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana Railroads were crippled. 
Road beds were washed out in dozens 
of places, and a bridge at Saranac was 
washed away, dams in the Flat and 
Rough rivers were washed out and 
many mills along these streams will 
be idle for days. Grand river rose 
three feet and inches in four hours. 
Great damage was done to fruit trees 
and growing crops jn the western 
Michigan paaob belt. 



AN HISTORIC SPOT. 
Kansas on the Fourth, offioia'ly 
accepted title to the site eight miles 
north of Courtland, where the fir** 
American flag was raised in uppev 
Louisiana territory. The site is on 
what is known as Pawnee Republic, 
an old Indian village. Here Lieut. 
Zebulon M. Pike ordered the Spanish 
flag hauled down and tho Stars and 
Stripes hoisted, September 2!), 1800 
The legislature has appropriated 
money to erect a monument which 
will be unveiled on September 29. 



THE CZAR'S COMMENT. 
A dispatch from St. Petersburg says' 
the czar, in approving the recommen- 
dations of the commission on the reor- 
ganization of construction of high 
schools, wrote on the margin of the 
report : "I hope earnest considera- 
tion will also be given to strengthen- 
ing the religious and moral education 
of our youth." 



That the apple crop is actually "worth" 
more in cash, annually, than the wheat 
crop is a fact. The entire apple crop 
for 1900 was 215,000,000 of barrels. 
These, at $2 per barrel, would mean 
$430,000,000. The wheat crop does not 
average in value much over $300,000,- 
000. The meaning of this Is that we 
have got the world's market for our 
fruit, and are exporting nearly 4,000,- 
000 of barrels per year. These bring 
in the European markets nearer $4 a 
barrel than $2. And still the export 
trade is increasing every year. 

Fatalities and loss of property re- 
sulting from the celebration of the 
Fourth will not equal last year's 
record. The number actually killed 
is but nineteen in the whole country 
and but $60,000 property loss by fire. 
The number injured is 1,611.

One thing that impressed the 
whole party more than any one 
thing is the persistent and thor- 
ough advertising the California 
people give to their State and home 
towns. Every place, where the 
party stopped prominent people 
were at the stations to, meet, them 
and when they departed the Ala- 
bamaians carried away . with them 
newspapers, folders and rjtnnphleta, 
j many of thorn handsomely illus- 
trated, ostein:? forth .the advanta- 



ges of their town and the induce- 
ments offered to those who may be 
seeking a location. It is the ad- 
vertising , of their home towns by 
California people that has made 
the Golden State so great. 

The people out there do not con- 
sider their newspapers subjects of 
charity to be kept alive — hardly 
more than that in many cases — 
by n few crumbs and crusts. Cal 
ifornia people know that the news- 
paper is one of the things most 
needful in the building up of their 
State, and the newspaper's worth 
in this particular is appreciated 
and recognized to the extent of a 
liberal and healthy patronage by 
its home people. 

The nev* spapers of Alabama are 
doing good work for the State, but 
it is rather a one-sided arrange- 
ment. The business men of most 
towns in Alabama do not patron- 
ise their home newspaper as they 
should, some of them not at all, 
yet they receive the greatest ben- 
efit from the work of the newspa- 
paper. A great many of them do 
not advertise, and there are some, 
niore's the pity, who send their 
job work to some foreign printer 
who never spends a copper with 
them in a year, instead of giving 
it to the home printer who works 
for his home town fifty -two weeks 
in the year and spends what little 
money he may have with his home 
merchants. And The Sentinel is 
SoTry that Montevallo has some 
business men who do that very 
way. 

When the business world of Al- 
abama, to a large extent, exper- 
iences a change of heart by lay- 
ing aside some of its narrow mind- 
ed, close-fistedness in dealing with 
the' newspapers of the State, then 
will Alabama progress more rap- 
idly than she is now doing. 

California is indeed an object les- 
son to Alabama in the manner in 
which it keeps itself before the 
world by advertising.

The postal dopartment will insti- 
tute u sweeping reform thia week by 
barring from second-class mail privi- 
leges the large class of periodica] 
publications which depends largely on 
.gift enterprises, guessing contests or 
nominal subscription rates for circula- 
tion. The new order will not inter- 
fore with legitimate newspapers and 
similar periodicals, but it will cut off 
abuse by which numerous publications 
load the mails with circulations in- 
duced wholly by offers or contests 
that are either fraudulent in charaoter 
or reduce the circulation to nominal 
rates. It is also likely to cut off trial 
books, which have secured admission 
ae second-class matter. By the new 
regulation a vast amount of printed 
matter that is now paying the one 
cent rate will be charged eight cents 
a pound. The second-class matter 
has grown until it embraces nearly 
three-fourths of the entire weight of 
mail matter handled by the govern- 
ment, yet it brings in revenue of less 
than $i,000,000 a year out of the en- 
tire postal revenue of more than 
$110,000,000. While it cortains 
•about three-fourths of the weight it 
(furnishes about one-thirtieth of the 
revenue. To handle and carry the 
second-class matter costs fully $00,- 
000,000 a year more than the govern- 
ment receives for handling and carry- 
inij it. 

The navy department has issued 
orders re-establishing the European 
station with Rear Admiral J. B. 
Cromwell in command. The cruiser 
Chicago is ordered to proceed from 
Hio and will be the flagship of the 
admiral. The Albany and Xashville 
have sailed from Singapore en route 
for the new station. The headquarters 
of the squadron will be designated by 
Admiral Cromwell and probably will 
be in the Mediterranean. Admiral 
Cromwell at Bio hts acknowledged 
the receipt of his orders. It is ex- 
pected that the rendezvous of the 
ships for the assembly will be Gi- 
braltar. 

The European station, although 
marked on the naval maps, has not 
been in actual existence since the 
Spanish war. The limits of the sta- 
tion are Port Said on the ea9t, and a 
iine running north and south through 
the Atlantic from the southernmost 
point of Greenland to Para, Brazil, 
thence eastward. This includes the 
Azores, and all of the waters of 
Europe and North Africa. The re- 
establishment of the European station 
is said to be entirely devoid of political 
significance and to be simply a move 
in the regular procedure of the navy 
to place the service in th.9 same con- 
dition that it was 'prior to the war. 

Charles G. Dawes, comptroller of 
the currency, has tendered his resig- 
nation to the president to take effect 
October 1. He has declared his in- 
tention of becoming a candidate for 
U. S. Senator from Illinois. It is stated 
on good authority that Mr. Dawes 
has recommended A. D. Lynch, head 
of the insolvent bank deposit in the 
comptroller's office, as his successor. 
Lynch is from Indianapolis. 

Hon. Edwin Conger, United States 
minister to China, will sail on the 17th 
on the Nippon Maru for his post in 
Pekin. 

The big naval tug Fortune, at 
Boston, has been ordered by the 
navy department to proceed around 
South America to Puget Sound about 
14,000 miles. The trip will be one of 
the longest on record for craft of this 
character. 

The forces of the ingurgent loader 
Bellarmino, which have been operat- 
ing about Donsol, province of Sorro- 
gon, have surrendered to Colonel 
Wint at Albay, with one thousand 
men and 214 guns. 

General McArthur has sailed for 
Nagasaki where he will stay two weeks 
beforo coming to the United States. 

The train bearing the presidential 
party arrived at Canton, O., July 6. 
Mrs. McKinley stood the journey very 
well and her condition remains favor- 
able. Owing to Mrs. McKinley's ill- 
ness there was no formal demonstra- 
tion at the station. There was, how- 
ever, a very large crowd prosent, com- 
rpletely filling the station platform. 
When the president and Mrs. Mc 
Kinley stepped from the train a hearty 
«^>heer of welcome went up.

A New York man 
is agitating the new policy. He re- 
cently said, at an underwriters' meet- 
ing: "Insurance against being buried 
alive would certainly be hugely Iprofit- 
able.

legislators' Limitations Discussed — 
Local Legislation Reports 
Aro Being Considered. 



There were 116 delegates present 
thi8 morning and an even hundred 
in the afternoon. Mr. Beddow offered 
an ordinance to prohibit the leasing oi 
oonvicts after January 1, 1904, but to 
work them for the benefit of the state. 

The report of the committee on 
local legislation came up for discus- 
sion, and the first sixteen sub-divis- 
lons of the first section ocoupied the 
entire day. The section will prohibit 
the general assembly from passing 
special, private or local laws in'certain 
cases. 35 sub-divisions compose the 
section. Those whioh caused debate 
were numbers 8, 9, 11, 14 and 17. 

Sub-division 8 regulates the time 
within which civil or criminal actios 
may begin. Nnmber 9 denies the 
general assembly the power to exempt 
persons, corporations or sections from 
operation of general laws, and finally 
was adopted as follows: "9. Ex- 
empting any individual, private cor- 
poration or association from the opera- 
tion of any general law." Number 12 
" changing county seats, and 
was adopted. Number 14 was lost. It 
restricts granting any exclusive or 
special privilege, immunity or fran- 
chise whatever, and as it affected the 
dispensary matter in the minds of 
some, the measure was defeated. 
Number 17 sanctioning invalid instru- 
ments of law was under disouseion 
when adjournment was ordered. 



Forty-First Day. 



Sections 1, 2 and 3 on I.o ai L-egisla 
lation Adopted— Suffrage Arti 
cle in Regular Order. 



One hundred and twenty-two dele- 
gates answered to roll call at today's 
morning session and 96 in the after 
noon. An effort was made to take up 
the suffrage report on next Tuesday, 
the 16th iust., but it failed. 

The city council of Sheffield peti- 
tioned that the debt limit of cities as 
proposed in the article on taxation be 
not adopted. 

Discussion of the article on local 
legislation was then resumed. The 
section was completed and adopted 
and also sections 2 and 3. The gen- 
eral assembly, by virtue cf article 1 is 
prohibited among other things from 
amending, confirming or fx ending the 
charter of any private or municipal 
corporation or remitting the forfeiture 
thereof; establishing separate school 
and stock district-; creating, increas- 
ing or decreasing pay of public offi- 
cials, exempting from jury or road 
duty; donating land owned or con- 
trolled by the state to any person or 
corporation. 

In the afternoon the committee on 
echedu e> made a partial report. The 
general assembly was further re- 
stricted from changing the lines of old 
counties and from restoring the right 
to vote to persons c juvicted of infa- 
mous crimes or involving moral turpi- 
tude.

Forty-Second Day. 



A Day of Discussion— Economy Com- 
menced— A Suffrage Caucus 
Has Been Called. 



The attendance of 118 this morning 
was augmented by one in the after- 
noon. 

The morning session was largely 
consumed by an effort to reconsider 
the seotion on local legislation which 
provides that no local law be enacted 
on a subject covered by a general law. 
Some of the members see in it a 
menace to the dispensary and the 
Mobile and Eufaula school systems. 
The section was reconsidered after a 
heated debate between Mr. O'Neal 
and Mr. Smith and was readopted in 
the afternoon. Mr. DeGraffenried 
gave notice he would move its recon- 
sideration again tomorrow. 

After this week five pages and the 
clerks of all committees but the ones 
on rules and harmony will be dis- 
pensed with. 

The committee on impeachments 
made its report. It contains four 
sections. A minority report signed 
by Messrs. Thompson and Robinson 
was also submitted. Notice was also 
given of a democratic oauous on Mon- 
day to consider the suffrage clause. 

At the afternoon session there was 
much parliamentary discussion, Seo- 
tion four of the article on local legis- 
lation was taken up and was finally 
adopted, but not bofore Hon. Tom 
Long had offered an amendment pro- 
hibiting the general aesembly from 
calling another constitutional con. 
vention. Section 5 was also consid- 
ered, but adjournment was ordered bf< 
fort iti diionnlon wm oomDlated.

Three Mills School Tax — Property

One hundred and twenty delegates 
were present at this morning's session 
of the convention and leaves of ab- 
sence were granted so that only 106 
were present in the afternoon. 

Mr. Oarmiohael introduced an or- 
dinance to provide that the general 
assembly could levy only 55-100 of 1 
per cent for general tax levy, with an 
extra 21-100 for soldiers and school? 
or ei her. 

The committee on education re- 
ported an article of 13 sections. It 
recommends a three-mill tax for 
schools. A minority report was also 
submitted. It is signed by seven 
members of the committee and op- 
poses the constitutional provision 
that the governor be a member o( the 
University board and recommends 
that the superintendent of education 
be ex-omcio a member of the board. 
Sections 5, 6 and 7 of the article on 
local legislation were then adopted aud 
the article sent to the engrossing cdu> 
mittee. 

In the afternoon the report of the 
committee on state and county 
boundaries was taken up. There were 
three minority reports and one amend- 
ment. The first section was adopted 
defining the boundaries of the state as 
in the old constitution and providing 
for territory which may be annexed. 
Sections 2 and 3 on county boundaries 
and areas of counties caused much 
discussion, and time for adjournment 
came before it was finished.

R. R. COLLISION IN MISSOURI. 

Twenty-one persons are dead and a 
large number seriously hurt as a re- 
sult of ahead-end oollision betwoen a 
passenger and a fast live stock train 
cn tho Chicago and Alton Railroad 
near Norton, Mo., early Thursday 
morning. Six ware killed outright. 
The passenger train was traveling in 
three sections on account of the heavy 
Epworth League business to San Fran- 
cisco. The wrecked train was the 
first section and contained no Leaguers. 
Conductor McAnua of the freight 
train had been ordered to meet the 
second section of the passenger at 
Slater, the next station east of Norton, 
The front brakeman on the freight 
says Conductor McAnna took the 
throttle himself on leaving Marshall 
and was running the engine when the 
collision occurred. The trains met 
on a curve surmounting a high em- 
bankment. The trains oollided while 
going at a good rate of speed. The 
engines were practicably demolished 
and the forward Pullman and the 
tourist sleeper in front were burned- 



JUDICIAL SUICIDES. 

Hon. D. A. Russell, of Pomeroy, 
O., suicided by shooting, In Cincin- 
nati, last Friday. Nothing whatever 
ia known as to the cause. He left a 
sealed letter addressed to his wife 
upon whioh was a special delivery 
stamp. He was a prom'nent republi- 
can and was a candidate for Supreme 
Jodge before the republican conven- 
tion in June. 

Judge James H. Sellers, candidate 
for the democratic nomination for 
governor, killed himself in his law 
office in Crawfordsville, Ind., Satur- 
day by taking morphine. He left a 
letter saying that his life was a failure 
and his debts were large. His letter 
was full of praise for his wife. He 
served on the benoh and in the state 
legislature with distinction. 



MARINE BOILER EXPLODES. 

An excursion boat anchored in the 
Susquehanna river off Sunbury, Pa,, 
blew up with terrific force Saturday, 
killing two boys and injuring a dozeu 
other persons, two fatally. One man 
is missing and many have been killed: 
The boys killed and injured were 
fishing on a near-by wharf when the 
explosion oocurred. The engineer 
was absent at the time, leaving the 
boat in charge of the pilot. No cause 
is given for the explosion. 

BLOW IN MISSISSIPPI. 
A terrifio wind and rain storm 
struck McComb City, Miss., Friday 
doing considerable damage in blowing 
down trees, destroying some build- 
ings and unroofling others. A game 
base ball was in progress, a large 
crowd being in attendance; the crowd 
ran for shelter. A party of a dozen 
took refuge under a gallery, and a 
few minutes later the gallery was 
blown down, burying the people be- 
neath it, fatally injuring one person 
and seriously bruising five others. 



PRIZE MONEY. 
Judge Speer, of the United States 
Cirouit Court, Saturday at Mount 
Airy, Ga., handed down his decree 
distributing the prize money arising 
from the capture of the British steam- 
er, Adula, by the Marblehead off 
Guantanamo. $40,000 will be distrib 
uted. The Adula was the only neu- 
tral ship condemned during the war. 
The case has been in court three 
yexrs and to the U. S. supreme court 
twioe. It is the first prize case tried in 
Georgia since 1812. 



SOUTH CAROLINA FIRE. 
Tho northern portion of the town 
of Laurinburg, 8. C.,is in ruins. Fire 
did, on Thursday, damage estimated 
at $70,000. At one time it was feared 
the entire city would be destroyed. 
The canse of the fire is not known. 
The insurance is about one-half.

Captain C. F. Watts of the ill fated 
brig, E F. Munson has returned to 
Tampa, Fla., a physical wreck and 
tells a thrilling story of the wreck of 
hip vessel. The suffering of oaptain 
and his crew wap somothing horrible. 
Upon a little raft, without food or 
water, under a blistering sun for 
three days, followed by huge, gloating 
sharks, seeing vessels pass within 
hailing distance then fade away. 
Captain Watts says he does not be- 
lieve his men will recover from their 
exposure, as when he left Key West 
they were iu horrible shape. 



TEXAS TROUBLES. 
Owing to recent heavy rains in south- 
western Texas the rise of the Guada- 
loupe river proves to be worse than 
expected. All the buildings on a 
ranoh on the north fork are a com- 
plete Icbb with their oontents; the oo- 
cupants barely escaping with their 
lives. Numerous fishing parties 
have lost their entire outfits, includ- 
ing wagons and teams. Two boys 
named Hale, camping on the south 
fork, are reported missing. 



GEOBGIA COTTON BUSINESS. 

The Strickland cotton mills, at Val- 
dosta, Ga., will shortly increase 
equipment by the addition of 1,000 
spindles. It has already 10,000 spindles 
but the increase in orders requires a 
larger capacity. The company will put 
on a night force. The mill is receiv- 
ing a number of orders from China 
and eastern markets. To accomodate 
the increase in its force the company 
will build a hotel and a number of ad- 
ditional cottages at the mill. 



20,000 LEAGUERS BY THE SEA. 

Trains are rolling in from the East 
unloading hundreds of Epworth 
Leaguers at San Francisco. 20,000 
visitors arrived by Sunday night. A 
thoroughly organized gang of pick- 
pockets and robbers have fleeced the 
Leaguers at points in Colorado, even 
securing their victims' trunks. 



SIX BATHERS DROWNED. 
The Hebrew Gamahl Hasad held Its 
annual picnic at Daufuskie beich, Sa- 
vannah, Sunday. A party of a dozen 
were out bathing and six of them were 
drowned. One corpse was found 
floating in the surf an hour after th« 
tragedy, but the others were swept 
out to sea.

BOILER EXPLOSION.

The shooting 
is said to have occurred on Haley's 
farm and the difficulty arose out of a 
dispute about work. The wounded 
man will likely recover. 

Merdith Garner, a young white 
man was killed in a peculiar manner 
at Ward's saw mill, near Bay Minette, 
Thursday. Garner was handliug lum- 
ber from the saw and fell backwards. 
His neok struck a one-inch plank 
edgewise, and was broken by th» 
force of the blow. He died almost 
instantly. 

Evan Childers, the young man who 
was shot by W. S. Prothero, at Sulli- 
ligent last Monday, is dead. Prothero 
is still at large, though diligently 
hunted by the sheriff Childers made 
a statement before h» d'ed, that there 
had been no serious quarrel, but that 
Prothero had simply called to him, 
and warniug him to get his weapon, 
opened fire. Childers was unarmed 
at the time. 

ALMOST LOST HIS HEAD. 
With his head almost torn from 
his body Joseph Burdick still lives, 
furnishing one of the most remark- 
able cases known to physicians. Bur- 
dick's head was all but taken off by a 
piece of metal which fell across his 
neck. The traohea and larynx were 
completely torn away. By some for- 
tune his neck was not broken nor 
were the jugular vein and carotid ar- 
tery injured, though both were fully 
exposed. Burdick was operated upon 
and equipped with a device for breath- 
ing. 



ANOTHER CLANTON FIRE. 
Thursday morning a disastrous fire 
destroyed about $15,000 worth of 
property at Clanton. This is the sec- 
ond bad fire Clanton has had in six 
months and was evidently the work of 
an inceudiary. But one house and 
none of the goods were insured. 



Former Sheriff Hamp Morris, of 
Blount oounty, died in Blountsville a 
faw days ago at the age of 53. He 
was well known throughout the oounty, 
having served as sheriff from 1888 to 
1892. 



A HISTORIC FIND. 
While exacvating for the sewers at 
D calur last week the workmen found 
what is believed to ba a relic of the 
revolutionary war. Buried under 
eight feet of earth, a saber, sti 
clutched by a skeleton hand, was 
found. Nearby a skull and several 
other human bones were unearthed.

Subject: The Ti'lmnph of Christianity — 
The Church of Christ ig the Most En- 
deailiig Institution on Karth— Its Un- 
surpassed Growth— Infidelity Refuted.

Washington, D. C. — Although Dr. 
lalmage was hindered from attending the 
great annual meeting of the Christian En- 
deavor Society at Cincinnati, his sermon 
shows him to be in sympathy with the 
-;reat movement; text, Amos ix, 13, "lie- 
lold the days come, saith the Lord, that 
the plowman shall overtake the reaper." 

Unable because of other important du- 
ties to accept the invitation to take part 
in the great convention of Christian Kn- 
deavorers at Cincinnati, I preach a ser- 
mon of congratulation for all the members 
of that magnificent association, whether 
now gathered in vast assemblage or busy 
in their places of usefulness, transatlantic 
and cisatlantic. And, as it is now harvest 
time in the fields and sickles are flashing 
in the gathering of a great crop, I find 
mighty suggestiveness in my text. 

It is a picture of a tropical clime, with 
a season so prosperous that the harvest 
reaches clear over to the planting time 
and the swarthy husbandman, busy cut- 
ting the grain, almost feels the breath of 
the horses on his shoulders, the horses 
hitched to the plow preparing for a new 
crop. "Behold the days come, saith the 
Lord, that the plowman shall overtake 
the reaper." When is that? That is 
now. That is this day, when hardly have 
you done reaping one harvest of religious 
result than the plowman is getting ready 
for another. 

In phraseology charged with all venom 
and abuse and caricature I know that in- 
fidels and agnostics have declared that 
Christianity has collapsed; that the Bible 
is an obsolete book; that the Christian 
church is on the retreat. I shall answer 
that wholesale charge to-dav. 

Between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 Endeav- 
orers sworn before high heaven that they 
will do all they can to take America for 
God, Europe for God, Asia and Africa for 
God — are not the signs most cheering? Or, 
to return to the agricultural figure of my 
text, more than a million reapers are over- 
taken by more than a million plowmen. 
Besides th.s, there are more people who 
believe in the Bible than at any time in 
the world's existence. 

But now let us see whether the book is 
a last year's almanac. Let us see whether 
the church of God is a Bull Run retreat, 
muskets, canteens and haversacks strew- 
ing all the way. The great English histor- 
ian Sharon Turner, a man of vast learning 
and great accuracy, not a clergyman, but 
an attorney as well as a historian, gives 
this_ overwhelming statistic in regard to 
Christianity and in regard to the number 
of Christians in the different centuries: 
In the first century 500,000 Christians, in 
the second century 2.000,000 Christians, in 
the third century 5,000.000 Christians, in 
the fourth century 10,000.000 Christians, 
in the fifth centurv 15,000,000 Christians, 
in the sixth century 20,000,000 Christians, 
in the seventh centurv 24,000,000 Chris- 
tians, in the eighth "century 30,000,000 
Christians, in the ninth centurv 40,000,000 
Christians, in the tenth century 50,000.000 
Christians, in the eleventh century 70,- 
000.000 Christians, in the twelfth centurv 
80,000,000 Christians, in the thirteenth 
century 75,000,000 Christians, in the four- 
teenth century 80,000,000 Christians, in the 
Jfifteenth century 100,000,000 Christians, in 
the sixteenth century 125,000,000 Chris- 
tians, in the seventeenth centurv 155,000,- 
000 Christians, in the eighteenth century 
200,000,000 Christians — a decadence, as you 
observe, in only one century and more 
than made up in the following centuries, 
■while it is the usual computation that 
there were at the close of the nineteenth 
century 470,000,000 Christians, making us 
to believe that before this century is 
close the millennium will have started its 
boom and lifted its hosanna. 

Poor Christianity! What a pity it has 
tio friends! How lonesome it must be! 
Who will take it out of the poorhouse? 
Poor Christianity! Four hundred mill- 
ions in one century. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury 150 missionaries: at the close of that 
century 84,000 missionaries and native 
helpers and evangelists. At the beginning 
of the nineteenth century there were only 
£50,000 converts; now there are over 1,000,- 
000 converts from heathendom. 

So Christianity is falling back and the 
Bible, they say, is becoming an obsolete 
book! I go into a court, and wherever I 
find a judge's bench or a clerk's desk I 
find a Bible. Upon what book could there 
lie uttered the solemnity of an oath? 
What book is apt to be put in the trunk 
of the young man as he leaves for city 
life? The Bible. What shall I find in 
nine out of every ten homes in this city? 
The Bible. In nine out of every ten homes 
in Christendom? The Bible. Voltaire 
wrote the prophecy that the Bible in the 
nineteenth century would become extinct. 
The century is gone, and I have to tell 
you that the room in which Voltaire 
wrote that prophecy not long ago was 
crowded from floor to ceiling with Bibles 
from Switzerland. 

Suppose the Congress of the United 
8tates should pass a law that there should 
be no more Bibles printed in America and 
no Bibles read. If there are 60,000,000 
grown pe6ple in the United States there 
■would be 60,000,000 people in an army to 
put down such a law and defand their 
right to read the Bible. But suppose the 
Congress of the United States should 
make a law against the reading or the 
publication of any other book— how many 
people would go out in such a crusade"? 
Could you get 60,000,000 people to go out 
and risk their lives in the defense of 
•Shakespeare's tragedies or Gladstone's 
tracts or Macaulay's "History of Eng- 
land?" You know that there are a thou- 
sand men who would die in defense of 
this book where there is not more than 
one man who would die in the defense of 
any other book. You try to insult my 
common sense by telling me the Bible is 
fading out from the world. It is the most 
popular book of the centuries. 

'Oh," say people, "the church is a col- 
lection of hypocrites, and it is losing its 
power, and it is fading out from the 
•world." Is it? A bishop of the Metho- 
dist church told me that that denomina- 
tion averages two new churches every day. 
In other words, they build 730 churches 
in that denomination in a year, and 
tnere are at least 1500 new Christian 
■churches built in America every year. 
Does that look as though the Christian 
Johurch were fading out, as though it were 
f\ defunct institution? What stands near- 
est to the hearts of the American people 
ito-day? I do not care in what village or 
fvhat city or what neighborhood vou go. 
What is it? Is it the postoffice? Is it the 
hotel? Is it the lecture hall? Ah, vou 
know it is not. You know that that 
Kvhich stands nearest to the hearts of the 
American people is the Christian church. 

You may talk about the church being a 
Collection of hypocrites, but when the 
(diphtheria sweeps your children off, whom 

Ho you send for? The postmaster? The 
'Attorney-General? The hotel keeper? 
LUderman? No. You send for a minister 
]iif this Bible religion. And if there is a 
>>ong to be sung at the obsequies, what do 
Vou want? \V hat does anybody want? 
• he "Marseillaise Hymn?" ''God Save 
jl.e Queen?" Our own grand national air? 
!v r o. They want the hymn with which 
.1 her sang their old Christian mother into 
Jier'last sleep, or they want sung the Sab- 
) ath-srhrml hymn which their little ghi 
t <tng the Jast Sabbath afternoon she was 
i/ut before she got that awi'ul sicknes.- 
>vhich broke your heart. I appeal to your 
lommon sense. You know the most en 
ilearing institution on earth to day is the 
thurch of the Lord Jesua Christ. A man 
a fool that does not recognize it. 



The infidels say: 'There is great liberty 
now for infidels— freedom of platform. 
Infidelity shows its power from the fact 
that it is everywhere tolerated, and it can 
say what it will." Why, my friends, in- 
fidelity is not half so blatant in our day 
as it was in the days of our fathers. Do 
you know that in the days of our fathers 
there were pronounced infidels in public 
authority, and they could get any political 
position? Let a man to-day declare him- 
self antagonistic to the Christian religion, 
and what city wants him for mayor, what 
State wants him for Governor, what na- 
tion wants him for President or for king? 
Let a man openly proclaim himself the 
enemy of our glorious Christianity, and 
he cannot get a majority of votes in any 
State, in any city, m any county, in any 
ward of America. The Christian religion 
u mightier to-day than it ever was. 

These opponents say that science is 
overcoming religion in our day. _ They 
look through the spectacles of the infidel 
scientists and they say: "It is impossible 
that this book be true. People are finding 
it out. The Bible has got to go over- 
board." Do you believe that the Bible 
account of the origin of life will be over- 
thrown by infidel scientists who have 
fifty different theories about the origin of 
life? If they should all come up in solid 
phalanx, all agreeing on one sentiment 
ami one theory, perhaps Christianity 
might be damaged, but there are not so 
many differences of opinion inside the 
church as outside the church. 

Oh, it makes me sick to see these liter- 
ary fops going along with a copy of Dar- 
win under one arm and a case of transfixed 
grasshoppers and butterflies under the 
other arm, telling about the "survival of 
the fittest ' and Huxley's protoplasm and 
the nebular hypothesis. The fact is that 
some naturalists, just as soon as they find 
out the difference between the feelers of 
a wasp and the horns of a beetle, begin 
to patronize the Almighty, while Agassiz, 
glorious Agassiz, who never made any pre- 
tension to being a Christian, put both his 
feet on the doctrine of evolution and says: 
"I see that many of the naturalists of our 
day are adopting facts which do not bear 
observation or have not passed under ob- 
servation." These men warring with each 
other— Darwin warring against Lamarch, 
Wallace warring against Cope, even Her- 
schel denouncing Ferguson. They do not 
agree about anything. 

Then you have noticed a more significant 
fact if you have talked with people on the 
subject— that they are getting dissatisfied 
with worldly philosophy as a matter of 
comfort. They say it does not amount to 
anything when you have a dead child in 
the house. They tell you when they were 
sick and the door of the future seemed 
opening the only comfort they could find 
was the gospel. People are having dem- 
onstrated all over the land that science 
and philosophy cannot solace the troubles 
and woes of the world, and they want 
some other religion, and they are taking 
Christianity, the only sympathetic reli- 
gion that ever came into the world. You 
just take a scientific consolation into that 
room where a mother has lost her child. 
Try in that case your splendid doctrine of 
the "survival of the fittest." Tell her 
that child died because it was not worth 
as much as the other children. That is 
your "survival of the fittest." Just try 
your transcendentalism, vour philosophy, 
your science, on that widowed soul, and 
tell her it was a geological necessity that 
her companion should be taken away from 
her, just as in the course of the world's 
history the megatherium and the ichthyo- 
saurus had to pass out of existence, and 
then you go on in your scientific consola- 
tion until you get to the sublime fact that 
50,000,000 years from now we ourselves 
may be scientific specimens on the geo- 
logic shelf, petrified specimens of an ex- 
tinct human race, and after you have got 
all through with your consolation, if the 
poor afflicted soul is not crazed by it, we 
will send forth from any of our churches 
the plainest Christian we ha%'e, and with 
one half hour of prayer and reading of 
Scripture promises the tears will be wiped 
away, and the house from floor to cupola 
will be flooded with the calmness of an 
Indian summer sunset. There is where I 
see the triumph of Christianity. People 
are dissatisfied with everything else. They 
want God: they want Jesus Christ. 

The fact is that infidelity and agnosti- 
cism are founded on ignorance geological, 
ignorance chemical, ignorance astronomi- 
cal, ignorance geographical. We have 
heard what the enemies of Christianity 
have had to testify. Now I put before 
you the testimony of the church on earth 
and the church in heaven. Not fifty, not 
a thousand, not a million, but all of the 
church on earth and all of the redeemed 
in heaven. 

Will you take the evidence of those 
who have witnessed as well as felt the 
power of religion, or will you prefer the 
testimony of those who begin by declar- 
ing that they have never witnessed or felt 
its power? You tell me that on a certain 
4th of March, twenty years ago, a Presi- 
dent of the United States was inaugu- 
rated. How do I know it? You tell me 
there were 20,000 persons who distinctly 
heard his inaugural address. I deny both. 
I deny that he was inaugurated. I deny 
that his inaugural address was delivered. 
You ask why? I did not see it. I did 
not hear it. But you say that there were 
20,000 people who did see and hear hiin. 

Is not the testimony of the 20,000 who 
were present worth more than the testi- 
mony of one who was absent? Now, there 
are some men who say they have never 
seen Christ crowned in the heart, and 
they do not believe it is ever done. There 
is a group of men who say they have never 
heard the voice of Christ, that they have 
never heard the voice of God. They d» 
not believe that anything like it ever oc- 
curred. I point to twenty, a hundred 
thousand or a million people who say: 
"Christ was crowned in our heart's affec- 
tions. We have seen Him and felt Him 
in our soul, and we have heard His voice. 
We have heard it in the storm and dark- 
ness. We have heard it again and again." 

You say morphia puts one to sleep. 
You say in time of sickness it is very use- 
ful. I deny it. Morphia never puts any- 
body to sleep. It never alleviates pain. 
You ask why I say that. I have never 
tried it. I never took it. I deny that 
morphia is any soothing to the nerves or 
any quiet in times of sickness. I deny- 
that morphia ever put anybody to sleep. 
But here are twenty persons who say they 
have all felt the soothing effects of a phy- 
sician's prescribing morphine. 

Young man, do not be ashamed to be a 
friend of the Bible. Do not put your 
thumb in your vest, as young men some- 
times do, and swagger about, talking of 
the glorious light of nature and of there 
being no need of the Bible. They have 
the light of nature in India and China 
and in all the dark places of the earth. 
Did you ever hear that the light of nature 
gave them comfort for their troubles? 
I'hey have lancets to cut and Juggernauts 
to crush, but no comfort. Ah, my friends, 
you had better stop your skepticism. Sup- 
pose you are put in a crisis like that of 
Colonel Ethan Allen. I saw the account 
and at one time mentioned it in an ad- 
dress. A descendant of Ethan Allen, who 
is an infidel, said it never occurred. Soon 
after I received a letter from a professor 
in one of our colleges, who is also a de- 
scendant of Ethan Allen and is a Chris- 
tian. He wrote me that the incident is 
accurate; that my statement was authen- 
tic and true. The wife of Colonel Ethan 
Allen was a very consecrated woman. 
The mother instructed the daughter in the 
truths of Christianity. The daughter sick- 
ened and was about to die, and she said 
to her father, "Father, shall I take your 
instruction, or shall I take mother's in- 
struction? I am going to die now. I 
must have this matter decided." That 
man who had been loud in his infidelity 
said to his dying daughter: "My dear, you 
had better take your mother's religion." 
My advice is the same to you, O young 
man! You know how religion comforted 
her; you know what she said to you when 
she was dying. You had better take yeur 
mother's religion.

The tabor- Dividing; Process of the Mai* 
and Female Itlrdg. 

Early in the year, just as spring 
dawns, a pair of ostriches will begin to 
build a nest, or rather to scrape one 
out of the ground. The male bird rests 
his breastbone on the ground and kicks 
the sand behind; when one side is suf- 
ficiently deep he turns around and op- 
erates in a like manner, until a round 
hole about three feet in diameter and 
one foot deep is the result of his ex- 
ertions; occasionally he intimates to 
the female that help Is desired and 
they take turns. The hen forthwith 
begins to lay an egg every day, until 
12 or 15 are located side by side in 
this hole in the ground; they scatter 
a little sand over the eggs to protect 
them from the rays of the California 
sun; this habit has doubtless led to 
the supposition printed in many ancient 
natural histories that the eggs of the 
ostrich are hatched by the sun, unaided 
by the birds. As soon as the full num- 
ber of eggs are laid, the couple share 
the labor of hatching; the male bird 
setting on the eggs from 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon until 5 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning; and it may be under- 
stood with what skill this Is performed 
when It is remembered that 250 pounds 
of ostrich is bearing down upon 14 
eggs; at 9 o'clock the hen takes his 
place. The male ostrich, however, 
with remarkable intelligence, relieves 
the female for an hour in the middle 
of the day while she goes in search of 
nee ary nourishment. A pair will 
foil^w this regime with the greatest 
regularity for about 40 days, when the 
eggs are hatched. 

From Iiowly Station to IIIcli.

Forty -Fifth Day. 



Tho County Site Removal Matter Set. 
tied— Calera Knocked Out— 
Banking Section Adopted. 



Only 87 delegates answered to their 
names at roll call this morning and 
more leaves of absence were granted. 
The entire morning session was spent 
in discussing the court-removal sec- 
tion (6) of the article on boundaries. 
Four more delegates came in after 
dinner and the section was adopted. 
It provides that no oounty seat shall 
be moved excepl on a majority vote at 
a county election. The section also 
kills Calera's hopes *f becoming the 
the capital of Shelby county by de- 
creeing that Columbiana shall re- 
main the county seat. 

The report of the committee on 
banks and banking was then taken up 
and its eight articles were adopted 
with certain amendments. It is 
practically the same article as now in 
force except there is to be an official 

to (xamlne Tianks and Intfi visuals 
doing a banking business , trust com- 
panies and similar institutions. An 
amendment by Governor Oates to al- 
low state banks to issue money was 
passed. Until the 10 per cent federal 
tax is repealed this will be in opera- 
tion. 

The convention will take up the re- 
port of the committee on legislative 
department tomorrow.

Legislative Article Considered-- Clerks 
Released — State Elections 
Every Four Years. 



There were 120 delegates present 
this morning and 125 in the afternoon. 

President Knox reported from the 
rules committee a resolution to take 
up the suffrage clause on Tuesday, 
July 23, and the same was adopted. 
Mr. Samford introduced a resolution 
to instruct the general assembly to re ; 
ctuce the tag lux ou rertllizers to not 
exceeding 10 e<n's a ton. 

Considerable time was spent in an 
effort to reconsider the inspeotion of 
basks by state officials but it failed. 

The report of the committee on 
legislative department then came up 
and three sections were adopted. 
They provide for a state senate and a 
house of representatives, change the 
style "general assembly" to "legis- 
lature," define the wording of laws, 
place the date of state elections on 
same day as federal elections and fix 
the terms of senators and representa- 
tives at four years and the session of 
the legislature every four years. 

All but five clerks of committees 
were dispensed with. 

In the afternoon the preamble and 
declaration of rights was read the 
third time and adopted by 116 to 2. 

Sections 4 and 5 of the legisla- 
tive article were adopted. They pro- 
vide the ages of members of the legis- 
lature.

Judiciary System Outlined— A Few 
Chang s— 85 Senators and 
105 Representatives. 



One hundred and eighteen and 114 
were the attendance at today's ses- 
sions of tho constitutional convention. 

An effort was made to reconsider 
the vote by which it was dei idsd to 
hold quadrennial sessions of the legis- 
lature, but it failed. The oommittee 
on judiciary submitted its report. 
No radical obange in the_ present 
m Is recommended, Dnt it is 
made more elastic. The legislature is 
authorized to create an intermediate 
appellate court, and to consolidate 
law and equity in the same court. 
The limitation on the number of 
judicial circuits is removed and the 
jurisdiction of justices of the peace is 
changed. The governor may fill 
temporary vacancies in the judgeships 
and tho term of the supreme oourt 
judges is left at six years: solicitors 
to be elected by the people, and the 
general assembly .may abolish courts 
of ohancery. 

Minority reports were filed to cer- 
tain sections. The free pass matter 
also provoked much discussion. The 
number of senators was fixed at 35 
and of representatives at 105.

The attendance today was 106 and 
85. 

Mr. Cornwell introduced an ordin- 
ance to create a new county, Houston, 
out of Jefferson, with Bessemer as the 



oounty seat, area 4!J5 square miles. 

Mr. Davis suggested that after July 
20th the convention meet at Bellview 
Hotel near Chattanooga. 

M,r. Howell introduced a resolution 
to give thanks to the divine power for 
the rain which has blessed the country. 
The resolution was adopted. 

A new measure introduced provides 
that the legislature may impose an 
inheritance tax of 2} per cent on 
every $100 of property inherited or 
conveyed to persons otiier than par- 
ents, brothers and sisters and chil- 
dren. 

The convention then took up the 
article on legislation and adopted 12 
more sections Bee ion 17 created 
some discussion and culled ;i speech 
from Mr. WatK lie. offered an 
amendment providing that no negro 
shall hold office in the state. Decis- 
ion on the amendment was deferred. 
The afternoon tesi-i >n was devoted 
strictly to business. Congressman 
Bankhead was te d red the courtesy 
of the convention 11 >or. Adjourned 
while discussing section 20

Convention Sejslon Ktteuded Indefl- 
initely — Delegate*' Pay Continues, 
Too— More Sections Adopted. 



Koll call today was answered by 
110 delegates this morning and 109 in 
the evening. 

The convention reconsidered and 
rejected section 27 of the legislative 
article, and provided that the legisla- 
ture could not appropriate more money 
in any year than the estimated income 
of the state — this estimate to be fur- 
nished by the governor and auditor. 
The articles on local legislation, banks 
and banking and state and county 
boundaries were read for the third 
time and adopted. 

By a vote of 108 to 13 the conven- 
tion extended Us own time indefinite- 
ly. Messrs. Beddo^, Lowe, O'Neill, 
White, Burns, Cobb, Cofer, Foshee, 
Jones, Kirk, Kirkland, Robinson and 
Spragins, voting that the delegates 
work without pay after the fiftieth day. 
Sections 27, and 30 to 37 of the leg- 
islative article were adopted.

Ex-Gov. Jones Causes Sensation— Drew 
A._ Knife— A Liovi-feast Follows— 
Militia Committee Repor.. 



What might have been the final 
day of the convention session was at- 
tended by 94 delegates. A few new 
measures were introduced. Judge 
Robinson offered a resolution that the 
convention stand adjourned at 6 
o'clock today. This resolution was 
voted down by a large majority. Mr. 
Burns offered a resolution that the 
convention's expenses were more tnan 
necessary. Judge Coleman offered an 
ordinance to prohibit railroads from 
granting or selling passes to legisla- 
tors or state officials at lower rate 
than to the public, and making it a 
misdemeanor to accept such a pass. 
Judges were required to give this or- 
dinance in charge to the grand jury. 
Mr. Freeman offered an ordinanoe 
that no corporation attorney be elig- 
ible to the legislature. 

The committee on militia reported 
an article whose only change from the 
present one is to restrict the militia to 
white male citizens between 18 and 45 
years and giving the legislature au- 
thority to organize naval militia. 

The committee on journal reported 
It correct and ex-Governor Jones 
moved that parts of it be stricken out. 
A. parliamentary wrangle ensued and 
finally the president ordered the ser- 
geant-at-arms to remove ex-Governor 
Jones from the floor. Gov. Jonos 
drew his knife and said: "If the ser- 
geant-at-arms or anybody else tries to 
make me take my seat, when as a 
member of this convention I have a 
right to take an appeal, why he only 
does it over my dead body." A little 
later the gentleman explained. 

The convention resumed the legis- 
lative article discussion and five more 
sections were adopted. 

Adjourned until Monday, July 29.

COL. D. F. SIWTEH DIES IN ATLANTA 



Alabama's Revenue Business— The Oil 
Fever Continues to Spread — Ben 
de Demos Goes to Prison — A 
Pair of Shooting Scrapes. 

COL. SAWYER DEAD. 
Col. B. F. Sawyer, journalist, 
inventor and distinguished veteran, 
di6d in Atlanta July 19, at the age of 
63. Colonel Sawyer was colonel of 
the Twenty-fourth Alabama in the 
war between the states. He was the 
inventor of the equarp-bottomed 
paper bag, of a typo setting machine 
and claimed the invention of a print- 
ing press now in general use by large 
newspapers. He was the editor at 
different times of two papers in Rome, 
Ga., and of the Atlanta Common- 
wealth, which ceased publication 
many years ago. Colonel Sawyer 
resided at Oxford, Ala., for a number 
of years and took a prominent part in 
the discussion of public questions, 
contributing articles on public issues 
to the leading papers of the state. It 
was at Anniston that he invented the 
typesetting machine which is now 
manufactured in tVashington. He 
removed to Atlanta about eight or 
nine years ago. He was buried at 
Oxfcrl. 



FOLLOWED BY FATE. 
The large two-story house built by 
Capt. Jasper Jones at Scottsboro, 
back in the seventies was burned to the 
ground Tuesday. The property was 
owned by Wiley Whitfield and was 
one the best built houses in the coun- 
ty. At the time it was built Capt. 
Jasper Jones was register in ohancery 
of Jackson county. It was to this 
pretty home that he expected to take 
his young wife when he was murdered 
in the very home he had built and 
looked forward to with pleasure to 
living in. A carpenter in his em- 
ploy by the name of Franks fell out 
about a settlement and shot and killed 
him instantly. Franks made his es- 
cape into the mountains but was 
subsequently captured near Winches- 
ter, Tenn. He was tried, and after 
dragging through the courts for a 
number of years he was acquitted. 
Fire closes the last silent witness of 
the Jones tragedy. 



REVENUE RECEIPTS. 

It is estimated that the internal 
revenue receipts of Alabama for the 
present month, the first of the new 
fiscal year, will be $80,000. This 
would show a falling off of but $5,- 
000, despite the cutting down in 
revenues which took place July 1. 

The falling off in the sale of reve- 
nue stamps for July will probably 
amount to $10,000, but in other re- 
speots increases of about $5,000 will 
be shown, making the total decrease 
only about $5,000. 

The indications are, judging from 
the reoeipts up to date, that there will 
be a falling off in stamp sales amount- 
ing to about $100,000 for the year, but 
receipts from other souroes, whioh 
show a steady increase, will go a long 
ways toward overcoming this. 



THEY'RE AFTER OIL. 
Another oil oompany has been or- 
ganized at Huntsville, in addition to 
the several already in existence in that 
place. The latest one is known as the 
Madison Oil Company, and the author- 
ized capital is said to be $250,000. 



GOT A LIFE SENTENCE. 
The trial of Oscar Mann at Mobile, 
charged with the murder of Claude 
Norden, has come to an end, the jury 
returning the verdict of guilty, and 
fixing the punishment at life impri- 
sonment. The trial occupied four 
days and arroused a great deal of in- 
terest. The defendant's mother and 
brothers were with him throughout 
the trial, and were visibly affeoted 
when they saw that all hope of an 
acquittal was gone. The mother of 
the condemned man was almost pros- 
trade with grief when the verdict 
was read. The prisoner, however, ap- 
peared indifferent. 



FROM STATE HOUSE TO PRISON 
Hon. Ban de Lemos, a former rep 
resentative from Lowndes oounty, has 
been sentenced to the United States 
penitentiary at Columbus, O., for five 
years for pension forgery. His life 
has been a very oheckered one. At 
one time he was a tramp and as suoh 
arrived at Montgomery. He had no 
plaoe to sleep and crept into the state 
house. The cushion of the speaker's 
chair was tempting and he curled up 
and slept there all night. As a re- 
markable sequence of that night, de 
Lemos had been eleoted to the legisla- 
ture of Alabama, and was entitled to 
a seat in the chair in which he had 
slept. 



FATAL SHOOTING AT ATHENS. 

Sunday afternoon, July 14, near 
Athens, Frank Jenkins was shot and 
mortally wounded by Walter Wiggin- 
ton. Jenkins had terrorized the com- 
munity for some time and recently 
was charged with slander and, had 
but recently been liberated under a 
heavy bond, and had threatened to 
kill every witness against him. Three 
men surrounded Wigginton and de- 
manded a retraction. He refused to 
make it and shot, killing Jenkins and 
wounding another of the trio. No one 
appeared against Wiggington at his 
preliminary trial and he was released. 



LAUDERDALE'S FAIR. 
The Lauderdale Fait Association 
has announced dates for September 
25-28 in order to get in the raoing oir- 
cuit with Columbia, Jackson, Mur- 
fresboro, Tenn., and other Kentucky 
towns. The management will hang 
up $1,000 in oash prizes and the horse- 
men who are in the oircuit guarantee 
a string of thirty-five race horses. 
The management promise first-class 
raoing and other attractions, and will 
make an effort to surpass other years 
in the Bucoess and attendance of the 
fair. 



CAUGHT A MOONSHINER. 
Dock Rogers, a noted moonshiner, 
was captured by Marshal Arnold near 
Section, on Sand Mountain, early in 
the week. He broke jail several 
weeks ago, where he was confined, un- 
der indictment for making wildcat 
whisky, and a reward was offered foi 
him. Rogers makes his boast that no 
jail can hold him. He has made his 
escape three times. 



A PECULIAR FATALITY. 
Dallas A. Jones, a planter of 
Lauderdale county, while crossing 
the Tennessee river on a mule a few 
days ago, met with what later 
proved a fatal accident. He was 
holding an umbrella over his head, 
when the mule shied and threw him 
nto the shallow water. A rib of the 
umbrella was driven into his eye and 
everal inches into his head. 



IN SELF DEFENSE. 
Lee MoGimpsey, white, shot and 
killed a man named Rakatz in Bir- 
mingham Monday. It is stated that 
McGimpsey was being approached by 
his adversary with a pistol and that 
McGimpsey shot first. 



CONCENTRATED. 
The Gadsden plant of the Centra 
Foundry Co., will be moved to Besse- 
mer and added to the plant there. The 
combination will give employment tc 
300 men. 



General Davis has been ordered to 
the command of the American troops 
on the Island of Mindanao. General 
Kobbe, formerly oommander of this 
district, will return to the United 
States.

Commissioner Rockhill Reports from 
China — Admiral Schley in Naval 
History— Moro Cast'e to be For- 
tified— Allen Comes Home. 



The United States Civil Commis- 
sion has announced that after three 
months' trial of a provincial form of 
government in the Philippine islands 
of Cebu and Bohl and the province of 
Batangas, Luzon, control of these dis- 
tricts owing to their incomplete paci- 
fication has been returned to the mili- 
tary authorities, it having been prov- 
ed that the communities are backward 
and undeserving of civil administra- 
tion. Secretary Root is quoted as 
saying: "Civil government is yet in 
an experimental stage in the Philip- 
pines. I anticipate that the military 
power will be frequently called upon 
to supercede the civil government in 
portions of the islands for some time 
to come." 

"The diplomatic oorps in Pekin is 
considering the Russian proposals for 
the eventual increase of the tariff 
(maritime oustoms). A solution of 
the problem is hoped for. The in- 
demnity fixed at 450,000,000 taels and 
4 per cent interest has been formally 
accepted, and Japan has waived prefer- 
9ntial treatment. The formal surren- 
der of Pekin to tho Chinese authori- 
ties is expeoted to take plaoe on Au- 
gust 14, the anniversary of the release 
of the legationers by the international 
forces. The Russian propesal is un- 
derstood to be an increase from 5 to 
10 per cent of the customs duties 
which the Chinese government may 
colleot from imports of foreign coun- 
tries." 

Naval ciroles are excited over the 
third volume of Maclay's "History of 
the United States Navy," whioh is 
used as a text book in the naval acad- 
emy. The firet two volumes of the his- 
tory are credited with being accurate, 
the third volume, however, has been 
made the vehicle for the preservation 
of all the stories derogatory to Ad- 
miral Schley. Secretary Long has 
ruled out the third volume till the 
objectionable language is corrected. 

It is the intention to ocoupy, con- 
trol and defend Moro Castle, over- 
looking the harbor of Havana, with 
United States troops after the govern- 
ment of the island has been handed 
over to the Cubans. The plan is to 
equip the fortress with modern artil- 
lery that Cuba may be assisted in de- 
fending herself against outside inter- 
ference, and also that the United 
States may have guarantee against 
failure on the part of the Cuban gov- 
ernment to carry out its pledges and 
the terms of the treaty now in course 
of preparation as between this coun- 
try and Cuba. Under this treaty the 
retention of the fort is provided for. 

Aguinaldo is irritated at his con- 
tinued surveilanoe by the American 
authorities. Whenever he signs his 
name he must add the word "prisoner. " 
He has refused the request of his 
friends to write the insurgent general 
Malvar advising him to surrender. H« 
signed a oopy of his oath with the un- 
derstanding that it would be forwarded 
to Malvar with the purpose of in 
fluencing his surrender, but under 
his signature to this oath he wrote 
"prisoner in Malaoan prison." 

Commissioner Rockhill has provided 
the state department with the follow- 
ing statement: 

It is announced that R9ar Admira 

Bowles, chief contractor of the navy, 
is taking steps for the transportation 
of Spanish dry dock in Havana harbor 
to Subig bay, Island of Luzon. The 
dlstanoe the dook will be towed is 
11,916 miles. 

The yacht Mayflower, with Gov- 
ernor Charles H. Allen, of Porto Rico, 
on board, readied Boston harbor 
Saturday and the governor has gone 
to Canton to see President McKinley. 

The residence portion of the nation- 
al capital located on the heights bick 
of Washington is in danger of a water 
famine owing to the breaking of the 
waterworks pumps.

RESPECTED HIS OWN RULE. 



Why Andrew Carnegie Refused a Position 
to His Friend. 

The conspicuous part played by the 
Carnegie Steel Company in recent years 
calls attention to an important condition 
that has helped to bring about the won- 
derful development of this concern. 
The company is probably the only one 
in the world in which "influence" and 
"pull" are not permitted to affect pro- 
motions. A hard and fast rule is laid 
down that all promotions must came 
from the ranks, and that everybody in 
the employ of the concern must stand on 
his own merits. Neither relationship 
nor any other claim is recognized, either 
in obtaining employment or in getting 
ahead after a place is won. That this 
is not mere idle talk was forcibly 
brought home the other day to a Pitts- 
burgher, says the Saturday Evening 
Post. 

This man, after a successful business 
career, recently met with a series of 
commercial reverses that left him prac- 
tically without a dollar in the world. 
There was, however, nothing to reflect 
on his probity or on his business acu- 
men, his misfortunes being due to cir- 
cumstances over which he had no con- 
trol. As he was in excellent health, look- 
ing and feeling at least ten years 
younger than he really was, the disaster 
did not break his spirit. He determined 
that he would begin all over again, and 
make a new fortune. As a preliminary, 
he went to Andrew Carnegie, whom 
he had known intimately all his life, 
having been with him a member of the 
Dubuque Club and of other -organiza- 
tions. He explained his situation and 
asked for a position in the works com- 
mensurate with his position and train- 
ing. 

'T cannot give you a position," said 
Mr. Carnegie. 

"You cannot — why?" 

"Simply because I haven't the power." 

"But you are the chief owner." 

"Yes, I am, but it is a rale in the 
Carnegie Company that everybody must 
begin at the bottom and work up, and 
neither I nor anyone else can change 
that rule. If I should give an order 
to put you in such a position as you 
ask, even if there was a vacancy, no 
attention would be paid to it — not tho 
slightest. In fact, if I should give ybu 
any sort of a lettter of recommendation 
it would only do you more harm than 
good. In the first place, it would not 
get you a place such as you ask, and 
in the second place, if you did succeed 
in getting in at the bottom, the very 
fact that I had recommended you would 
make everybody in the establishment 
watch you like a hawk. That is the 
way influence works in our concern." 

The Pittsburgher went away and got 
work elsewhere, but he regrets that he 
did not start earlier in life in an enter- 
prise where merit is so absolutely the 
test. Whether the same rule will be 
maintained under the great consolida- 
tion is a question that interests many 
people. 



A Deaf Mute's Lucky Accident. 
Jerry Cooper considers himself one 
of the luckiest men in England, and 
not without reason. He used to be a 
gymnastic instructor in the navy. Then 
he went into the merchant marine, and 
five years ago while on a trading ves- 
sel off Newfoundland the donkey engine 
on board blew up, killing four men and 
knocking Jerry speechless and deaf. Yet 
a man even in this condition must live, 
and to gain a means of livelihood when 
he returned to England he gave exhi- 
bitions of conjuring and contortions. A 
week or two ago he had a bad fall, 
which made him unconscious, and upon 
regaining himself he found that speech 
and hearing had come back to him. And 
in all Britain there's no one happier 
than Jerry Cooper. 



Opal Luck For Shamrock. 

Captain Sycamore, who was sailing 
Shamrock II., and ran the greatest risk 
of fatal injury in the wreck, is a great 
man in his town of Brightlingsea, of 
which little Essex seaport he is deputy 
mayor. His official chair is made up of 
gold oyster shells crossed with silver 
sprats; and the superstitious will draw 
their own inference from the fact that 
it is decorated with a large opal.— Mod- 
em Society.

HOW ABOUT IT? 

The delegates by a vote have 
decided to continue the Convention 
and draw their salary, too, until 
such time as the Constitution shall 
have been completed, notwithstand 
ing the party pledge in the Demo- 
cratic platform to carry out the 
provisions of the act which created 
the convention. 

Let us see. One section of the 
act says: '-That the per diem com- 
pensation shall not he allowed or 
paid to any member of the Con- 
vention for a longer time than fifty 
days." And the Democratic plat- 
form pledges the delegates to abide 
by the provisions of that Act. It 
appears that the Convention could 
not complete its work withiu the 
prescribed time, and they did right 
in voting to continue in session 
until that work is done, and we 
believe in paying the delegates for 
their work (and by way of paren- 
thesis we are opposed to delegates 
being paid for the time they are 
absent from the convention), as we 
believe the best interests of the 
people demand that the Constitu- 
tian be completed, and we will sup- 
port them to that end. 

Now it is up to those newspapers 
which had such a cramp colic ache 
over the resolutions adopted by the 
Alabama Press Association at Jack- 
son's park. The following are the 
resolutions adopted at that time: 

"Resolved, That toe Alabama 
Press Associatioii endorses the 
position of President Rhodes in his 
annual address yesterday to the 
eflect that the members of the Con- 
stitutional Convention are under 
greater obligation to observe their 
sacred oaths to the commonwealth 
of Alabama to devise the best Con - 
stution possible, rather than to 
redeem any Party pledge that may 
hamper them in the proper dis- 
charge of their duty. 

•'Resolved, further, That the 
members of this Association will 
support the Convention in acting 
independently of any pledges that 
wer made hastily or inconsiderately 
and that this body urges the Con- 
vention to perfect the very best 
Constitution its brain and con- 
science may suggest, in full con 
fidence that the result will be en- 
dorsed by the people." 

We voted for those resolutions 
and would do so again if the oppor- 
offered itself, believing that the 
interests of all the people are par- 
amount to any party pledges. We 
b lieve in the delegates giving to 
the people of Alabama the best pos- 
sible constitution even if it takes a 
year and a day to do the work, al- 
though we do not apprehend it will 
take any such length of time. 

If hastily made pledges are de- 
trimental to the interests of the 
people in the framing of a consti 
tution then we believe they should 
not be kept, and we believe the 
people of Alabama will endorse the 
action of the delegates if they are 
unmindful of pledges that stand in 
the way of what is best for all. We 
have no harsh words for those woo 
voted against the Jackson's Lake 
resolutions, according te them the 
God-given right to vote and think 
as they please, and we retain the 
same privilege of exercising that 
•same right. 



A STICKY THING. 

"Ami FVee Pass Reynolds" of 
the Constitutional Convention made 
a great mistake when he rushed in- 
to print, for the people now know 
who and what he is. Some of the 
Alabama Editors may not be able 
to handle the English language with 
the same freedom and disregard for 
rules, as the Cuckle bur Colonel, 
but they never cast aslur at a noble 
woman. The Alabama Editor 
honors woman and loathes and de- 
spises any man who makes a vicious 
and wanton attack upon the sex. 

For style, diction and rhetoric the 
Cuckle- bur Colonel's article is a 
gem (?) — Bessemer Workman. 



The Sentinel has a great re- 
gard for the opinions of Hon. Sid- 
ney J. Bowie upon any subject, but 
we cannot think as he does regard- 
ing the majority report on the suf- 
frage clause hi the proposed consti- 
tution. We cannot see the justice 
in making registrars sole arbiters 
as to any man's eligibility to the 
right of franchise. It puts too 
much power in the hands of a few 
— a power that can be used in the 
interest of any cause the registrars 
might see fit to espouse. And 
further we do not think it good De- 
mocracy. Such a provision is not 
of and for the people, and the new 
constitution is for all the people of 
Alabama, for if adopted they will 
have to abide by its provisions. 
The rights of all should be consider- 
ed in the matter. 



There is a great deal of opposition 
to the majority report of the suf- 
frage committee, and especially to 
that part which gives registrars 
absolute and supreme power to pass 
upon the qualfications of a voter. 
It is a flagrant injustice and places 
a power in the hands of a few that 
is arbitrary if not dishonest. It 
lays within their power to pass up- 
on a man's character just as they 
see fit and they look through glass- 
es cut on the bias. We do not 
believe it will receive the endorse- 
ment of the people.

Mr. W. B. Reynolds returned 
Sunday morning from a trip down 
into the Creek Indian country in 
the ludian Territory. He visited 
South McAlister, Muscogee, Okla- 
homa City and El Reno. At the 
latter place is where so many peo- 
ple are registering and waiting for 
the opening of the new country. 
It was here that Mr. Reynolds reg- 
istered, and if his name is drawn 
in the first two thousand he will 
go back and prove up his claim. 

. "The crowd in line patiently 
waiting for their turn to come," 
says Mr. Reynolds, "is a study. I 
saw one old man with an afflicted 
daughter in his arms who had been 
an invalid since her childhood. She 
gave in her age at 30, height 4 feet 
4 inches, weight 45 pounds. I saw 
a. beautiful young woman, richly 
dressed, stand in the baking and 
blistering- sun for two hours with 
her dainty white silk parasol over 
her, waiting to register, I was af- 
terwards told she was trom a dis- 
tant State and worth hundreds of 
thousands in her own right. I saw- 
old men hardly able to keep their 
place in line, gray-haired women, 
women with babies in their arms, 
girls and boys who looked scarcely 
out of their teens, men with their 
entire families — all registering for 
a claim. 

"I inquired of a policeman as 
to the postofhee. He said : 'Go 
east two blocks, and when you 
come to a line of three thousand 
people, at the head of this line is 
the postofhee.' I went, but as my 
turn would not come for over three 
hours I decided I didn't want any 
mail, and left." 

Speaking of the country, Mr. 
Reynolds says: "As one rides 
from Oklahoma City to El Reno it 
is soon discovered why there is 
such a mad rush to this country. 
There, stretched out on either side 
of the railroad as far as the eve can 
see, is the fairest and most fertile 
country, I believe, in the world. 
The climate is delightful except 
right now, when the thermometer 
plays around the hundred mark ; 
water is plentiful ; wells can be dug 
to water anywhere at a depth of 30 
feet ; the soil is identical to the 
richest Black Belt prairie lands- of 
Aladama, and abundant crops are 
made with but little labor "

A MURDEKOUS YOUTH. 
On Friday Clarence Davis, of Cin- 
cinnati, aged 17 years, shot and se- 
riously wounded his step-father, Wil- 
liam Weidobushe, and also attempted 
to kill his young wife and two young 
men whom he charged with slandering 
him. His child wife had left. Davis 
has attempted suicide three times and 
threatened to kill anyone with whom 
he quarreled. He shot at his step- 
father four times, one bullet in the 
neck, just missing the jugular vein. 
He was disarmed and arrested, and is 
believed to be insane. 



TO PREVENT LYNCHING. 
A republican delegate to the Vir- 
ginia Constitutional Convention has 
introduced a resolution providing that 
the governor shall offer a reward of 
$500 for the conviction of persons en- 
gaged in lynching, that the crime 
shall be murder in the first degree 
when accomplished, and that the gov- 
ernor will pay $1,0U0 to the heirs of 
persons lynched, the money to be 
chargeable to the county or city in 
which the crime was committed. 



AMMONIA. BOILERS EXPLODE. 

Supposed defective ammonia boilers 
at the ioe factory at Elizabeth City, N. 
C, of the Crystal Ice and Coal Com- 
pany exploded Saturday morning, 
completely demolishing the plant. 
One fireman was killed and another 
was seriously injured. Parts of the 
tank passed through the office com- 
pletely destroying it. The shock 
shattered window panes for three 
blocks. There is fear of an ice fam- 
ine and the fish industry will suffer. 
The compauy will rebuild immediate- 
ly. Loss, $10,000. 



FIVE WERE DROWNED. 
Five persons were drowned in Long 
Island Sound Thursday afternoon by 
the capsizing of a yacht. Two 
others on board the ill-fated craft 
were rescued after clinging for two 
hours to the bottom of a capsized life 
boat. According to the story the ac- 
cident happened about 3 in the after- 
noon and they saw nothing of the 
others of the party after the disaster 
and believe some were carried under 
by the sails and rigging or were 
drowned in the cabin. 



KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

At Grove City Pa., Friday a fierce 
electrical storm resulted in four deaths 
and the severe injury of three other 
persons. A house occupied by a 
gang of Itallians working on the new 
railroad south of this place was also 
struck. Two were instantly killed 
and several were severely shocked, 
one or two of whom may die. 



L. & N. SMASH-UP. 

Two freight trains on the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad collided at Nor- 
tonville, Ky., Friday night. Two 
men were killed, two fatally hurt and 
two were slightly injured. The en- 
gineers of the trains, James MoGrath 
and William Porter, jumped when the 
collision took place and were slightly 
bruised. Two engines were wrecked 
and twenty box cars were destroyed. 



FRENCH CONSPIRACY. 
London's Friday Pall Mall Gazette 
published a communication from Par- 
is giving details of an alleged conspir- 
acy to overthrow the French republic 
and install Prince Louis Napoleon as 
emperor. On September 14 the czar 
intends to promote Prince Louis to a 
full generalship in the Russian army 
and would support his claims. The 
names of M. Deroulede, the Marquis 
De Lursaluces, and M. Marcel-Habert 
are mentioned as the leading spirits of 
the movement and several high func- 
tionaries of the present government 
are alleged to be assisting the move- 
ment with funds. 



THE CORONER'S VERDICT. 
Coroner Yarling of Pern, Ind. , has 
filed his verdict in the Wabash wreck 
at Cass, a few weeks ago. He decides 
that the victims of the disaster came 
to their death by reason of a cloud 
burst having washed out the track, 
and that the company is not held re- 
sponsible for the accident.

Thomas Collins, the night marshal 
of Peru, Ind., recently issued an or- 
der to arrest the first person found 
smoking a cigarette inside the corpor- 
ate limits. This aroused muoh ill- 
feeling against him and early Saturday 
morning a would-be assassin.attempt- 
ed his life by firing a shot at him. 



VOLCANO ERUPTION. 
Advices give details of a terrible de- 
struction of life in northern Java last 
month by a sucden and terriflo out- 
burst of the volcano Kloe. Coffee 
plantations and other estates were de- 
stroyed. Seven hundred natives and 
a number of Europeans perished. 
The country was strewn with oorpse3. 



FIREBUGS IN ILLINOIS. 
Ei ghteen fires in the last four weeks 
have caused a total loss of $240,000 in 
Mattoon, 111. Thecity authorities have 
been destroying gambling outfits and 
enforcing the laws against other forms 
of vice, and the fires are believed to 
have been rataliatory. The city will 
be patrolled. 



ASLEEP ON THE ROAD BED. 

Three boys, residents of Newport, 
Ky., were run down by a train near 
Maysville, Ky. , Friday night. Wil- 
liam Fetter died shortly after the ac- 
cident.

Alabama Oil F.eld — Boy Suicides at 
Opoiika — Alabumian Drowned in 
Oeorgia— Tube Works —Shoot- 
ing at Humsville — Items. 



A MYSTERY. 
The body of Patrick Tail, a wealthy 
and well known citizen of Oak Grove, 
was found cold in death in a little 
hawse in his melon patch last Thurs- 
day morning. A post morten revealed 
the fact that the skull was fractured 
in four places, two in front and two 
behind. At the inquest, the weapon 
with which the murder was com- 
mitted was produced. It was a heavy 
nron bolt, about two feet long, and 
ihaving a square head. The stain of 
I'jho victim's blood was plainly traced 
■on the surface of the bolt. This bolt 
was found in the melon patch, about 
thirty feet from the shed in which the 
crime was committed. The deceased 
was unmarried and about 57 years of 
age. He had a general store and 
lived in the rear of store. He had ac- 
cumulated considerable means. Among 
the keys taken from the body was the 
key to the store, but so far as can be 
ascertained the store was not entered 
by the assassin or assassins. It is 
believed to have been the intention to 
rob the store after killing the pro- 
prietor, but something is thought to 
have interfered with this plan. The 
affair has created a great deal of ex- 
citement in the neighborhood, and 
speculation is rife as to who commit- 
ted the crime. No tangible clew has 
been found. 



THE DEADLY CROSSING. 
Early Thursday morning a freight 
train on the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad crashed into a street car on 
the Gate City line at East Birming- 
ham and one person was killed in- 
stantly and several were more or less 
injured. At this point the view is ob- 
structed on both sides by buildings 
and it is impossible for a motorman 
to see whether or not a train is ap- 
proaohing until his oar is almost upon 
the track. When the car reached the 
crossing a freight train was passing 
and the car was stopped by the motor- 
man until the train had cleared the 
track. When the train passed the 
motorman started ahead, not noticing 
another freight train directly behind 
the first, and before he could again 
bring his car to a stop the car and en- 
gine were in collision. The car was 
caught by the pilot of the engine and 
turned aroundjand it then toppled over 
on its side. 



ONLV ONE IN THE SOUTH. 
The company which has purchased 
the old Helena rolling mills and will 
make extensive improvements on the 
site of that plant is known as the Ala- 
bama Tube and Iron Company, and 
it is stated that this concern will con- 
duct a rolling mill and will manufact- 
ure tubing. The new buildings are to 
cost a large amount of money, as they 
are to be in every way modern and 
convenient. The tubing machinery, 
along with the buildings for it will, 
be entirely new and will represent an 
outlay of several thousand dollars. 
The concern will employ a large num- 
bor of men. It is believed that with 
in ninety days the mills will be in op- 
eration and placing finished iron ore 
on the market and before long after 
that the new buildings will have been 
completed and the tubing department 
about ready to start. 

GIRARD CITIZEN DROWNED. 

Heath Blanchard, a prominent citi- 
zen of Girard, was drowned in the 
Chattahooohee river, three miles 
above Columbus, Ga., Saturday after- 
noon. He and a companion, Bunk 
Newberry, were fishing and waded out 
into the river at 11 swift place. Blanch- 
nrd started across and was swept away. 



A HAIL storm in Russia, July 23d, 
destroyed the crops over s, wide area. 
Three men and many cattle were 
killed, while an entire flock of sheep 
and two shepherds were carried off by 
the flood. Some of the hail stones 
weighed throe pounds. 



ALABAMA OIL. 

Major John N. Otley, the geologist 
employed to examine the holdings of 
the Russellville Oil and Gas company, 
has submitted his report to the com- 
pany. Otley is considered one of the 
foremost geologists in the United 
States, he having located the cele- 
brated Beaumont, Texas, oil fieldB. 
He says the indications are so pointed 
that the question of securing oil in 
paying quantities ia very secondary, 
The structural arrangement is such 
that the pools are necessarily broad 
and when the catastrophes have 
been sufficient, but not too violen*, 
deep pools may be anticipated. Since 
the receipt of this report the company 
has decided to go actively to work and 
begin developing its 40,000 acres of 
land. 



SHE LAID HIM UP. 

There was a serious cutting affray 
in the weaving room of the Dwight 
Manufacturing Company, at Gadsden, 
Friday, in which a young woman 
badly injured a young man. Mise 
Willie Sapp went to the loom where a 
Mrs. Resson was working and up- 
braided her for something she was 
charged with saying about her. A 
row ensued whereupon Tom Resson 
came to his mother's aid and struck 
Miss Sapp on the head with a spindle, 
making a bad wound. Miss Sapp 
drew her knife and slashed Tom on 
the left arm and shoulder. Resson 
struok her again and ran, but fell 
down. Miss Sapp jumped on him, 
caught up his foot and cut him from 
the knee down, laying the flesh open 
to the bone and severing a large 
artrey, from which Resson came near 
bleeding to death. 



A NEW INDUSTRY. 

Bids for excavating the grounds for 
the new shops of the Southern Car 
and Foundry Company to be located 
at Ensley have been opened, and the 
contract was awarded by President 
Elliott and Engineer Alford to the firm 
of Dunn & Lallande Brothers of 
Birmingham. The contract calls foi 
the removal of more than eighty thou- 
sand yards of dirt and rock, and it 
amounts to a large sum. The capaci- 
ty of this new plant will ba twenty fin- 
ished cars a day. Ten of this num- 
ber will be iron and ten wood. Work 
will be pushed forward rapidly. 



GREAT EXPECTATIONS. 

Cook Springs is booming. Captain 
A. F. Lucas, the oil king, and two 
companies are in the field leasing and 
taking options on all of the land they 
can get. The companies are New 
York and Mobile people and have 
plenty of capital behind them. Oper- 
ations will begin in the near future. 
Cook Springs is a health resort, and 
the outlook is very flattering. If the 
oil is found in as large quantities as 
Captain Lucas expeots, people will 
not only go there for health, but to 
invest in property. 



CONFEDERATE REUNION. 
The Confederate reunion held at 
Lafayette Saturday drew a large crowd. 
General William C. Oates delivered a 
magnificent address. His oration 
dealt with history and with reminis- 
scences and was frequently applauded. 
This was the first day since the Con- 
vention has been in session that Gen- 
eral Oates was absent. Hon. J. T. 
Heflin presided. 



Fire Saturday noon destroyed the 
residence of Chas. F. White in Troy.

AT TWO GIRLS.

SOME SHOOTING. 
A fusilade of shots interrupted the 
proceedings of the chancery court at 
Clarksville, Tenn., last Friday. When 
the smoke cleared it was found that 
three men were wounded, none 
seriously. The wounded are William 
Daniel, Sr., his son William Daniel, 
Jr., and F. G. Gilbert; George Gil- 
bert, the fourth participant, esoaped 
unhurt. All of the belligerents are 
attorneys. William Daniel, Jr., and 
F. G. Gilbert were opposing counsel 
in a case. Gilbert resented state- 
ments made by Daniel and at the con- 
clusion of the case a quarrel arose 
during which Gilbert raised his arm. 
Quick as a flash Daniel opened fire at 
short range. Gilbert returned the 
fire, whereupon the shooting became 
general. Fifteen shots were ex- 
changed before officers were able to 
interfere and great excitoment rep- 
vailed. 



TO SAVE HIS FRIEND. 
A young man supposed to be 
Henry H. Armstead, of New 
York, stabbed himself in the region of 
the heart and gashed his throat with a 
pocket knife in the toilet room of a 
sleeping car on the south-bound Ore- 
' gon Short Line express at Butte, 
Mont., in the depot Thursday morn- 
ing. He staggered in from the toilet 
room of the sleeper, the blood stream- 
ing from his throat. Pointing dra- 
matically at his companion he gaspedt- 
"Harry, I did this to save you," and 
fell unconscious. He was at once 
taken to the hospital. Fletcher re- 
fuses to say a word, evening declining 
to disclose bis identity or that of his 
companion. It is said they are prom- 
inently connected and are recent grad- 
uates of an eastern university. 



ROBBED AN OLD WOMAN.

His 
young wife, a handsome blonde, testi- 
fied that her husband committed sui- 
cide suffering from insomia and de- 
pression. The ooroner's jury, how- 
ever, disregarded the wife's story and 
charged the crime of murder to W. A. 
Holt, commissary keeper for the com- 
pany, who boarded with the Cruse 
company. Mrs. Cruse and Holt ad. 
mit intimacy. Holt was held without 
bail. 



A HEAVY ELECTRIC STORM 
Passed over Indiana Wednesday morn- 
ing: lightning struck eight residences 
but no fatalaties are reported. 



BOILER EXPLODED. 
A boiler exploded near Segar, O. T., 
Saturday afternoon, killing John W 
Peters, Alfred White and Caleb Jones 
and injuring probably fatally Gus 
Ferguson and Dr. Jewett. Two oth- 
ers were also painfully hurt. 



AN INHUMAN PARENT. 
Amstrong Hensley of Johnston 
City, Tenn., has been landed in jail 
on the charge of murdering his five- 
year-old step daughter. He brutally 
beat the child and threw her into 
a stream of water. She died a few 
hours later. 



DESPERATE CONVICT. 
Simcn Williams, condemned to 
death for the murder of Deputy Sher- 
iff Hawkins and sentenced to hang 
August 8, made a dash for liberty 
Sunday afternoon at Montecella, Fla., 
after a desperate fight, in whioh Dep- 
uty Sheriff R. H. Kilpatrick was 
wounded. He had gone to the 
death cell to give Williams his din- 
cer. Williams had secretly removed 
the shackles from his ankles with a 
cold chisel furnished by unknown 
means, dashed out upon the officer, 
seized his pistol and ordered him to 
get into the cage. The officer sprung 
on the murderer and a fight ensued 
in whioh the officer was shot. Wil- 
liams ran to the gate of the stockade, 
but oould not get out. He then 
turned upon the deputy with a club, 
but was shot in the shoulders. W.l- 
liams notwithstanding his wound, rau 
to another gate which was open and 
dashed into the street. The deputy 
followed shooting. After a chase of 
100 yards Williams fell dead. Officer 
Kilpatrick's condition is critical. 



FIRE DAMP 
Exploded in Cincinnati's new water 
works tunnel Saturday noon and eight 
men were seriously injured and three 
narrowly escaped. Three saved them- 
selves by diving into the water on 
seeing the flash. The other eight 
were badly iDjurod and the damage to 
the tunnel was considerable. At any 
other hour more men would have been 
in the tunnel. The tunnel is 140 feet 
from the surface at the point of ex- 
plosion, but the men were soon res- 
cued. 



THE RIGHT ONE DIED. 
Angered because his wife refused to 
live with him, William J. Long, aged 
25, a waiter at the Whist Club, Roch- 
ester, N. Y. , shot his wife in the most 
cold-blooded manner Friday night. 
Although within two feet of her, the 
bullet failed to strike a vital spot, im- 
bedding itself in the neck just below 
the base of the brain. Believing he 
had killed her, Long turned the weap- 
on on himself, and sent a bullet 
through his brain, dying thirty min- 
tues later. 



TWO WERE KILLED. 
A gravel train was wrecked Satur- 
day morning eight miles north of Day- 
ton, Ohio, resulting in the death of 
Orville D. Chase, Detroit, superin- 
tendent of the Chase Construction 
Company, and W. B. Gravel!, Chica- 
go, the engineer, and serious injury 
to four persons. The engine jumped 
the track while going down a steep 
grade, piling five loaded cars in a pro- 
miscuous heap alongside the road, 
Fourteen persons were aboard . 



KILLED IN HIS STORE. 
W. N. Parrott, a prominent mer- 
chant of Oneida, Tenn., was shot and 
killed Wednesday night, it is alleged, 
by James West. The tragedy took 
plaoe while the two men were alone 
in a back room of Mr. Parrott' s store 
and the cause is unknown. The dead 
man bore an excellent reputation and 
was a Mason of a high degree.

THE BIRMINGHAM SHIPPERS 

WANT RAILROAD COMMISSION 
ELECTED BY PEOPLE. 

THE! QUOTE SOME STARTLING FIGURES 

The Constitutional Convention Hag 
Been Heseiged Witu Similar Peti- 
tions— Tlie Georgia Law Com- 
pared anil Citations Made. 



The Birmingham Freight Bureau in 
seeking to have the state railroad 
commissioners elected and paid by 
the people, has prepared a petition 
for presentation to the constitutional 
convention, 

The petition rehearses one which 
n-as presented to the convention by 
the Birmingham Board of Trade, the 
Wholesale Grocers' Association and 
the Freight Bureau. With the for- 
mer petition was submitted also a let- 
ter by Colonel Trammel!, late presi- 
dent of the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion, to the president of the Texas 
commission, showing the beneficial 
results of their commission after 
thirteen years' trial. 

The new petition says that without 
attempting to reply to either, "Col. J. 
M, FalkDer, District Attorney and 
political manager of the L. & N. Rail- 
road Co., through the Montgomery 
Journal, made a general denial" to 
iioth papers, defending his client, the 
L. & N., claiming that the Georgia 
rate is not a proper criterion and 
characterizing the Trammell letter as 
in his belief a spurious manuscript. 

The petition answers Col. Falkner, 
recognizing his duty to his client, the 
L. & N., and appreciating his legal 
ability and his great value to the state 
as a strong and loyal citizen, but it 
cross-claim3 to the colonel's argu- 
ments and presents figures which 
must have escaped the colonel's notice. 

'There are seven great railroad 
systems in Alabama" says the petition, 
"so combined that there is practi- 
cally no competition on local rates, 
each one promulgating and collecting 
its own tariffs. Suppose the conven- 
tion should divide Alabama into sev- 
en taxing districts perpetuating the 
tax aesessorship and coilectorrhip in 
one family, all foreigners, with only 
some little advisory espionage as to 
rate and disposition and expect satis- 
factory results — absurd — yet Colonel 
Falkner claims this as a right of the 
franchise corporations of Alabama." 

The questions are asked : Will 
any one state that our law constituting 
the railroad commission board, has 
not made the board itself a failure? 
Is not such a commission with the 
con net pardoning recommondation 
lacked on to it a farce and a reflection, 
both on official and state? 

No one doubts this and every mem- 
ber of the convention should study 
the recent history of Kentucky, 
in which the L. & N. was charged 
with organizing a fight against the 
democratic party, which resulted in 
anarchy and carpetbagger times, and 
recognize that their highest work ia 
not the suffrage, but the liberty of the 
people. The power that can and will 
attack the weakness of a voter is more 
dangerous than the negro of the black 
belt or the unlearned voter of North 
Alabama. Last year Colonel Mclvis, 
president of the Mississippi commis- 
sion, called a meeting of the southern 
commissioners at Lookout Mountain 
to devise means to stop railroads from 
increasing freight rates by transfor- 
mation of classes, and our commis- 
sion excused itself from attendance od 
the plea of a previous engagement — 
touring the Pacifio slope in a private 
car in care of Colonel Falkner's as- 
sistants. 

The increase was not effected in 
Georgia and Mississippi but was in 
Alabama. The petitioners estimate 
that Alabama railroads collect between 
one and a half and two million dollars 
a year more than on same tonnage in 
Georgia because of high, uncontrolled 
rates. 

Some comparisons of rates are made. 
The rate on the necessaries of life be- 
tween Decatur and Montgomery is 60 
per cent more than between Atlanta 
and Augusta. At Anniston and Ox- 
ford the freight toward Atlanta and 
Home, to the Georgia line, is 80 to 
100 per cent higher than from Atlanta 
and Rome to the Alabama line. 

The petition declares: 

"The Southern and L. & N. have 
combined to make impossible the 
navigation of the Tennessee river, 
and the whole Tennessee valley which 
should have rates based on this God- 
giveu carrier, have only such advantage 
as would como from a pike. The rate 
on corn from Louisville, 450 miles, to 
Birmingham, is seventeen cents; from 
Nashville, 226 milts, is thirteen cents ; 
lroni Decatur, eighty miles, thirteen 
cents. This differential against the 
Tennessee makes it no use as a basing 
point, prevents inter-state traffic, gives 
the towns on its banks the negro's cut 
dog chance, and furnishes the only 



American example of a navigable river 
furnishing no freight competition. 

The petition is not intended as any 
refl ection on Colonel Falkner. "He 
is the trusted employe of the rail- 
road companies, with unlimited dis- 
cretion," says the petition. "If th« 
state could have the benefit of his un 
biased wisdom, he would be a worthy 
leader, but from the nature of the cast) 
this cannot be — 'No man can servo 
two masters.' " 

The Georgia state commission has 
successfully proven the efficacy of 

the Georgia law and has maintained 
it for twenty-three years during which 
time Alabama has paid in excesses $80, - 
000 or !H0,1'00. If the railroads are re- 
couping in Alabama their losses in 
Georgia, and we are sustaining the 
Georgia system, we are either the most 
liberal people or the biggest fools ou 
earth. 

The shippers of the district have 
asked all citizens to writo to their 
representatives in the convention, 
hoping by concerted action of in- 
dividuals to obtain the legislation 
sought.

Those interested have pienty 
of money, and the road, if built, will 
prove a paying investment, as it will 
pass almost continuously through a 
thickly-settled district.

Creditors Will Resist.

A. Dry Session— But Twenty-two Sec- 
tions of the Legislative Ar- 
ticle Weie Adopted. 

Onlj 80 delegates were present this 
mornibg and eight more iu the after- 
noon. 

The article on the legislative was 
resumed and sections 42 to 64, except 
section GO, were adopted. Section 60 
was stricken out. It referred to county 
seats and the matter Is covered in an- 
other artiole.

Suffrage Committee Koporl Under DiS" 
cussion — Three Sections of 
the Article Adopted. 



One hundred and one and 105 was 
the attendance today. 

Mr. Lowe introduced a suffrage 
Bcheme of eleven sections, which was 
offered as a substitute for the ma- 
jority report of the committee. 

CJeneral Sanford introduced an or- 
dinance to empower the state to con- 
struct by convict labor a canal from 
Birmingham to the Warrior river. 
Also an ordinance to limit the holding 
of lands by corporations to 1000 acres 
without permission of the legislature. 

An effort was made to reconsider 
section 59 of the legislative article 
which prevenla the legislature from 
remitting debts due the state from in- 
dividuals or corporations. 

The suffrage committee report was 
then tik n up, Judge ColemaD, 
chairman of the committee, making 
a short introductory speech. 

The following sections were adopted: 

Seo. 1. Every male citizen of this stnte 
who is a oitizen ol the United States. 21 
years old or upwards, not laboring under 
any disabilities named in this article, and 
possessing the qualifications required by it, 
and every foreign born male citizen who 
has declared his intention of becoming a 
citizen and shall have resided in the state 
Ave years, shall be an elector, and shall be 
entitled to vote at any election by the peo- 
ple. 

Section 2. To entitle a person to vote at 
any election by the people he shall have 
resided in the state at least two years. iD 
the county one year and in the precinct or 
ward three months Immediately preceding 
the election at which he oilers to vote, and 
he snail have been duly registered as an 
elector and shall have paid on or before the 
first day of February next preceding the 
date of the election at which he offers to 
vote all poll taxes due f om him for the year 
1901 and for each subsequent year provided 
that any elector who, within three months 
next preceding the date of the election at 
which he offers to vote has removed from 
one precinct or ward to another precinct or 
ward iu the same county, incorporated 
town or city, shall have the right to vote in 
the precinct or ward from which he has so 
removed if he wo u'd have been entitled to 
vote in such precinct or ward but for such 
removal. 

Section 3. All elections by the people 
shall be by ballot, and tiiat elections by per- 
sons in a representative capacity shall be 
viva voce.

The committee on corpora- 
tions submitted its report, the princi- 
pal changes made in the present law 
are that the legislature is requested to 
pass general laws for the creation of 
corporations. Foreign corporations 
are required to file copies of their 
oharters with the secretary of state. 
Corporations cannot use the streets of 
a city for wires, pipes, etc., without 
the oonsent of *he municipal authori- 
ties. It makes the acceptance of free 
passes by an oificif.l a misdemeanor 
and ground for impeachment. 

President Knox spoke in favor of 
the suffrage roport as did some others. 
The rest of the day was spent in ora- 
tory.

While it directs that "the entire 
matter" of Admiral Schley's conduct 
during tho operations In West Indian 
waters shall be investigated, it also 
selects certain acts of the rear admiral 
concerning the facts and propriety ot 
which it oils for particular investiga- 
tion.

report*. 

ilia president has issued his 
proclamation establishing free trade 
between Porto Rico and the United 
States, and declaring the organization 
of a civil govevernment for the island. 
The proclamation is purely formal and 
only in the body of the resolution 
adopted by the Porto Bican legislature 
(heretofore published) does it appear 
that the island is set free commercially 
today in commemoration of the anni- 
versary of the planting of the Ameri- 
can flag on the island. The proclama- 
tion is headed: "Cessation to Tariff — 
Porto Bico." 

It reoites that the act of April 12, 
1900 (otherwise known as the Foraker 
act) provides that whenever the Porto 
Rican legislature has enacted and put 
into operation a system of local tax- 
ation to meet the needs of the govern- 
ment and by reason so notified the 
president, the latter shall issue a 
proclamation and all duties on goods 
passing between the United States and 
Porto Bico shall cease. As the legis- 
lature has complied with that require- 
ment of the act in terms set out in the 
resolutions which are quoted in full in 
the body of the proclamation,, that 
document says : 

'Therefore, I, William McKinley, 
President of the United States, in 
pursuanoe of the provisions of the 
laws above quoted and upon the fore- 
going due notification, do hereby is- 
sue my proclamation, and do declare 
md make known that a civil govern- 
ment for Porto Bico has been organ- 
ized in accordance with the provisions 
of said act of Congress : 

"And I do further deolare and make 
known that the legislative assembly of 
Porto Bico has enacted and put into 
operation a system of local taxation 
to meet tho necessities of the govern- 
ment of Porto Bico. 

"In witness, whereof. I have here- 
unto set my hand and caused the seal 
of the United States to be affixed. 

"Done at the oity of Washington, 
this 25th day of July, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and one, and of the independence of 
the United States the one hundred and 
twenty-sixth. 

"William McKinley.

Animals Have Reasoning- Power. 

That animals have reasoning power, 
and can recognize the approach of 
danger, is the verdict of the 
supreme court of Iowa. The case In 
which a decision was given was 
against a railway company for killing 
stock. In the lower court the rule of 
evidence was that the statutory whis- 
tle required sixty rods before crossing 
a public highway, and was intended 
for the protection of dumb animals as 
well as human beings, and this has 
beefl approved by the supreme court. 
The railway company contends that 
the requirement of the whistle at 
crossings could only be intended for 
rational beings, not animals. It is con- 
ceded that short blasts of the whistle 
may frighten animals off the track, but 
when not in danger, to frighten them 
may cause them to run on the track. 
The railroad company's attorneys say 
that the court confounds fright on the 
part of animals with reason; neverthe- 
less, if this request for a rehearing be 
refused, and the present opinion 
stands, then the toots on the whistle 
are for the benefit of stock as well as 
human beings.

There were 91 delegates on hand 
this morning to hear the last day's 
speeches anent the suffrage clause and 
in the afternoon one had apparently 
lost interest as only 90 appeared. 
The entire day was spent in oratory 
wnd there were only about a dozen 
Spectators . The principal speakers 
were Messrs. Blackwell, Sollie, Ash- 
craft and Miller. One republican, 
Mr. Porter, spoke against the clause.

Grandfather Clause Adopted— Mt 
nority Suffrage Report Tabled— 
Bjowo Claims Unfairness. 



At the sessions of today the attend 
ancewas98 and 116. The sessions 
have been lengthened; hereafter they 
will be from 9 a. m. to 1 p. rxi. and 
from 8 to 7 p. m. Several speeches 
were made and then the minority re- 
port was tabled to the tune of 109 to 
23. Those who voted in favor of the 
minority report were Beddow, Dent, 
Eley, Fergusor>, Harrison, Jones of 
Montgomery, Kirkland, Kyle, Lowe, 
Murphree, Oates, O'Neil, Smith of 
Mobile, Waddell and White, demo' 
crats ; Bartlett, Mulcay, Porter and 
Shears, republicans, and Cofer- Jj 
eBee, Sloan and Reynolds of Chilton, 
populists. 

In the afternoon sebsion Mr. Lowe 
waade an impassioned speech In 
which he charged the chair with un 
fairness to him. He said he would 
have supported the majority report if 
its purpose had Tueen 16 provide Tor 
fair elections, but its purpose was to 
perpetuate fraud forever and intima- 
ted that the most of the delegates and 
the white people would need the mi- 
nority report. By a vote of 104 to 14 
section 4 of the article on suffrage 
was adopted. 

'Section i. Tht following male residents 
of this state, who are citizens of the United 
States, and every male person of foreign 
birth who, before the ratification of this 
constitution, may have legally declared his 
intention to become a citizen of the United 
States; provided, that all such foreigners 
who have declared their intention to be- 
come citizens of the United States shall 
oeaso to have the right to vote if they fall 
to become citizens of the United States 
mfter they are entitled to become such 
citizens. 21 years old or upwards, who, if 
their place of residence shall remain un- 
changed, will have, at the date of the next 
genera] election, the qualifications as to 
residence prescribed in se. tion 2 of this ar- 
ticle, and who are not disqualified under 
section 6 of this article, shall, upon applica- 
tion, be entitled to register as electors prior 
to the 1st day of January, 1903, namely: 

1. All who have honorably served in the 
land or naval forces of the United States in 
the war of 1812. or in the .war with Mexico, 

■or In any" war with" the Indians, or in the war 
between the States, or in the war with 
fjpain, or who honorably served in the land 
or naval forces of the Confederate States, 
or of the State of Alabama in the war be- 
tween the states; or 

2. The lawful descendants of persons 
who honorably served in the land or naval 
forces of the United States in the war of 
the American revolution, or in the war of 
1812, ( r in the war with Mexico, or in any 
war with the Indians, or in the war between 
the States, or in the land or naval forces of 
the Confederate States, or of the State of 
Alabama in the war between the States; or 

3. All persons of good charaoter and who 
understand the duties and obligations of 
citizenship under a republican form of 
government. 

Section 5 of the article was read de- 
fining education and property qual- 
ifications and was under discussion 
when the convention adjourned.

Uninteresting Session — Property Qual- 
ification Clause Adopted— Restric- 
tions on Rcglst ration. 

One hundred and seven was the 
tally of delegates present at both ses- 
sions of the convention today. By a 
vote of 113 to 11 the convention 
adopted the section of the article on 
legislation calling quadriennial ses- 
sions of the legislature. 

Section 5 of the suffrage artiole 
was taken up and paragraph 1 was 
adopted, as follows : 

Seotion 5. After the first day of January, 
1903, the following persons, and no others, 
who, 11 their place of residence shall re- 
main unchanged, will have, at the date 
of tho next general election, the qualifica- 
tions as to residence prescribed in section 
2 of this article, shall be qual.fied to regis- 
ter as electors, provided, ihey shall not be 
disqualified under seotion 6 of this article. 

So many amendments were made to 
the first subdivision that it was re- 
committed, but the second subdivis- 
ion was adopted, as follows: 

Second — The owner, in good faith, in his 
own right, or the husband of a woman who 
is the owner In good faith, in her own right, 
of forty acres of land situate in this state, 
upon which they reside; or the owner in 
good faith, in his own right, or the husband 
of any woman who is the owner in good 
faith, in her own riKhk.21. real estate, situ- 



ate In {"Ms stSte assessed for taxation at the 
value of $ :;00 or more, or the owner in good 
fttith, in his own right, or the husband of a 
woman who is the owner in good faith;

Seotion 6 was adopted : 

Section 6. The following persons Bhall 
b« disqualified both from registering and 
from voting, namely: 

All idiots aud insane persons; those who 
shall by reuson of oonviction of a felony, be 
disqualified from voting at the time of the 
ratification of this constitution; and those 
who shall be convicted of treason, murder, 
arson, embezzlement, malfeasance in office, 
larceny, reoeiving stolen property, obtain 
ing property or money under lalse pre 
tenses, perjury, subornation of - perjury, 
assault with intent to rob, buiglay, forg- 
ery, bribery, assault and battery on the 
wife, bigamy, living in adultery, sodomy, in 
cest, rape, miscegenation, crime against 
nature, or any crime punishable by im- 
prisonment i.i the penitentiary, or of any 
Infamous orime, or crime involving moral 
turpitude; also any person who shall be eon 
victed as a vagrant or tramp, or of selling 
or offering to sell his vote or the vote of 
another, or buying or offering to buy the 
vote of another in any eleotion by the peo- 
ple or in any primary election or to procure 
the nomination or election of any person to 
any office, or of suborning any witness or 
registrar to secure the registration of any 
person as an elector. 

Tho section was made applicable to 
one who makes or offers to make m 
false return of any eleotion. 

Seotion 7 was then adopted, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 7. No person shall be qualified 
to vote or par.icipate in any primary eleo- 
tion, party convention, mass meeting or 
other method of party action of any polit- 
ical party or faction who shall not possess 
the qualifications described in this article 
for an elector, or who shall be disqualified 
under the provisions of this article from 
voting. 

Seotion 8 was adopted providing 
that no person not qualified as an 
elector shall vote at any election sub- 
sequent to the general eleotion in 
1902. Section 9 was adopted, whioh 
requires an elector where a vote is 
challenged to swear that the matter of 
the challenge is untrue before his 
vote shall be received. 

Most of the afternoon was spent in 
discussing a motion to reconsider an 
amendment to section 1, adopted sev- 
eral days ago, providing that foreign 
ers who had declared intention of be 
coming citizens should vote. The 
convention finally decided not to re 
consider its action. 

Section 10, which provides for the 
board of registration, had jnst been 
read by the clerk when the convention 
adjourned. 



Sixtieth Day. 



Registration Plan Occupying the Con- 
vention's Time— What It Is— 
Progress Made. 



The attendance today was 112 and 
considerable work was accomplished 
by the convention. First, the eighth 
section of the suffrage article was re- 
considered and the following substi- 
tute adopted : 

Section 8. No person not registered and 
qualified as an elector under the provisions 
of this artiole, shall vote at the general eleo- 
tion in 1902 or at any state, county or 
municipal election, general, local or speoial; 
but the provisions of this article shall not 
apply to any election held prior to the gen- 
eral election In 1902. 

That part of section 5 which was 
recommitted yesterday was reported 
in substitute. It provides that those 
who, not being physically unable, oan 
read and write any artiole of the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 
who, being able to work, have 
worked or been regularly en- 
gaged in some lawful calling for the 
quarter part of the twelve months 
next preoeding the time they offer to 
register, can vote, provided further 
that persons whe can neither read 
nor write on acoount of physical 
disability shall be allowed to vote if 
otherwise qualified under this seotion. 

The pending question was then 
taken up and the following sections 
were adopted : 

Section 10. The General Assembly shall 
provide by law for the registration, after 
the first day of January, 1903, of all qual- 
ified electors. Until the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1903. all electors shall be registered 
under and in accordance with the require- 
ments of this section, as follows: 

1. Registration shall be conducted, in 
eaoh county, by a board of three reputable 
and suitable persons residents in the coun- 
ty, who shall not hold any elective office dur- 
ingthoir term, to be appointed within sixty 
days after the ratiilcation of this constitu- 
tion by the Governor, Auditor and Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Industries, or 
a majority of them, acting as a board of ap- 
pointment. If one or more of the persons 
appointed on such board of registration 
shall refuse, neglect or be unable to qualify 
or serve, or a vacanoy or vacancies cccur in 
the membership of the board of registrars 
from any cause, the Governor, Auditor and 
Commissioner of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries, or a majority of them acting as a 
board of appointment, shall make other ap- 
pointments to All such board. Each regis- 
trar shall receive $2 per day, to be paid by 
the State and disbursed by the probate 
judges, for each entire day's attendance 
upon the sessions of the board. 

Before entering upon the performance of 
the duties of his office, each registrar shall 
take the same oath required of the judicial 
officers of the State, which oath may be ad- 
ministered by any person authorized by 
law to administer oaths. The oath shall be 
in writing and subscribed by the registrar, 
and filed In tho office of the probate judge 
of the county. ^ 

2 Trior to the first day of August, 19J2, 
tho bo .rd of registrars in each county shall 
visit each precinct at least once, andoftener, 
if neoe««ary. v to make. a. cojnplete.reKistraj 



Hon of all persons entitled RT register, fifid 
remain there at least one day from 8 o'olock 
in the morning until sunset. They shall 
give at least twenty days' notice of the time 
When they will attend to register applicant* 
for registration, by bills posted at five or 
more public places in each election pre- 
cinot, and by advertisement in a news- 
paper, if there be one, published in the 
county, once a week for three successive 
weeks. Upon failure to give such notice or 
to attend to any appointment made by 
them in any precinct, they shall, after like 
notice, fill any appointments theroin; but 
the time consumed by the board in com- 
pleting such registration shall not exceed 
sixty working days in any county except 
that in oounties in which there is any olty 
of 8,000 inhabitants or over, the board may 
remain in session, in addition to the ses- 
sion hereinabove prescribed, for not more 
than three successive weeks in eaoh of said 
cities; and thereafter the board may sit 
from time to time in eaoh of such other 
cities not more than one week in eaoh 
month, and except that in the county of 
Jefferson the board may hold additional 
sessions, of not exoeeding five eonsecutive 
days' duration foreach session, in any town 
or city of 90 J or more and less than 8,000 in- 
habitants. No person shall be registered 
except at the oounty site Or in the precinct 
at which he resides. The registrars shall 
issue to eaoh person registered a certificate 
of registration. 

3. The board of registrars shall register 
no person between the first day of August, 
1902, and the Friday next preceding the 
day of eleotion in November, 1902. On 
Friday and Saturday next preceding the 
day of election in 1902, thay shall sit in the 
court house of each county during suoh 
days, and shall register all applicants hav- 
ing the qualifications prescribed by seotiona 
two and four of this artiole and not dis- 
qualified under section six, who shall have 
reaohed the ase of 21 years after the first 
day of August, 19IJ2, or who shall prove to 
the reasonable satisfaction of the board 
that, by reason of physical disability or un- 
avoidable absence from the county but had 
no opportunity to register prior to the first 
day of August. 1902; and shall on such days 
register no other persons. When there are 
two or more court houses in one county, the 
registrars may sit during such two days at 
either of such court houses they may se- 
lect, but shall give ten days' notice, by 
bills posted at each of the other court 
houses, designating the court house at 
which they will so sit. 

4. The board of registrars shall hold ses- 
sions at the court house of their respective 
counties during the entire third week in 
November, 1902, and for six working daya 
next prior to the twentieth day of Decem- 
ber, 19 '2, during whioh session they shall 
register all persons applying who possess 
the qualifications prescribed in seotions 2 
and 4, and who shall not be disqualified 
under section 6 of this article. In counties 
where there are two or more court houses, 
the board of registrars shall sit at each of 
them. The board of registrars shall give 
notice of the time and place of such sessions 
by posting notices at each court house in 
their respective counties, and at each vot- 
ing place and at three other publla places 
in the county, and by publication onoe a 
week for two consecutive weeks in a news- 
paper, if one be published in the oounty; 
Buch notioes to be published and suoh pub- 
lications to be commenced as early as 
practicable in the first week of November. 
1902; provided, that a failure on the part of 
the registrars to conform to the provisions 
of this section as to notices to be given 
shall not Invalidate any registration made 
by them. 

6. The board of registrars shall have 
power to examine, under oath or affirma- 
tion, all applicants for registration, and to 
take testimony touching the qualifications 
of such applicants; each member of suoh 
board is authorized to administer the oath 
to be taken by the applicants and witnesses, 
which shall be in tho following form, and 
subsoribed by the person making it, and 
preserved by the board, namely: 

"I solemnly swear (or affirm) that in the 
matter of the application of for regis- 
tration as an elector I will speak the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
■o help me God." 

Any person, who, upon such examina- 
tion makes any wilfully false statement in 
reference to any material matter touching 
the qualification of any applicant for regis- 
tration shall be guilty of perjury. 

6. The action of the majority of the 
board of registrars shall be the action of 
the board. Any person denied registration 
shall have the right to appeal, without se- 
curity for costs, within thirty days after 
such denial, by filing a petition in the Cir- 
cuit Court or court of like jurisdiction held 
for the oounty in which he seeks to vote to 
have h s qualifications as an elector de- 
termined. Upon filing the petition the 
clerk of the court shall give notice thereof 
to any solicitor authorized to represent the 
State in said county whose duty it shall be 
to appear and defend against the petition 
on behalf of the State. Upon such trial the 
court shall charge the jury only as to what 
constitutes the qualifications that entitled 
the applicant to become an elector at the 
time he auplied for registration, and the 

Jury shall determine the weight and effeot 
of the evidenoe and return a verdict From 
the Judgment rendered an appeal will lie to 
the Supreme Court in favor of the peti- 
tioner, to be taken within thirty aays. 
Final Judgment In favor of the petitioner 
shall eniltle him to registration as of the 
date of his application to the registrars. 

7. The Secretary of State, at the expense 
of the State, shall have prepared and fur- 
nished to the registrars and probate Judges 
In the t everal counties a sufficient number 
of registration books, and of blank forms of 
certificates of registration and of oaths and 
of the notices required to be given by the 
regi -trars. The cost of the publication in 
newspapers of the notices required to be 
given by the registrars shall be paid by the 
State, the bill therefor to be rendered to 
the Secretary of State and approved by 
him. 

8. Any elector who registers for another, 
or who registers more than onoe, and any 
registrar who enters the name of any 
eltsH'or on the list of registered voters, 
w. nou, suoh elector having made appli- 

in person, under oath ou a form 
provided for that purpose, or who know- 
ingly register.-! any person, more than onoe 
or who knowingly enterB a name upon the 
registration list as the name of a voter 
without anyone of that name applying to 
register, shall be guilty of a felony. 

Section 11. The board of registrars in 
each county shall, on or before the first day 
of February, 1903, file In the probate court 
of their county a oomplete list, sworn to by 
them, of all persons registered In their 
county, with the precinct or ward in which 
each of such persons reside set opposite the 
names of suoh person, and shall also illo u 
like list in tho office of the Secretary of 
State. The judge of probate shall on or as 
soon as praotieuble after the first day of 
March, 1903, cause to be made from such 
list in duplicate, in the books tarnished by 
the Secretary of State, an alphabetical list 
by precincts of the persons shown by tho 
list of registrars to have been registered in 
the county, and shall file one of such 
alphabetical l.sts in the office of Secretary 
of State; for which services by tho i orliate 
judges compensation shall be provided bv 
the General Assembly. The judges of pro- 
bate shall ke«D both the orig&Mji list filed 



by the registrars and the alphabetical Hsf 
made therefrom as records in the probate 
court of the county. 

Unless he shall become disqualified un- 
der the provisions of this artiole, anyone 
who shall register prior to the first day of 
January, 1903, shall remain an eleotor dur- 
ing life, and shall be required to registei 
only in case a change of residence, on pro- 
duction of his certificate. The certificate 
of the registrars or of the probate judge or 
the Secretary of State shall be sufficient 
evioence to establish the faot of such life 
registration. Suoh certificate shall be issued 
free of charge to the elector, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall provide by law for the 
renewal of such certificate when lost, 
mutilated or destroyed. 

Seotion 12 was recommitted. 

Section 13. In the trial of any contested 
eleotion, and in. proceedings to investigate 
any eleotion, no person other than a de- 
fendant shall be al.owed to withhold his 
testimony on the ground that he maj 
criminate himself or subject himself to pub- 
lio infamy; but such person shall not be 
proeeouted for any offense arising out of 
the transaction concerning which he testi- 
fied, but may be proseouted for perjury 
committed on Buch examination. 

Section 14 was temporarily passed. 

Seotion 16. It shall be the duty of the 
general assembly to pass adequate laws 
giving protection against the evils arising 
from the use of intoxicating liquors at all 
eleotions. 

Section 16. Electors shall in nil cases, 
except treason, felony or beach of the 
peace, be privileged from arrest during 
their attendance at elections, or while going 
to or returning therefrom. 

Seotion 17. Returns of eleotions for all 
olvil officers who are to be oommbsioned 
by the Governor, except Secretary of State, 
Auditor, Treasurer, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Industries, Attorney General 
and Superintendent of Education and for 
members of the General Assombly, shall be 
made to the Seoretary of State. 

Section 18 was reoommitted'and 
seotion 19 was under discussion when 
the time for adjournment arrived. 

Sixty-first Day. 



Suffrage Discussion Continued— Poll 
Tax to be Voluntary but Neo- ' 
essary to Qualify, i 

One hundred and eight and 129 was 
the attendance at today's sessions. 
The discussion of the suffrage scheme 
oocupied the day, and several sections 
were adopted. It wag suggested to 
engross the constitution on parchment 
after its adoption. Seotlons 12, 14 
and 18 of the suffrage article, which 
had been recommitted were reported 
back and adopted as follows : 

Seotion 12. From and after the 1st day 
Of January. 19^8, any applicant for registra- 
tion may be required to state under oath, to 
Be administered by the registrar or by any 
person authorized by law to adminstei 
oaths, where he lived during the live 
years next preceding the time at which he 
applies to register, and the name or names 
that he was known by during that period, 
and the name of his employer or employers, 
if any, during such period. Any applicant 
for registration who refuses to state such 
facts, or any of them, shall not be entitled 
to register, and any person so offering, who 
wilfuly makes a false statement in regard to 
such matters, or any of them, shall be guilty 
of perjury. 

Section 14. The General Assembly shall 
pass laws not inconsistent with this consti- 
tution to regulate and govern elections, and 
all such laws shall be uniform throughout 
the State; and shall provide by law for the 
manner of holing elections and of ascertain- 
ing the result of the same, and shall provide 
general registration laws, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this artiole, for the 
registration of all qualified electors from 
and after the 1st day of January, 1903. The 
General Assembly shall also make provisons 
by law, not inconsistent with this article 
for the regulation of primary elections, and 
for punishing frauds at the same, but shall 
not mako primary elections compulsory. 

The Legislature shall by law provide for 
purging the registration list of the names 
of those who die or become insane or such 
names as have been fraudulently placed 
there with provision for the right of trial by 
Jury. 

Section 18. The poll tax mentioned in 
this article shall be one dollar and fifty cents 
upon every male Inhabitant of the state 
over the age of 21 years, and under the age 
of 45 years, who would not now be exempt 
by law. Suoh poll tax shall beeom ) due 
and payable on the first day of October in 
each year, and become delinquent on the 
first day of the next succeeding February, 
but no legal process nor any fee or com- 
mission shall be allowed for the collection 
thereof. The tax collector shall make re- 
turns of poll tax collections separate from 
all other oollections. 

Discussion of section 19 was inter- 
rupted by adjournment. 



Sixty -second Day. 



Suffrage Clause Completed— Lowe's 
Plan Tabled— Judiciary Re- 
port Discussed. 

The Oonvention held but one Fes- 
ion today and 85 delegates were pres- 
ent The article on suffrage was com- 
pleted and ordered to a third reading. 
Mr. Lowe's substitute for the entire 
artiole was laid on the table, as well 
as new seotions offered to the artiole 
by various delegates. Two were 
adopted, one by Mr. Browne leaves to 
the legislature the right to extend the 
poll tax age beyond 45 years, and the 
other makes it a crime to pay any 
one's poll tax for the purpose of influ- 
encing his vote. 

The convention then took up the 
report of the oommittee on judiciary 
and adopted nine seotions before ad- 
journment. There are five minority 
reports to this artiole, but the nine 
sections were adopted as reported by 
the committee. There was some dis- 
cussion over the proposition to give 
the legislature power to confer law 
and equity jurisdiction in both tho 
cixeuit and chancery courts, but it 
was adopted. The legislature Is also 
authorized to establish an interme- 
diate appellate court if it sees fit.

NIPPED IN THE BUD. 
An anarchist named Galliotti is un- 
der arrest in Switerland by order of 
the prosecutor general, on informa- 
tion received from Patterson, N. J. 
Many documents were found at his 
lodgings. He was formerly connected 
with the anarohists in Patterson, and 
is well known among them. He was 
employed as a weaver in the Paragon 
silk mill in that city. It was stated 
by a member of the group that Gal- 
lotti sailed with Bresci, Lanni and 
Quantivallo when they departed on 
their mission of assassination. Gal- 
liotti had been selected by the an- 
archists to kill Nicholas, Czar of Rus- 
sia, and had accepted the mission. 
He was known as a determined man, 
and one who would be likely to take 
desperate chances to accomplish this 
purpose. 



UNDER THE WHEELS. 
A. W. Hill, a well-known railroad 
man, of Columbus, Ga., was 
fatally injured Saturday at 
that place. He was sitting on top of 
a box oar, which was being pushed by 
an engine, when the engineer brought 
the train to a sudden stop to save the 
life of a negro coupler, who had 
slipped and was in a perilous position 
between the engine and the car. He 
saved the negro's life but the sudden 
slowing threw Hill to the middle of 
the traok. His skull was fractured 
and the oar passed over him, almost 
severing his legs. When the engine 
was stopped his mangled body was un- 
der the pilot of the looomotive. He 
died after several hours of intense ag- 
ony. He leaves a wife and several 
children. 



CIVIL WAR. 
Venezuela is on the eve of a revo- 
lution. Not only is the republic ap- 
proaohing a state of war, but serious 
complications will, in all probability, 
arise between the governments of 
Venezuela and Colombia. President 
Castro, while faoing the uprising 
against his own authority, is accused 
of furthering secretly the revolution 
against the Colombian government, 
A.rms, ammunition, etc., have been 
smuggled into Venezuela, the minis- 
ter of war has resigned after refusing 
to acoept the orders of the president 
to recognize the revolutionists in Co- 
lombia as belligerents, ani to deliver 
a passport to Senor Rico, the Colom- 
bian minister, and the soldiers of the 
republic have been defeated by the 
rebels. 



INDICTED FOR FRAUD. 

Indictments against twenty-five 
judges and clerks of eleotions in Chi- 
cago for making false canvass and re- 
turn of the votes cast last fall for 
commissioner have been returned by 
the grand jury. Gross fraud is sus- 
peoted in certain seotions of the city. 



SPORT SUICIDES. 
Warren Lewis, a well-known sport- 
ing man of New York, jumped from 
the steamer Rhode Island on her trip 
from New York to Providence Satur- 
day night and was drowned. Lewis 
was one of the most widoly known 
sporting men in America. 



INSANE MURDERER. 

Late Saturday evening Oland W. 
King and Roger Davenport, two well 
known young Texans, were shot and 
killed by William Rothwell. Roth- 
well, it is said, has been suffering 
from mental derangements for several 
weeks, but bis condition has never 
been regarded as serious. Late today 
he walked into a furniture store where 
King worked armed with a Winches- 
ter, and without a word of warning 
shot the young man dead. Rothwell 
next enoountered Davenport and killed 
him in the street, Rothwell was ar- 
rested. 



DIFFICULT TO GAG THE PRESS. 

The fight between the British war 
offloe and the London Daily Mail has 
has formicated in a viotory for the 
paper. The war office had out off the 
Mail's South African oasualty lists and 
other official news, and also orderod 
news agencies not to supply it with 
any official information. Thereupon 
the Daily Mail sued the news agen- 
cies under its contracts to compel 
them to deliver the news. The war 
office then held baok bulletins until 
near the hour for morning papers to 
go to press. This raised a storm of 
protest from the provincial papers and 
the war office capitulated and oalled 
oft the boycott. 



THE TERRIBLE UNDERTOW. 

A party of prominent people from 
St. Augustine, Fla., was in bathing at 
South Beach Saturday afternoon. Five 
of them were caught in the undertow 
beyond the breakers. By the assist- 
ance of a number of people in the 
surf and on the beaoh four were res- 
cued, some of them exhausted and un- 
conscious. J. W. Adams was drown- 
ed. The party of five were in a group 
when the undertow took them off their 
feet. A life line was taken out by an 
expert swimmer who managed to get 
it to all. When the strain was put on 
it the line broke and the party was 
again taken farther out to sea. 



CAVED IN. 
A large portion of the natural tun- 
nel in Scott county, Tenn., througlf 
which passes the Virginia and South- 
western road has fallen in. A rock 
broke loose from overhead covering 
the railroad tracks. The big stone 
was 150 feet in length, twenty feet in 
width and eight feet through. A tem- 
porary track has been laid around the 
great stone and trains are again pass- 
ing through the tunnel. The rock is 
being blasted. Thousands of people 
annually visit this tunnel as a curios- 
ity. 



HER MAIDEN TRIP. 
The biggest ship in the world, the 
Celtic, of the White Star Line, 
reached her dock at New York Sun- 
day on her maiden voyage. Her time 
from Liverpool was 8 days and 40 
minutes. Her steerage deck is higher 
than the entrance to the pier and af- 
ter she was warped in, the iron doors 
aft the oabin had to be opened to land 
the passengers. Three hundred and 
forty-five cabin and 268 steerage 
passengers oame over on the Celtic. 
She is capable of covering 16 1-2 
knots per hour. 



ACTRESS MAY DIE. 
Mrs. Millie Lighthawk, an actress 
known as Millie Allen, was shot and 
fatally wounded Sunday, in Omaha, 
Neb. , at a Capitol avenue boarding 
house by Thad Brookie, who then 
shot himself dead. Brookie had been 
muoh in love with Mrs. Lighthawk, 
who had refused to acoept his atten- 
tions. He is said to have threatened 
the woman with death, and today 
when he was ejeoted from the house 
he returned and tried to make good 
his threat. 



HAD ON 8K1RTS. 
A W. Miller, Sandusky's abscond- 
ing city clerk, was seen last Saturday 
disguised as a woman. He was recog- 
nized near his former residence by 
Henry Bamming, and an attempt was 
made to arrest him, but he escaped. 
His wife is in New York, and when 
lights were seen about the residence 
neighbors became interested. Miller 
was last heard from in Tennessee, He 
is alleged to have embezzled $100,000 
and has been missing for months. 



KILLED THE CHIEF. 
Chief of Police Jones of Charlotte, 
N.O., was shot and instantly killed 
by JimLowry, a negro, Sunday morn- 
ing. Jones, with a warrant charg- 
ing Lowry with selling whiskey 
without a lioense, went to 
serve it. Lowry ran, firing at 
Jones, the bullet taking effect in 
the left lung. Jones followed and 
caught him as he struck a lamppost. 
In the scuffle Lowry fired again, the 
bullet going through Jones' heart. 
Four blood hounds were put on his 
trail. The negro has killed one of 
them but is still being pursued.

Third Assistant Postmaster Genera] 
Madden has issued a circular to post- 
masters oorreoting misconception of 
the recent order relating to second- 
olass mall. This circular aunoun»es 
that a publication once properly ad- 
mitted to second-class and regularly 
passed in the mails under that classi- 
fication will not have its privilege re- 
voked except upon formal notice to 
the postmaster. The ciroular says : 
"An entirely new publication or a 
suspended one resuming issue, having 
second-claas privilege is subject to the 
regular conditions and restrictions. 
Where publications use premiums, 
guessing contests, etc, to induce sub- 
scriptions the department will not 
hold suoh subscriptions to be Illegi- 
timate for the time being or until the 
publications have had opportunity to 
change their praotioe with as little fi- 
nancial loss as possible to conform to 
the new regulations. Such alleged 
subscriptions must not be in contra- 
vention of section 281 previous to 
amendment and in no case will the 
non-enforcement of the amended reg- 
ulations extend beyond October 1st, 
next. 

An answer to a brief filed at the In- 
terior Department by former Senator 
Thurston, representing the Cherokee 
Oil & Gas Co., seeking a renewal ol 
oil leases in Indian Territory, has 
been filed by the Deleware Indians. 
About 11,520 acres are at stake. 
Hearing has been postponed until 
September 11th, and the Deleware 
Indians will seek further postpone- 
ment until after congress meets. The 
brief of the Delewaves asks the rejec- 
tion of the application of the oompaDy 
and claims that the company does not 
pesent a fair reason "why the territo- 
ry should have eighteen sections cf 
land covering the homes and improve- 
ment of persons who have prior and 
permanent rights and who have never 
consented that it should enter their 
premises, in 'whose premises it has 
never been permitted to enter for 
mining or prospecting for oil or other 
mineral substance." 
The Agricultural Department is pre- 
paring to publish an exhaustive truck 
farming report and the transportation 
of fruits and vegetables in the United 
States. The report covers the follow- 
ing points : 1. A description of the 
transportation of fruits and vegeta- 
bles from southern truck farms to 
northern markets. 2. A description 
of the California fruit industry and 
the movement of California fruits to 
Interior points and Atlantic seabaord 
cities. 3. Freight and refrigerator 
oharges on perishable produots in all 
important sections of the country. 
Truck farming in the United States 
has been recognized as a distinot agri- 
cultural industry for a period of about 
forty years. 

Gen. Carlos Garcia, eldest son of 
the late Gen. Calixto Garcia, an in- 
speotor-general of Cuban penal insti- 
tutions, interviewed on the Cuban 
situation, said: "It is necessary 
that Cuba have a reduction in tariff 
on sugar and tobacco. Between 800,- 
000 and 900,000 tons of sugar were 
raised this year, and the next crop 
will be larger than any Cuba has ever 
gathered. We cannot do * business, 
however, without a reduction on 
sugar." -— 

ATHENS is on a building boom. 
There are three brick buildings going 
up, besides a large number of frame 
buildings. A knitting mill and two 
handsome churches are being erected 
of brick and the frame buildings are 
employing all the carpenters that can 
be secured. There is a steady de- 
mand for residences there and no va- 
cant one at all.

Shipbuilding Plant for Mobile — A 
New Itailroad— Smooth llobber— 
Destructive Storm — Historic 
Find — Short State Items. 



TO BUILD SHIPS. 

Announcement is made of the in- 
tended building of an immense ship 
building piant at Alabama Point, 
thirty-six miles south of Mobile, and 
on the Gulf of Mexico. The plant 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$4,000, 000, and will be complete in 
every particular. Work will begin in 
November and will be rapidly pu^heil 
to completion. The plant will be 
capable of building six steamships at 
the same time. 

The company that is to build the 
big plant is known as the Gulf Coast 
Shipbuilding Dry Dock Company, and 
was granted a charter by the State 
Legislature at the last session of that 
body. The capital of the company is 
$4,000,000, and the officers are: Robert 
Or. Morsis, President; S. D. Scudder, 
Vice-President; S. B. McConnice, Sec- 
ond Vice-President and Secretary ; 
W. D. Munson, Treasurer. All these 
gentlemen reside in New York. 

Members of the company state that 
they will build, in addition to the 
ship-building plant at Alabama Point, 
a marine railway, which will have 
a lifting capacity of 5,000 tons. An 
immense dry dock will be constructed 
at New Orleans and on account of the 
heavy tonnage vessels constantly 
seeking dockiDg facilities at that port 
it is belie ved that it will pay interest 
on the entire investment. Northern 
capitalists who are interested are rep- 
resented by Messrs. Waters «*ad Fen- 
ner, of New Orleans. 



THE B. & V. K. R. 
A party of Miss'ssippi gentlemen 
visited Birmingham last week to inter- 
est the city in the proposed Birming- 
ham & Vicksburg Bailroad. The pro- 
posed route has been partly surveyed. 
The entire line is through timber, 
with here and there cultivated patohes. 
Timber will be one of the most im- 
portant features of the territory 
through which the road will pass. 
This timber alone would furnish the 
road tonnage the year round, it is 
stated. Cypress, white oak, post oak, 
pine, hickory, ash, beach and gum 
are all found in large quantities. As 
to soil, the engineer states that the 
antire country consists of fairly good 
lands, while in some the land is very 
good for cultivation, suitable for rais- 
ing fruits, vegetables, cotton, corn, 
etc., and for stock. It is said that the 
grade on the entire line will average 
ons per cent.

(from 10 to 26 inclusive) were adopted. 

The convention unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution of sympathy to Ex- 
Governor Jones on account of the 
loss of his daughter.

The convention 
completed the article on judiciary. 
The most important change proposed 
is the doing away with circuit solici- 
tors and the election of county solici- 
tors to hold office for four years.

Tag Tax Defeated. 



Not many more than a quorum 
nttended today, the roll call showing 
81 and 92 delegates present at the two 
sessions. 

Much discussion was indulged over 
n motion to reconsider the substitu- 
tion of county for circuit solicitors, 
but the convention refused by a vote 
of 36 to 59 to rescind its action. 

The Morrisette ordinance, directing 
tho legislature to reduce the fertilizer 
tog tax to ten oents a ton, and provid- 
ing that the agricultural sobools be 
maintained out of the general fund, 
was defeated by a vote of 7 to 42. 

The article on municipal corpora- 
tions then came up. It is a new arti- 
cle and some lively discussion is an- 
ticipated. Ono of the sections 
adopted provides that the streets of a 
city cannot be used for private enter- 
prises or public utilities without the 
consent of the municipal authorities. 
Another prohibits the legislature from 
enacting laws which will permit a cor- 
poration to pay a license tax to the 
srate and relieve It from the payment 
uf all other license taxes in the state. 



Only 69 delegates responded to roll 
call this morning and the sergeant-at 
arms was sent out after Borne in order 
to oollect a quorum. Only the morn 
ing session was held, and during it 
the convention adopted two articles, 
on representation and homestead, 
without amendment or much debate 
The number of representatives is in- 
creased from 100 to 105 and there will 
be two more senators.

City Corporations. 

There were 82 delegates in their 
seats today.

The discussion of the municipal 
r.rticle was resumed. A section 
adopted limits the tax rate of oitles to 
j oil per cent, with a proviso that

in paying debt. Troy, Attalla, Gads- 
den, Bessemer, Woodlawn, Brewton, 
Pratt City, Eusley, Wylam and Avon- 
dale can also levy an additional tax of 
J of 1 per oent if authorized by 
ii special election. Mobile is author- 
ized to levy a tax rate of 1£ per cent. 
Montgomery a tax of li per cent, and 
other cities are given special rates.

Eighty and 91 was the attendance 
toduy. Judge Coleman and Mr. 
O'Neal led a fight against the measure 
adopted yesterday to allow women the 
right of suffrage. Or Cunningham 
championed their oause, but after re- 
consideration, by a vote of 22 to 87 
the action was resoinded. The third 
reading of the suffrage article occurred 
today and it was adopted by a vote of 
92 to 19.

The article on miscellaneous 
provisions was adopted and several 
sections of the article on changing 
the constitution.

NOBLE WILEY SHOT. 
Capt. Noble J. Wiley was shot 
through the right lung last Wednesday 
night in Montgomery by Dr. J. H. 
Crossland. Eye witnesses say that 
Crossland oame up and struck Wiley 
on the back without giving a word of 
warning. As soon as possible Wiley 
met his assailant on foot and a hand 
to hand fight followed. Crossland 
secured a whip from a street carriage 
and frailed Wiley over the head with 
the butt end.

When built the plant was 
arranged to acoommodate 12,000 spin- 
dles, and when operations began 6,000 
spindles had been plaoed, and they 
have all been in operation ever since 
tho mill started up. And after several 
months of operation the management 
has decided to double the present ca- 
pacity. About 110 people are em- 
ployed at the plant, and the doubling 
up in spindles will mean the employ- 
ment of over 100 more operatives. 
Tho new machinery is ordered, and 
more orders will be placed at once. 



TIMBER SUIT. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company has filed a suit for $10,- 
000 against John Hawkins and the 
Hawkins Lumber Company. It is al- 
leged in the bill that the defendants 
to the suit out and removed certain 
valuable timber from property which 
the plaintiffs owned in Jefferson Coun- 
ty and that this was done without the 
knowledge or permission of the plain- 
tiff.

BETTER EQUIPPED. 
A larger percentage of teachers ex- 
amined at the reoent summer normal 
sessions will be granted state certifi- 
cates this year than ever before. Prof. 
J. G. Deupree, ohalrman of the state 
board of examiners, states that be- 
tween 65 and 80 per cent of the teach- 
ers whose papers have been examined 
have been successful, against only 
about 50 per oent last year. This re- 
markable inorease is attributed to the 
thoroughness of the summer normal 
work, and the more than usual care 
displayed by the board of eduoation 
in selecting members of tho normal 
faculties.

YOUNG CRIMINALS. 
Three young men, whom the South 
Chicago police charge with the rob- 
bery and destruction by fire of many 
freight cars in the past few 
months are under arrest. The ar- 
rest and raid on an old shack 
on a small island at the mouth of Cal 
umet river was accomplished only af- 
ter deteotives had swam from the 
mainland and oast adrift the boat of 
the fugitives. The oldest is not quite 
19 years of age. They have been 
robbing freight cars, not of their con 
tents alone, but of brass journals and 
brake valves. The matter has been 
a mystery to the police for a long 
time, but they finally located the 
thieves. It is estimated their robber- 
ies in the past few months will aggre- 
gate fully $12,000. 

AUSTRALIAN DISASTER. 
Details have been received of the 
destruction by fire of the depart- 
mental stores of Anthony Hardern 
and Sons, in Sydney, Australia. 
These monster department stores 
which are among the largest in the 
world, employing over 1,500 hands 
and serving an average of 30,000 cus- 
tomers daily, were wiped out by fire 
on July 12th and in the conflagration 
four of the employes were burned to 
death and one lost his life by jump- 
ing. The loss wag over $3,000,000 
in all. 



DIED IN FAR OFF CHINA. 
Prince Henry, of Orleans, the oldest 
son of tho Duke of Chartres, died 
Friday evening in Cochin China. He 
was coming to the United States and 
was to have passed some time in New- 
port this fall. His name had been 
mentioned as a suitor for the hand of 
an American heiress and at one time 
he figured as a suitor for the hand of 
the eldest sister of the young King of 
Spain, the Infanta Marie De Las Mer- 
cedes, who was married in February 
last to Prince Charles, of Bourbon, 
son of the Count of Caserta. 



THE CAUSE A MYSTERY. 
Willis White was killed and 
Sallie Walker was dangerously 
wounded Friday night, at Dallas, Tex , 
by a man whose identity has not yet 
been positively discovered. The kill- 
ing occurred at a house six blocks 
from the center of the city. The 
woman, who was shot in the head, 
was standing in the doorway. The 
man received a bullet in the abdomen. 
The oause of the shooting is not 
known, as there are no eye witnesses. 



BIG LAND DEAL. 
On August 9, the J. C. Brown Lum- 
ber Co., sold to the Weyerhauser Syndi 
oate 70,000 acres of pine land in Louis- 
iana for $650,000. The pine is located 
in the parishes of Vernon, Sabine, 
Oalcascu and Natchatoohes. There 
are ever 500,000,000 feet of pine on 
the tract. 



A WARM RECEPTION. 
Field Marshal Count Von Waldersee 
arrived at Hamburg Saturday. He 
was met at the railroad station by 
Emperor William, who kissed Von 
Waldersee on both cheeks. The 
emperor and the field marshal drove 
together to the castle amid the plaud- 
its of the orowd. 



FAMILY TROUBLES. 
Clements Buchter, a chair maker, 
of Louisville, Thursday morning shot 
and killed his daughter, Irene, aged 
19, and wounded his wife. The 
daughter was shot through the heart 
and instantly killed and the mother 
slightly wounded. Buchter was ar- 
rested and refuses to talk. 



DAVID NATION 
Has brought suit for divorce from 
his wife, Carrie Nation, the temper- 
once orusader. Mr. Nation alleges 
that his wife held him up to public 
ridicule, negleoted her family dutios 
and abandoned his home. 



8IGNOR CRISPI DEAD. 

Signor Crispi died at 7:45 o'olook 
Sunday evening. He was surrounded 
by the members of his family and 
several intimate friends. The news 
Was immediately telegraphed to King 
Viotor Emmanuel and Queen Helen. 
The evening papers assert that the 
body will be conveyed by steamer to 
Palermo, where the municipality will 
arrange for a great publlo funeral. 
It is rumored that Signor Crispi's will 
authorize a prominent Italian politic- 
ian to txamine his papers and to pub- 
lish his memoirs. 

Iu consequence of the low condition 
of Signor Crispi Sunday morning the 
injections of stimulants and the ad- 
ministration of oxygen were stopped, 
the physicians recognizing that both 
were quite useless. Through the day 
he lay inert and insensible and he was 
dead hours before the physician's 
certificate declared life extinct. 

It was rumored that the affairs of 
the deoeased are in the greatest con- 
fusion and that Signor Crispi will have 
to depend solely upon the proceeds of 
the sale of the memoirs. 

Senor Joratro, the soulptor, has 
taken a cast of the face. 

Veteran soldiers, firemen and police 
will aot as body guard of honor during 
the lying in state. 

A great state funeral will be held 
before the body is removed to Palermo. 
King Victor Emmanuel will be repre- 
sented at the obsequies. His wife and 
daughter did not leave the bed for fifty 
hours, and their friends were com- 
pelled to use loving violenoe to induoe 
them to quit the chamber. When all 
was over Princess Linguaglossa fainted 
and had to be oarried out by her hus- 
band. 

The friends declined to allow 
strangers to touoh the body, and they 
personally performed the last sad offi- 
ces, placing the body in evening dress, 
with the collar of the Order of Annun- 
ciata. 

It is rumored that the documents 
left by Signor Crispi contain compro- 
mising revelations regarding several 
politicians and unpublished details 
concerning the struggle for Italian 
unity and independence. 

It is asserted that all the property 
left by deoeased is heavily mortgaged. 



BRYAN BUYS A PAPER. 
William Jennings Bryan has pur- 
chased the National Watchman, of 
Alexandria, Va., a free silver paper 
founded by Senator Stewart, of Neva- 
da. The senator gradually lost inter- 
est in its publication and there has 
been no issue of it since July 1st. It 
was talked that Bryan would settle 
down in Washington and run the 
Watchman. That was before he had 
determined to make Linooln the home 
of of the "Commoner." Now that ho 
has obtained possession of the Watch- 
man some of this talk has been renewed 
but those who seem to know deolare 
that Bryan only wauts tho Watch- 
man to get hold of the "good will" 
and what remains of its subscription 
list. 



THE GREEN-EYED MOSS TER. 

Mrs. Phillip Hitchoock, wife of a 
prominent railroad man, of Denver, 
shot and seriously wounded James W. 
Roberts and his wife in their candy 
store lastThursday. The woman was 
ihot in the face and the man received 
two bullets, ono in the middle of the 
forehead. It was at first thought the 
man was killed, but at the hospital he 
revived and the physicians hope for 
the reoovery of both. Jealousy was 
the oause of tho shooting.

TROUBLOUS TROUBLE. 

The following special (rom Monteval- 
lo to the A^t- Herald under dale of 
August 10th. is the result of last .Friday 
night's meeting; at this place : 

On a call issued by Mayor E. S. Ly- 
man the ei'izens of this place held "a 
meeting last night to take some action 
on the ordinance introduced by Del- 
agate Beavers of this county in the con- 
stitutional convention providing for a 
new county to be made of portions of 
Shelby and St.. Clair counties. 

.). iVI. Reynolds was culled to the 
chair by Mavur Lyman. The object of 
the meeting was then slated by the 
mayor, and in conclusion presented a 
resolution asking the convention to not 
endorse the Beavers ordinance, which 
has been reported favorably by the com- 
mittee on county boundaries. Failing 
in this the convention was then asked 
to place the southern portion of the 
county on an equal footing with the 
northern portion, giving them like 
privilege to form a new county from a 
i portion of southern Shelby and terri- 
tory from adjacent counties. 

Tbe resolution brought out a great ' 
deal of discussion, and it developed | " ortl1 an<1 sou,!l en<Is 
that Columbiana had pledged the peo- 
ple of the northern pari to aid them in 
the lormaiion of a new county if they 
would support Beavers fur deh-gaie to 
the convention. It is now believed 
that Columbiana would like to recede 
from that pledge and it, is thought the 
resolution was an effort to manipulate 
Jlontevallo in the interest of Colum- 
biana. 

As a substitute to Mayor Lyman's 
resolution, W. 15. Reynolds introduced 
the following : 

Be it resolved by the citizens of Mon- 
tevallo, That the constitutional conven- 
tion be memorialized to pass the ord- 
inance recently offered by Delegate 
Beavers and favorably reported by the 
committee on county boundaries," pro- 
viding for the formation of a new coun- 
ty of certain parts of Shelby and St. 
Clair counties. Be it further 

Resolved, That we hereby memorial- 
ize the convention to recede from its 
decision as to the minimum number of 
square miles to a county, and that the 
same be reduced to 400 square miles. 

This substitute was adopted and W. 
B. Reynolds and II. hi. W hi taker were 
appointed a committee to prepare the 
same and forward a copy to t he dele- 
gates from Shelby and Si . Olair coun- 
ties. 

The resolution asks merely that Col- 
umbiana be permitted to carry out Ihe 
pledges made to the people in the north 
end of the'eounty, i. e., to aid ihein in 
the tor mitt ion of a new county and 
which they a>e pledged in writing to do. 

Then if the convention will aid in 
calling an election lo permanently lo- 
cate the county seat of Shelby it will 
lie doing a great deal to seitle a ques- 
tion that has been a disturbing factor 
in in Shelby County for years. 

it was the concensus of opinion at 
the meeting that Montevallo had here- 
tofore, in its zeal for Columbiana, over- 
looked its own interests and that it 
was time to look a little closer to our 
welfare in the future, and upon that 
proposition the resolutions endorsing 
Mr. Beavers' aclion was adopted. It 
also developed in the meeting that 
Columbiana had pledged its support to 
the noi th end in an eflbrt to secure a 
new county if the north end would 
support Mr Beavers for delegate to tbe 
Constitutional Convention, and one 
gentleman present said that pledge had 
been made in writing. The north end 
supported M r. Beavers and it was onlv 
natural that, they would expect Colum- 
biana to keep its pledge to them. But 
they failed to do this. 

The convention, however, gives the 
north end of the county, consisiing of 
election precincts 8, 9, 10, ] I, 12, 13,;i4. 
IS, 10, 17, and 18, (a substitute ny M ■ , 
Beavers) the privilege of having a court 
hoU3e if the people declared in an 



election that t hey wanted it. Now it 
appears that Columbiana is fighting ihis 
proposition also. 

The Sentinel was opposed to the act 
of the legislature removing the county 
seat from Columbiana to Calera for the 
reason that the measure was unjust and 
unfair, and without the knowledge oi 
the people, ana the Constitutional con- 
vention very properly annulled the act. 
But if ihe people of Shelby count}' want 
lo vote on the location of its county seat 
The Sentinel is in favor of the pro- 
position, believing that it will forever 
settle a question that has been a bone 
of contention in this county for years. 

Some of our friends in Calera became 
very sore at 'Ihe Sentinel because it 
would not defend the court house re- 
I moval act. But we consider the 
manner in which that legislation 
was carried through as wrong and un- 
just for the reason that the people of the 
county had no voice in the matter, and j 
we believe the people will consider now I 
I that our course was the honest one. On 
the other hand Columbiana was pleased 
wilh the stand The Sentinel took in the 
mutter for the reason that it was their 
way of thinking, and because the act 
was a vicious one. We did what we 
thought was right, and shall do so if the 
location of the county seat ever comes 
to a vote of the people. 

In justice to M iyor Lyman we do not 
think he considered his resolution a 
play into the hands of Columbiana, but 
it was just the same, for it pitted the 
of the county 
against each other and Columbiana 
would get the benefit at the expense 'ol 
Ihe two seclions in strife. 

'f'he county seat matter will never be 
settled without, an election, and we 
believe the majority of the people in 
the county are in favor of such an ad- 
justment of the mudules Therefore give 
us the e'ection and the question be settl- 
ed for all time to come. If the election 
should be called The Sentinel will not 
be backward in giving its opinion as to 
tire best location

EMANATING FR OM THE CAPITAL CITY 

ltattleahip Wisconsin Ordered from 
Puget Sound to Paclffo Ocean to 
Protect American Interests — A 
New National Labor Order. 



Miss Ethel Reel, National Chairman 
of the Indian schools, has completed 
a uniform oourse of study for the In- 
dian sohools. The oourse treats of 
thirty-one subjects, designed to train 
the Indian to become supporting. 
Aside from the literary branches, it 
embraces a oourse in trades among 
which that of basketry, so natural to 
the redskin, has a plaoe. This course 
has been in preparation for three 
years, and embodies Miss Reel's ideas 
of the Indian and of the Indian school 
servioe gleaned from personal obser- 
vation in the field, together with the 
views of the various superintendents 
and Indian workers of the United 
States, many of whom have spent a 
soore of years in the work. This is 
the first course of study in book form 
and the most comprehensive ever in- 
troduced into the Indian sohools. 

Admiral Kempff has forwarded to 
the Navy department a thrilling of- 
ficial report of the biting off of the leg 
of Quartermaster S. Mackie, of the 
gunboat Annapolis by a mammoth sea 
monster. Mackie was in swimming at 
Iloilo and tried to touch bottom. One 
of the seamen says he hoard a gurgling 
sound beneath the water. A minute 
later Maokie appeared on the surface 
and shouted "shark." Maokie started 
to swim and although crippled reached 
the boat whioh took him aboard. Th« 
leg was bitten off below the knee, but 
the ship surgeon found it neoessary to 
amputate the member between the 
knee and hip. 

The Navy Department has repri- 
manded Rear Admiral Robley D. 
Evans, acting upon the complaint 
made by former Secretory of the Navy 
Chandler for criticisms of the latter in 
Admiral Evans' book, "A Sailor's 
Log." The letter of reprimand was 
sent to the Rear Admiral yesterdry. 
It refers to his act as reprehensi- 
ble and censures Admiral Evans for 
this "breaoh of the obligation imposed 
upon you as an officer of the navy of 
the United States." Ex-Senator 
Chandler has been furnished a copy of 
the reprimand. 

The Divison of the Insular Affairs 
of the War Department has prepared 
a statement of reoeipts at the several 
custom houses in Cuba. The state- 
ment shows that the total reoeipts from 
custom sources during the six months 
ended June 30, 1901, were 87,947,805. 
The collections at the port of Havana 
cover the greater portion of the re- 
oeipts and for the period named were 
$5,601,601, Cienfaegos comes next 
with $685,248, followed by Santiago 
with $550,289. 

United States Consul General Heze- 
kiah A. Gudger has publicly notified 
the Chinese that they are entitled to 
the protection of the United States 
consulate. He draws attention to the 
aots of violence committed against 
tham in the recent insurgent raid 
along the railroad line and expresses 
the hope that their rights as foreign- 
ers will be in future recognized and 
respeoted. 

A new national labor order, intend- 
ed to bring together all olasses of me- 
ohanios, helpers and laborers in the 
JJfvvy yards and arsenals throughout 
the oountry has been organized. The 
"Navy Yard Employes Protective As- 
ociation" is the name ohosen, but the 
word "Arsenal" will be added when 
the arsenal employes are taken in. W. 
A. Craig is president. 

The Navy Department has ordered 
the battleship Wisconsin from Puget 
Sound to the Paoifio ocean coast of 
Panama to proteot Amorican intersts 
there. 

The transport Rosans has been or- 
dered to sail from Seattle on Aug. 18. 
She will take recruits to South Alaska 
and bring back those there. 

THE remains of Baron von Kettler, 
the German minister at Pekin who 
was murdered during the early days of 
the Chinese troubles, have reached 
his native land. 

HEAVY gales off the Australian 
ooast during July destroyed five ves- 
sels and several lives were lost.

PURE FOOD 

LAW VIOLATED. 

Interesting; Facts Concerning; the Koastlng 
i't Coffee Brought Out by Scientific 
Experts — Presence of liacturia. 



Toledo, August 10th— The jury in 
Judge Meck's court in this city lias 
found James White, a local grocer, 
guilty of selling adulterated coffee. 
The prosecution was based on a pack- 
ago of Arlosa coffee. 

The State of Ohio, through the' Pure 
Food Oommlssion, prosecuted White. 
The case was on trial for nearly a 
month, and attracted national atten- 
tion. 

The manufacturers of Arlosa coffee 
conducted the defense for Grocer 
White. Attorneys of eminence 
were retained to defend him, 
but after a short consultation a verdict 
of guilty was returned by the jury. 
The State of Ohlq considers this a big 
victory. Pure Food Commissioner 
Blackburn has been waging a warfare 
on spurious food articles and the de- 
partment has been successful. 

The complaint 'of the State of Ohio 
was that Arlosa coffee was coated with 
a substance which concealed defects 
in the coffee and made It appear better 
than IUb. The State charged this coat- 
ing of glazing was a favorable medltfm 
fc^f tho propagation of bacteria. 

Prof. G. A. Kirchmaler, of this city, 
a well-known chemist, was the prin- 
cipal witness for the State. He tes- 
tified that he had made scientific ex- 
aminations of samples of Arlosa 
purchased from Grocer White In 
the open market, and found that 
each berry contained an average 
of 300 bacteria. Mr. KIrchmaier 
further testified that other cof- 
fees he examined contained few bac- 
teria or none at all. He declared that 
the glazed coffee was not a wholesome 
food product. 

Chemist Schmidt, of Cincinnati, cor- 
roborated tho testimony of Prof. 
KIrchmaier. The State did not present 
further testimony. 

The defense secured Some of 
the most eminent chemists and 
scientists la the United States 
to give testimony in their behalf. Prof. 
H. W. Wiley, of the United States 
Agricultural Department; Prof. 
Vaughn, of Ann Arbor University; 
Profs. Bleile and Webber, of the Ohio 
State University, were called to de- 
fend Arlosa. Dr. Wiley made a care- 
ful examination of the method of man- 
ufacturing. He told of the 19,- 
000,000 eggs used yearly in the prepar- 
ation of this glazing. On this point, 
in cross-examination, the State's at- 
torney deftly drew from him the In- 
formation that these eggs might be 
kept In cold storage for a year or two 
at a time. 

The experts who heard Dr. Wiley's 
testimony were pleased to listen 
to so famous a chemist The 
doctor at one point in his testimony 
explained very clearly how it is that 
the egg put into the coffee pot by 
the housewife settles the coffee. He 
said that the heat coagulates the egg, 
and as it sinks to the bottom of the 
pot it carries the fine particles of 
coffee with It, and thus clarifies the 
drink. It is the act of coagulation in 
the coffee pot that does the work. 
Later on in his cross examination, he 
admitted that when the egg was 
put on Arlosa coffee at the factory it 
became coagulated, and as egg cannot 
be coagulated but once, that the coat- 
ing on coffee was practically no value, 
as a "settler" when it reached thg 
coffee pot. 

Professor Wiley acknowledged that 
the glazing might be a favorable 
medium for the propagation of bac- 
teria, although he would not testify 
positively either way because he was 
not a bacteriologist 

Professor Vaughn, of Ann Arbor, 
also a witness for the defense, said 
ha found bacteria on Ariosa coffee. 

Professor Bleile, another Witness for 
the defense, testified he found anj 
number of lively bacteria on Arlosa 
coffee he examined, and agreed that 
glazed coffee surely was a more favor, 
able medium for the propagation of 
bacteria than unjjlazcd coffee. 

Pure Food Commissioner Blackburn 
says: "The State is very much elated 
over its victory. We are now consider- 
ing the advisability of Informing every 
grocer in the State of Ohio that It is 
on infraction of the laws to sell 
Ariosa, and at the same time give 
warning to consumers that the coffee 
is an adulterated food article." 

Tho verdict of the Jury In thfs case 
is of national importance because a 
great many other States have pure 
food laws like that of Ohio, and it 
is natural to suppose that similar ac- 
tion will be taken by other Pure Food 
Commissioners to prevent the sale of 
glazed coffees. 



Snakes Sold by the Found. 

Snakes can now be bought by the 
pound in Klamath, Ore., where there 
Is quite an extensive industry. 

Children gather their aprons full of 
snakes a3 they would of wild flowers, 
and little boys gather them In their 
pockets for pets. The price paid is 25 
cents per pound and a ready market is 
found for them in Minnesota. The 
species is of a dark color and when 
full grown is about three feet long. 
So great is the supply that tons of the 
reptiles could be shipped annually if 
there were orders for them. The 
snakes are used for medicinal pur- 
poses, as a superior quality of oil can 
be manufactured from the variety 
found at Klamath Fall s. 

Consul-General Mason reports from 
Berlin that Germany's imports of 
American machinery and tools last 
year aggregated 4757 tons, against 588 
ton3 from Great Britain and 888 tons 
from France. The German people also 
bought 20,249 tons of agricultural ma- 
chinery and Implements "made in the 
United States." 



"The manufacture of pens In the 
United States is confined to only four 
companies, although one might sup- 
pose there were many more," said a 
Connecticut man who is engaged In 
that line of work, the other day. "That 
does not include the making of gold 
pens, which is a separate industry, 
but pens of steel, brass and German 
silver. The steel for these pens is 
brought chiefly from Sheffield, Eng., 
as is the best blade steel. Many ex- 
periments have been made with steel 
manufactured over here, but it never 
has sufficiently stood the test. The Im- 
ported product comes in sheets about 
three or four inches wide and from 
Bixteen to twenty feet long Tho im- 
pression would be that such little ar- 
ticles so universally used as pens 
would bo entirely machine made. Not 
so. From the moment the sheet steel 
is started on its way into pens till 
the fluished goods are boxed and label- 
ed it is handled by employes seventeen 
different times. The points, even; 
have to be ground twice — ground and 
cross-ground, as we style it in the 
factories.*' 

An Expensive Joke. 

Twelve New Yorkers recently learn- 
ed that it is not always well to spring 
a joke on a Supreme Court justice.

Sixty-ninth Day.

A Short Session— Shelby Court House 
I *Matter Stands— Two Articles 
Adopted— The Shot iff* 



Eighty seven was the attendance 
this morning and this afternoon the 
figures were reversed. The morning 
session lasted only an hour and most 
•of this time was consumed in an effort 
•to rescind the action of Saturday in 
reference to the new court house au- 
thorized in Shelby county. The con- 
vention refused to rescind. 

At the afternoon session the taxation 
and judiciary nrticles were read a 
ithird time and adopted.' 

The convention then took up the re- 
port of the committee on impeach- 
ments. The principal change in this 
is an amendment allowing sheriffs to 
succeed themselves provided they can 
serve only two terms. 



Seventieth Day. 

A of ltcc:)ii8iderations— Solicitors 
• and Sheriff-,— Parliamentary 
Prac Ice Galore. 



No quorum was present this morn- 
ing at roll call but before arrests were 
effected a sufficient number arrived 
for business: 111 were in their seats 
in the afternoon. 

The convention accomplished 
practically nothing in the way of con- 
stitution making, most of its time 
ibeing taken up with reconsiderations. 

The frends of the solicitors succeed- 
ed, by a vote of 54 to 51), in having 
the final vote adopting the article on 
judiciary reconsidered. This was the 
fifth attempt made to reconsider the 
action of the convention in substitut- 
ing county solicitors elected by the 
people for the circuit folicitors elected 
by the legislature. The entire article 
was laid on the table. 

The friends of the sheriffs sought to 
have the sheriff impeachment proceed- 
ings question reconsidered, but final 
action was displaced by the solicitor 
question, which had been made a spe- 
cial order of business. 



Seventy-first Day. 

School Tax Question— Sheriff Matter— 
Fivo Articles Ailop ed-Edu- 
cation Matter Up. 



One hundred and ten and 92 was 
the attendance today. Most of the 
morning session was spent in recon- 
sidering the sheriff legislation. It had 
adopted an ordinance allowing the 
sheriff! two terms and providing that 
the supreme court should try them 
when impeached and that pending the 
Impeachmentproceedings the governor 
could remove them from offioe. It 
changed all this today and left the 
law as it stands except that the sher- 
iffs when impeached shall be tried by 
the supreme court instead of the 
circuit court in their county. 

The articles on amending the con- 
stitution, miscellaneous provisions, 
representations, exemptions and mu- 
nicipal corporations were adopted. 

The committee roport on education 
then came up. The principal change 
recommended is to substitute a three- 
mill constitutional tt,x for common 
schools instead of relying on a legis- 
lative appropriation. The seotion, as 
reported, with slight amendments, was 
adopted. It gives the fchools a con- 
stitutional tux, which the legislature 
cannot reduce. 



Seventy-third Day. 

Quorum Hard to Gather— Solicitor 
Matter Settled— School and 
Universiiy Iiegislation. 

Roll call this morning failed to 
show a quorum but the sergeant-at- 
arius secured one. Several new 
measures were introduced, one by 
Mr. Cafer, requiring a half million 
dollars set apart yearly for paying the 
state's bonded irdebtedness. 

A special order for Tuesday was 
made the consideration of Mr. Watts' 
ordinance to prohibit the negro from 
holding offioe. The article on judici- 
ary was taken from tho table and a 
substitute by Judge Coleman to seo- 
tion 28 of the article was read. It 
provides that a solicitor for each 
judicial circuit, who resides in the 
circuit, shall be elected by the qual 
ified electors of the circuit for a term 
of four years, and who shall not re- 
ceive any salary beyond that fixed by 
law, and provided further that the 
legislature may provide by law for 
the appointment or election of any 
county solicitor. The substitute was 
adopted. 

One hundred and three delegates 
were present in the afternoon. The 
article on impeachments was reported 
engrossed and was adopted. The 
Mobile school ayslem was considered 
1 'lie section of tho article on edu- 
' »>ng to it was adopted; It 



was decided to pay $36,000" per an- 
num as Interest on the university fund 
and authorize the legislature at any 
time to abolish the military feature. 



Seventy-fourth Day. 



A White Militia Report Adopted 
With Only One Change— Last 
Article Under Discussion, 



The attendance today was 106 and 
86. The St. Clair county courthouse 
matter went to third reading and was 
adopted. Mr. Murphree, of Pike, by 
oonsent, introduced an ordinance to 
direct the legislature to appropriate 
for the Confederate soldiers such 
amounts as they may see fit, and that 
suoh appropriation shall take pre- 
cedence of all others. 

The convention adopted the report 
of the committee on militia. The 
only change recommended from the 
present law was to confine the militia 
to white citizens. After much debate 
this question was left to the legis- 
lature. 

The report of the committee on 
corporations was then taken up and 
several sections adopted. This is the 
last article remaining to be adopted. 
It will be completed Monday, when 
the convention will have to adjourn a 
few days to await the report of the 
committee on harmony. 



NOT GUILTY. 

W. F. Brown was acquitted at 
Huntsville last week of the charge of 
murder. Brown killed Will Mason, a 
painter, last October. The trial was 
in progress somo days and the court 
room was crowded at every session. 
The defendnat proved that Mason was 
advancing upon him with a spade when 
shot. The jury was out less than hali 
an hour, and when the verdict w» 
read the crGwd cheered. 

EEV. A. J. LAMAB, pastor of the 
Court Street Methodist Church in 
Montgomery, lias left for London, En- 
gland, to attend the Ecumenical Con- 
ference, he being a representative of 
the Alabama Conference of the M. E. 
church to that body. 

GEN. PLAZA, has just been elected 
president Ecuador by a plurality of 
65,000 votes, and will assume office 
August 31. 

The navy department received Tues- 
day a dispatch announcing the death 
of Commander Frederick M. Wise at 
the naval hospital in Yokohoma, Ja- 
pan. He had been ill for some time. 
Commander Wise was formerly in 
charge of the Monocacy at Manila. 
Ho was appointed to the navy from 
Maryland, and entered the service in 
1862.

FATAL MINE DISASTER 

A BOLD ROBBERY OF Sr.- NISH 
FORTIFICATIONS. 

HOY RESCUES 'iFsfflGE INDIANS 

Trolley Accident — L. & N. Vice-Pres- 
ident Dead — War in South Amer- 
ica — Dead in his Garden — 
Lawyer Ki'ls Himself. 

SEVERAL DROWNED. 
The steamer Islander, the crack 
passenger steamer of the Alaska 
route, struck an iceberg off Douglus 
Island at 2 o'clock on the morning of 
Thursday last and went to pieces, 
carrying down from sixty-five to 
eighty souls, including passengers 
and members of the crew. Some of 
the survivors were rescued by the 
steamer Queen. They report that as 
the vessel went down her boiler ex- 
ploded, causing the death of many 
who might otherwise have escaped. 
Captain Foote was on the bridge when 
the vessel struck and stayed there and 
went down with his steamer. There 
was |275,000 in gold on the steamer, 
$100,000 of which was carried by pas- 
sengers. H. H. Hart, who has spent 
sixteen years in the Klondike, lost 
035,000 in dust. Some say that 
Captain Foote reached a raft, but 
when he saw the extent of the dis- 
aster jumped overboard. It is im- 
possible to give an exact list of those 
lost, but 113 were saved. 



STOLE THE CANNON. 
Several days ago it was discoversd 
that the two modern six inch Spanish 
guns comprising the Punta Goida 
battery, which commands the en- 
trance to the harbor of Santiago, were 
missing. This battery and the guns 
of the Sacopia battery were the only 
modern cannon employed by tho 
Spanish against the United States 
warships, with the exception of those 
landed from the Spanish cruisers. 
The harbor police discovered tho guns 
had been carried to a forest on the 
other side of the bay and been broken 
by explosives, ready for shipment as 
old metal. Several Spanish ships 
have been searched by the police, 
who had expeoted to discover that the 
guns had been shipped by the Span- 
iards to Spain. The sentries guarding 
them were removed six months ago. 
It was considered impossible to carry 
off the guns, and there was no fear of 
malioious destruction. The thieves 
ar« in jail. 



FURNACE FATALITY. 
An explosion of ten tons of molten 
metal in the blast furnace department 
at the Ohio plant of the National Steel 
Company at Youngstown, Ohio, re- 
sulted in the death of three workmen 
and in the injury of eleven others. 
Two are in a dying condition and at 
least six others of the injured are not 
expected to survive. The accident 
was the result of the machinery which 
controlled the ladel containing the 
molten mass breaking and letting the 
metal drop into a vat containing wa- 
ter. 



ESCAPED TORTURE. 
Juan Robles, a Mexican boy, 1(5 
years old, was saved from a horrible 
futo Sunday by u posse which went to 
a settlement of Yaqui Indians, where 
the boy was about to be put to death by 
torture for having killed an Indian and 
beaten a squaw. The boy was fouud 
unconscious from pain, with his hands 
and feet bound tightly with cords.

SWINDLING SCHEME. 
The details of au alleged attempt to 
swindle banks on a large scale by 
means of fraudulent corporations and 
fictitious note» is told in a petition 
filed in the circuit court at Towson 
for a receiver for the Manor Lum 
ber Company of that town. The 
amount involved, aocording to the 
petition, is over $1,000,000, and 
it is asserted that the scheme 
has been at least partially successful, 
Benjamin W. Cross, of Cincinnati, is 
the plaintiff, and, aosording to the 
story told by him, he was induced to 
accept certificates of stock in the 
Manor oompany by Charles E. Cork- 
ran, originator and promoter of the 
scheme, which stock he subsequently 
transferred back to Corkran. Cross 
has learned sinoo, he says, that the 
company was not incorporated for the 
purpose of doing a legitimate business, 
but formed by Mr. Ccrkran as part of 
a scheme for swindling, oovering 
territory from Boston on the north to 
Chicago on the west and Nashville on 
the south. 



VENEZUELA-COLUMBIA. 

A dispatch is received from the con- 
sul at Blaracaibo reporting that Dr. 
RaDgel Garbias, of Columbia, has in- 
vaded Venezuela with 4,000 men from 
the frontier of Cucutia. 

A fight took place at Encoutrados 
and the invaders were obliged to re- 
tire. The invaders took two steamers 
to come to Maracaibo, but the boais 
were recaptured by the Venezuelan 
troops. 

The Venezuelan government has is- 
sued two decrees. One suspends the 
constitutional rights of the state of 
Zulia; the seoond extends the decree 
to the states of Tachria, Merida, Tru- 
jillo and Maracaiba. 



MURDER AND CAPTURE.

Sparta, Ga., Thursday night one man 
wa skilled and two severely wounded.

KILLED WHILE HUNTING. 
Early last week Will, the 9-year-old 
Bon of Wiley Frazier, of Dodd Ford, 
ten miles from Birmingham, acci- 
dently shot and killed himself. His 
left aide was filled with a load of shot. 
Coroner Paris was oalled to the scene 
of the accident and a thorough investi- 
gation was made. Ho stated that the 
boy had been hunting and had 
stopped near a log. In placing his 
gun on the log the hammer was hit in 
some manner aud as a result the ex- 
plosion occurred. A number of work- 
men iu a field near where the body 
was found, among them an older 
brother of tho boy, heard a loud cry, 
followed by the roport of a gun. They 
ran towards the place from which the 
report had sounded and found ycung 
Frazier lying in a pool of blood with 
his gun near by. At the time he was 
unconscious and shortly afterwards 
died. 



GREAT GULF STORM. 
The gulf coast from Pensacola to 
New Orleans Buffered last week from 
the worst storm in several years. 
All communication was cut off for a 
couple of days from Mobile, bridges, 
railroad track, e ; c , were washed 
away and shipping suffered consider- 
ably, The full facts are not yet 
known but so far no deaths are re- 
ported. A tug has been sent into 
Mississippi Sound to report on condi- 
tions among tho small islands there. 
The coast rescrts Fuffered badly. 
Whatfs in Pensacola and Mobile bays 
were damaged aud washed away, the 
Point Clear Hotel lost its bath houses, 
the famous shell-rood from Mobile 
seven miles down the bay shore is 
ruined, and pleasure crafts were 
washed awny in numbers. It will 
take several months' hard work to re- 
store things to their former condi- 
tions.

Ihe 
elecion will be held at the same time 
and in case of the promotion of Mnjor 
May there will be still another va- 
canoy.

Admiral Schley has arrived in 
Washington and will remain until the 
court of ii quiry meets on September 
12th, preparing his case. He declined 
to talk about the case, considering 
that the order of Secretary Long pro- 
hibiting officers of the navy discussing 
any phase of it applies to him as to 
others, and he is obeying it literally. 
He has had his first consultation with 
his counsel, Judge Jere Wilson, of 
this city; former Representative Ray- 
nor, of Baltimore, and Captain James 
Parker, of New Jersey. Admiral 
Schley will go over everything relat- 
ting to the matter with his counsel 
and place them in possession of every 
fact pertinent to a thorough under- 
standing of tie events of the cam- 
paign which are in controversy. 

Both civil and military officials are 
gratified at the progress now being 
made by the Philippine commission. 
Everywhere throughout the north of 
the island the * commissioners find 
things ready for civil government, and 
General Chaffee has received none but 
satisfactory news from other districts 
telling uniformly of captures or sur- 
renders. Many rifles have recently 
been obtained and large quantities of 
supplies secured. Representive Julius 
Kihn, of California, who is in Manila, 
says the great needs of the Philippines 
are a fast line of steamers to carry tho 
mails and to keep the people in touch 
with current events, electric cars and 
the removal of Nipa houses from 
Manila, these to be replaced by villas. 

Pension Commiiss'oner Evans haa 
prepared a statement showing the op- 
erations in principal features of the 
pension bureau during the last fiscal 
year as compared with former years. 
It shows that the number of pension- 
ers on the rolls June 30 last was 997,- 
735, a net gain of 4,200 over last year. 
The total ret loss to the roll during 
the year was 43,580. There were 45,- 
860 claimants for pensions during tho 
yeur. The pension rolls still oontaiu 
the names of one survivor and 1,527 
widows on the account of the war of 
1812; 108G survivors and 2439 widows 
on account of Indian wars, and 7568 
survivors and 8109 widows on account 
of the Mexican war. 

It is authoritatively stated at the 
navy deportment this afternoon that 
Admiral Sampson would be summoned 
to testify before the Schley court of 
inquiry. This announcement was 
made to set at rest rumors to the con- 
trary. Sampson's friends have tried 
to save him from the ordeal of cro^ 
examination ut the haudi of Schley's 
cjunsel and their efforts gave promise 
of suecesp. It seems, howev r, that 
the department is de errained to give 
Admiral Sohley every opportunity for 
the most thorough investigation of his 
conduct dining the West Indian cam- 
paign, which would not be pospiblo 
without Admiral Sampson's personal 
testimony. 

The cruiser, Ranger, has been or- 
dered from San Diego, Cul., to the 
isthmus of Panama. The Philadel- 
phia, just from Samoa, is in dock at 
San Francisco preparing for possible 
service there also. 

A new ruling by the weather bureau 
states that in cities of over 5,000 in- 
habitants weather signals will not be 
displayed except warning fligs. 

The first triple launching of naval 
vessels in the United States took 
plaoe at Sparrow's Point last Wednes- 
day when the thirty-two knot torpedo 
boat destroyers Truxton, Whipple 
and Worden glided from the ways in 
quick succession into the Patapsco. 
Iostead of the old time tawing of 
chucks to release the boats they were 
luunched by a newly devised appa- 
ratus, In which the pressure of an 
electric button caused a powerful 
magnet to draw the steel wedges from 
under the boats' bows, and down tho 
ways they glided .

BUTLER COUJMTY AGAIN. 

The Montgomery Journal of the 15th, 
takes The .Sentinel to task for saying 
something of the deplorable conditions 
in Butler countv in the prosecution of 
unfortunates who ride the railroads. 
The Journal says : 

The Shelby Sentinel, an honest and 
well meaning paper, has this to say 
about the recent "sensation" concern- 
ing the Butler oouuty arrests, that ap- 
peared in some of the newspapers — 
newspipers seeking notoriety rather 
than justice and a faithful execution of 
the laws. 

Then follows the editorial from The 
Sentinel of the 8th. Continuing, the 
Journal says further: 

Like many good people and well 
meaning newspapers, having eoiifi ieuce 
in what they see in leading ne« spapers 
The Sentinel naturally falls into the er- 
ror of believing that the sheriff of But- 
ler, and "the contemptible deputy sher- 
iff" have been guilty of some awful 
crime. The Sentinel would not willing- 
ly do the sheriff or "the contemptible 
deputy" an injustice. The Journal is 
quite sure of that. There are many 
other papers t»iat have fallen into like 
error concerning 1 be situation in Butler. 

The Journal then goes on to say tliat 
the poor devils who were sent to tin- 
coal mines from Butler, worked ''the 
sympathetic racket" upon the Governor 
and were pardoned. The Sentinel 
would knowingly do no man an injus- 
tice, but when three successive Govern- 
ors issue pardons by the wholesale 
for men convicted for unlawfully tiding 
trains, ninety-five per cent of whom 
are from one county, would the Journal 
have us believe that sympathy alone 
caused the pardons to be issued ? If 
it is true it's a sorry reflection upon at 
least three chief executives of Alabama 
No, sir. Governors Johnston, Samford 
and Jelks each knew a wrong and in- 
justice had been done in the prosecu- 
tion and conviction of those men, and 
this coupled with a sy inpathy for the 
oppressed and persecuted The Sentinel 
believes is the true reason for issuing 
those pardons. 

Will the Journal tell us if it is not 
true that Storey, the deputy sheriff who 
makes all these arrests, is paid a f«# 
for every arrest , both as an odicer ami 
witness, and that his powers as deputy 
sheriff extend only to arresting men 
who ride upon tho railroads in that 
county without ticket or fare? if this 
be true, Storey is permitted, within the 
pale of the law, to tralllc in ljuinuu 



flesh, and from all reports and from the 
number of pardons issued by Governor 
SaiufordJ and Governor Jelks it would 
seem that Storey has quite a paying in- 
dustry, though a shameful one. 

The Sentinel is as firm a believer in 
the execution of law as our esteemed 
contemporary, the Journal, but we do 
not believe in a modern Shvlock. wit h 
the only difference from his Hebrew 
predecessor that he sells instead of de- 
manding his pound of flesh, being per- 
mitted to ply such an avocation. 

The Journal knows, or ought to, that 
one of those unfortunates stated that a 
train man invited him to ride and was 
afterwards turned over to Storey. 

It the law forbidding the unlawful ri- 
ding ot trains in Alabama is so drastic, 
why is it that in no other county in the 
state is there such a vigorous prosecu- 
i ion as in Butler? There is a vast dif- 
ference between prosecution and perse- 
cution. ' 

Take away the fee given the deputy 
lor each arrest and The Sentinel ven- 
tures the assertion that he will not 
hang about the station and railroad 
yards ready to pounce upon every poor 
unfortunate who surreptitiously takes a 
railroad ride. 

If Storey is so intensely interested in 
seeing the laws of Alabama upheld, 
and .at the same time credit to himself, 
let him get after those men who in vio- 
lation of law carry a pistol. Scarcely a 
day passes in Alabama but that a triv- 
ial quarrel between men ends with a 
pistol shot, a life is snuffed out, a 
home is wrapped in gloom and its in- 
mates bowed (low. in sorrow an 1 their 
hearts bursting with grief. All because 
some man. and tnere are hundreds do- 
ing the same thing, carried a pistol in 
direct violation of law. Prosecute this 
kind of law-breakers, offendors who are 
a menace to human life, but for the 
good name of Alabama stop the traffic 
in human flesh down in Bntler. 

We hope and believe that Governor 
Jelks will pardon every man who is 
sentenced to the coal mines from But- 
ler county through the agency of the 
man Storey. If this is done there will 
be no revenue corning from the mines 
to Butler, and then the people of the 
county will have the costs to pay, anil 
they will call a halt. 

We do not question the sincerity of 
the Journal in defending Storey, but we 
do think it is displaying its zeal in a 
darn poor cause. 

The Greenville Living Truth lets the 
cat out of the bag when it says 'the 
action of the Governor in issuing these 
pardons rabs the sheriff of his fees."

FAMILY ALMOST ANIHILATED. 

A naphtha launch exploded on the 
Hudson river, a mile and a half below 
Albany Sunday night, killing Mrs. 
Alexander and her little daughter, and 
burning Wilbur Alexander and his son 
in a horrible manner. The son, 12 
years old, carried a lantern past the 
tank containing the naphtha and an 
explosion occurred, scattering the 
fluid in every direction and setting 
fire to the launch. Mrs. Alexander 
find her daughter were near the tank 
and their bodies were oompletely cov- 
ered with the burning oil. The son 
jumped into the water when the ex- 
plosion took place.

The storm, 
according to the weather officials, was 
the heaviest that has swept over Cleve- 
land since the establishment of the 
government bureau more than forty 
years ago. That no lives were lost is 
nothing short of a miracle, as stories 
of thrilling escapes on the principal 
residence streets are told. The waters 
spread over an area eight miles long and 
a mile and a half wide, and varying in 
depth from one to six feet. Residences 
were inundated and fell like buildings 
of oards. Eowboats plied back and 
forth assisting whole families from 
perilous positions, and it was found 
neccessary to call on the life saving 
crew from the river, seven miles away. 
The damage will aggregate $1,000,000. 
The damage to the railways cannot 
even be estimated until the large force 
of traok hands sent out on emergenoy 
calls ean be heard from. The precip- 
itation was 4.28 inches. 



TERRIBLE WRECK. 
About 8:30 p. m. August 30, at Es- 
sex, Montana, eighteen oars broke 
from the rear of a frieght train and 
ran down hill, sixteen miles to Nyock 
where it overtook a passenger train. 
In the collision P. T. Downs, Assist- 
ant General Superintendent his son, 
Kirk T. Downs, his cook, Henry 
Blair, and about twenty-five laborers 
were killed. None of the regular 
passengers on the train were injuried. 
The wreck took fire and the remains 
of all except five of those killed were 
burned. Twelve laborers and a 
brakeman were injured, and ten cars 
of freight caught fire. 



DR. F REDERICK H. KNIGHT, of 
Boston, has been elected president of 
the New Orleans University. Dr. 
Knight has been pastor of St. John's 
Church, of Boston, for the past eight 
years. He will enter upon his new 
duties at the opening of the school this 
year. 

A BIG BET. 
What is said to be the greatest wa- 
ger in the history of the sporting 
world is arranged upon the interna- 
tional yacht races. Twenty English 
and American capitalists are interested 
in a venture which involves nearly a 
half million dollars. W. F. Mustin, 
president of the Pittsburg Stock Ex- 
change, representing ten wealthy resi- 
dents of that city, gave assurances to 
Walter J. Kingsley that the $150,000 
which he brought from an English 
syndicate of prominent men to be 
placed upon the Shamrock would be 
covered at odds of 5 to 3. 



A BIG MORTGAGE. 
The filing of a mortgage for $7,500- 
000 by the Bethlehem Steel Company, 
stating that securities deposited in- 
cluded 5555 acres of land on the Hack- 
ensack meadows, brings to light a 
very important feature of the Anglo- 
American steel deal in process of 
formulation. Extensive improve- 
ments are in contemplation in that 
district, and it is said to be the inten- 
tion of this company to build another 
large steel plant to be used chiefly for 
the making of armor plate for war- 
ships. Where the plant will be located 
is impossible to state, but it will pre- 
sumably be somewhere within easy 
reach of the mining regions. In ad- 
dition to this armor plant possibly in 
Pennsylvania, it is understood that a 
great shipbuilding plant will be locat- 
ed in the Hackensack meadows. 



DOWIE AFTER LAND. 
It is stated on what seems to be re- 
liable authority that John Alexander 
Dowie has made an offer to the Win- 
throp Harbor and Dock Company for 
the purchase of all the holdings of the 
company. The Winthrop Harbor 
Company owns thousands of acres of 
land and has a lake frontage of two 
miles. The price demanded, about 
$2,000,000, is said to have been offer- 
ed by Dowie. The tract of land ad- 
joins Dowie's Zion city. The princi- 
pal portion of the land is taken up by 
the village of Winthrop Harbor, which 
is the property of the company. 



FALLING BUILDING KILLS TWO 
A two-story brick building occupied 
as a business house and residence, 
collapsed without warning at Ruther- 
ford, Tenn., Saturday, fatally injur- 
ing Roy Townsend and Kerr Alexan- 
der. Five others were injured, but 
none seriously. Grading and exca- 
vating a lot next to the place caused 
)he crash. 



EX-OFFICER ARRESTED. 
Former Auditor James H. Burns 
of St. Paul, Minn., has been arrested 
on a charge of grand larceny pre- 
ferred by County Treasurer Metzdorff. 
The arrest was made in connection 
with the alleged recently discovered 
tux certificate frauds, by which the 
county is believed to have lost large 
sums. 



FIRST SINCE JUNE. 
A good rain fell in Waco, Texas, 
Friday afternoon, the first since ue

WANTS RE-ELECTION. 
Hon. John W. Abercrombie, state 
superintendent of education, willstaud 
for re-election. In an interview he 
said: "I have conoluded to be a can- 
didate for re-election. I am perfeotly 
aware of the strength of the party 
custom which accords to state officers 
two terms and no more, and I have 
not decided on asking for a third term 
without careful consideration and tak- 
ing the advice of my friends. I can 
not mistake or ignore the most unani- 
mous wish of the educators of the state 
that there shall be no change in the ad- 
ministration of the office at this period 
and stage of our educational develop- 
ment. I am running on my record 
and appeal only to that " Mr. Aber- 
crombie is yet a young man. During 
his two terms the state appropriation 
for schools has been increased $ 100,- 
000 per annum and the sjstem of ex- 
amining teachers iuaugurated. His 
office is not without a third term pre- 
cedent, Major Palmer having held the 
office six years, from 1884 to 1890. 
Mr. Abercrombie is yet without oppo- 
sition, though Colonel Thomas L. 
Bulger, of Tallapoosa, being the only 
one spoken of. J. B. Graham, of 
Talladega, will support Abercrombie. 



THE ELMORE LYNCHERS. 
A few weeks ago Robert White, a 
negro, was taken from the officers and 
lynched in Elmore county. The gov- 
ernor started an investigation, ten 
men were arrested and three of them 
have been tried. Convictions have 
resulted in every case. George How- 
ard, the first ono tried and a promi- 
nent citizen, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment and John Strength and 
Martin Fuller to ten years each. John 
Thomas, the white man ■ with whom 
rlobert VVhite, and his brother, Wins- 
toD, had the difficulty, which resulted 
in the lynching of Robert, is now on 
trial. The defense made a strenuous 
effort for a continuance, the main 
contention being the absence of wit- 
nesses, two of whom are alleged to 
have left the county under indict- 
ments charging them with complicity 
in the lynching. Judge Denraon decid- 
ed that the case will be heard at once. 
Every step is being bitterly contested, 
and the trial may consume several 
days. 



PREMATURE EXPLOSION. 
A serious accident befell the eix- 
year-old son of Alderman J. C. Wnl- 
drop Friday. His father had taken 
homo a dynamite cap and the little 
fellow got hold of it, and applied a 
match, intending to throw it down as 
he would a cracker, but it exploded 
in his hand with diastrous results. 
A portion of the thumb and forefinger 
of his left hand are gone. Portions of 
the cap struck the boy in the face, 
cutting it b^dly. He suffered consid- 
erably from the shock and loss of 
blood.

Coal, Iron andR. R. Co. Several weeks 
ago the railway oompany deoided to 
lay double tracks to Ensley; work was 
bugun on the line, but before track 
was laid a dispute arose with the Ten- 
nessee Company relative to the owner- 
ship of the right of way. Pending a 
settlement of this question the work 
stopped. The road was built by the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company during the night, but with- 
out the permission or knowledge of 
the street railway company. 



$15,000 FOR $20. 
A unique damage suit has been filed 
in the Hinds county circuit court by 
Messrs. Sterling and Harris repre- 
senting the Biedenharm Brokerage Co. 
The action claims damages from the 
Merchants' Bank, a local institution, 
in the sum of $15,000 for refusal to 
cash a $20 check presented at the 
cashier's window for payment.

Money to Move Cotton — Sueing the 
Boston Banks — New Mexieo for 
Roosevelt for President in 
1904— the British Cable. 



Acting under instructions from the 
Treasury department. Assistant Unit- 
ed States District Attorney John H 
Sasey brought suit in the United 
3tates Circuit Court against six na- 
tional banks of Boston, Mass., to re- 
aover on pension checks taken by 
them for collection. The sums for 
which the banks are sued range from 
$7,000 down, a sliding scale. The 
allegation is that the banks have paid 
fraudulent pension vouchers after 
having drawn upon the sub-treasury 
in Boston for the amount. The suits 
are the outcome of the arrest and con- 
viotion of W. A. Munson, who died 
recently in the Rhode Island state 
prison. Munson was sentenced to ten 
years for unlawfully making false cer- 
tificates on pension vouchers and for 
fraudulent endorsements. As the 
collections were made through Boston 
banks the United States government 
decided to bring suit against them for 
the recovery of the full amount. 

The shipments of money from the 
treasury to the South and West foi 
the movement of crops have been 
much heavier this season than evei 
before. At the close of August, 1899. 
there had been transferred to the sub- 
treasuries at Chicago, New Orleans 
and St. Louis the sum of $2,118,500. 
At the close of the same month in 190C 
the total was $3,400,000, and at the 
close Jaat month the total was $7,950,' 
000, of which New Orleans has receiv 
ed $2,525,000, The currenoy is ship 
ped as a rule one-fourth in silver cer 
tificutes up to $5, one-fourth in Uui 
ted States notes of the denomination 
of $10 and the remaindor in gold cer 
tificates. Gold coin is not in demand 
for crop moving purposes. 

An interesting report, showing the 
work on the British-Pacific cable — tc 
be the longest one ever laid — has been 
received at the State Department from 
Consular Agent Robinson at Norfolt 
Island. The report states that on the 
passage across to Norfolk Island from 
Brisbane, A.ustralia, soundings were 
taken every ten miles. The greatest 
depth obtained was 2800 fathoms and 
and the most shallow 237 fathoms. It 
has been decided to land the cable at 
Anzon Bay on the west side of Nor 
folk Island. 

Gov. Otero, of New Mexioo, saye 
the territory over which he is tho head 
is enthusiastic in its support of Vice- 
President Roosevelt for the presidency 
in 1904. In the opinion of Governor 
Otero, Vice President Roosevelt, even 
at this early date, can feel reasonably 
sure that the united votes of the New 
Mexico delegation will be given to him 
when his name comes up in the next 
republican convention. 

The comparative statement of tho 
government's receipts and expend! 
tures during the month of August 
shows the total receipts from all sources 
to have been $45,394,125 and the 
expenditures $39,351,497, leaving 
surplus for the month of $0,042,628 as 
against August, 1900, of $6,582,000, 

Brig. Gen. William Ludlow, U. S. 
A,, died at Convent, N. J., of con 
Bumption Friday. His illness was firs 
noticed on his arrival in the Phillip ■ 
pines, in May last. He was at once 
sent home in the hope that the Amer- 
ican climate would restore him, and 
went at once to Convent.

It Is stated that by the discovery of 
a new process at Northwich, England, 
by Dr. Ludwig Mond, fuel gas can be 
made for four cents per 1000 cubic 
feet. 

While a freezing temperature will 
kill nearly every kind of good seed, 
yet weeds seem to thrive In spite of 
all cold conditions. An experiment 
by means of liquid air has shown 
that weed seeds exposed to a tempera- 
ture of 150 degrees below zero upon 
being thawed out and planted pro- 
duced good (or rather injurious) plants. 

Our Consul at Frankfort, Germany, 
reports a new bronzing liquid which 
Is made as follows: Ten parts of ani- 
line red and five parts of aniline pur- 
ple are dissolved by means of a gentle 
heat in 100 parts of alcohol. Five 
parts of benzoic are then added, and 
the mixture Is boiled from live to ten 
minutes. The bronze is said to be es- 
pecially adapted for bronzing wood or 
paper. 

Instead of running new and repaired 
locomotives for trial it is proposedto 
place them on a series of friction 
wheels, or rollers, which, when put iu 
motion, will operate an air-compress- 
ing plant to provide power ior the 
shop tools. This suggestion is madd 
on the basis of the actual use of an 
old locomotive for this purpose, noted 
in the Locomotive Magazine. One cyl- 
inder, seventeen by twenty-four 
inches, drives the main axle and 
through this the shop shafting, while* 
the other cylinder Is fitted up to dot 
duty as an air pump. 

A new process now used in Germany, 
of imitating wood carvings, etc., inf 
plaster, bronze and other materials. 
Is said to supersede the old way of! 
painting and lacquering, iu so far an 
k reproduces perfectly the fibers ami 
pores of the wood models. The model,' 
which is best made from porous oak. 
Is covered pretty thickly with a solu- 
tion of two per cent, collodion, and' 
when this is dried up it leaves tho 
usual dull and porous appearance of 
the wood unaltered, but the model is 
perfectly oil proof, and the casting ia 
proceeded with in the usual way. 

From Berlin is reported another im- 
provement in tho Welsbach gas man- 
tle, by which it is made three timea 
stronger and much less liable to 
shrink, without at all impairing its 
emission of light. The Improvement 
consists in the addition to the thorium 
and cerium, of which the mantle is 
composed, of a compound containing 
silicon and zirconium combined with 
soda. The mantle is thus converted 
into a sort of elastic glass, the con- 
stituents of which are chemically uni- 
ted, instead of being mechanically 
piled together, as in an ordinary man- 
tle. The addition of a small quantity 
of cobalt improves the color of tho 
light. 

At a recent meeting of the Interna- 
tional Committee of Weights and 
Measures, held at Paris, It was pro- 
posed to take up the vexed question 
of an international series of sizes of 
screw threads, based on the millime- 
ter. The question of a metric screw- 
thread has been one of the most diffi- 
cult problems In connection with tho 
decimal system of weights and meas- 
ures. Dr. Benolt reported to the com- 
mittee that the best alloy for ordi- 
nary standard measures was one con- 
sisting of sixty-four per cent, steel 
and thirty six per cent, nickel. From 
communications addressed to the 
meeting by Professor Mickleson, of 
the United States, Mr. Chaney, of 
England, and Professor Mendeleeff. 
of Russia, it was gathered that these 
benighted countries were at last be- 
ginning to realize the important neces- 
sity of the metric system.

Seventy-fifth Day. 



Corporation Artlclo Adopted— Free 
Puns Section— Possible Ilcoo.re 
Until August 28th. 

There were present at the two ses- 
sions today 109 and 94 delegates. 
The greater portion of tho day was 
epent in disoussiug the limitation of 
building aud loan association interest 
to 8 per cent, but the proposition was 
defeated. 

One of the seotions reported con- 
ferred upon the legislature the regu- 
lating of railroad freights and passen- 
ger traffic. General Sanford offered 
an amendment to leave this authority 
with the railroad commission. The 
Bfotion was finally adopted as re- 
ported fcieotiou 16, which prohib- 
ited legislators or judges using free 
passes was also adopted as reported 
by the oommittee. The sheriff matter 
has tub en a i e v turn. It looks now 
as if he will be given two terms, but 
the governor huve the right to sus- 
pend bim pending impeachment pro- 
eejdingp. 

The free pass section was adopted 
prohibiting transportation companies 
from granting passes or free tickets to 
official?, aud the official "receiving 
such pass or ticket shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon oonviotion 
shall'be fined not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars, and at the discretion of 
the court trying the case, in additioo 
to such fine, may be imprisoned for a 
term not exceeding six months; and 
upon conviction shall be subject to 
impeachment and removal from of- 
fice " 

The committee on harmony decided 
not to u.ike a report until able to 
make a complete report. It will be 
Wednesday week before they will be 
ready. The convention may adjourn 
tomorrow until August 28th, when 
they will reassemble aDd finally adopt 
the constitution.

Convention Adjourns for a "Week- 
Negroes May Hold Office — Pour 
Articles Were Adopted. 



At the two sessions today there was 
a good attendance, 104 delegates 
answering at each roll call. The 
article on corporations was completed 
and with the ones on education, 
schedule and militia was adopted on 
third reading. 

Mr. Watts' ordinance prohibiting 
negroes from holding office was 
tabled. Capt. White's ordinance to 
have the railroad commission elected 
by the people was defeated. 

An ordinance temporarily regulating 
the succession to the governorship 
was passed. It provides that in event 
of the death of the present governor 
the succession shall be: Hon. D. J. 
Meadow, last president pro tern of the 
senate, Hon. A. M. Tunstall, speaker 
pro tern of the house, attorney gener- 
al, auditor, secretary of state and 
treasurer. 

A special committee appointed to 
determine whether the convention 
should recess reported favoring a re- 
cess until Aug, 28th, and the report 
was adopted. 



Seventy-seventh Day. 



Convention Reassembled— Harmony 
Committee Reports — Address 
To the People to be Issued. 



One hundred aud fifteen delegates 
answered roll call at the reassembling 
of the convention, and two more were 
present in the afternoon. At the 
itirst session Mr. Samford introduced 
;a resolution providing that a com- 
mittee be appointed to prepare an ad- 
dress to the people of the state, set- 
ting forth the advantages of the con- 
stitution, and that 50,000 copies be 
printed and distributed. 

In the afternoon the committee re- 
port recommending a two-thirds vote 
necessary to adopt further amend- 
ments was defeated. Iu the debate 
Judge Oobb remarked that the con- 
stitution would be ratified by 50,- 
000 majority. 

A silver band has been placed on 
the gavel which President Knox uses, 
inscribed: "This gavel was used by 
me while presiding over and in ad- 
journing the constitutional conven- 
tion. Montgomery, Ala., August, 
1901. John 13. Knox." It is the 
property of the mother of Delegate 
Vausjhan, of Dallas. It is made from 
the wood of the First Methodist 
church of Selma, recently torn down. 
Mrs. Vaughan loaned it to President 
Knox.

— Amendments Tabled. 



Ninoty-four delegates answered 
both roll calls today. The report of 
ihe committee on harmony came up 
lor discussion. Artiole I containing 
i ho declaration of rights was adopted. 
Article II, relating to state and counU 
boundaries, was read and Mr. Corn 
well made a final effort to get a new 
pounty for .Bessemer, The attempt 



fuiled*| and the section was adopted 
Article I II, governing the distiibutioi 
uf the powers of government, wiih 
adopted without change. Article IV, 
the legislature department, wat 
adopted after considerable debate. 
Article V, tne executive department, 
came next. This contains the sheriff 
matter and debate was rife upon that 
section. The matter remains as in 
tho old constitution save that the 
sheriffs may be impeached before the 
Bupreme instead of oircuit court. Ar- 
ticle VI on judicisry was read and the 
convention adjourned.

Four Articles Adopted— Anotlier Po. i 
Day tor Amendments — Hums' 
S.Misat, onivl Speech, 



Ninety and 99 was the attendance 
today. The articles on jud'oiury. im- 
peachments, suffrage and election 
were adopted. Gov. Oates c.ffert'i 
three amendments in succession tt 
the article on judiciary but they wurt> 
all tabled. Mr. O'Neal tried it aim, 
but his amendment went to the grave 
yard for such measures. Gov. Jones 
was more eucces.-ful in amendment* 
to the article on impeachment, scor- 
ing two tallies, one providing that i 
the governor or lieuteuant-govornoi 
is tried before the senate as a court ol 
impeachment, the chief .justiqe of tbi 
supreme court or couie other justice 
should preside at the trial; the othti 
prnvidiug that the secretary of sta:e, 
on request in writing of a majority oi 
the members of the house, stating 
th^y desired to impeach the governor, 
shall call a special session of th'e legis 
lature to consider the ma tsr. 

The article on suffrage was read. 
Mr. Freeman, a republican, moved to 
amend to provide that none but legal 
white voters should vote at the elec- 
tion called for the adoption of tho 
constitution. Mr. Burns offered an- 
other, providing that illigitimates 
should not Vote, aud made a sensa- 
tional speech iu which he called re- 
publicans rattlesnakes. The ameud- 
mints were tabled. 

General Harrison, of Lee, offered an 
amendment providing that a person 
could vote who owned £300 of prop 
Brty of all kinds. This was adopted 
and the article referred back to the 
oommittee on harmony. 

The article on representation was 
adopted without change. The article 
on taxation was adopted after placing 
Bessemer in the same class with 
Birmingham. The article on mu 
nicipal corporations was read and the 
jonvention adjourned.

Const tut ion Completed— Final Vote 
AVas 95 to 10— Sheriffs to Hold 
Two Years Longer. 



But one session was held today and 
ninety-one delegates were present. 
The convention reconsidered its aotion 
>r yesterday in adopting an amend- 
ment allowing persons owning $300 of 
■ool and personal property to vote. 
The law now stands as originally 
adopted. 

An ordinance was adopted extending 
the terms of the present sheriffs two 
years. Another was adopted pro- 
hibiting citfea of over 6,000 inhabi- 
tants granting franchises for a longer 
time than thirty years. Mr. Beddow 
made on effort to change the convict 
lease system, but it was defeated. 

The articles on suffrage, banks and 
banking, education, militia, miscel- 
laneous provisions and amending the 
constitution were adopted and a pre- 
vision making it necessary to register 
to vote for the constitution. 

This completes the work of the 
convention except the enrolling of the 
constitution. This will be finished 
and the delegates will sign it. 

The constitution as a whole was 
adopted by a vote of D5 to 10. The 
announcement of the vote Was greeted 
with cheers. Those who voted against 
the constitution were delegates Bart- 
lett, Beddow, Byars, Cofer, Forshee, 
Phillips, Porter, Spears, Studdard 
and White. 

The convention adjourned until 
noon Monday, when several ordinance? 
not intended to go into the constitu- 
tion will be taken up.

Dr. William Barnsmore Pope died 
Friday at Mobile, aged 51 years.

SCIENCE AND INDUSTRY. 



The Japanese in Formosa are dis- 
couraging the use of sun-dried bricks. 
During the typhoon of 1898 there were 
1398 mud-brick houses totally de- 
stroyed within a radius of two miles, 
from the American consulate at Tam- 
sui, while not more than one building 
made of kiln-burnt bricks suffered any 
damage. 

Among recent novelties in electric 
lighting is an incandescent lamp hav- 
ing two independent filaments, on« 
giving 16 and the other only one can- 
dle-power. The low power light Is in- 
tended for burning in a sick room, or 
wherever a faint Illumination is de- 
Sired. The current is changed from 
one filament to the other by turning 
the lamp in a screw socket. 

Recent reports from both French 
and English botanists say that th e "tu 
chung" tree of China contains a valua- 
ble rubber or gutta-percha. The sub- 
stance is believed to be a true caout- 
chouc, and it is thought that the tree 
will become of great commercial im- 
portance. This is mentioned as one of 
the good effects that will follow the 
"opening up" of the country. 

Recent improvements la the process- 
es of making wool out of turf fibres 
have resulted in th© jproduction of a 
Soft material that can be spun as 
readily as lamb's wool. Besides, it has 
excellent absorbent qualities, and is 
capable of being bleached and colored 
for use in various textile industries. 
Much of it is now used at Dusseldorf, 
Oermany, for manufacturing cloth, 
rug», hats and other articles. 

It is well known that many insects 
bear a close resemblance to leaves, 
twigs and other things, and there is 
no doubt that this is for their protec- 
tion against, or their concealment 
from, their enemies. One of the most 
remarkable cases of tliis kind was re- 
cently made known to the Entomologi. 
cal Society of London. It is that of a 
spider that lives in the rocks near 
Cannes. A certain kind of moths in- 
habit the rocks also, and their cases 
are to be found all about. It was no- 
ticed that the spider, when at rest, 
looked exactly like one of the moth- 
cases. 

A scientific problem of much inter- 
est will confront the engineers of the 1 
Transvaal gold mines when the war 
between the English and the Boers 
is over, and that is the depth to which 
shafts will be sunk in search of gold- 
bearing veins. Some of the shafts al- 
ready opened will descend 4000 to 5000 
feet, but it is thought by some of the 
engineers that a depth of 12,000 feet 
will be reached in other cases. The 
temperature at that depth will be 
about 100 degrees, the warmest, per- 
haps, at which men can work, but the 
suggestion has been made that a still 
greater depth may be found practi- 
cable if means be devised for cooling 
the air. 

Consul Frederick W. Hossfeld thinks 
there is a splendid opportunity to in- 
crease the volume of sulphate of cop- 
per exported from the United States 
to Greece, where there is a big demand 
for it. It is estimated that from 7000 
to 8000 tons are used annually by the 
currant growers. The wholesale cur- 
rant trade of Greece is practically in 
the hands of banks and commercial 
syndicates, and they have arranged to 
import sulphate of copper in large 
quantities and to sell it to the farmers 
at cost, in order to encourage the 
growers to spray their vines. Nearly 
all the importations have so far been 
from Great Britain, but it is the opin- 
ion of the consul that the United 
States could easily secure a goodly 
portion of the trade. There is no tar- 
iff on the commodity.

Some 
people say that this time the French 
have taken a hint from the English, 
and given it sn accent of exaggera- 
tion. — London Chronicle.

PRESIDENT WM. McK INLEY SHOT. 

While Holding a Public Reception in the Temple of Music 
an Anarchist's Bullet Lays Him Low. 



HE HELD REVOLVER BIDDEN UNDER HIS HANDKERCHIEF 



Full Account of the Dastardly Deed- -Criminal in Jail— Confesses 
But Shows No Remorse—The Whole World Sorrows- 
Sympathy Universal— The Latest from Buffalo. 



Friday afternoon the nation was 
electrified by the news that President 
McKinley had been assassinated. It 
was too sudden and too horrible for 
many to believe at first, but as the 
Lour8 passed and the report was con- 
firmed the mighty indignation of a 
powerful nation became manifest. 

Just after 4 o'clock while the presi- 
dent was holding a public reception 
in the Temple of Music on the Pan- 
American Exposition grounds the cow- 
ardly attack was made. Standing in 
a crowd numbering thousands, appar- 
ently all friends eager to clasp his 
hand in token of love and loyalty, and 
amid the patriotic applause of all, the 



know, when suddenly the sharp oraok 
of a revolver rang loud and clear 
above the hum of voices. 

The multitude which thronged the 
edifice came to a realizing sense of the 
awfulness of the scene of which they 
had been unwilling witnesses and with 
a single impulse, surged forward, 
while a hoarse cry swelled up from a 
thousand throats and a thousand men 
charged forward to lay hands upon 
the perpetrator of the crime. 

President McKinley, after the first 
shock of the assassin's shot, retreated 
a step, then, as the detectives leaped 
upon his assailant, he turned, walked 
steadily to a chair and seated him-

nation's chief executive reoeived the 
threatening missiles from the weapon 
of an anarchistic fanatic. 

The president, though well guarded 
by United States secret service de- 
tectives, was fullv exposed to such an 
attack as occurred. He stood at the 
edge of the raised dais upon which 
stands the great pipe organ. Upon 
his right stood President Milburn, of 
the Exposition, chatting with the 
president and introducing to him per- 
sons of note who approached. Upon 
the president's left stood Mr . Oortel- 
you, his secretary. 



self, at the same tims removing his 
bat and bowing his head in his hands. 
In an instant Assistant Secretary Cor- 
telyou and President Milburn were at 
his side. His vest was hastily opened, 
the president meanwhile admonishing 
those about him to remain calm, and 
telling them not to be alarmed. 

"But you are wounded," cried his 
Secretary; "let me examine you." 

"No, I think not." answered the 
president. "I am not badly hurt, I 
assure you."

A medium sized man of ordinary ap- 
pearance and plainly dressed in black, 
approached as if to greet the presi- 
dent. Both Secretary Cortelyou and 
President Milburn noticed the man's 
hand was swathed in a bandage or 
handkerchief. He worked his way 
amid the storm of people up to the 
edge of the dais until ho was within 
two feet of the president. 

McKinley smiled, bowed and ex- 
tended his hand in that spirit of 
geniality the American people so well 



stream of crimson was seen and their 
worst fears were confirmed. 

With the fury of tigers the secret 
service men and .bystanders had 
thrown themselves upon the would-be 
assassin and in a twinkling he was 
borne to the ground, his weapon wrest- 
ed from his grasp and strong arms 
pinioned him down. Even then he 
attempted to fire a third time. He 
was later safely confined in the Buffa- 
lo police headquarters, but not until 
the infuriated populace had attempted 



to lynch the president's assailant. 
The president was removed in the 
automobile ambulance and taken to 
tha Exposition Hospital, where an ex- 
amination was made. The best atad- 
ioal skill was summoned and within a 
brief period a number of Buffalo's best 
known practioioners were at the pa- 
tient's Bide. 

The president retained the full ex- 
ercise of his faculties until placed on 
the operating table and subjeoted to 
anesthetics. Upon the first examina- 
tion it was ascertained that one bullet 
had taken effect in the right breast, 
causing a comparatively harmless 
wound. The other took effect in the 
abdomen. It was probed for. Tha 
walls of tho abdomen were opened, 
but the ball was not located. The in- 
cision was hastily closed, and after a 
consultation it was decided to remove 
the patient to the home of President 
John G. Milburn. 

Leon F. Czolgosz, the self-confessed 
assassin, has signed a confession cov- 
ering six pages of foolscap, which 
states that he is an anarchist and that 
ha became an enthusiastic member of 
that body through the influence of 
Emma Goldman, whose writings he 
had read and whoso leotures he had 
listened to. He denies having any 
confederate and says that he deoided 
on the assassination three days ago 
and bought the revolver in Buffalo 
with which the act was committed. He 
has seven brothers and sisters in 
Cleveland. 

Czolgosz does not appear uneasy or 
penitent for his aotion. He says Em- 
ma Goldman's lectures and writings 
decided him that the government in 
this country was all wrong and ha 
thought the best way to end it was by 
killing the president. He shows no 
signs of insanity but is very reticent 
about much of his career. While ac- 
knowledging himself an anarchist, he 
does not state to what branch of the 
organization he belongs. He first 
gave his name as Frederick Neiman, 
and said his home was in Detroit, and 
that he had been in Buffalo about a 
week. He said he had been boarding 
in Broadway. Later this place was 
located and in his room was found a 
small traveling bag containing an 
empty cartr dge box and a few clothes. 
With theso facts in hand, the police 
went at the prisoner with renewed vig- 
or to obtain a straight account of his 
identity and movements since his ar- 
rival in Buffalo. 

He at first admitted that he was an 
anarchist but denied strenuously that 
the attempt on the life of the presi- 
dent was a result of a preconcerted 
plot of any anarchist society. At 
times he was defiant and again indif- 
erent. But at no time did he betray 
tho remotest sign of remorse. He de- 
clared the deed was not premeditated, 
but refused to say why he perpetrated 
it. 

Czolgosz was subjected to six hours 
of examination and questioning at the 
hands of the police officials Saturday. 
The lengthy examination of the pris- 
oner was fruitless save in so far as his 
own individual fate is concerned, for 
while he told nothing that would im- 
plicate any one else in his crime, he 
went over the scene again and again, 
completing a confession as ample as 
the law ever exacted. The police be- 
lieve he was selected by lot to commit 
the deed, believing him incapable of 
planning so shrewdly. 

The latest news obtainable is that 
Mr. McKinley is not necessarily fatal- 
ly shot. He is not by any means out 
of danger, but not the slightest sym- 
tom of peritonitis, the thing to be 
dreaded, has developed. His ohanoes 
of reoovery are constantly multiply- 
ing. The sympathy and the prayers 
of the world is poured out in his be- 
half. 

The news of the attempt on the life 
of the president did not reach the fi- 
nancial district in New York, until 
after the stock market had closed for 
the day and most of the important 
bankers hud left. A number of con- 
ferences by various financial interests 
were called, and the following was giv- 
en out : 

"Aftera somewhat prolonged period 
of liquidation the financial situation 
is one that should excite no alarm. 
The banks are strong and are in a po- 
sition to meet the emergency that has 
arisen. The business of the country 
is on a substantial basis and the clear- 
ing house banks are amply able to 
copo with the situation and they will 
stand together in this emergency as 
thev have done in tho past."

INLAND SEA DISASTERS. 

Dispatches indicate that a very 
serious storm raged Sunday and Sun- 
day night on Lake Huron. These 
dispatches report a number of disas- 
ters to lake craft and show that in all 
fifty-six seamen were rescued at dif- 
ferent life saving stations on the lake. 
The first dispatch came from Huron 
and said that the schooners Pauly 
with a crew of twelve, Amaranth with 
seven, Paige with ten and Sarina 
with eight, stranded near Port Huron 
and that all the Feamen were rescued 
by the life saving service. The dis- 
patch adds that the steamer Quito also 
stranded but released herself and that 
no lives were lost. 

A message from Harbor Beach, 
Mich., reports the stranding of four 
other vessels and the rescue of their 
orews, and another instance occurred 
at Point Aux Barques. 



READS LIKE A NOVEL. 
Early in August thirteen of the 
leading striking cigar makers of Tam- 
pa were abducted. They returned 
last Friday to Key West and report 
having been marooned on a barren 
uninhabited island off the Honduras 
coast, at night with a box of soda 
crackers, two small hams, three cans 
of beef and about a gallon of water. 
After days of suffering they were 
found by an Indian and finally reach- 
ed their native state. They say their 
abduotors were prominent citizens of 
Tampa. The authorities at Wash- 
ington have instructed the United 
States district attorney to investigate 
the matter. Sworn depositions of the 
men taken before Federal ofnoials 
have been mailed to Washington. 



TEX^S PACIFIC WRECK. 
A Texas Pacific freight orashed 
through a Gulf, Colarodo and Sante 
Fe passenger train at the crossing of 
the two roads in Dallas, Texas. The 
combination baggage and express car 
was cut in two and the body of the 
mail clerk was found buried under the 
cab of the freight engine. The two 
front oars, loaded with horses and 
mules were demolished, killing be- 
tween fifteen and twenty of the ani- 
mals. The engineer and fireman of 
the freight narrowly escaped with 
their lives. None of the passengers 
were hurt. The freight was heavily 
loaded and from all appearanoes was 
going at the rate of ten or fifteen miles 
per hour. 



BURNED TO DEATH. 
Miss Zolah Hounsom was burned to 
death in her home at Topeka, Kansas, 
last Friday. Miss Hounsom was 38 
years old, and lived alone in a one- 
story frame building. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. Murder with 
robbery in view is suspected by the 
police, as she was known to have had 
some money. 



MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
LateSaturday afternoon at Marietta, 
Ga., Ben Copeland, an employe of 
the Brumby Chair Co., fired four shots 
at H. H. Kolkhoarst, superintendent 
of the factory, and then blew out his 
own brains. The superintendent died 
soon after. Copeland was well known 
in Bessemer, Ala. 



NEW ORLEANS FIRE. 
The ship chandlery concern of J. 
H. Menges, of tha chemical ware- 
house of L. M. Brunswig & Co., in 
New Orleans, burned Sunday night, 
entailing a loss of $200,000. 



AN ecclesiastical authority says Ja- 
pan is anxious to fight Russia, claim- 
ing a superior navy and a vastly bet- 
ter army. Tho island empire is op- 
posed to the partition of China and is 
anxious that Russia shall not secure a 
foothold fearing for the future of Ko- 
rea.

THE POSTAL CLERK8. 
The National United Post Office 
Clerks' Association, at Milwaukee, 
Wis., Friday adopted the report of 
the committee on classification wbioh 
asks that the minimum salary for 
clerks in first and second-olass offices 
be $600 and that the maximum be 
$1,200, with a yearly increase until 
the salary readies $1,400. It further 
asks that bill clerks receive as a mini- 
mum $600 with yearly advances of 
$100 until they receive $1,000. This 
applies to all classes below the chief 
olerk. There is considerable discord 
between the East and West factions 
over the proposition for an eight hour 
bill.

He gave no reason 
for his incendiary work except that 
he liked to see the people get excited 
and run to the fires. Ditto was held 
under $10,000 bond. 



GONE WITH THE MONEY. 
Frank C. Lechner, cashier of the 
Bank of Timmonsville, S. C, sudden- 
ly disappeared a short while ago fcr 
reasons unknown a-t the time. Since 
then an examination of the bank's ac- 
counts shows the oashier to be short 
some $5,000, and it is feared an in- 
creased shortage will be found as the 
investigation continues. 

THE LAST RELIC. 
Alfred Jackson, former slave and 
body servant of Andrew Jackson, died 
Thursday at his cabin on the Hermit- 
age farm, the famous Jackson home, 
near Nashville, where he was born nine- 
ty-six years ago.

READ AS YOU RUN. 

Following are some of the im- 
portant things in the new Con- 
stitution : 

A Lieutenant Governor has been 
provided lor. 

The tax rate is fixed at 65 cents 
instead of 75 cents. 

The University trustees are to be 
elected by the board. 

The State University will get 
$36,000 instead of $24,000 

The Governor may make tem- 
porary loans up to $300,000. 

The liquor traffic can still be 
regulated by local legislation. 

Provision for testing the sanity of 
all the state officers is made. 

Court costs and fees are required 
to be the same in ail counties of 
Ala. 

25 cents on $100.00 can be raised 
by counties for public buildings 
and bridges. 

Sheriffs and county solicitors 
will be impeached before the Su- 
preme Court. 

The general fund under the new 
constitution for school purposes 
will be SI, 100 .000. 

All State officials will soon serve 
four years and will be ineligible to 
succeed themselves. 

State and county officials are for- 
bidden to receive pay for lobbying 
for or against measures. 

The counties will be allowed to 
levy a special tax of one mill, pro- 
vided a 3-5 vote of the people shall 
order it. 

A sheriff may succeed himself 
and be suspended by the Governor 
pending impeachment proceedings 
against him before the Supreme 
Court. 

If property decends other than 
to father, mother, husband, wife, 
children or lineal descendants an 
inheritance tax of 2-1- per cent, is 
provided. 

Those who go on official bond 
need not hope to be relieved of 
forfeitures by the legislature. Bet- 
ter have your friends go into Sure 
ty Companies. 

The Governors of Alabama under 
the new organic law can neither 
succeed themselves, nor accept an- 
other office by election or appoint- 
ment for a year after his term 
expires. 

Three fifths instead of two thirds 
of both houses of the legislature 
will be required to propose amend- 
ments. The amendment, in the 
spe Mill, must receive the majority 
of all the votes cast on the amend- 
ment itself. 

All petitions for pardons in felony 
cases will go to a board of pardons 
composed of Secretary of State. 
Auditor, and Attorney General. 
They have only advisory powers. 
The Governor retains full power in 
misdemeanor cases. 

Intemperance in the use of in- 
toxicating liquors or narcotics to 
such an extent, in view of the dig- 
nity of the office and importance of 
such duties, as unfits Hie officer for 



the discharge of such duties is 
ground for his impeachment. 

THE PREsTdTnT SHOT- 

The whole country was horrified 
last Friday to learn that an attempt 
was made to assassinate President 
McKinley at the Buffalo Exposition 
and it was through no fault of the 
assassin that the attempt was a 
failure. Standing within two feet 
of the President an anarchist nam- 
ed Czoljjozz shot the chie? executive 
twice — in the breast and abdomen. 
It is gratifying to know that the 
wounds .'ire not fatal, and that the 
President is now in a fair way to 
recover. 

The assassinating of heads of 
governments and public officials is 
becoming alarming, and the United 
States should forever bar from its 
shores any man or woman who is 
in any way connected with anarch- 
ists. There are nests of tnem all 
over this country chief among which 
is the Chicago and the Patterson, 
N. J. . ga ng*. They should be weed- 
ed out even if the rope and shotgun 
must be resorted to. 

Czolgozz, who attempted the kill- 
ing of President McKinley, is in 
custody, and his punishment should 
be quick and sure. 

NONE BETTER. 

The current number of the Dixie 
Manufacturer contains an editorial 
strongly endorsing Col. J. M. Falk- 
ner as the man for vice president 
of the L. & N. railroad to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of A. 
W. Graham. What the Dixie Man- 
ufacturer says of the qualifications 
and ability of Col. Falkner to fill 
the position will receive the hearty 
endorsement of all the newspaper 
men of Alabama, to whom he has 
ever been a good friend. Col. Falk- 
ner is thoroughly acquainted with 
the workings of that great railroad 
system, and especially so in Ala- 
bama. He stands close to and in 
harmony with President Milton H. 
Smith, and it is doubtful if there 
could be found a man more capable 
to fill the place than Col. Falkner. 
Few men wield a greater influence 
in Alabama than the genial general

When furs become worn or soiled 
at the neck they may be renovated 
by gently rubbing with cotton batt- 
ing saturated with gasoline, which 
should not be used in a room that 
has artifical heat or light. Axle 
grease, tar, paint and pitch may be 
removed by rubbing first with oil 
of turpen tine and then with ether. 
Dark furs may be cleaned with fine 
cedar or mahogany sawdust which 
has been heated in an oven. Alaska 
sable, seal, electric seal, fox, etc., 
should be beat°n with a switch un- 
til free from dust, then laid with 
the fur side up, and the hot saw- 
dust rubbed in. Be lavish with the 
sawdust and vigorous with the 
rubbing. After this place the 
garment upon feather pillows with 
the furry side down, and beat well 
until all tracps of the sawdust have 
disappeared. Then hang out in a 
shady place. White furs may be 
cleaned in the same way, using 
white corn meal instead of the saw- 
dust, or if only slightly soiled, by 
rubbing well with mngnesia in 
cakes. Wet furs should never be 
dried near the fire, but shaken and 
hung away in a cold room, then 
brushed. — September Ladies' Home 
Journal .

The 
Johnson Publishing Co. was fortunate 
in securing the services of Dr. Powers, 
perhaps the most widely known edu- 
cator in Alabama. He has long been 
active in educational ciroles, and 
knows personally nearly every promi- 
nent teaoher and publio man in the 
state. 



WILL NOT BE ALONE. 
It now seems that Hon. John W. 
Abercrombie is to have opposition in 
his candidacy for a third term as state 
superintendent of education. The 
next term under the new constitution 
will be for four years and the prize is 
thus too temptiug to go to any man 
without a fight for it.

This 
opening of the books is considered as 
the formal beginning of a new era for 
Tuskaloosa. The richest portion of 
the county, hitherto inaccessible to 
Tuskaloosa, will soon be connected by 
rail with the city.

Free transportation has been offered 
the party by the Southern Railway.

Fruit Biscuit— Mix together two cups 
of flwir, one-third teaspoonful of salt, 
three tablespoons of butter, creamed, 
add to flour and mix well; add one- 
half cup sugar and two-thirds cup of 
milk, with two well beaten eggs mixeH 
in it; add one cup of currants or 
raisins. Drop from spoon and bake 
on greased pans in good oven about 
twenty-five minutes. 

Banana Cream Custard— One pint 
of milk, one cup sugar, two eggs. 
When cold, add one pint of cream and 
six bananas cut in slices (add a little 
lemon juice, if the bananas lack 
flavor), sugar to taste. Put In a 
freezer and pack with ice and salt. 
When the cream is frozen remove 
dasher. Stir well and pack down in 
bottom of can. Let it stand an hour 
at least, to ripen. 

Spice Drops— Cream one-half cup of 
butter and one cup of molasses, one- 
half cup of sweet milk, the yolks of 
three eggs and three cupfuls of flour In 
which has been sifted three teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder. Add a salt- 
spoonful of ground nutmeg, cloves and 
cinnamon, and flavor with the grated 
rind of a lemon. Drop in small spoon- 
fuls on a tin lined with buttered paper. 
Bake in a "quick" oven. 

Berry Muffins— Mix two cups of 
sifted flour, one-half teaspoon salt 
and two rounded teaspoons baking 
powder. Cream one-quarter cup, but- 
ter with one-half cup sugar, add well 
beaten yolk of egg, one cup milk, the 
flour and the white of an egg beaten 
stiff; stir in carefully one heaping cup 
blueberries, which have beeu picked 
over, rinsed, dried and rolled In flour. 
Bake in muffin pans twenty minutes. 

Tomato Ico Salad— Put a quart can 
of tomatoes in a saucepan over the 
tire with half an onion, a slice Oil 
green pepper, if convenient,, three 
cloves, two bay leaves, a sprig of 
parsley, a teaspoonful of sugar, and 
pepper and salt to taste. Cook until 
the onion Is tender, about ten minutes, 
remove from the fire, press through 
a sieve fine * nough to retain the seeds. 
When cold freeze as water-ice and 
mould, a melon mould is very pretty 
for it; pack in salt and ice in the usual 
way; turn it out in a nest of crisp 
young lettuce and serve with a may- 
| ounaise dressing in a sauceboat. 



Not a Pauper Though Barefooted. 

For some weeks a gentleman elegantly 
dressed, except as regards his feet, has 
been walking for several hours daily in 
one of the public gardens of Moscow. 
On his feet he wore neither shoes nor 
stockings, and for this reason he natural- 
ly attracted much attention from the 
crowds that frequent the garden. That 
he was a man of wealth many persons 
conjectured from his extremely fash- 
ionable attire, but why he did not cover 
his feet they could not understand.

President's Last Words Were 
"God's Will Be Bone." 



A Buffalo, N. Y., special says: Pre3 
■ dent McKinley passed into eternity 
at 2:15 Saturday morning. He had 
toeen unconscious since 7:30 Friday 
night. His last conscious hour on earth 
■was spent with the wife to whom h 
devoted a lifetime of care. He died 
unattended by a minister of the gospel 
but his last words were an humbl 
submission to the will of the God in 
whom he believed. He was reconciled 
to the cruel fate to which an assas 
sin's bullet had condemned him, and 
faced death in the same spirit of calm 
ness and poise which has marked his 
Jong and honorable career. His last 
conscious words, reduced to writing by 
Dr. Mann, who stood at his bedside 
when they were uttered, were as fol- 
lows: 

"Goodby. All goodby. It's God's 
way. His will be done." 

During his conscious moments Mrs. 
McKinley wcs brought into the cham 
ber and there was an affecting far 
well. Members of the cabinet, one by 
one, saw the president momentarily, 
and there was a hushed exchange. 
Then the president softly chanted a 
hymn. Just before he lapsed into un- 
consciousness he begged the doctors 
to let him die. At 9:30 everyone with- 
in the house and in the great crowd 

outside were awaiting the announce- 
ment of the end. 

His relatives and members of the of- 
ficial family who were at the Milburn 




hand. Restoratives were speedily ap- 
lied and the physicians fought the 
battle with all the reserve forces of 
science. Action was not immediate 
nd decisive. Digitalis and strychnine 
were administered, and as a last re- 
ort a saline solution was injected into 
the veins, 

A general alarm went speeding to 
he consulting physicians and trained 
urses as fast as messengers, the tele- 
graph and telephone could carry it. 
The restoratives did not at once prove 
effective and it was realized that the 
president was in an extremely critical 
condition. That realization, with tne 
shadow of death behind it, led to an 
other call and then a summons to the 
cabinet, relatives and close personal 
friends of the president. 

The Buffalo papers all had extras 
with the sad intelligence of the presi 
dent's relapse on the streets at day- 
light. One paper announced that the 
president was dying. The result was

His tremendous vitality was the 
only remaining factor in the result, 
and this gave hope only of brief post- 
ponement of the end, which finally 
came at 2:15 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing.

A SHORT SKETCH 

DEAD PRESIDENTS 
LIFE. 

William Moftlriley, twenty-fourth 
president of the United State*, was 
born in the little town of Niles, Ohio, 
February 2C, 1844. He attended the 
schools of the neighborhood, where he 
was taught the elementary branches 
of an English eduoation, and was just 
preparing himself for co lege when th 
war broke out. Enlisting in the un 
ion army, he wont to the front at the 
age of 17, and served until the close 
of hostilities. He entered the strug 
e}a as a private and was rapidly pro- 
moted until, at the age of 21, he was 
mustered out with the rank of brevet 
major. Had the struggle odntitided 
longer he might hare risen to high 
military distinction. When the war

the halls of national legislation. He 
became known as "The Napoleon of 
Protection," He spoke seldom, but 
always with convincing logic, and dis 
played sUdh familiarity with public 
affairs that he ne*er failed to secure 
the undivided attention of'fais Col- 
leagues. One of his first congres- 
sional acts was to present a peti- 
tion from Ohio manufacturers asking 
Congress to take no aotion in tariff re 
vision until a thorough investigation 
of the needs of American labor and! 
,he condition of American industry: 
could be made. He Warmly supported 
civil servioe reform. So prominen 
became his part in public affairs that 
as early as 188$ he was favorably men 
tioned ill Connection with the repub- 
lican presidential nomination. In 
that year he was at the head of 
the Ohio delegation with in- 
structions to vote for Mr. Sherman, but 
he himself was the choice of many 
warm admirers, and had it not been 
for his emphatic protest, his own name 
might have been presented. The ef- 
feot of the speech whioh he made in 
this convention was highly dramatic 
and won for him additional laurels 
He left the convention with inoreased 
popularity. 

Mr. McKinley was the author of the 
famous McKinley bill, which placed 
protection upon higher ground than it 
had oocupied since the time of Clay 
The immediate effect of the bill Was 
to defeat Mr. McKinley for re-election 
to Congress in 1890, and the defeat of 
Mr. Harrison for re-eleotioB as presi 
dent in 1893. But Mr. McKinley was 
not without honor even during hit- 
exile from Congress. At the hands of 
the people of his native state he was 
honored with the nomination for gov 
ernor, and in the contest which ensued 
he was triumphantly elected. When 
the tide of politics began to turn, h 
again became prominent in national 
politios, and when the republican con 
vention met in 1696 he was nomina 
ted for president. He was elected and 
was inaugurated on March 4, 1897 

Within less than sixteen months 
after Mr. McKinley's term of office 
began the Spanish-American war 
broke out, and upon the tidal wave o( 
popularity created by the successful 
result of the struggle he rode trium 
phantly into a second nomination at 
the hands of his party, followed by a 
second victory at the polls. His ca 
reer is familiar since his coming into 
the office of president of the United 
States, and to repeat them in detail is 
superfluous. 

Mr. MoKinley was married in 1871 
to Miss Ida Saxton, of Canton, Ohio 
Only one child was born to them, i 
daughter, who died several years ago 
Mrs. McKinley beoame an invalid 
shortly after her marriage, and noth 
ing shone out more resplendent in the 
life of Mr. McKinley than the tender 
solicitude and gentle oare which he 
always exercised toward his wife. 

THE FUNERAL . 

The cabinet, after a conference with 
the family, decided upon a state fun- 
eral. A special train will bear the 
body to the White House and the cer- 
emonies will oocur in the rotunda of 
the capitol Tuesday morning, on the 
arrival of the escort which will acoom 
pany the remains from the White 
House. The body of the late pre3i 
dent will lie in state in the rotunda 
for the remainder of Tuesday and will 
be escorted to the railroad station 
Tuesday evening. The funeral train 
will leave Washington Tuesday eve- 
ning and will arrive at Canton during 
Wednesday, where the body wiU b 
nterred in the family lot.

THE AUTOPSY. 
The following report of the autopsy 
upon the remains of President Me 
Kinley is issued: 

The bullet which struck over the 
breast bone did not pass through the 
skin and did little harm. The other 
btillest passed through both walls of 
the" stoiliach near its lower border 
Both holes tfefe found to be perfectly 
closed, but the tissue around each 
hole had become gangrenous. After 
passing through the stomach the bul- 
let passed into the back walls of the 
abdoriie'nj hitting and tearing the up- 
per end of the Kidney. This portion 
of the bullet track was also gangren- 
ous, the gangrene involving" the pin 
creas. The bullet has not yet BCen 
found. There was no sign of peri- 
tonitis or disease of other organs. The 
heart walls were very thin. There wi 
no evidence of any attempt at repair 
on the part of nature, and death re- 
sulted from the gangrene which affec- 
ted the stomach around the bullet 
wounds as well as the tissue around 
the furthercourse of the bullet. Death 
was Unavoidable by any surgical or 
medical treatment, and was the direct 
result of the bullet wound.

The man upon whom falls the man- 
tle of state has been prominently be- 
fore the American people during tho 
last three years, and is the youngest 
man ever to fill the high position of 
chief executive. He is a descendant 
of sons of the South and traoes his 
paternal ancestry baok to Klass Mart- 
onsen Roosevelt, who em: rated to 
this country from Holland in 1649. 
On his mother's side he is a great- 
great grandchild of Georgia's first 
governor, Archibald Bullock, and al- 
o of Gen. Daniel Stewart, a Georgia 
revolutionary hero. Theodore Roose- 
velt was born in the city of New York 
October 27, 1858. He first beoame 
prominent in Mow York politics as an 
advocate of civil service reform. From 
1882 to 1884 he was an assemblyman 
in the New York legislature and in- 
troduced the first civil service bill, 
passed in 1883, almost simultaneously 
with the passage of the celebrated 
measure in Congress. He advanced 
rapidly in politioal life and in 1884 
was chairman of the New York dele- 
gation to the national republican con- 
vention. In 1889 President Harrison 
appointed him civil service commis- 
sioner and he served as chairman of 
the board until 1895. 

In 1895 he resigned his position on> 
the board of civil service commission- 
ers to accept the presidency of the 
New York board of police commission- 
ers. This he resigned in 1897 tobe- 
oome assistant secretary of the navy 
under McKinley. Shortly after as- 
umin&the duties of this office he ask- 
ed for an appropriation of $800, 000 for 
ammunition for target practice in the 
navy and this request being graDted 
he asked for another of $500,000 which 
was also granted. Although double 
were entertained at first as to the wis- 
dom of this measure, the assistant sec- 
retary's foresight was happily vindica- 
ted in the following year by the suo- 
ssful issue of the Spanish-American 
war, which turned largely upon the 
unerring skill of the American sailors 
n the handling of guns. It was he 
who suggested the appointment of Ad- 
miral, then Commodore Dewey, as 
lommander of the Asiatic fleet, thus 
paving the way for the splendid victo- 
ry at Manila. 

HIS WAR RECORD. 

In 1898, Roosevelt resigned his po- 
sition as assistant seoretary of the 
uavy and undertook the organization 
of a regiment of western cowboys and 
hunters, subsequently known as the 
Rough Riders, In the engagements 
preceding the fall of Santiago, the 
Bough Riders took an important part 
and at the battle of San Juan, Roose- 
velt himself leading the charge, win- 
ning the admiration of his followers 
and plucking victory from the jaws of 
defeat. On July 11, 1898, he was 
commissioned colonel. He was elected 
governor of New York in 1898 and 
against his protest the nomination ior 
vice-president under McKinley. 

President Roosevelt is well known 
in literature being the author of sev- 
eral books. He is oonneoted with 
various political, historical and literary 
organizations. He has been twice 
married, first to Mis.i Alioe Lee, of 
Boston, who lived only two years after 
his marriage, leaving a daughter; and

TAKES THE OATH. 

President Roosevelt took the oath 
at 3:30 p. m., Saturday, and said: 
In this hour of deep national be- 
reavement I wish to state that it shall 
be my aim to continue absolutely and 
without variance the policy of Presi- 
dent McKinley for the peace and pros- 
parity and honor of our beloved 
country.'' 

The great, far-reaohing significance 
of this pledge to continue the polioy 
of the dead President announced at 
'.he very threshold of a new govern- 
mental regime profoundly impressed 
nis hearers, and President Roosevelt's 
first step after taking the oath wt.s in 
iuo wiih its redemption. His first 
*ct was to ask tho members of the 
cabinet to retain their portfolios in 
order to aid him to conduct tho gov- 
ernment on lines laid down by him 
whose policy he had declared he 
would uphold. Such an uppeal was 
not to be resisted, and every member 
of the cabinet, including Seoretaiy of 
State Hay and Seoretary of the Treas- 
Bary Gage, who were communicated 
with in Washington, have agreed for 
tho present at loast to retain their 
tiuveral portfolios.

ANARCHY'S BLOW. 

The assassination of President 
McKinley was an atrocious and dev- 
ilish act that not only shocked civ- 
ilization, bnt has brought a ques- 
tion so squarely before the govern- 
ment that action upon it can no 
longer be delayed. This blood thirs- 
ty European lazarroni must go, and 
quickly, too. There are hundreds 
of thousands of this life-seeking 
class who must be expelled from 
this country. This is a free coun- 
try, but that does not imply that 
it is a free country to which an- 
archists can come to assassinate at 
will.

A MURDEROUS YOUTH. 
On Friday Clarence Davis, of Cin- 
cinnati, aged 17 years, shot and se- 
riously wounded his step-father, Wil- 
liam Weidebushe, and also attempted 
to kill his young wife and two young 
men whom he charged with slandering 
him. His child wife had left. Davis 
has attempted suicide three times and 
threatened to kill anyone with whom 
lie quarreled. He shot at his step- 
father four times, one bullet in the 
tieck, just missing the jugular vein. 
He was disarmed and arrested, and is 
believed to be insane. 



TO PREVENT LYNCHING. 
A republican delegate to the Vir- 
ginia Constitutional Convention has 
introduced a resolution providing that 
the governor shall offer a reward of 
$500 for the conviction of persons en- 
gaged iu lynching, that the crime 
shall be murder in the first degree 
when accomplished, and that the gov- 
ernor will pay $1,000 to the heirs of 
persons lynched, the money to be 
chargeable to the county or city in 
■which the crime was committed. 



AMMONIA BOILERS EXPLODE. 

Supposed defective ammonia boilers 
at the ice factory at Elizabeth City, N. 
C, of the Crystal Ice and Coal Com- 
pany exploded Saturday morning, 
completely demolishing the plant. 
One fireman was killed and another 
was seriously injured. Parts of the 
tank passed through the office com- 
pletely destroying it. The shock 
shattered window panes for three 
blocks. There is fear of an ice fam- 
ine and the fish industry will suffer. 
The company will rebuild immediate- 
ly. Loss, $10,000. 



FIVE WERE DROWNED. 
Five persons were drowned in Long 
Island Sound Thursday afternoon by 
the capsizing of a yacht. Two 
others on board the ill-fated craft 
were rescued after clinging for two 
hours to the bottom of a capsized life 
boat. According to the story the ac- 
cident happened about 3 in the after- 
noon and they saw nothing of the 
others of the party after the disaster 
and believe some were carried under 
by the sails and rigging or were 
drowned in the cabin. 



KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

At Grove City Pa., Friday a fierce 
electrical storm resulted in four deaths 
and the severe injury of three other 
persons. A house occupied by a 
gang of Itallians working on the new 
railroad south of this place was also 
struck. Two were instantly killed 
and several were severely shocked, 
one or two of whom may die. 



L. & N. SMASH-UP. 

Two freight trains on the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad collided at Nor- 
tonville, Ky., Friday night. Two 
men were killed, two fatally hurt and 
two were slightly injured. The en- 
gineers of the trains, James McGrath 
and William Porter, jumped when the 
collision took place and were slightly 
bruised. Two engines were wrecked 
and twenty box cars were destroyed. 



FRENCH CONSPIRACY. 
London's Friday Pall Mall Gazette 
published a communication from Par- 
is giving details of an alleged conspir- 
acy to overthrow the French republic 
and install Prince Louis Napoleon as 
emperor. On September 14 the czar 
intends to promote Prince Louis to a 
full generalship in the Russian army 
and would support his claims. The 
names of M. Derouledo, the Marquis 
De Lursaluces, and M. Marcel-Habert 
are mentioned as the leading spirits of 
the movement and several high func- 
tionaries of the present government 
are alleged to be assisting the move- 
ment with funds. 



CARRIE NATIONIZED. 
The district court at Fort Scott, 
Kas. , has issued an injunction order- 
ing all saloons in town closed and it 
has been obeyed. The order came as 
a result of evidence obtained by three 
local ministers and several church 
members who visited the saloons and 
bought dopo. Suits will be brought 
for violating the Herrell law, passed 
by the last legislature. 



THE CORONER'S VERDICT. 
Coroner Yorling of Peru, Ind. , has 
filed his verdict in tho Wabash wreck 
at Cas?, a few weeks ago. He decides 
that the victims of the disaster came 
to their death by reason of a cloud 
burst having washed out the track, 
and that the company is not held re- 
sponsible for the accident. 



ANTI-CIGARETTE MARSHAL. 

Thomas Collins, the night mnrshal 
of Peru, Iud., recently issued an or- 
der to arrest the first person found 
smoking a cigarette inside the corpor- 
ate limits. This aroused much ill- 
feeling against him and early Saturday 
morning a would-be assassin attempt- 
ed his life by firing a shot at him. 



VOLCANO ERUPTION. 
Advices give details of a terrible de- 
struction of life in northern Javii last 
month by a sucden and terrific out- 
burst of tho volcano Kloe. Coffee 
plantations aud other estates were de- 
stroyed. Seven hundred natives and 
a number of Europeans perished. 
The country was strewn with corpses. 

FIREBUGS IN ILLINOIS. 
Ei ghteen fires in the last four weeks 
have caused a total loss of $240,000 in 
Mattoon, 111. Thecity authorities have 
been destroying gambling outfits and 
enforcing the laws against other forms 
of vice, and tho fires are believed to 
have been rataliatory. The city wiil 
be patrolled. 



ASLEEP ON THE ROAD BED. 

Three boys, residents of Newport, 
Ky., were run down by a train near 
Maysville, Ky. , Friday night. Wil- 
liam Fetter died shortly after the ac- 
cident. Elmer McCabe and Charles 
Dunkley were fatally injured. The 
boys went to sleep on the track aud 
were struck by the east-bound flyer. 



WAS IT REVENGE? 
A Georgia cat was treated with o 
kerosene bath fcr its fleas.

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Two pistol shots rang out! 
A tragedy had been enacted in 
the presenc of thousands of peo- 
ple on the Exposition grounds in 
Buffalo. 

President McKinley had been 
stricken down by an assassin. 

Men were horrified; women aDd 
children screamed. 

There was a struggle, and then 
tha perpetrator of as foul a crime 
as ever blotted this nation's his- 
tory was a prisoner. 

It was President's Day at the 
Exposition; the whole world seem- 
ed to be there to honor our Chief 
Executive; one whom all our own 
people had come to love; one whom j 
the world honored and respected. 
Tt was a beautiful September day, 
but there hovered in the air that 
which was soon to convert it into 
a black Friday— a day of uuiversal 
sorrow. 

A reception was being giv«n 
President McKinley in tho Temple 
of Music. But a few minutes had 
elapsed since Mr, Milburne, the 
President of the Pan American 
Exposition, had said to that vast 
assemblage: "Ladies and Gentle- 
men; The President." A speech 
that will ever 'be remembered 'by 
iVme'rican people, not orly because 
of its brevity but for the love, the 
deferencei expressed in it for him 
who stood at the head of our na- 
tion . 

The people crowded about the 
platform upon which stood Mr. 
McKinley, each person in that im- 
mense throng anxious to grasp the 
hand f the President. With that 
great thront; came one whose heart 
was burning with murderous fire. 
His right hand was apparently ban- 
daged as if from injury. As he 
approached the platform the Pres- 
ident le&ned over to take extended 
left hand, while a sympathetic wave 
for the apparent sufferer passed 
over the features of the great, ten- 
der hearted man. 

While grasping the hand of Mr. 
McKinley the traitorous hound 
shoved forward the right hand and 
the spiteful crack of a pistol close- 
y followed by a second report rang 



corpse in Buffalo, stricken there, 
as he was in the act of cordially 
grasping by the hand a cowardly 
anarchist assassin. It gives i 
pain as Governor of this State, to 
make the announcement to our 
people. He was loved here as in 
Ohio, and honored hardly less 
among us than by the people 
among whom he had spent the 
fresher years of his life and those 
years of riper experience. We, in 
this State, marked the beauty of 
his character; we felt the assas- 
sin's bullet; our prayers with which 
we hoped to reach the Throne of 
Grace, for some reason, inscruta- 
ble, but beneficent, we know, came 
back to us unanswered. He is dead, 
my countrymen ! 

"William McKinley took arms 
for the cause of the Union when 
only a lad. He offered his blood 
for the Union then, but came from 
the raging storm of bullets again 
and again untouched, to be strick- 
en now by a despicable assassin. 
He served seven years as a mem- 
ber of the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington, attaining the 
highest rank in that able body of 
men. He was the spotless Crov- 
ernor of our sister State. Ohio, for 
four years, and yesterday Presi- 
dent of the United States, the 
most beloved, perhaps, this coun- 
try has ever known. The South 
not only "had no fear of him, but 
leaned upon his great strong arm 
and felt secure. 

"He was an exemplar of our in- 
stitutions, a strong and stalwart 
lover of truth and justiec. He won 
and held the unbounded respect 
and love of his countrymen and 
had the confidence of all the peo 
pies of the earth. He was, indeed, 
an ideal American!

through the building. 

The President was seen to stag- 
g r backward, while a number who 
were on the platform sprang to his 
support. He made no outcry, and 
after being eased into a chair he 
put his hand inside his vest and 
found the first bullet. The second 
bullet passed into the abdomen, 
and which subsequently caused his 
death. 

In an instant stroug hands had 
arrested the assassin but not be- 
fore he had made another attempt 
to complete is foul work. He first 
gave his name as Nieman, but af- 
terwards confessed that his true 
name was Czolgosz. But for the 
prompt action in spiriting the as- 
sassin away it is doubtful if he had 
gotten out of the grounds alive. 

As for the President, as soon as 
it was known that he was wounded, 
with his usual forethought for hor 
comfort he requested that his wife 
be not told of the shooting as it 
would worry her. 

The President at once was taken 
to the Milburne home where he lin- 
gered until Saturday morning, 
September 14th, at 2:15, wuen his 
soul passed into the beyond. Just 
before death came he hummed the 
hymn, "Nearer, My God, to Thee" 
and murmured "Thy will be done." 
Thus is a third President stricken 
down by an assassin's bullet. We 
lose, in the death of President 
McKinley, a conscientious execu- 
tive, and a noble christian man. 

The following proclamation from 
Governor Jelks is an eloquent trib- 
ute to the memory of the dead, is 
sued last Saturday: 

"William McKinley is dead. He 
was President of the United States 
yesterday. This morning he lies a 



"During the terrible hours that 
have followed the dastardly deed 
that felled him, the people of this 
State, and of the whole country, 
have eagerly listened for news from 
his bedside, and have offered their 
supplieations that this great man 
might be spared, this man who 
gave himself to his <3uty as the one 
true thing, whose public life in the 
glare of the noonday was unflecked 
and who in ttie gentl e hours, the 
quiet, soft and tender hours, was 
the best, truest and bravest of 
husbands, son and brother. 

"The death of such a President 
at any titne is affecting enough, 
but it is infinitely more painful to 
have him laid low by an assassin. 
The President of a great, free Re 
public, a country providing an asy- 
lum to the oppressed of all lands, 
the victim of an avenger, who 
counts no law the supreme thing, 
himself the expression of a miser- 
able propaganda which defies all 
government and stands for lawless- 
ness and chaosl The assassin, at 
least, teaches us that in a Kepublic 
there should not be room for those 
who profess to love disorder and 
anarchy. In the midst of our grief 
and sorrow, let us learn this lesson! 

"Now, therefore, I, William D. 
Jelks, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, recognising the gravity 
of the hour and the sorrow and dis- 
tress of the whole people and feel- 
ing it proper and becoming that 
the several States o this Union 
and the people thereof should, in 
a fitting manner, express their 
sense of so great a calamity, do 
hereby make this my proclamation: 

"It is ordered that the flag over 
the Capitol bo hung at half mast, 
that the Capitol Building be closed 
today and during the hour an- 
nounced for the funeral, that each 
battery of the Alabama National 
Guard pay funeral honors by firing 
the salutes prescribed by the reg- 
ulations, beginning at noon this 
day, and, again for the funeral, 
and that the people in their re- 
spective communities are request- 



ed to meet at times and placJt 

convenient for themselves to give 

public expression of their sorrow. 

In testimony whereof I have here 

unto set my hand and caused 

the great seal of the State to be 

affixed. Done at the Capitol 

in the City of Montgomeay, this 

14th day of September, 1901.

Stock Law for Beat Four. 

AN ACT 
To prevent goats, sheep, hogs, 
pigs and geese from running at 
large in Beat 4, in Shelby county 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the 
General Assembly of Alabama, 
That from and after the first day 
of November, 1901, it shall be un- 
lawful for any goat, sheep, hog dr 
goose to run at large off the prem- 
ises of the owner of any such ani- 
mal in Beat 4, in Shelby county, 
and for each willful violation. o< 
this section by any person who is 
the owner, or who has control or 
custody of such stock, such person 
shall bo deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and upon conviction for 
such offense such person shall be 
fined not less than -five nor more 
than fifty dollars. 

Section 2, Be it further enacted. 
That for any damage done by any 
stock or animal prohibited by Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act. from running at 
large on any lands, crop or prop- 
ert5 of another than the owners ir. 
said Beat 4. the owner of such 
stock or animal shall be liable tc 
the injured party in twice the 
amount of the damage done to be 
recovered by suit before any court 
having jurisdiction, and any such 
judgment recovered shall be a lien 
on the stock so -committing the- 
damages, and the court entering 
the judgment sliall enter therein 
an order that that the officer ex 
ecuting the writ of execution in 
said judgment shall seize and sell 
the said stock for the satisfaction 
of the judgment, but such execu- 
tion may also fee levied upon any 
property of the defendant ordin- 
arily liable to execution. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted, 
That the prosecutions and civil ac 
tions provided for in this Act may 
be tried before any Justice of the 
Peace of said Beat 4, or any per- 
son in said Beat who is invested 
by law with the jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace after three 
days notice has been given each 
defendant, except when the dam 
age claimed in civil suits shall ex- 
ceed one hundred dollars when 
such action shall be brought in the 
circuit court of Shelby county. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, 
That all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict with the provisions of this 
Act, iu so far as they apply to saitf 
Beat 4 of Shelby county, be and 
are hereby repealed. 

Approved March 4, 1901. 



When furs become worn or soiled 
at the neck they may be renovated 
by gently rubbing with cotton batt 
ing saturated with gasoline, which 
should not be used in a room that 
has artifical heat or light. Axle 
grease, tar, paint and pilch may D6 
removed by rubbing first with oil 
of turpentine and then with ether. 
Dark furs may be cleaned with fine 
cedar or mahogany sawdust which 
has been heated in an oven. Alaska 
sable, seal, electric seal, fox. etc.. 
should be beaten with a swiich un. 
til free from dust, then laid with 
the fur side up, and the hot saw- 
dust rubbed in. Be lavish with the 
sawdust and vigorous with the 
rubbing. After this place the 
garment upon feather pillows with 
the furry side down, aud beat well 
until all traces of the sawdust have 
disappeared. Then hang out in a 
shady place. White furs may be 
cleaned in the same way, using 
white cornmeal instead of th ■» saw 
dust, or if only slightly soiled, by 
rubbing well with magnesia in 
cakes. Wet furs should never be 
dried near the fire, but shaken and 
hung away in a cold room, then 
brushed. — September Ladies' Home 
Journal.

At 10 o'clock Dr. Peterson an- 
nounced that Rev. Mr. Noble, of 
Eclectic, would have charge of the 
opening service.

FROM MONTGOMERY. 

Governor Jelks has issued a procla- 
mation announcing the death of Mc- 
Kinley and ordering that the flag over 
the capitol be hung at half mast, that 
the capitol building bo draped in 
mourning, that the executive offices of 
the state capitol be closed during the 
hour announoed for the funeral, that 
each battery of the Alabama National 
Guard pay funeral honors by firing 
the salutes prescribed by the regula- 
tions, and that the people in their re- 
spective communities are requested to 
meet at times and plaoes convenient 
for themselves to give public expres- 
sion of their sorrow. 

The following committee has been 
appointed by the governor to attend 
the funeral of President McKinley: 
Gen. Rufus N. Rhodes, Hon. H. D. 
Clayton, Mr. Frank P. Glass, Judge 
D. L. Shelby, Hon. Robert L. Hous- 
ton, Mr. Phares Coleman, Mr. Tyler 
Goodwin, Hon. Ross 0. Smith, Mr. 
Erwin Craighead, Hon. B. M. Long, 
Hon. Samuel Blaokwell, Hon. J. T. 
Heflin, Mr. J. A. W. Smith, Judge 
Dan Gordon, Mr. H. S. D. Mallory, 
Hon. John A. Davis. 



UNIVERSITY LAND CASE SET- 
TLED. 

The controversy between the Uni- 
versity of Alabama and the Sloss- 
Sheffleld Co. regarding the sale of cer- 
tain lands has been settled. The dis- 
pute arose over the sale of 4400 acres 
of coal lunds belonging to the Univer- 
sity to the Sloes-Sheffield Co. for $56- 
000. The sale created a political fu- 
rore and suit was brought to enjoin 
the terms of the sale from being 
carried out. By the settlement the 
Sloss-Sheffield Co. received back its 
check for $56,000 and conveyed to the 
univorsiby 2,500 nores of land, while 
the university conveyed to the Sloes- 
Sheffield Co. a like body of land. This 
left disposition to be made of the oth- 
er 1,900 acres of the original deal. 
This tract is conveyed back to the 
university. To even up all dispari- 
ties the Sloss-Sheffield Co. paid to 
the unirersity a bonus of about $11,- 
000. 



RAILROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

The Southern system is considering 
the advisability of building tracks to 
facilitate the additional traffio occa- 
sioned when the Central Coal and Iron 
Company puts its new furnace into 
blast at Tuscaloosa. This furnace will 
be one of the largest in Alabama, the 
daily capacity being 250 tons. The 
Alabama Great Southern is desirous of 
having a road built between Brook- 
wood and Tidewater, eleven miles 
The number of side tracks to be built 
from the main line to the furnace are, 
of course, under consideration. The 
urnace will be located on the Warrior, 
which affords cheap transportation to 
Mobile. 



BELLS TOLLED AT TUSCALOOSA. 

When the death of President Mc- 
Kinley became known at 1 :80 Satur- 
day morning, a number of citizens 
who happened to be awake went to 
the court house and tolled the bell for 
the departed chieftau. President 
McKinloy's death is deeply deplored 
there. 



RUSSELLVILLE is to have a new 
school house to cost $7,500.

CONGRESSMAN BANK HE AD is 
•well again after his severe malarial 
attack. His malady was not serious 
but it made him very siok. He will 
be home in a few days. 

THERE was a rumor that the pay- 
master of the Republio Iron & Steel 
Co. would be held up last Saturday on 
his way to pay off the men. Pre - 
cautions were taken but nothing de- 
veloped. 

THE oelebration of the ail ver wed- 
ding of Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Fitts, of 
Tuscaloosa, took place Friday night in 
their handsome home in East End. It 
was one ot the largest and most nota- 
ble affairs in Tuscaloosa's recent his- 
tory. Among the distinguished guests 
were former Governor Robert L. Tay- 
lor, of Tennessee, 



LOOK INTO YOUR SAFE. 
There was an old unused iron safe, 
the property of the late Judge Wiley 
Coleman, stored in the back of the 
cotton office of Ward & Dunlap, of 
Eutaw. Mr. Dunlap had asked Mr. 
J. O. Banks, Jr., several times to 
move the safe out as it was in the 
way. Mr. Banks overlooked it and 
Messrs. Ward and Dunlap took a no- 
tion io open the safe and get out a lot 
of old papers and other things that 
had been in the safe for perhaps 
thirty-five years untouched. A little 
sack was found in one of the pigeon 
holes and in the sack $655 in new 
bills. 



TO CONTEST IT. 

It now seems that the fight by dem- 
ocrats who oppose the ratification of 
the new constitution will open sim- 
ultaneously with the issue of a proc- 
lamation by Governor Jelks calling 
the election. The governor will fix 
the date for about November 11. The 
most prominent opponent is Hon. 
Jesse F. Stallings, ex-congressman 
from the Montgomery district. 

It is understood that Mr. Stallings 
will lead the fight on the stump and 
General Charles M. Shelly will be the 
manager, with headquraters at Birm- 
ingham. 



SAWED HIS WAY OUT. 
James P. Kelly, a self-confessed safe 
blower, who had been confined in jail 
in Montgomery for some time, having 
been brought here from Marlon, on a 
charge of robbery, made his escape 
Friday afternoon during a heavy rain 
storm. Kelly was confined alone and 
succeeded in sawing through the bars 
that guarded his only window. How 
he got the tools is a mystery. The 
other prisoners in the same corridor 
might hare gone too but did not. 



TENNESSEE COMPANY BONDS. 

The officers of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company are now 
engaged in signing and sealing the 
new bonds for the $15,000,000 ar- 
ranged several months ago. One of 
the reports in connection with con- 
templated Tennessee Coal and Iron 
improvements is that plans are being 
drnwn up for the erection of ten basic 
steel furnaces, which will double the 
capacity of the plant and place it in a 
position to turn out over 2,000 tons of 
steel billets each day.

stroyed by firo. 

CROLGOSZ, THE ASSASSIN. 

Very soon a supreme effort will be 
made to break through the shield of 
self-possession with which Assassin 
Czolgosz has protected himself sinoe 
the day he shot the president. Old 
Paul Czolgosz will be taken to Buffalo 
by the police to aid them in their ef- 
fort to solve the baffling story of the 
plot that killed McKinley. Interpre- 
ters unseen will make a reoord of ev- 
ery word that father and son utter and 
the interview will be arranged to make 
its dramatio effect upon the prisoner 
as intense as possible. 

Paul Czolgosz has declared himself 
willing to go and do all in his power 
to make amends for the crime of his 
son. "I am ready to go with them 
whenever they come for me,' 1 he said 
through an interpreter. "I am will- 
ing to do what they want. I know I 
cannot save my boy, but I can help to 
make him tell what he ought to tell." 

At 12 :30 o'clock Sunday morning 
Superintendent of Police Bull gave no- 
tice that the prisoner assassin had 
been removed from the headquarters 
building. Snperintendendent Bull 
left the police headquarters before the 
statement was given out and could not 
be found afterward. Nothing isknown 
as to where the prisoner is now con - 
fined. It is likely that Czolgosz is 
now in either the jail or penitentiary. 

The assassin who plunged the world 
into sorrow will pay the penalty of 
his crime in the electric chair. Mur- 
der in the first degree will be the 
charge. 

District Attorney Penny has prepar- 
ed the complaint against Czolgosz and 
the case will be presented to the grand 
jury at once. 



WERE BULLETS POISONED? 

The report of the autopsy has again 
given rise to a theory that Czolgosz, to 
insure the accomplishment of his pur- 
pose, had poisoned the bullets. Dr. 
Wasdin, an expert of high standing in 
the marine hospital servioe says: 
There was no peritonitis or pus forma- 
tion at any point in the abdominal 
cavity, only the gangrenous influences 
of the bullet, which I believe to be dne 
to poison on the bullet. 

Dr. Roswell Park, in responso to 
questions, said : "I fail to subscribe 
to the theory that the bullet was poi- 
soned, for the simple reason that I 
have often Heen similar wounds and no 
question of poisoned bullets was rais- 
ed." Others agree with him. 



A special dispatch from Rome says 
the Pope prayed nu hour for the soul 
of President McKinley. The pontiff 
wept with uncontrollable emotion on 
reoeiving the news of his death. All 
audionces at the Vatican have been 
suspended. 



ARMY ORDER APPROVED. 
Secretary Root has approved the or- 
der of the army announcing the death 
of President McKinley. It orders 
that: 

At dawn thirteen guns will be fired 
at each military post, and afterwards 
at intervals of thirty minutes between 
the rising and setting sun a single 
gun, and at the close of the day the 
salute of the union of forty-five guns. 
The national flag will be displayed at 
half mast. On the 19th instant, the 
day of the funeral, all labor will be 
suspended at all military posts and 
stations and on all the public works 
under the direction of the department, 
and at noon twenty-one minute guns 
will be fired. The offioers of the army 
will wear the usual badges of mourn- 
ing. The following offioers will com- 
pose the guard of honor and accom- 
pany the remains of their late corn- 
mander-in-ohief from the national cap- 
itol to Canton, O : Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Nelson A. Miles; Major Generals 
John R. Brooke, Elwell S. Otis and 
Arthur McArthur, and Brigadier 
General Joe L. Gillespie. 

Actiug Secretary of the Navy Hack- 
stt has issued an order to the navy 
directing the firing of half-hour guns 
and the half-masting of ensigns and 
anion jacks. 



Counsel for Admiral Schley express 
themselves as satisfied with Rear Ad- 
miral Frances M. Ramsey as a mem- 
ber of the court in the place of Rear 
admiral Howisoh-. 

No Summons lias been issued by 
Judge Advooate Lernley for Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson, and unless something 
unforeseen occurs he will not call Ad- 
miral Sampson to Washington on bis 
own initiative. Captain Lemley has 
issued very few summonses so far, and 
lome of those already issued have 
been withdrawn. In addition he does 
aot regard the testimony of Admiral 
Sampson necessary in this case. If 
Admiral Schley's counsel, however, 
care to call Admiral Sampson, the 
Judge Advocate will issue the sum- 
mons, and his physical and mental 
condition will determine the character 
of his response. 



The Secretary of the Treasury has 
given notice that he will receive and 
oonsider proposals for the sale to the 
government on account of the sinking 
fund, of 3 per dent bonds^ loans of 
1908-1918; 4 pef oent bonds, funded 
loan of 1907, 4 per oent bonds, loan of 
1925, and 5 per cent bonds, loan of 
1904, to an amount not exoeeding 
twenty million of dollars. He has al- 
so directed that internal revenue re- 
ceipts be deposited with the national 
bank depositories up to the par value 
of all bonds deposited, including the 
2 per cent bonds. 

This will release about $5,000,000. 



Admiral Ramsey, at one time chief 
of the bureau of navigation, has been 
selected as Howison's successon^ the 
Sohley oourt of inquiry. 



THE GREAT STEEL STRI. KE 
The great steel strike, which began 
on June 30, was brought to an end at 
a conference held Saturday between 
the leaders of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation and officers of subsidiary com- 
panies of the Uuited States Steel Cor- 
poration. An agreement was signed 
under which the men will return to 
work in the mills. The announce- 
ment was made at the New York of- 
fice of the American Tin Plate Co - 
where the conference was held. The 
full terms of the settlement are not 
divulged, in accordance with an agree- 
ment between the parties to the con- 
ference that no statement would be 
made until President Shaffer of the 
Amalgamated Association issued his 
order to the men to return to work. 
It was learned, however, from an au- 
thorative source that no concessions 
were made by the United States Steel 
Corporation. 



FLORIDA'S SUPREME OOURT. 

The last legislature of Florida pro- 
vided for a supreme court commission 
which has just begun work. It was 
created to assist; the supreme court to 
catch up with its wurk, which is now 
about four years behind. The work 
of the commissioners will be to pre- 
pare opinions on oases assigned them 
and submit such opinions to the jus- 
tices. If any two of them ooncur it 
will become the opinion of the court, 
and judgment rendered accordingly. 
A ooustitutional amendment now 
pending provides for the inoraase of 
the number of justices to six. 



THE G. A. R. 
The thirteenth annual encampment 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
in Cleveland, came to a close Friday 
amid silouce aud gloom. News of the 
grave condition of the president cast a 
shadow over the proceedings. Judge 
Torrance was elected commander-in- 
chief. Blrs. Carlista R. Jones, of 
Bradford, Vt., was elected president 
of the Woman's Relief corps by accla- 
mation. 



Anmton of th» Ostrtab. 

The ostrich is a descendant of a 
genus of bird which in prehistoric 
times attained an enormous siie. In 
the alluvial deposits of Madagascar 
evidence has recently been found to 
show that ostFtohes 14 aad 16 feat In 
height once lived on the island.

TRAIN DROPS INTO A CR1EK. 

An engine, three flat cars and two 
coaohes belonging to the Wrightsville 
and Tennille road are now lying in 
Turkey Creek. Wednesday night last 
practically every oounty bridge across 
Turkey and Rooky creeks was washed 
away. In this acoident a number of 
men were injured, one seriously, and 
the rest only slightly.

Night Watchman Amos Morris was 
burned to death in Indianapolis, Sat- 
urday afternoon while trying to save 
the Fly Lilly Manufacturing Compa- 
ny's plant from destruction. Fire was 
communicated to exoelsior in seme 
way and Morris fought the fire till his 
clothing caught. Efforts were made 
to get the iron barred windows open 
but when they were forced, Morris was 
bo badly burned that he died in a few 
minutes. The damage to the plant 
was very small. 



PISTOL DUEL AT D VNCE. 
At a country danoe in Greene coun- 
ty, Tenn., Friday, a pistol duel occur- 
red at midnight with the following 
results: Bruoe Marshall, killed in- 
stantly; Joseph Huff, shot in the back 
and lungs and will die; Patrick Riley, 
shot in the stomaoh . The fight came 
up over an attempt to put a drunken 
man out of the ball room. 



RAILROAD SMASH-UP. 
By the collision of two sections of a 
train on the Northern Pacific line at 
Lake, Friday, a number of persons 
were injured, one seriously. The 
cause assigned for the accident is the 
failure of the air brakes to work. An 
old man named Crankle, of Grants 
Pass, Ore., was the most seriously in- 
jured. 



FOREST FIRES RAGING. 
Forest fires are raging inside the 
city limits of Battle Lake, Wyoming, 
and every mac, woman and ohild in 
the place is fighting the fire though 
hundreds of people have fled to the 
hills for safety. 



STORMED THE WALL. 
Advices from China say that a party 
of 40,000 people stormed the walls ol 
Chimo, September 2, because the 
magislrate refused to grant their re- 
quest to reduce the indemnity tax. 
He had been warned that the city 
would be soized. He posted soldiers 
on the city walls and made a heroic 
defense. Many were killed on both 
sides the first day and the next the 
forces of the people swelled to ovei 
a 100,000. The mandarin finally 
yielded and the extra taxes were res- 
cinded. An important officer has 
been sent to Chimo to investigate.

DDR CDRRESPD5JDENTS WEEKLY LETTER, 

Cuban Visitors — Roosevelt in 1904 — 
The New Mistress of the White 
House — Appointments — The 
Court's Inquiry. 

Senor Qaesenda, the speoial com- 
missioner from Cuba, acoompanied by 
Senor Tonaylo, the Secretary of State 
of Cuba under the Insular government, 
and Dr. Miranda, called upon Secre- 
tary Hay Saturday. The delegation 
Is making every effort to further the 
oauae of reciprocity. They represent 
that the present conditions are intol- 
erable and that unless the United 
States is prepared promptly to make 
some concessions in the reduotion of 
dutie* on the Cuban staples, the finan- 
cial ruin of the island is inevitable. 
Realizing the delay that would follow 
an attempt to frame and ratify a re- 
ciprocity treaty, the Cuban delegates 
hope they will be able to induce the 
State Department to arrange a modus 
Vivendi which shall remain in force 
until Congress has had opporturity to 
act on a more formal convention. 

United States Senator C. H. Diet- 
rich, who has been on a visit to the 
Philippines, has returned. He left 
June 20th for Manila in company with 
Adjutant General Corbin, General 
Weston and Congressman Julius Kahn. 
Soon after reaching the Philippines 
these officials with Surgeon General 
Sternberg made a circuit of the archi- 
pelago. 411 were highly pleased with 
the progress made under American ad- 
ministration, no dissatisfaction among 
the Filipinos being apparent. The 
more southerly ports of the islands, 
of which comparatively little oould be 
h eard, were fonnd to be prosperous, 
with Americans and Filipinos fratern- 
izing. The future of the Philippines, 
in the opinion of Senator Dietrich, is 
very promising. 

The personal belongings of Mrs, 
MoKinley will be packed in a few days 
and sent to Canton. Already the up- 
holsterers are about to begin the lay- 
ing of the carpets which were removed 
for the summer from the presidential 
portions of the house, and It is ex- 
pected that this will be ready foi 
occupancy upon the return to Wash- 
ington of Mrs. Roosevelt next Wednes- 
day. She will then indicate what sh e 
desires in the way of new furnishings 
to put the house in order for the win 
ter. 

The Sohley court of inquiry was 
inactive during the time of President 
McKinley's illness and death but is now 
upder way in earnest. A few wit- 
nesses have been examined; Admiral 
Higginson, who said all possible was 
not done to destroy the Colon, Capt. 
Schroeder, who said the fleet fired 
hastily, and Capt. Harber, who said 
the blockade line was closer in the 
day than at night. It is thought that 
the court will sit three weeks before 
decision can be rendered. The out- 
come can not now even be surmised 

Gen. Leonard Wood, military 
governor of Cuba, has returned ti 
Havana. 

Harry Stillwell Edwards, the autho; 
and postmaster, of Macon, Ga., sng- 
gets that a brass tablet be let into the 
pedestal of every southern monumen 
in the South inscribed with the senti- 
ment expressed by Mr. McKl'iley ii 
his Atlanta speeoh when he advocated 
the caro of the Confederate dead bj 
the national Congress. 

Maj ir General Ehvell S. Otis has 
forwarded to Secretary of War Root 
his annual report as Commander of 
tho Department of the Lakes. Its 
chief recommendations concern th 
administration cf military laws and 
the care of prisoners. General Otis 
suggests increased prison room for 
militry offenders. The report com- 
ments on the fact that during the year 
there were no disorders in the depart- 
ment requiring the attention of Fed- 
eral troops.

QOlNQ HOME. 

When the remains of the dead pres- 
ident were finally closed forever to 
tho view of Washington people, the 
cavalry escort was formed and con- 
voyed them to the special train, and 
all that was mortal of William Mc- 
Kinley was started toward its last 
earthly resting place at his beloved 
home in Canton, Ohio, after the na- 
tion had officially and with state cer- 
emony paid its tribute of respeot and 
love to the memory of its chief magis- 
trate. The magnificent display of 
floral offerings numbering 125 pieoes 
aDd making the most remarkable flo- 
ral tribute ever seen in VVashiogton, 
were placed aboard a special car. 
Three sections, comprising twenty 
passenger coaches, were necessary to 
accommodate those who aocepted in- 
vitations to make the journey to Can- 
ton. The observation car bearing the 
remains was flooded with light, sc 
that even as the train swept through 
the night people in the country might 
see the casket. 

On Thursday, the last that is mortal 
of William McKinley will bo commit- 
ted to earth at Canton, with ceremo- 
nies as personal as the national char- 
acter and interest in its executive will 
permit. 



SERIOUS CRUSH. 

At 1 o'clock while the tremendous 
crowd attending the funeral was sur t » 
ing toward the east entrance of the 
rotunda, thousands of people, many 
of whom were women and children, 
were caught in a serious crush at the 
foot of the main staircase. Inadequate 
arrangements for handling the crowd 
seem to have been responsible. Scores 
of women and children fainted ana 
many were borne into the capitol, 
where medical aid was rendered. 
About 100 persons were more or lees 
injured. 



FIRST CABINET MEETING. 

President Roosevelt at 3 o'clock 
Tuesday at the residence of Com- 
mander Cowles, convened his first 
cabinet meeting held in Wash- 
ington. The president asked th 
members of Mr. McKinley's cabinet 
to retain their respective portfolios 
throughout his term and announced 
that his administration would follow 
the policy outlined by President Mc 
Kinley in his Buffalo speech. The 
discussion turned upon the polioy of 
the administration and Mr. Roose- 
velt announced that he regarded the 
speech of the late president at the 
Buffalo Pan-American Exposition the 
day before he was shot as outlining 
the policies of his own administration. 
It cannot be learned at this time 
whether or not all the members will 
be willing to serve the full term. 

Secretaries Hay and Long remain in 
Washington at the president's request, 
Air. Roosevelt thinking that some 
members of the cabinet should con- 
tinue in Washington. 



THE ARRAIGNMENT. 

"How do you plead, guilty or not 
guilty?" asked District Attorney Pen- 
ny as he began the formal arraignment. 

Not a sound was uttered by the 
prisoner. He stood mute, apparently 
continuing his feint of insanity. His 
curly hair was disheveled and al- 
though his linen was white and clean, 
his disordered clothes and the growth 
of his beard gave him an unkempt ap- 
pearance. Although his demeanor 
was one of stubbornness, he gave a 
little more evidence of concern than 
upon his first appearance in court. 
When questions were being asked 
of him rapidly, he moistened his lips 
with his tongue and seemed to be en- 
deavoring to maintain the appearance 
of stolid indifference. Czolgosz re- 
fused to talk to Judge Lewis, one of 
the attorneys assigned as counsel by 
Judge Emory and even refused to 
answer questions as to whether he 
wanted counsel. Judge Lewi*, never- 
theless, appeared for the prisoner and 
entered a plea of not guilty. 



President Roosevelt has promised 
to carry out the plans of President 
McKinley and appoint Dr. Rixey sur- 
geon-general of the navy. Dr. Rixej 
gave up a practice worth $10,000 t 
year to become the president's privat* 
physician, and his devotion to the 
president and to Mrs. McKinley are 
well worthy reward. Another of Pres- 
dent McKinley's arrangements which 
will be carried out by President Roose- 
velt is the appointment of Mr. Ridg- 
ley, of Springfield, to be controller of 
the currency in place of Mr. Dawes, 
resigned. Every promise given by 
President McKinley will be redeemed 
by the new chief magistrate.

TO SERVE ON TOAST. 



Relishes For Quick Preparation antl At- 
tractive Serving;. 

For the little Bohemian suppers and 
late evening repasts an appetizing 
home-made dainty, or chafing-dish 
preparation that can be served on 
toast, is especially "satisfying," anil is 
easily managed by the hostess. Stale 
bread and left-overs do not have an 
appetizing sound in this connection, 
but they often prove to be the most 
desirable ingredients for the founda- 
tion of these little feasts. And many 
dainty bits from the dinner left-overs, 
even the smallest quantities of savory 
relishes, will prove dainty combina- 
tions when freshly hoated and flavored 
and spread on hot buttered toast. 

• • • 

PREPARING THE TOAST. 

To prepare the toast trim the crust 
from slices of stale bread and toast 
each side to a delicate brown; butter 
While hot, and keep covered until the 
slices are softened. Or, if it is desir- 
able to serve the toast dry and crisp* 
toast it the last thing, after the prepar- 
ation is ready to spread upon it im- 
mediately on taking it from the toast- 
er. Lay on each portion of the toast 
an even layer of the preparation, leav- 
ing a tiny edge of the toast visible. 

* * • 

TOASTED CHEESE. 

Over the slices of toasted bread 
grate a heavy layer of cheese. Lay 
the slices in a pan, put this in the 
oven and leave until the cheese is soft 
and slightly brown. 

» • * 

POACHED EGG. 

Poach the eggs in milk allowing one 
egg for every round of toast. Dip 
each slice into the boiling milk and 
lay on a platter. Lay an egg on each 
slice, season with salt, a little black 
pepper and a bit of butter in the 
centre of each egg. 

* • » 

TOMATO RELISH. 

To about a cupful of cold stewed to- 
mato add half the quantity of finely 
chopped ham, one beaten egg and 
enough hot water or gravy to make 
it of the proper consistency to spread 
evenly. Bring the mixture to a strong 
heat without boiling. Spread on the 
toast and serve very hot. 

• » * 

ROAST WITH DRESSING. 

Put into a pan all the gravy and 
dressing left over from the dinner 
roast— beef, veal or mutton. Should 
the amount be scant add one cold po- 
tato, one slice of fresh bread, one tea- 
spoonful of butter, half a cupful of 
hot water; while this mixture is 
heating chip small, thin slices from 
the cold meat; lay them on the toast. 
As soon as the gravy and dressing are 
hot spread over the meat In a layer 
as thick as the toast. Serve very hot 



Dlning-Room Suggestions. 

All the dish gravy or juices that 
drain from the roasts should be saved 
and added to the meat sauces and soup 
stocks. 

The tablecloth and napkins must 
always be daintily fresh and white or 
the whole effect of a well-arranged 
table will be spoiled. 

The children's table manners should 
be carefully watched, and their train- 
ing in this respect cannot be begun 
too early. 

Small kindnesses and courtesies 
should never be ignored, especially at 
the family table. 

Raspberry stains may be removed 
from table linen by gently washing 
in lukewarm water to which a little 
ammonia has been added. 

Nearly nil stains may be removed 
from wash fabrics by dipping In boil- 
ing water or pouring the boiling water 
on the spot before putting in the suds. 

An attractive novelty In napery Is a 
pure white luncheon cloth of round- 
thread damask, which, when skillfully 
laundered, resembles a piece of heavy 
satin. The white hem is topped by 
three rows of Mexican drawn-work, 
and those In turn by two more rows 
of the same, which, lying on the table 
and showing the polished wood be- 
neath, makes a very handsome border. 



Scientific (Ailing of Ekes. 

No housekeeping tradition dies so 
hard in the face of scientific cooking 
school enlightenment as that which 
relates to the boiling of eggs. A soft- 
boiled egg, according to nine cooks 
out of ten, is put on in boiling water 
and allowed to remain from two to 
two and a half minutes. Eggs in- 
tended ^to be hard boiled also go in 
boiling water, and stay from ten to 
fifteen minutes. The new reading 
has changed all this. The modern 
cooking teacher says that when the 
water is allowed to boil the egg is 
tough, horny, and indigestible. To 
cook eggs soft, she further explains, 
they must be put in cold water, which 
is brought to a temperature of IT.", 
degrees Fahrenheit, and allowed to 
staud in this water from six to eight 
minutes. For hard-boiled eggs, put 
in cold water, bring to 175 degree 
Fahrenheit, then set back from the 
fire and keep hot forty-live minutes. 
Cooked in this way the albumen is re- 
duced to a jelly-like substance, easily 
digested, and the yulks are dry and 
mealy.— New York Post.

STRIDES IN MATCH-MAKING. 



Great Part Played by Machinery — Cuba 
Unconquerable. 

The consolidation of two large 
match companies recently effected in 
London attarcts attention to the great 
growth of the business abroad, and, 
curiously, its apparent inability to se- 
cure a foothold in Cuba. The union of 
the Diamond Match company with the 
Bryant & May concern makes un- 
doubtedly the largest incorporation of 
its kind in the world. An idea of the 
total output of matches is to be had 
by figures furnished by the Atlantic 
Match company, one of the strongest 
competitors. Five hundred million 
matches are said to be made daily 
in Europe, and these figures may be 
doubled for the United States. 

One factory in Ohio alone is cred- 
ited with turning out 100,000,000 fin- 
ished matches in 24 hours. Fifty mil- 
lion feet of lumber are used in the 
United States in the manufacture of 
matches, and some $20,000,000 invest- 
ed. What an important part modern 
machinery plays in this industry may 
be imagined when it is said that only 
about 15,000 people are employed. 

"There are but a few statistics to 
give," said a match representative 
recently, "to convince one of the 
strides in the business. American 
matches have been able to secure a 
foothold in Europe because of the su- 
periority of American machinery over 
tools that were in use 25 years ago. 
In Cuba, however, machinery is al- 
most unknown. Matches are hand- 
made, and yet we do not seem to get 
In. Some attribute this lack of suc- 
cess to the popularity of the small 
wax match made in Havana, which 
boys peddle on the street for almost 
nothing. There are about nine of 
these factories in Havana alone, and 
it would be a strange Havana, in- 
deed, without the ragged little match- 
boy. Cubans will not use any other 
kind of a match." — New York Post. 



Personnel of the Navy. 

The semi-annual edition of the naval 
register, bearing date of July 1, but 
which has been delayed in publication 
through the failure of the board of rear 
admirals to report the names of the 
two lieutenants whom they have se- 
lected for retirement, shows that there 
have been 26 resignations, 23 retire- 
ments and 30 deaths in the navy and 
marine corps since Jan. 1. One naval 
cadet was dismissed, but subsequently 
pardoned. There are 21 rear admirals, 
of whom three are "extra members," 
promoted for war services, whose re- 
tirements will not create vacancies; 
70 regular and three extra captains, 
112 regulars and three extra command- 
ers, 170 regular and two extra lieuten- 
ant commanders, 300 regular and four 
extra lieutenants, and 104 junior lieu- 
tenants. 

The register shows that there is a 
serious shortage in the number of en- 
signs. The law authorizes 245, but the 
list contains only 126. There has been 
much complaint over the lack of watch 
and division officers for warships, but 
although secretary Long has frequent- 
ly urged on congress the necessity of 
authorizing an increase in number of 
naval cadets and shortening the course 
of instruction in order to provide 
enough junior officers, his efforts have 
been unavailng. The fact that 119 
vacancies exist among the ensigns at 
a time when there are more vessels 
in commission than ever before ex- 
cept in war times, will be brought to 
the attention of congress as an argu- 
ment in favor of increasing the number 
of naval cadets. 



News from Tristan da Timlin. 

An interesting account of Tristan da 
Cunha, that solitary island in the mid- 
dle of the Atlantic, between America 
and South Africa, is given in "Annales 
Hydrographiques," by a German cap- 
tain who recently visited it. 

There are sixty-three inhabitants on 
the island, he says, and their time is 
spent in fishing and breeding cattle. 
They have between five hundred and 
six hundred cows, and as many sheep, 
and they also have an abundance of 
butter, milk, eggs and vegetables. On 
the other hand, they are often in need 
of flour, tea, coffee and tobacco; 
though, as there are only five smokers 
on Tristan da Cunha, the occasional 
dearth of tobacco cannot be regarded 
as a national calamity. 

The German captain found the is- 
landers very sociable. They provided 
him and his men with a supply of 
fresh meat, and in return received 
some articles of clothing, which were 
much needed.

The tea-drinking habit is said to be 
displacing the liquor-drinking habit 
among women of social position in Eng- 
land. If true, the temperance move- 
ment in that country is making sub- 
stantial progress. Tea drinking can 
scarcely become a degrading vice. 



Dr. Gatling, the inventor of the gun 
that bears his name, has turned his at- 
tention to producing improved agricul- 
tural implements. If he is as success- 
ful in making the ground shoot' out its 
products as he was in making his gun 
shoot bullets, then, indeed, can he be 
classed as a benefactor to the human 
race. 



Boston has evolved a method of deal- 
ing with the schoolhouse difficulty in- 
evitably resulting from the change of 
residenci districts in growing cities. 
Portable schoolhouses are built which 
can be set up wherever there is a defi- 
ciency of school room for pupils. The 
portable buildings are comfortable and 
suitable, and they can be readily moved 
about with the moving surplus of young 
Yankees. • 



A Lyons, France, scientist named 
Professor Raphael Dubois, has success- 
fully cultivated phosphorescent marine 
microbes — which are microscopic jelly 
fish — in glass flasks, and produced there- 
from enough light to render a printed 
page easily legible and the taking of 
photographs, although its actinic power 
is said to be decidedly small. The ocean 
may yet give up its phosphorescent light 
for the service of man. 



Chicago's new billboard ordinance 
has been sustained in a report of the 
Master in Chancery to the Superior 
Court and will probably prevail. It 
provides that no billboarls shall be 
more than ten feet high or 100 feet 
square in area ; that none shall be 
placed within five feet of another similar 
board now within twenty-five feet of 
the lot line. Limited size, restricted 
number and retired position will com- 
pel a decided improvement in the city's 
appearance. 



Astonishing as it may seem, a new 
island has just been discovered in the 
Japan Sea. It is described as an entire- 
ly new land. It is said to be two miles 
long, and of the same width, wooded, 
and possessed of several inlets, afford- 
ing good anchorage. It has been named 
Yanks, and forms another naval base 
for Japan on the skirts of Korea. This 
discovery dissipates the old idea, that 
there's nothing new under the sun. Not 
a single vestige of anything has been 
found that would indicate that human 
footsteps have ever pressed the soil of 
the island heretofore. 



The surprise of the British public 
was complete when an eminent physi- 
cian recently declared that the English 
cold bath has been responsible for a 
vast proportion of the untimely deaths 
of his countrymen ; hence our cousins 
have no astonishment in reserve for the 
affirmation of another eminent physician 
that the ancient and universal opinion 
that the nose is an index to character 
is a fallacy. He maintains that no soft 
part which is subject to so many acci- 
dental and developmental mutations as 
the nose, and which is associated witli 
the brain only through the agency of a 
special nerve, can indicate anything con- 
cerning temperament or disposition or 
degree of intellectual capacity. Of 
course, even though such a statement 
should be supported by the entire body 
of scientists it would make no change 
in the popular belief that a tremendous 
nose means a powerful mind, observes 
the Philadelphia Rcrord. 



St. Paul, Minn., has contracted for 
the burial of its pauper dead for the 
ensuing year at the rate of $1.05 for 
adults and seventy-five cents for in- 
fants. The estimated cost of the burial, 
ing been $3 for adults and $2 for in- 
fants . The estimated cost of the burial, 
including a stained pine coffin, is $3. Yet 
at these prices there is a profit in the 
gruesome business for the contractor. He 
is required to honor requisitions from 
the State Universities for bodies, receiv- 
ing for these such amounts as may be 
agreed upon. Another source of reve- 
nue is from the poor relatives of the 
pauper dead, who often come forward 
at the last moment to save the dead 
from the "disgrace" of a pauper's 
grave. With the same number of deaths 
this year as last the contractor would 
receive about $5.54 for each burial. These 
facts are in themselves a commentary 
on the needless funeral expense incur- 
red by poor people for the gratification 
of sentiment and pride.

Back at his 
native home

At noon of Wednesday the body ol 
the third martyr president reached ite 
native city. It was met by Judge 
Day at the head of the local reoeption 
committee, while assembled about the 
station was tho entire militia of the 
state. 

President Roosevelt and cabinet in 
carriages were followed by the guard 
of honor headed by Admiral Dewey 
and General Miles in full uniform, 
and the sad procession moved up 
Tenth street in the direction of the 
court house where the body lay in 
state. 

It is estimated that there were 60,- 
000 persons in Canton. All the way 
from Washington the notional grief 
was shown by deeds of kindness, words 
of sympathy and display of patriotism 
and regard. At Pittsburg and Al- 
legheny the demonstration wa3 the 
most marked. 

The crowds moved as if by a com- 
mon impulse towards the old familiar 
McKinley cottage. Military guards 
stationed at the four oorners of the 
lawn paoed their beats but there was 
no other sign of life about the house. 
A long border of black, which had 
been put in place after the body was 
moved to the house, fringed the roof 
of the porch from whioh President 
McKinley had spoken to delegations 
from every state in the union, and 
where he bad met and talked with all 
the ohieftaios of his party. 

The people of Canton hardly noticed 
the president of the United States or 
Uis cabinet or the generals and admir- 
als in their resplendent uniforms. 
The flag-draped casket which contain- 
ed the body of their friend and fellow- 
townsman had all their thoughts. He 
had left them two weeks ago that very 
day in the full strength of his man- 
hood, and they had brought him back 
dead. Anguish was in the heart of 
every man, woman and child. 

The only house in all this sorrow- 
atricken ci ) ft thout a touch of mourn- 
ing drtpery was the old fam liar Mc- 
Kinley cottage on North Market street. 

The face of the dead president was 
seen for the last time when it lay in 
state at the court house. The casket 
was sealed before it was borne away. 



mrs. Mckinley. 

Mrs. McKinley's condition is excit- 
ing grave apprehension among those 
caring for her, and the dreaded col- 
lapse is feared. Siuoe she has returned 
to the old homo the full realization of 
the awful calamity has come upon her. 
After the body had been brought from 
the court room and deposited in the 
little front room formerly used as the 
president's library she pleaded to be 
allowed to enter the room and sit be- 
side the casket. Consent was reluct- 
antly granted and for half an hour the 
stricken widow sat in the dim light 
beside the flower-draped bier. Then 
Htie was led away to her room and has 
not left it since. 

Owing to her condition she was able 
to take no 'part in any of the oeremo- 
nies, neither going to the church nor 
coining into the chamber of death 
when the body was borne away for 
the last time. From this time on she 
will be guarded with the most solicit- 
ous care and quiet, for it is only in 
this way that a collapse can be 
averted. 



THE LAST SERVICE. 

The services in the Canton Metho- 
dist church were simple. They began 
with the rendition of an organ pre- 
lude, Beethoven's funeral march. Aa 
the last notes of the prelude were 
stilled, the Euterpean Ladies' Quar- 
tette of Canton saiiR, "The Beautiful 
Isle of Somewhere." 

Rev. O. B. Milligan, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church, of Canton, 
delivered the invocation, which was 
eloquent and earn-jst. First Cor- 
inthians xv. 51-58 was read by Rev. 
E. P. Herbrouck, of the Trinity Re- 
formed church, of Canton. 

The favorite hymn of President 
McKinley, "Lead Kindly Light," was 
rendered by a mixed quartette. This 
finished, Dr. C. E. Manchester, pastor 
of the First Methodist church, de- 
livered his address, at the conclusion 
of which Bishop I. W. Joyce, of 
Minneapolis, delivered a short prayer. 

The hymn "Nearer, My God, to 
Thee," was sung by the entire con- 
gregation. The people remained stand- 
ing after the clqse of the hymn while 
the benediotion was pronounced by 
MonsignorT. P. Thorpe, of Cleveland. 

The casket was then borne from the 
chureh to the funoral car and the 
maroh of the prooessi.on to the cema- 
lery began.

Election Day Named by Governor- 
Chairman Underwood App >in<» 
His Camp lifjn Committee. 

Governor's Proclamation. 

Whereas, Under the terms of section 
22 of an act approved Deoember 11, 

1900, entitled an aot 

"To provide tor the holding of a 
oonvention to revise and amend the 
Constitution of this state," which said 
aeotion reads in part as follows : 

"Be it further enaoted, That in the 
event of the framing of such constitu- 
tion by said convention, it shall be the 
duty of the Governor, within one 
week after the filing of the same with 
the Secretary of State, to issue his 
proclamation, published as heretofore 
required for the proclamation to as- 
semble the convention to make known 
the fact that such constitution has 
been framed, and thereby require an 
Blect'on to be held in the several coun- 
ties of this sate, in the same manner 
and by the same offioers aa general 
elections are required to be held, for 
the purpose of submitting to thequal- 
fled voters of this state for ratification 
or rejection of said constitution;" and 

Whereas, The convention did assem- 
ble in the hall of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in the capitol at Montgom- 
ery. Ala., on Tuesday, May 23, 1901, 
and there did frame a constitution in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
law as laid down In said above named 
act : 

Now, therefore, I, William D. Jelks t 
Governor of the State of Alabama, do 
he'eby, in pursuance of my duty, as 
provided by section 22 of the said act> 
appoint Tuesday, November 1 1, 1901, 
as the day for an eleotion to be held in 
each county of this state to determine 
whether the qualified voters will ratify 
or reject said constitution, so framed. 
The sheriffs and other officers charged 
with duties connected with the elec- 
tion will take notice of this proclama- 
tion, and provide for said election in 
conformity with the law. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the great seal 
of the state to be affixed. Done at 
the capitol, in the city of Montgom- 
ery, Ala., this 16th day of September, 

1901. William D. Jelks, 
By the Governor:

Lincoln Buried — Tennessee Shooting

Children — Other Notes. 



ATTACKED MoKlNLEY'S GRAVE. 

A strange story comes from West- 
lawn cemetery where a company of 
regulars from Ft. Wayne, Mich., are 
guarding the vault in which the body 
of President McKinley lies. It is 
that Private Deprend was on guard 
duty on top of the vault at a point 
commanding the entrance from below 
and the approach from the rear. 
Shortly before 7:30 he saw what he 
took to be the face of a man peering 
from behind a tree about forty feet 
from his post . He watched it for 
twenty minutes, he says, and at 7:45 
eaw the man hurry to a tree teu feet 
nearer. He challenged the man to 
halt but this was not heeded. De- 
prend leveled his gun and aimed to 
shoot for effect, but just at that in- 
stant another man, who oame toward 
lim from the opposite side, caught 
-the gun, threw it up and the bullet 
•was spent in the air. This same man 
struck Deprend on the right sid e of 
the abdomen with a knife or other 
sharp weapon, cutting a gash in his 
overcoat. All members of the com- 
pany on hearing the shot, hurried to 
the vault, and besides searching the 
cemetery the guard was increased. 
There are seventy soldiers at the 
cemetery, twenty of whom are con- 
stantly on guard duty around the 
vault and camp. The first man, the 
guard says, carried a small white 
package in his right hand and some- 
thing that glistened like a polished 
•weapon in the other. The seoond 
man, the guard says, wore a mask 
over his face. Stories regarding the 
incident when they reached the city 
were connected with the jail delivery 
that occurred about the same time. 
While there seems to be no doubt 
that at least two prowlers attempted 
to reach the vault, there is muoh dif- 
ference of opinion as to the object of 
the intruders, who evidently made 
good their escape, as the cemetery 
has been searched over in vain. 



THE YACHT RACE. 
The first raoe, which was run last 
Thursday, was declared off because of 
the failure of the wind. During the 
race the cup defender, Columbia, was 
clearly in the lead and had the best 
of the battle. On Saturday the boats 
again went over the course, the Co- 
lumbia winning by thirty-nine seo- 
onds actual time, or one minute and 
twenty-two seconds with the allow- 
ance given her under the rules. The 
Columbia and the Shamrock II are 
the most evenly matohed racers ever 
competing for the historio cup, and in 
Saturday's raoe they ran neck and 
neck along the entire thirty miles 
of the course, keeping the result in 
doubt. Just at tho finish the yankee 
boat spurted and won the race. 



EPISCOPAL CONVENTION. 
The triennial meeting of the Epis- 
copal convention convenes in San 
Francisco Wednesday. It will be in 
session until Ootober 20th. The ab- 
sence of Rev. Dr. Dix, who has pre- 
sided over the house clerical and lay 
deputies since 1H86, will necessitate 
the election of a new president. Among 
those mentioned for this honor are 
Rev. Dr. Alsap, of Brooklyn, Rev. Dr. 
Huntington, of New York, and Rev. 
Dr. Lindsay, of Boston- 



ARKANSAS ANIMOSITY. 
A special says that Justice of the 
Peaoe Robert O'Kelley and Mrs. Kit 
Helton wero killed at Van Buren Sat- 
urday and that officers are searching 
for the husband of Mrs. Helton. Tho 
justice was shot from ambush and the 
woman is said to have been killed at 
her home. 



STREET CAR COLLISION. 
A runaway street car crashed into a 
freight train at Burlington Sunday 
Rnd was smashed into kindling wood. 
Mrs. Charles Kupfer was killed and 
peveral others were injured. 



ALMOST ANNIHILATED. 
The war department has reoeived 
the following dispatch from General 
Chaffee: 

"Manila, September 29. 
"Adjutant General, Washington. 

" 'Twenty-four men Ninth regiment, 
U. S. Infantry, wounded, have just 
arrived from Balangign, remainder 
oompany killed. Insurgents secured 
all company supplies and all rifles ex- 
cept twelve. Company was attacked 
during breakfast, morning September 
28lh; company 72 strong; officers — 
Thomas W. Connell, captain ; Edward 
A. Bumpus, first lieutenant; Dr. R. 
S. Griswold, major surgeon, es- 
caped.' " 

(Signed) "Chaffee." 

Capt, Edwin V. Bookmiller of the 
Ninth Infantry reports that General 
Hughes is assembling a force to attack 
the insurgents. 

Company C was a portion of the 
Ninth Regiment of United States In- 
fantry, which went to China at the 
time of the Boxer outbreak and while 
there performed valinnfc service. 
Later the troops ware engaged in pro- 
vost duty in Manila. General Otis 
says the slaughter did not mean that 
there is anything like widespread re- 
volt in that province. General Mc- 
Arthnr said : This is one of those de- 
plorable, isolated incidents which will 
have no effect upon the general re- 
sult. 

Capt. Lawrence Hern of the Twen- 
ty-first Infantry reports a severe en- 
gagement with insurgents near Can- 
delaria, the Americans'losing one 
killed and two wounded. The insur- 
gent loss not ascertained. The Amer- 
icans captured thirty thousand pounds 
of rice and several hundred rounds 
of ammunition. 



LINCOLN FINALLY INTERRED. 

The burial of the remains of 
Abraham Linooln has practically been 
comploted, the casket being placed 
Thursday in tho vault at the base of 
the monument shaft. Over six feet 
of cement have been laid over the 
casket. It is thought now that no 
further removal of the body will ever 
be made. The casket is buried 
thirteen feet in the ground, beneath 
the tomb containing the crypts where 
lie the remainder of the family. It 
would take a large force of workmen 
several days to exhume the casket 
under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 



TENNESSEE TROUBLE. 
Saturday afternoon near Conyors- 
vil le, Wallace Ward, son of Frank 
Ward, a prominent planter killed his 
brother, Brown Ward. The informa- 
tion reoeived is that the brothers were 
working in a field, when trouble arose 
in which the younger brother was vic- 
tor. This enraged Wallace who went 
to the house and procured a shotgun. 
Returning he shot his younger brother 
through the heart. Wallace made no 
effort to escape, but endeavored to 
take his own life with poison. Ac- 
cording to the report, however, he 
still lives. The family Is well known 
throughout western Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 



INSANE MOTHER'S ACT. 
At Little York, fifteen miles from 
Cleveland, Mrs. Perry Curtis, wife of 
a farmer, today drowned her three 
children in a well and then committed 
suioide by jumping in after them. 
The dead are : Mrs. Perry Curtis, 
aged 38; Rosa, 2; Annie, 5; Harold 
Scudder, 9. The latter was Mrs. 
Curtis' step-son. Mrs. Curtis was 
released from Massillon insane asylum 
reoently as cured. Eugene Roberts, 
a neighbor, discovered the insane 
mother's crime when he attempted to 
draw some water from the well. 



RANDALL METTS KILLED. 
Randall Metts was shot and killed 
on the streets of Wilacoochee, Ga., 
Saturday by Elish Lott, his father-in- 
law. Both families are prominent. 
The men are said to have had some 
family trouble a few days ago. When 
they met in the street each drew his 
revolver and began firing. Lott's 
bullet pieroed the heart of Metts.

Dr. Parkhurst has reached New 
York from England, and, with his 
characteristic freedom of speech, 
leaped at once into the public world. 
He took up the Gotham oampaign, 
heaped abuse galore on Boss Croker, 
indorsed Seth Low and discussed 
President Roosevelt. "The assassin- 
ation of President McKinley," he said, 
"aroused a great deal of sympathy in 
England. But the sympathy was in 
large part that which is bred from a 
sense of common danger. They knew 
that the bullet which killed McKinley 
was just as truly a blow at their own 
institutions as at the government of 
the United States. The people over 
there are asking, under their breath, 
'Whoso turn will it be next?' That 
is the feeliug that is responsible for a 
great deal of the sympathetic atten- 
tion that was focused on the deathbed 
of President McKinley." He says the 
first utterances of the new president 
restored great confidence abroad. 

Secretary of the Treasury Lyman . 
J. Gage said when asked of the future 
of the country undsr President Roose- 
velt: "All the indications are that the 
new president is receiving the confi- 
dence, hearty support and best wishes 
of all the people of this country, in all 
sections and without regard to party. 
The general public business is going 
on without interruption. Tho pros- 
pects, so far as they appear to us in 
Washington, are that there is to be no 
break in the general good industrial 
and financial condition which hae 
marked the period of the last two or 
three years." 

It Is asserted in well informed cir- 
e'es at Caracas that President Castro 
will declare war on Colombia at the 
end of the month. The Venezuelan 
government is without financial re- 
sources and will shortly use the 
method of South American dictator- 
ships and proceed to raise funds by 
force. Lack of confidence in the gov- 
ernment is manifested everywhere in 
Venezuela. 

Secretary of War Root is much im- 
proved In health. Not long ago he 
underwent an operation for the re- 
moval of a carbuncle. He returned 
from New York last Friday in order to 
be with his son, Elihu Root, Jr., who 
is ill with typhoid fever. Mr. Root's 
son is said to have passed the danger 
point and is now expected to recover 
rapidly. 

THE Novoe Vyremya, an influential 
St. Petersburg newspaper, regards 
President Roosevelt's announcement 
of his policy as more than a personal 
opinion. It hails him as a champion 
of peaoe, whose desire to remove all 
cause for existing misunderstandings 
will be responded to most sympatheti- 
cally by Russia. 

Col. Charles A. Dempsey, command- 
ing the Thirteenth Regiment of In- 
fantry in the Philippines, is placed on 
the retired list of the army, after 
forty years' service. He is a native 
of Virginia, and was graduated from 
the West Point Military Aoademy in 
the class of '65. 

The board of brevets is in session 
and will consider at this meeting only 
the oases of those who distinguished 
themselves in Cuba and the Philip- 
pines. President Roosevelt is recom- 
mended for promotion to tho rank of 
brigadier general. 

The census rep ort on report on

underground workings, for use in 
cases of emergency, as well as for 
the transaction of daily business. This) 
means of communication would be a 
great help to rescuers in the case of^ 
search for comrades accidentally 
burled under ground through cave-ins 
or explosions. It is believed that the 
companies will adopt some such sys- 
.tetm. 

According to the nebular hypothesis, 
which is generally accepted by astron- 
omers, the first stage of a star's ex- 
istence is that of a nebula, from which) 
by contraction and condensation, itf 
gradually passes to that of a body* 
But there is an instance now of a re- 
versal of this order, for a new star 
found in the constellation Aquila, in 
the summer of 1899, is shown by the 
spectrum to have passed into the 
nebulous state. This rare occurrence 
is confirmed by Professor Wendell, at 
Cambridge, who explains the strange 
phenomenon by suggesting that it was 
caused by a collision in space, the 
heat thereby developed being sufficient 
to turn solid matter into gag and 
vapor. 

A recent test was made of the effect 
of X-rays on insects in the following 
manner: A box was made, half of 
wood and half of sheet lead. In the 
wooden half a number of larvae of 
flies, bees, beetles, and other incests 
were placed, and the box was then 
put in the field of the X-rays. The 
insect colony at once became greatly 
excited, and after crawling to and 
fro, finally emigrated, to a worm, 
to the leaden half of the box, where 
the rays would not penetrate. The 
experiment was repeated many times 
and always with the same result. A 
similar experiment was tried with the 
blind larvae of a certain species of 
beetle. A number of them were 
placed in an open cigar-box, which 
also contained a metal box with an 
opening. No sooner were the rays 
turned on than the insects showed 
signs of distress. Their uneasiness 
increased, and in a little while they 
all sought refuge in the metal box. As 
the larvae in the second experiment 
were entirely sightless, their percep- 
tion of the rays must take place 
through tho nerves of the skin. 



Hanks Keatly For Emergencies. 
To meet sudden and unexpected de- 
mands upon banks, a large sum is kept 
ready for use. The average large 
bank—say with total assets of $20,- 
000,000— is prepared by four lines of 
defense to resist sudden attack. In 
the vault or safe about ¥500,000 iu 
bank bills is always on hand; back of 
that is a cash reserve of perhaps $1,- 
500,000, deposited in various business 
banks subject to instant call; back of 
that again is perhaps $8,000,000 in 
United States and other gilt-edged se- 
curities immediately marketable, and 
the fourth and last line of defense, and 
to be retired upon only in extreme dis- 
tress, is ?G,000,000 or $8,000,000 iu 
bonds and mortgages, on whioh the 
mortgagers will be hurriedly called to 
make a payment on account if the 
bank is pushed to extremeties. With 
such resources, disaster would seem 
impossible, though it has come to the 
best fortified institutions.— The Book- 
Keeper.

most dependent upon them. 

One ot the most hopeful signs of the 
Booth's progress is the increased at 
tenth)!! to roads and their s eady ii 
proving condition. The general c >nd 
tion of roads in the South is so tnnct 
better now than it was ten year- iil' 
that the transportation of erups in tt.ir 
section to market or > ail way line s cost 
now many millions of doliurs \->:- tha 
it did before these improvements wen 
made. 

Everv good road is an object lesson 
that causes the building of other- and 
where n-al road improvement once be 
gins it is almost sure to continue. 

Alabama has done much in roa.l 
building during the past, tor e years, 
but she is woefully behind in the great 



building of enduring highways in Ala- 
bama, The Dixie Manufacturer proposes 
that a State Convent on be held in Bir- 
mingham or Montgomery, and a perma- 
nent organization be perfected. There 
is work to be done for a hundred years 
The more we progress the more work 
will there be to do, and the broader wi 1 
be the scope. 

We suggest that the Governor of t he 
State, with himself added, appoint two 
delegates from each Congressional Dis- 
trict and four from the Stale at large, 
each Probate Judge, with himself ad- 
ded, appoint five delegates, the piv.-i- 
dents of Fanners' Clubs.

"THE ANTI-RATIFIERS 

Our Mountain Home. 

The leadership of former Govern- 
or Joseph F. Johnston in the polit- 
ical forces opposing the ratifica- 
tion of the New Constit ution conies 
with no surprise to those who 
know his character and methods, 
For, in view of his past history and 
record, Ins opposition to the new 
instrument, was expected and dis- 
counted; since it was very gener- 
ally believed that he would antag- 
onize any Constitution that would 
be adopted by the late Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

The ex Governor, in his public 
letter to the Age Herald, finds 
nothing in the New Constitution 
to commend. He notes many ob- 
jections, but his conclusions are 
vain and demagogical, reminding 
the reader of his silk-hat versus 
wool-hat arguments on a former 
memorable occasion. His refer- 
erence to the surviving candidates 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, two of whom are allign- 
ed with him in their opposition to 
ratification, is rather unfortunate, 
since it suggests disappointed as- 
pirations and the resentment of 
political outs as an incentive to 
oppose what is known to be a meas- 
ure of the Democratic party, al- 
though not declared to be so by its 
State Executive Committee. 

The course of General Charles 
M. Shelley, the chairman of the 
anti-ratification forces, was not 
anticipated, since he was believed 
to have 'been past the age when 
men voluntarily enter the strife 
and turmoil of politics. His patri- 
otism, as well as that of the other 
members of the committe of the 
anti-ratification campaign, is un- 
questioned. 

However, be this as it may, 1he 
New Constitution, though not per- 
fect, is infinitely superior to the 
old. The New Constitution trusts 
the people. It takes the election 
of Solicitors and all other elective 
offices from the Legislature and 
places it in the bunds of the plain 
people. It permits no waste of 
time and money by the Legislature 
on local matters; nor does it per 
mit legislation on private claims 
and corporations. And with its 
ratification will pass away the oc- 
cupation of the lobbyist and claim 
agent, to the great relief of mod- 
ern legislation.

Last 
year from a small paper of seeds cost- 
ing 10 cents the vines grew luxuriant- 
ly and produced large, lovely flowers 
which were a delight until frost. The 
blossoms were very abundant and of 
ma-nmoth size, white, red, royal pur- 
ple, blue, brick red in solid color, red 
hlue and purple edged with white, etc. 
'They were given the same, care as 
the common varieties but surpassed 
them wonderfully in growth of vines 
and beauty and si7e of bloom. The 
vines were trained on strings to the 
top of the window casings and then 
kept clipped and not allowed to grow 
higher.— The Epitomist.

Turpentine is good for bruises, In- 
flammations, worms and broken limbs. 

Tincture of iron is good for chick- 
■enpox, sore head and ulcers of all 
kinds. 

Chlorate of potash is good for any 
throat trouble. 

Bicarbonate of soda is good for in- 
digestion. 

Camphor is good for gapes in young 
chicks. 

Carbolic acid is good for disinfect- 
Ing. 

The above things are all ireful in 
the poultry house, and while healthy 
fowls need no medicine, still accidents 
may happen at any time, and it is 
well to have remedies at hand.

Work After Har"vi>»t. 

At the close of the fruiting season 
thoroughly cultivate ii& ground be- 
tween the rows <*f Strawberries with 
a small-toothed cultivator. In th*5 
rows and about the hills the !><• • and 
spading fork must be used to stir the 
ground and destroy wfteda and grass. 
The plants should be thinned so as 
to stand at least six inches apart, if 
the soil needs fertilizing this should 
be applied broadcast before the cul- 
tivator is started. 

Blackberries and raspberries should 
have the stalks which produced fruit 
cut out and the new stalks thinned to 
the proper number in the hill. If 
the terminal was not pinched out of 
the growing stalks earlier in the sea- 
son the top should be cut back to 
about 30 inches high. Gather all the 
brush where it can be piled and 
burned, which will destroy many in- 
sects and fungi. 

Currants and gooseberries close 
their fruiting season a little later than 
!the strawberry, blackberry or rasp- 
Iberry. At the close of their fruiting 
season all wood that has borne two 
or three crops should be cut out and 
the young stalks thinned to five or six. 
If the plants are crowded too close, 
three to five stalks will be enough to 
Insure a good crop. The cultivator 
should be started to give a thorough 
stirring of the surface, following with 
hoe and fork between the hills, and 
continuing the cultivating up to the 
middle or last of August* it the sea- 
son is dry the cultivator may be kept 
going at intervals of six or eight days. 
Currants and gooseberries delight in 
a loamy, rich soil with a damp, but 
■not wet, subsoil. There is no better 
■means of securing this than by apply- 
ing a liberal dressing of stable manuer 
at the commencement of winter. This 
Is applicable to all small fruits— S. 
H. Lurton, In New England Home-

Growing Potatoes Under Straw. 

T prepare the ground as for ordinary 
cultivation. Let the soil get well 
warmtd before planting, say from the 
middle of May to June 1. Plant in 
drills, 24 inches between rows, drop 
pieces 12 inches apart and cover with 
two inches of soil. Apply the straw 
as the potatoes are coming through 
the ground, if some are two or three 
Inches high they will all find the sur- 
face. Cover six to eight inches deep 
with straw, which will settle to three- 
or four inches with the first rain. Too 
much straw is ruinous most seasons, 
the ground is kept too wet and cold 
and the potatoes come up weaklings. 
Just enough straw should be used to 
retain moisture and smother weeds. 
One rain after the straw is applied is 
sufficient to secure a good crop. Be 
careful to select a well drained, rather* 
light soil if possible. A wet heavy 
soil is not desirable. 

Most tubers will form at the sur- 
face, none deeper than two inches be- 
low surface of ground. In digging 
throw straw off two rows at a time 
and scoop out each hill with a single 
stroke with a potato or common flve- 
iined manure fork. One man last 
year dug and crated 50 bushels a day. 
tfeetles seldom attack potatoes under 
straw very seriously. I have grown po- 
tatoes under straw every year for 
nearly 25 years and only record two or 
three failures. Last season the yield 
was 400 bushels per acre of fine smooth 
tubers. A single vine produced 17 



tubers, 15 of which were marketable 
and weifeiied 7.25 pounds. Two vines 
produced 12.25 pounds. Potatoes 
weighing 1.5 to 2 pounds were quite 
common. Potatoes grown this way 
never take the second growth, which 
is always deleterious ta the eating 
quality, and unless a Very wet season 
are of excellent quality, both in ap- 
pearance and lor the table. — J. B. Kel- 
ler, In American Agriculturist. 



Hay and Tagture Grain. 

Hay is perhaps the most important 
article of food for live stock on the 
farm, and grass Is said to be the 
"foundation of farming." The grass 
crop may not be as Valuable as > - 
but it Is an article Of foor\ for which 
no substitute can ft* found, as it gives 
bulk and quality to the rations, both 
in the green condition and when 
cured as hay. There are many excel- 
lent and nutritious grasses known, 
and which can be used by the farmer, 
but he confines himself to but two or 
three. Clover and timothy are the 
grasses mostly used for hay (clover 
not really belonging to the grass fam- 
ily), and with all that may be said 
in its favor there are many grasses 
superior to timothy. Custom, however 
has given timothy a prominent place 
on the farm, and which it will holfl 
for a long time. But although tim- 
othy and clovelf Wfe grown on the 
same land, as a mixed crop, yet they 
do not ripen together, and ai* conse- 
quently not suitable for each other 
and for producing mixed hay of the 
highest quality, for if the clover be- 
come too ripe it will contain a large 
proportion of woody fibre, while, if 
the clover is cut before the tlnibtny 
is ripe the latter will hot be as nu- 
tritious as whew fully matured. Or- 
chard grass, which is disliked by 
many because it "stools," comes into 
blossom at the same time as clover.

It is argued that if Frank- 
lin, with his primitive apparatus, 
could harness the lightning on a small 
scale, modern science, with all the 
resources which it has at hand, should 
be able to subdue the thunder-storm 
The Post-Dispatch also calls atten 
tion to some experiments made in re- 
Cent years by an English scientist, 
Who erected tall poles about his 
festate, tapped with lightning rods; 
and stored the electHcity eaiight in 
Leyden JarS-.

Pasture grass should be short, be- 
cause the animals will prefer it so, as 
they can then better select the kinds 
prepared. The young and tender 
grass, that is but a few inches high, is 
always more highly relished than any 
other, and if a pasture is to be occu- 
pied by the stock they will keep the 
grass down. No farmer, therefore, 
should expect a crop of hay from hii 
pasture land. The meadow is also de- 
pended upon for producing the hay 
crop, but the meadow Is also given up 
to the animals at times. The point 
is not to take advantage of thfl 
meadow, but to make it better, by 111' 
creasing the variety of grasses, A va- 
riety having some fault should not 
be condemned if It also has merit, 
Orchard grass comes early in Spring, 
it will remain for several years, and 
it thrives Where .some grasses should 
not exist. Herd's grass is excellent 
on meadow land that is somewhat 
moist, Its running roots soon forming 
a thick and permanent sod. Blue 
grass can be made to thrive on a 
great m'Any soils, but prefers lime- 
stone land, and it is a grass that gives 
the best late pasturage, but It should 
not be grazed too closely early in the 
season. Adapt the grasses to the soil 
if possible. 

There are a great many kinds of 
hay crops that need not be mixed in 
the fields, as they can be mixed in 
the feed box when cutting the feed for 
stock in winter. Clover is the main 
hay crop, but such a crop as Hunga- 
rian grass, which grows in the sum- 
mer, and in a short time, will add 
largely to the supply of hay, and ex- 
periments made show that cow peas 
and oats, cut when not too ripe, will 
give good yields of hay that may per- 
haps be better than clover In some 
respects. One of the most valuable 
crops, in proportion to cost, is cow 
peas and corn. Plant the corn in 
rows and plant the cow peas in the 
same rows, but between the corn hilU, 
the corn being one foot apart in the 
roows. Cultivate one way, and allow 
the pea vines to grow upon the corn. 
It may be mentioned that it is not too 
late now to grow such a mixed crop, 
as It may be harvested at any time. 
It adds variety of ensilage and the 
ensilage will be more nutritious and 
also more highly relished by stock in 
winter than if the ensilage is made ex- 
clusively of corn. But the farmer 
should study grasses and hay crops, 
for there are kinds that thrive on rich 
soils only, while others will grow on 
sandy soils, damp soils, medium soils, 
etc., and if they cannot be grown to- 
gether they can be grown on different 
fields. The greater the variety the 
less the liability of loss during dry 
seasons, as some hay crops will give 
good results when others fail under 
the same conditions. — Philadelphia 
Record. 



There seems to be little doubt that 
science will soon be called on to take 
up the question of wholesale protec- 
tion from lightning. The writer 
quoted above favors an endeavor not 
only to make the lightinng harmless 
but to make it the servant of man 
This is a tremendous proposition 
Electricity has been put into service 
to a remarkable degree. Today it fur- 
nishes man with heat, light and pow- 
er. It carries his messages for him, 
furnishes him quick transportation, 
cooks his dinner, lights his fOom. Yet 
we do not know what it la. No man 
knows whence It comes or whither it 
goes. Its most tremendous and ter- 
rific demonstration is ill the lightning, 
Men who attempted td follow the ex- 
ample of Franklin have met death as 
the resun of their temerity, and we 1 
have no assurance that an effort td 
enlarge 6h his ideas might hot result 
In disaster on a larger scale. 

But the experiments of the English 
scientist spoken of above seem to 
have been entirely successful, and 
there appears to be no, reason why 
they should not be followed on a 
larger scale. In the cities immunity 
from danger might in all probability 
be procured by the erection of very 
tall poles, equipped with proper con- 
ductors for carrying off the current 
from the clouds before it has time to 
concentrate into a destructive dis- 
charge. This experiment has been 
tried with success. But so far as the 
country districts are concerned such 
safeguards are, of course, impossible. 
And as to utilizing the electricity tak- 
en from the clouds in the manner sug- 
gested, it would probably be not so 
much a question of catching as of 
holding on. — Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal.

THK VALUE OF IRRIGATION. 



THE SUBJECT TREATEtJ BEFORE 
THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION, 



Professor Elwood Mead's Testimony-Its 
Creat Aid to Agriculture Fully Set 
Forth— The Area Requiring Assistance- 
Enormous Values to Land Thereby. 

The value of irrigation as an aid to 
agriculture and the enormous value that 
Would be added to the land of the arid 
region by providing it Wiih water was 
discussed before tlie inditsttial eonituls; 
sion by Professor Elwotid Mead; Prof. 
Mead was formerly the State ferigiriPer' 
of irrigation of Wyoming', and he is 
now expert in irri n of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. He declared that 
irrigation is destined in the near future 
to occupy in the United States a lead- 
ing place in national affairs. 

"Heretofore irrigation has been look- 
ed upon as a sectional industry, but the 
experience of the past fifteen years has 
shown that this is a mistaken idea," he 
said. "In southern Louisiana and south- 
eastern Texas an area larger than many 
New England States has had its value 
Increased from $2,50 to $5 an acre to 
from $50 to $100 sn acre through this 
agency, and brotllises' hi the course of 
aHdther ten years to make this eovitlir* 
an exporter , instead of. ari importer tii 
rice. All along the Atlantic sfeabo'atff 
irrigation 1 is becoming an' Essential ad- 
junct of market gardening, the appli- 
cation of moisture being found as prof- 
itable as that of fertilizers. The irriga- 
ted districts of Italy and France have 
averaee rainfall equal to that of the 
New England States, arid recent, experi- 
ence in the middle West seems to make 
certain that the lesson of the new world, 
like that of the old, is to be that no 
agent of agriculture or horticulture is 
so effective as the ability to apply mois- 
ture at the right time and in the right 
amount." 

In about two-fiftha of the United 
States, exclusive of Alaska and the 
recently acquired insular possessions, he 
said, the ability to grow crops is de- 
pendent on irrigation . This is not be- 
cause the land lacks fertility, but be- 
cause its lacks moisture. Wherever this 
has. been supplied, the land becomes ex- 
ceedingly productive. . Jfl s*v.eh State* 
and two. territories irrigated .agricul- 
ture is the , chief resource: . The cities 
of Denver, Salt Lake, Los Angeles, and 
many other towns of lesser size and im- 
portance are as much the creation of 
irrigation as the orchards and fields 
which surround them. Without the 
winter forage which is grown in the 
irrigated valleys of the immense stock 
ranges of the West, the suffering and 
losses of range cattle and sheep would 
every year be disastrous. 

Owing to the lack of accurate records, 
in many States of any records whatever, 
we do not know and cannot know the 
number of mileage of irrigation ditches 
and canals, or the area which they wa- 
ter. It is known that there are over 
10.000 ditches and canals in Colorado 
and about 6,000 in Wyoming. There 
are mote than ?5,o0o in the United 
States: In the construction of these 
there has beert expended not less than 
$200,000,000, and over $soO|06o,dot) has 
been expended iti the construction of 
ditches and laterals and In preparing 
land for the distribution of water over 
it without taking into account the fences 
and habitations necessary fof the culti- 
vation of this land. 

Continuing, Professor Mead said : 
"The States of Wyoming, Idaho, Color- 
ado and Utah, in accepting the Carey 
grant to actual settlers at 50 cents an 
acre, and as these States have the priv- 
ilege of selecting the best lands', within 1 
their border and lands known to be 
susceptible of irrigation, this can be 
taken as the estimate of those best in- 
formed of the average value of unim- 
proved arid land. After irrigation land 
values range from $5 to $100 an acre in 
the northern half of the arid region, and 
from $20 to $1,800 an acre in the south- 
ern half, the high-priced products of 
southern California and Arizona being 
the cause of the greater values in the 
south. The enhanced value of land is 
not the only evidence of the wealth 
created by irrigation in the arid West. 
It is more strikingly shown in the aug- 
mented values of rivers. To illustrate 
this it may be stated that a right to fifty 
inches of water in California recently 
sold for $50,000. This was a wholesale 
price. It is worth more at retail. The 
estimated value of the rights to Color- 
ado streams is $90,000,000. This does 
not- include structures for diverting 
but represents the value of the titles 
to the streams in their natural channels. 
In the East the use of water has not 
as yet become sufficiently systematized 
to assign it any particular value as a 
merchantable commodity. In Texas 
and Louisiana the party furnishing 
water for rice irrigation receives one- 
third of the crop. In other sections of 
the East it depends on the cost of the 
service, and is but little influenced by 
the value of the water itself." 

"The area thus far reclaimed is far less 
than that awaiting irrigation," he said. 
"The great rivers of the arid regions, the 
Snake and Colorado — are as yet almost 
untouched. Practically all their waters 
run unused to the ?ea. The area irri- 
gated by the San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento Rivers in California can more 
than be doubled, and similar illustra- 
tions could be made in every State and 
territory of the arid region. In the 
hum!'!, section irrigation has only just 
begun, but the fact that during the past 
five years Louisiana has brought a lar- 
ger acreage under irrigation than any 
arid State shows the possibilities of this 
form of aericulturc in the humid East. 
The tiling most needed to promote this 
growth is to define the status of water 
and enact adequate laws to govern its 
diversion and use. When this lias been 
settled it will be time to determine what 
provision shall be made for the construc- 
tion of works of too great magnitude 
and cost for private enterprise, of which 
there will eventually be a large num- 
ber."

The Art of Photographing Birds. 

Strangely enough, it is not always the 
more rare and shy birds which are most 
difficult to photograph, but, on the con- 
trary, very common and usually unsus- 
picious species/ when approached with 
photographic intent, are exceedingly 
wary.

On the 
other hand, blue jays, which are no- 
toriously wild, I have had no difficulty 
with, provided the time chosen was late 
summer or early autumn. I find that 
at this season they readily approach 
within range of my lens if their cries 
are imitated while in hiding. Many birds 
have habits which greatly facilitate mat- 
ters once they are learned. — A. H. Ver- 
rill, in Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly.

FALKNER ACQUITTED. 



Henry Falkuer, who was on 
trial this week charged with mur- 
der, was acquitted. 

The killing of Newt. Howard 
occurred in the month of January, 
1898, at Boothtown rfear Gurnee, in 
this county. It developed in the 
preliminary examination that How- 
ard and his wife did not live to 
gether on the best ; of terms. He 
had forbidden her to go to Mrs. 
Frances Booth's and' had warned 
Mrs. Booth and her family not to 
harbor her. 

On the day that the tragedy 
occurred Howard hud been hunt- 
ing, and during his absence his 
wife went to Mrs. Booth's and the 
latter sent for a friend to come to 
the house and protect the family 
from the anticipated attack of 
Howard. Henry Falkncr respond- 
ed and had arrived at the house a 
few minutes before; Howard, each 
with his gun. Falkner took his 
position in the room of the house 
nearest the public road. 

Mrs. Booth met Howard on the 
front verandah and forbade him to 
come in. The Booth boys, "Ban- 
ny" and "Yaimny," appearing, one 
with a shotgun and the other with 
a pistol, Howard shot at first one 
and then the other, one load of 
squirrel shot taking effect in Yam- 
my's abdomen. They returned 
those fires and Howard turned and 
walked away from the steps to- 
ward the gate. He fell on his face 
in the path villi about twenty- 
eight wounds in the sides of his 
chest, neck and head, and was 
dead before any one reached him. 
The testimony of Mrs. Booth and 
and her two daughters, Lottie Lee 
and Nettie Pitts, tended to show 
that after Howard started towards 
the gate Henry Falkner fired on 
him from the window. 

Falkner was committed to jail 
without bail by Justices Ozley and 
Harris but was afterwards admit- 
ted to bail on petition of habaes 
corpus. He joined the army and 
served in the Philippines, but re- 
turned a few months since and sur- 
rendered to the sheriff. On the 
trial this week, the recollections 'of 
the State's witnesses had so faded 
that the State was unable to make 
out a case.

MYSTERY OF THE ARCTIC 



SCIENTISTS PUZZLED OVER THE MIR- 
ACE CITY OF ALASKA. 



Splendor of tlie Spectacle Tim Avid 
Kverv Ilnholder — s-eeu Only In tlie 
Evening or Karly Morning — Theory of 
Mlrutes — Miiy lie Itrlstol in England. 

The announcement that a party of 
scientific men will leave Vancouver 
for Alsaka to study the so-called "Si- 
lent City" mirage directs attention 
to a phenomenon which has been the 
subject of much discussion during the 
last 10 or 12 years. As long ago as 
1887 a mining prospector who had ex- 
plored southern Alaska extensively 
created a sensation in Juneau and 
Save newspaper correspondents a 
first-class topic by exhibiting a photo- 
graph which he pretended to have 
taken of a mirage. This prospector, 
one Willoughby, was particularly fa- 
miliar with the region about Glacier 
bay and is said to have piloted Prof. 
Muir's vessel lo the glacier which 
now bears the latter's name. The 
story which Willoughby told in Ju- 
neau was substantially this: 

Several years before, while he was 
near Glacier bay, the Indians told 
him of the occasional appearance of 
what looked like a city suspended in 
air. Finally he witnessed the strange 
spectacle himself. There seemed to 
be a number of huge buildings, all of 
beautiful and imposing architecture, 
whose spires and buttresses strongly 
suggested the cathedrals of the old 
world. Lest his story should be dis- 
credited, he made several successive 
attempts to photograph the picture, 
which the Indians called the "Silent 
City." Whatever doubt may attach to 
the genuineness of the picture, the 
rest of Willoughby's statement may 
be accepted without hesitation, be- 
cause there is plenty of corroborative 
evidence. 

Independent testimony of great val- 
ue is that offered by Dr. Filippo De 
Filippi, who accompanied the Duke 
of the Abruzzi to Alaska in 1897 and 
subsequently wrote an account of the 
Italian expeditions to Mount St. Ellas. 
The duke and his companions had 
reached the summit and had descend- 
ed part of the way when night over- 
took them. They encamped on the 
slope. With returning day they 
pushed on over the Malaspina toward 
Yakutat bay, where lay their ship. 
The weather was fine, but there was 
a breeze. The air was not calm, and 
this fact may partially explain the im- 
perfections and unsteadiness of the 
mirage. Dr. Fillipi says: 

"The southern ridges of Mount St. 
Elias stood out clearly, merging in the 
long chain of Chaix hills, which, as it 
approached the Malaspina glacier, as- 
sumed a series of strange shapes which 
we were no longer able to, recognize. 
Their outlines underwent changes be- 
fore our very eyes, assuming the 
forms of spires, belfries, minarets and 
architectural outlines of fantastic ca- 
thedrals, all of which slowly appeared 
and disappeared, to be succeeded by 
buildings of lesser height, severely 
rectilinear. This proved to be the 
mirage known as the "Silent City," 
an optical illusion to which this wide 
ice surface is prone in common with 
the burning sands of the desert. The 
marvelous spectacle continued 
throughout the afternoon. 

It should be added that this gla- 
cier is fully 25 mile? in width, but as 
it is something like 150 or 200 mil»s 
west of the Muir glacier, where Wil- 
loughby was when he saw the mirage, 
it is open to question whether the 
scene was precisely the same. Wil- 
loughby declared, however, that the 
suspended city lay off to the westward 
of him, toward Mount Fairweather, 
which stands between Glacier bay and 
Mount St. Elias. It is to the vicinity 
of Fairweather that next summer's 
expedition is to go. Other testimony 
regarding phantom cities seen at twi- 
light and not in the middle of the day 
la furnished by Professor Russell, the 
well-known authority on American vol- 
canoes. It was Professor Russell, by 
the way, who effectually disposed of 
the theory that Mount St. Elias is a 
volcano. The mirage witnessed by 
him was at the head of Yakutat bay, 
or at a point between Mount St. Elias 
and Mount Fairweather. 

Spectacles of the same kind have 
been seen on the coast of Greenland, 
too. Scoresby, writing 30 odd years 
ago, remarked: "Hummocks of ice as- 
sumed the form of castles, obelisks 
and spires, and the land presented ex- 
traordinary features. In somo places 
the distant ice was so extremely ir- 
regular and appeared to be so full of 
pinnacles that it resembled a forest 
of naked trees. In others it had the 
character of an extensive city, crowd- 
ed with churches, castles and public 
edifices." Gen. A. W. Greely in his 
"American Weather," makes a pass- 
ing reference to the phenomenon. He 
does not mention having seen a mir- 
age himself, but he refers to the mar- 
velous tales which he has heard, 
more especially about their appear- 
ance in the arctic regions, and de- 
clares that he is prepared to believe 
them. 

Practically all writers on the theory 
of the . mirage hold that, while the 
images presented to the observer's 
eye may be distorted and obscure, 
they have a certain basis in fact. They 
are representations (accurate or inac- 
curate) of real things. Napoleon's 
army, crossing the sands of lower 
Egypt, saw remote villages which 
were yet below the horizon lifted into 
view. At. sea it is not uncommon to 
detect ships that arc yet too far away 
to be seen normally. Indeed, there 
pre multiple images, one above the 
other, and some of them upside down, 
perhaps. Put in spite of their eccen- 
tiicities there is a real ship involved 
in the phenomenon. 



In some mirages there is a great 
magnification of the objects seen, but 
only in a vertical direction. The pass- 
age just quoted from Scoresby illus- 
tiates the point in a measure. This 
effect is closely allied to the appar- 
ent lifting of a scene above its true 
position, or what sailors call "loom- 
ing." For instance, a mirage onco 
showed people at Hastings, England, 
the French coast near Boulogne, 40 
or 50 miles away. The curvature of 
the earth is here sufficient to hide 
one city from the other under ordi- 
nary conditions. Prof. J. D. Everett 
of Belfast, Ireland, in a lecture deliv- 
ered over a quarter of a century ago 
dwelt at length on the false ideas of 
nearness and the distortion of form 
that results from looming. "This ver- 
tical magnification is shown in cliffs 
and icebergs at sea," said he, "and 
produces an effect of pinnacles, spires, 
columns or basaltic cliffs. * * * 
The magnificent columns which con- 
stitute a part of the Fata morgana (a 
mirage) in the Strait of Messina are 
in like manner to be attributed to ver- 
tical magnification. An appearance 
of the same kind, known as the "Mer- 
ry Dancers," is often seen by boatmen 
off the Giant's Causeway." 

In his book on Alaska mines Bruce 
says that the "Silent City" has been 
identified as a view of Bristol, Eng- 
land. But it is possible that he has 
somewhat hastily accepted some one 
else's conviction on this subject. At 
any rate there are several reasons for 
demanding further evidence. It is 
doubtful whether any object shown In 
a mirage was ever more than 50 or 
100 miles from the observer, 
and in many instances it has been 
much nearer. From Dr. Filippi's ac- 
count of the experience of the Duke of 
Abruzzi party it is evident that a line 
of hills only a few miles away af- 
forded the basis of what they beheld. 
Mr. Bruce mentions the popular suspi- 
cion that Willoughby's picture was a 
"fake," and adds that he himself was 
under such obligations to the prospec- 
tor that he could hardly confess the 
truth if he had any doubts of his own. 
Hence any fancied resemblance be- 
tween that photograph and Bristol will 
not count for much. Dr. Filippi's book 
contains no representation of the "Si- 
lent City," although it is full of other 
photographs of Alaskan scenery. Per- 
haps the image was too unsteady for 
a camera to register it. If the Vancou- 
ver expedition brings back a well-at- 
tested picture that looks like Bristol, 
one will be justified in taking stock 
in the notion of identity. But until 
then it is wiser to suspend judgment 
or to discredit the idea altogether. 
Indeed, the phenomenon is enough of 
a marvel without any such assump- 
tion. 



HORSES' SUNBONNETS A HIT. 



Only One Other Kind of Headgear, the 
"I'nsndn," Ever at All Successful. 

Horse millinery is not' ! ng new. 
There have been all kinds of equine 
headgear in the shops long before this, 
but none of them ever became popu- 
lar until some wag of a truckman 
brought out a faded old straw sun- 
bonnet. The ridiculous appearance 
created by the hat placed on the head 
of a meek and patient horse, with 
his ears sticking through holes in 
the brim, and the strings tied under 
his chin, first caught the humor of 
the rough drivers; then its practicabil- 
ity dawned upon them, and straight- 
way the sunbonnet became the style 
across the town, from river to river. 

The other head protectors that have 
been on the market have either been 
too expensive or too much trouble to 
adjust, to interest the truckman. The 
only other style ever produced that 
is at all likely to rival the sunbonnet 
is the double-roofed shade which some 
call "pagodas." They are made of red 
and white striped awning canvas, and 
while they are more ornamental than 
the sunbonnet, they do not afford as 
much protection, since they do not 
cover much more of the head than 
that which is between the ears. 

"That many drivers stick these bon- 
nets on theirhorses' heads just because 
some one else has them," said an of- 
ficer of the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, "is proven by 
the way many tie their bonnets too 
closely and too far forward on the 
horses' heads. The skull Is thickest 
at the foreheads and needs no protec 
tion there. What does need a shield 
from the heat is the spot directly back 
of the ears, where the spinal cor/ 
meets the base of the brain. TI f 
bonnet should also be raised enougi 
from the head to allow a circulation 
of air. 

"It is not probable that the head- 
protector will ever come into vogue 
among the carriage and driving 
horses. These animals receive the 
best of care, as a rule, and are. al- 
ways in the pink of condition. They 
are exercised just enough to keep 
them fit and are seldom overtaxed. 
The use of headgear will be confined 
to the truck and delivery horses which 
are so continually exposed to the heat 
of the sun. But it is becoming so 
popular that I am told manufacturers 
and dealers are looking up something 
new that will make a more graceful 
looking head-dress than the sunbon- 
net, and the season next year should 
bring forth quite a few novelties.— 
New York Post.

THE SALVATION ARMY. 



Its Growth and Work During Thirty-five 
Years of Experience. 

At the Congress hall, Clapton, on 
Monday night. General Booth, the 
leader of the Salvation Army, spoke 
on "The lesson of my life, as illus- 
trated by the social and spiritual op- 
erations of the Salvation Army." Mr. 
T. Herbert Robertson, M. P., presided. 
There were about 3500 people present. 
The general said that he regarded 
the cordiality of his reception as an 
appreciation of the good work done 
by the army — a work Into which in-, 
vesugation was courted, as there was 
nothing to conceal. They knew noth- 
ing of orthodoxy; the good old book 
was good enough for them, and they 
believed in everlasting heaven and 
everlasting hell. He did not say that 
the army had been successful at all 
times and in all places; that was hard- 
ly to be expected when it was remem- 
bered that they had gone to the low- 
est classes and also that they were 
late comers in the field. What they 
were now doing he regarded as only 
the fringe of what they would do. 

The army work was divided into 
two classes, uie spiritual side and the 
social sido. Although he did not like 
it, there were some people who wished 
to help one side and some the other, 
and as an illustration of that he men- 
tioned that a gentleman recently en- 
tered his office and gave him £1000 
to help forward the work among the 
poor. Some idea of that work was 
given in "Darkest England and ftie 
Way Out," which had enabled him 
to give personally to the army's work 
to the extent of £7000. Although 
they were only 35 years old, their 
flag was flying in 47 different coun- 
tries in which there were tens ot 
thousands of Salvationists, members 
of 7200 separate societies; they had 
14,000 officers, with 40,000 lay offi- 
cers and 17,000 bondsmen. They pub- 
lished their periodicals in 30 different 
languages and preached salvation in 
40 different tongues. They published 
50,000,000 copies annually of their dif- 
ferent publications. 

During the last 10 years they had 
established COO social institutions, for 
which work they had raised 1700 offi- 
cers. 

They sheltered 15,000 people of the 
most wretched class; they provided 
beds for a penny and hot baths for- a 
half-penny. Four million persons last 
year were provided with beds, 6,000,- 
000 with meals; 77 workshops and 
factories had been started, and 36,189 
men were given work last year. As 
an instance of the class of people the 
army reached he mentioned that in 
one of their London homes they had 
five men who had among them served 
270 years in prison. Thirteen farms 
were worked in different parts, and hi 
did not despair of yet having a colony 
over the sea. — London Times.

Rev. Father Charles J. Jungblud, 
Lizzie Nolan, his housekeeper, and a 
servant girl, all of Neillsville, Wis., 
were arrested Saturday, charged with 
assaulting Mary Prim, an orphan 11 
years of age, who lived at the priest's 
aouse. It is alleged that the girl was 
whipped so severely and punished in 
sther ways that her condition is con- 
sidered very critical. The people of 
Neillsville are said to be very indig- 
nant. 



WIRE CRUSHED THEM. 
At Alpena, Mich., Saturday two 
men were killed and three injured by 
being crushed under heavy coils of 
wire at the Page Fence Company's 
warehouse. The men were pulling 
wire when a tier of ooils toppled over 
upon them. 

WANTS TO COME INTO UNION. 

Governor Murphy, of Arizona, has 
issued a semi-official proclamation 
oalling a statehood convention to con- 
vene in Phoenix on Ootober 26. The 
Phoenix Boayd of Trade will appro- 
priate fuuds to cover all the expenses 
of delegates to the conference. Gov. 
Murphy has accepted an invitation 
from Governor Otero, of New Mexico, 
to address a statehood convention at 
Albuquerque on October 14. It is 
undeatood that the two territories will 
oooperate in an effort to secure admis- 
sion. 



THE LAW PROTECTS 'EM. 
The Kansai supreme court kai af- 
firmed the judgment of the district 
court of Shawnee county in the case 
against Balfe Stark. Stark was one 
of Carrie Nation's assistants in joint 
smashing. After one of their raids 
Stark was fired $25 and costs. He 
appealed to the supreme court, claim- 
ing that a saloon being under the ban 
of the law, might be destroyed by any 
citizen without violation of the law. 
The oourt says : "All places where 
intoxicating liquors are sold or kept 
for sale, are declared by statute to be 
common nuisances. This fact, how- 
ever, does not justify their abatement 
by any person or persons without 
process of law. They can be abated 
only by a proseoution instituted in be- 
half of the pubi c by the proper offi- 
cers. The destruction and injury to 
such property exoept in the manner 
provided by the statute, is a trespass." 



"JOE WHEELER, JR." 
The aotions of a young man who 
for the past few days has been 
masquerading under the name of 
Joseph Wheeler, Jr., United States 
army, are engaging the attention of 
the Boston police. It appears the 
young man registered at a leading 
hotel and from there sent notes to 
various business men asking for loans 
of money. The extent of this opera- 
tion has not been learned. The hotel 
olerk missed him and an investigation 
showed that he was not the son of the 
famous United States army general, 
as he claimed to be. Then the polioe 
were put on his trail.

THE WORDS A MAN UTTERS. 

The Average Per Day is About Two 
Newspaper Columns. 

"I have been trying to figure out how 
many words the average man utters in 
every twenty-four hours," said a gentle- 
man yesterday, who has a penchant for 
peculiar things, "but I have been unable 
to reach any satisfactory conclusion on 
account of the different rates of speed 
at which different persons talk. Of 
course, I have no reference to the dif- 
ferent kinds of words which may be 
found in the daily vocabulary of the av- 
erage man, but I am talking about the 
total number of words uttered, counting 
repetitions and all, during every twenty, 
four hours. There is the quiet, melan- 
choly gentleman will not speak on an av- 
erage five hundred words a day, and 
there are many who for one reason and 
another would not utter anything like 
this number, On the other hand, there 
is the conversational Gatling gun, not 
always a woman either, who will roll 
off words at a fearful rate of speed, and 
whose aggregate for one day would run 
up to dizzy heights. Then there is the 
normal talker, who will strike a good 
decent average, the man who will neither 
bore y ou with his indifferent silence nor 
tire you with his meaningless verbosity. 
But suppose we figure that the average 
person will utter an average of sixty 
words every minute. This would 
amount to 2,400 words every hour, or 
about 57,600 words for twenty-four 
hours. Of course, no person will talk 
this much, as the windiest of men and 
women would probably break down be- 
fore they had talked as much as fifty- 
seven columns in the average daily 
newspaper. The only question is as to 
how much time each person puts in talk- 
ing during each day. Some men and 
women are situated so that they can- 
not talk during the day except at meal 
time, on account of the character of work 
they have to do. There are others, such 
as traveling men, for instance, who de- 
pend upon talking for their living. I 
have figured that the high man, prob- 
ably the traveling man, will talk five 
hours out of every twenty-four, which 
would give him a total of twelve thou- 
sand words every day. I have figured 
that most any sort of a man will talk 
as much as ten minutes of every twenty- 
four hours, and this would give him a 
ti/tal of six hundred words for the day. 
These are two extremes. I am satis- 
fied that the normal man, the man who 
strikes a decent average .between indif- 
ferent silence and disgusting verbosity, 
will talk probably one hour, all told, each 
day, which would allow him twenty-four 
hundred words. And this, by the way, 
is considerable talk, for it will fill two 
columns in a newspaper, and a whole 
lot of wisdom can be crowded into two 
columns." — New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat. 



Rice vs. Potatoes. 

The shortness of the potato crop at 
the north and the unprecedented high 
prices for the tubers have drawn atten- 
tion to the comparative merit of other 
food, notably corn and rice. It would 
be a wholesome thing for the north if 
this scarcity of a fvorite article of diet 
induced them to add rice to their menu 
and benefit them correspondingly. Or- 
iental people have long known the value 
of rice, and the southern people, as a 
class, especially in the gulf and south 
Atlantic States, appreciate it so much, 
along with corn grits and cornbread, 
that no meal is considered complete 
without it. It is excellent with butter 
or gravy and a superior addition to soup. 
It can be converted into most palatable 
and nutritious desserts. Cornbread, 
corncake, and corn grits arc southern 
dishes. On hog and hominy the negro 
maintains his great muscle and the white 
man thrives in this section. As much 
depends upon cooking, attention must 
be paid to these matters. As a rule the 
northern people know how to prepare 
potatoes for the table and southern peo- 
ple do not. The northern cook makes 
the potatoes mealy and delectable; the 
ordinary southern cook converts it into 
a hard, soggy, indigestible mass. The 
northern cook turns rice into glue and 
imperils its palatability ; the southern 
cook brings it to a dry, and succulent 
condition. We of the south should learn 
to cook potatoes properly and the north- 
ern folk should learn how to manipulate 
rice. The ladies who go about teach- 
ing cooking at schools might become 
patriotic as well as gastronomic mis- 
sionaries if they at once began a cam- 
paign of education east and west. — 
Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle. 



A Tramo in Trouble. 

"I had an old barn in a field half 
a mile from the house," said a Nassau 
farmer the other day, "and it was a 
camping place for tramps. One night 
this last summer there was a big thun- 
der storm, and I felt pretty sure that a 
bolt hit the old barn. I didn't turn out

St. Paul. A meeting of the trustees 
Las been called for Thursday next, 
October 10th, at Cleveland, when it 
is expected that an organization will 
be perfected by the election of officers 
and the appointment of au executive 
committee. This monument is to be 
erected at Canton, O. Already con- 
siderable money has been offered for 
the monument. 

With a general agreement reached 
by the insurance companies, which is 
expected on the day fixed by the 
builders, the largest floating dry dock 
iu the world will start from Bab imor 3 
on the 15th of this month ou a 
hazardous trip down the Atlantic and 
around through the Gulf and up the 
Mississippi river to its new station at 
Algiers, La. Next Saturday it will 
take the water, and the work of pre- 
paring it for the cruise will begin. 
This dock has a lifting capacity of 
17,000 tons and is by far the largest 
in the world. It is the design of two 
Englishmen, Clark and Stanfield. 
The great mass of steel, inolosed on 
all sides, is longer, wider and deeper 
than the greatest warship ever built, 
and oost the government over $1,000,- 
000. 

The monthly report of the statisti- 
cian of the department of agriculture 
shows the average condition of cotton 
on September 25th to have been 61.6, 
as compared with 71.4 on the 24th 
day of the preceding month. Rarely 
has so general an impairment of con- 
dition been reported as the depart- 
ment's various cropreporting agencies 
unite in bearing witness to this month. 
In Alabama and Arkansas the decline 
is 10 points, in Florida and Tennes 
see 8 and in Mississippi 22. The 
averages of condition in the different 
states are as follows: Louisiana, 73; 
Arkansas/57; Georgia, 73; Tennessee, 
60; Florida, 65; Alabama, 65; Mis- 
sissippi, 66. 

The Sohley court of inquiry still is 
in session.

It 
is so infinitely better than the old one 
that it will 'commend itself to every in- 
telligent and thoughtful reader. 

It makes great strides in behalf of 
]ublic schools — a better system and 
mo i money for them. Every paient 
should he, and no doubt is, interested 
iin seeing better schools. It equalizes 
and makes all of them permanent. 

An immense cost is saved to the lax- 
payers in holding elections, hecause of | 
few elections in the State. 

thousands of dollars will be saved on 
local legislation as such matters will be 
left to the Chancery and Commissioners 
courts, and the Legislature will meet 
only every four years. 

The election of Solicitors has been 
taken from the Legislature, and are co 
be elected by the people. 

It provides for the examination of 
priva'e banks, thus giving depositors 
some protection against loss. 

The State will save from one hundred 
thousand to two hundred thousand dol- 
lars in interest on the State debt, and 
that means a saving to every taxpayer. 

Tlie exemption laws remain the same 
as in the old Constitution. 

The iranchise clause in the new Con- 
stitution is much better than in the 
old. It provides that no while man of 
good character shall be disfranchised. 

The tax limit has been reduced from 
75 cents to 05 cents on the hundred 
dollars. It was claimed by those who 
opposed the calling of a Constitutional 
Convention that the rate of taxes would 
be higher, but it isn't. But on the oth- 
er hand is considerably lees. 

The New Constitution prohibits town 
councils from unduly mortgaging the 
property of the town. 

These are but a few of the advantages 
to be gained by ratification. If you be- 
lieve in better laws and better govern- 
ment for Alabama, it is your duty to 
vole fur the New Constitution. It is a 
question with you — what is best for 
your children, your neighbors, for all 
the white people of Alabama?

THEN AND NOW. 

The following is an extract from Gov- 
ernor Johnston's first message to the 
Alabama Legislature, Dec. 1, 1896:

That the present Constitution 
has served its purpose and now embar- 
rasses rather than piomoles the objects 
it should subserve, is manilcst to all 
thinking men. We should apptoach 
the considera ion of this question di- 
vested of all party spirit, and with a 
patriotic purpose to consider only the 
good of the State and the prosperity 
and advancement of all its people. Var- 
ious attempts to secure amendments 
to our organic law have demonstrated 
that the very requirements of the Con- 
stitution pre. ent any amendment It is 
essential that, some of the iron hands 
that have prevented our growth and de- 
velopment should be struck off. The 
fear of improper restriction of the right 
of suffrage shouid not he allowed longer 
.to stand in the way of relief demanded 
more strongly each year. 

These are the words of a man who is 
now using every means in his power to 
defeat what he advised less than five 
years ago. Thejewel, consistency, has 
no abiding place in the bosom of Joseph 
F. Johnston. It remains to be seen 
whether this malcontent can pull the 
wool over the eyes of the white people 
of Alabama or not. 



The Bessemer Herald-Journal savs 
"for every negro disfranchised by the 
educational qualifications, two, if nut 
three, white men will be left out." Tne 
Herald-Journal is either trying to prej- 
udice its readers against ratification, or 
its editor has not read the franchise 
clause. Any white man of good char 
acter, whether or not he knows A B C, 
can v ote under the new constitution. 
The Herald-Journal also knows, if it 
knows anj thfng at all about it. that the 
good character provision was made es 
pecially for the man who is unfortunate 
in not being able to read and cannot 
qualify under the property or soldier 
clause. The Herald- Journal should tote 
fairly and not try to mislead any man 
who is unable to read. 



GOVERNOR JONES APPOINTED. 

It is indeed gratify ins to Alabama 
Democrats to know President Koose- 
velt has appointed ex-Governor Thomas 
G. Jones, a life-long Democaat, to fill 
the vacancy on the United States Dis- 
trict Court bench, caused by the death 
of Judge Bruce. 

It is an important precedent estab- 
lished by the President, and leads one 
to believe that he intends to fill Federal 
offices that, may become vacant, with 
good men irrespective of politics. 

Governor Jones is in every way qual- 
ified, and worthy of the position to 
which "he has been appointed. 

Evidently Southern Republican place 
hunters are not going to fare very well 
at tlie bands of the new President.

Trolley Unnn. 

Interurban trolley lines, with fa- 
cilities for carrying both passengers 
and freight, are gaining a strong hold 
in many states.

To preserve the wheels of vehicles, 
and also to prevent shrinking of any 
of the parts, put some boiling linseed 
oil into a pan or other vessel and 
raise the wheel so that the rim will 
pass through the oil. Revolve the 
wheel and let the felloes be well 
soaked for about three miuutes, and 
the wheel will then be more durable. 



Butter Making at Homo. 

As soon as the milk is drawn from 
the cow it is strained and nt once run 
through a separator at a temperature 
of about seventy degrees. The cream 
is put away in a cool place so that the 
animal heat is all driven off before 
It is mixed with older cream. Im 
churn twice every week. The creairf 
is put in a barrel churn which is re- 
volved continuously until the butter 
has accumulated in one solid mass. 

Buttermilk is then drawn off and 
fresh cold water added and the butter 
thoroughly rinsed. After this has 
been done, the butter is salted at 
the rate of one and a half ounce of 
salt per pound of butter. It is put 
away and allowed to stand over night, 
Next morning it is worked thorough- 
ly and made into rolls or packed away 
in earthen jars ready for the market. 
— L. V., in New England Homestead. 



clean, dry sheds nt night, or when 
the weather is stormy. The sheds 
should not be located in low, hollow 
places, but, if possible, on high cmin- 
ei; ?s, where water will not collect. 
Careful attention should be given to 
the nature of the weeds and bushes In 
the grazing field. By filling their wool 
with burrs and prickers the animals 
mat the fleece badly and prepare good 
places for dirt and tilth to lodge. If 
the wool gets tied up with burrs in this 
way something should be done to get 
them out, even though each individual 
animal must be caught and the wool 
combed out more or less. The nourish- 
ing quality of the food also affects 
the condition of the wool, and it goes 
without saying that this should be of 
the best. A little study of the question 
might enable one to improve the qual- 
ity of the fleece, and in this way en- 
hnnce the profits of the nnimals— Will- 
iam Conway, in American Cultivator.

How to Feed Poultry. 

In times past poultry raisers thought 
that laying hens required a warm food 
early in the morning, and various mix- 
tures and methods were suggested as 
the best and most economical. 

Practical tests have shown that it 
Is not always best to give a warm 
mash for the morning feed, especially 
if given in any great amount. 
. Hens that are fed with soft mash in 
the early morning soon become fat 
and lazy, and we all know that fat, 
idle hens do not keep thrifty. 

A very small feed, say a teaspoon- 
ful of mash to each hen, given at 
break of day, would perhaps be good, 
but it Is difficult to proportion the 
amount so that each one gets her al- 
lotted part. 

Some will get double their portion, 
and then stand around idly waiting for 
the next meal, while others go hungry. 

We believe the best system of feed- 
ing is to scatter whole oats in the 
straw and force the hens to begin work 
early in the day. The mash may be 
given about noon, and more whole 
grain later in the day, so that the hens 
may be kept busy till dark. See that 
all of them are fully satisfied before 
roosting time, even if whole corn is 
given just before dark. — Home and 
Farm. 



Keeping Out the Cold. 

Hundreds of farm buildings that con- 
tain shivering and unthrifty stock all 
through the winter months could, at 
almost no expense whatever, be made 
very warm and comfortable. Open 
foundations and absence of any closed 




foundation whatever cause much of 
the coldness of farm buildings. Cheap 
hay and swamp grass abound in al- 
most all sections. If a large quantity 
of this is cut and put about the build- 
ing and held there in the manner 
shown in the cut, the wind would 
very effectually be kept out. Two 
strips of boards, with laths nailed to 
them every fifteen inches, will keep 
the hay very snug. When winter is 
past the hay can be used for bedding 
during the spring months. — Orange 
Judd Farmer. 



Growing Good Wool. 

The condition of the sheep's wool at 
shearing time determines very often 
the prices offered. When sheep come 
up to the season for clipping with 
Wool that lies in long silken masses on 
their backs, clean, healthful and at- 
tractive, It is a delight to feel It, and 
usually buyers are willing to accept it 
at a trifle advance over poor, coarse, 
dirty and matted wool. Some sheep 
have their wool In such good condi- 
tion that it seems as if they were nat- 
urally clean and particular animals, 
taking as much care of their dress as 
a human being. This has been attrib- 
uted to the breed of the sheep and to 
the feeding, but probably not sufficient 
attention has been paid to the natural 
surroundings and conditions of the an- 
imals. The sheep are a good deal like 
dairy cows. If you clean and brush off 
the latter and give them clean, health- 
ful places to sleep In they appear to 
show n natural inclination to keep 
their bodies clean. They are actually 
educated up to cleanliness. 

Sheep can likewise bo bred and edu- 
cated to keep their wool in good con- 
dition. Bad weather will, of course, 
mat the wool, filling it with dirt and 
mud, and some sheep seem to inherit a 
tendency to wallow in every mudhole. 
In fact, it is a noticeable fact that the 
common, poor-bred sheep get dirtier 
than the fancy-bred animals, and their 
wool always presents a dirtier appear- 
ance. In the long-wooled sheep the 
tendency to get matted wool Is very 
pronounced, but this is due simply to 
the fact that dirt and filth find better 
lodgment in such masses of hair. 

The sheiip should so far as possible 
be kept ;iway from damp, marshy 
ground, and they should be given

in place, while the cross supports of 
the gate Itself are arranged so, ac- 
cording to the laws of mechanics, that 
sagging is almost an impossibility. 
Such a gateway, moreover, has an 
"air" to it— a trimness and an evidence 
of substantial buildings— that makes 
it a credit to the farm. Too few real- 
ize how the small, untidy affairs like 
sagging gates, dilapidated fences, well 
curbs, etc., give to onlookers the im- 
pression of generally slovenly farm 
practice. Very often, It must be ad- 
mitted, such an impression Is just. 
Pride may, generally speaking, be the 
forerunner of a fall, but pride in the 
appearance of one's farm buildings, 
fences, stock, etc., is surely the sort 
of thing that indicates and goes with 
good farming in all its branches.— New 
York Tribune. 



Making High-Class Dairy Butter. 

By using lime daily it is not so diffi- 
cult to keep down the bad odors in the 
stablei We always try to milk as 
near 5 o'clock each morning as possi- 
ble, and at the same time in the even* 
ing. The milk is strained into a ten- 
gallon can. As soon as milking is com- 
pleted the milk Is run through a sepa- 
rator and the cream placed In a three- 
gallon shotgun can. When the weath- 
er Is warm we set the cream in cold 
water, but during winter time we sim- 
ply set the cream of each milking in a 
separate can and put it in a cellar 
where no vegetables of any kind are 
kept. A day before churning we mix 
all the cream In one vat after it has 
been warmed to seventy or seventy- 
five degrees by setting the cans in hot 
water. For a starter we use skim- 
milk which has been kept in half-gal- 
lon fruit jars for twenty-four hours. 
These are put In a warm place and are 
kept tightly covered. Before putting 
into the cream we skim one inch from 
the top of these jars. 

When the cream and the starter are 
In the vat we put a cloth over it and 
stir often until the cream begins to 
thicken. Then it is wheeled into a 
cool place, uncovered and left until 
the next morning. It is then churned. 
If the room is not cool enough the 
cream is cooled by placing a large can 
full of cold water in the cream vat. 
We churn at a temperature of fifty- 
two to fifty-eight degrees, using a gas- 
oline engine to supply the power. Wo 
do not care how long it takes, but the 
time usually varies from forty min- 
utes to one and a half hours. A sixty- 
gallon barrel churn is used. As soon 
as the cream begins to break we throw 
In one or two pails of cold water. This 
I think, helps to separate the butter 
more completely from the milk. 

When the butter comes in granules 
about the size of bird shot, the butter- 
milk Is drawn off and a small hair 
sieve used to catch the butter which 
tries to escape with it. After draining 
for a little while a few handfuls of 
salt are thrown in for say fifty pounds 
of butter and twenty-five to forty gal- 
lons of cold well water, which is usu- 
ally below fifty degrees. The churn 
is turned quite rapidly for a half min- 
ute, when the water is drained off 
again as quickly as possible, and two 
ounces of salt added for every pound 
of butter. The butter is raked to one 
side of the churn by means of a large 
wooden fork, and the salt sprinkled 
in during the operation. If everything 
has been satisfactory the butter will 
rake like a pile of wheat. Under these 
">Hinditions there is no trouble to apply 
the salt evenly. After the salt has 
been added the churn is closed and 
given a few turns and allowed to 
stand for twenty to thirty minutes. 
Then the churn is turned until the but- 
ter comes together in balls. Care is 
taken in removing the brine which ac- 
cumulates during this process, so it 
will not drain away all the salt. After 
the butter is accumulated in balls, the 
faucet of the churn Is opened and the 
butter given a good pounding with n 
heavy packer. It Is then packed into 
tubs or jars as circumstances require. 
— 1). J. I)e Hoogh, in American Agri-

Lemon Butter. 

Sandwiches made of lemoa butter 
are delicious and are not at all diffi- 
cult to make. Take two ounces of 
butter and a quarter of a pound of 
sugar and put them in a saucepan. 
Add the juice of three lemons and 
the grated rind of one, and simmer 
gently until the mixture Is well 
blended. Now add the beaten yolks 
of the eggs, but do not allow the mix- 
ture to boil after the yolks have been 
added or they will curdle. Stir con- 
stantly until the mixture has become 
well thickened; then add the whites 
of the eggs. They should not be beat- 
en too light or the butter will be 
flaky. Stir constantly until smooth 
and yellow. Be sure to use a saucepan 
large enough, for when the whites 
are added the mixture increases in 
quantity very greatly. 



Walnut Furniture Again. 

Resurrect your old walnut furniture, 
and if you want to be in vogue have 
it carved where there is a plain sur- 
face, and touch it here and there with 
dull gold, for the furniture that grand- 
mother used, and which was long ago 
relegated to the attic of the old home- 
stead, is coming in again. 

"Yes," said a Twenty-third street 
furniture dealer, when spoken to on 
the subject, "walnut Is coming in and 
mahogany is going out. We are giving 
the new walnut a lighter finish than 
the old had, touching it with gold and 
hand carving It wherever there is an 
inch of plain surface. We call this 
lighter finished wood Circassian wal- 
nut, and I assure you it is quite fascin- 
ating, as it popularity shows. Lots of 
old walnut frames that have been 
stored for years are being made over, 
but as a rule the newer and lighter 
woods make up better for the prevail- 
ing taste."— New York Herald. 



Outer Coverings of Beds. 

For the outer covering of beds there 
are all sorts of pretty and novel things 
In white and colors. Possibly the 
handsomest are those of heavy linen, 
embroidered in white by hand. Some 
of the more elaborate have the whole 
centre embroidered, and a broad em- 
broidered border outlined with drawn 
work and a wide hem finished with 
a row of drawn work at the head. On 
brass beds these quilts take the place 
of the valence, hanging down on all 
sides. The monogram frequently ap- 
pears at one side of the embroidered 
centre. The durable Marseilles quilts 
come both plain woven and embroid- 
ered, in white or in colors. 

The fancy for embroidery also ex- 
tends to the finish of sheets and pillow 
cases. "Shams" are still much used, 
though many housekeepers prefer 
cases into which the pillows are but- 
toned. These are large and square. 
They are laid aside at night, however, 
in favor of smaller pillows with plain- 
er covers. Monograms or initials for 
sheets are two or three inches high 
and worked in the centre just about 
the hem. For pillow cases the letters 
are smaller. 



Peach Cake— Bake three sheets of 
sponge cake as for jelly cake; slice 
peaches thin, and place them between 
the sheets of cake. Prepare cream by 
whipping, sweetening and flavoring if 
desired. Sugar the peaches and use 
cream for top of cake. 

Creamed Carrots— Cut six small car- 
rots Into dice, boil gently In water 
enough to cover until tender. Drain 
off the water and add half a cupful of 
cream, half a saltspoonful of salt and 
one tablespoonful of butter. Let come 
to a boll and serve. 

Spiced Cherries— For five pounds of 
fruit use two and one-half pounds of 
sugar, one pint of vinegar, one ounce 
of cinnamon and half an ounce of 
cloves. Heat the sugar and vinegar 
and skim; put in the spices and fruit 
and cook until tender. Can quickly 
while hot. The cherries may be spiced 
whole with the stems on or stemmed 
as preferred. 

Salpicon of Fruit— Make a mixture 
of two sliced oranges, a ripe banana 
cut into dice, a tablespoonful of grat- 
ed pineapple, the juice of a lemon, and 
add, when in season, a cupful of rasp- 
berries, sliced peaches or any desira- 
ble fruit. Sweeten with powdered 
sugar and chill thoroughly. Serve 
with a tablespoonful of vanilla ice- 
cream over each portion. 

Veal Cream-To two cupfuls of sea- 
soned veal stock add one tablespoon- 
ful of granulated gelatin softened in 
cold water, a tablespoonful of lemon 
juice, and a teaspoouful of onion juice. 
Set away until partially thickened, 
when add one cupful of cold diced 
veal and one cupful of whipped cream. 
Set in ice box tf finish thickening. 
Servo with celery salad. Half of the 
above preparation will be sufficient 
for a family of five.

W. A. Orteuk, assistant pathologist 
In the bureau of plant industry of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington, is at Montgom- 
ery to investigate the wilt disease of 
icolton, which has been the cause ot 
much injury in some sections of Ala- 
bama as well as in other states. He 
hopes to obtain a variety of cotton re- 
eistant to the wilt. The disease may 
be recognized, Mr. Ortenk says, by 
the blackening of the inside of the 
stem of diseased plants. It cccurrs 
usually in scattered patches in the 
fields, which increase in s ze from 
year to year until they involve the 
•whole field. Land once diseased al- 
ways remains so, and it is this feature 
•which makes the disease so much to 
toe dreaded.

GENi BROOKE SO SAYS IN HIS 
ANNUAL REPORT. 



INTERESTING FEMES OF LftS T CENSUS.

Gen. John R. Brooke, commanding 
the Department of the East, has is- 
sued his annual report. The barracks 
at the infantry and oavalry posts he 
found inadequate in size, and he 
recommends an enlargement. Gen- 
eral Brooke lays great stress upon the 
desirability to having the lonely and 
remote Southern posts made as com- 
fortable and attractive as possible for 
their garrisons. He emphasizes and 
renews his former recomendation in 
regard to the possibility, in oase of 
war, of an attack of seacoast defenses 
from the land side or the rear, and 
urges that the approaches named re- 
ceive the attention which thair im- 
portance demand. It is recommende d 
that experiments in wireless telegra- 
phy bo conducted. The most import- 
ant feature of the report is an appen- 
dix by Lieutenant J. P. Story, deal- 
ing with ordnance and artillery. He 
says the most important problem now 
pressing upon the artillery is to pro- 
vide a sufficient number of officers and 
men qualified to operate the mining 
defense of our harbors. To operate 
the mines in the harbors iu the 
United States and its possessions will 
require about seventy offioers and 
2,700 solders. 

The final census report on the pop- 
ulation by sex, general activity and 
color of the several states and territo- 
ries is issued. It shows that the males 
numbered 39,059,242 and constituted 
51.2 per cent of the total population 
in 1900 while the females numbered 
37,241,145 or 48.8 per cent. There is 
a slightly larger proportion of females 
now than ten years ago. There is an 
increase in total population of 21 per 
cent since 1890. There are 65,813,302 
native born persons and 10,460,085 
foreign born persons. As to color and 
race the population in 1900 is mads 
up of 66,930,802 white persons and 
9,312,585 oolored, Chinese, Japanese, 
and Indians. The colored element 
constitutes 12.2 per cent of the total 
population. 

General Wood's trip is proving of 
great interest in the movement for re- 
ciprocity, says the Remedios, Cuba, 
correspondent of the Tribune. In 
Santa Claia, Cardinas, Sagua and Re- 
medios, Spaniards and Cubans will 
appeal for a reduotion of thj duty on 
sugar and tobaoco. Th?y say their 
country -vi ill be ruined unless the 
United States grants this appeal. Pol- 
itics on the eve of an election for 
president is even overshadowed by 
this question, and the good feeling 
for America is noticeable. 

The United States supreme couit 
oonvenes this week. The time will 
probably be occupied with motions 
and admissions to the bar, for the ad- 
vancement of cases and for writ3 of 
certiorari. Such cases as have been 
set for argument will be heard aud 
several important ones are docketed. 

Gen. Powell Clayton, of \r\tansas,

BIG RAILROAD SUITS. 
Fifteen suits aggregating nearly

The 
suits are for Infringement of the 
brake, the principles of which are al- 
leged now to be in actual application 
on every railroad on the continent. 
The patent was issued in 1883, to Si- 
mon P. Weller, Sylvanus Wunce and 
George Boesth, all of Denver. Wel- 
ler is now Master Mechanio of the 
Missouri Pacific road at Sedalia, Mo. 



CLAIMS ACCIDENT.

The new line 
will remain the permanent property 
of the Congo Free State.

A SIBERIAN MAMMOTH. 



Long Journoj Undertaken to Bring; 
Back a Specimeu. 

In the early years of the contury Just 
past an ancient loe bank of a northern 
Siberian rlv«r melted away more than 
usual one summer, and there was re- 
Yealed the well-preserved carcass of a 
long-haired, prehistoric elephantine 
animal, whose race had been extinct 
for unnumbered ages. The flesh was so 
well preserved that whan found wolves 
were feeding upon It. The adjacent Is- 
lands of the Arctic ocean, Indeed, have 
long been noted for their "fossil Ivory" 
—the preserved tusks of these antedi- 
luvian creatures that once rambled 
over the grassy steppes of northern 
Siberia and became extinct prior to 
any human records. Lately the Acad- 
emy of Sciences of St. Petersburg dis- 
patched an expedition to recover the 
remains of one of these mammoth ani- 
mals. A recent telegram from Ya- 
kutsk sends Information that this ex- 
pedition is about to set out on an over- 
land journey of 1,800 miles to securo 
and bring one of these mammoth re- 
mains. It is at Kolynsk, at the mouth 
of the Kolina river on the Arctic coast, 
in about lattitude 70, near the extreme 
northeastern border of fartherst Si- 
beria. The land journey from Yakutsk 
will take two and a half months. The 
expedition expects to bring back a 
specimen of this ancient genus, whose 
hair, flesh and skin are quite perfectly 
preserved, and even the undigested 
food In its stomach. — Detroit

The Nashville Chamber of Com.

says that Mr. Carnegie stands ready 
lo give $100,000 for the erection of a 
library building in Nashville. The 
offer is accompanied with the usual 
proviso that the city furnish an an- 
nuity for running expenses. 



VALLEY FORGE MONUMENT. 

The first monument erected at 
Valley Forge in memory of the revo- 
lutionary soldiers who died there dur- 
ing the winter of 1777-78 was unveiled 
and dedicated Saturday by the 
Daughters of the Revolution. The 
monument is a handsome obel'sk of 
granite, fifty feet high, and at its base 
appear two bronze panels, one con- 
taining the seal of the society and the 
ether representing a S3ene of camp 
life at Valley Forge. Above these 
the original colonial fljg with thir- 
teen stars has been carved in the 
shaft. The inscription reads: "To 
the soldiers of Washington'.! Army 
Who Sleep in Valley Forge, 1777-78. 



GEORGIA HOLOCAUST. 
John Hatcher, Jack Hatcher and 
Minnie Hatcher, two brothers and a 
sister, all grown, were burned to 
death near Ashburn, Ga., Saturday 
morning. Mrs. Hatcher, .the mother, 
was awakened by the heat at her resi- 
dence and barely escaped with her 
life, too late to assist her children. 
Neighbors came to the rescue as 
quickly as possible, but were uuable 
to save those in the house or to stay 
the flames. Early in the night a lamp 
was overturned in a room of seed cot- 
ton and the iamates succeeded in ex- 
tinguishing the fire after being slight- 
ly burned. It is thought that the fire 
was only smothered, as it broke out 
again in the same room and the house 
was totally destroyed. 



SOLDIERS REINTERRED. 
The bodies of nine American sol- 
diers who were killed in the battle of 
Lundy's Lane, were reinterred Satur- 
day afternoon near the spot where 
they fell in the bloody strife nearly 
one hundred years ago. The bodies 
were discovered several mouths ago 
and identified by buttons and accou- 
trements as members of the Ninth 
United States Iufautry. A com- 
pany of red-coated Canadian 
soldiers met a detachment of Ameri- 
can soldiers at the center of the upper 
steel arch bridge at Niagara and es- 
corted them to Lundy's Lane. The 
ceremonies took place in the pres- 
ence of a compauy of distinguished 
representatives of the Canadian and 
United States governments, veterans 
and hi&lorical organizations and prom- 
inent citizens of the Niagara frontier. 



JOHN S. PILLS BURY, former 
governor of Minnesota and one of the 
State's foremost citizens, died laBt 
Friday. He served three terms as 
governor, from 187G to 1882. He was 
always the friend aud benefactor of 
the University of Minnesota, to whio 
he gave $150,000, aud was most phil- 
anthropic in other directions. 

HOTEL BURNED. 

The Hutchins House, at Houston, 
Tex., a large four-story hotel, was 
burned at an early hour Saturday 
morning and it is believed the fire was 
the result of incendiarism. There 
were about 300 guests in the house, all 
of whom got out in safety and without 
injury. Many of them lost heavily in 
effects, however, as thieves raided the 
hotel while the fire was in progress. 
The lo3S is placed nt $110,000 on the 
hotel and furnishing?, with insurance 
of $55,000. The house was built 
forty years ago and was one of the 
best-known hotels in the South.

He 
had purchased the fluid after his work 
for the day on the Methcdist church, 
aud took it after he went to his home, 
where he lived alone. He was about 
47 years old. 

GOT AWAY WITH BOOTY. 
T. J. Caslisle, the tax commissioner 
of Lee county, got on the train at 
Loachapoka Saturday morning and 
when he was getting off at Opelika, a 
pickpocket run his hand in his pocket 
and got hi3 pocket-book which con- 
tained $458 in New York exchange, 
$50 in gold and $50 in currency.

TRESTLE COLLAPSES— TWO ARE 
KILLED. 
A heavy double-header freight train, 
without a word of warning plunged 
through the long trestle on the Cen- 
tral of Georgia Railroad near Leeds 
Saturday morning. Four persons 
were carried down the drop of forty 
fe6t and one of them was instantly 
killed in the first crash, another dyiny 
several hours later. J. W. Webster, 
engineer of the front engine, was so 
badly hurt that he died at St. Vincent's 
hospital, Birmingham, the following 
night. His fireman was instantly 
killed. Three others of the train crew 
were injured. The trestle which 
caused the disasters pans the Southern 
Railway and is what is known as a 
two-deok trestle, practically a trestle 
upon a trestle. The frame work 
reaches a height of about forty feet 
where the timbers gave way. There 
are no hanging pieces of timber, and 
the trestle gives the impression of 
having been cut in two with a knife. 
Not a vestage of the frame work was 
left standing between the cutting-off 
place and the side of the mountain.

ENORMOUS LANDSLIDE. 
Mail advices from Barbadoes give 
particulars of a landslide covering 500 
acres of laud in the distriot of Bosco- 
bel. Nearly a huudred houses were 
destroyed and the islands wore ruined. 
The district was devastated. The 
governor has started a relief fund. 



Mr. Henry E. Cooper, territorial 
seoretary and for several months 
prior to his departute for the United 
States acting governor of Hawaii, has 
discussed with Secretary of Agricult- 
ure Wilson the conditions in the ter- 
ritory. In his conference he empha- 
sized the seriousness of the labor 
problem. The natives are dying off 
rapidly, the mortality being in the 
neighborhood of forty to the thou- 
sand, and foreign laborers are leaving 
the country more rapidly than they 
are coming. The encouragement of 
Chinese labor is regarded as the most 
promising solution. The sugar cane 
crop that should have been harvested 
at the beginning of July is not yet off 
the field, and will cot be harvested 
before next month. The natives gen- 
erally will not work. The coffee in- 
dustry is languishing, and many 
things that should be raised there are 
bought outside of the islands. The 
department reports that it costs $26 
an acre to fertilize the cane crop in 
Hawaii. Secretary Wilson told Mr. 
Cooper of the plans the department 
is making for Hawaii, and said he in- 
tended to build up the coffee, spice, 
rubber and other industries and to 
help to diversify the Hawaiian indus- 
tries. The department purposes, said 
Mr. Wilson, to make all these islands 
within the United States raise what- 
ever is adaptable to them individu- 
ally, and to furnish everything that is 
needed among themselves. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
completed plans for the annual seed 
distribution throughout tho country. 
Despite the faot that double the usual 
amount of seeds are to be sent out 
this year, the preliminary work is ad- 
vanced further than in the past. There 
will be 37,000,000 packets distributed. 
A change has been made in the meth- 
od of distributing cotton and forage 
crops which will bo sent only to sec- 
tions where they are adaptable. Ha- 
vana and Sumatra tobacco will be 
sent only to Florida and certain parts 
of New England where their culture 
has proven successful and where mus- 
lin spread over tobaccoareas furnishes 
the necessary tropical conditions. The 
department will begin sending out 
the seeds about December 1st, and 
most of them will be furnished 
through senators and representatives. 

Three parties of men sent to the 
north of Alaska last spring by the 
geological survey have returned after 
touring thousands of miles and con- 
stantly facing all sorts of death. 
Members of the party will proceed at 
onoe to Washington, where data and 
information secured on the trip will 
be embodied in government statistics, 
maps and reports. 

Rear Admiral Francis M. Bunoe, 
United States Navy, retired, died Sat- 
urday at hia home at Hartford, Conn., 
from cancer of the tongue. 

Senator B liley, of Texis, who hai? 
been ill in this city, is much improved, 
and le ft for home last Priday. 

The sum of $8,000 became due this 
month to the United States from Ven- 
ezuela on account of mixed American 
olaims and it has not been paid. The 
claims arise out of damages sustained 
during the revolution of 1892. Ven- 
ezuela agrood to p»y $32,000 per year 
in quirterly paymsnts. This is the 
first instance of default. 

The sub-marine boat Shark was 
sucessfully lauuehel at Elizubethporb 
Saturday. The boat is one of the 
fleet of sub marine warships that is 
being built by the Holland Torpedo, 
Boat Co. Miss Waiuwright, daughter 
of Commaodor Wainwright, U. S. N., 
christened the new vessel. 

The marine givird which has ren- 
dered such conspicuous service during 
the Pan-American exposition at Buf- 
falo, will be sent by the navy depart- 
ment to the forthcoming exposition at 
Charleston, S. C. The only change 
to be made in the gu ird when it goes 
to Charleston is the detail of new of- 
ficers to its coir.tnnrd. 



THE BIGGEST ONE. 
Saturday afternoon the Pacific 
steamship Siberia, the largest vessel 
ever constructed in America, was sue 
cessfully launched at the Newport 
News Shipbuilding Company's yards. 
About 20,000 people were present. 
The Siberia's length is approximately 
600 feet and displacement about 
19,000 tons. 



BATTLE WITH BOLOMEN. 
Five hundred bolomen attacked a 
detaohment of forty-six men of the 
Ninth Infantry at Bangajou, Island of 
Samar, Friday, killing ten and wound- 
ing six.

OF INTEREST TO VOTERS. 



Suffrage Provisions of the New Constitution 
Explained in Brief. 

The 'following from Hon Sydney J. 
Bowie, Congressman-elect from this (lis 
triet, upon the suffrage clause of t lie 
N 'W Constitution, will be rea l with in- 
terest by the voters of Shelby county : 

Under the temporary plan the follow - 
ing male citizens of this State having 
the necessary residence qualifications 
can vote: 

"First — All who have honorably serv- 
ed in the lnad or naval forces of the 
United States in the war of 1812, or in 
the war with Mexico, or in anv war 
with the Indians, or in the war between 
the States, or in the war with Spain, or 
who honorably rerved in the land or 
naval forces of the Confederate States, 
or of the State of Alabama in the war 
between the States ; or 

"Second — The lawful decendants of 
persons who honoiably served in the 
land or naval forces of the United States 
in the war of the American Revolution, 
or in the war of 1812, or in the war 
with Mexico, or in any war with the 
Indians, or in the war between the 
States, or in the land or naval forces 
of the Confederate States, or the State 
of Alabama in the war between the 
States; or 

"Third — All persons who are of good 
character and who understand the du- 
ties and obligations of citizenship under 
a Republican form of government." 

It is to he noted that these qualifica- 
tions are in the alternative. If a man 
possesses either of them he can vote. 
He need not, as has been charged by 
the opposition , possess all or more than 
one of them. There is not a white mm 
in the State of Alabama, unless he be a 
criminal, who cannot register under 
one or the oilier of these provisions. 
Having oNcv: registered he is a voter 
for life. If he removes from his pre- 
cinct it is only necessary to lake his 
registration certificate with him or if he 
has lost it apply for and obtain a new 
one. Ample opportunities are furnish- 
ed for registration under the temporary 
plan. 'the registrars are required to 
give adequate notice, visit each pre- 
cinct at least once and oftener if neces- 
saiy to make a complete registration of 
all persons entitled to register and to 
remain as long as it is necessary for 
that purpose. 'lhey are also required 
to beat the court house on Friday and 
Saturday next preceding the day of the 
election in November, 1892, and then 
then and I here register all persons en- 
titled thereto who may have become of 
age since the previous registration, or 
who by reason of physical disability or 
unavoidable absence from the county 
were not rogistered by the registrar 
whan going tlnough the beats, Thev 
8 re also required to remain at the court 
house during the entire third week of 
Jioveinbcr, 1902, and for six working 



days next prior to the 20th day of De- 
cember, 1902, to register all persons 
then entitled to registration or who may 
not have been registered for any reason 
'lining the former registration. 

Under the permanent plan to be en- 
titled to vote one must have been regis- 
tered under the tempoiarv plan, or be 
able to read and vviite a section ol the 
Constitution of the United States in the 
English language or pay taxes on 
Three Hundred Dollars worth of real, 
or personal property, or on lor ly acres 
of laud, or be the husband of a woman 
who p:iys taxes on forty acres of land, 
or owns Three Hundred Dollars worth 
of real, or personal property. 

The first State election held under 
the provisions of the permanent plan 
will be in November, 1906. Every 
w hite man in the State can register 
next year under 1 he temporary plan 
and then vote for life. The permanent 
plan, therefore applies only to minors, 
or those moving into the State after 
next year. These minors have more 
than five years in which to learn to 
read and write, or to acquire Three 
Hundred Dollars worth of real, or per- 
sonal property. With the liberal pro- 
visions in favor of the common schools 
and the great extension of educational 
facilities throughout the State, there is 
not a white child in the State who can- 
not acquire sufficient education to at 
least read and write in five years. The 
national eleclion is over three years off 
and the amplest time is allowed every 
white boy in the State to learn how to 
read anU w rite by that election. This 
very provision of the new Constitution, 
while just in itself, will be a great slim 
ulus to the cause of general education. 

Our permanent nlan is fianieil almost 
word for wont from the South Carolina 
plan. In South Carolina every white 
man in the State is registered. Hon. 
W. B. McSweeney, Governor of South 
Carolina, on the 2nd inst. telegraphed 
Hon. Sydney J. Bowie, Chairman of 
the Democratic Campaign Committee 
of Calhoun county, as follows. 

Columbia, S. C , Oct. 2, 1902. 
Hon. Sydney J. Bowie: 

Very lew negroes registered in this 
State. All of the wliites are registered. 
No complaints against out elections. 

M . B. McSweeney. 

Like causes produce like effects, and 
no white man now entitled to vote, and 
no white child in the future has any 
cause for apprehension with reference 
to his vote. 

The opponents of the new Constitu- 
tion charge that boys coming on in the 
fill lire must be able to read and write 
and own Three Hundred Dollars worth 
of property Attention is called to the 
fact that this is not true. If he is able 
to read and w rite, or if he pays taxes 
on this amount of property, he can vote. 
It is only necessary to have one of these 
qualifications. 

It is charged that registrars have a 
discretion as to who they will register 
This is not true. They must register 
every man possessing either of the 
qualifications named. Every Slate in 
the Union, including this State, has a 
system of registration. The registrar 
has no more power under the new Con- 
stitution than under the present law, 
and we have never heard of any person 
entitled to registration under the pres- 
ent law, being denied it. Indeed, the 
right of the voter is better protected 
under the new Constitution, if addition- 
al protection were needed, than under 
the existing law, since provision is 



made for an appeal Ironi the action i f 
tie- registrar without bond to a jury, in 
case o( a person applying for registra- 
tion is refused. No right of appeal ex- 
ists under the present law, nor has one 
been found necessary, but it is given as 
an additional precaution in the new 
Constitution. 

I he registration feature of the new 
Constitution is in force only next year. 
All subsequent registiaiions must be 
provided for by the Legislature. '1 he 
sole purpose for providing for the lem- 
poiary registration next year in the 
Constitution was to save the necessity 
ol an extra session of the Legislature 
If registration had not been provided 
lor, an eX.ra session of the Legislature, 
at a cost of probably forty thousand 
dollars, would have been necessary. 
1 hat ixtra session would have provided 
for registration just as the new Consti- 
tution does, and there is no probability 
that the plan of legist ration devised by 
the Legislature would have been winer 
or fairer than that devised by the new 
Constitution. In either case registra- 
tion would have to be made by 
somebody's appointment. It has been 
said by one of our most distinguished 
men that : 

"In nearly all the states the right to 
vote at elections is made to depend up- 
on a previous registration made by of- 
ficers appointed according to law. This 
precaution is really vital to tint sov- 
ereign power of self government." 

Fraudulent registration under the 
new Constitutian, by registrars, is pro- 
hibited, u der a penalty ol from one to 
five, years in the penitenihuy . The list 
is required to hi' filed in the office of the 
Judge of Probate of each county, by the 
1st day of February, 1903, or as soon 
'hereaiter as is practicable, and in the 
office of Secretary of State by the 1st 
day of .March, I9U3, or as soon theie- 
after as is practicable, ami the Legisla- 
ture is required to provide for purging 
the list of all who may have been fraud- 
ulently registered or who may die or 
become insane. Under thtse safe- 
guards e ery right of the voter is fully 
protected . 

The poll tax is required to be paid 
only by those who are now liable to 
pay it under existing statutes. In fact, 
under the old Constitution, poll taxes 
could be required of every citizen, no 
matter how old. Under the new, it 
cannot be rt quired of those over forty- 
five years of age, unless the Legislature 
should see lit to extend it, in which 
case it could not b" extended to those 
over sixty years of age. Moreover, un- 
der the old Constitution there are no 
exemptions from poll taxes provided 
for, but under the new Constitution all 
persons ate exempted from poll lax 
who are permanently disabled, and 
whose taxable propt rty d >es not ex- 
ceed $500.

LINCOLN'S WORDS. 

In a debate with Si- phen A. Doug- 
lass in 1S5;(, Abraham Lincoln said:

much as they cannot so live, vvhiie they 
do remain logethi r, there must be a po 
siiion fsi'ipeiioi- and inferior, and I, as 
much a-- any othei man, am in favor of 
having i lit* superior position assigned 
to 1 he white race. 

The white men in Alabama w ho are 
opposing ratification of the ii3w Consti- 
tution should put these words under 
their pillow, and sleep over t he course 
they are pursue ing i ml possibly lhey 
may think differently. Ami-ratifica- 
tion means political equality between 
the whites and t he blacks, and it does 
not ineiin any thin,' else White men 
should think before casting a vote in 
opposition to the new Constitution.

Hon. A. M. Garber delivered 
an address in Lyman's Hall, Tues- 
day, favoring ratification of the 
new Constitution. 

Mr. W. S. Cary, of this city, 
and who is opposing ratification, 
asked for a division of the time, 
and his request was granted, Col. 
Garber to open with thirty min- 
utes, Mr. Cary to follow with the 
same length of time, and Col. Gar- 
ber to close. 

The suffrage clause was taken 
up by Colonel Garber, and his re- 
marks were confined almost whol 
ly to it. Ho took it by class, giving 
to each an intelligent and incon- 
trovertible analysis, showing clear- 
ly that no white man would be 
disfranchised, the only thing in 
the new instrument the opposition 
try to impress upon the minds of 
the people, through prejudice and 
ignorance, R,® being such a bng- 
aboo. The temporary And perma- 
nent plans of registration Were 
gone into extensively, and to the 
minds of the unbiased there was 
and is no doubt that the suffrage 
el anse of the new Constitution is 
much better than that of the old. 
It was the purpose of the new Con- 
stitution to bar from voting the 
vicious, ignorant, doless class of 
negroes, which means about 80 or 
85 per cent, of the black race. Mr. 
Lyman, who acted as chairman of 
the meeting, here informed the 
speaker that his time had expired. 

Mr. Cary attacked the suffrage 
clause as being unconstitutional, 
that it trampled under foot the 
rights of the voter and, if adopted.-, 
would disfranchise thousands of 
white men. Especially did he try 
to leave the impression that the 
old ex-confederate soldier would 
be disfranchised, and quoted Gov. 
Jones and Mr. Lowe (misquoted, 
rather) as S'ying on the floor of 
the convention in Montgomery that 
tho old soldier clause in their opin- 
ion was unconstitutional. Mr. 
Cary said it took away the rights 
guaranteed by the Federal Consti- 
tution, said it was class legislation 
therefore unconstitutional. "If 
the trainers of that instrument 
were afraid of negro domination," 
said Mr. Cary, "it would have been 
much better to have put a clause 
in there saying a negro cannot 
hold office." Does Mr. Cary say 
that would not be class legislation? 
We hardly think so. The speaker's 
reference to the good character 
clause was one of ridicule and sar- 
casm. Mr. Cary is an interesting 
speaker at all times, but in this in- 
stance we do not teink his pesition 
a tenable one. 

In closing Col. Garber said the 
opposition had but one line of ar- 
gnment — the unconstitutionality of 
the suffrage clause. He then prov- 
ed conclusively by decisions of the 
U.S. Supreme Court that the suf- 
frage plan of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and North Carolina were constitu- 
tional and that Alabama's was the 
the best parts of all these. He said 
that Gov. Jones aiid Mr. Lowe's 
remarks had no reference to the 
old soldier clause as they had ex- 
pressed themselves as believing it 
constitutional, but they had doubts 
of the descendant clause. Col. 
Garber then referred to other pro- 
visions of the new Constitution. 
The decrease in taxation, the pro- 
vision for a better system of pub- 
lic schools and more money for ed- 
ucation, tewer elections, local leg- 
Ma fcion was taken from the Legis- 
ture and given into the hands of 
those people whom it would effect. 

Both speakers were gi ven the 
closest attention throughout.

THE COMMUNE ACAIN. 

Pen-Plct urnn of Kolgn of Terror In 

I'ltrls, Thirty YfilrH Atjo. 

"The Paris Commune, Thirty Years 
After," is the title of a paper contrib- 
uted to the Century by William Trant. 

On the following morning, Wednes- 
day, I again sallied forth. The first 
sound that fell upon my ears was 
"Vive la Ligne!" and turning round 
the corner of my dwelling place were 
the soldiers of the line, who for two 
hours had advanced in single file along 
the Rue St Honore, keeping close to 
the houses, thereby finding shelter 
from the mitraille that was poured 
against them from a barricade a lit- 
tle farther on. These bluecoats moved 
thus along this narrow street and 
down that passage, convolving like a 
huge serpent fastening on the city. 
Everywhere they went they were re- 
ceived with cheers. The tricolor was 
hoisted out of the windows of the 
great shops, that had been closed dur- 
ing the last two months. After tho 
Infantry came batteries of artillery, 
and after these squadrons of cavalry. 
A halt was made at the spot (above in- 
dicated) where I was standing, and 
the commanding officer, a young fel- 
low, smoked a cigarette and consult- 
ed a plan of instructions. Just then 
two of his men dragged toward him a 
person who, the crowd said, was a 
communist. "Fusillez-le! " cried out 
tiie throng, and the officer (I was 
standing close to him) said. "Oul, fu- 
sillez-le!" (I little thought that be- 
fore long I should hear the same com- 
mand given as regards myself.) In 
less time than is occupied in recording 
the fact, the poor wretch was dragged 
a few yards away; one of the men put 
tne muzzle of his chassepot under- 
neath the victim's skull, the barrel 
along his back; tho other soldier, 
stooped and pulled the trigger; a re- 
port, a smoke, a groan, and with pro- 
tests of innocence on his lips the soul 
of the poor victim passed away. 

A man standing at the corner of a 
street heard two officers talking of the 
bravery of the troops. "Yes," said 
the loiterer; "if your men had fought 
like that against the Prussians, all 
this would not have happened." The 
officer pulled out his pistol and shot 
him. "Our army has behaved heroi- 
cally," said M. Thiers. "We execute 
with the law and by the law." "Where 
is your boasted French liberty?" I 
asked of a friend, a Frenchman. Tak- 
ing off his shoe, he searched the in- 
side of it very minutely, and then 
said, "It has been there for the last 
two months, but I think it is lost 
now." 

The method of formal execution by 
young cigarette-smoking colonels, as 
above indicated, was the usual kind 
of execution. The honor of a firing 
party was reserved for a few persons 
of distinction, such as Milliere, who 
had resigned his seat as deputy for 
Paris in the national assembly to be- 
come a member of the commune. He 
was placed in front of the Pantheon, 
and with arm raised cried "Vive le 
peuple!" There was a roll of mus- 
ketry, a murmur, and he was dead. As 
I was walking away from the sad 
spectacle I met Mr. Holt White of the 
Pall Mail Gazette, who said to me, "I 
am sorry I am too late. I w r anted to 
see Milliere. People say he looks so 
much like Jesus Christ" W T e then 
witnessed a sight that made us both 
shudder. Up to the previous day the 
fight had been going on under a glo- 
rious sun and a cloudless sky. I was 
astonished to find how few traces of 
the carnage were to be seen in tht 
streets. The reason was that the sun- 
shine had dried the blood and it had 
become covered with a congealing lay- 
er of fine dust. Now, however, there 
had been showers of rain, and the ef- 
fect was as if the very stones of the 
streets were bleeding afresh. Near 
the Pantheon, at a spot where several 
men had been shot, blood was trick- 
ling in sluggish streams to the gutter. 
Soldiers, fatigued with the day's mas- 
sacre, reposed on the wet pavement, 
using it also as a dining table. We 
Eaw them eating raw meat, which they 
were too fatigued to remove from the 
streams of blood that trickled about 
it — a sorry banquet for M. Thiers' 
"heroes." 

To detail what I saw during the rest 
of the fighting would be to repeat in 
effect what is above written. Every- 
where in the streets dead bodies were 
lying about There were no wounded, 
for the troops gave no quarter. In 
every direction the work of death and 
destruction went on; the human brute 
unchained, the imbecile wrath, the 
mad fury of man devouring his broth- 
er man. 

The part of the city in possession of 
conquerors, however, was safe, though 
«ot comfortable to walk ill. Scattered 
brains, limbs, bodies and blood formed 
a ghastly spectacle.

One of the most ludicrous mis- 
takes made by the telegraph war) 
caused by the loss of a single dot in 
a telegram from Brisbane to a Lon- 
don news agency. As it reached Lon- 
don It read: "Governor general twins 
first son," which the news agency

pers in the following form: "Lady 
Kennedy, the wife of Sir Arthur Ken- 
nedy, governor general of Queens- 
land, yesterday gave birth at Gov- 
ernment House, Brisbane, to twins, 
the first born being a son." The tele- 
gram was published by most of the 
newspapers in London and the prov- 
inces, and caused an unexpected sen- 
sation. Sir Arthur's friends pointed 
out with conclusive force that some 
one had blundered. -as there never was 
a Lady Kennedy, Sir Arthur being a 
bachelor. The repeat message, which 
followed, read: '"Governor general 
turns first sod," referring to a rail- 
way ceremony. — San Francisco Ar- 
gonaut

Fatal Inattention to Repeated "Warn-

IN AN OLD WELL. 
R. R. Zell, president of the South- 
ern Industrial Co., has returned from 
Reid's Gap, in Blount county, where 
he has been testing an Joil.'and gas 
well on his company's property at that 
place. He says that both oil and gas 
will be found in paying quantities and 
he brought with him samples taken 
from the well at a depth of 1800 feet. 
The well was dug twelve years ago by 
a company from Pittsburg, but was 
stopped up and the prospectors left 
the country and never returned. 
They were unfortunate," said Mr. 
Zell, "one of them succumbed to an 
attack of typhoid fever : the partner 
took the body back home, and sent 
for his men to leave the place. Since 
then the well has remained stopped 
up." The plug in the top of the well 
was twenty feet long. As it was 
drawn out a match was applied to the 
mouth of the pipe and gas burned 
with a blueish flame. Tests of the 
water were made, and it was found 
impregnated with oil. Oa nccount of 
the alkaline nature of the water, the 
oil readily mixed with it, and did not 
come to the surface a6 is usual. Mr. 
Zell and his associates will have the 
water pumped out, and if necessary 
will bore the well one thousand feet 
deeper. He says the presvure of the 
water is great and until this is re- 
moved it will be impossible for the gas 
to escape. If the gas is found in suf- 
ficient quantity Mr. Zell says it wil: 
be piped into Birmingham and more 
wells bored. Machinery has already 
been ordered with which to do the 
work. 



AT WORK AGAIN. 
Burglars have been at work in Tus- 
caloosa. The store of Mr. II. Gluck 
was entered early Friday morning and 
a little over $15 was taken from the 
safe, which had the day lock on. The 
cash drawer was also relieved of its 
contents. The office of the Tusca- 
loosa Laundry was entered the same 
night and the cash register stolen. 
Mr. Simpson, however, had deposited 
what money he had in the bank, and 
is only out the register. 



THEY DIDN'T GET 1 1'. 
The safe of the Southern Express 
Company, at Hollywood, was blown 
open Friday night and badly damaged. 
Several hundred dollars belonging to 
local cedar companies, together with 
the money of the express and railroad 
companies, was in the safe, but the 
burglars were alarmed at the exoessive 
noise of the explosion and fled.

IT'S ALL OVER. 
Montgomery's fall festival closed 
Saturday. It has not been as com- 
plete a success as its two predecessors, 
and it is not likely that another will 
be attempted. The fair association 
may come out free of debt. The re- 
deeming features were the boat races 
and the vaudeville performance at the 
auditorium. The latter was really a 
treat, and the former seems likely to 
eventuate in the organization of a 
b7at club and the cultivation of the 
aquatic tastes of the community.

OUT Off THE RAQJfi. 

The announcement that Se.alor 
James H. Nunellao, of Dallas, had 
withdrawn from the race for secretary 
of state has caused much gossip among 
politicians. Senator Nunollee was 
considered possibly the most formid- 
able candidate in the field and it is 
said that other would-be aspirants 
were withholding their announcement 
awaiting the final decision of the 
Dallas candidate.

He had been 
warned of the opening and only a short 
time before the accident his attention 
had been called to it. It appears 
from the statement of those nearest 
him at the time that he was drowsy 
and careless at the time of the acci- 
dent. He was a trusted employe of 
the company.

A MATTER OF HISTORY. 
The Pan-American Exposition end- 
ed at 12 o'clock Saturday night, when 
President Milburn pressed an electric 
button and the lights in the famous 
eleotric tower grew dim for the last 
time. The exposition has not been a 
financial success, but it is believed the 
benefits derived from it will be of 
great value to the commercial inter- 
ests of the country. The financial 
loss will be in the neighborhood of 
$3,000,000. The loss will fall upon 
the holders of the common stock, the 
holders of second mortgage bonds and 
the contractors who erected the build- 
ings. The total number of admissions 
for the six months was close to 8,000,- 
000. An average of 2,000,000 a month 
had been figured on by exposition 
officials. The great snow storm of 
last April was a severe blow to the ex- 
position. The killing of President 
McKinley was another. The attend- 
ance had been increasing steadily up 
to the date of the assassination, but 
the gates were closed for two days, and 
when they were reopened there was a 
drop of 12 per cent in the attendance, 
and no improvement followed. 



PARTIALLY SUCCESSFUL. 
Mrs. Anna Edson Taylor, who went 
over the Horseshoe Falls in a barrel in 
order to secure money with which to 
pay off the mortgage on her home in 
Texas, gathered the first fruits of her 
daring venture when she was paid 
$200 for a magazine story she is to 
write of her terrible voyage down the 
rapids and over the falls. Mrs. Tay- 
lor has said since her feat that if the 
authorities had stopped her, she would 
have jumped off the suspension bridge 
and ended it all. It was dollars or 
death with her and she won. She 
has already proven herself to be a 
business woman. The money for the 
magazine article was at once deposited 
in the bank in her name and her man- 
ager has nothing to do with it. She 
has reoeived an offer of marriage from 
a man who wrote that he was a teacher 
of physical culture, a soience in which 
Mrs. Taylor has had a great deal of 
experience. Mrs. Taylor is threat- 
ened with brain fever.

mate. And it is thought by some ex- 
perts that without trees the earth 
would be uninhabitable. 

It is only in the United States and 
India, it is declared, that these devas- 
tating heat waves periodically sweep 
vast areas. In Europe— Germany and 
France especially— where forests are 
protected by law and heavy penalties 
rigidly enforced for violations, such 
outbursts of heat, as a rule, are un- 
heard of. 

It has long been known "to a mathe- 
matical certainty" that drought in- 
creases with the disappearance of for- 
ests. Trees not only create moisture 
and invite rain, but their roots, leaves 
and underbrush hold the rain that falls 
long enough to be absorbed by the 
earth. 

As hills and mountains, by fire or 
axe, lose their forest, the soil dries 
up and vegetation languishes, while 
valleys and canyons are flooded, often 
with disastrous results. This is the 
case around Pittsburg and in other 
hilly localities which have been

stripped of timber for fuel and manu- 
facturing purposes. 

On the great plains rain seldom falls. 
.When it does it is a cloudburst. The 
washouts that come once in three or 
four years in Arizona are of inde- 
scribable violence. Eastern readers 
would scarcely believe that on the 
parched alkali deserts a cloudburst a 
few years ago along the Southern 
Pacific east of Tucson in half an hour 
buried sections of the railroad track 
thirty feet deep in sand, filled gorges, 
changed the course of rivers, wound 
steel rails as if they were wire around 
the few straggling Cottonwood trees 
skirting a dry stream twenty or thirty 
feet above the old track, and plowed 



it is supposed, living in that once pas- 
toral region, fleeing before invading 
tribes, burned the forests behind them. 

On every side, in a grand encircling 
amphitheatre, peaks of the Kocky 
Mountains rise to the snow line hem- 
ming in this Middle Peak, fortunately 
supplied with rivers flowing swift and 
deep from the canyons of the snowy 
range. But the rainfall is said to be 
decreasing with the destruction of pine 
forests of the higher mountains. 

In view of the vital necessity of pro- 
tecting the timber yet remaining In 
Colorado, the Forestry Association, 
composed of the best men in that 
State, was early organized, stringent 



Forest Bureau, in Washington, for his 
views. He said: 

"There Is much difference of opinion 
on the subject among scientific men, 
but students of forestry are as a rule 
convinced that the wholesale destruc- 
tion of trees In this country has had 
much to do with the recent aggrava- 
tion of the meteorological phenomenon 
known as the 'hot wave.' 

"Hot waves may almost be said ta 
be peculiar to this country. They oc- 
cur in India, but in Europe and most 
other parts of the world they are un- 
known. We find them uncomfortable, 
but as yet we have not learned with 
any degree of certainty the causes 
that bring them about. Future inves- 
tigation is likely to throw more light 
upon the subject. I am satisfied a 
principal cause of the severe heated 
spells of recent summers has been the 
wholesale wiping out of forests. 

"That forests affect the air's tem- 
perature there Is no doubt. Evapora- 
tion within the limits of a forest goes 
on much more slowly than outside. 
This means moisture, and with mois- 
ture comes a cooling of the atmos- 
phere. In regions largely forested the 
temperature is usually much lower. 

"We have long observed that areas 
originally humid are dried up by de- 
forestation. Regions once heavily 
wooded, with plenty of water in 
streams and springs, have become 
parched, the streams being either dried 
up or nearly dry. The forest covered 
water-shed means a spongy layer of 
'humus,' or leaf-mold, which absorbs 
rain. This sponge, spread over the 
soil, gives up its water slowly, and 
thus the supply of moisture remains 
in the water shed for a longer time. 

"Wipe out the forest cover, and the 
spongy layer disappears. Even though 
the amount of rainfall remains un- 
altered, the smooth surface allows the

laws passed and vigilant watch kept 
to prevent destruction. 

The terror of tires in the Rocky 
Mountains is akin to that of volcanoes 
and earthquakes. When once started 
by careless hunters,, a match thrown 
into a bunch of dry grass, or by in- 
cendiaries, timber thieves and the like, 
vast tidal waves of flame sweep the 
pine clad slopes rising to lofty alti- 
tudes and stretching for miles along 
the great ranges. It has been observed 
that the absence of timber even in the 
mountain parks interferes with the 
rainfall, causing periods of drought, 
or violent rainstorms doing great dam- 
age and passing quickly away. 

Irrigation, followed by vegetation 
and tree planting, brings rain. This 
has been demonstrated all over the 
greater West. 

In former times the summer stor as 
were chiefly confined to the mountains 
of Colorado. Now they spread out on 
the plains, following the rivers, with 
their miles of wide areas of irrigated 
fields and recently planted timber 
belts. Moisture begets moisture, and 





chasms in the tarantula beds clear 
down to solid rock. 

In that strange city of San Luis Po- 
tosi, in Old Mexico, where the timber 
disappeared lone ago, I was told that ! 



with it comes a milder tempered at- 
mosphere, gentle t'liowers and cooling 
breezes, instead of erratic periods oi' 
drought. Hoods and cyclones. 
All this, with many other facts, has 



water to rush away. There is nothing 
to hold the water, and so it passes off 
rapidly, leaving the ground dry. Water 
that falls on a slate roof runs off fast- 
er than if the roof were covered with 
moss." 

Trofessor Fernow says of hailstorms 
that they seem to avoid forest covered 
areas. This is certainly interesting to 
farmers and students of meteorology. 

The influence of forests upon fogs 
and clouds is marked and peculiar. 
Fog lingers In the woods when it is 
clear elsewhere. Trees act as condens- 
ers, gatherers of dew, frost and ice, 
and this phenomenon is especially re- 
markable in the so-called "ice storms," 
where the accumulation of ice is so 
great as to overload and break the 
larger limbs and branches. 

The man who has most carefully 
studied this subject Is B. Ribbentrop, 
Inspector General of Forests in India. 
He says forests affect climate in a 
marked degree. History proves this 
in numerous instances where the de- 
terioration of the climate of whole dis- 
tricts, and even of entire countries, has 
followed the destruction of forests. 
The once well wooded Dalmatia is 
now a stony desert. Persia, former- 
ly one of the granaries of the East, is 
barren and desolate over a large ex- 
tent of its territory. North Africa, 
which was one of the main grain pro- 
ducers of ancient Rome, is subject to 
the severest droughts. Spain, Italy, 
Sicily, Greece and Asia Minor have 
also suffered enormously from defor- 
estation. 

In the United States observing sta- 
tions established in forests have re- 
corded over and over again the fact 
Ilia: tlie air over wooded areas was 
both cooler and moister than above 
the open Welds'. 

It lias been claimed that forests ex- 
ert an important influence in behalf 
of human hfalth. Soil conditions in 
the woods are unfavorable to disease 
producing germs, especially those of 
cholera and yellow fever. 

Every forest is an oxygen factory, 
and it is declared that its production 
of that life giving gas is of sanitary 
importance. Uzoue is also a forest 
product. 



The forest may be regarded an a 
blanket, with which nature covers the 
earth for its protection. This blanket 
says Professor Mark W. Harrington, 
"determines many of the features of , 
climate." 

Says Professor Sargent: "The for- 
ests in the mountain regions are es- 
sential to prevent destructive torrents 
and to. maintain the flow of the riv, 
ers." 

We consumed last year more than 
30,000,000,000 square feet of sawed 
lumber alone. 

The annual consumption of our for- 
ests is 25,000,000,000 cubic feet. To 
furnish- this. amount would require the 
produce of 1,200,000,000 acres of wood- 
land, whereas our total forest area is 
less than 500,000,000 acres. It will be 
seen, then, that we are drawing upon 
our forest capital, whereas we ought 
to be using only the interest. 

The greatest timber consumption is 
for firewood. We burn for heating and 
manufacturing purposes annually 180,- 
000,000,000 feet, board measure-four 
times as much as we use for all other 
purposes put together. However, most 
of the firewood supply is of timber 
unsuitable in size or quality for the 
sawmill. 

The conclusion of all this seems to 
be that because we must have tooth- 
picks, matches, coffins and firewood, 
and, incidentally, wood for ships and 
houses, with timber thieves and in- 
condaries running riot destroying for- 
ests, the globe is to be made uninhabi- 
table.— New York Herald.

OXYCEN FOR BALLOONISTS. 

An Improved Apparatus Designed by a 
French Savant. 

The investigations of Bert have made 
clear the action of oxygen on organ- 
isms subjected to feeble atmospheric 
pressure. His numerous experiments 
have shown that the accidents to 
which one is exposed in rarefied air 



can be avoided by keeping nearly con- 
stant the quantity of oxygen taken in 
at each respiration. Accordingly, since 
his time, aeronauts have carried with 
them oxygen, which they breathe 
through a flexible tube fitted with a 
mouthpiece. 

M. Cailletet, in a paper read before 
the Paris Academy of Sciences, re- 
marks that this method of taking the 
oxygen is defective. Ever since birth 
we have been accustomed to breathe 
through the nose, and aeronauts have 
difficulty in giving up this habit and 
breathing through the mouth. Thus 
the oxygen inspired through the 
mouthpiece scarcely fills the mouth, 
and is ordinarily rejected without hav- 
ing penetrated to the lungs. 

The author presented to the academy 
an apparatus enabling aeronauts to 
carry and have at their disposal large 
quantities of oxygen stored in small 
volume, and to assure the absorption 
of the gas without taking any particu- 
lar care. It is composed (1) of one or 
several vessels containing liquid oxy- 
gen, (2) of a recipient in which this is 
turned into gaseous oxygen, and (3) of 
a kind of mask which renders the res- 
piration of the gas certain. 

Pure oxygen almost always causes 
nausea and illness. To avoid this M. 
Cailletet has placed in the mask a 
shutter with variable opening, ena- 
bling the wearer to mix with the oxy- 
gen a certain volume of air. The aero- 
naut regulates this opening so that the 
oxygen increases in amount with the 
height, and, with the object of pre- 
venting the condensation of the water 
vapor contained in the respired gases, 
he allows It to escape by a flexible 
tube furnished with a special valve 
and hidden under the aeronaut's 
clothes to prevent freezing.

Of course, if 
the manure is allowed to thoroughly 
decompose many seeds will be destroyed, 
but there are hundreds of farms on 
which the manure is spread on the fields 
before it is decomposed. 




TANNING SHEEP SKIN'S WOOL. 

First scrape off the fat. Take equal 
parts alum and salt, add water and cook 
to a paste. Spread the skin out care- 
fully to keep the wool clean and rub 
the paste thickly over the flesh side. 
Fold together, roll up for a day and 
next day rub over it more of the past>*, 
Repeat this a third time. After it dries 
out scrape off the salt and alum and 
rub it soft. Use no oil on the skin. It 
may then be colored any shade desired 
and will make pretty mats for the floor, 
carriage or baby's go-cart. 



CURING A SELF-SUCKING COW. 

A writer in Hoard's Dairyman says 
that to break a self-sucking cow is just 
as easy as milking, and five cents will 
break a dozen of them. Get five cents 
worth of capsicum at the drug store and 
provide yourself with a small pepper 
box; fill it part full, take it with you in 
your pocket ; when done milking, having 
the teats perfectly dry, sprinkle the cap- 
sicum on the teats and throw it in the 
soft hair on the bag and flank, repeat 
every time you milk and oftener if you 
are where the cow is. 

Should you happen along at the time 
the cow is sucking, hold the box over 
her nose, and shake out a little. It often- 
times takes quite a while to cure such a 
cow, but the dairyman will win out in 
time. Always watch the cows, because 
they will attempt it four or five months 
after, and more particularly when lying 
down, calving. 



ISOLATE THE STOREHOUSE. 

Usually when a farmer's barn burns 
his tools and wagons go with it. The 
average farmer uses his barn as a store- 
house. It is wise to build a storehouse 
separate, and at a safe distance from all 
other buildings, large enough for all 
farm tools, wagons and machinery. Hay 
straw, shavings, oil-soaked clothing or 
other combustible material should not 
be. allowed in or about it. Such a build- 
ing should be built on level ground 
should have a good roof and doors op- 
ening the full length of the front, it 
should be about 24 feet wide and hign 
enough to take in the threshing machine, 
and with room enough to admit the 
widest binder or horse rake between the 
posts. At present the better class far- 
mer has a binder, corn binder, drill 
mowing machine, rake, tedder, bean 
planter, bean harvester, roller, potato 
digger, weeder, plow, harrow, cultivator 
and small tools almost without number, 
not to mention wagons, sleighs, etc. All 
these things should be kept in a sep- 
arate building by themselves. 



THE SEED BED. 

I prefer to consider the seed bed 
about eighteen months before seeding 
time. This may seem odd to some peo- 
ple, but forethought is better than after- 
thought, and often saves much labor. 
The first though, and consideration in 
the preparation of the the seed bed is 
when I seed the land to cover. I do 
the very best to get a giS-od catch. Then 
I mow it but one season and then turn 
it under while yet in prime; I turn un- 
der this clover sod with the greatest 

' care and plant with corn or potatoes. 

I This crop gets all the tillage I possibly 
can give it and thereby increase the crop 

I and increase the available fertility of 

, the land and at the same time I am 



preparing an excellent seed bed for my 




fall seeding. In fact, after the corn or 
potatoes are removed, a little harrowing 
will prepare the land for the drill. I 
save very much labor and horse power 
and can produce more bushels to the 
acre at considerable less cost per bushel 
than I could when I plowed the ground 
especially for wheat. Plowing is a slow, 
laborious and expensive operation, but 
if rightly done, one plowing will suffice 
for the whole three year rotation — corn, 
wheat and clover. — L. W. Lighty, in The 
Epitomist.

HUSKING CORN BY MACHINERY. 

Corn husking machines have reached 
such a state of perfection that a farm 
equipment is hardly complete without 
one. To make the corn easy to handle 
it ought to have been cut with a corn 
binder. On the common farms of the 
northwest, where the corn acreage does 
not exceed fifteen to twenty acres, two 
or three farmers can form a partnership 
and own one of these machines. 

The corn ought to stand in shock 
about thirty days and stalks be well 
dried out before husking, or there will 
be trouble with the feed spoiling. The 
huskcr can be run with horse power, 
but second-hand steam engines can of- 
ten be cheaply bought and furnish the 
best power. Three men with two teams 
will generally haul all that can be put 
through the husker. The feed being cut 
up very fine will not urn water and 
must be kept under a good room. Scat- 
tering a few handfuls of salt over the 
heap as shredding proceeds makes the 
feed more palatable and adds to its keep- 
ing qualities. 

Some stack the stalks before husking 
but the best way is to husk directly from 
the shock, thus saving one handling and 
bringing the bundles to the machine in 
much better condition. Corn cut in time 
with a binder and put through the hus- 
ker, will make a feed equal to common 
hay, besides picking out all the ears, 
thus making a double crop, and which is 
easily handled with these machines. The 
feed is fed out with a basket, being too 
short to handle with a fork.— American 
Agriculturist.

KEEPING THE COW STABLE 
CLEAN. 

At a recent Canadian institute one of 
the speakers said that in the spring and 
fall, when cows are in the stable, it 
should be kept clean. Clean all dust, 
cobwebs and other filth from the walls 
and ceiling, and then give it a good coat 
of whitewash. The health of men and 
women depend largely on the health of 
the cow. Her health depends on the 
cleanliness of the place she is kept in. 
Keep the stable clean, but do not clean 
it too near milking time. Feed nothing 
but pure, sweet, clean, wholesome food 
If a taint or flavor in the milk is caused 
by the food, it will be worst when it is 
drawn from the cow. If caused by some 
fermentation, it will grow worse as the 
milk is kept. The remedy for the latter 
is cleanliness. Use scalding water in all 
the utensils. Such foods as brewers' 
grains, distillery slops, Swede turnips 
and tops, rape, sour, mouldy silage, mus- 
ty meal, cleanings from the horse stable 
and hay or grass having bad smelling 
w<eds, arc prohibited from being used. 
Allow cows access to plenty of good, 
pure water and salt at all times. In 



WHEN TO MARKET OLD HENS. 

Old hens usually bring the best 
prices in the early fall and winter, but 
old roosters do not pay for the labor 
and cost of sending them to market. 
By old roosters I mean all males that 
have fully developed their combs and 
wattles. In selling off the stock in the 
fall, I send only the small stock and 
the fat hens that do not lay. I never 
sell a laying hen, no matter how old 
she is. If she is a producer, I consider 
her worth her keep. 

Old hens sell as well as pullets. By 
this I mean hens a year old or older. 
The main point is to have them fat, as 
that covers all other defects, provided 
they are healthy. Never send a sick 
fowl to market; it may die on the way 
and serve to depress prices by casting 
suspicion on all the others. When the 
weather is settled cold, the fowls may 
be shipped alive or dressed. 

Hens that are only one or two years 
old are termed old hens when they 
are really young and in their prime. 
Hens that are known by trial to be 
good layers I never discard for un- 
tried pullets. Because the pullet is pre- 
cocious and begins to lay early is no 
indication that she is a good layer; she 
may give a good account of herself 
for a short time and then become un- 
profitable. I always cull out such and 
they go to market or to the family 
stew kettle. I market my fowls when 
I am sure they are not making a 
profitable return for time and money 
expended. This time is usually between 
August 1 and January I, as prices are 
generally better at that time. — Geneva 
March in New England Homestead. 

TWENTY YEARS WITH LAMBS. 

After working with sheep twenty 
years a writer in Orange Judd Farmer 
concludes that to raise early lambs for 
market one must begin with their grand- 
parents, selecting one must beshrdlu 
parents, selecting the best ewes each 
year until the desired number is obtain- 
ed, and breeding from a well-bred and 
well-developed ram not over five yeats 
old. Give the ewes good care before 
lambing, providing a dry and warm cov- 
er, plenty of good hay and a little grain 
or roots, being always sure that they 
get plenty of good water every day. 

By careful watching, the ewes about 
to lamb can be separated from the re- 
mainder of the flock and penned by 
themselves. Extra care can then be 
given, increasing their food and perhaps 
separating some of the weaker ones until 
the lambs are strong enough to shift 
somewhat for themselves. In case of 
twins, experience teaches that it is best 
to leave only one for the mother to cars 
for, unless she is an unusually good 
milker. When the lambs are about two 
weeks old a creep or pen should be 
opened for them. This is done by leav- 
ing one or more openings large enough 
to admit the lambs, but not the sheep. 
In the creep or pen place a trough high 
enough so the lambs cannot get into it 
and all have free access to it. 

Keep in the trough meal or grain of 
some kind which the lambs seem to like 
best. Potatoes or roots cut fine and cov- 
ered with meal will soon be eaten by the 
older lambs. 

As to the best feed, growers differ. 
Some prefer oats, other feeding mid- 
dlings or meal. I suggest a variety. 
The lambs will then eat what they like 
best. In this as well as other enter- 
prises good judgment is necessary, and 
success awaits only those who study the 
disposition and habits of both sheep and 
lambs.

This was about six 
feet square, with a sink, gas range and 
shelves for cooking utensils, space 
enough being left for the cook to per- 
form her duties. Adjoining this clos- | 
et was a pantry, with a refrigerator ' 
and space to keep supplies. The ar- 1 
rangement has been mucn liked, and 
according to the landlord, has been a 
pronounced factor in keeping his 
apartments filled.

New England Conking School Axioms, 

Bread keeps moist longer if you al- 
low one tablespoon of shortening to 
each cup of liquid. 

When making bread in cold weather 
first warm the bread pan, the flour and 
the kneading board. 

When pan broiling chops always 
stand them for a minute on their ends 
that the fiat edge may be cooked crisp 
and brown instead of remaining pale 
and unsightly. 

When coomng a small roast fir. t 
sear it all over on a hot spider This 
will immediately drive in the meat 
juiaes and less heat will be required 
in the oven. 

If corned beef is very red, which 
means it is very salt, put it to cook 
in cold water. This draws out a por- 
tion of the salt 

If making a gelatine dessert on a 
hot or a wet day, add a little more 
gelatine than the recipe requires, half 
as much again if you wish to mold 
fruit into the jelly. 

An ordinary sized box of pulverized 
gelatine holds five tablespoonfuls. 

A tough piece of meat can he very 
nicely stewed in a double boiler. It 
will take twice as long, however, as if 
cooked directly over the fire. — Good 
Housekeeping. 

Light colored painted woodwork 
should be dusted lightly with a brush. 
The great secret in cleaning paint 
successfully is to do it very quickly 
and use only a little water, rinsing 
it as soon as clean in clean water, and 
letting it dry quickly. The water 
used may have a little gold dust or 
similar cleansing agent dissolved in 
it. Black painted woodwork can be 
very easily cleaned and brightened by 
rubbing with a rag dipped in either 
kerosene or oil and turpentine. This 
could also be applied to light paint 
work if very dirty. The hinges of 
creaking doors should also be attend- 
ed to at this time, the defect being 
easily remedied by applying a feather 
dipped in oil. This will also ease a 
stiff lock or door handle. — Ledger 
Monthly.

Some English Industries Prosperous. 

The American Federationlst, of 
which Samuel Gompers is editor, prints 
replies from a number of prominent 
labor organization advocates in Great 
Britain, to an inquiry from Mr. Gom- 
pers as to whether It is true that Eng- 
land's industries are seeking other 
fields, and if so, whether this is the 
fault of the trades unions. The replies 
are all negative as to the influence of 
the unions. George H. Barnes, general 
secretary of the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers, Manchester, Eng., says 
that "those industries which are best 
organized on the workmen's side are 
the most prosperous industries of the 
country." "The shipbuilding, engineer- 
ing, coal-getting and cotton spinning 
are all well-organized industries, and 
were never so prosperous, whereas, on 
the other hand, the heavy textile In- 
dustries, shoemaking and several other 
industries that mi?£t be mentioned, 
and which are but indifferently organ- 
ized on the side of the work people, are 
dwindling." 
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Apple Pie — Line a deep pie-dish with 
rich puff paste, brush with white of 
egg, and fill with slices of tart apples. 
T J our over these a custard made of a 
large cupful of thick sour cream, a 
cupful of sugar and two eggs. Bake 
until apples are done, wituout a top 
crust. Very nice indeed. 

Lyonnaise Chestnuts — Shell, blanch 
and boil until soft one pint chestnuts; 
drain and drop them into a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, heating in a pan; add a 
tablespoonful of minced onion and 
brown quickly. Dust with a saltspoon- 
ful of salt, dash of pepper and table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley. 

Coffee Bavarian Cream — Soak one- 
quarter box of gelatine in one-quarter 
cup of water until soft. Chill and whip 
one pint of cvream. Boil cream which 
does not whip with one-half cup sugar 
(if- all the cream whips use a cup of 
milk) ; when boiling add gelatine. Take 
from fire and stir until dssolved. Strain 
through cheesecloth, add one-quarter 
cup strong clear coffee, place pan in 
Ice water and when it begins to thick- 
en stir in lightly the whipped cream 
and pour into molds. 

Rice Flour Pudding — Take four 
ounces of rice flour, four ounces of 
sugar, one ounce of butter, a little 
salt and three eggs. Beat up the rice 
with half of the milk, then add it with 
the sugar and salt to the remainder of 
the milk, which should be boiling. Boil 
for two or three minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Remove from the fire and 
add the eggs, which should be well 
beaten, then the butter. Flavor with 
vanilla, lemon or nutmeg as desired. 
Pour Into a buttered pudding dish and 
nerve with hard or fairy Hauce. 



Chinese Immigration, 

Commissioner of Immigration Pow- 
derly, in his annual report, will prob- 
ably not only recommend the re-enict- 
ment of the Chinese exclusion law, but 
proposes some new and more stringent 
regulations to prevent the entrance in- 
to the United States of Chinese by way 
of Mexico. Many Chinese are annually 
landed at San Francisco under con- 
tract to work on the plantations in 
Mexico. These are allowed to pass 
through the country, but the immigra- 
tion officials are satisfied that no more 
than one-tenth of the whole number 

Labor Wins in Struggles. 

M. T. Ingalls, president of the Big 
Four railroad system, says: "My ob- 
servation in the last twenty-five years 
has been that labor has steadily won 
and capital lost in the struggle which 
always exists more or less." Mr. In- 
galls is undoubtedly correct. For what- 
ever the temporary reverses may be, 
organized labor usually emerges 
stronger than before. 



Labor In tho nine Grnss State. 

One of the most active trades union- 
ists In this country is L. J. Kleffer, of 
Jeffersonvlle, state organizer for Ken- 
tucky of the American Federation of 
Labor. Recently he made a tour of tho 
state and met with great success in 
organizing unions. Wages havo been 
increased and tho conditions of the 
wage-workers greatly improved. Or- 
ganizer Kieffer Is earnest, intelligent 
and enthusiastic and expects great re- 
sults from his efforts in the Blue Grass 
State.

Westlnghouse Inaugurates Bonus. 

A bonus system has been inaugurat- 
ed by the Westlnghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company at is plant In 
East Pittsburg. The bonus is based 
on the net earnings of the company, 
and its distribution is among the as- 
sistant subforemen, and is paid quar- 
terly, in addition to their salaries. If 
the system is a success it will be ex- 
tended by the company to take In all 
skilled workmen of the plant 



Brotherhood of Railway Trackmen. 

The Brotherhood of Railway Track- 
men is strengthening its union, hav- 
ing absorbed the independent Cana- 
dian union, thus bringing the member- 
ship up to 107,000. The bootworkers 
have also reached across the border 
and gained four unions in Montreal, 
with 3,000 members, two large unions 
in St. Hyacinthe, and in Quebec and 
Three Rivers the same result is ex- 
pected. 



Employ a Community Doctor. 

In Ludington, Mich., the Swedish 
residents have introduced a custom of 
their country in employing a communi- 
ty doctor. The local physicians, of 
course, charged a uniform rate for ser- 
vices, and this rate was higher than 
the Swedish people thought right, and 
so a health association was organized 
by the heads of 300 families, each of 
whom pays DO cents a month toward 
the salary of a physician whose serv- 
ices are at their command. This, 
amounting to a salary of $1,800 a year, 
was not sufficient to command the ser- 
vices of an experienced physician, and 
the organization had to be satisfied 
with a recent graduate from a medical 
college. 



New Orleans Captures Much Trade. 

New Orleans is capturing much of 
such trade as we have with the Cen- 
tral American countries. This is a 
natural result of the growing trade of 
the Louisiana city in tropical fruits. 
The fruit boats of that city go to Port 
LImon, Port Barrios, Ceiba, Bocal del 
Toro, and other ports, making the mer- 
chants of those places familiar with 
New Orleans, and leading to an inter- 
change of products to the advantage 
of the dealers at each end of the route. 
— New Orleans Times-Democrat. 



ARBITRATION IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Massachusetts State Board of 
Arbitration has made its official report 
for the year 1900. The services of tho 
board were not in great demand, only 
fifty-four controversies engaging its at- 
tention, and in only a few cases was 
tho board Invited by the two parties 
to arbitrate the dispute. In the great 
majority of cases the services of thi 
board were tendered without invita- 
tion. Sometimes they were declined 
and sometimes ignored, though often- 
er accepted. But the percentage of 
cases In which the board actually pro- 
duced a settlement was very small. 
Tne fifty-four difficulties in which it 
officiated Involved nineteen different 
industries. In six of the cases the bo:ird 
acted on the joint petition from tha 
two parties involved; in fourteen on 
notice from one party, and in thirty- 
four on the board's own initiative. 
Thus only about 10 per cent of the 
controversies were jointly submitted to 
arbitration. Altogether twenty-nine 
controversies were settled by the bor.vd 
as a result of interviews with both 
sides. In a number of cases the board 
accomplished nothing. On the whole, 
the impression is that comparatively 
little was accomplished on account of 
a general disinclination of both em- 
ployes and laborers to submit their 
disputes to arbitration. One power 
that the board has it has never exer- 
cised; it is authorized to investigate a 
controversy and on its conclusion as 
to which party is responsible or blame- 
worthy, to publish its finding, and thus 
fix the responsibility or blame. But 
as the board has thus far never availed 
itself of this power, which is permis- 
sive, it is suggested that the Legisla- 
ture make the clause mandatory in- 
stead of permissive. It is believed that 
this would introduce the element of 
state board arbitration Into all labor 
troubles in a positive manner.— India- 
napolis News. 



Frlederlchsbof Is Hers. 

Friederichshof, at Cronberg, the pal- 
ace wherein the late Dowager Empress 
Frederick died, is one of the most 
beautiful country seats possessed by 
the royalty of Europe. It is natural, 
therefore, that envious eyes should be 
now cast at Princess Frederick Carl of 
Hesse because, by the will of her de- 
ceased mother, she comes into posses- 
sion of this estate. It is a spacious and 
sumptuously furnished palace, sur- 
rounded by a magnificent park, set in 
some of the most romantic country j 
scenery in Germany. Upward of $1,000,- 
000 was spent by its recent occupant in 
improving house and grounds. The ! 
young princess who is soon to occupy 
it is ono of the sweetest-faced members 
of German royalty. She is the fifth and 
youngest child of tho late Empress 
Dowager, and was the favorite during 
the last few years of her life. She was 
born April 22, 1872, and was named 
Margarethe. Her marriage to Prince 
j Frederick Carl of Hesse occurred in 
I January, 1893, and she has three sons. 



START OF THE VANDERBILTS. 

Wife of the American Founder of the 
Family Kept a Hotel. 

A woman played a large part in lay- 
ing the foundation of the fortunes of 
the house of Vanderbilt. The first Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt married at the age of 
20, and a year later became captain of 
a small steamboat plying between New 
York and New Brunswick, N. J. Pas- 
sengers were numerous and many per- 
sons went to New Brunswick aud back 
by boat for the pleasure of the trip. 
Others, when the boat reached New 
Brunswick, got into stages and were 
driven across the state to another 
steamer, which took them down ths 
Delaware. Of course, they wanted 
something to eat, and here Mrs. Van- 
derbilt saw her opportunity. New 
Brunswick's hotel, or half-way house, 
was dirty and ill-kept. Mrs. Vanderbilt 
suggested to her husband that they 
should take the hotel, refit it, and run 
it In a style that would attract guests. 
Vanderbilt leased the hotel; but, as tho 
scheme was his wife's he told her 
she might run it and have the profits. 
Mrs. Vanderbilt overhauled the house 
and named it Bellona Hall, after the 
steamship Bellona, which her husband 
then commanded. The fame of Bellona 
Hall soon spread to New York, and 
parties were made up to visit it, be- 
cause of the excellent fare to be found 
there. It also increased the profits of 
the line for which Capt. Vanderbilt 
worked, and his salary was increased 
to $2,000 a year. Mrs. Vanderbilt for 
twelve years managed Bellona Hall, 
with profit to herself and pleasure to 
her guests. 

Progress in Ocean Travel. 

In 1840 the Cunard steamship Brit- 
annia, built of wood, propelled by pad- 
dle wheels, maintained a s?a speed ol 
about 8V4 knots. Her steam pressure 
was 12 pounds per inch. She was 207 
feet long, about 2,000 tons displace- 
ment, her engines developed about 
750-horse power, and her coal con- 
sumption was about 40 tons a day, or 
about five pounds of coal per indicated 
horse power per day. She carried a 
full spread of sail. In sixty years 
speed has been increased from Sli 
knots to twenty-three knots; the tinn 
on the voyage has been reduced to 
about one-third of what it was in 1840. 

One horse power, as established 
among engine makers, Is the capacity 
to raise 32,000 pounds one foot p?r 
minute. As this estimate was bas^l 
upon the capacity of the huge draft 
horses of London, it is about twica 
the nvprfi"" n«wr of a horse.

CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 

The first state convention of the 
United Confederate Veterans of Ala- 
bama will assemble in Montgomery 
Wednesday noon. The convention 
will remain In session two days, the 
first day being given over to the trans- 
action of general business, and the 
second day to social sessions. The 
local oainp of veterans ore making 
thorough preparations to entertain the 
visiting veterans, and a royal time is 
promised those who attend. Great 
interest is being taken in the social 
features of the approaching conven- 
tion, and it is expected that many of 
the camps of the state will send spon- 
sors. Miss Lucy Powell Randle, of 
Union Springs, is the sponsor for the 
state, and her maid of honor is Miss 
Mary Kirkpatrick, of Montgomery. 
The sponsor and maid of honor were 
appointed by Major General George 
1'. Harrison. 



NEW BRICK PL&.NT. 
L. L. Stephenson, of Elderton, Ga., 
Having recently sold out his brick 
business at that place, has decided to 
locate in Birn iagham and will build 
an up-to-date Shale brick plant in the 
Birmingham district. He will be pro- 
ducing a high grade Shale building 
brick and vetrified foundation and 
sewer brick. He has already placed 
his entire machinery order, amounting 
to over $15,000, with J. J. Gledhill, 
the Southern representative of E. M. 
Freese & Co., of Galoin, O. The 
plant will be located on the Southern 
railway and Mr. Stephenson hopes to 
have it in operation by February 15, 
1902. 



NO PROSECUTION. 
A dispatch from Guthrie, O. T., 
says: It is stated that Colonel How- 
ell and son, of Dadeviile, Ala., will not 
be brought to trial for the alleged 
shooting of Bobert G. Gore, at Mc- 
Knight, Oklahoma, on September 13, 
over the ownership of a town lot. At 
the time Gore was reported dead and 
his coffin was ordered, but he revived 
and was taken to his home in Fort 
Worth, Texas. He has entirely re- 
covered and returned to Lawton, Ok- 
lahoma, and has engaged in business 
there and at Walters, formerly Mc- 
Knight. It is said he will not appear 
against the Howells. 



MOBILE OIL. 
J. D. Cameron, a Mobile mill man, 
reports that he struck a deposit of 
petroleum near his mill at Three Mile 
Creek, about two miles from the city. 
Mr. Cameron had a sample of the oil 
and ordinary tests showed it to be the 
real article. Further investigations 
aro being made on the site, and the 
sample of oil has been placed in the 
hands of a chemist for analysis. The 
report of this find has started another 
spell of excitement in the city and 
the parties interested in oil are again 
aotively promoting their schemes. 

THE PRESBYTERIANS. 
The annual session of the Alabama 
synod of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
churoh held a four days' meeting in 
Huntsville last week. The meeting 
of the synod was most ploasant. The 
next annual meeting will ba held in 
Sheffield on November 1, 1902. 

LOVE'S TRAGEDY. 
Miss Helen Hutton, of Decatur, 
some days ago was to have been 
married to a young business man of 
Birmingham, but he failed to appear, 
and it is said her letters and tele- 
grams elicited no response. Crazed 
over his supposed perfidy, she put an 
end to her life with a 38 calibre pis- 
tol ball late Friday afternoon. The 
bullet shattered her brains, being 
dischorged through her mouth. She 
was only eighteen.

GOVERNMENT LANDS. 
There are nearly 100,000 aores of 
publio land in Alabama, much of it 
rich in coal and iron, which may be 
thrown open to the publio at no dis- 
tant day. Reoently the interior de- 
partment has received many letters 
inquiring as to the state's publio land, 
These indicate that an interest is now 
being taken in the subject whioh may 
result in u demand sufficient to war- 
rant the department's taking aotion 
under the law of 1888 and exposing 
the property to publio sale, after 
which, under the terms of the aot, the 
remaining land may be exposed to 
homestead entry. Every investigation 
made by the department's agent has 
tended to show that portions of the 
land may contain fortunes in coal and 
iron. In addition, it is reported that 
experts in mining companies have 
given the iand a high rate, and are 
looking towards it for future specula- 
tion. There was originally about 
300,000 acres of this land, but by dif- 
ferent laws the state has been allowed 
to select about 200,000 acres for uni- 
versity, normal schools and other pur- 
poses. The parts selected have gen- 
erally been of an agricultural nature, 
and of little value. 



AT LAFAYETTE, TOO. 
One of the most disastrous fires this 
little city has ever experienced oc- 
curred Sunday morning. The Briok 
Hotel building was entirely oonsumod, 
leaving only a portion of the walls 
standing. The second floor has been 
the leading hotel of the town for a 
number of years, and for the past 
three years Mrs. L. V. Willy has 
been its proprietor. Her furniture, 
valued at $1,200, was almost complete- 
ly destroyed. Insurance small. The 
first floor was occupied by McGehee, 
Driver & Co. , general store. Losses 
as follows: Dr. Hudson, $1,000, part- 
ly insured; F. W. Emon, harness, no 
insurance; Penrey Nash, cleaning and 
dye house, no insuranoe; Andrews 
Brothers, $6,000, insured for $4,000; 
McGehee, Driver & Co., $1'2,000, 
largely covered by insurance. The 
fire originated in the oooking depart- 
ment of the hotel. 



WARRIOR BADLY SCORCHED. 

At an early hour Sunday morning 
the business section of Warrior was 
almost completely destroyed by fire. 
Six storehouses and the principal 
part of the goods therein were burned 
entailing a loss of about $25,000. 
When the flames were first discovered 
one of the storehouses was partially 
burned, and though the citizens 
worked hard, they could not gain 
control of the fire until six stores had 
been destroyed. The property was 
partially covered by insuranoe. There 
is n o clue as to the origin of the fire. 



APPROPRIATION. 
Congressman William Richardson 
has received a letter from Major 
Knight, United States engineer in 
charge of the government improvement 
on the Tennessee river, stating that 
the chief of engineers has made his 
report to Congress, recomonding that 
$500,000 be appropriated for the im- 
provement of the river between Chat- 
tanooga and Riverton, also that the 
sum of $19,000 be appropriated for the 
improvement of the river below 
Riverton.

Fire In Richmond, Va.— Quick Mail Servic 
via New York City — Statue of Jeffer- 
son Oiven to Louisville — Wonder- 
ful Scientific Discovery— Cuba. 



TWENTY-SIX PRISONERS. 
Esoaped from the United States prison 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kans-, last 
Thursday. They formed a mutiny 
and broke for freedom just about 
time to quit work and owing to the 
small number of guards they succeeded 
in their plan. Posses were immedi- 
ately formed and by Sunday night all 
but fourteen had been recaptured. 
Fetty thieving of food and clothing 
has been going on In the country 
surrounding the prison ever since the 
delivery. Two of the guards have 
been wounded and several of the 
escaped prisoners also; four of them 
having been killed. Two of the es- 
caped oaptured a sheriff and his 
deputy Sunday and held them pris- 
oners for several hours and finally 
escaped, but not before both were 
wounded. The general plan of the 
escaped men seems to be to reach the 
Indian Tereitory, as they started 
South. Most of the prisoners are 
young men. 



LONDON'S MAYOR. 

The Lord Mayor's show took place 
Saturday and was more than usually 
interesting, as there were a number 
of new features. Special attention 
was paid to the colonies, which were 
represented by attractive cars. The 
decorations of the streets were of the 
customary character. Big crowds 
lined the whole route of the proces- 
sion. After the usual reception at the 
law courts the procession completed 
its tour of the oity and turned to the 
Guild Hall. 



RICHMOND FIRE. 
Fire in Richmond, Va , Saturday, 
destroyed the four-story brick struc- 
ture occupied by the Richmond Trac- 
tion Co., the Virginia Electrical Rail- 
way and Development Co., and the 
Tower-Bingford Electrical Supply Co. 
The loss is estimated at $100,000, fair- 
ly oovered by insurance. Miss Emi- 
ly Crump, a stenographer, was seri- 
ously injured by jumping from a sec- 
ond story window. A number of per- 
sons were slightly injured. The ori- 
gin of the fire is a mystery. 



LI HUNG CHANG. 
The great Chinese statesman, died 
just before noon of Thursday. He was 
rated as the richest man of China. 
His death was due to old age, and one 
report says his last display of impa- 
tienoe at some political detail hasten- 
ed his end. He had served his coun- 
try for many years and was account- 
ed one of the world's great men. 



JEFFERSON STATUE UNVEILED, 
A statue of Thomas Jefferson, pre- 
sented to the city of Louisville, by B. 
and I. B. Bernheim, the wealthy dis- 
tillers, was unveiled in front of the 
oourt house Saturday. It is by Sir 
Moses Ezskiel and cost $60,000. Ex- 
Governor Bradley was the orator.

DETERMINED. 
Mrs. Wm. Taxter, at Leavenworth, 
Kas., suioided last Friday In a horri- 
ble manner. She saturated her cloth- 
ing with coal oil and set it on fire. 
She was injured about three weeks 
ago and her mind is thought to have 
been affected. 



SOCIETY TROUBLES. 
Official announcement is made of 
the shortage of $10,000 in tho aocounts 
of the Brotherhood ol Carpenters. 
A warrant has been issued for the ar- 
rest of Treasurer McGuire. Chas. D. 
Thompson, supreme finance keeper of 
the Maccabees, is short $57,000. He 
has admitted using the money. His 
arrest is expeoted. Dr. L. O. Sister 
of Akron, O., has been appointed to 
succeed Thompson. John L. Mul- 
ford, former secretary of the Ameri- 
can Insuranoe Union, was arrested 
at Cleveland, Saturday night, oharged 
with having embezzled fuude of the 
order to the amount of $1,500.

One offi- 
cer and six artillerymen were killed 
outright, the bodies being terribly 
mutilated, and the captain and thir- 
teen sailors were seriously injured. 



FAVORS NEW YORK. 
When the Cunyard liner Umbria 
saiied Saturday she carried a batch of 
mail matter that arrived in San Fran- 
cisco last Monday on the steamer Ven- 
tura from Sydney and Auckland. It 
will be the speediest mail delivery 
every accomplished in the world — 
more than half around the globe by 
steam at sea and steam on land, and 
steam at sea again, iu less than thirty 
dcsy. The Ventura left Melbourne, 
Australia, on Ootober 14th, bound for 
San Francisco, by way of Sydney, 
Auckland and Honolulu. The Um- 
bria will have the letters in the Lon- 
don postofflce on tho morning of No- 
vember 16th. The beating of the last 
record of thirty-one and a half days 
will prove that mail can be taken 
through New York more quickly than 
through the Suez canal and much 
more quickly than by the all water 
route.

A N W CABINET OFFICE IS DESIRED 

Promotions In the Army — Wu's Chancei 
Improved — Secretary for New Mrs. 
Depew — From Venezuela — The 
Plague— Porto Kican Treasurer. 



On the recommendation of General 
Chaffee, commanding the division of 
the Philippines, the Secretary of War 
has issued an order for the reorgani- 
zation of that disvision. It will be di- 
vided into two military departments 
to include within their limits the en- 
tire Philippine archipelago. They 
will be known as the Departments of 
North and South Philippines. The 
northern department will be com- 
manded by Major General Wheaton 
and will inolude the islands of Luzon, 
Mindaro and Masbate and all the inter- 
vening territory. The southern de- 
partment, which will be commanded 
by Brigadier General Wade, will em- 
brace the remainder of the archipela- 
go and include the large islands of 
Samar, Panay, Mindaneo, the Visayas 
and Jolo. 

Minister Wu Ting Fang has re- 
ceived an official notification of the 
death of Li Hung Chang. It is said 
at the Chinese legation that Minister 
Wu has not been informed of his re- 
ported relief as Chinese minister at 
Washington. The minister would not 
be surprised at suoh news. He states 
that he has no idea what post will be 
assigned him if he should be recalled 
from Washington. It is felt here 
that the appointment of Wang Wen 
Shao to take the place of Li Hung 
Chang as the throne's adviser in Chi- 
na's foreign affairs, will be beneficial 
to Minister Wu's interests. 

Representative business men of 
Chicago will appeal to President 
Roosovelt to recommend to Congress 
the creatign of a departrajst of com- 
merce and industry, with a cabinet 
officer at its head. The bill for the 
creation of a department of commerce 
and industry was reported favorably 
by the senate committee on commerce 
euring the fifty-sixth congress, but 
press of other important publio meas- 
ures prevented action by the senate 
and houae. Senator Nelson, of Min- 
nesota, will reintroduce the bill in the 
next session. 

Dr. Euardo Blanco, Venezuelan 
minister of foreign affairs, has resign- 
ed his portfolio. He will be succeed- 
ed by Dr. Paccaehano. The cause of 
the resignation was a disagreement 
regarding tho Colombian question, 
particularly the answer of President 
Castro to tho Pan-American Congress 
in the city of Mexico, which was sent 
without Dr. Blanco's knowledge. 

On account of the recent outbreak 
of plague in Liverpool and Glasgow, 
two additional surgeons from the Ma- 
rine Hospital staff have been detailed 
for service in those cities. They are 
Dr. John F. Anderson and Dr. Carroll 
Ford. Both have had extended expe- 
rience in dealing with plague. The 
experts are sent merely as a precau- 
tionary measure. 

Senator Depew has engaged Miss 
Belle Hajmer, social secretary to Mrs. 
Roosevelt, to act in a similar capacity 
for the future Mrs. Depew. 

The president has declared to Sena- 
tor Cullom, of Illinois, that in making 
the promotions to the brigadier gen- 
eralships soon to become vacant, he 
will be governed entirely by the record, 
that it is his intention to promote 
those whose records show them to 
be most deserving of promotion, and 
that neither personal nor political 
considerations will oount. 

The president has accepted the resig- 
nation of Collector Sapp, of tho Louis- 
ville, Ky,, internal revenue distriot 
The civil service commission had rec- 
ommended his removal, aud the presi- 
dent had intended to oomply with its 
request when Congress met. In mak- 
ing reappointments there seems to be 
no doubt that the president witl give 
the recommendation of the civil ser- 
vice commission great weight. 

The president has appointed Wil- 
liam F. Willoughby, of the Distriot of 
Columbia, treasurer of the island of 
Porto Rico. Mr. Willoughby will 
sucoeed Jacob Hollander, of Mary- 
land, who resigned sometime ago. 



THE COUNTRY OF BIG CAME. 

President RooseTtlt'g Mid- Winter limit- 
ing in the Rocklel. 

In mid-winter, hunting on horseback 
in the Rockies is apt to be cold work, 
but we were too warmly clad to mind 
the -weather. We wore heavy flan- 
Dels, jackets lined with sheepskin, 
caps which drew clown entirely over 
our ears, and on our feet heavy ordi- 
nary socks, German socks, and over- 
shoes. Galloping through the brush 
and among the spiles of the dead ce- 
dars meant that now and then one 
got snagged; I found tough overalls 
better than trousers, and most of the 
time I did not need the jacket, wear- 
ing my old buckskin shirt, which is to 
my mind a particularly useful and 
comfortable garment. 

It is a high, dry country, where the 
winters nre usually very cold, but the 
snow not under any circumstances 
very deep. It is wild and unbroken in 
character, the hills and low mountains 
rising in sheer slopes, broken by cliffy 
and riven by deeply cut and gloomy 
gorges and ravines. The sage-brush 
grows everywhere upon the flats and 
hillsides. Large open groves of pin- 
yon and cedar are scattered over the 
peaks, ridges and tablelands. Tall 
spruces cluster in the cold rovines. 
Cottonwoods grow along the stream 
courses, and there are occasional 
patches of scrub-oak and quaking asp. 
The entire country is taken up with 
cattle ranges wherever it Is possible 
to get a sufficient water supply, nat- 
ural or artificial. Some thirty miles 
to the east and north the mountains 
rise higher, the ever-green forest be- 
comes continuous, the snow lies deep 
all through the winter, and such north- 
ern animals as the wolverine, lucivee 
and snowshoe rabbit are found. This 
high country is the summer home of 
the Colorado elk, which are now rap- 
Idly becoming extinct, and of the Col- 
orado blacktail deer, which are still 
very plentiful, but which, unless bet- 
ter protected, will follow the elk in 
the next decade or so. In winter both 
elk and deer come down to the lower 
country, through a part of which I 
made my hunting trip. — Theodoro 
Roosevelt, in Scribner's. 



Libraries Lunatics' Refugee. 

When is a library not a library? 
"When it is an asylum," appears to 
be the answer suggested by the presi- 
dential address to the Library Asso- 
ciation by Mr. Fortescue. As keeper 
of the printed books at the British Mu- 
seum Mr. Fortescue ought to know, 
and what he says is that "there is al- 
ways a tendency among such as are 
close to the abyss of insanity to cleave 
to the public library." Mr. Fortescue's 
remark reminds us of some amusing 
and characteristic evidence which Car- 
lyle gave to a commission on the Brit- 
ish Museum half a century ago. 

"There are several persons," he said, 
"who come to read in the British Mu- 
seum in a state of imbecility. They 
are sent there by their friends to pass 
away their time. I remember there 
was one gentleman who used to blow 
his nose very loudly every half hour. 
I inquired who he was, and I was in- 
formed that he was a mad person sent 
by his friends. He made extracts out 
of books and puddled away his time 
there." Mr. Fortescue's feeling re- 
marks about the affection of the imbe- 
cile for the public library seems to sug- 
gest that the race of "puddlers" de- 
nounced by Carlyle is not yet extinct 
at the British Museum.— Loudon Chron- 
icle.

The conscience of t he world, un- 
der the influence of broad humanity, 
will not permit it, 

"If there is to be no war of extermin- 
ation if our present course is to stop 
short of its logical outcome, what other 
alternative is before its? There is no 
other than political and social equality. 
We shall continue for a \\ bile to str ug- 
gle against the remit, but it muM finally 
come We are opposed to the'r ight ami 
we cannot possi tily succeed . God is in— 
exoiab'y righteous ai:d he will win ev- 
ery time. Christ declares that we are 
brothers and we must live as brothers. 

" ' Whomsoever shall say, thou fool, 
shall be in danger of heil fire,' We 
cannot regard the negro as permanently 
a>id by nature inferior to ourselves. 
The Jews had a contempt for the Gen- 
tiles greater than your contempt for the 
re gro, and yet, St. l'eter went into the 
house of Cornelius and joined him at 
his meals, for he had learned 'What 
God has cleansed, that call not com- 
mon ' God f nbid I lint I, with all my 
sins and failures, .should con.-ider mv- 
s-lf permanently superior 'o ihe^e peo 
pie for « horn Christ whs content to di '.' 

It has been suggested by some 
that Governor Jelks would prob- 
ably call an extra session of the 
Legislature in case the new con - 
ftiuiiion was adopted. The Gov- 
ernor, however, when approached 
upon the subject said he sa v no 
necessity now for calling an extra 
session, which would cost the pop- 
ple of the Slate at least a thous- 
and dollars a day.

Nova Scotian Mine Fire Which Has Cost 
45 Lives. 

Interest in the great subterranean 
conflagratalon near New Glasgow, 
Nova Scotia, has been renewed by th« 
discouraging report that all efforts to 
circumvent the flames have proved 
fruitless and that all hope is now prac- 
tically abandoned. The fire originated 
in 1880. It is burning in a rich seam of 
coal, 30 feet thick, and in a mine that 
has a shaft 1,000 feet deep. The prob- 
lem of extinguishing the flames is no 
nearer solution than it was twenty- 
one years ago. Water has been let in, 
but the fire is above the sea level, and 
the expensive work of flooding has had 
no effect. 

After many futile attempts to extin- 
guish the fire, the engineers directed 
their efforts toward devising plans for 
circumventing it, and reaching the coal 
still intact. To that end all the ap- 
proaches leading to the Are and all the 
neighboring workings were walled up, 
and new workings were driven lower 
down. But every plan so far devised 
has proved a failure. The all-conquer- 
ing fire has broken through, and every 
new work has been reluctantly aban- 
doned. 

On one occasion, the explosion that 
perpetuated this destructive and ob- 
stinate fire caused the death of 45 
miners. They were awaiting the ar- 
rival of a car with some tools, and a 
boy had been sent out with a hurry-up 
message, when the explosion occurred. 
All that could be learned was from the 
boy's story. He had seen them sitting 
on the floor when he left them. There 
death overtook them. To reach or aid 
them in any way was beyond human 
possibility, so their ashes have mingled 
with the crumbling coal seam which 
has burned for a generation, and will 
burn, no doubt, for generations to 
come. 

There are unsolved problems about 
the explosion, and suspicions that pro- 
tecting walls were not sufficiently 
thick. But no new light will ever be 
thrown on the tragedy which suddenly 
cut off and consumed a sturdy detach- 
ment of the army of industry.

SOCIAL CONDITIONS IN PERU. 

The Final Distinction Between Men There 
Is Founded Upon Riches. 

The most interesting feature of an ar- 
ticle on "Social Conditions in Peru," by 
Charles E. George, in Quinton's Maga- 
zine, is the paragraph relating to what 
constitutes aristocracy in Peru. Mr. 
George says that "the don, living in 
Peru in his casa de hacienda like a lord 
in his castle, having a numerous vassalry 
at his beck — planting, rearing, distilling 
his aguardiente, tending his flocks of 
cattle— far though he be above them, 
frequently betrays in his swart skin the 
same blood as that which flows in the 
veins of those he rules. Sometimes he 
may be a white, again a mestizo, or even 
an Indian, with the Indian's black, wave- 
less hair and heavy features. He would 
have become a chief had he been a sav- 
age; he is now a don, because of his es- 
tate, which lends him dignity. He has had 
the genius not to continue in poverty 
and helpless dependence, therefore lie 
becomes the peer of the proudest in his 
native land. It is one of the anomalies 
of eastern Peru that a people so long 
kept in servitude have acquired no taint 
of social degradation in consequence ; 
that neither aborigine nor cholo is any- 
where spurned because of his blood : 
that, in fact, no one thinks of his racial 
origin, but is content with knowing his 
claims upon respect as a citizen of the 
commonwealth. The finail distinction ' 
between men is founded, then, upon 
their riches — a not uncommon distinc- ■ 
tion in other lands; but riches here be- ■ 
come too often translatable into the mere 
ability a man possesses to get himself 
served by others, to avoid manual labor , 
of any sort. It is a remnant of those 
landed aristocracies still in operation 
here, not only in Peru, but in nearly the 
whole Spanish America, destined soon ! 
to fade into the nebula of the historic ' 
past here as elsewhere."

As soon as the weatner will permit 
and proper locations can be selected 
there will be pitched near Boston the 
first of a number of camps for con- 
sumptives. This camp (and each suc- 
ceeding camp will be like it) will con- 
sist of ten pianobox tents, arranged in 
a circle, with an open-air fire In the 
center, and surrounded by a duck wall 
eight feet high. Each of these tents 
will be a consumptive's home; a con- 
sumptive will sleep there, even through 
the coldest weather, with no other pro- 
tection than plenty of felt blankets, felt 
Bleeping boots, and a two-gallon jug 
of hot water. 

Cleaning Up Coronation Coaches. 
In view of the coronation next year 
all the state coaches are being over- 
hauled and put in repair, a3 many of 
them were in sadly dilapidated condi- 
tion through want of use. Lord Salis- 
bury and the Duke of Portland both 
possess beautiful state coaches, and so 
do the Duke of Norfolk, the Duke of 
Devonshire, the Duke of Marlborough, 
and the Duke of Buccleuch; while Lord 
Londonderry's and Lord Cadogan'a 
are perhaps the best turned out. Tho 
various embassies also have splendid 
coaches. — Lady's Magazine.

Governor Jelks has issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation with reference to 
the Good Koads Oonventions: 

Whereas, Good Koad Conventions 
will be held in Birmingham, November 
20th to 23rd; in Mobile, from Novem- 
ber 29th to 30th, and in Montgomery, 
beginning December 4th and including 
December 6th, and, whereas, it is very 
important for the future welfare of the 
state that we improve this opportu- 
nity looking to the uniform better- 
ment of all our highways, Therefore, 
I, William D. Jelks, Governor of Ala- 
bama, request and urge the mayors of 
the cities and towns, the commercial 
bodies, the boards of revenue and the 
commissioners' courts of the various 
counties to send suitable men as dele- 
gates to such of these conventions as 
shall be most convenient for them. 
Practical road malting will engage th 
attention of the delegates during 
good part of the time and can but 
furnish happy object lessons to be 
carried back and distributed in the 
various districts of the state. The 
thoughts of our people can rest upon 
no moro important subject than the 
building and care of our stietches of 
neglected highways, and, hence, the 
interest I, as governor of this state, in 
common with all thoughtful people, 
have in the proposed movement.

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A FIENDISH ACT IF TRUE. 
The officials of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railroad believe that the recent 
wreck at Leeds, in whioh two men 
were killed and several others were 
seriously injured, was the result of 
malicious tampering with the trestle 
through Tvhich the train fell, and an 
arrest has been made in the case. The 
party under arrest is a negro named 
Will Morgan, and he is charged with 
malioiously injuring a trestle by tak- 
ing from it portions which weakened 
it so that engines or cars passing over 
it would go through. 



BEFORE HIS FATHER'S EYES. 
At Anniston Sidney Olive, a young 
white man, met a most horrible death 
at the furnace of the Woodstock Iron 
Company Friday morning. The 
young man was switching cars. He 
was on the incline of the stock house 
when told to let a string of seven cars 
down the incline. He started and had 
begun setting up the brakes when the 
cars got from under his control and 
ran down the incline colliding at the 
bottom with a loaded car. When the 
strings of "empties" collided. Mr. 
Olive was thrown from his position to 
the rails and the wheels of three oars 
passed over him maDgling him almost 
beyond recognition. His father who 
is also employed by the company, wit- 
nessed the death of his son.

USED DYNAMITE. 
The south-western express on the 
Northern Central Railway, was wreck- 
ed Friday night by a charge of dyna- 
mite placed under the tracks near 
Brackridge, Pa., a short distance 
north of York. Passengers on the 
train were severely shocked but all 
escaped injury. A pieoe of rail 2£ 
feet long was blown out of the track 
and three coaches were derailed and 
drawn over the ties a distance of 200 
yards before the train was brought to 
a stop. It is believed tha object of 
the perpetrators was robbery. A hole 
was blown in the roadbed large 
enough to bury a man. Where the 
rails were broken they were cut off as 
if done by shears. Detectives were 
ordered to begin operations from York 
and Harrisburg. There is little hope 
that the dynamiters will be captured, 
as it is thought they undoubtedly 
made their way to one of the large 
oities before daylight. 



PRINTING PRESS TRUST. 
Plans are being discussed among 
some of the important makers of print 
ing presses for the organizing of a 
consolidated company, says the Jour 
nal of Commerce. If the plans are 
carried out the combination will in 
elude the Cox Duplex and the Huber 
works, the Miehle Printing Press and 
Manufacturing Company, the Potter 
Printing Works at Springfield, Mass. ; 
the Campbell Printing Press and Man 
ufacturing Company; the Goss Print 
ing Press Company; the Whitlock 
Printing Press and Manufacturing 
Company and the Walter Scott & Co. 
There have been reports from time to 
time that Hoe & Co. might enter the 
combination. The management of 
Hoe & Co. has steadily refused to en- 
ter into any amalgamation, no matter 
what the character, and consequent- 
ly rumors of this nature find little 
credence in business circles. It is 
stated that estimates of the capital 
stock of the new combination range 
anywhere from $15,000,000 to $20,000- 
000. 



LAST FRIDAY the state game law 
expired and the sportsmen of Alabama 
are now at liberty to hunt tho part- 
ridges, which are said to be unusually 
plentiful this season, to their heart's 
content. The game law of this state 
is a particularly severe one and is 
especially stringent against pot hunt- 
ers, providing severe penalties for 
anyone guilty of trapping game birds 
or mammals for sale. Those guilty of 
hunting out of season are also severely 
punished. 



COPPER PIGS. 
A special says the first shipment of 
commercial pig copper, in bars, ever 
sent out of the South went from Duck- 
town, Tenn., last week. It consisted 
of twelve car loads and the special 
train was decorated. The copper was 
sent to New York City. The pig cop- 
per smelter recently completed at Isa- 
bella is, it is said, the largest one of 
its kind in existence, save that at Ana- 
conda, Mont. The Tennessee Copper 
Company has spent about $1,000,000 
and about three years' time in prepara- 
tion for the working of copper ore, so 
that it can be put on the market as a 
finished oopper produot. This is one 
of the most important industries of 
the state. 



OUR NEW ISLANDS. 
Negotiations between the govern- 
ments of the United States and Den- 
mark relative to the cession to the 
United States of the Danish West In- 
dies have been transferred to Wash- 
ginton. The negotiations were initi- 
ated by Mr. Swensen, United States 
minister to Copenhagen, about three 
years ago, and later on Mr. White, 
secretary of embassy at London, took 
up the work in behalf of the United 
States. The transfer to Washington 
was brought about through the desire 
of the Danish government to place its 
interests in the matter in the hands 
of Mr, Constantin Brun, the Danish 
minister at our capital.

The annual report of Commissioner 
General Powdtrly of the immigration 
bureau shows the total steerage ar- 
rivals in the United States during the 
year to have been 487,918, an increase 
over the preceding year of 39,346, or 
approximately 9 per cent. Of these 
2020 came through Canadian ports 
and the remainder through ports of 
this oountry. There were aho 74,950 
other alien passengers "who came in 
the cabin, making a totaljfor the year 
of 562,868. The ratio of increase of 
Italian immigrants as compared with 
those from the same'eountry last year 
is approximately 36 yer cent., or more 
than threefold the ratio of increase 
from all Europe, and the inorease 
numerically from all other countries 
of Europe aggregate scarcely one- 
fourth of that of Italy. The total 
steerage immigration as to sex: 331,- 
055 males and 156,863 females; as to 
»ge: 62,562 under 14 years, 396,516 
from 14 to 45 years and 28,840 of 45 
years and over. It is shown that 
117,587 were unable to read or write, 
3,058 could>ead but not write; 294,860 
brought each less than $30 and 56,312 
had more than $30 each. During the 
year 363 were retnrned to their re- 
spective countries, having become pub- 
lic charges within one year after land- 
ing. The number refused a landing 
was 3,051 as against 4,246 last year. 

The key note of the annual report 
of Secretary Long for 1901 is "in- 
crease," an increase in both the num- 
ber of ships and the number of of- 
ficers and sailors for the navy. The 
secre'ary's recommendation for new 
construction is as lollows : Three 
first-class battleships; two first-class 
armored cruisers; three gunboats 1,000 
tons trial displacement; three gunboats 
200 tons trial displacement insular 
service; three picket boats 650 tons 
trial displacement. Three steel sail- 
ing training ships 2,000 tons trial dis- 
placement, with many minor and valu- 
able auxiliaries that go to make a 
superior navy. The United States 
Navy is behind that of England, 
France, Germany, Russia, Japan and 
Italy. Another pressing need is a na- 
tional reserve. The secretary recom- 
mends the revival of the grade of vice 
admiral; an increase of 50 per cent 
in the number of cadets at the naval 
academy; an increase of the marine 
corps by 750 men and increase in the 
corps of naval constructors and oivil 
engineers. 

Secretary Wilson has decided to 
send one of the department experts 
with a fall crops of assistants to the 
Philippines to investigate the situa- 
tion. Upon ascertaining the needs in 
respect to seed the department will 
ship to the islands such seeds as may 
be required. It is expected that many 
things not heretofore grown in the 
Philippines, can be produced and 
especial attention will be directed to 
the growing of new crops. The seeds 
will be distributed gratis. 

Charles A. Conant, special commis- 
sioner of tee war department on coin- 
age and banking in the Philippines, 
and D. P. Williams, seoretary of the 
Philippine commission, are en route to 
Washington, carrying with them thean- 
nnal report of the Philippine commis- 
sion. 

The agricultural division of the 
twelfth census has completed its tab- 
ulaiion of the cotton crop of Alabama 
in the year 1899. In that year there 
were 192,384 farms reporting cotton, 
with an acreage of 3,202,135, produc- 
ing 1,106,840 commercial bales, or 
tho equivalent of 1,093,694 bales of 
500 pounds each. The value of this 
cotton to the farmers as sold by them, 
exclusive of the seed, was $37,300,598. 
The cotton ginned leported by the 
manufacturers' division for this state 
was 1,078.519 bales, of 500 pounds.

about the immortality of the soul. It 
took us a long time to learn that it 
was an affectation to trim our log 
cabins with English ivy and try to 
make them look castellated. 

Since Washington Irving died, and 
took the Hudson River school with 
him, floriculture in America, like a 
great many other things, has put on 
her seven league boots. If Irving 
should come back to Sunnyside, or 
the great chief ' after whom he was 
named should return to Mount Ver- 
non, they would know their places 
only by the sacred decay. Veneration, 
like the hand of death, has staid a 
ruthless progression. — Country Life 
in 'America. 



A Notable Bridge Feat. 

In the transportation of logs from 
the heart of the California timber 
belt to the mills, an important engin- 
eering feat has been accomplished. A 
canon on the south fork of the Ameri- 
can River had to be traversed, and as 
it was 1000 feet deep.it was determined 
to build a steel-wire suspension tram- 
way. The distance across the canon 
is 2850 feet. Between the two termi- 
nal towers the space is 2650 feet. 
Two parallel cables span this im- 
mense gap, without support between 
the towers. On these cables runs a 
cage conveying a car capable of carry- 
ing 3000 feet of green, and, therefore, 
very heavy, timber on each trip. The 
tower terminals are anchored in the 
solid rock, supporting the cables, on 
which, over the canon of a depth of 
1000 feet, where the river's course 
seems like a rivulet, passes to and fro 
the skeleton iron cage, running on 
deep-grooved trolley-wheels, and carry 
ing its enormous load of green tim- 
ber with great apparent ease.

When Late Pullets Mature. 

Those who keep late pullets with 
the expectation that they will begin 
to lay in winter will be disap- 
pointed as a rule. Such pullets sel- 
dom c begin to lay until the warm 
weather of ths spring season begins. 
Birds do not lay in winter in their 
natural state, and the barnyard fowls 
are no exception, as they must re- 
ceive assistance in the way of food 
and shelter. Domestication makes 
changes in the characteristics of 
birds, and the only way to secure 
eggs in winter is to have the fowls 
under summer conditions if possible. 
Early pullets should lay in winter, 
but late pullets do not fully mature 
before winter, and do not then lay to 
their fullest capacity, because they 
must supply their bodies with mate- 
rial for growth and warmth. 



Where to Build the Poultry House. 

A great many beginners, just for con- 
venience, when building their poultry 
houses, set them as near the residence 
as possible. This is a seripus mis- 
take, and one which causes no end 
of worry, and perhaps failure. The 
arguments advanced in favor of this 
arrangement are that such houses are 
more convenient when the fowls are 
to be cared for. True, indeed, but 
lazy people cannot expect to succeed, 
and a short walk to the rear of the 
yards will not likely injure any one 
who Is not afraid of work. 

Then again, it is claimed that var- 
mints and thieves will not come so 
close to the house. Well, this may 
also be true, but we should not think 
It would be difficult to keep varmints 
away, and as for thieves, we do not 
think they exist by nature, and when 
one develops the community can soon 
rid itself of him. 

Build the house as far from the 
residence as possible, and teach the 
fowls to hustle and grow thrifty.— 
Home and Farm. 



Mark Sick Hens. 

Make your hens healthy and they 
will lay. The profits of a flock of 
hens vary about as the "square" of 
their healthfulness. I have known 
flocks In a fair condition to pay a 
profit of twenty-five cents per hen, 
and others in better condition to pay 
a full dollar each. Sickly or diseased 
fowls are an abomination. We use 
every precaution to keep the flock in 
perfect healthfulness. 

W r henever I find a hen ailing or 
slightly drooping I remove her to the 
hospital; that is a roomy pen apart 
from the other fowls. In a few days 
she is usually on her feet again. Be- 
fore returning that hen to the flock 
she is marked. This is done by plac- 
ing a wire around the leg. I get some 
annealed wire, wind a few turns about 
a round stick half an inch in diameter 
and then cut it into pieces at each 
turn. These turns are placed on the 
hen's leg, without fastening, except 
what the resistance of the wire itself 
holds. The mark means that the hens 
wearing it are to be disposed of at the 
first favorable opportunity, no matter 
what is done with the rest of the 
flock.— Farm, Field and Fireside. 



Light in the Horse Stalls. 

Many unwisely put a small window 
at the front of the horse stall, caus- 
ing the light to fall directly into the 
horse's eyes. It is a wonder that a 
horse has any eyesight after a few 
months' exposure to such a condition. 




Entire absence of light in the stall 5.3 
to be avoided, however, for this causes 
injury to the horse's eyes when he 
goes out from the darkness into the 
strong light. When the light cannot 
be admitted from the rear, but must 
come from tho side, put in a grating 
into the side of the stall, as shown in 
tfie. cut. If two or more stalls are 
side by side, put such a grating into 
each partition. It will let some light 
into even the stall farthest from the 
window. Such grating comes in va- 
rious sizes of mesh, and is sold at the 
hardware store— Orange Judd Farmer. 



Treatment ot Plants Before Setting Out. 

R. M. Kellogg, in acknowledging the 
receipt of orders for plants, makes 
the following suggestion: In opening 
the boxes always take tha top cover 
off', where your name is painted, and 
be careful about mixing varieties. If 
ground is not ready to set at once, 
open the box and pour in water until 
thoroughly wet, so the roots will be 
wet when they como in contact with 
tho air, having previously dug a 
trench in sand or loamy soil. Then 
cut open every bunch of bush plants 
and heel them in separate layers t,o 
every root will he presseil firmly in 
mellow: earth. Under no circum- 



stances must they bo left in bundles; 
the air is sure to get in and dry them 
out. 

In strawberries, dig shallow tr-ench 
as before, then oppn and wet the same 
way, and cut open every buDCh and 
spread them out so the moist earth 
comes in contact with every root 
clear to the crown. Some people make 
a Bieirtar and dip roots. It causes 
th>83 to water soak and injures them, 
if not act at once; do not do it. Tho 
leaves ucejl light, but do not permit 
the hot sun to shine on them, but 
liafiB Uiejn shaded while heeled in. 
Qo net pour largo quantities of water 
on them after they are heeled In; it 
will cause the ground to bake so 
plants will quickly dry out find die. 
It only needs to be damp and firm. 

Do not fail to cultivate the same 
day, and if hot and dry cultivate im- 
mediately. The plants must not be 
allowed to remain in the boxes and 
packages in which they are sent, af- 
ter you get them, a moment longer 
than is absolutely necessary. Plan 
your work so as to take care of them 
properly. Fit your ground as early 
as possible, but do not plow when too 
wet.— Indiana Farmer. 



A PROPHECY. 



Washington to Tie the Most Splendid City 
of the Earth. 

By authority of a Senate resolution, 
passed in the brief special session last 
spring, the Committee on the District 
of Columbia has been preparing a 
plan for the development of the pres- 
ent park system of the capital. Under 
authority, the committee sent abroad 
on a tour of inspection its three ar- 
chitects, D. S. Burnham, F. L. Olm- 
stead, Jr., and Charles F. McKim. 
They studied the great capitals of 
Europe for hints of park development 
and architectural groupings. Their re-' 
port is not yet forthcoming, but Mr. 
Burnham has told the Chicago 
Chronicle that practically no departure 
need be, nor will be, recommended in 
the embellishment of the capital from 
the singular broad and felicitous out- 
lines of a future seat of government 
drawn over 100 years ago by l'Enfant 
and approved by Washington. Mr. 
Burnham says: "The commissi&n, af- 
ter having viewed every great or beau- 
tiful capital in Europe, and deeply 
studying every problem which each 
separate capital presented, returned 
home with the settled conviction that 
the general plan for the laying out 
and utilising and beautifying of 
Washington commonly credited to 
l'Enfant, but historically as much 
George Washington's as l'Enfant's, 
must be adopted in order to get the 
best results from the r.rtistic labors and 
the expenditure of money which are 
now proposed. The outlines of that 
plan are as fitting and accommodating 
now as they were in 1S00 or 1801." 

According to Mr. Burnham, new 
landscape features will be devised in 
carrying to completion the present 
system of streets and avenues, to bring 
water into the city to supply a pro- 
jected group of fountains, and to In- 
dicate proper sites for statues and 
additional public buildings. The 
Anacostia River is relied upon for 
this, and there is already talk of 
fountains "surpassing Versailles and 
equalling Rome." 

The present growth and importance 
of the city, more especially the place 
of the nation among the world's na- 
tions, justifies the present prepara- 
tions to make of the capital city as 
fair a spot as ever shone out upon an. 
astonished world. The present Capitol 
is pronounced by experts the finest 
structure of the kind in the world, 
while the Library fascinates all be- 
holders. The older public structures, 
like the Treasury Building for in- 
stance, cannot be in>:proved upon, and 
when the city is /lied out and em- 
bellished it will /e a marvel. It is 
a most beautiful city already, but 
those in charge say that as yet only 
a commencement has been made. Dur- 
ing the present century it will become 
a city of palaces, statues and foun- 
tains, and be a very splendor of the 
earth.— Salt Lake Tribune.

IT needed no war nor revolution to 
make the Isthmus of Panama one 
of the most picturesque spots on 
earth, but now that both are ini-

In vain did the Government try to 
suppress the news of this misfor- 
tune. As I traveled by rail across 
the Isthmus I heard the train hands 
and passengers shout the Joyful tid- 
ings to the disaffected mosos who 
gathered at the little palm-covered 
stations to see the train xo by. By 



the time we reached Colon the news 
was spreading like wildfire from the 
Isthmus into the interior. Even the 
rebels in the military prison heard the 
news. 

The results were soon forthcoming. 
Word reached Tanamu that Honda 
del Agua, a small port not fifteen 
miles inland, had been captured by 
the liberals, and that a number of ref- 
ugee Pauamenos had joined their 
ranks. 

There was talk of an expedition 
against them, but before the military 
governor of Panama could secure a 
suitable ship for the purpose, even 
more urgent requests for reinforce- 
ments were telegraphed across the 
Isthmus from Colon. A trainload of 
soldiers was shipped over to Colon on 
the morning train, and another train- 
load followed on a freight train at 
midday. 

At the wharf I found the soldiers of 
both detachments drawn up for in- 
spection. 

Behind the ragged line of soldiers 



the drizzling rain, no enemy showed 
himself — nothing was to be se»n but 
thick groves of palmetto, prickly pear 
and high cocoanut palms.

IN THE SWITCH-SHANTY. 

Charles De Lano Hine, an ex-army 
officer, turned railroad man, has an 
illustrated article in the Century which 
he calls * Gossip of the Switch-Shanty." 
The suggestive subhead of a western 
paper for the news notes of Its rail- 
road column is "Switch-Shanty Se- 
crets." It is in the switeh-shanty and 
about the round-house that two or 
three railroad men gather together to 
exchange views, reminiscences and 
predictions. When a man comes off 
duty, either at the end of a run or at 
the close of a day's work in the yard, 
he does not stop to gossip for the sim- 
ple reason that he Is hungry. When 
he is "going out" or "coming on" it is 
different. Ha then has a full "tender" 
(stomach), whatever the hour of day 
or night. A good railroad man, like 
a good soldier, eats on every possible 
occasion, not knowing when the next 
opportunity may come. With that 
full feeling which comes after eating, 
and which to a healthy man is so com- 
fortable, the railroad man warms up 
to a discriminating discussion of all 
the railroad questions of the hour, 
from the latest "re-Morganization" of 
neighboring roads to the kind of 
"smokeless" coal the purchasing agent 
or the fuel agent is buying for engine 
use. The fireman w th fine scorn 
speaks of it as "steamles3" coal, an apt 
description of its failure to yield suf- 
ficient heat-units to keep up the re- 
quired steam-pressure. With the exag- 
geration characteristic of men of ac- 
tion and of motion, from Capt. John 
Smith to Emilio Aguinaldo, the fire- 
man asserts in all sincerity: "I shov- 
eled ten ton' o' coal for the old lady 
laGt trip. Put in the last shovelful 
pulling Into the yard. Thought we'd 
have to cut (detach the engine) and 
run for coal, but Jack (the engineman) 
said we could make in, and we did, by 
doing our durndest. Finest feller on 
the road ter fire fer, that Jack Pullem. 
He won't take no back slack when 
them conductors tries to rawhide (im- 
pose on) him, but he never says a 
word to his fireman. He knows when 
he's got a good man on the left-hand 
side (fireman). All yer got to do is 
to keep her hot, and turn on the In- 
jector time enough to keep the water 
from gettin' low in the boiler, and he'll 
do the rest." To the initiated this 
sounds very much like the satisfaction 
of the Irishman who enjoyed carrying 
a hod of bricks up the ladder because 
"a poor divll of a mason at the top 
did all the worruk for him." How- 
ever, this passes unnoticed, and the 
group, realizing that the fireman is 
"hooked up" for talking, lets him con- 
tinue in his audible hero-worship.

THUS ITALIAN WORKINCWAN. 

The lot of an Italian workingman in 
this country is at times a hard one, 
with more cause to complain of the 
padrone system than the societies 
formed to protect them are aware, says 
the New York Evening Post. Last 
winter a gang of Italians were engaged 
through a padrone to work on a sec- 
tion railroad in the upper part of the 
state, in a region far from any town 
and on the border of Tupper lake. A 
sharp, cold snap set in Just after 
the men were started on the Job. Be- 
tween the cold and the loneliness the 
gang became more and more demoraliz- 
ed. The number of desertions grew 
from day to day and the cold weath- 
er kept up, till at last the remaining 
workmen left in a body one freezing 
morning. The men worked their way 
slowly and painfully back to New York 
and arriving, of course, without a cent, 
applied immediately to another pa- 
drone for a Job. He promised them 
Just the work they were looking for 
and ordered them to appear the next 
day In the railroad yards at Eleventh 
avenue and Thirtieth street. There 
they were put on a car and shipped off 
for an all-night trip to their unknown 
destination. Next morning the first 
one to wake had to scratch the frost 
off the window pane to look out. The 
car had stopped on a siding and they 
had evidently reached their journey's 
end. A long stretch of ice-bound lake 
lay in front of the window, with some 
familiar shed-like huts along Its shore. 
With a yell he turned to his compan- 
ions: "He look!" he shouted, "Sama 
da old Tuppa lake it!" 

EVADE CHILD LABOR LAW. 

Superintendent Bodine of the com- 
pulsory education department has filed 
with the board of education a report 
covering the work accomplished from 
September, 1900, to June, 1901, In tru- 
ancy Investigation, medical inspection 
and transportation service for crippled 
children, says the Chicago Chronicle. 
The report calls attention to the fact 
that many children of the fifth and 
sixth grades leave school to go to work 
In stores and factories, their parents 
filing false affidavits that the children 
are fourteen years of age or over in 
order to comply with the child labor 
law. This abuse was discovered 
through the conflict between the age 
records previously given at the schools 
by the children and the age subse- 
quently sworn to by the parents. The 
affidavit system is a farce," said Su- 
perintendent Bodine. "This year the 
department will co-operate with the 
state factory inspector in a suppres- 
sion of these evils, which are becoming 
a menace to school attendance." The 
report shows that during the school 
year 18,799 children were placed in 
school by truant officers. Lack of 
clothing prevented Bchool attendance 
in 313 cases. At the request of Super- 
intendent Bodine relief was extended 
by local charitable institutions. There 
was not a case where a child was un- 
able to attend school for lack of a 
seat 

Trlcki of Peanut Tenders. 

Boys who sell peanuts in the grand- 
stands at the baseball grounds are 
never discouraged if there is "nothing 
doing" in their line until after the 
fifth inning. Patrons of the game do 
not begin to feel "peekish" until after 
6 o'clock, and then the peanut boy be- 
gins to work diplomatically. If he 
sells one bag in a row of men he does 
not pass on to the next Isle, but waits 
in the back seats until his first cus- 
tomer begins to eat peanuts. In a 
minute or two men who never had any 
thought of buying peanuts beckon to 
him to come forward. Usually his 
basket is empty before he reaches the 
next aisle and he goes back for a fresh 
supply. One bag of freshly roasted 
peanuts in the hands of a man who 
eats them as though he enjoys them 
Is sure to create an appetite for a 
dozen more bags among his neighbors.

WHAT A SWITCHMAN DOES. 

According to a writer in the Cen- 
tury, a railroad switchman is often In 
peril of his life. The poetry of motion 
surrounds with a halo ihose who move. 
The stage driver aud the IcomOolve en- 
gineer have a local following and are 
worshiped from afar by a host of ad- 
mirers. It is the engineman who gets 
the credit for the fast runs, not the 
fireman who keeps the engine in steam 
or the mechanical engineer, whose 
brain devised the improvements In 
the machine. The muster mechanic 
and the roundhoupe foreman, whose 
careful attention and good discipline 
keep the engine in order, receive only 
a negative amount of credit; if any- 
thing goes wrong they hear of it. Tho 
fireman comes in for some of the gla- 
mour and glory, for, like tlie conductor 
and brakeman, he "runs on the road." 
The men who ' sw.tch in the yard" 
are also among the elect, for their vo- 
cation brings them constantly in the 
face of death. A "switchman" to the 
rank and file is not tho "s "'itch-tender" 
who merely "throws switches" for ap- 
proaching trains. A "switchman 
"throws switches" but not in any fixed 
location, and more distinctly he "cuts 
•em off" (uncoup'es cars), "goes after 
'em" (sets br.^k s) and "ties 'em to- 
gether" (couples cars). He is as art- 
ful a dodger of flying cars as is his 
"pony" (switch engine) of seemingly 
innumerable trains. The head switch- 
man Is carried on the pay rolls as a 
"yard conductor," but the men c'ing 
to the old appellation of "foreman" or 
"pony conductor." Hi3 assistants, to 
whom his word is law, are officially 
designated "yard brakemen," an ap- 
propriate title, which has failed thus 
far to supplant the good old-fashioned 
term "helpers." 

DIED FAR FROM HOME. 

Adventurous Prlnce3 Who Fell Victim* 
to Disease or Bullets. 

The death of Prince Henri d'0rlean3 
calls attention to the fact that princes 
who go roaming about the world have 
no protection against the common fate, 
and frequently die far away from the 
land of their birth, of diseases due to 
the climate, or even sometimes from a 
bullet. The Prince Imperial was killed 
in the Zulu war in South Africa; 
Prince Christian Victor of Schleswig- 
Holstein died of fever in the Boer war, 
and Prince Henry of Battenberg died 
of fever in a little war on the West 
Coast of Africa. The Prince of Conde, 
a young man of great promise, and pas- 
sionately fond of travel, died in Aus- 
tralia. Now Prince Henri d'Orleans 
dies in Saigon, Indo-China. Prince 
Henri gained much notoriety through 
his visit to Abyssinia and his subse- 
quent duel with the Count of Turin. It 
was a genuine duel, and real blood wa3 
shed in it; but the prince died, after all 
his adventures, of an abscess on the 
liver. A relative of Prince Henri 
fought another celebrated duel in 1870. 
He was the Duke of Montpensier, and 
he fought with the Duke of Seville, 
whom he killed, greatly to his own dis- 
may and the surprise of the spectators. 
They were both brothers-in-law of 
Queen Isabella of Spain. A Bourbon 
Prince who has protested recent.y 
against duelling in all its forms is the 
brother of Don Carlos, the pretender 
to the Spanish throne. This Prince, 
Don Alfonso, is a devout man and a 
good citizen, but he cannot enter Spain, 
for In case of the death of Don Jayme 
he would become his brother's heir as 
representative of the Carlist cause.

runent the country is fairly ablaze 
■with local color. 

Foreign war ships ride in the har- 
bors of Colon and Panama, the flags 
of all nations are hoisted over the 
huts of the frightened inhabitants, 
while tatterdemalion native soldiers 
roam at large through the streets. 

Martial law is in force, and the af- 
fairs of life are regulated by drum 
taps and bugle calls. Especially is 
gold lace (somewhat tarnished) in ev- 
idence in Panama. 

A few days ago an uncommonly 
noisy fanfare called us to the Alcal- 
dia. A platoon of barefooted, under- 
sized soldiers was drawn up in front 
of the portal. From the veranda the 
Alcalde, surrounded by half a dozen 
dusky policemen, read aloud a long 
Spanish pronuneiamieuto "In the 
name of the President." 

The crowd that had gathered list- 
ened to this proclamation with length- 
ening faces. What it meant was soon 
made apparent when the Governor of 
the province, General Alban, who had 
hastened from Cartagena, summoned 
a baker's dozen of the most prominent 
citizens to the Alcalde's office, and 
locking the door behind him, required 
each of them to extend to the Govern-

ment a "voluntary" cash loan of $3000 
In Colombian silver. 

For a few days the Government offi- 
cials were jubilant over their success- 
ful coup. 

The starveling soldiers received 
some of their arrears, besides the reg- 
ular pay of four and a half cents per 
day, and Panama's crack battery of 
artillery was even equipped with new 
uniforms. I seized this auspicious mo- 
ment to obtain photographs of the en- 
tire corps, and of their young colonel, 
Ksteban Huertas, the hero of a recent 
encounter with the liberals, where he 
lost his arm. 

Then came bad news. In the face 
of a threatened naval demonstration 
on the part of Venezuela and Ecua- 
dor, a "wretched crew of native sailors 
had managed to founder the Colom- 
bian gunboat La Poppa off the coast 
of Cartegena.

crouched their women, some ten ii? 
number, mostly mere slips of girls, 
not more than twelve or thirteen 
years old. Many of their soldier hus- 
bands were not much older. 

One little corporal of the guard, who 
carried a huge Remington rifle of .58 
calibre, and who proudly took charge 
of a curly-headed Indian girl of even 
more diminutive size, told me that he 
was thirteen years old. His captain 
told me that the boy had been with 
the colors for two years, and had 
served in three battles, earning his 
rank of corporal through bravery in 
the field. 

In the last fight between the liberals 
and the Government forces in the out- 
skirts of Panama, the insurgents 
charged up the railroad embankment 
five times in succession, and were 
beaten back each time with unusually 
neavy losses 011 both sides. Herbert 
Jeffers, an American soldier of for- 
tune, who commanded the Govern- 
ment forces on that occasion, told me 
that the fighting 011 both sides be- 
came so fierce that his gunners were 
cut down with machetes while serv- 
ing their pieces. 

By way of side comment to this 
story a Colombian general told me pri- 
vately that .Teffers would have lost all 
his guns had he not taken them apart 
in the midst of the melee and sent 
them back to a better position piece- 
meal. Jeffers himself was seen to 
stagger out of tho trenches with the 
best part of his favorite machine-gun 
strapped to his back, while he kept 
the most persistent of the insurrectos 
at bay with a revolver. 

Presently the order came to embark, 
and all were bundled aboard without 
further ado. 

Next morning we drew near the 
coast until we came within a mile of 
the shores said to be held by the en- 
emy. All hands were called to quar- 
ters, and the soldiers were ordered to 
lie down 011 the upper deck and to re- 
move their red caps. Be it that our 
information was false or because of 




clear water of the lagoon and put into 
port. 

At the wharf we found a large 
crowd assembled in an indescribable 
state of excitement. The debarking 
soldiers were received with wild 
cheers. It appeared that an attempt 
to rush the town had been made but 
the night before.

BIG COTTON FIRE. 
The worst cotton flro that has visit- 
ed Albany, Ga., in fiftoen years oc- 
curred Friday night, when the big 
warehouse of A. W. Muse & Co. was 
completely destroyed. During its 
progress the flro engine became dis- 
abled, and the flames in the ware- 
house wero free to feed on anything 
they might reach. Hundreds of bales 
of cotton that might ha/e been saved 
but for the giving out of the v.ator 
supply and the subsequent breaking 
down of the steamer, were burned be- 
fore the eyes of helpless persons. 
There were about 2,500 bales of cot- 
ton stored in the warehouse, and all 
were wholly or partially destroyed. 
The value of the cotton stored iu the 
warohouse, most of which belonged to 
farmers, is estimated at about $87,- 
500. The warehouse building was 
worth $10,000, and bagging, tics, pro- 
visions, etc., stored therein $3,000 or 
$1,000 more, making the total loss 
oot less than $100,000. Fireman Ed- 
ward Fields narrowly escaped a hor- 
rible death about midnight.

GOES INTO EFFECT ON THANKS- 
GIVING DAY. 



GOVERNOR'S PROGLAMATIDN REgABDIH5 IT. 

Opelika's New Sewer System— After Ap- 
pointments as Registrars— Church 
Items— Mill Burned— Up for 25 
Years— Money for Missions. 

THE NEW CONSTITUTION 

Goes into effect on Thanksgiving 
Day. The governor has issued the 
following proclamation giving the 
day special significance this year : 

Whereas, It appears from the cer- 
tificate of the Secretary of State and 
the Attorney General that on the 
11th day of November, 1901, at an 
eleotion held in the several counties 
in this State for and against constitu- 
tion, that the whole number of votes 
cast "for constitution" is one hundred 
and eight thousand six hundred and 
thirteen (108,013). and the whole 
number of votes oast "against consti- 
tution" is eighty-one thousand seven 
hundred and thirty-four (81,734). 

Now, therefore, I, William D. 
Jelks, by virtue of the power and au- 
thority in me vested as Governor of 
Alabama, do declare the majority of 
votes cast "for constitution" to be 
twenty-six thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine (26,879.) 

I, therefore, proclaim that that the 
said new constitution so satisfied shall 
go into effect as the constitution of 
the State of Alabama on Thursday, it 
being the twenty-eighth day of Novem- 
ber, 1901, and shall thenceforth be 
binding and obligatory as such upon 
the people of this State. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the Great 
Seal of the State to be affixed at the 
Capitol, in the city of Montgomery, 
this the 21st day of November, A. D., 
1901.

PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION AND 
ARRANGEMENT FOR IT. 



ILMHI REPRESEHTATIVES ARE ACTIVE 

Census and Elect on Figures to be Used 
Against the South — Rivers and Har- 
bors-Richardson Will Probably be 
Re-elected ninority Leader. 

Representative Crumpacker of Indi- 
ana will come to Washington prepar- 
ed to fight throughout the session for 
the passage of his bill reducing the 
southern congressional representation. 
Armed with census reports on the num- 
ber of negroes twenty-one years of 
age and over in southern states, aa 
compared with the number of votes 
officially reported, he hopes to con- 
vinces the house that the discrepancy 
oalls for a new apportionment. The 
republican congressional committee is 
said to be in favor of legislation od 
the subject as this committee realizes 
that the result of the elections next 
November may be to close for com 
fort. In the last congress when thp 
apportionment snbj ct was under con- 
sideration, Mr. Crumpacker and his 
associates met with defeat owing to 
the opposition of many of the leaders 
of the republican party, including the 
late President McKinley. Before the 
hou°e adjourned, however, a resolu- 
tion was passed calling upm the di- 
rector of the census for statistics of 
the negro voting population. The fig- 
ures will be supplied as soon as con- 
gress meets, and will be referred to 
the committee on the census, from 
which an effort will be made to report 
a bill modifying the measure passed 
last winter placing the membership of 
the House at 386, with six additional 
members from the states of Texas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Florida. 

Representative Burton, of Ohio, 
who will head the rivers and harbors 
commitee in the new congress, gays it 
will probably be in February before 
his committee's hill is introduced, 
From the middle of next- month until 
the latter part of Janunrv hearings 
will be given by the committee to del- 
egations asking for 1 ivers and harbors 
improvements. The bill, as passed by 
the house in the last congress, carried 
about $13,000,000. Owing to delays 
resulting from the failure of the bill 
the new measure will be in excess of 
this amount. If the president has 
been correctly quoted as favoring tho 
irrigation of western lands, and de- 
cides to recommend the commence- 
ment of this new feature of publio im- 
provements in his message to congress 
there will hardly be any limit to the 
amount carried by the bill. Members 
of the rivers and harbors committee 
will for this reason oppoee placing ir- 
rigation appropriations in a rivers and 
harbors bill. It is a big proposition, 
involving millions of dollars, and there 
seems to be a general feeling that it 
should receive special attention, and, 
if deemed sufficiently meritorious to 
warrant an appropriation, a special 
bill. 

The house democrats will meet in 
caucas next Saturday night for the 
purpose of electing a minority leader, 
and transacting other business of less 
importance coming before them. Rep- 
resentative Richardson of Tennes- 
see, the present democratic leader, 
will probably be re-elected. While 
he has not been sufficiently aggressive 
to suit a number of his colleagues, he 
is a safe man and rarely makes a mis- 
take. Just at present when the dem- 
ocratic policy seems to be a waiting 
one, his re-election is generally con- 
sidered the best solution of the lead- 
ership problem.

Interests the Tobacco Industry. 

Por several years the Japanese gov- 
ernment has been conducting experi- 
ments in tobacco culture, not only with 
a view to supplying the demand of Its 
own people, but of encouraging a prof- 
itable export trade in the article. A 
report on the results of these experi- 
ments has just been issued by the Jap- 
anese department of agriculture and 
commerce, and it records a consider- 
able measure of success. It is the pur- 
pose of the Mikado's government to 
obtain, if possible, a home-grown leat 
of such excellence that the importation 
may be done away with of American, 
Turkish, Egyptian and other foreign 
tobaccos, which importation has shown 
a very marked increase in recent years.

YANKEE CAPITAL IN CANADA. 

The economic development of Can- 
ada is being rapidly advanced by both 
native and "States" capital. A great 
Buffalo (N. Y.) syndicate, headed by 
Capt. Wolverin, is pressing a scheme 
to build elevators at Quebec and ship 
grain from the West and Northwest to 
Europe. Sites for the new elevators 
have already been practically selected, 
and it has been found that they could 
be advantageously built all along the 
Quebeo river front for nine miles, up 
to the site of the next bridge. The 
company is ready to begin operations 
at once, and will place ten steamers to 
start with, upon the route between 
Duluth and Quebec, to feed the eleva- 
tors. Still more American capital is 
finding its way to Canada for Invest- 
ment in the pulp industry. A large 
synidcate, having at Its head the 
Messrs. Clark of New York and Mea- 
ney of Toronto, has contracted with 
the provincial government of Quebec 
to expend 52,000,000 within the next 
two years in developing the industry 
upon tho Labrador coast, In consider- 
ation of the action of the government 
In selling them a valuable water power 
for the sum of $16,000. This power Is 
one of the falls of the Marguerite river 
on the north shore of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence, and Is capable of produoing 
several thousand horse power. This 
syndicate will employ the power to 
generate electricity, and this force will 
he conveyed on wires to Seven Islands, 
some ten miles away, where there is a 
splendid harbor for ships of a heavy 
drought, and where it Is consequently 
intended to erect the eompany's mills. 
The syndicate has already purchased 
several hundred square miles of valu- 
able timber limits on the banks of the 
Marguerite and other streams, and now 
prospectors are out on various portions 
of the Labrador coast, spying out de- 
sirable locations for other similar in- 
dustries—Pennsylvania Grit

If ho 
is fortunate enough to escape the falls 
of rock and ooal he may retain this 
position as a miner for a number ol 
years, but as age creeps on and he Is 
attacked by some of the many diseases 
incident to work in the mines he 
makes way for those younger and 
more vigorous following him up the 
ladder whose summit he has reached. 
He then starts on the descent, going 
back to become a miner's helper, then 
a mine laborer, now a door boy, and 
when old and decrepit he finally re- 
turns to the breaker where he started 
as o child, earning the same wages as 
are received by the little urchins who 
work at his side. There is no incen- 
tive for ambitioB in the average min- 
er's life. He cannot rise to places of 
eminence and wealth; only one in flvo 
hundred can even bo given place as a 
foreman or superintendent, and these 
arc positions which few miners care io 
hold.— Cosmopolitan.

THE WILEY BOER. 

In order to cope with the large num. 
ber of Boers which keep in touch with 
Commandant General Botha east of the 
line of the block houses from Wilge 
river to Grelingstad, twelve British 
columns are operating between the 
Delagoa and Natal railways. 

In the western transvaal, Colonel 
Kekewich and Colonel Hyeke ar e 
sweeping the country in conjunotior 
with the forces on the railway line and 
the constabulary posts. Block houses 
are to form the chief factor in the 
pacification of the country. 

The concentration of the British col- 
umns south of tha Delagoa railroad 
has withdrawn the troops north of the 
line with the result that the Boers are 
again back in that neighborhood where 
horse sickness and fever do not pre- 
vail and food is plentiful. 



CENTRAL RAILROAD OF ALA- 
BAMA. 

A meeting in the interest of the 
Central railroad of Alabama, was held 
at Decatur last week, and matters rel- 
ative to the early construction of 
the road were discussed. The various 
committees on subscriptions, right 
of way, etc., which were appointed 
a short time ago, reported that 
their work was progressing most 
satisfactorily on running right of way j 
through the oountry and in obtaining 
terminal facilites, and also that nearly 
all the cash donations of $2,500 had 
been raised. The comtnittees will 
complete thoir work and work will 
start on the new road soon after. 



OF A FAMOUS NAME. 
Judge Charles A. Hamilton, of Mil- 
waukee, Wis., died at Daytona, Fla., 
last week, aged 75 years. Judge Ham- 
ilton was a grandson of Alexander 
Hamilton. He served with distinction 
in the civil war as lieutenant colonel 
of the seventh regiment of Wisconsin. 
Judge Hamilton was born in 1826, in 
New York, in a house belonging to 
the Hamilton family. He was educa- 
ted partly in England and Germany. 
When he was twenty years old he 
went to Milwaukee, where he was ad- 
mitted to the bar when about twenty- 
one years of old. He practiced law 
until 1861, when he entered the army 
and was mustered out as a colonel. 
He was severely wounded and carried 
the bullets'to his death. After tho 
War he was elected superior court 
Judge.

£143,946,000. Consols, which the 
day before the Boer ultimatum were 
quoted at 103$ are 91 13-16, where- 
as in tbe same period several foreign 
government stocks and American rail- 
road rose in value about £47,000,000. 
The decrease in foreign, British and 
Indian government funds amounted to 
£76,392,000. The common stook of 
nineteen British railroads lost in val- 
ue in the war period over £69,000,000,

THEIR LEADERS.

Hendersonland Fichadson Chosen 

The Alabama Oamp Ground— Okla 
lioiu»'«New Governor — Schley Gets 
910 Great Big nollae.— Taft 
Coming Home. 

The cauous of the Republican mem 
bers of the House was held in the 
hall of representatives Satur- 
day afternoon and lasted 
about three hours. Speaker Hender< 
ion ind the old officers of the Hous* 
were made the unanimous choice ol 
the cauous, and the major portion ol 
the time was devoted to an unsuccess- 
ful effort, led by Representative Hep 
burn, of Iowa, to effect some changes 
in the rules of the last house. Mr. 
Cannon, Illinois, presided over the 
deliberations and Mr. Loudenslager, 
New Jersey, acted a3 seoretary. 
There were 146 of the 198 republican 
members of the house. Mr. Lacey, 
Iowa, plaoed General Henderson in 
nomination for speaker and he was 
unanimously chosen as the oandidate 
of the caucus. Mr. Henderson ad- 
dressed tho members of the caucus. 
Among other things he said: "The 
duties before us iu the next oongress 
will be onerous ones. The republi- 
can party never stands still but keeps 
at work. The last congress, which 
started in with thirteen majority, has 
been so far approved that the republi- 
can party has again been put in con- 
trol, starting in with thirty-niue ma 
jority. There is always more activity 
at every congress preceding a con- 
gressional election than at any other 
time. We will require all. the wisdom 
we posess and all of the patriotism, 
for we have a great danger to con- 
front us continually, aud that is the 
surplus in the treasury. The people 
of the country have put the republi- 
cans in control of this house. They 
expect much from us. I therefore 
appeal for wisdom and work and for 
the constant presenoe of the members 
of the republican party to remember 
that this is the place for the hour of 
meeting each day." Mr. Sherman, of 
New York, then offered a resolution 
for the election of the old members of 
the old house. Alex McDowell, Penn- 
sylvania, as clerk; Henry Casson, 
Wisconsin, as sergeant-at-arms; W. 
J. Glenn, New York, as door-keeper; 
Joseph C. McElroy, Ohio, postmaster; 
and Henry N. Condon, Michigan, as 
chaplain. This resolution was unani- 
mously adopted. Mr. Hepburn's ef- 
fort to secure a modification of the 
rules for the adoption of the old rules, 
with certain prescribed changes which, 
however, did not alter the operation 
of the rules themselves, was concurred 
In. No question of policy was 
broached at tbe oauous. 

Congressman Richardson, writes 
that it is his belief that Huutville's 
Dhanoes for securing the army tiain- 
l ng post are as good, if not better, 
than any other Alabama city. 

The seoretary of war has sent orders 
to Manila, orderiug Governor Taft 
hjmeon leave, so that he can recu- 
perate and regain his health and 
strength. 

The president has appointed Thomas 
B. Furguson, governor of Oklahoma, 
vice, Wm. M. Jenkins, removed. 

Congressman Richardson will offer 
i bill providing for the establishment 
of a home for confederate and federa- 
soldiers in Huntsville. This bill wa< 
offered at the last session of the fifty 
sixth congress: but was not reached od 
the calendar. There is a growing 
sentiment in the north in favor of the 
passage of such a bill. 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt and a 
large number of Washington people, 
including many officials of the army, 
navy and congressional circlo attended 
the West Point- Annapolis football 
game at Philadelphia. 

The prize money for the Santiago 
victory has been apportioned, Sampson 
receiving $25,000 and Schley reoeiv 
ing $216. Dewey, for his share iu the 
prize money in the battlo of Manila, 
received more than nine thousand dol- 
lars.

CAUSE OF LEFT-HANDEDNESS. 



Axk Anatomical Explanation for That 
Quality In the Eyes, 
It is a well-known fact the stronger 
activity of the nerves of the right half 
of the body (for not only the hand is 
concerned) must be ascribed to a pre- 
ponderance of the left side of the 
brain, whose finer development, espe- 
cially as the seat of the center of 
speech, is a matter of common knowl- 
edge. In a paper by Dr. Luddeckens 
in the Algemeines Journal der Uhr- 
macherkunst valuable Information re- 
garding the two hemispheres of the 
brain is furnished. A sketch touch- 
ing on the history of evolution leads 
from the original symmetry of the 
organism to a subsequent symmetrical 
arrangement of the heart and the large 
blood vessels, from which it follows 
quite naturally that the two halves of 
the head are not placed on an equal 
footing as regards the distribution of 
the blood, and consequently of the 
blood pressure; and that, on the con- 
trary, there must be, under normal 
conditions, a strong pressure on the 
arteries of the left side of the head. 
This theory is borne out by well- 
known experience of anatomists and 
pathologists says the London Express, 
and a series of Interesting observa- 
tions. Of especial Interest Is the «f- 
fect of the higher blood pressure upon 
the left eye. Dr. Luddeckens found In 
the latter, as compared with the right 
one, in a surprisingly large number of 
cases, a narrow pupil in consequence 
of a more filled-up condition of the 
vessels of the iris and upon closer ex- 
amination a shorter construction of 
the eyeball. This furnishes reason for 
the fact that in a large number of 
persons the left eye is the better one. 
Thus the finer development of the left 
half of the brain is explained very 
simply by the fact that It is better sup- 
plied with blood, and the question why 
it is the seat of the center of speech 
and why most people are right-handed 
Is solved In the most natural manner.

COBBLERS FAST DISAPPEARING. 



Machines For Shoe Repairing Driving 
the Hand Workers Out of Business. 

"What's become of all the little cob- 
blers' shops we used to see about 
town?" asked the man with the run- 
down heels to his friend the shoe clerk. 

"Gone the way of the stage coach 
and the horse-car — given place to mod- 
ern institutions and methods," was the 
reply. "We don't need the cobbler 
now," continued the shoe matt. "There 
is little place for him any more. To 
begin with, shoes are so cheap and the 
general run of wearers so fastidious 
nowadays, that the heel and tap econ- 
omy is out of fashion. The big stores 
of the shoe factories, too, have had a 
good deal to do with the disappearance 
of the shoemaker and his little shop. 
You see, everything that can possibly 
be done so is done by machinery these 
days, and the repairing of shoes is one 
of them. There are in New York to- 
day probably a dozen big shops where 
shoes are tapped by machine. These 
wholesale repair men can do the work 
cheaper, better and quicker than by the 
hand method, :nd they send out regular 
collectors to the stores to gather up 
damaged shoes left by customers who 
still stick to the old idea of wearing a 
shoe so long as the upper holds good. 
It takes only a few minutes for a skill- 
ful operator to put on a sole with a 
machine, where it would keep a cobbler 
busy for the best part of a morning, 
chine men will put on soles for 75 cents 
to 85 cents while it used to cost us $1 
or more. We get $1.25 from our cus- 
tomers, so you see it is a good thing for 
us and for everybody concerned. No, 
sir, you'll have to hunt long and wear- 
ily for the old familiar sign of the boot 
and shoe with the 'repaired' between 
them, I guess."— New York Tribune. 



Portuguese Hotel Timepieces. 

It is the fashion for Portuguese 
clocks to strike the hour twice over. 
Heaven only knows why, for certainly 
the people are not so keen about the 
profitable use of their time that they 
require to be reminded thus of its 
flight. The habit is apt to be irritat- 
ing, especially in the night, when your 
bed (like enough a straw mattress and 
a bran pillow) chances to be near one 
of these monsters which dings its four- 
and-twenty strokes at midnight, with a 
pause between the dozens which mere- 
ly stimulates expectation. If there are 
five clocks in the establishment, all 
with sonorous works (and the supposi- 
tion is reasonable), they will of course 
differ widely, so that twenty-four may 
be striking, with intervals, during a 
maddening half hour. You may hap- 
pen to want to know badly which of 
the monsters is the least mendacious, 
and the bells at your bed-head com- 
municate with two servants, one a Gal- 
lego and the other a Portuguese. In 
such a case ring for the despised 
stranger without hesitation. He will be 
with you in a minute, fresh and smil- 
ing, though half naked, and if he dis- 
trusts his own judgment about the 
clocks he will not mind saying so, and 
hasten to awake the landlord himself 
rather than that you should remain in 
doubt. I regret to add that his more 
conceited fallow-servant will more 
probably say whatever first comes to his 
tongue, more heedful of his own com- 
fort than of your desires. Thus is the 
installation of the Gallego waiter in 
Portugal justified as that of the Ger- 
man-Swiss with us. — Chambers's Jour- 
nal. 



Bathrooms in Public Schools. 

It has been decided that the public 
schools of Boston shall be provided 
with well-appointed bathrooms. This 
movement was begun two years ago, 
when the Paul Revere School was built, 
and in future all schools are to have 
such conveniences. When a child pre- 
sents himself for admission to a school 
and gives evidence that he has not been 
as well groomed at home as a proper 
regard for its health and the comfort 
of its class room associates demands, 
it is the duty of an instructor to leai 
him tc a bathroom ana give him a les- 
son in the hygiene of the person. Not 
until he has passed a satisfactory in- 
spection is he permitted to take his 
place in the class to which he is as- 
signed. Children are naturally sensi- 
tive to classification among the unclean, 
who must while in that condition be 
denied the privilege of fellowship with 
those whose parents take better care of 
them, and as the result the boy or girl 
thus treated is very likely to go homo 
and read the riot act to those respon- 
sible for the conditions inviting it. 
Teachers in the Revere School report 
that the system works admirably. The 
scholars come to school much cleaner 
than formerly, and the work for both 
teachers and pupils is better than form- 
erly — probably because the classroom 
atmasphere is less depressing. 



The More Numerous American Man. 

One of the most astonishing disclos- 
ures of the census of igoo is that there 
are 1,800,000 more males than females 
in the population of the United States. 
Put _ in a more readily apprecited way 
this is to say that of every 1,000 of the 
American people 512 are of the mascu- 
line and only 488 of the feminine sex. 

This preponderance of the sterner 
half of mankind has been, it appears, 
steadily maintained and increased in 
this country for more than half a cen- 
tury. It is a permanent condition and 
as such contrasts sharply with that of 
Europe, including the United Kingdom, 
where the females uniformly exceed the 
males in number. This contrast is to a 
large extent self-explanatory. Three 
out of every five European immigrants 
are men, and their settlement here helps 
simutaneously to pht women and girls 
in the majority in their native lands and 
in the minority here. 

The same cause, the large migration 



of men, is operating to make women 
heavily preponderate in our Eastern 
States, while there is a large surplus 
of men in the West, particularly the 
Far West. War, which used to be the 
chief disturber of the balance of the 
sexes, has ceased to be so. Migration 
has taken its place. — New York World. 



Waiters Who Speculate. 

Stories of the successful speculation 
of waiters in popular resorts on "tips" 
received from the patrons are often 
true; but there is the other side — that 
of losses. Said Philippe, at Delmoni- 
co's : 

"If one of our waiters constantly 
speculates on "tips" loss and failure 
are certain to come sooner or later. 
As in the case of Beau Brummel's 
neckties, one never hears of the unsuc- 
cessful, and their losses. It generally 
happens that a waiter is successful at 
first. If he puts the money he makes 
into real estate he prospers; but let 
him continue to speculate and he gen- 
erally loses his all. I have had some 
good winnings, but prefer investment in 
real estate. Stock speculation really 
distracts a waiter, and he can not prop- 
erly attend to business. As soon as we 
find a waiter getting too engrossed in 
speculation we discharge him, as he 
cannot keep away from the ticker, and 
confuses his orders. One poor fellow 
nearly went crazy here last winter in 
consequence of his stock speculations. 
He would forget his orders and call 
for 'one Western Union," when he 
should have said, 'one steak under- 
done,' and so on, until we had to dis- 
charge him. I do not know what has 
become of him, but expect to hear he 
has landed in the insane asylum on the 
island."

Those old, pleasant, innocent frauds 
of the circus are not practical now; the 
imposing five-barred gates that, as the 
horse approached them, were sloped in- 
to insignificant wattles ; the rings 
through which the Signorina purported 
to leap, but which in reality were in- 
sinuated over her by compliant attend- 
ants. And then there was that vener- 
able jockey performance, the culmina- 
tion of which was a leap from the ring 
to a standing position— albeit at an an- 
gle of thirty degrees — on the horse's 
back. In the old circuses it was the 
custom of the horseman to miss the 
crowning jump two or three times in 
order that a fiercer flame of interest 
might be kindled in the audience. After 
two failures the hand would stop, al- 
ways the presage of a moment of strain 
supreme, the horse's head would be 
loosed, he would be urged to a greater 
pace, and the feat would gloriously suc- 
ceed.

BIG PROTEST MEETING. 
A program of protest against British 
methods in tho South African war was 
carried out before an in immense au- 
dience in the Auditorium theatre. 
Chicago, on the 8th inst. Following 
en eloquent address by W. Bourke 
Cockran and earnest speeches by 
others, resolutions for the appoint- 
ment of a oommittee to bring the sen- 
timents of the meeting bofore the 
president were adopted. Although an 
admission was oharged, the funds be- 
ing intended to aid the Boers and 
especially their women and ohildren, 
standing room was at a premium and 
many were unable to gain admittance. 
The program opened with the song, 
"The True Heart, " sung by nineteen 
good singing societies of Chicago, 
Brother Hiram Thomas, head of tho 
Peoples church, followed with a prayer 
for the women and children in South 
African prison camps. There were 
five hundred people on the stage when 
Mr. Cockran, the orator of the even- 
ing, arose and bowed in recognition 
of tho tumult of applause which 
greeted him. 



CRISIS IN BRITISH IRON. 
Under this caption, the Statist, 
after expatiating upon the enormous 
develepements in this line in the 
United States to the detriment of 
'Great Britain, earnestly advocates the 
importing of ore from Newfoundland 
and Nova Scotia and the establish- 
ment in England of basic furnaces, 
by which alone that ore can be 
ireated. The revolution in the British 
industry must begin with the con- 
struction of basic furnaces for tho 
utilization of phosphoric ores which 
will soon be all that is available. But 
that will not suffice to preserve our 
steel-making industry. We must 
also merge our smelting and steel- 
making in one oontinuous, econom- 
ical procesa. In corroboration of the 
Statist's remarks, it is expected 
that in the Scotch steel trade many 
»rOTi> will remain closed throughout 



'KING AN ORATOR. 
I jt.v avolution of the Prince of .Wales 
TFoft 1 a sailor into an orator caused 
great oomment and satisfaction. His 
Guild Hall speech was perfectly free 
from that platitudinous element usual- 
ly notably in royal utterance in En 
gland. His declaration that the old 
country must wake up if it wanted to 
hold its own almost took his hearers' 
breath away. It is probable that the 
Prince was entirely responsible for the 
oonstruction of the speech, as he used 
copious notes. His delivery, earnest- 
ness and willingness to commit him- 
self to suoh sentiments have raised 
him higher in the estimation of the 
people than any previous action. Sev- 
eral of the papers declared that the el- 
ocution of Lord Salisbury, Lord Rose- 
berry and Mr. Chamberlain fell quite 
flat after the Prinoe of Wales' effort. 



The attempt of the Federal authori- 
ties to break up what is alleged to be 
an oil m 11 trust existing in Mississippi 
ie attracting widespread attention, and 
thus far the oil mill men seem to have 
the best of the fight, notwithstanding 
the faot that numerous indictments 
have been brought against them. 



REVOLUTION ABOUT OVER. 

Colonel BararH, the wounded insur- 
gent leader who surrendered and was 
brought to Colon, believes that the 
revolutionists will confiue tho fighting 
to the Interior of the Department of 
Panama, and certainly will not attaok 
along the line of the Panama railroad 
before next March. He declares that 
General PorraraB, a revolutionary 
leader, has about 500 men and a good 
supply of ammunition. Colonel Ba- 
rara considers that practioally all of 
the best insurgent officers on the Isth- 
mus have surrendered. 



CIIAFFEE'3 REPORT. 
The War Department has madepub- 
<iu the first annual report of Maj.-Gen. 
iV. P. Chaffee, Military Governor of 
\ht> Philippines. Commenting upon 
Pie plan of gradually replacing mili- 
lary with civil administration, Gen- 
eral Chaffee reoommends that there be 
no further material reduction of troops 
before January, 1903. In anticipa- 
tion of a partial concentration of the 
troops in the Philippines next year, 
General Chaffee names $2,500,000 as 
his estimate of cost for the construc- 
tion of quarters and barracks. Great 
attention is paid in appended reports 
to the subject of the prevalence of 
venerial diseases in the army of the 
Philippines, and the measures to seg- 
regate dissolute women and by rigid 
physical inspection guard against a 
dread of the disease. 



DISCUSSES THE MESSAGE. 
LaPatria, a liberal newspaper of 
Mexico City, warns the Mexicans that 
they need not hope to look to Europe 
for help against the North American 
aggregation so much talked of by the 
clerical papers, but adds: "'We fear 
nothing from the United States. That 
great republic plants itself on the 
Monroe doctrine and that of peace in 
his hemisphere. The United States 
offers as a pledge of its sincerity the 
the support they gave Mexico during 
her war with Napoleon III," El Cor- 
elo Espania, the organ of the resident 
Spanish colony, praises Roosevelt's 
message as being well written and full 
of alltruism and optimism, but for all 
his fine sentiments, there is Cuba in 
servitude to the United States by right 
of the Piatt law embodied in her new 
constitution. 



ROYALTY IN DANGER. 
Prince Henry has not appeared in 
public since the recent disclosures in 
regard to the domestic troubles in the 
Court of the Netherlands. If he did 
he would certainly be mobbed. His 
picture has been withdrawn from the 
Kinematograph exhibitions in the 
music halls throughout Holland, ow- 
ing to fiery demonstrations of anger 
provoked. 



THE RIGHT WAY. 
A. R. Peacock, one of the Pittsburg 
group of steel made multi-million- 
aires, has discovered a new way of 
avoiding the disgrace of dying rich. 
He is looking up the friends of his 
youth, whoso Bhips failed to come in 
as well laden with gold, as his own, 
and is presenting them with consola- 
tion prizes in the form of homesteads 
of their own selection. 



CONVENTION MEETS IN MAY. 

The Southern Industrial Associa- 
tion, called to meet in Memphis, Jan- 
uary 11, 1902, has been postponed un- 
til May. This information was given 
out by Colonel N. F. Thompson, sec- 
retary. The postponement is for va- 
rious reasons and is said to be # satis- 
factory to the people of Memphis who 
will do the entertaining. 



VANDERBILT FENED $200. 
William K. Vanderbilt has been 
condemned in a French court to pay 
1,000 francs damages as a result of a 
collision between his automobile and 
a dog cart at d'EauvUIe last year.

ENCOURAGING. 

flE PRESIDENT I[« CQNGLDSION 

Rlcharson and Pettus See President— The 
House Will Probably Pass the Philip- i 
pine Measure— The Revision Com- 
mittee flaking Qreat Progress. 



The report of George E. Roberts, 
director of the nfint, for the fiscal 
yc-ar ended June 30, 1901, shows the 
coinage amounted to 176,999,132 
pieces, of the value of $186,340,781. 
Of this $99,005,715 was in gold, $24,- 
298, 850 in silver dollars, $10,963,648 
in fractional silver and $2,000,668 in 
minor coins. There also was coined 
at the Philadelphia mint 226,000 gold 
pieces of the value of $349,014 for the 
government of Costa Rica. Coinage 
operations were conducted during the 
year in the mints at Philadelpha, San 
Francisco and New Orleans. The j 
Philadelphia mint is now in its new J 
quarters and the old site will be of- 
fered for sale to the highest bidder on 
December 19, 1901. An upset price 
of §2,000,000 has been placed on it. 
The original cost of the ground to tho 
government was $35,840. The new 
mint under construction at Denver 
has made slow progress during the 
year and. the supervising architect 
finds an additional appropriation nec- 
essary before the final contracts can 
be let. The appropriation for the 
site and building was $500,000 and 
for equipment $150,000. 

The original deposits of gold at the 
mint and as3ay offices amounted to 
$153,101,580, an increase of $19,181,- 
561 over the preceding year. The 
estimated production of gold in the 
United States during the calendar 
year 1900 was of the value of $79,- 
171,000 and notwithandiDg the faot 
that this country led the world in pro- 
ductions, its imports exceeded its ex- 
ports by $12,866,010. The produc- 
tion of North America, practioally all 
of which comes to the United Sta f es 
was $110,051,500. The world's coin- 
age of gold ia the calendar year 1900 
was $354,936,497 and of giver $177,- 
011,902. The industry consumption 
of gold in the United States during 
the calendar year 1901 ia estimated at 
$16,867,500 and of the world approx- 
imately $75,000,000. The stock of 
subsidary coin in the country is lim- 
ited by law to $100,000,000 and of 
November 1, 1901, the existing stook 
was $90,618,512.. It is suggested that 
the limit of the country's stock of 
subsidiary coin be raised to' at least 
$120,000,000. No good reason is ap- 
parent, says the report, why tha coin- 
age of dollar pieces should not be al- 
lowed to cease and all of the silver on 
hand be used in subsidiary coinage. 

Tho only message of importance 
which the senate has on its calendar 
for the present week is the new Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty, making provision 
for tho abrogation of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and opening the way 
for the construction of an isthmian 
canal by the United States. Acting 
for the oommittee on foreign relations 
Senator Lodge will ask the senate to 
go into executive session for the con- 
sideration of the treaty and each daj 
thereafter until the convention is dis- 
posed of. 

The reported assignment of Mon- 
siguor Scalabraini of Placenz-i, Italy, 
as the successor of Cardinal Martinel- 
li, the papal delegate in this country, 
is regarded as very improbable by of- 
ficials of the delegation in this oity. 
Monsignor Scalabtaini is regarded as 
one of the ablest ecclesiastics of the 
church in Italy and for some years has 
been in charge of his present diocese 
in Placanza.

Seven were recap- 
tured yesterday by some of the trus- 
ties who were sent out as detectives 
by Warden Shields.Jwho is in charge of 
the jail.

The Rev. J. W. Bradford, Metho- 
dist minister at Brookside, was shot 
and killed by R. D. Coffman, justice 
of the peace, Sunday at 5 o'clock p. 
m. The trouble is said to have grown 
cut of a remark made by Mr. Brad- 
ford derogatory to Ooffman's charac- 
ter while addressing the Sunday 
school. 



TROOPS GUARD] NEGROES. 
The militia sent to Andalusia to 
protect the negroes in jail are still on 
duty. Governor Jelks has been asted 
to order the troops to remain until 
a trial is given the negroes, as the 
citizens fear to have the militia leave 
until the case has been disposed of. 
State Solicitor Parks has arrived and 
it is understood the negroes will be 
given a hearing next Monday. The 
town oontinues under martial rule. 



THE stove foundry which was built 
by home capital at Gadsden is now in 
full operatiou. They are daily turn- 
ing out stoves, grates, pots and all 
kind of hollow ware . The president 
and general manager says he finds a 
ready sale for the produots, and by 
the first of January hopes to have 
stock enough on hand to commonoe 
to fill some of the orders. 



The Berlin correspondent of the 
London Times says President Roose- 
velt's message to Congress has been 
utilized by the supporters of the tarifi 
bill. The hopes raised in the ranks 
of the anti-protectionists by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley's utteranoas on the subject of 
reciprocal commercial treaties have 
been dashed by Mr. Roosevelt's un- 
compromising tone and the supporters 
of the bill have been quick to put the 
"American danger" in the forefront 
of their arguments. Nevertheless, 
says the correspondent, the conserva- 
tives do not approve the genernl tone 
of the message. The Kreuz Zeitung, 
in an article full of bitter ironry, says 
President Roosevalt was to ushor in 
an era of honest government to anni- 
hilate the empire rulo of trusts, and 
to "break down the wall of high pro- 
tection." 



SECR ETARY GAGE'S RE PORT 

Reduction of Revenue to the Extent 
of $50,000,000 Urged. 



FINANCIAL REFORMS SUGGESTED 



Proposes Federation of National Banks 
Into a Great Central Institution For 
the Distribution of Unemployed He- 
serves — Recommends a "Guaranty 
Fund" Plan JTor the Currency System. 

Washington, D. C— Secretary Gage, 
in his annual report to Congress, takes 
a stand against the war taxes, and sug- 
gests that many of them be repealed, 
and the Governnu-nt revenue be cut- 
down to ¥-50,000,000. 

He also argues in favor of amending 
the national banking act, so as to pro- 
vide for a more elastic currency and its 
expansion in volume when increase 
of business requires it. 

The Secretary inclines toward a bank 
which would be a sort of parent in- 
stitution, though he admits that pub- 
lic animosity toward a central bank, 
with power of establishing branches, 
is still too strong to allow the serious 
consideration of such a project. He 
thinks, however, that the same advan- 
tages might be secured through a fed- 
eration of banks. 

He favors the transfer of the burden 
of the redemption of greenbacks from 
the Treasury to banks without interest 
cost to the Government. The green- 
backs, Mr. Gage thinks, would even- 
tually become gold certificates, which 
he says they ought to be in reality. 

Another matter which he treats spe- 
cially is his renewed recommendation 
for a remodeling and extension of the 
Act of March 3, 1891, relating to the 
carrying of ocean mails by American 
steamships. 

"There is no reason why the United 
States should be dependent on the aux- 
iliary navies of European powers for 
our ocean maii service," says the Sec- 
retary. 

In opening his report, Secretary Gage 
says: 

"The reserve fund and trust fund 
have been maintained. The redemp- 
tion of United States notes have been 
each day adjusted by exchange for 
gold, so that the full sum of $150,000,- 
000 has been kept unchanged in coin 
and bullion. 

"Upon the withdrawal of Treasury 
notes as the bullion of 1890 was coined 
into standard dollars, silver certificates 
under the Act of March 14, 1900, were 
substituted to the extent of $10,743,000 
to July 1, 1900, and $28,244,000 addi- 
tional to July 1, 1001. By November 
1, 1901, the total exchange reached 
$45,336,000. 

"The sold certificates upon deposit 
of the metal were increased during uie 
fiscal year by $45,100,270, and in the 
first quarter of 1902 by $31,801,430 ad- 
ditional. 

"The gross gold in the Treasury, in- 
cluding the reserve and the trust fund 
against certificates, received an addi- 
tion of $71,270,325.74 during the fiscal 
year, and a further addition of $34,- 
304,225.50 by October 1, while $13,697,- 
327 more in October brought the ag- 
gregate by November 1 to $542,831,849. 

"This sum in gold was never before 
equalled in our annals, and only for a 
few months some years ago has any 
other government ever held so much 
of that precious metal." 

While the circulation per capita was 
$20.50 on Julv 1, 1900, and $28.52 on 
October 1, 1901, gold certificates more 
and more entered into the field of large 
denominations, and were used almost 
exclusively in the payment of customs 
duties and in the settlements at the 
Clearing House in New York. 

Two features are marked in the cur- 
rency—first, the growing use of gold, 
and, second, the constant addition to 
the small denominations of paper. 

On March 4, 1900, there was in ex- 
istence 3617 National banks, with au- 
thorized capital stock of $010,308,095; 
bonds on deposit to secure circulation, 
$244,611,570; circulation secured by 
bonds, $210,374,075; and circulation 
secured by lawful money, $38,027,935. 
Comparing conditions on that day with' 
the close of the fiscal year 1901, there- 
is shown to have been a net increase 
in banks of 561; of capital, $31,358,600; 
bonds deposited to secure circulation, 
$8 007,660; circulation secured by 
bonds, $107,515,929. 

The total amount of bonds purchased- 
and charged to the sinking fund of 
1902 from July 1 to November 15, in- 
clusive, was $23,114,420, and the- 
amount disbursed was $41,982,986.39. 

Secretary Gage says that the reve- 
nues of the Government from all 
sources for the fiscal year ended June 
SO. 1901, were $099,316,530.92, while 
the expenditures for the same period 
were $621,598,546.54, leaving a surplus- 
of $77,717,9S4.38. / 

The estimated Government revenues 
for the fiscal year 1902 are figured at 
$688,633,042, leaving an estimated sur- 
plus of $100,000,000; the estimated rev- 
enues for 1903 are $712,020,030, leaving 
an estimated surplus of $23,172,311.u3.

TREATED WITHOUT ALCOHOL. 

The board of the London Temper- 
ance Hospital has just issued its 
twenty-eighth report. The hospital 
was founded in 1873, for the treatment 
of medical and surgical cases without 
the use of alcohol as ordinarily pre- 
scribed. The medical staff was allow- 
ed to administer alcohol when it 
should be deemed needful, but every 
such case must be recorded and pub- 
lished in the succeeding annual re- 
port. It is interesting to know that 
during the twenty-seven years of the 
hospital's existence there have been 
only forty-three such cases in a total 
of 17,910 in-patients. From the open- 
ing of the hospital to the end of 1900 
the in-pationts numbered 17,910. The 
cures were 10,872, and the deaths 
1,290; giving the low percentage of 7.2. 
The out-patients and casualty patients 
in 1900 numbered 22,339. The friends 
of the movement claim that the hospi- 
tal has justified the great reason for 
its establishment. Its success as a 
general hospital has been proven, and 
it has fully proved the non-necessity 
of alcohol as a medicine. Besides this, 
it has led to a very large diminution of 
the amount of alcohol used in other 
hospitals. The London Temperance 
Hospital is, therefore, the pioneer of 
a great reform.

Still Electric Traction Has Not Reached 
Its Perihelion. 

That the wonderful development of 
tho trolley system of traction, which 
has marked the past decade, has not 
yet reached its limit is evidenced by 
the projected eight track trolley line 
between Jersey City and Philadelphia, 
a distance of 90 miles. 

It is announced that this line will 
be equipped with trolley cars capable 
of attaining a speed of 60 miles an 
hour and that passengers will bo 
hauled the entire distance for a &-cent 
fare. 

Of course this road is only on paper 
as yet, but its practicability from a 
financial and an engineering stand- 
point will not be challenged in the 
light of the many long-distance ir.- 
terurban trolley lines that are now in 
successful operation all over the coun- 
try. Tho "mile-a-minute" announce- 
ment and the 5-cent fare for 90 miles 
are propositions that may never yet 
beyond the limitations of engineering 
optimism, but leaving these claims out 
of consideration a trolley line from 
the Quaker city to Jersey City, pay'ng 
a good dividend on the investment, is a 
possibility that may be easily -realized. 
In all trolley traction projects of this 
character due allowance is always 
made for the radiant optimism of the 
promoter. 

That trolley traction has not yet 
reached its perihelion is plainly mani- 
fest from the many and extensive i:> 
terurban lines that are being pro- 
jected all over the Union. It will soon 
be possible to ride from one end of 
the state of Ohio to the other on trol- 
ley cars. Plans are already on foot 
for constructing a continuous route be- 
tween Cleveland and Columbus. When 
the Columbus, London and Springfield 
line is completed it will be possible to 
ride from Columubs to Cincinnati. 
From Columbus north a line is now 
being built with a terminus at Mt. 
Vernon. The proposed consolidation 
of Sandusky and Cleveland iina^;, it 
is believed, is the forerunner of a chain 
of electric railroads extending from 
Buffalo to Detroit. In Indiana the 
movement is also toward consolidation 
of interurban plants, which means an 
ultimate network of lines coverirg 
southern Michigan, northeastern In- 
diana and northwestern Ohio. Massa- 
chusetts is completely covered with a 
vast interurban trolley system con- 
necting nearly every city and town 
with the "hub" of the Bay stata 

A singular and interesting feature of 
this remarkable trolley development is 
its apparently imperceptible effect 
upon the business of the steam rail- 
toads. Instead of injuring the big 
trunk lines it is found that many cf 
these cross-country interurban lines 
act as feeders to steam railroads, in- 
creasing travel and enhancing passen- 
ger receipts. — Chicago Record-Herald. 



Nicknames of American Cities. 

For years Buffalo's claim to the 
name Queen City of the Lakes, has 
been hotly contested by Chicago, De- 
troit, Cleveland and even Duluth, but 
no one could lay claim to the Bison 
city, by which it has often been desig- 
nated. It now adds another name to 
its list, which will probably not be 
disputed. The rainbow city in defer- 
ence to the exposition. Chicago dur- 
ing the period of the world's fair was 
known as the white city, in acknowl- 
edgment of the staff on its fair build- 
ings, but the title did not survive the 
close of the fair, and it has reverted 
to its former name, Garden city, al- 
though it is more frequently referred to 
as the Windy city. St. Louis has, per- 
haps, the largest number of nicknames 
It has been called the Iron city, the 
Mound city, the American Frankfort 
and the new Vienna. Years ago Roch- 
ester, N. Y., was entitled to the name 
Flour city, on account of its large 
flouring mills, but that industry ha» 
long since followed the course of em- 
pire and gone west, and it can no long- 
er claim that distinction. It is known, 
however, in these days, as the Flower 
city, on account of the large nurseries 
surrounding it. Syracuse is known as 
the Salt city, although it is no longer 
the leader in that industry. Pittsburg 
is the Smoky city and Cincinnati and 
Cleveland might lay claim to the samo 
name. Among the names which havft 
been longest associated with American 
cities are: Gotham for New York, 
baked bean city and Hub for Boston, 
Quaker city for Philadelphia, Monu- 
mental city for Baltimore, Crescent 
city for New Orleans and City of the 
Golden Gate for San Francisco. — Me- 
chanical Engineering.

On the op-ui snow the bear 
would saunter oft' in another direction, 
and then falling fiat, push himself 
along on his belly, with his great front 
paws covering his black muzzle, the 
only thing not matching the snow 
about him. Just as tho bear thought 
lie had got his seal the latter fired and 

shot him, a victim of false analogy.

Says He Won the Glorious Victory and is 
Entitled to the Credit— Bcnham and 
Ramsey Condemn the Hero of San- 
tiago. What Individuals Say. 



The most prolonged, interesting 
ind independent naval tribunal ever 
held in this country came to a close, 
after having in open and secret ses- 
sion lasted one week, short of three 
months, When Secretary Long Friday 
reoeived the findings of the court 
which inquired into the conduct of 
Boar Admiral Schley dnriug the San- 
tiago oampaign. 

; The result was a complete surprise, 
and it is probable that no prophecy has 
approached the truth. There are two 
reports. Both are signed by Dewey, 
the president of th'e court, and by 
Lemly, the judge advocate. Admiral 
Dewey offered a minority report, to 
express his qualiiication of or dissent- 
ing views as expressed by the court, 
comprising besides himself Admirals 
Benham and Ramsey. 

THE COURT'S OPINION. 

Commodore Schley, in command of 
the flying squadron, should have pro- 
ceeded with utmost dispatch off 
Gienfuegos, and should have main- 
tained a close blockade at that part. 

He should hava endeavored on May 
23rd, at Cienfuegos, to obtain infor- 
mation regarding the Spanish squadron 
by communicating with the insurgents 
at the place designated in the memo 
randum delivered to him at 8:15 a. m 
of that date. 

He should have proceeded from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago de Cuba with 
all despatch, and should have disposed 
his vessels with a view to intercept- 
ing the enemy in any attempt to pass 
the flying squadron. 

He should not have delayed the 
squadron for the Eagle. 

He should not have made the retro- 
grade turn westward with his squad- 
ron. 

He should have promptly obeyed 
the Navy Department's order of May 
25th. 

He should have endeavored to cap- 
ture or destroy the Spanish vessels at 
anchor near the entrance of Santiago 
harbor on May 29th and 30th. 

He did not do his utmost .with the 
force under his command to capture 
ro destoy the Colon and other vessels 
of the enemy which he attacked on 
May 31st. 

By commencing the engagement on 
July 3rd, with the port battery and 
turning the Brooklyn around with 
port helm Commodore Schley caused 
her to lose distance and position with 
the Spauish vessels — especially when 
the Brooklyn's turn to starboard was 
made to avoid getting her into 
dangerous proximity to the Spanish 
vessels. The '.urn was made toward the 
Texas, and caused that vessel to stop 
and back her engiues to avoid possible 
collision, 

Admiral Schley did injustice to 
Lieutenant-Commander A. C. Hodg- 
son in publishing only a portion of 
the correspondenoa which passed be- 
tween them. 

Commodore Schley's conduct iD 

connection with the events of the 
Santiago oampaign prior to June 1, 
1898, was characterized by vacilla- 
tion, dilatoriness and lack of enter- 
prise. 

His official reports regarding the 
coal supply, and the coaling facilities 
of the flying squadron were inaccurate 
and misleading. 

His conduct during the battle of 
July 3rd, was self-possessed, and he 
encouraged iu his own person, his 
subordinate officers and men to fight 
courageously.

ADMIRAL DEWEY'S OPINION. 

In the opinion ofjthe undersigned, 
the passage from Key West to Cien- 
fuegos was made by the flying squad- 
ron, with all possible dispatch. Com- 
modore Schley having in view the im- 
portance of arriving off Cienfuegos 



with as muoh coal as possible in the 
ships' bunkers. 

The blockade of Cie nfuegos was ef- 
fective. 

Commodore Sohloy, in permitting 
the steamer Adula to er'er the port 
of CUnfuegos, expected to obtain in- 
formation concerning the Spanish 
squadron from her when she came 
out. 

The passage from Cienfuegos to a 
Doint about twenty-two miles south of 
Santiago was made with as much dis- 
patch as was possible while keeping 
the squadron a unit. 

The blockade of Santiago was ef- 
fective. 

Commodore Schley was the senior 
officer of our squadron off Santiago 
when the Spanish equadron attempted 
to escape ou (he morning of July 3, 
1898 Ho was in absolute command 
a', d is entitled to the credit due to 
such commancii-jg officer for the glori- 
ous victory which resulted in the total 
destruction of the Spanish ships. 
(Signed) George Dewey,

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In view of the length of time which 
has elapsed since the occurrence of 
the events of the Santiago campaign 
the court recommends no further pro- 
ceedings be had in the premises.

Admiral Schley's mail has been 
steadily growing lately and he has re- 
ceived a number of offers to go on the 
lecture platform. Oae proposition 
was a fixid price of $500 a night for 
lectures, to last forty nights. Admi- 
ral Schley politely declined this and 
all other offers. 

Rear Admiral Belknap, U.. S. N,, 
retired, said of the Schley court ver- 
dict : "The pith of the decision is in 
Admiral Dewey's findings. As I re- 
call all the evidence laid before the 
court that fiuding is, in my judg- 
ment, just and proper." 

Opinion in the Senate is divived as 
to the probability of a congressional 
investigation of the Schley contro-" 
versy, but is on the whole against 
such a course, Democratic Senators 
generally seemed disposed to wait 

upon the expression of opinion by 
Admiral Schley. Senator Martin 
said he thought Congress should 
adopt the joint resolution, staling its 
confidence in the admiral. Rep- 
resentative Sherman of New York 
said: "I think the country will 
accept Admiral Dewey's view as con- 
clusive and that Congress will take 
the same view of it. Dewey's conclu- 
sions will live in history long after the 
other members of the court are for- 
gotten. " 

Isidore Rayner showed keen disap- 
pointment when the findings of the 
court of inquiry were communicated 
to him. He announced that he would 
go to Washington as eo)n as his en- 
gagements will permit, and will coun- 
sel Admiral Schley to light the case 
to a finish by every appeal that is pos 
sible. "I think the country will almost 
unanimously accept Admiral Dewejp'j 
judgment. The testimony was so 
overwhelming upon almost every one 
of the specifications in favor of Ad- 
miral Schley that I must confess I am 
utterly at a loss to understand upon 
what facts or upon the evidence of 
what witnessses the other two mem- 
bers of the court reached their con- 
clusion. I am absolutely satisfied 
that the opinion of the two judges is 
at total variance with the opinion of 
the country, and that this will not by 
any means terminate the controversy. 
I shall advise Admiral Schley to fight 
it out to a finish, to oppose it by 
every appeal that is possible, con- 
gressional or otherwise, and I believe 
that the sentiment of the whole coun 
try will uphold him in his resolve not 
to let the judgment stand." 

Captnin Parker, of Admiral Schley's 
counsel, said: "Until I have read 
the reports in fuil I cannot say more 
than this: Admiral Dewey knows 
what was right. He, better than any 
one else in the world, was qualified 
to consider the case. He is the one 
man living, besides Admiral Schley, 
who conducted a campaign and fought j 



a battle with modern ships uuder 
modern conditions. He probably 
found there was a difference between 
theory and praotice, and judged 
Schley in the light of his own expe- 
rience. The two other members of the 
court were high-minded men of the 
highest character, and men who 
would not misjudge knowingly or 
willingly. They never had the expe- 
rience the admiral had, and probably 
did not see things in the same light as 
he did. We shall lsave the matter to 
tho judgment of the people of tho 
country, confident that in the just 
popular mind the findings of Admiral 
Dewey will be sustained." 

Captain Parker seemed almost as 
muoh pleased that Admiral Dewey 
had sustained Rear Admiral Schley as 
if the court had been unanimous in the 
verdiot that he (Dewey) rendered. 

Rear Admiral George Brown, re- 
tired, when asked for his opinion of 
the verdiot in the Schley case said: 
"I read the original charges against 
Admiral Schley, of course, and made 
up my mind that no court would ever 
convict him of cowardice. The whole 
country knows he is not a coward. 
There is not a drop of cowardly blood 
in his veins. If there were he would 
never have become a commodore and 
admiral iu the navy of tho United 
States. I did think, moreover, that 
the court would possibly censure him 
for his retrograde movement and his 
tardiness in . getting to Santiago. 
Cervera had time before the arrival of 
Schley to coal aud get away. He did 
not and Schley got there in time and 
did the work. Cervera did not get 
away and his flaot was destroyed at 
Santiago." 

Delegate Baker, of the lower house, 
of the Virginia general assembly, in- 
troduced a joint resolution calling for 
the appointment 1 • ' ' • • siding of- 
ficers of the tw He assem- 
bly of a joint committee to ascertain 
the sentiments of the people of Vir- 
ginia on the subject of theSchley ver- 
dict, which are believed to be indig- 
nation at the findings of the court. 

Admiral Schley has placed what- 
ever future his caso may have in the 
hands of Mr. Rayner. 

An offer of $10,000 from an anony- 
mous source for use in the admiral's 
behalf has bean dunlinatl. 

PENNY3LVANIA FLOOD. 
A storm, which has not been 
equalled in the section for twenty-fivs 
years,- visited Eastern and Central 
Pennsylvania Sunday night, oausing 
almost unprecedented damage, and re- 
sulting in the loss of at least four hn- 
man lives. The havoc in the coal re- 
gions is enormous, and the loss to 
railroad and mining companies will 
amount to millions of dollars. Rivers 
have risen as high as fifteen feet above 
their levels, and tributaries have over- 
flowed, inundating the country in a 
doz?n counties. Washouts have oc- 
curred on the railroads; bridges were 
carried away and traffic is afc a stand- 
still. The force of water weakened 
the supports of a bridge spanning a 
creek near Williamsport and a freight 
train was wrecked and three men 
killed. At Oneida a miner was swept 
from a bridge and drowned. In the 
Schuykill Valley forty-eight mines 
were flooded and in the Lehigh and 
Lackawanna regions the destruction 
is equally great. Hundreds of mules 
were drowned in the collieries and it 
will be weeks before many can resume 
operation. In some sections the 
water reached the second stories of 
dwellings, and the town of Westmore, 
near Wilkesbarre, is submerged. 
Many of the residents have left their 
homes in boats, Pittsburg's three 
rivers have passed the danger line and 
are still rising with reports from the 
headwaters of the Monongahela aud 
Allegheny rivers stating that the cold 
wave will prevent the streams from 
reaching thirty feet, but that consider- 
able damage will result from the un- 
expected rise and inability of shippers 
and river men to tie craft securely be- 
fore the crest of the rise arrived.

AT DECATUR. 
What is supposed to be one of the 
richest mineral finds ever made in 
North Alabama is that reported by 
the Alabama Oil and Gas Company. 
The find was made in a well, which 
they are drilling for oil near there 
At the depth of 300 feet a quantity of 
tho finest oil baring sand known to ex 
ist was struck and the indications for 
striking a gusher are more promising 
. han ever before. After a depth of 
nbout twenty feet had been reached 
after striking oil bearing sand a min- 
eral water was struck which flooded 
the well to the depth of several feet. 
The mineral water tasted very much 
like the famous Blue Lick of Ken- 
lucky. Both water and sand will be 
sent to a chemist for analysis. On 
account of the overflow of mineral 
water, the company will be compelled 
:o take up the casing for the purpose 
of reaming down several feet. 



MONTE VALLO MURDER. 
Walter S. Cary, attorney, was shot 
and killed Friday evening by Frank 
Kroell, liveryman. An altercation 
arose over a lawsuit against one Gar- 
ner by the Kroell's, Cary defending 
Garner. Upon their return from Ca- 
lera, where the case was tried, Kroell 
and Cary had a dispute, in which 
shooting occurred. Later Mr. Cary 
was shot twice with a double barrel 
shot gun, the gun tearing a great hole 
through the left arm and a few shot 
striking him in the head. Mr. Cary 
fell. Frank Kroell then ran up and 
shot him through the head. Mr. 
Kroell made his escape. Mr. Cary 
died an hour later. He was one of the 
most prominent lawyers in this sec- 
tion. Mr. Kroell is a son of George 
Kroell, the largest merchant in this 
part of the country. Mr. Cary leaves 
six orphan children, his wife having 
died in July last. 



BANK RUNNER MISSING. 
Thursday afternoon Robert Chamb- 
lin, a runner employed by the Peo- 
ple's Bank, of Mobile, left to take a 
paokage containing $6,000 to be 
shipped to Mississippi and has since 
been missing, His departure was dis- 
covered when the bank opened the 
next morning.

About 
$1,500 worth of cotton seed, the prop- 
erty of Agent C, E. Borom, was also 
destroyed.

The pros- 
pectors are ready, willing and wailing 
to begin operations, but a slight hinge 
is in the way of prooedure. The men 
at the head of the movement are wait- 
ing for the right kind of proposals 
from the parties owning the lands and 
as soon as the proper consessions are 
granted they will begin the sinking of 
the well.

FATAL SHOOTING. 



W. S, Cary Shot to Death 
by Frank Kroell. 




TERRIBLE MONTEVALLO AFFAIR 

Coroner's Jury Holds Frank Kroell 
for Premeditated Murder. 

Montevallo was the scene of a terrible 
tragedy last Saturday night, at which 
time attorney Walter S. Cary was shot 
to death by- Frank J. Kroell. The de- 
tails of the shooting are so horrible that 
The Sentinel will try to give them, 
without any coloring, as the witnesses 
gave them at the coroner's inquest. 

As near as can be learned the trouble 
began over a small livery bill which 
Kroell claimed was due him from Cary. 
The two met in the store of F. W . Ro- 
gan about 3 o'clock, Saturday, and had 
an encounter there. Cary had thrown 
his arms around Kroell when the latter 
demanded his release. On his assuring 
Uary that he was unarmed then Mr. 
Cary dropped the matter and walked 
away. In an instant Kroell pulled a 
pistol and shot at Cary hut without ef- 
fect. Cary ran out of the store with 
Kroell pursuing snapping his pistol 
several times. Running into the store 
of Davies & Jeter Cary grabbed a big 
revolver from off a shelf and returned 
to the street. Kroell was then running 
toward the store of his father. Cary 
shot at him although two blocks away. 
After the excitement died away Cary 
went before the mavor, plead guilty to 
disturbing the peace, said he was sorry 
and was ready to pay any tine that 
should be imposed against him. 

About 5 o'clock Mr. Cary went to 
Mulkey's market and ordered meat sent 
to his home for Sunday. He stood 
there a few minutes talking with Mr. 
Mulkey about the disturbance of the 
afternoon, and said as far as he was 
concerned the trouble was over, and at 
tnat he turned and left the market. In 
an instant almost there were two loud 
reports presumably from a shotgun. 
Dr. Lacey, who was in the market, 
stepped to the door and looked out. Ae 
he did so he saw Frank Kroell stoop 
over Mr. Cary, who was lying face 
downward, and fire two shots into the 
fallen man's head. Kroell then turned 
and walked toward his father's store. 
The stricken man was carried into the 
market and physicians summoned, but 
he lived only a few minutes, never hav- 
ing regained consciousness. 

It was evident that he had been shot 
from behind. His left arm was almost 
torn off by the load from the shot gun ; 
there was an ugly bole in his forehead, 
and another in the back of the head

where the pistol balls had entered. 

It was at first thought Kroell had left 
town in a buggy. Imt later developed he 
had remained in the store all night. 

No effort was made to arrest him that 
night except the sending of telegrams 
to several places. The mayor suspend- 
ed the marshal as it is claimed he was 
unfit for duty. 

• • • • • • 

Sunday morning the people were in- 
dignant that no apparent effort had 
been made to arrest Kroell, and es- 
pecially so when it was learned he was 
in town. Justice Jas. Ozley was sent 
for; a warrant was sworn out by C. W. 
Cary charging Frank Kroell with the 
killing of W. S. Cary, and John Kroell 
with being an accessory. This w arrant 
was placed in the hands of A. M. Cross 
who arrested the two men, finding 
them in Kroell's store. In the mean- 
time Sheriff Cox had been telographed 
for to come and make the arrest as it 
was thought die accused would be vio- 
lently dealt with by the c'tizens oi 
Montevallo. This is erroneous as the 
greatest indignation was against the 
dilatory action of the authorities in ar- 
resting the man who shot down another 
on the street. Montevallo people are 
not given to mob law. 

Acting coroner Ozley then held an in- 
quest, impaneling as jurors Geo. \V 
Morgan, J. L. McOonaughey. W. P. Mc- 
Conaughy, J. D. Farrington, Burgess 
Little and D. W. Shivers, the latter 
gentleman acting as foreman. They 
proceoded to the home of the dead man 
and summoned the following witnesses: 
Drs. Lane, Wilkinson, Lacey, Horn, 
G. F. Harper, Ed. Mulkey. J. Mulkey, 
and Mr. McPhail. 

Mr. McPhail said he was in Kroell's 
store when Frank Kroell, John Kroell 
and Mrs. Kroell started, as they said, to 
supper. Frank Kroell had a shotgun 
which his father tried to prevail upon 
him to leave in the store. This Frank 
refused to do, saying he was going to 
kill Cary, and they passed out of the 
store. In a few minutes Frank Kroell 
returned to the store without the shot- 
gun and told his father he had killed 
Cary, aud saying "good-bye, all," again 
left the store. 

G. F. Harper said he met the two 
Kroell boys and their mother in front 
of Steele's grocery and tried to induce 
them to go back ; this they refused to 
do. Mr. Harper passed on and said he 
gone but a little ways when he heard 
the shots. 

Dr. Lacey 's evidence was in substance 
as previously given. 

The physicians stated as to the con- 
dition of the body when found and the 
cause of death. 

The jury charged Frank J. Kroell 
with premeditated murder, and John 
Kroell with being an accessory. 

Sheriff Cox arrived in town about 
noon and took the prisoners to Colum- 
biana and put them in jail. 

The funeral of Mr. Carj was held on 
Monday from the home of his brother, 
C. W. Cary, and was largely attended. 
The cries of his little children were 
heart-rending and all present were 
moved to tears at their great grief mid 
utter helplessness. Bereft of mother 
but a few Bhort months ago, and now 
the father shot down in cold blood. 
They loved him dearly, and whatever 
Mr. Cary's faults in lite his devotion to 
his motherless children, and especially 
so to his three little girls, was known 
and remarked by all, and iu their great

WYOMING SOAP MINES. 

Wyoming has a soap mine. A do- 
posit of a whitish material, in com- 
posite form, containing Just onough 
Bulphate, potash, and pumico to give 
gritty essential, has been discovered 
five miles west of Newcastle, in the 
northeastern part of Wyoming. The 
deposit lies in a fissure and dips into 
the ground like a vein of mineral. 
The vein, so called, is 15 to 18 feet 
wide and runs tho length of a quarter 
section, which for twenty years up to 
date was used as a stock pasture. Next 
week probably a building of commo- 
dious dimensions, fittod with machin- 
ery that will cut the slabs of mineral 
soap into sizes for commercial use, will 
cover a portion of the ground.

President Accepts the Resignation 
of the Postmaster-General. 



Pressure of Private UuMnets the Rental 
—Henry C. Payne, of "Wisconsin, 
Named as His Successor. 



Washington, D. C— Postmaster-Gen 
eral Smith has resigned his office, and 
the announcement was made tha: 
Henry C. Payne, of Wisconsin, would 
succeed him. There is not the slight 
est question that Mr. Smith's resigna 
tion was purely a personal matter 
There was no question of politics in it 
It has long been an open secret thai 
the Postmaster-General did not like 
his work. He conscientiously and 
honestly endeavored to fulfill the du 
ties of the office, and made an envia- 
ble record. Nevertheless it was noi 
the kind of work that he preferred oi 
felt himself best fitted for. 

Following is the text of Mr. Sinith'f 
letter of resignation: 
"My Dear Mr. President: 

"Following my verbal communioatior 
of some time ago, I beg to tender mj 
resignation of the office of Postmaster. 
General, to take effect at your earliest 
convenience on the appointment and 
qualification of my successor. 

"This step is taken in fulfillment ot 
n plan long since formed, for purely 
personal reasons, the execution of 
which has been delayed until it could

Postmaster-General Smith, in an in- 
terview, spoke as follows about his ac- 
tion: 

"As indicated in my letter of resigna- 
tion, this step has been taken in con- 
formity with a plan formed many 
months ago. I communicated my pur- 
pose to the President last month, with 
the accompanying statement that I 
wished to consult his convenience as 
to the time when I should go out. The 
President was exceedingly gracious 
and strongly urged me to stay, but 
finally accepted my reasons as conclu- 
sive of my duty to myself. 

"My relations with the President 
have been of the most cordial charac- 
ter, and have strengthened as we have 
worked together. We have been in 
thorough accord in all matters of pol- 
icy. I have formed the highest esti- 
mate of his lofty and patriotic stand- 
ard of administration, and it has been 
a great pleasure to co-operate with 
him. My resignation has been delayed 
beyond my original purpose for two 
reasons, which have harmonized. 
! "First, to consult the President's 
wishes and not to embarrass bis de- 
clared policy as to his Cabinet, and 
second, to carry forward department 
policies in which I am greatly inter- 
ested to a point where their success is 
assured. 

"My successor, Mr. Payne, is a man 
who, by ability, experience and knowl- 
edge of public affairs. Is admirably 
fitted for the place, and I am glad to 
surrender the trust to such excellent 
hands."

The Public, Capital and Labor Repre- 
sented on a Permanent Board. 



THE OBJECT INDUSTRIAL PEACE 



Thirty-six Men, Known Throughout th« 
Country in Their Various Fields, Ar« 
Selected by the Convention of tke Civil 
Federation to Uring Capital and Lnuol 
Into More Friendly delations. 

New York City.— As a result of the 
conferences between representatives 
of capital and labor which have taken 
place under tho auspices of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, in this city, 
there was named a standing commit- 
tee to take the subject of labor trou- 
bles under further consideration and to 
^obviate strikes in the future, if possi/ 
ble. 

The motion for the appointment of 
this committee was made by F. P. 
Sargent, Grand Master of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen, wha 
suggested that it be composed of ten 
representatives of organized capital, 
ten representatives oi' organized labor 
and ten gentlemen to represent the 
general, public. Senator Marcus A 
Hanna seconded this motion, which 
was put and carried by the conference. 

An executive session was held, at 
the conclusion of which it was an- 
nounced that the following committee 
had been named in accordance with 
the resolutions named:

The members included the 
hends of several of the largest indus- 
trial organizations, representing many 
millions of capital, and the leaders of 
many labor organizations, representing 
hundreds of thousands of men. One 
estimate placed the capital represented 
at over one theusand million dollars, 
and the workingmen represented by 
their official leaders at more than ona 
million.

The malsters' strike at Rochester, N. 
Y, has been settled.

The membership of the Order of Lo- 
comotive Firemen is now nearly 40,000 
in the United States and Canada. 

Under the new Industrial Arbitra- 
tion law of Australia, a court is cre- 
ated having remarkable powers to en- 
force its decrees, even to creating a 
standard wage. 

The union scale of wages in the job 
printing offices in New York City will 
be $20 a week after January 1, and If 
it is necessary Typographical Union 
No. 6 will strike to enforce this scale. 

Fifty-three milkmea of Bridgeport, 
Conn., have formed a union and joined 
the Federation of Labor. The union 
will pass on questions raised between 
the milkmen and dealers as well as 
consumers. 

Denmark is said to be the best or- 
ganized country in the world from a 
labor standpoint. Statistics show that 
7G.7 per cent, of the workingmen and 
21.7 per ee.nt. of the working women 
of that country are members of trades 
unions. 

Starvation threatens all striking 
workingmen in St. Petersburg, who 
henceforth may be exiled to Siberia.

]N ARIZONA there is a county 
called Coconino, and the Colorado 
River crosses it with many a curve 
and twist. It lies in the northern 
part of the Great Colorado riateau and 
Is west of the Moqui country. Long 
after the railroad line from Flagstaff 
to Ashfork was completed a plan was 
formed to build another line into Co- 
conino and thence by heroic measures 
to pass into the most rugged scenery 
of the Colorado, and open that canyon 
land to tourists.

Wyoming has a soap mine. A de- 
posit of a whitish material, In com- 
posite form, containing Just enough 
sulphate, potash, and pumice to give 
gritty essential, has been discovered 
five miles west of Newcastle, in the 
northeastern part of Wyoming.
